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THE  EDITOR'S  PREFACE. 


The  work  which  is  here  offered  to  the  public  has  been 
received  with  distinguished  favor  by  the  German  and 
French  homaeopathists.  The  first  part  of  the  work  is  a 
concise  compendium  of  our  Materia  Medica  pura,  in- 
cluding all  those  symptoms  which,  although  not  con- 
tained among  the  pure  provings,  yet  are  known  to 
yield  to  the  action  of  the  drugs  to  which  they  are  attri- 
buted ;  and  the  second  part  is  a  repertory,  which  is  com- 
plete without  being  unnecessarily  diffuse. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  American  publication 
purports  to  be  a  combination  of  Jahr's  and  Possart's 
Manuals.  As  may  be  seen  from  Possart's  preface  to  his 
Manual,  he  published  his  work  in  the  supposition  that 
Jahr  did  not  intend  to  publish  another  edition  of  his 
own  Manual.  In  this,  however,  Possart  was  mistaken ; 
and,  inasmuch  as  the  plan  of  both  works  is  the  same, 
and  Possart  has  taken  his  materials  from  Jahr's  large 
Symptomen-Codex,  it  has  been  deemed  unnecessary  to 
publish  the  two  Manuals  separately  in  this  country ; 
and  I  believe  I  have  done  all  that  was  required  by  the 
interests  of  the  American  profession,  by  combining  the 
two  Manuals  into  one,  and,  taking  Jahr's  work  for  my 
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guide,  adding  to  it  all  that  strictly  belonged  to  Possart's. 
Several  provings  have  been  literally  transferred  by  this 
author  from  Jahr's  Symptomen-Codex  ;  it  seemed  un- 
necessary to  reprint  them  in  the  present  work,  and  I 
have  contented  myself  with  a  simple  reference  to  the 
page  of  the  Symptomen-Codex  where  these  provings 
may  be  found.  I  may  state  that  all  such  provings  are  of 
very  little,  if  any,  importance.  Possart's  portion  of  the 
work  has  been  added  in  the  shape  of  a  supplement.  In 
the  repertory,  Possart  and  Jahr  have  been  condensed 
into  one  coherent  work.  To  increase  the  practical 
value  of  the  work,  I  have  added  an  alphabetical  index 
to  the  repertory,  which  the  reader  will  find  at  the  end 
of  the  work. 

This  work  will  prove  a  very  convenient  book  to  the 
physician  and  lay -practitioner;  it  will  serve  the  pur- 
poses of  the  beginner  as  well  as  those  of  the  more  ex- 
perienced physician ;  to  the  one,  it  will  afford  an  excel- 
lent and  satisfactory  bird's-eye  view  of  our  immense  and 
somewhat  cumbersome  Materia  Medica ;  to  the  other, 
it  will  prove  a  useful  work  for  reference,  especially  at 
the  sick-bed.  It  is  my  sincere  desire  that  all  may  be 
pleased  with  the  work,  and  with  their  friend,

I  do  not  believe  that  I  have  ever  undertaken  a  work 
with  more  reluctance  than  this  new  edition  of  my  ori- 
ginal concise  manual.  When  I  published  the  first  edi- 
tion of  this  work,  in  1834,  most  practitioners  hailed  it 
with  pleasure,  as  a  work  which  relieved  them  of  the 
troublesome  necessity  of  consulting  original  sources, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  afforded  them  a  cursory  view  of 
the  totality  of  the  physiological  effects  of  our  drugs. 
Soon,  however,  it  was  perceived,  that  this  manual  did 
not  supply  every  want,  and  was  not,  by  any  means,  in- 
tended as  a  substitute  for  original  works.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  supposed  defect,  the  author  was  assailed 
with  letters,  where  his  attention  was  directed  to  symp- 
toms which  had  been  omitted  in  the  manual,  and  which 
he  was  desired  to  introduce  in  the  next  edition.  In 
this  way,  the  second  edition  of  the  manual  became 
much  larger  than  the  first;  and  the  second  edition 
being  likewise  still  complained  of  as  incomplete,  no 
other  way  seemed  left  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the 
critics,  than  to  arrange  that  complete  compendium  of 
our  drugs  which  has  now  been  before  the  public  for 
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some  years  past  under  the  name  of  "  Symptomen-Co- 
dex."  I  was  in  hopes  that  this  work  would  give  com- 
plete satisfaction,  both  to  those  who  desired  to  be  in 
possession  of  every  fact  belonging  to  our  Materia  Me- 
dica,  and  to  those  who  only  desired  extracts,  which 
everybody  might  readily  have  made  from  the  Sympto- 
men-Codex  to  suit  his  own  wants  and  judgment.  But, 
in  spite  of  the  Symptomen-Codex,  another  edition  of 
the  small  manual  was  demanded,  with  the  eager  desire 
that  this  edition  might  contain  only  facts  and  symp- 
toms th&t  were  acknowledged  as  true  by  the  generality 
of  the  profession,  and  had  been  abundantly  verified  by 
observations  at  the  sick-bed.  According  to  my  under- 
standing, this  seemed  to  imply  that  the  work  was  nei- 
ther to  contain  every  symptom,  nor,  indeed,  the  prov- 
ings  of  drugs  which  have,  of  late  years,  been  added  to 
our  Materia  Medica  in  almost  every  tongue  and  coun- 
try. It  would  certainly  be  absurd  to  expect  to  find 
every  thing  which  is  contained  in  the  Symptomen-Co- 
dex,  and  every  thing  else  which  is  yet  to  be  published 
in  a  supplement  to  the  Symptomen-Codex,*  reprinted 
in  a  concise  manual.  And  nevertheless,  according 
to  all  probability,  critics  will  expect  all  this  of  the  con- 
cise manual.  One  critic  will  complain  of  the  omission 
of  this  or  that  drug  ;  another  of  the  omission  of  this  or 
that  symptom  which  we  had  found  confirmed  by  expe- 
rience ;  so  that,  if  I  would  satisfy  all  demands  and  ex- 

*  This  supplement  to  the  Symptomen-Codex,  which  contains  all 
the  new  provings  in  detail,  is  now  ready  for  the  press ;  and,  if  any  of 
my  readers  should  desire  to  possess  it,  they  will  oblige  me  by  inform- 
ing me  of  it  through  some  publisher  or  bookseller.  Howsoever  the 
publication  of  this  supplement  may  be  deemed  desirable,  yet  I  have 
determined  not  to  publish  this  work  until  I  have  received  positive 
orders  for  at  least  five  hundred  copies.  This  will  convince  me  that 
the  work  is  not  only  desired  by  a  few  idle  critics,  but  by  a  majority  of 
the  professional  public.  For  it  may  reasonably  be  supposed,  that, 
in  the  aggregate,  the  professional  public  is  possessed  of  as  much  in- 
telligence and  scientific  acumen  as  any  single  critic. 
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pectations,  another  Symptomen-Codex  would  have  to 
be  written,  with,  a  supplement  as  copious  as  the  main 
work  itself.  What  is  a  poor  author  to  do  under  such 
contradictory  circumstances  ?  How  is  he  to  go  to  work 
to  reconcile  such  antagonistic  expectations  and  inte- 
rests? How  is  "he  to  combine  the  brevity -of  a  compen- 
dium with  the  completeness  of  the  original  sources? 
It  is  evident  that  thjs  is  simply  impossible ;  those  who 
desire  completeness  will  have  to  consult  the  Sympto- 
men-Codex;  'and  those  who  are  content  with  symptoms 
and  facts  of  universally-acknowledge'd  value  and  accu- 
racy, will  consult  this  present  manual. 

Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  the  discouraging  thought, 
that  this  fourth  edition  of  the  manual  will,  no  more 
than  its  predecessors,  reconcile  ail  the  contradictory  de- 
mands of  critics,  I  have  not  hesitated  to  perfect  the 
present  work,  for  the  reason  that  I  am  satisfied  it  sup- 
plies the  want  of  a  certain  class  of  readers  better  than 
the  largest  work.  In  arranging  the  present  edition  of 
the  manual,  I  have  been  constantly  bent  on  selecting 
materials  of  positive  practical  value,  and  on  recording 
such  symptoms  as  have  been  confirmed  by  actual  obser- 
vations at  the  sick-bed,  and  are  accepted  as  therapeutic 
truths  by  the  immense  majority  of  practitioners,  or  will  be 
accepted  as  such  (for  instance,  Argent,  nitric.)  in  a  very 
short  time.  Starting  from  this  ground,  I  have  been 
obliged  to  exclude  a  number  of  new  drugs;  the  prov- 
ings  of  which  have  been  published  for  some  ten  years 
past  in  our  periodicals,  and  to  expunge  even  several 
medicines  which  had  been  incorporated  in  the  second 
edition,  in  order  to  replace  them  by  more  useful  and 
more  valuable  matter.  In  this  way  the  fourth  edition, 
in  spite  of  the  most  careful  arrangement  of  the  author, 
has  been  augmented  by  some  ten  folios. 

In  selecting  my  materials,  I  have  not  been  guided  by 
a  blind  and  exclusive  regard  for  that  which  emanates 
from  Hahnemannean  sources,  but  by  a  strict  adherence 
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to  my  wish  to  embody  in  this  manual  only  such  facts 
as  are  of  universally  acknowledged  and  practical  value. 
The  question  then  simply  was  to  decide  what  observa- 
tions and  symptoms  come  under  this  category.  The 
partisans  of  Hahnemann  will,  of  course,  refer  you  to  the 
Materia  Medica  pura  and  to  the  Chronic  Diseases;  or 
to  the  provings  of  Hering,  Wahle,  Helbig,  Gross,  &c. ; 
the  adherents  of  the  anti-Hahnemannian  party  will,  on 
the  contrary,  refer  you  to  the  Hygea,  the  Oesterreichi- 
sche  Zeitschrift,  Noack's  Journal,  Trink's  Materia  Me- 
dica, with  the  kind  assertion  that  "  the  Hahnemannian 
trash'11  only  suits  mechanical,  unscientific  brains,  men 
without  judgment,  and  requires  a  thorough  reconstruc- 
tion on  physiologico-pathological  principles,  in  order  to 
become  practically  and  universally  useful.  If  an  arbi- 
ter exist  who  has  sufficient  authority  to  decide  between 
these  opposing  parties,  it  is  undoubtedly  in  the  ranks  of 
the  profession  at  large  that  this  arbiter  has  to  be  sought. 
The  opinions  of  a  majority  of  our  practitioners  ought  to 
be  considered  as  authoritative  as  the  judgment  of  a  few 
arrogant  pretenders,  who  perpetrate  their  criticism  for 
no  better  reason,  probably,  than  because  it  is  their  trade 
and  they  have  to  make  a  living  by  it.  If  we  consult 
the  authenticated  records  of  physicians,  we  shall  find 
that  upwards  of  a  thousand  of  then,  among  whom  gen- 
tlemen of  the  opposite  party  are  to  be  found  as  well  as 
friendly  names,  employ  principally  the  drugs  contained 
in  the  works  of  Hahnemann  and  those  of  his  disciples, 
and  evidently  depend  upon  the  physiological  results 
obtained  by  them ;  considering  that  only  three  or  four 
drugs  have,  so  far,  been  subjected  to  new  experiments 
upon  the  healthy.  Hahnemann's  original  drugs  are 
used  infinitely  more  frequently  than  those  which  were 
added  to  our  Materia  Medica  by  the  partisans  of  the 
specific  school.  Strict  Hahnemannean  practitioners  do 
not  write  any  prescriptions,  but  administer  their  own 
drugs;  in  spite  of  which  the  number  of  prescriptions, 
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where  Hahnemann's  drugs  are  required,  is  beyond  all 
proportion  greater  than  the  number  of  the  prescriptions 
where  such  drugs  as  Oleum  animale,  Niccolum,  Croton 
tiglium,  Phellandrium,  Gratiola,  Kali  hydriodicum,  &c., 
are  desired.  In  a  much  frequented  pharmacy,  which 
we  have  here  in  Paris,  these  last  mentioned  drugs  were 
not  desired  in  the  space  of  fifteen  years  except  in  a  very 
few  instances,  whereas  the  drugs  contained  in  Hahne- 
mann's original  Materia  Medica  were  called  for  many 
thousands  of  times.  There  are  several  other  drugs 
which  have  shared  the  same  fate  of  oblivion,  although 
their  provings  have  travelled  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
France.  Among  these  drugs  there  are  some  which  pos- 
sess a  considerable  amount  of  pharmacodynamic  pro- 
perties ;  and,  if  they  have  been  disregarded  up  to  this 
day,  must  it  not  be  owing  to  the  fact  that  practitioners 
have  as  yet  too  little  confidence  in  the  practical  value 
of  the  provings  ? 

In  selecting  my  materials  for  the  present  edition  of 
the  manual,  I  have  adopted  the  same  rule  by  which  the 
public  seems  to  have  been  guided  so  far ;  and,  if  my 
critics  should  not  be  satisfied  with  this  mode  of  proceed- 
ing, they  ought  to  charge  the  fault  on  the  taste  of  the 
public,  not  on  my  own  limited  understanding.  Indeed, 
upon  the  whole,  I  find  that  I  have  been  pretty  generous 
in  not  expunging  such  drugs  as  Paris  quadrifolia,  Lac- 
tuca,  Taraxacum,  and  others,  which,  with  their  present 
deficient  pathogenesis,  will  never  be  of  much  general 
use  in  practice.  I  might  indeed  have  omitted  more  than 
ten  other  drugs,  contenting  myself  with  a  simple  refer- 
ence to  the  Symptomen-Codex ;  but  I  felt  for  those 
unhappy  physicians  whose  peace  of  mind  would  have 
been  seriously  disturbed  by  such  an  arrangement;  and  I 
concluded  that,  for  the  present,  these  comparatively 
valueless  drugs  might  remain,  until  they  could  be  fitly 
replaced  in  subsequent  editions,  by  the  provings  of 
more  Tiseful  agents,  by  which  means  every  subsequent 
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edition  of  the  work  would  not  only  be  increased  but  also 
improved.  In  future  editions  the  object  of  this  work 
will  therefore  be  to  offer  a  carefully-selected  digest  of 
the  symptoms  which  shall  be  progressively  elicited  by 
every  new  proving ;  to  separate  the  wheat  from  the 
chaff,  and  not  to  crowd  into  the  work  the  frightful  mass 
of  rubbish  which  the  builders  of  the  homoeopathic  ma- 
teria medica  may  be  pleased  to  accumulate. 

In  regard  to  the  technical  arrangement  of  the  mate- 
rials, I  have  not  made  any  alterations  in  the  common 
mode  of  distributing  and  printing  the  text ;  the  cura- 
tive and  purely  pathogenetic  symptoms  have  been  dis- 
tinguished in  this  work  by  the  same  signs,  as  in  the 
Symptomen-Codex.  Hence  symptoms  marked  with  a 
cypher  (°)  indicate  purely  curative  symptoms;  those 
marked  with  an  asterisk  (*),  mean  such  symptoms  as 
are  at  the  same  time  curative  and  pathogenetic ;  symp- 
toms without  any  sign,  are  symptoms  such  as  have  not 
as  yet  been  confirmed  in  practice ;  and  a  dash  ( — )  in- 
dicates the  limit  of  the  preceding  sign.  I  have  more- 
over enriched  the  pathogenesis  of  every  drug  with 
many  practical  facts,  and  have  added  eight  new  reme- 
dies, which  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  Symptomen- 
Codex.  These  are :  Argentam  nitrieum,  Aurum  muria- 
ticum,  Bromum,  Chlorum,  Fluoris  acidum,  Kali  bichroma- 
ticum1  Nux  juglans,  Sanguinaria.  The  following  reme- 
dies, which  are  not  contained  in  the  second  edition  of 
this  manual,  but  are  to  be  found  in  the  Symptomen- 
Codex,  have  likewise  been  added  to  the  fourth  edition : 
Baryta  muriatica,  Calcarea  ptiosphorica,  Chininum  sul- 
phuricum,  Or  o  talus,  Daphne  iridica,  Ferrum  muriaticum, 
Kreasotum,  and  Lachesis  (both  of  which  have  been  en- 
larged), Lactuca  virosa,  Mephitis  putorius  and  Prunus 
spinosa.  On  the  other  hand,  the  following  drugs,  the 
pathogenesis  of  which  is  as  yet  too  little  known,  or 
which  are  only  known  to  us  ex  usu  in  morbis,  have 
been  expunged  from  the  present  edition  :  Aethusa,  Ani- 
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sum,  Arum  maculatum,  Cascarilla,  Castoreum,  Cinna- 
baris,  Cinnamomum,  Coccionella,  Corallia  rubra,  Croton, 
Diadema,  Dictamnus,  Evonymus,  Filix  mas,  Qratiola, 
Jalapa,  Jalropha,  Indigo,  Kali  hydriodicum,  Lamium 
album,  Magnesia  sulphurica,  Millefolium,  Natrum  sul- 
phuricum,  Ohum  animale,  Oniscus  asellus,  Paionia,  Pe- 
troselinum,  Phellandrium,  Psoricum,  Batanhia,  Senna, 
Solanum  mammosum,  Solanum  nigrum,  Tabacum,  Ta* 
nacetum,  Tartari  acidum,  Terebinthina,  Thea,  Tongo, 
Uva  ursi,  Vinca  minor.  All  these  drugs  may  be 
studied  in  the  Symptomen-Codex  by  those  who  desire 
to  be  acquainted  with  their  pathogenesis.  Psoricum, 
which  had  been  incorporated  in  the  second  edition,  has 
been  left  out  in  the  Manual  as  well  as  in  the  Sympto- 
men-Codex, principally  for  this  reason,  that  it  can  be  of 
any  avail  only  to  those  who  possess  the  same  prepara- 
tion which  had  been  used  in  the  provings.  The  pus  of 
the  itch-pustule  is  a  very  uncertain  preparation,  which 
will  probably  yield  different  results  in  every  particular 
case;  the  acarus  is  the  true  agent  with  which  the 
provings  of  the  itch-miasm  should  be  instituted. 

As  regards  the  Eepertory,  I  have  arranged  it  with 
great  care  as  an  independent  work,  not  necessarily  con- 
nected with  the  text  of  the  symptoms,  and  which  may 
therefore  be  likewise  used  by  those  who,  without  car- 
ing about  a  mere  synopsis  of  symptoms,  may  neverthe- 
less be  frequently  desirous  of  surveying  at  a  glance  the 
principal  remedies  required  in  a  given  case.  In  former 
times  a  repertory  was  merely  a  mechanical,  literal 
index  of  the  text  of  a  manual.  This  plan  was  exceed- 
ingly inconvenient,  yielding  literally  correct,  but  not 
truly  useful  indications.  To  be  useful,  the  text  of  the 
symptoms  has  to  be  arranged  differently  from  that  of 
the  Eepertory.  The  former  is  necessarily  much  more 
diffuse  than  the  text  of  the  Eepertory,  and,  on  this 
account,  has  to  be  arranged  as  concisely  as  possible  to 
save  space.     It  is  different  with  the  Eepertory.     Here 
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nothing  can  be  left  to  the  mere  judgment  of  the 
inquirer ;  every  little  fact,  in  the  Eepertory,  is  of  import- 
ance, and  has  to  be  clearly  expressed,  lest,  from  the 
necessarily  disconnected  state  of  the  materials,  a  fact, 
a  symptom  should  seem  wanting.  On  the  other  hand, 
many  general  definitions,  such  as  tearing,  stitching,  etc., 
may  be  left  out  in  the  Eepertory,  because  everybody 
knows  that  such  pains  are  mentioned  among  the  symp- 
toms of  every  particular  organ.  In  all  such  cases  it  is 
therefore  sufficient  to  mention  the  principal  remedies; 
whereas,  in  the  digest  of  the  symptoms,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  mention  such  of  them  as  could  not  possibly  be 
left  out.  If  a  drug,  for  instance,  have  many  symptoms, 
it  is  proper  to  select  the  most  important  from  among 
the  number,  and  to  leave  out  all  the  rest ;  whereas,  if  a 
drug  have  but  few  symptoms,  they  have  to  be  men- 
tioned on  that  very  account,  because,  otherwise,  the 
pathogenesis  of  the  drug  would  be  entirely  lost. 
u  Stitching  in  the  eyes"  for  instance,  may  be  fitly  omitted, 
provided  it  is  not  a  characteristic  symptom  and  the 
omission  does  not  impair  the  pharmaco-dynamic  charac- 
ter of  the  drug ;  whereas  this  symptom  could  not  be 
omitted,  if  it  were  the  only  or  principal  eye-symptom  of 
a  drug.  In  the  Eepertory,  on  the  contrary,  where  the 
symptoms  are  not  arranged  with  regard  to  their  re- 
spective value  amongst  each  other,  but  with  regard  to 
the  relative  value  of  the  different  drugs,  the  "  stitching 
in  the  eyes"  which  had  been  left  out  in  the  text  in  con- 
sequence of  the  pathogenetic  richness  of  the  drug,  may 
have  to  be  replaced ;  whereas  the  other  drug  of  which 
the  "  stitching  in  the  eyes  "  had  been  mentioned  as  a 
symptom  in  the  body  of  the  Manual,  may  be  left  out 
entirely  in  the  Eepertory,  as  a  drug  of  secondary  im- 
portance. The  text  and  the  Eepertory  should  not  there- 
fore flow  from  each  other,  but  each  should  be  derived 
from  original  sources  independently  of  the  other. 
This,  of  course,  destroys  the  perfect  concordance  of  the 
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Eepertory  with  the  text ;  they  complete  each  other,  but 
they  are  not  founded  in  each  other,  but  in  the  common 
source  from  which  both  are  derived.  This  apparent 
inconvenience  is,  however,  advantageous :  for,  if  the 
text  of  the  symptoms  were  to  contain  everything  that 
is  to  be  found  in  the  Eepertory,  the  text  would  become 
an  unwieldy  Symtomen-Codex ;  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  if  the  Repertory  were  to  contain  nothing  but 
what  is  contained  in  the  text,  it  would  simply  be  a 
mechanical  index,  but  would  cease  to  be  a  logical  and 
scientific  guide. 

I  repeat  that  the  two  parts  of  this  work,  the  Text  and 
the  Eepertory,  are  derived  from  the  same  source,  but 
exist  independently  of  each  other,  and  contain,  each, 
that,  which,  from  their  respective  grounds,  seemed  to 
me  most  useful  and  practical.  Of  course,  the  two  parts 
must  frequently  meet,  and  the  symptoms  which  are 
common  to  both  are  necessarily  to  be  considered  as  the 
most  interesting  and  valuable.  Both  parts  are  founded 
upon  the  Materia  Medica  pura,  and  on  clinical  observa- 
tions as  their  true  sources  of  confirmation. 

In  imitation  of  Boenninghausen,  I  have  adopted  in 
my  repertory  four  different  kinds  of  print  to  corres- 
pond with  the  signs  adopted  in  the  Symptomen-Codex : 
the  symptoms  printed  in  common  type  (small  pica), 
being  the  least  in  importance ;  the  symptoms  in  italic, 
being  a  degree  above  the  former;  the  symptoms  printed 
in  small  caps.,  being  the  next  in  importance;  and  the 
symptoms  in  large  caps.,  being  the  principal  remedies. 
This  classification  is  not  based  upon  absolute,  necessary 
principles,  but  depends  entirely  upon  the  value  which 
the  individual  author  attaches  to  the  symptom.  In 
general,  it  should  be  well  understood,  that  the  cases 
where  one  system  has  a  higher  absolute  value  than 
another  are  but  few.  The  selection  of  a  remedy  should 
never  be  made  to  depend  upon  a  single  symptom,  but 
upon  the  totality  of  the  symptoms :  a  remedy  which 
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corresponds  with  the  totality  of  the  symptoms  is  the 
true  remedy,  even  if  it  should  be  found  printed  in  com- 
mon type  in  the  repertories.  A  classification  of  the 
remedies  indicated  by  different  print  may,  nevertheless, 
prove  useful,  provided  it  is  not  based  upon  a  numerical 
superiority  of  cures,  but  upon  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  conditions  and  circumstances  under  which  a  cer- 
tain remedy  had  repeatedly  effected  cures,  and  had  be- 
come known  as  a  positive  and  absolutely  true  remedy 
for  certain  states  and  conditions.  By  comparing  the 
records  of  a  number  of  observers,  the  specifically-cura- 
tive character  of  a  remedy  must  gradually  become 
known ;  until  then,  any  classification  of  drugs  with 
regard  to  their  therapeutic  value  must  remain  more  or 
less  the  work  of  individual  tact  and  judgment,  and  I 
beg  my  readers  to  consider  the  classification  which  I 
have  adopted  in  this  repertory  in  the  same  light. 

I  say  nothing  of  the  size  of  the  doses,  nor  of  the  best 
mode  of  selecting  a  remedy  :  these  subjects  have  been 
abundantly  treated  in  my  "  Clinical  Guide"  and  in 
Hahnemann's  Organon,  which  I  presume  every  body 
has  read  who  means  to  avail  himself  of  the  present 
work. 

In  placing  the  present  edition  before  the  public,  I 
trust  that,  notwithstanding  the  defects  which  may  be 
discovered  in  the  work,  even  by  those  who  might 
otherwise  be  satisfied  with  it  as  an  extract,  the  work 
will  prove  acceptable  to  the  majority  of  practitioners, 
as  an  avenue  to  our  noble  materia  medica,  and  to  our 
healing  art  generally.  Heretofore,  I  have  been  so  for- 
tunate as  to  be  treated  with  a  good  deal  of  forbearance 
by  the  professional  public ;  may  I  meet  with  similar 
kindness  in  offering  the  present  work.

General  Symptoms. — °Sticking  pains,  or  pains  confin- 
ed to  a  little  spot. — *Painful  sensitiveness  to  contact 
either  of  the  whole  body  or  especially  of  the  affected  part. — 
^Intolerable  pains  causing  one  to  be  beside  one's-self  maddening 
pains,  especially  at  night. — *  Great  irritation  of  the  nervous  or 
vascular  system. — °Great  debility. — Congestions,  especially 
to  the  chest,  heart  and  head,  particularly  in  plethoric  per- 
sons.— ^Inflammation  of  the  serous  membranes. — °External 
and  internal  dry  heat  of  the  affected  parts. — °Paroxysms  of 
pain,  with  thirst  and  redness  of  the  face. — ° Ailments  caused 
by  fright  and  chagrin. — °Complaints  of  young  plethoric  per- 
sons leading  a  sedentary  life. — °  Ailments  caused  by  wine  and 
other  heating  beverages. — °Catarrhal  or  rheumatic  complaints 
caused  by  a  dry,  sharp  east- wind. ]—-*  Fainting,  especially 
when  rising  from  a  recumbent  posture,  *also  attended  with 
paleness  of  the  face,  congestion  of  blood  to  the  head,  ° buzzing 
in  the  ears,  °  chilliness,  -bruised  feeling  in  the  extremities, 
tremor. — Considerable  disposition  to  lie  down. — Cataleptic  at- 
tacks, with  cry,  hiccough,  grinding  of  the  teeth. — °Tetanic 
spasms  in  the  case  of  a  child,  with  disposition  to  drink,  lock- 
ing of  the  jaws  and  alternate  redness  and  paleness. — ° Hys- 
teric spasms. 

Skin* — Spots  like  flea-bites,  especially  on  the  face  and 
hands. — °Sweiling  and  burning  heat  of  injured  or  affected 
parts. — °  Red,  hot,  shining  swellings. — °  Yellow  colour  of  the 
skin,  jaundice. — Every  part  of  the  body  turns  black,  with 
swelling  of  the  whole  body,  protrusion  of  the  eyes  and  hang- 
in  gout  of  the  tongue. — ° Measles;  °purple~rash  ;  ° rubeola?  ; 
°rash  of  children. — ° Erysipelatous  inflammations  with  violent 
fever. — °Burns.

sharp  Wind. 
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Sleep* — Great  drowsiness,  even  while  walking  in  the  open 
air,  especially  after  dinner. — Light  sleep. — *  Sleeplessness, 
restlessness,  constant  tossing  about  °and  anxiety. — Sleeps  sit- 
ting with  the  head  bent  forward  ;  or  lying  on  the  back,  with 
the  right  hand  under  the  occiput. — *  Anxious  dreams  with 
night-mare. — °Sopor  with  anxious  fancies  and  hurried  respira- 
tion.— Vivid  dream  during  which  he  has  a  lucid  perception  of 
that  which  was  obscure  to  his  mind  in  the  day-time. — *  Nightly 
ravings. 

Fever. — * General  dry  heat,  with  thirst,  short  breathing, 
quick  pulse,  redness  of  the  face  or  cheeks,  disposition  to  uncov- 
er oneh-self,  and  chilliness  when  uncovered  ever  so  little  or 
touched  ever  so  slightly. — *  Evening -chilliness,  soon  after 
going  to  bed. — *Dry,  burning  heat  of  the  skin,  during  which 
he  feels  a  chill  every  now  and  then. — Hot  forehead  and  lo- 
bules during  the  chill. — *  Attacks  of  feverish  redness  of  the 
cheeks,  -also  with  heat  of  the  head  and  face,  peevish  and 
whining  mood  and  oppressive  head-ache. — intermittent  fe- 
ver commencing  with  evening-chilliness,  followed  by  contin- 
uous heat. — *A  good  deal  of  thirst  during  the  heat  (-desire 
for  beer). — ° Inflammatory  fevers  with  great  irritation  of  the 
nervous  and  vascular  system. — *Slight  sweat  over  the  whole 
body. — °Constant  sweat,  especially  on  the  covered  parts. 

Emotive  Sphere. — * Anguish  with  apprehensive  and  trem- 
bling state  of  mind,  and  bitter  wailing.  — °Fear  of  death,  pre- 
dicting even  the  fatal  day. — *  Great  tendency  to  start,  -with 
intolerance  of  noise  and  music. — Forebodings  as  if  in  a  state 
of  clairvoyance. — °Doubts  about  one's  recovery. — °Dread  of 

f hosts. — * Sensitive  and  irritable  mood,  with  disposition  to 
nd  fault. — °Like  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  day-tim§,  gives  no 
answers. — ° Whining,  joyless  and  desponding. — °  Alternation 
of  merry  singing  or  warbling  and  whining  mood. — °Eavings  at 
times  laughing,  at  others  weeping  (-or.  likewise  furibond) 
^especially  at  night. — Gesticulations  as  if  crazy. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Inability  to  think,  with  sensation  as 
though  all  the  mental  functions  were  taking  place  in  the  pit 
of  the  stomach. — *  Vertigo,  worse  when  rising  from  a  recum- 
bent posture,  or  also  *with  reeling  and  intoxication,  darkness 
of  sight  or  nausea. — °Sanguineous  apoplexy  ? — °Meningitis  1 
°Acute  hydrocephalus  % 

Head. — *  Fulness  and  oppressive .  weight  in  the  forehead, 
with  sensation  as  though  all  the  contents  of  the  skull  would 
issue  through  the  forehead. — *Crampy  sensation  in  the  fore- 
head or  above  the  root  of  the  nose,  with  sensation  as  though  one 
tvouldlose  one's  senses,  worse  during  a  walk  in  the  open*  air.— 
^Stinging  and  stinging  beating  in  the  head. — *Stinging  pres* 
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sure  above  the  orbits,  with  inclination  to  vomit. —  Congestion 
of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  and  redness  of  the  face,—*  Head- 
ache as  though  the  brain  were  moved  or  raised,  worse  during 
motion  or  when  drinking  or  talking. — °Maddening  headache, 
with  loss  of  appetite  and  sleeplessness. — Sensation  on  the 
vertex  as  though  the  hairs  were  pulled. — °Rheumatic  pain  at 
a  small  spot  of  the  left  parietal  bone,  excited  by  contact  or  a 
current  of  air,  with  semilateral  prosopalgia  and  swelling  of 
the  lower  jaw. — ° Congestive,  catarrhal  and  nervous  head- 
aches.— °Burning  and  undulating  sensation  in  the  head,  as  if 
full  of  seething  water. 

Eyes. — °Sparkling  eyes. — Pressure  in  the  eyes,  especially 
when  turning  them  or  looking  down. — *  Dilated  pupils. —  . 
*  Intense  photophobia. — The  right  is  very  acute. — Chilliness 
about  the  eyes  in  the  open  air. — *  Very  painful  ophthalmia 
with  discharge  of  water  from  the  eyes,  would  rather  die  than 
bear  the  pain. — QSwelling  of  the  inflamed  eyes. — °Congestion 
of  the  vessels  in  the  inflamed  sclerotica.  —  °  Ophthalmia  caused 
by  foreign  bodies  penetrating  into  the  eyes. — *Hed,  hard  swell- 
ing  of  the  lids. 

Ears. — *Humming  in  the  ears. — ^Excessive  sensitiveness 
of  the  hearing  and  intolerance  of  every  kind  of  noise. 

NoSC— *Nose-b1eed,  Especially  of  plethoric  persons. — 
Great  sensitiveness  to  odours. 

Face* — Bluish  face  with  blackish  lips. — *  Bloated,  very  red 
face ;  *redness  of  the  cheeks,  also  only  of  one  cheek  ;  *alter- 
nate  redness  and  paleness ;  °when  rising  from  a  recumbent 
posture  the  face  which  is  generally  very  red,  turns  pale  as  in 
death. — r* Sweat  on  the  forehead,  on  the  upper  lip,  and  on  the 
cheek  on  which  one  is  lying. — Ulcerative  pain  at  the  malar 
bones. — °Semi-lateral  prosopalgia  with  swelling  of  the  lower 
jaw. — *The  lips  are  black  and  dry. 

Teeth. — °  Toothache  caused  by  exposure  to  a  sharp  wind, 
throbbing  on  one  side,  with  considerable  redness  of  the  face  and 
restlessness. — ° Rheumatic  pains  in  the  face  and  teeth,  or  also 
°congestive,  especially  in  young,  plethoric  persons  wTho 
lead  a  sedentary  life,  also  after  drinking  wine  or  other  kinds 
of  heating  beverage,  or  after  emotions,  such  as  anger,  cha- 
grin, &c. 

Mouth. — ^Feeling  of  dryness  in  the  mouth,  or  real  dry- 
ness of  the  mouth  and  tongue.—  Tingling,  burning  and  sting, 
ing  on  the  tongue. — Inflammation  of  the  buccal  cavity  and 
tongue.— Pain  as  if  corroded  in  the  orifices  of  the  salivary 
glands. — ?Ptyalism  with  stinging  in  the  tongue. — °Tremulous, 
stammering  speech. — ° Spitting  of  blood. 

Throat. — Contractive  sensation  in  the  throat   as  if  from 
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astringent  substances. — Tingling  in  the  fauces. — Stinging 
choking  in  the  throat,  when  swallowing  or  talking. — *  Burning 
and  stinging  in  the  throat,  with  difficulty  of  swallowing. — 
° Inflammation  of  the  fauces  and  velum  palati,  with  violent 
fever  and  dark  redness  of  the  parts. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — *  Taste  bitter,  or  foul,  flat,  fishy,  or 
as  of  spoiled  eggs. — °Every  thing  he  eats  or  drinks,  except 
water,  tastes  bitter. — *Loss  of  appetite  and  loathing  of  every 
kind  of  food. — ^Burning,  unquenchable  thirst,  sometimes 
more  especially  for  beer. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Rising  of  sweetish  water,  like  water- 
brash,  also  with  nausea  and  buzzing  in  the  ears. — Hiccough, 
especially  early  in  the  morning. — A  good  many  unsuccessful 
attempts  to  eructate. — Empty  eructations. — Inclination  to 
vomit  as  after  eating  sweet  or  fat  things. — Vomiting  with 
nausea,  thirst,  heat,  sweat  and  flow  of  urine. — *  Vomiting  of 
blood,  mucus,  bile,  or  ascarides. — °Nausea,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing before  breakfast,  with  retching  and  vomiting,  in  hysteric 
females,  coming  on  again  after  eating  or  drinking. 

Stomach* — Pressure  at  Slomach  or  pit  of  stomach,  as  from 
a  weight  or  stone. — Constant  sensation  as  if  a  cold  stone  were 
lying  in  the  stomach. — °Violent  pain  at  the  stomach  after 
eating  or  drinking. — °  Gastritis. — Contractive  sensation  at  the 
stomach  as  from  astringent  substances. 

Abdomen* — *  Tension,  pressure,  weight,  and  fulness  in  the 
hypochondria. — Hard,  painful  swelling  under  the  ribs. — 
*  Pressure  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  with  oppression  of  breath- 
ing.— °  Acute  hepatitis. — *Jaundice. — Burning  in  the  nm- 
bilical  region,  rising  towards  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — Iu 
tolerable  cutting  colic,  early  in  the  morning  in  bed,  with 
cries,  tossing  about,  as  if  beside  one's-self. — Stitches  under 
the  ribs,  in  the  sides,  especially  when  drawing  breath  or 
laughing  loud. — *The  abdomen  is  painfully  sensitive  to 
contact. — ° Peritonitis. — °JEnferitis  with  intolerable  aggravation 
of  the  pains  by  contact  or  by  turning  to  the  left  side. — *  Dis- 
tended abdomen,  with  inflammation,  paroxysms  of  anguish, 
hiccough,  constipation. — ° Ascites'?  Inflammation  of  stran- 
gulated hernia,  with  bitter  bilious  vomiting. 

StOOl  and  AnilS* — *Frequent,  small,  soft  stools  with 
tenesmus. — *Watery  diarrhoea. — *White  stool,  with  red 
urine. — Flowing  piles. — Proctalgia. 

Urinary  Organs* — Retention  of  urine  with  pressure  in 
the  bladder  and  stitches  in  the  renal  region. — Enuresis,  with 
sweat,  diarrhoea,  colic,  distortion  of  the  eyes  and  cramp  in 
the  feet. — Painful,  anxious  urging  to  urinate. — Difficult  and 
scanty  emission  of  urine. — °Scanty,  deep-red,  hot  urine 
without  sediments 
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Male  Sexual  Parts. — Pain  in  the  testicles  as  if  contused. 

— Amorous  paroxysms. — °Orchitis  1 

Female  Sexual  Parts. — ^Profuse  menses,  especially  in 
plethoric  females. — Suppressed  menses,  in  plethoric  young 
females  leading  a  sedentary  life. — *Leucorrhcea,  sometimes 
yellowish. — ° Various  ailments  during  pregnancy,  especially 
fear  of  death,  pains  in  the  liver,  vomiting,  nausea,  pain  in  the 
stomach  after  every  meal.— °Milk  fever  with  delirium.— Child- 
bed-fever with  peritonitis. — ° Varicella  and  rash  of  infants  ? 

Catarrhal  Symptoms* — Catarrhal  running  at  the  nose 
with  headache,  buzzing  in  the  ears,  colic. 

Windpipe  and  Cough. — Paroxysms  like  paralysis  of  the 
epiglottis,  with  disposition  to  get  choked  in  consequence  of 
particles  of  food  getting  into  the  windpipe  when  swallowing. 
— *Cough  during  the  fever-heat. — *Half-hourly  paroxysms 
of  short  dry  cough,  excited  by  titillation  in  the  larynx,  or  es- 
pecially at  night,  after  midnight. — °Spasmodic,  rough,  croak- 
ing cough,  with  danger  of  suffocation  and  constriction  of  the 
throat. — °Thick,  white,  or  bloody  and  slimy  expectoration 
when  coughing. — °Dry  cough,  especially  in  the  evening,  with 
constant  irritation,  and  oppression  in  the  left  upper  half  of  the 
chest. — °  Whooping-cough  with  fever  and  burning  in  the  larynx 
and  trachea. — ° Influenza,  with  inflammatory  symptoms,  pleu- 
risy, rheumatic  pains  and  sore  throat. — ° Membranous  croup,  in 
the  inflammatory  stage. — *  Bloody  cough,  °also  in  pregnant 
females,  with  lamentations  and  anguish  at  night,  tendency  to 
start  and  improvement  in  a  recumbent  posture. — °  Tracheitis 
and  bronchitis. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— *  Short  breath,  especially  when 
sleeping,  after  midnight,  or  °when  rising  from  a  recumbent 
posture. — °Fetld  breath. — Anxious,  difficult,  sobbing  respi- 
rations.— ^Suffocative  paroxysms,  with  anxiety. — °Short, 
heavy,  or  else  hurried  and  superficial  respiration. — ° Asthma 
millari. — Tingling  pains  in  the  chest. — Stinging  and  single 
stitches  in  the  chest  and  sides  of  the  chest,  especially  when 
drawing  breath  and  coughing. — ° Acute  pleurisy. — °Pneumo- 
nia. — Intense  feeling  of  anguish  in  the  chest. — °Chronic  af- 
fection of  the  heart,  wTith  difficulty  of  breathing,  stitches  in 
the  region  of  the  heart,  during  motion  and  when  going  up- 
stairs.— ^Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  oppressive  anxiety, 
°and  general  increase  of  the  temperature  of  the  body. — 
°  Carditis  1 — Galacthirrea. 

Trunk* — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  bruised  and 
lamed  by  blows. — Painful,  paralytic  stiffness  in  the  hip-joints 
and  the  small  of  the  back. — Boring  in  the  back  and  small  of 
the  back. — Crawling  in  the  dorsal  spine. — Stinging  digging 
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along  the  whole  spine,  aggravated  by  drawing  breath, — Rheu- 
matic pains  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  only  when  moving  it. — 
Weakness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  inability  to  hold  it 
erect,  with  sensation  as  if  the  flesh  were  loose. — °Painful 
stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  arms  feel  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised  by  blows,  powerless. — Feeling  of  weight  in  the  arms, 
with  numbness  of  the  fingers. — Swelling  of  the  deltoid  mus- 
cles, with  pain  as  if  bruised  when  touched. — Lameness  of 
the  forearm  and  hands,  when  writing  and  also  during  rest, 
less  when  moving  the  arm. — Insensibility,  coldness  and 
numbness  of  the  hands. — Swelling  of  the  hands. — Tingling 
in  the  fingers,  also  when  writing. 

Lower  Extremities. —  The  hip-joint  and  thigh  feel  as  if 
lamed  and  bruised  by  blows,  and  as  if  contused,  especially  af- 
ter lying  down  and  sleeping. —  Vacillating  gait,  on  account 
of  a  want  of  power  and  a  pain  in  the  head  of  femur. —  Un- 
steadiness of  the  kneeSj  with  disposition  of  the  foot  to  turn. — 
Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  legs  and  feet,  with  internal  and 
external  heat,  red  spots  on  the  skin,  and  painfulness  when 
touching  the  limfes  or  moving  them. — Painfulness  of  the 
tarsal  joints,  with  despair  and  fear  of  death. — Weight  of  the 
feet. — Coldness  of  the  feet,  especially  the  toes,  and  sweat  of 
the  soles  and  toes. 

2.— AGARICIJS  MFSCARIPS. 

General  Symptoms. — Cramp-pains  in  the  muscles,  when 
sitting. —  Tearing,  especially  in  the  extremities,  continuing 
during  rest,  when  sitting  or  standing,  disappearing  during 
motion. — Ailments  which  manifest  themselves  crosswise,  for  in- 
stance, in  the  right  arm  and  left  leg. — One  feels  most  com- 
fortable when  walking  slowly. — -The  whole  body  is  very  sensi- 
tive ;  the  least  pressure  causes  a  lasting  pain. — The  extremi- 
ties and  joints  feel  as  if  lamed  and  bruised,  after  moderate  ex- 
ercise.— Boring  pain  in  every  part  of  the  body,  especially  in 
the  head,  with  drowsiness  and  languor  while  sitting. — Pow- 
erlessness  and  heaviness  of  the  extremities. — Trembling. — 
Convulsions.—  Epileptic  fits  with  great  strength. — Sensitive- 
ness to  cool  air. 

Skill. — Gnawing  itching  in  many  parts  of  the  skin,  indu- 
cing one  to  scratch. — *  Itching,  burning  and  redness  of  differ- 
ent  parts,  as  if  frozen. — *  Miliary  eruptions,  close  together 
and  whitish,  with  violent  itching. 

Sleep.  — Browsi?iess  in  the  day-time,  especially  after  a  meal, 
—Violent  yawning  causing  dizziness. — Early  in  the  morning 
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one  feels  as  if  one  had  not  slept  enough,  so  that  one  has  to 
compel  one's-self  to  get  up. 

Fever • —  Great  chilliness,  in  the  open  air  or  when  lifting 
the  cover  of  the  bed^  the  extremities  feeling  sometimes 
warm. — Violent  chill  through  the  whole  body,  with  warm 
face  and  cold  hands,  without  being  followed  by  heat  or  thirst. 
— Sweat  during  a  gentle  walk  and  slight  bodily  exertions. 

Emotive  Sphere. — No  disposition  to  talk. — Dread  of  la- 
bour.— Disposition  to  compose  verses  and  to  foretell  the 
future. — Timorous  craziness. — Fearless,  destructive  rage,  "at- 
tended with  great  strength. 

Sentient  Sphere. —  Vertigo  as  from  intoxication,  especial- 
ly in  the  open  air,  or  early  in  the  morning,  or  when  reflecting. 
— Momentary  vertigo  when  exposed  to  strong  sun-light,  so 
that  one  is  near  falling. 

Head. — Headache  when  sitting,  sometimes  boring. — Dull 
headache,  especially  in  the  forehead,  with  closing  of  the  eye 
lids. — Drawing  headache,  especially  early  in  the  morning ,  on 
waking,  extending  down  to  the  eyes  and  the  root  of  the  nose.— 
Pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  head,  as  from  a  nail.- — Digging 
and  sensation  as  if  torn,  in  the  brain. — Pressure  and  tearing 
in  the  left  brain,  with  confused  feeling  in  the  head. — Throb- 
bing in  the  vertex,  with  maddening  despair. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— Pressure  at  the  left  tempo, 
ral  bone,  externally,  extending  deep  into  the  brain,  increased 
by  pressing  on  the  part  or  by  touching  the  hair,  with  com- 
plete despondency. — Feeling  of  icy -coldness  about  the  head. 
—  Twitching  on  the  forehead  and  temples* 

Eyes. — Itching  in  the  eyes.  — Burning  of  the  inner  canthi, 
with  painf ulness  to  contact. — Yellow,  white  humour  in  the 
canthi,  causing  the  eyelids  to  adhere.- — The  interval  between 
the  lids  is  narrower. —  Twitching  of  the  lids  and  cheek.— 
Troublesome  twitching  in  the  eye  with  aching  pain. —  Weak 
and  dim  sight. — Short-sighted. — Diplopia. — *  Brown  spots  be- 
fore one^s  eyes,  like  muscw  volitantes. 

Ears. — Tearing  in  the  right  meatus,  excited  and  increased 
by  cold  air  penetrating  into  the  ear. — Itching  of  the  ears, 
with  redness  and  burning  as  if  frozen. — Humming  in  the 
ears. 

Nose. — The  inner  nose  is  very  sensitive. — Itching  of  and 
in  the  nose. — Soreness  and  inflammation  of  the  septum  of 
the  nose. — Blows  blood  from  the  nose,  nose-bleed.—  In- 
creased smell. 

Face. — Stinging  or  tearing  pains  in  the  jaw-bones,  cheeks 
and  chin. — Itching,  redness  and  burning  of  the  cheeks  as  if 
rozen, — Twitching   and  pulsations   in   the   cheeks. — Bluish

lips.— Burning  rhagades  in  the  upper  lip.— Spasmodic  draw- 
ing  in  the  chin  and  lower  jaw. 

T66tll. —  Toothache,  generally  tearing  and  aggravated  by 
cold. — Swollen,  painful,  readily  bleeding  gums. 

Month. — Mouth  and  palate  are  painful  as  if  sore.— Sore 
tongue. — Aphthae  on  the  tongue  of  a  dingy-yellow  colour 
(after  dinner),  with  sensation  as  though  the  epidermis  would 
peel  off.— -Ulcer  at  the  fraenum  linguae.— Fetid  smell  from 
the  mouth,  as  of  horse-raddish. — Foam  at  the  mouth.  — Dis- 
charge of  an  acrid-tasting  saliva  from  the  mouth. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— Does  not  relish  bread.— Loss  of 
appetite,  though  hungry. — Fits  of  canine  hunger,  especially 
in  the  evening. — Pressure  in  the  stomach  and  abdomen,  with 
repletion,  after  eating.— Flat,  fetid  taste  in  the  mouth. 

^  Gastric  Symptoms. — Empty  eructations,  alternating  with 
hiccough. — Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta. — Nausea  with 
colic. — Disposition  to  vomit,  immediately  after  eating. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  stomach  and  pit  of  stomach,  after 
eating. — Cramp-pain  and  oppressive  weight  in  the  stomach. 

Abdomen. — Stinging  in  the  region  of  the  liver. — Stitching 
pain  in  the  region  of  the  spleen,  sometimes  when  drawing 
breath. — Pinching  and  cutting  colic  as  if  diarrhea  would  set 
in. — Uneasiness  and  rumbling  in  thebowels. — Passes  a  good 
deal  of  flatulence  smelling  like  garlic. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — Constipation,  followed  by  hard,  dark 
stool. — Diarrhoeic,  papescent  stools,  with  violent  colic  before, 
during  and  after  stool  and  a  good  deal  of  flatulence. —  Painful 
retraction  of  the  stomach  and  abdomen,  during  the  diar- 
rhoeic stool. — Tingling  at  the  anus. 

Urine. — Scanty  and  rare  emission  of  urine. — Clear,  lemon- 
coloured  urine. — Discharge  of  tenacious  mucus  from  the 
urethra. 

Male  Sexual  Parts. —  Great  sexual  excitement,  with  re- 
laxed penis. — Insufficient  emission  of  semen  during  an  em- 
brace.— An  embrace  is  followed  by  night-sweats  and  great 
prostration. — Itching  of  the  sexual  parts.— Drawing  in  the 
testicles. 

Female  Sexual  Parts. — Profuse  menses. 

^  Catharrhal  Symptoms. — Frequent  sneezing  without  run- 
ning at  the  nose. — Dry  nose. — Frequent  discharge  of  drops 
of  clear  water  from  the  nose,  not  catarrhal. 

Windpipe. — Expectoration  of  small  balls  of  mucus,  almost 
without  coughing. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Short  breath  and  dyspnwa,  im- 
peding walking,  even  when  walking  slowly, — Difficult  respi- 
ration as  though  the  chest  were   oppressed  with   blood. — 
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Constrictive  oppression  of  the  chest,  with  frequent  desire  to 
draw  a  long  breath. — Pain  in  the  chest,  especially  in  the  pit 
of  the  stomach,  as  though  the  contents  of  the  chest  were 
compressed. — Stitches  in  the  chest. — Painful  palpitation  of 
the  chest. — Profuse  sweat  on  the  chest,  at  night. — Itching  of 
the  nipples. 

Trunk. — The  back,  small  of  the  back  and  nape  of  the 
neck  feel  as  if  lamed,  bruised  and  sprained,  especially  when 
sitting  and  lying. — Painful  weakness  of  the  dorsal  muscles. — 
Paralytic  pain  in  the  loins,  aggravated  by  walking  and  stand- 
ing. 

Upper  Extremities* — The  arms  are  feeble  and  powerless. 
— The  upper  arm  feels  lame  from  writing.— Burning  above 
the  elbow  and  on  the  lower  arm,  followed  by  fine,  white 
blotches,  with  scaling  off  of  the  epidermis. —  Trembling  of 
the  hands. — Tearing  in  the  fingers. — Cramp-pains  in  the  ball 
of  the  thumb.— Deadness  of  the  fingers,  with  great  sensi- 
tiveness of  the  same  to  cold.— * Itching,  burning  and  redness 
of  the  fingers,  as  if  frozen. 

Lower  Extremities, — They  feel  heavy  and  tired,  especial- 
ly the  thighs. —  Tearing  in  the  lower  extremities  and  the  mar- 
row, generally  when  sitting  or  standing,  less  when  stirring 
about. — Acute  pain  in  the  hip  when  walking.— Drawing  pain 
in  the  legs. — Weakness  of  the  legs  when  standing,  causing 
the  body  to  totter  to  and  fro. — Stitching  pain  in  the  feet  and 
toes. — Tearing  with  pressure  in  the  malleoli. — *  Itching,  red- 
ness and  burning  of  the  toes,  as  if  frozen. 

3.— AGNUS  CASTCS. 

General  Symptoms.— ° Sprains. — inflammatory,  rheuma- 
tic swelling  of  the  joints. — ° Arthritic  nodosities. 

Skin* — Stinging,  gnawing  itching  of  various  parts  of  the 
skin. 

Sleep. — Sopor. — Restless  sleep  with  waking  as  if  in  af- 
fright and  starting. 

Fever. — Internal  chilliness  and  tremor,  with  external  per- 
ceptible warmth. — Chilliness,  or  else  alternate  heat  and  chil- 
liness, without  thirst,  with  coldness  of  the  hands  perceptible 
externally. — Flashes  of  burning  heat,  with  cold  knees,  in  the 
evening,  in  bed. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Melancholy  hypochondriac  mood. — 
Great  sadness,  with  apprehension  of  impending  death. — Vio- 
lent anguish,  with  great  debility. — -Exaltation  of  the  mind, 
alternating  with  a  want  of  regard  for  one's-self. — Absence  of 
mind,  inability  to  collect  one's  mind. — Difficulty  of  compre- 
hending what  one  is  reading. 
1* 
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Head. — ° Headache  in  the  sinciput,  as  is  experienced  after 
slaying  in  a  close  room,  diminished  by  looking  at  one  point, 
with  feeling  of  weight  on  turning  one's  eyes  away  from  that 
point. — Contractive  pain  in  the  head,  especially  when  reading. 
— Tearing  with  pressure  in  the  temples  and  forehead,  aggra- 
vated by  motion. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— Corrosive  itching  or  biting 
stinging  of  the  hairy  scalp,  especially  in  the  evening  and  dur- 
ing sleep. — Tension  in  the  integuments  of  the  head,  with 
chilliness,  though  they  feel  warm  to  one's  hand. 

Eyes. — Burning  in  the  evening,  when  reading. — Corrosive 
itching  of  the  eyebrows  and  above  them,  also  of  the  lids  and 
below  the  eyes. — The  pupils  are  very  much  dilated. 

Ears. — Koaring  and  ringing  in  the  ears. 

Nose.  Smell  as  of  musk  or  herring  before  the  nose.— 
Hard  pressure  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  passing  off  by  press- 
ing on  the  part. 

Face. — Formication  and  corrosive  itching  of  the  face,  es- 
pecially the  cheeks. — Tearing  in  the  ramus  of  the  right  low- 
er jaw. 

Teeth. — °Gumboil? — Toothache  caused  by  warm  food  or 
drinks. 

Appetite  and  Teeth. — Coppery  or  metallic  taste  in  the 
mouth. — Loss  of  thirst,  with  aversion  to  every  kind  of  drink. 
— Fulness  and  distention  after  a  meal. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Frequent  hiccough,  with  peevish 
and  vexed  mood. 

Stomach. — Nausea  first  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  after- 
wards in  the  abdomen  as  though  the  intestines  would  de- 
scend.— Pressure  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  aggravated  by 
contact. — ° Swelling  and  induration  of  the  spleen.—0 Ascites. 
— *Flatulence. — Rumbling  in  the  abdomen,  especially  during 
sleep. 

Stool  and  Anus. — Costiveness. — Soft  stool.— °Rhagades 
and  fissures  in  the  anus. — Corrosive  itching  of  the  perineum. 
— Discharge  of  prostatic  fluid  at  stool. 

Urine. — Increased  flow  of  urine.— -Discharge  of  yellow 
mucus  from  the  urethra. 

Male  Sexual  Parts. — *  Prostration  of  the  virile  power, 
with  relaxation,  coldness,  insensibility  of  the  sexual  organs, 
indifference  to  an  embrace. — °  Gonorrhoea. — Secondary  gonor- 
rhoea, with  suppression  of  the  sexual  desire  and  want  of 
erections. — ° Swelling  of  the  tes'icles  with  induration,  in  con- 
sequence of  suppressed  gonorrhoea. 

Female  Sexual  Parts.—0 Sterility.- — ^Suppressed  menses, 
with  drawing-down  colic. 
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Windpipe* — Voice  without  resonance. — Cough  before  fall- 
ing asleep,  in  the  evening,  in  bed. 

Chest* — Pressure  at  sternum,  especially  when  drawing  a 
long  breath. — °  Deficient  secretion  of  milk  in  lying-in  females. 

Upper  Extremities* — Hard  pressure  in  the  axillae  and  up- 
per arms,  aggravated  by  pressing  on  the  parts.  ~r°  A  thrive 
nodosities  of  the  finger-joints. 

Lower  Extremities. — Tearing  in  the  feet  and  toes*  es- 
pecially when  walking. — The  feet  are  disposed  to  turn,  while 
walking  on  stone-pavement. — Drawing-down  weight  in  the 
feet. 
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General  Symptoms* — Tearing  pains,  especially  in  the  ex- 
tremities.—  Constriction  of  internal  organs. — °  Ailments  from 
abuse  of  mercury  ? — The  pains  are  aggravated  by  eating  po- 
tatoes, and  are  worse  every  other  day. — A  number  of  the  pains 
come  on  after  dinner,  and  continue  until  evening,  disappear- 
ing at  night  and  in  the  forenoon.— The  pains  which  come  on 
early  in  the  morning  or  in  the  evening,  abate  after  eating. — 
A  number  of  pains  come  on  in  the  evening,  whereas  those 
which  had  appeared  in  the  afternoon,  disappear  in  the  even- 
ing.— Various  ailments  caused  by  chagrin. — °Suppuration 
and  other  ailments  of  the  mucous  membranes  1 — General 
debility  ;  one  feels  weary  after  a  short  walk,  but  especially 
after  talking.

Skin. — °Tuberculous  risings  on  various  parts  of  the  bod^f. 
— °Humid  scurfs. — Herpes  with  itching  in  the  evening.^-- 
°Rhagades. — Panaritia. — Brittle  nails. — °The  cutaneous 
symptoms  reappear    every   full  and  new-moon. 

Sleep. — *  Sleeplessness  before  midnight. — Kestless  sleep >,,  at 
night,  not  sufficiently  sound,  with  frequent  starting, — *  tfyffy 
freshing  sleep,  as  if  without  consciousness,  with  a  feeling,  ear- 
ly in  the  morning,  as  if  one  had  not  slept  enough.-— *P$ep, 
sound  sleep,  especially  toward  morning. — ^Nightly  restless- 
ness in  the  extremities. — *Many  dreams,  at  night,  of  an 
anxious  kind,  or  about  thieves. — Somnambulism. 

Fever. —  Chilliness  at  night  in  bed,  and  near  the  warm 
stove,  one  cannot  get  warm. — Evening-fever  with  chilliness

prevailing. — °Chilliness  immediately  after  eating  the  soup 
at  dinner* 

Emotive  Sphere. — Sour  temper. — Involuntary  weeping. 
— *Anxiety  and  apprehensiveness,  fearfulness. — ° Apprehen- 
sive mood. — *Tendency  to  start. — Looks  gloomy,  despond- 
ing.— *IU-humour,  with  want  of  disposition  to  work. — Obsti- 
nate, vexed  mood. — Takes  offence  at  every  thing. 

Sentient  Sphere* —  Weak  memory. — Inability  to  think  co- 
herently.— ""Inability  to  collect  one's  senses. — Makes  mis- 
takes constantly  in  talking. — Vivacity  of  mind,  alternating 
with  absence  of  mind  and  dulness  of  sight  and  hearing. —

headache. — Pulsations  in  the  head. — Rush  of  blood  to  the 
eyes  and  nose,  with  pressure  in  the  forehead  and  bleeding  at 
the  nose.— The  headache  increases  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air.

— Pressure  in  the  inner  canthus  as  from  a  grain  of 
sand,  in  the  evening. — ^Burning  in  the  eyes,  with  nightly  ag- 
glutination and  lachrymation  in  the  day-time. — °Cold  feeling 
in  the  eyes  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air. — Mistiness  of  sight 
and  vibratory  movements  before  the  eyes. — Squinting  of  both 
eyes. 

Ears* — Stitching  in  the  ears,  especially  in  the  evening. — 
Evening  heat  and  redness  of  one  ear. — Swelling  of  the  ears. 
Purulent  discharge  from  the  ears. — ^Humming  and  crack- 
ling in  the  ears,  especially  when  swallowing  or  chewing. 

Nose. — *Redness  and  swelling  of  the  nose. — ^Ulceration 
of  the  Schneiderian  membrane. — Boils  on  the  nose. — *Fee- 
ble  smell. — *Sore,  scurfy  nostrils,  with  a  discharge  of  a  quan- 
tity of  yellow  mucus. — ° Discharge  of  pieces  of  yellow-green 
pus. — ^Bleeding  of  the  nose. 

Pace.— Tension  of  the  skin  of  the  face  as  if  albumen  ivere 
drying  upon  it. — °Sense  of  weight  in  the  face. — *Pale  face. 
~—*Tearing  sticking  in  the  malar  bone.«*»Flushes  of  heat  in 
the  face. — Boils  on  the  cheek. — °Humid  scurfs  on  the  tem- 
ples.— QBlotohes  in  the  face. — Swelling  of  the  lower  lip. — 
Eruption  on  the  lips.

Teeth. — *  Toothache  when  chewing,  or  in  the  evening,  in  bed, 
or  in  pregnant  females. — Drawing  tearing  in  the  teeth,  ex- 
tending to  the  zygoma  and  the  frontal  and  temporal  region. 
— The  teeth  feel  elongated. — Swellings  on  the  gums. 

Mouth* — *  Tongue,  palate,  gums  and  cheeks  feel  sore,  so 
that  one  is  scarcely  able  to  eat. — *Dry  mouth. — Confluence 
of  sweetish  or  sour  saliva  in  the  mouth. — Putrid  taste  in  the 
mouth. — Raises  a  bloody  mucus. 

Throat. — Sore  throat,  worse  at  night  and  in  the  evening, 
abating  in  the  forenoon  or  when  eating  or  drinking  any  thing 
warm. — *  Stinging  or  constrictive  pains  in  the  throat,  especial- 
ly when  swallowing. — *  Difficulty  of  swallowing  as  if  the  throat 
were  constricted. — Dry  throat. — A  good  deal  of  thick  and 
tenacious  mucus  in  the  throat,  especially  in  the  evening  and 
at  night,  which  can  only  be  hawked  up  in  small  lumps. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — Sweetish  taste,  or  taste  of  blood. 
— Astringent  taste. — ° Appetite  at  times  excessive,  at  others 
deficient. — Food  is  tasteless,  especially  meat,  which  is  repug- 
nant.— Potatoes  are  indigestible  and  cause  a  pinching  in  the 
bowels. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — ^Eructations  and  disposition  to  eruc- 
tate of  years'  standing. — *Aerid,  sour  eructations  and  heart- 
burn.— * Frequent  nausea  and  inclination  to  vomit,  -especially 
while  talking,  on  entering  a  room,  after  a  walk  in  the  open 
air,  or  early  in  the  morning. 

Stomach* — Pressure  at  the  stomach,  in  the  evening. — 
Constriction  in  the  stomach,  extending  to  the  throat  and  chest 
* — °Soreness  in  pit  of  stomach  and  hypochondria,  especially 
when  stooping. 

Abdomen* — *Pains  in  the  liver  when  stooping. — Pains  in 
the  kidneys. — Pinching  colic  caused  by  a  cold. — Colicky  tear- 
ing in  the  abdomen. — °  Colica  plumbce. — *  Cutting  colic,  especial- 
ly early  in  the  morning,  lessened  by  warmth. — Sticking  pain 
in  the  abdomen  rising  up  to  the  chest. — Protrusion  and  in- 
carceration of  inguinal  hernia. 

Stool  and  Anus* — Stool  hard  and  scanty,  writh  pain  in  the 
anus. — * Constipation,  Especially  during  pregnancy. — *Dif 
ficult  stool,  in  consequence  of  inaction  of  the  bowels. — Dis- 
charge of  a  quantity  of  mucus  during  stool,  with  colicky 
pains. — Diarrhoea  with  colic. — Discharge  of  blood  during 
and  after  stool. — ^Burning  and  itching  of  the  anus. — Varices 
at  the  anus. — Pressure  and  sticking  at  the  perineum. 

Urine* — Urging  to  urinate,  with  increased  secretion  of 
watery  urine,  attended  with  burning. — "Nocturnal  enuresis. 
-—Diminished  urine  with  sediment  of  red  sand, 

Male  Parts* — *  Excessive  sexual  desire. — A  number   of 
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nocturnal   erections  and  emissions. — Discharge  of  prostatic 
fluid  during  difficult  stool. — Emissions  aggravate  the  pains. 

F6mal6  Parts* — *  Scanty,  premature  and  short-lasting 
menses. — *  Colic  and  other  pains  during  and  before  the  menses. 
— *  Corrosive  leiccorrhoea  before  and  after  the  menses. — Leu- 
corrhcea  like  serum. — °Leucorrhcea,  with  smarting  of  the 
pudendum. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Chronic  disposition  to  catarrh. — 
Catarrhal  discharge  from  one  nostril,  the  other  being  dry. — 
^Stoppage  of  the  nose. 

Windpipe  and  Cough* — °Catarrh  of  the  air-passages  and 
chest,  with  scraping  in  the  larynx. — Sudden  hoarseness,  the 
voice  giving  out,  afternoon  and  evening. — *  Cough  with  co- 
ryza. — Dry  cough,  early  in  the  morning,  followed  by  expecto- 
ration.— -Short,  dry  cough,  with  stoppage  of  breath,  or  with 
pain  in  the  head  and  nape  of  the  neck. — *  Cough  with  expec- 
toration, especially  early  in  the  morning. 

Chest  and  Respiration.-— ^Difficulty  of  breathing  when 
sitting. — *  Asthma. — Pressure  at  the  chest,  at  night, — Con- 
striction of  the  chest  when  stooping. — ^Palpitation  of  the 
heart,  with  shocks  of  the  heart. — °Itching  of  the  mammas.

— Burning  pain  at  the  arms, 
in  the  elbows  and  fingers,  as  from  a  hot  iron. — °Paralytic 
heaviness  in  the  arm. — Swelling  of  the  arm  and  fingers. — 
°Humid  scurfs  on  the  forearms. — °Stitches  in  the  wrist-joints 
when  working. — Scaling  off  of  the  hands. — *Rhagades  of  the 
hands,  readily  bleeding.  Gnawing  under  the  finger-nails. — 
°Panaritia. — Brittle  nails. 

Lower  Extremities. — °At  night  the  lower  extremities 
feel  rigid  and  numb. — Tearing  in  every  part  of  the  thighs, 
legs  and  feet. — *The  lower  extremities  feel  very  heavy  and 
weak,  Especially  the  hips. — Drawing  pain  in  the  knees,  when 
going  up-stairs.  Tension  of  the  calves  when  walking,  with 
crampy  sensation  in  the  calves  when  laying  the  legs  across 
each  other,  or  when  standing  on  the  toes. — °Pain  as  from 
weariness  in  the  tarsal  joints  when  sitting. — Cold  feet. — 
°Burning  sensation  under  the  toes. 

5.— AMBRA  GRISEA. 
General   Symptoms. — Tearing   or   crampy  pains   in   the 
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muscles. — Aching  pains  in  internal  organs* — *  Twitching  and 
spasms  in  muscular  parts. — Single  parts  are  disposed  to  go 
to  sleep. — The  pains  are  worse  in  the  evening,  also  when  lying 
and  in  the  warmth  ;  they  abate  during  a  slow  walk  in  the 
open  air,  but  return  again  after  sitting  down. — ° Ailments  in- 
cident to  old  age. — °Drawing  sensation  in  the  extremities. — 
°Cutting  in  the  hands  and  feet. —  Vascular  excitement  and  pul- 
sations in  the  whole  body,  with  great  weakness,  after  a  walk 
in  the  open  air. — Restlessness  and  trembling  in  the  whole 
body,  with  sleeplessness,  after  much  talking.— °Cramp  in  the 
body. — *  Jerks  and  twitchings  in  the  extremities. — *  Languor, 
most  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed  and  at  night,  on  waking. — 
*The  whole  surface  of  the  body  feels  numb,  especially  early 
in  the  morning. 

Skin* — *  Itching  and  burning  of  a  good  many  spots  on  the 
shin,  as  from  the  itch. — ° Restores  the  itch  and  herpes  after 
suppression. — *Dry  skin. 

Sl66p« — ^Drowsiness  in  the  day-time. — Sleeplessness  at 
night,  without  cause. — Restless  sleep  on  account  of  coldness  of 
the  body  and  twitching  of  all  the  extremities. — ^Anxious 
dreams  and  fancies  during  s  leep.— -Starting  when  on  the 
point  of  falling  asleep. 

Fever. — Chilliness  in  the  forenoon,  with  weariness  as  from 
sleep,  abating  after  dinner. — ° Chilliness  of  single  parts,  fol- 
lowed by  heat  in  the  face. — Flushes  of  heat,  with  anxiety  in 
the  region  of  the  heart. — Constant  (slight)  sweat  in  the  day- 
time, especially  on  the  abdomen  and  thighs,  when  walking. — 
night-sweats  of  the  sick  parts,  after  midnight. 

Emotive  Sphere. — °  Disconsolate  and  sad. — Anxiety,  espe- 
cially in  the  evening. — °Is  embarrassed  in  company. — Despair, 
aversion  to  life. — ° Aversion  to  talking  and  laughing. — Ex- 
cited, restless  and  hurried  when  doing  some  mental  work. — 
One's  fancy  is  filled  with  distorted  and  lewd  images. 

Sentient  Sphere.— Absence  of  thought. — Difficult  com- 
prehension.—  Violent  vertigo,  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air. — 
Vertigo,  obliging  one  to  lie  down,  with  weak  feeling  in  the 
stomach. 

Head. — Headache,  early  in  the  morning,  as  after  nightly 
revelling. —  Weak  feeling  in  the  head,  it  feels  chilly. — Aching 
in  the  head,  with  dread  of  becoming  delirious.  Oppressive 
crampy  feeling,  with  dulness  of  the  head,  especially  in  the 
forehead  and  occiput. — Pressing-down  pain  in  forehead  and 
occiput,  with  heat  of  the  head,  burning  in  the  eyes  and  pale 
face,  every  other  day. — Tearing  in  the  sinciput,  forehead,  one 
hemisphere  of  the  brain  and  behind  the  ears. — Rush  of  blood 
to  the  head,  when  listening  to  music. 
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Integuments  of  the  Head. — Pain  about  the  head  as  if 
strained. — *The  hairs  feel  sore  when  touched,  they  fall  out. 

Eyes* — Pain  as  if  the  eyes  were  lying  too  deep. — Pressure 
on  the  eyes  as  if  closed  too  tightly,  with  difficulty  of  opening 
them,  early  in  the  morning. — Intolerable  itching  around  the 
eyes. — Itching  of  a  lid  as  if  a  sty  would  form. — *  Ophthalmia 
with  congestion  of  the  vessels  of  the  sclerotica. — ^Mistiness 
and  darkness  before  the  eyes. 

Ears* — Tearing  and  tension  at  the  ears. — Tingling  and 
itching  of  the  inner  ear. — Diminution  of  hearing  in  one  ear. — 
♦Humming  and  ringing  in  the  ears. — *Singing  in  the  ears. 

]\©se. — Spasm  of  the  right  ala  nasi. — Dried  blood  in  the 
nose. — Bleeding  of  the  nose,  especially  early  in  the  morning. 

Face. — Redness  of  the  face,  with  heat  in  the  face. — Jaun- 
diced complexion. — Flushes  of  heat. — Spasmodic  trembling 
and  twitching  of  the  facial  muscles, — Gnawing- creeping  itch- 
ing in  the  face,  with  pimples,  also  on  the  forehead  and  in  the 
whiskers. — Red  spot  on  the  cheek. — Spasm  of  the  lower  lip. — 
Hot  lips. — Compressive  or  distensive  screwing  in  the  jaws. 

Teeth* — Toothache,  especially  in  decayed  teeth,  striking, 
tearing,  especially  in  the  open  air. — Drawing  toothache,  at 
night  and  in  the  day-time,  aggravated  by  the  contact  of  warm 
things. — Bleeding  of  the  teeth. — Swollen,  painful  gums. 

Mouth- — Dry  mouth,  early,  on  waking,  with  numb  feeling, 
also  of  the  tongue  and  lips. — Smarting  and  biting  in  the 
mouth. — Vesicles  in  the  mouth,  with  burning  pain. — Sore 
bunches  under  the  tongue. — The  tongue  is  coated  white  or 
gray  yellow. — Fetor  of  the  mouth. 

Throat, — Sore  throat  as  if  a  lump  had  lodged  in  the 
throat,  with  difficult  deglutition. — ° Choking  in  the  throat, 
when  swallowing  food. — *Soreness  and  scraping  in  the  throat. 
— A  good  deal  of  grayish  mucus  in  the  throat,  with  gagging 
and  vomiting  when  hawking. — Hawking  of  mucus  in  the 
morning,  early. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — °Flat  or  rancid  taste. — °Loss  of 
appetite. — Pressure  in  the  throakpit,  after  eating,  as  if  food 
had  lodged  there. — Acridity  in  the  mouth,  after  drinking  milk. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *  Unsuccessful  eructations. — *  Fre- 
quent eructations,  *  empty,  or  *sour,  or  °tasting  of  the  ingesta. — 
Heartburn,  especially  in  the  evening  or  during  a  walk  in  the 
open  air. — *Nausea  and  vomiting. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach,  also  crampy. — Burn- 
ing in  the  stomach  and  pit  of  stomach. 

Abdomen.— 'Pains  in  the  liver,  with  pressure. —Painful  pres- 
sure in  the  upper  and  lower  abdomen. — Heaviness  in  the  ab- 
domen.— Distention  of  the  abdomen  after  eating  or  drinking.— 
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Compression  in  the  abdomen,  sometimes  early  in  the  morn 
ing. — Cutting  colic,  in  the  evening,  after  midnight,  and  early 
in  the  morning  in  bed,  with  diarrhoea. — Soreness  of  the  ab- 
dominal muscles,  when  coughing  or  turning  the  body. —  Cold 
feeling  in  one  side  of  the  abdomen. — Twitching  in  the  abdo- 
minal muscles,  in  the  evening. — *Pains  from  incarcerated 
flatulence. — Flatulent  colic  after  midnight. 

Stool  and  AnilS. — *  Constipation. — Ineffectual  urging,  with 
apprehensive  anxiety,  anl  intolerance  of  the  presence  of  other 
people. — °Irregular  intermittent  stool,  frequently  every  other 
day. — Soft,  light-brown,  (diarrhoeic)  stools. — Pressure  in  the 
lower  abdomen,  after  stool. — Discharge  of  blood  at  stool. — 
° Varices  at  the  anus. — Itching  and  titillation  of  the  anus  and 
rectum. 

Urine. — Scanty  secretion  of  urine. — Hurry  to  urinate  early, 
after  rising. — Increased  secretion  of  urine,  especially  at  night, 
and  early  in  the  morning. — yellow-brown,  turbid  urine,  with 
brown  sediment. — Reddish  clouds  in  the  urine. — Bloody 
urine. — °Sourish  smell  of  the  urine. — Burning  in  the  orifice 
of  the  urethra. 

Male  Parts. — Itching  of  the  sexual  j>ari^  with  an  intense 
feeling  of  pleasure  in  the  parts. — Burning  in  the  region  of  the 
seminal  vesicles. — Morning  erections,  without  pleasure,  the 
external  parts  feeling  numb,  without  much  sensation. 

Female  Parts. — Burning,  sore  pain  and  itching  of  the 
female  parts. — °Ovaritis  ? — Discharge  of  blood  between  the 
menses. — Premature  menses. — Pressing  in  the  legs  during  the 
menses,  with  blueness  of  the  same  in  consequence  of  dis- 
tended of  varices. — *Leucorrhoea  (also  with  discharge  of 
thick  mucus  and  bluish  lumps). 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Frequent  sneezing — *Dryness 
and  stoppage  of  the  nose,  with  sore  pain. — Dry  coryza. — 
°Chronic  suppression  of  coryza. 

Windpipe. — Hoarse,  rough  voice,  with  quantity  of  thick 
phlegm  in  the  trachea. 

Respiration. — ^Shortness  of  breath. — ° Dyspnoea  of  scro- 
fulous persons  and  children. — Fetid  breath  early,  after  waking. 
— Wheezing  in  the  trachea. 

Cough. — Cough,  with  catarrh  and  expectoration  of  a  quan- 
tity of  white  salt  mucus. — Nightly  cough  with  violent  titilla- 
tion in  the  throat. — Evening-cough  with  pain  under  the  left 
ribs,  as  if  something  would  be  torn  loose. — *  Spasmodic  cough 
with  eructations  and  hoarseness,  Especially  in  the  case  of  thin 
persons. — °Pressing  headache  in  the  temples,  when  coughing. 
— °  Whooping-cough. 

Chest. —  Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  pressure  in  the  back, 
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attended  with  pain. — Pressure  in  and  on  the  chest,  especially 
in  the  region  of  the  heart. — Feeling  of  rawness  in  the  chest. — 
°Nightly  trembling  in  the  chest. — Palpitation  of  the  heart 
during  a  walk  in  the  open  air,  with  pale  face,  pressing  in  the 
chest,  as  from  a  lump. — Rheumatic  pain  in  the  outer  parts  of 
the  chest  as  if  bruised  and  lamed. 

Trunk. — Sticking  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back. — °Stifrhess 
in  the  small  of  the  back,  after  sitting. — Heaviness  in  the  back 
and  pain  as  if  the  bowels  were  compressed. — Rheumatic  pres- 
sure and  drawing  in  the  back  and  nape  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  arms  are  disposed  to  go  to  sleep 
when  lying  on  them,  especially  at  night,  with  numb  feeling, 
°also  when  carrying  anything. —  Tearing  and  laming,  drawing 
pain  as  if  sprained  in  the  shoulder-joints,  elbows,  forearms  and 
hands. — ^Trembling  of  the  arms.— °Bone-pain  at  the  olecranon- 
process,  when  touching  it. — *Crampy  feeling  in  the  hands, 
°when  grasping  any  thing. — The  hands  go  to  sleep  at  night, 
and  when  carrying  anything. — Continued  coldness  of  the 
hands.  — Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  fingers. — Contraction  of 
the  fingers. — Trembling  in  the  thumbs,  in  the  evening.— Weak- 
ness of  the  fingers,  at  night. — Shrivelled  appearance  of  the 
tips  of  the  fingers,  early  in  the  morning. — Itching  herpes  be- 
tween the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — The  lower  extremities  feel  as  if  gone 
to  sleep,  with  u'nsteady  gait. — Heaviness,  rigidity  and  un 
steady  feeling  in  the  lower  extremities. —  Crampy  feeling  in 
the  lower  limbs,  also  in  the  calves  at  night. — Tearing  in  the 
lower  limbs. — Soreness  in  the  bends  of  the  knees,  especially 
painful  in  the  evening. — Painful  spots  on  the  tibise. — Hum- 
ming in  the  calves  and  feet. — Cold  legs  and  feet. — Arthritic 
pains  in  the  tarsal  joints  and  in  the  balls  of  the  big  toes. — 
°StirTness  of  the  tarsal  joint. — *The  soles  are  painful  when 
walking,  °as  if  ulcerated. — *  Burning  in  the  soles.  — dwell- 
ing of  the  feet. — Itching  in  the  interior  of  the  soles,  not 
removed  by  scratching. — °Long  stitches  in  the  chilblains  on 
the  toes. — The  corns  feel  sore. 
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General  Symptoms. — Ulcerative  pains,  or  stinging  and 
tearing. — *Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the  joints,  or  *drawing  and 
tension  as  -if  the  tendons  were  too  short. — The  right  side  of 
the  body  appears  to  be  more  affected  than  the  left. — The 
pains  are  wTorse  in  the  evening. — °Sprains. —  General  uneasi- 
ness in  the  whole  body,  in  the  evening. — Disposition  to  stretch 
the  extremities. — One  feels  weary  in  consequence  of  talking 
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or  hearing  others  talk. — *  Debility,  -languor,  the  extremities 
feel  as  if  lamed  and  bruised  by  blows,  one  has  to  lie  down 
in  consequence,  especially  in  the  evening  and  during  a  walk 
in  the  open  air. — Emaciation. — Very  sensitive  to  cold. — 
°Aversion  to  walking. 

Skin. — Violent  itching  here  and  there,  with  burning  vesi- 
cles and  pimples  after  scratching. — °Chronic  *rash. — Freckles. 
— ° Insensible  herpes. — °  Warts. — °  Corns,  with  burning  sting- 
ing and  tearing. — *Scarlet-eruption. —  Ganglia.-— Soreness  of 
children. — *Glandular  swellings. — °Curvature  of  bones. 

SIC6p, — *  Drowsiness  in  the  day-time. — Falls  asleep  late^ 
with  °sleeplessness,  -especially  when  retiring  too  late. — 
♦Nightmare  when  falling  asleep. — Nightly  nausea  and  vascu- 
lar excitement. — Frequent  waking  as  if  in  affright,  after 
which  one  finds  it  difficult  to  fall  asleep  again. 

Fever. — *Chilliness,  in  the  evening. — violent  shaking  chill, 
previous  to  falling  asleep. — ^Feverish  heat  in  the  head,  with 
cold  feet. — *Sweat  in  the  day-time. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Sad  and  whining  mood. — *  Apprehen- 
sive anxiety,  -generally  passing  off  in  the  evening. — °Even- 
ing-restlessness. — °Anxiousness  with  debility  and  nightmare 
at  night. — °Timorous. — °Tired  of  life. — Ill-humour  early  in  the 
morning. — Clouded  weather  puts  one  out  of  humour.— Angry 
and  vexed  mood. — °Disobedient,  headstrong. — Excessively 
mirthful. 

Sentient  Sphere.— Absence  of  mind. — Very  forgetful. — 
Makes  mistakes  in  talking,  writing  or  cyphering. — diminu- 
tion of  the  thinking  faculty. —  Vertigo  when  sitting  and  read- 
ing, -or  in  the  evening,  sometimes  with  nausea. 

Head. — * Headache  with  nausea,  -or  in  the  evening,  after  a 
walk  in  the  open  air,  or  after  eating. — °  Chronic  headache. — 
Ulcerated  pain  in  the  head,  when  moving  it  or  when  pressing 
upon  it. — *Painful  pressing,  °hammering  and  specking  in  the 
head,  *as  though  the  contents  of  the  skull  would  issue  through 
the  forehead  or  as  if  the  head  would  split. — Stitches  deep  in 
the  brain. — The  brain  feels  loose. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — °The  hair  falls  out. — Violent 
itching  of  the  hairy  scalp. 

Eyes* — *  Burning,  -early  in  the  morning,  with  photophobia. 
— °Feeling  of  coldness  in  the  eyes. — Stye. — Nightly  agglu- 
tination.— °Dry  gum  on  the  lids. —Immobility  of  the  eyes. — 
° Vibratory  dimness  of  sight. — Near-sighted. — °  Cataract, 
— Diplopia. — Black  points  and  luminous  streaks  before  the 
eyes. 

Ears. — Buzzing  in  the  ears,  at  night.— ^Humming  and 
ringing  before  the  ears. — ° Hardness  of  hearing,  with  discharge 
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of  pain  from,  and  itching  of  the  ear. — °Hard  swelling  of  the 
parotid  glands. 

N0S6« — On  stooping  the  tip  of  the  nose  feels  heavy  as 
from  a  rush  of  blood. — °Itching  of  the  nose  and  pustules 
on  the  same. — Purulent  discharge  from  the  nose. — *  Bleeding 
of  the  nose,  early  in  the  morning,  when  washing  and  -after 
eating. 

Face. — The  face  is  pale  a#  in  death  and  bloated. — *Cracks 
across  the  left  cheek,  from  the  upper  lip  to  the  ear. — Crack- 
ing in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw,  when  chewing. — * Itching 
eruption  on  the  face  (and  body),  with  swelling  of  the  cer- 
vical glands. — Freckles. — Boils  on  the  cheeks. — Herpes 
around  the  mouth,  on  the  cheek  and  chin. — Dry,  cracked, 
lips,  with  burning. 

Teeth. — Toothache  when  pressing  the  teeth  against  each 
other,  or  in  the  evening  after  lying  down,  or  when  air  gets  to 
the  teeth,  also  during  the  menses,  generally  drawing  or  jerk- 
ing-tearing,  also  stinging  or  ulcerative,  sometimes  extending 
to  the  ear  and  cheek. — -Chronic  stinging  pain  in  the  teeth. — 
The  teeth  decay,  and  are  Hoose,  sometimes  °for  a  longtime. — 
Inflammatory  swellingt  suppuration  and  ready  bleeding  of  the 
gums. 

Mouth* — Swelling  of  the  inside  of  the  cheeks. — Vesicular 
eruption  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue. 

Throat* — Sore  throat,  morning  and  evening  as  if  a  lump 
had  lodged  in  the  throat. — *Sore  pain  and  scraping  in  the 
throat. — Swelling  of  the  tonsils,  with  difficult  deglutition, — 
Spasmodic  contraction  in  the  anterior  cervical  muscles,  after 
drinking. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — Taste  in  mouth  as  of  blood. — 
* Bitter  taste  in  mouth,  especially  after  waking. —  Constant 
thirst. — Inability  to  eat  without  drinking. — A  good  deal  of  ap- 
petite and  hunger. — -*No  appetite  in  the  morning. — Is  soon 
satiated  when  eating. — Aversion  to  milk. — ° Chronic  dyspep- 
sia.— Excessive  desire  for  sugar. — °Heat  in  the  face  when 
eating,  with  dizziness. — °Scraping  heartburn  after  eating, 
with  inclination  to  vomit. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Suppressed  or  empty,  also  *sour 
eructations. — Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta,  this  taste  re- 
maining a  long  time — *A  good  deal  of  heartburn. — * Nausea 
and  vomiting,  after  every  kind  of  food,  with  pressure  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach. — °Hgematemesis. 

Stomach* — Pressure  at  the  stomach  after  eating,  with  nau- 
sea and  sensitiveness  of  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — °Cardial- 
gia. — °Contractive  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  when 
stretching  one's-self. —  The  clothes  press  on  the  stomach. — - 
*Painfulness  of  the  stomach. 
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Abdomen. -*-°Burning  pain  in  the  liver.— °Boring  sticking 
in  the  liver,  when  sitting. — Golic  with  diarrhoea. —  Contractive 
abdominal  spasms,  with  nausea  and  flow  of  water  in  the  mouth. 
— °Concussive  pain  in  the  lower  abdomen  when  treading. 
— °Uneasiness  in  the  abdomen. — Flatulent  hernia  in  the  left 
groin. — Painful  flatulent  colic. 

StOOl  and  Anus.— *  Constipation,-— °Difficult  stool.—  */>e- 
laying,  hard  stool,  in  small  lumps. — *Soft  or  diarrhceic  stools, 
preceded  or  succeeded  by  cutting  colic, — * Discharge  of  blood 
from  the  anus,  during  and  between  stools. — *Itching  of  the 
anus. — Varices  at  the  anus,  -also  bleeding. 

Urine* — Pressure  on  the  bladder,  with  diminished  secre- 
tion of  urine. — Frequent  and  copious  emission  of  urine,  es- 
pecially in  the  evening. — *  Nocturnal  enuresis. 

Male  Parts* — Violent  sexual  desire,  without  any  volup- 
tuous thoughts  or  erections. — *Want  of  sexual  desire  and 
aversion  to  the  other  sex. — Choking,  drawing  and  weight 
in  the  testicles,  with  *a  good  many  emissions, — Discharge  of 
prostatic  fluid  after  hard  stool. 

Female  Parts. — °Menses  too  feeble  and  too  short,  *with 
acrid,  black  blood. — The  menses  are  too  profuse  or  prema- 
ture.— Pains  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  in  the  bowels  du- 
ring and  before  the  menses. — °During  the  menses,  pressing 
on  the  uterus,  cutting  in  the  abdomen,  tearing  in  the  back  and 
sexual  organs,  she  has  to  lie  down. — Sadness  during  the 
menses. — °  Watery  discharge  from  the  uterus. — *  Acrid,  cor- 
rosive, (-or  watery,)  burning  leucorrhcea. — ° Sterility  with 
scanty  menses. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms* — °Chronic  dryness  of  the  nose. — 
°Chronic  catarrh. — *Dry  coryza  and  stoppage  of  the  nose, 
especially  at  night,  as  though  one  would  suffocate. 

Windpipe. — Roughness  and  hoarseness,  so  that  one  is 
scarcely  able  to  speak. — °Cough  with  hoarseness,  the  body 
feeling  warm. — Dry  cough,  as  from  feather-dust  in  the  throat. 
— ^Titillating  cough,  with  expectoration. — *  Cough,  only  at 
night,  -or  only  in  the  day-time,  or  in  the  evening  before  fall- 
ing asleep,  or  early  in  the  morning,  at  3  or  4  o'clock, — 
°Sticking  in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  coughing. — Bloody 
cough,  with  violent  pain  and  oppression  of  breathing. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — *Shortness  of  breath,  -especially 
when  going  up-stairs. — *  Dyspnata,  -with  palpitation  of  the 
heart,  especially  after  bodily  exertions. — Stitches  in  the  chest 
when  drawing  breath,  and  singing. — Stitch  in  the  side  of  the 
chest  when  stooping  or  walking,  especially  at  night  in  the  left 
side,  with  inability  to  lie  on  this  side. — Rush  of  bhod  to  the 
chest ,  after  writing. — °Burning  in  the  chest  from  below  up- 
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wards. — Weight  in  the  chest. — ° Incipient  phthisis  pulmo- 
nalis. — Hydrothorax. — °Stitches  in  the  fleshy  part  of  the  chest. 
— °Tearing  from  the  side  of  the  chest  to  the  shoulder-joint. — 
Palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Trunk, — Drawing  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  nape 
of  the  neck. — °Painful  swelling  of  the  cervical  and  axillary 
glands. — Drawing  tension  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back- 
— °Goitre. 

Upper  Extremities* — *The  arms  and  fingers  become  dead, 
at  night,  and  ° early  in  the  morning  when  grasping  any  thing. 
— Tearing  in  the  joints  of  the  arms,  hands  and  fingers,  dimi- 
nished by  the  warmth  of  the  bed. — °The  wrist-joint  which 
had  been  sprained  on  a  former  occasion  becomes  painful. — 
Paroxysms  of  trembling  of  the  hands. — -Swelling  of  the 
veins  and  blueness  of  the  hands  after  washing  them  in  cold 
water. — The  skin  in  the  palms  of  the  hands  peels  off. — Hard, 
cracked  skin  of  the  hands. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  fingers. — 
°The  fingers  go  to  sleep. — °Bloating  of  the  fingers  when  let- 
ting the  arms  hang  down. — Swelling  of  the  middle  phalangeal 
joints. 

Lower  Extremities* — Tension  of  the  lower  limbs  as  if 
the  tendons  were  too  short. — Twitching  and  contraction  of 
the  lower  limbs.- — *The  lower  limbs  feel  weary  and  languid. 
—  The  hip-joints  and  thighs  feel  as  if  lamed  and  bruised  by 
blows,  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed  ;  less  after  rising  and 
walking. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  tibiae,  calves  and  feet. — 
Twitching  in  the  knees  and  legs.— °Dra  wing  pain  in  the  legs, 
when  sitting. — Tearing  in  the  tarsal  joint,  lessened  by  the 
warmth  of  the  bed. — °Sticking  and  ulcerated  pain  in  the  heels. 
— Burning  in  the  feet. — *Swelling  of  the  feet. — °Cramp  in 
the  soles. — °Sweaty  feet. — °Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the  big  toe, 
at  night,  in  bed,  when  moving  it. — Evening-redness,  heat  and 
swelling  of  the  big  toe,  with  pain  and  tingling  as  if  frozen. — 
°Gout  ? 

7.— AMMONIUM   MURIATICUM. 

General  Symptoms* — Jerking  tearing,  worst  in  the  ex- 
tremities, as  if  in  the  bones,  and  more  particularly  in  the 
tips  of  the  fingers  and  toes. — Burning  with  pressure,  or  sting- 
ing and  throbbing  as  in  an  nicer,  in  many  parts. — Rigidity  in 
the  joints  as  if  the  tendons  were  too  short. — The  right  side  of 
the.  body  appears  more  affected  than  the  left,— In  the  evening 
and  at  night  the  pains  (in  the  extremities)  are  worst,  in  the 
open  air  they  seem  to  abate. — Paroxysms  of  vascular  excite- 
ment in  the  body,   with    anxiety. — Paralytic    weakness   and 
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languor,  especially  in  the  lower  limbs,  with  dizziness,  and 
tension  and  drawing  in  the  legs. 

Skin. — A  good  deal  of  biting  itching,  obliging  one  to 
scratch,  with  pimples  after  scratching. — Rash. —  Vesicular  erup- 
tions changing  the  scurfs. — The  shin  peels  off  here  and  there. 

Sleep* — ^Drowsiness  in  the  day-time,  with  laziness. — 
Feels  sleepy  at  an  early  hour  in  the  evening. — Sleeplessness 
before  midnight. — Wakes  too  early. — Frightful,  anxious 
dreams. — Nightmare. 

Fever. —  Cold  and  chilly,  generally  at  6  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing— Chilliness  followed  by  heat,  with  puffed,  red  face,  and 
thirst  during  the  chilliness  and  heat. — Heat  all  over  in  a  warm 
room  and  after  a  quick  walk,  with  a  feeling  of  stinging  heat 
in  the  outer  chest. — *Nightsweat  after  midnight. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Apprehensive  and  melancholy  as  if 
caused  by  care  and  grief  with  *whining  mood. — *  Vexed, 
Unsociable  mood,  with  indisposition  to  talk. — Irritable  and 
vexed  mood. — Aversion  to  certain  persons. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Dizziness  and  vertigo,  passing  off  in 
the  open  air. 

Head. — Feeling  of  fidness  in  the  head  and  heaviness  in  the 
forehead,  especially  early  in  the  morning,  on  rising. — Pres- 
sure in  the  forehead,  towards  the  root  of  the  nose,  with  sen- 
sation in  the  brain  as  if  torn. — Tearing  in  the  right  part  of 
the  head  and  face. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  in 
the  head. 

Eyes. — Burning  in  the  eyes,  especially  at  twilight,  passing 
off  as  soon  as  light  is  brought  into  the  room  ;  or  especially 
in  the  canthi,  early  in  the  morning,  on  rising,  with  photophobia, 
going  off  after  washing. — Twitching  in  the  lids.- — Mistiness  of 
sight. — ° Muscat  volitantes,  in  the  day-time  and  at  candle-light. 
— Yellow  spots  before  the  eyes  on  looking  at  a  thing. 

Ears. — Stitches  from  within  outwards. — Boring  jerking  in 
in  the  ears. — Eruption  in  the  ears. — Discharge  from  the  ears. 
— °Hard  hearing. — ^Ringing  and  humming. 

Nose. — Swelling  of  the  nose,  with  ulcerative  pain  and 
bloody  crusts  in  the  nose,  with  sensitiveness  to  contact. 

Face. — Prosopalgia,  like  tearing  in  the  bones. — Burning 
heat  in  the  face. — Eruption. —  Ulceration  of  the  corners  of  the 
mouth  and  of  the  upper  lip. — The  lips  shine  like  grease. — Dry, 
shrivelled,  cracked  lips. — Excoriated  spots  on  the  lower  lip 
with  burning  pain. — °Tensive  pain  in  the  articulation  of  the 
jaw,  when  chewing  or  opening  the  mouth. — Swelling  and 
throbbing  pain   of  the  sub-maxillary  glands. 

Teeth. — Tearing  toothache. — Swelling  of  the  gums  with 
stinging  pain. 
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Mouth*~-Buming  vesicles  at  the  tip  of  the  tongue. 

Throat* — Sore  throat  with  stinging  pain  when  swallowing. 
— Phlegm,  adhering  to  the  throat,  especially  early  in  the 
morning. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth  early,  with 
bitter  eructations  and  apprehensive  anxiety. — Want  of  hun- 
ger and  appetite. — Every  meal  is  followed  by  diarrhoea, 
pains  in  the  bowels  and  limbs. 

Gastric  Symptoms.—  *  Eructations,  -generally  bitter,  or 
°empty.  Gulping  up  of  the  ingesta  or  of  bitter-sour  water. 
— Frequent  and  violent  hiccough,  with  stitches  in  the  chest. — 
Water  brash  after  eating. 

Stomach* — Drawing  or  gnawing  pains  in  the  stomach,  as 
from  worms. — Burning  in  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  sto- 
mach. 

Abdomen* — Stinging  pain  in  the  renal  region,  °early  in 
the  morning,  on  walking,  with  difficult  breathing,  obliging  one 
to  sit  up. — Distention  of  the  abdomen. — Pinching  colic. — 
Distention  of  the  groin. — °Feeling  in  the  groins,  when  touch- 
ed, as  if  swollen  and  ulcerated. 

StOOl  and  Anus* — *Constipation. — Hard  or  else  frequent 
and  soft  stools. — Diarrhoea,  with  sore  and  bruised  pain  in  the 
abdomen. — Green  diarrhoeic  stool. — Discharge  of  blood  at 
stool. — Pain  around  the  navel,  previous  to  stool. — *Sore  pain 
up  the  rectum,  °when  sitting. 

Urine* — Increased  secretion  of  urine,  especially  at  night. — 
Reddish,  clear  urine  without  sediment. 

Male  Parts, — Stinging  and  throbbing  in  the  spermatic 
chord. — Frequent  erections. 

Female  Parts* — Premature  menses,  with  contracture-com- 
pressive pains  in  the  abdomen,  small  of  the  back  and  back. — 
°The  menses  are  all  accompanied  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea, 
or  tearing  in  the  feet. — Discharge  of  brown  mucus  from  the 
vagina,  after  urinating. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms* — °Sneezing,  with  tearing  stitches 
from  the  nape  of  the  neck  to  the  shoulder. — Catarrh,  with 
stoppage  of  the  nose  and  loss  of  smell. — Catarrhal  discharge 
of  clear  corrosive  water,  from  the  nose. 

Wind-pipe* — Hoarseness  with  burning  inthe  larynx. — *  Vio* 
lent  cough  ;  also  in  the  evening  and  at  night,  when  lying  on 
the  back. — *Dry  cough,  -with  tickling  in  the  throat,  with 
stinging  in  the  left  hypochondrium  (getting  looser  in  the  after- 
noon).— °Chronic  cough,  worse  after  eating  and  when  lying 
down,  also  after  taking  a  cold  drink,  early  in  the  morning, 
with  whitish,  thick,  tasteless  expectoration. 

Chest    and    Respiration* — *  Dyspnoea  when  performing 
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some  manual  labour,  also  when  stooping  or  violently  moving 
one's  arms. — Pain  in  the  chest  as  if  lamed  and  bruised  by 
blows,  when  touching  the  chest  or  no. —  Weight  on  the  chest, 
with  tightness  of  breathing,  especially  at  night. — Pressure 
and  stitching  in  the  chest. — Throbbing  in  the  chest,  only 
when  standing. 

Trunk. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised,  especially  at  night  and  ichen  touching  the  parts. — 
*  Painful  stiffness  in  the  small  of  the  back,  -not  allowing  one 
to  walk  erect. — ° Stitches  in  the  scapula?,  when  drawing  breath. 

—  Tearing  in  the  sides  of  the  neck  and  the  clavicles. — Stiffneck, 
with  pain  when  moving  it,  from  the  nape  of  the  neck  to  the 
shoulders. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  arms  feel  heavy  and  rigid,  as 
if  paralysed. — Nightly  fearing  in  the  arms,  as  if  in  the  bones. 

—  Tearing  in  the  shoulders. — Swelling  of  the  wrist-joints,  with 
tearing  in  the  same. —  Vesicles  on  the  wrist-joint  changing  to 
scurfs. — Jerking  tearing,  or  stitching,  beating,  tingling  and 
ulcerative  pain  in  the  tips  of  the  fingers* — The  skin  between 
the  fingers  -peels  off. 

Lower  Extremities. — Tension  in  the  hips  and  bends  of 
the  knees,  as  if  too  short. — ^Tearing-sticking  pain,  as  if 
sprained  in  the  hip. —  The  ham  strings  feel  as  if  too  short. — 
Stiffness  of  the  knee-joint. — Nightly  tearing  in  the  legs,  as  if  in 
the  bones. — Stitching  pain  in  the  calves,  when  resting  after  a 
long  walk. — The  legs  feel  numb  and  without  sensation. —  Ul- 
cerative pain  and  tearing  in  the  heels. — Fetid  sweat  of  the 
feet. — *Cold  feet. — Jerking  tearing,  or  stinging  beating  and 
tingling  in  the  tips  of  the  toes. 

8.— ANACARDIPM  ORIENTALE. 

General  Symptoms. —  Crampy -jerking,  or  dull-pressing 
pains,  as  from  a  plug,  or  else  pressing-drawing. —  Weakness  of 
single  senses,  sight,  smell,  hearing,  &c. — Pains  which  appear 
periodically. — Many  of  the  pains  come  on  after  eating, 
whereas  the  larger  number  disappear  during  dinner,  reappear- 
ing again  in  two  hours. — Fulness  and  weight  in  the  body 
from  playing  on  the  piano. — A  little  exercise  tires  one  a 
good  deal. —  Tremulous  weakness,  and  extreme  *debility  in 
the  extremities,  especially  in  the  knees,  -almost  increasing  to 
lameness. — Very  feeble  in  going  up-stairs  or  walking. — Apo- 
plectic paralysis. — *Sensitive  to  cold  and  draughts  of  air,  with 
liability  to  taking  cold. 

Skin. — Burning  itching,  worse  after  scratching. — *Want  of 
irritability  of  the  skin, — Pain  of  the  affected  parts  as  if  a  boil 
would  form. 
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Sleep • — Sopor,  day  and  night. — Is  sleepy  early  in  the 
evening,  with  restless  sleep  at  night. — °Falls  asleep  late. — 
Horrid,  disgusting  or  else  *a,nxious  dreams,  -with  crying  out 
during  sleep. — Vivid  dreams  full  of  mental  concentration, 
with  pain  in  the  head,  on  waking,  as  if  bruised  by  blows. 

Fever. — *  Considerable  and  constant  chilliness,  even  in  a 
warm  room. — Tremulous  and  creeping  chills  over  the  whole 
body,  without  thirst. — Shaking  chill,  with  tearing  in  the  head, 
lowness  of  spirits,  and  restlessness,  every  third  day. — Inter- 
nal chilliness,  with  external  heat. — Heat  in  the  face,  at  four 
o'clock  every  afternoon,  with  nausea  and  languor. — °Sweat 
in  the  day-time,  when  sitting. — Night-sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *  Hypochondriac  and  hysteric  mood, 
°also  after  sexual  abuse. — Dread  of  men. — *Anxiousness  and 
-apprehension  of  death  (in  the  evening). — Apprehension  for 
the  future,  with  desponding  mood. — Fault-finding,  vehement, 
contradicting. — Awkward,  silly  demeanour. — Laughing  at  se- 
rious things,  while  one  remains  serious  on  seeing  something  lu- 
dicrous.— Antagonism  in  one's  own  will-principle. — ° Depraved 
and  cruel  disposition. — Irresistible  desire  to  swear. — °  Want 
of  moral  feeling,  hardness  of  heart,  wickedness. — °Feeling  as 
if  he  had  two  wills  that  oppose  each  other. 

Sentient  Sphere. — ° Absence  of  mind,  as  if  mind  and 
body  were  separated. —  Weakness  of  memory  and  mind. — 
Absence  of  thought. — Inability  to  collect  one's  ideas. — 
°Dull  and  confused  state  of  the  head. —  Vertigo  ivhen  walking 
as  though  all  objects  were  too  far  distant  or  wavering. — Ver- 
tigo with  darkness  of  sight,  also  when  stooping. 

Head. — ° Headache,  in  the  occiput,  when  making  a  wrong 
step  or  from  loud  noise. — Headache,  causing  vertigo  and  stu- 
pefaction, worse  when  touching  the  head. — Pain  in  the  brain 
as  if  bruised,  or  jerking-tearing  aching  in  the  head,  ivhen 
making  a  mental  effort. — Painful  pressure  in  the  head  as  from 
a  plug,  especially  in  the  temples. —  Constrictive  headache,  or 
pressing  from  without  inwards. —  Tearing  headache,  especially 
in  the  right  side,  extending  to  the  face  and  neck,  followed  by 
buzzing  in  the  ears  — Evening. — Digging  in  the  head,  going  off 
when  falling  asleep. — * Pressing  in  the  temples,  °  to  wards  the 
eyes. 

Eyes, — Pain  in  the  eyes  as  if  the  eyeballs  were  pressed 
upon  by  a  plug. — Contraction  of  the  pupils. — *  Weakness  of 
sight,  with  dim-sightedness. — Near-sighted. — °Nets  and  dark 
spots  before  the  eyes. — The  light  of  the  candle  seems  to 
flicker  and  to  be  surrounded  with  a  halo  (evening). — The 
eyes  are  sensitive  to  the  light. 

Ears.  —  Otalgia,    with  tearing  and  sticking  in  the  ears. — 
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Pressure  in  the  ears  as  from  a  plug. — *Itehing  in  the  ears. — 
°Painful  swelling  of  the  outer  ear. — #Discharge  from  the 
ears. — ^Hardness  of  hearing. — Roaring  and  fuzzing  in  the 
ears. 

Nose. — ^Bleeding  of  the  nose. — Deficient  smell. — Smell  be- 
fore the  nose  as  of  a  pigeon-dung  or  burning  sponge,  con- 
tinually. 

Face* — Paleface,  with  hollow,  sunken  eyes  surrounded 
with  blue  margins. — Pressure  on  the  facial  bones. — Rough, 
herpetic  skin  around  the  mouth,  with  titillating  itching. — 
Burning  around  the  chin. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  like  jerks,  or  jerking  tearing  when 
taking  any  thing  warm  into  the  mouth. — Tensive  or  crampy- 
drawing  toothache,  extending  to  the  ear,  generally  in  the 
evening,  about  ten  o'clock. — Swelling  and  ready  bleeding  of 
the  gums. 

Mouth* — ° Fetor  of  the  mouth,  not  perceived  by  himself. — 
Heaviness  and  swelling  of  the  tongue,  with  difficulty  of 
speech. — White-coated,  rough  tongue. — °Flow  of  water  in 
the  mouth. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Loss  of  taste. — *Fetid  taste  in  the 
mouth. — Every  thing  he  eats  tastes  flat. —  Violent  thirst,  with 
stoppage  of  the  breath  when  drinking. — ^Deficient  appetite. 
— °  Weak  digestion,  with  oppressive  fulness  and  distention  of 
the  stomach  and  abdomen,  or  drowsiness,  want  of  disposi- 
tion to  work  and  hypochondriac  mood  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Waterbrash,  in  the  evening,  and 
vomiting,  with  acidity  rising  up  into  the  mouth. — *Morning- 
nausea. 

Stomach. — Pressure,  especially  after  a  meal. — Pressure 
in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  early,  on  waking. — Bubbling  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  shaking  in  that  part  at  every 
step. 

Abdomen. — *Pressure  in  the  region  of  the  liver. — Pains 
in  the  umbilical  region,  generally  pressing  or  dull-stitching, 
aggravated  by  drawing  breath,  coughing  or  making  pressure 
from  without.  — °Hard  abdomen. — Pinching  flatulent  colic, 
with  rumbling  in  the  abdomen  and  urging  to  stool. 

StOOl  and  AnilS. — Ineffectual  urging  to  stool. — Difficult  pas- 
sage of  soft  stool,  on  account  of  torpor  of  the  rectum. — dis- 
charge of  blood  at  stool. — ° Painful  varices  of  the  anus. — 
*Itching  of  the  anus. — °Dampness  of  the  rectum. 

Urine. — Frequent  emission  of  a  small  quantity  of  watery 
urine.— Has  to  urinate  at  night. — °Burning  in  the  glans,  dur- 
ing and  after  urinating. — Turbid,  loam-coloured  urine. 

Male  Parts. — Involuntary  erections  in  the  day-time. — 
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Emissions. — Deficient  thrill  during  an  embrace. — Discharge 
of  prostatic  fluid,  during  good  and  hard  stool,  also  after  uri- 
nating. 

Female  Parts. — °Leucorrhcea,  with  itching  and  soreness  of 
the  pudendum. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — *Stoppage  of  the  nose  with  feel- 
ing of  dryness. — *Chronic  catarrh,  with  discharge  of  mucus 
from  the  nose. — Violent  catarrh,  with  fever,  tension  in  the 
calves  and  lower  limbs,  uneasiness  in  the  region  of  the  heart. 

Windpipe* — Rough  and  raw  feeling  in  the  throat,  especial- 
ly after  eating. — *  Cough,  with  expectoration  or  tingling  in 
the  throat  and  stoppage  of  breath. — Cough  after  eating,  with 
vomiting  of  the  ingesta,  or  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  with  rush 
of  blood  to  the  head. — Backing  cough,  like  whooping-cough, 
generally  excited  by  talking,  or  at  night — Short  cough  with 
purulent  expectoration. — Bloody  cough. — Stitches  in  one  side 
of  the  forehead  and  head,  when  coughing. — Yawning  after  the 
cough. 

Chest  and  Respiration* — Shortness  of  breath,  with  dis- 
pneea.  —  Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  internal  heat  and  an- 
guish, obliging  him  to  go  out  into  the  open  air. — Rattling  in 
the  windpipe  when  lying  on  one  side. — Pressure  at  the  chest 
as  from  a  plug. — Stitches  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  some- 
times extending  to  the  small  of  the  back. — Uneasiness  in  the 
region  of  the  heart. 

Trunk* — Pains  in  the  region  of,  and  between  the  scapvlce, 
generally  tearing  and  stitching,  or  also  like  pressure. — For- 
mication between  the  scapulae. — Dull  pressure  on  the  shoul- 
der, as  from  a  weight. — Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities* — *  Weakness  of  the  arms,  with  ten- 
sive pain  in  the  arm-. — ^Trembling  of  the  arm  °and  of  the 
hands. — Aching  pain  in  the  muscles  and  bones  of  the  arms, 
with  weariness. — Stinging  and  heaviness  of  the  forearms.— 
Jerking-drawing  cramp-pain  in  the  metacarpal  bones  and 
joints  of  the  hand  and  fingers. — Dry  feeling  of  the  hands 
and  fingers. — Clammy  sweat  in  the  palms  of  the  hands. — 
Numbness  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.  —  The  lower  limbs  feel  rigid  as  if  ban- 
daged,  with  painful  uneasiness  in  the  limbs. —  Tremor,  twitch 
ing  and  drawing  in  the  thighs  and  around  the  knees,  as  when 
wearied  by  long  walking. — Dull  pressure  in  the  thighs,  at 
regular  intervals. — Lame  feeling  around  the  knees.— Itching 
eruption  around  the  knee,  down  to  the  calves. — Crampy 
jerking  and  pressure  in  the  legs,  especially  the  calves. — Ten- 
sive pain  in  the  calves,  when  walking  and  at  night,  in  bed, 
with  sleeplessness. — *Burning  of  the  soles  -and  legs. — Cold 
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feet  when  walking,  also  early  in  the  morning. — Spasmodic 
contraction  of  the  soles. 

9—  ANGUSTURA. 

N.  B.  The  symptoms  within  brackets  are  attributed  by  some  to  the 
spurious  Angustura. 

General  Symptoms. —  Cutting,  or  crampy,  or  drawing- 
aching  pains. — Lameness  of  single  parts. — Spasms  of  muscu- 
lar parts. — Cracking  in  the  joints. — Feeling  in  the  whole 
body  as  though  all  the  strength  had  gone,  and  as  though  the 
marrow  in  the  bones  had  coalesced. — Stiffness  of  all  the 
muscles,  in  the  evening,  after  sitting,  -with  tension  of  the 
muscles  when  walking, — (Tetanic  spasms,  generally  excited 
by  contact,  or  noise,  or  by  swallowing  tepid  water. — Spas- 
modic attacks  terminating  with  blueness  of  the  cheeks  and 
lips,  laboured,  stertorous  breathing,  moaning,  closing  of  the 
eyes. — Concussion  of  the  trunk  caused  by  a  jerk  along  the 
back  as  by  an  electric  shock. — Opisthotonas.) 

Sleep. —  Very  drowsy  in  the  evening,  with  sleeplessness  be- 
fore midnight. — Restless  sleep,  full  of  dreams. 

Fever* — Increased  temperature  of  the  body  in  the  even- 
ing, especially  of  the  cheeks,  with  oppressive  dulness  of  the 
head,  or  pressure  and  drawing  in  one  side  of  the  forehead, 
with  thirst. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Timorous  and  disposed  to  start. — De- 
ficient confidence  in  one's-selfi  with  desponding  mood, — Out  of 
humour,  dissatisfied,  sensitive  to  insults  or  jests. — Mental  ex- 
citement and  excessive  mirth,  especially  when  not  engaged  in 
any  mental  labour. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Absence  of  mind,  reverie. —  Vivacity 
of  the  mind,  especially  in  the  afternoon. — Gloominess  of  the 
head,  as  after  intoxication. — Tensive  or  contractive  dulness 
of  the  head,  with  pecking  in  the  forehead. — Vertigo  when 
walking  in  the  open  air  or  when  crossing  flowing  water. 

Head. — Headache,  generally  oppressive  with  heat  in  the 
face. — The  brain  feels  as  if  bruised. —  Crampy  headache. — 
Boring  in  the  temples. — The  headache  generally  sets  in  at 
twilight,  and  continues  until  one  goes  to  sleep. 

Integuments  Of  the  H^ad.— Numb  feeling  in  the  tern- 
poral  muscles,  with  tension  in  these  muscles  when  opening  the 
jaws. — Twitchings  between  the  eyebrows  when  reading. 

Eyes. — Pressure  in  the  eyes,  with  sensation  as  if  they  had 
grown  faint  as  from  a  dazzling  light. — Sore  pain  and  dry  feel- 
ing in  the  lids. — Redness,  heat  and  burning  of  the  eyes,  with 
nightly  agglutination. — ( The  eyelids  are  wide  open  in  conse- 
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quence  of  a  spasm. — Rigid,  protruded,  immoveable  eyes.) 
— Mistiness  of  sight  as  if  the  cornea  were  opaque. — Near- 
sighted. 

Ears. —  Otalgia,  a  sort  of  cramp-pain  in  the  ears. — Tearing 
jerking  in  front  of,  and  in  the  ears. — Sensation  as  if  something 
were  lying  against  the  ears,  or  as  if  something  had  lodged  in 
them. — Heat  of  the  ears. — Diminished  hearing. 

Nose* — Pain  in  the  nose,  like  smarting  soreness. 

Face. — (The  face  turns  blue  during  the  spasm.) — Tension 
of  the  facial  muscles. —  Cramp-pain  in  the  malar  bone  and  in 
the  masseter  muscles,  worse  during  rest  and  diminished  by 
moving  the  lower  jaw. — Feeling  of  heat  in  the  cheeks,  in  the 
evening,  without  any  warmth  being  perceived  externally — 
(Lock-jaw  with  the  lips  wide  open.) 

Teeth*- — Drawing  toothache  (in  the  molar  teeth). — Throb- 
bing in  hollow  teeth. 

Month* — Mouth  and  lips  are  very  dry,  without  thirst. — 
Tenacious,  putrid  mucus  in  the  mouth,  in  the  evening,  with 
constant  desire  to  drink.- — White-coated  tongue,  with  feeling 
of  roughness.-— Burning  on  the  tongue,  and  stinging  pinch- 
ing in  the  tip. 

Appetite  and  TaSte* — Bitter  taste,  especially  after  dinner 
and  after  smoking. — Desire  for  cold  drinks. — Great  desire  for 
coffee, — A  good  appetite,  cannot  eat  enough,  with  aversion  to 
food  and  ineffectual  eructations  which  cause  a  feeling  of  fulness 
in  the  chest. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Empty  eructation  after  eating. — 
Bilious  eructations. — Nausea  during  dinner. — Fainting  with 
nausea,  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air. 

Stomach* — Pain  in  stomach,  like  a  cutting  soreness,  when 
commencing  to  eat. —  Cramp  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
— Cutting  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  the  (right)  hypo- 
chondrium,  aggravated  by  moving  the  trunk. 

Abdomen.— Pain  as  if  bruised,  in  the  right  side  of  the 
abdomen. —  Crampy  colic. —  Cutting  pain  in  the  lumbar  region 
from  within  outwards. — Cutting  in  the  lower  abdomen,  espe- 
cially after  eating  warm  milk. — Stitching  pain  in  the  abdo- 
men.— Fermentation  and  rumbling  in  the  abdomen  as  if 
diarrhoea  would  set  in. 

Stool  and  Anns* — Frequent,  loose,  copious  foecal  stools. 
— Discharge  of  mucus  with  cutting  colic. — Pressing  and  con- 
tractive sensation  in  the  anus,  with  swelling  of  the  varices,  and 
burning  smarting  during  soft  stool. 

Urine* — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  with  scanty  emission. 
— Frequent  and  copious  emission  of  urine,  preceded  by 
pressing  on  the  bladder  and  succeeded  by  tenesmus  of  the 
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bladder. — The  urine  is  orange-coloured  and  soon  becomes  tur- 
bid, 

Male  Parts. — Voluptuous  itching  of  the  sexual  'parts. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness  caused  by  a  quantity  of  mucus  in 
the  windpipe, — Feeble  voice  as  if  it  would  give  out. — dry 
cough,  with  tickling  in  the  larynx. — Violent,  deep  cough,  with 
expectoration  of  yellow  mucus. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— (Intermittent  breathing. — Sob- 
bing inspirations. —  Oppression  of  the  chest,  when  walking  ra- 
pidly or  when  going  up-stairs. — Spasm  in  the  chest,  as  if 
caused  by  a  sudden  attack  of  coldness. —  Cutting  shocks  or 
stitches  in  the  sides  of  the  chest  and  in  the  sternum. — Shocks 
in  the  region  of  the  heart. —  Violent  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
when  stooping  while  sitting,  or  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  when 
lying  on  the  left  side. — Sensation  of  painful  contraction  of 
the  heart. — Bruising  pain  in  the  pectoral  muscles,  when  mov- 
ing the  body  or  the  arms. 

Trunk. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  bruised,  gene- 
rally at  night  and  especially  towards  4  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
passing  off  after  rising. — Painful  stiffness  between  the  scapula; 
and  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed, 
until  noon. — Twitching  in  the  cervical  muscles  and  on  the 
shoulder. 

Upper  Extremities. —  The  arms  feel  feeble  and  heavy  as 
if  lamed,  with  stiffness  in  the  elbow-joint. — Paralytic  weak- 
ness of  the  elbow-joints  and  hands. —  Crampy  drawing  in  the 
forearms,  hands  and  fingers. — Cold  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. —  The  lower  extremities  feel  heavy 
and  feeble  as  if  lamed  by  blows,  both  the  thighs  and  legs  ; 
when  walking  they  feel  as  if  they  would  break. — Pain  as  if 
sprained  or  crampy  pain  in  the  hip-joints,  in  the  legs  and  feet. 
— Pressure  and  drawing  in  every  part  of  the  lower  extremities, 
— Painful  shooting  stitches  in  the  thigh  and  in  the  edges  of 
the  iliac  bones. — Paralytic  conditions  of  the  tarsal  joints. 

10.— ANTINONIUM  CRUDUM. 

General  Symptoms. — ° Rheumatic  pains  and  Inflammation 
of  tendons. — *  Arthritic  drawing  or  sticking  and  tension,  espe- 
cially in  the  extremities. — *  Gastric  and  bilious  conditions. — 
The  pains  are  aggravated  by  the  heat  of  the  sun,  by  wine, 
after  eating,  at  night  (and  early  in  the  morning) ;  they  abate 
during  rest  and  in  the  cool  air.- — ^Heaviness  in  all  the  limbs. 
— General  weakness,  especially  at  night,  on  waking. — Ema- 
ciation,— *  Lordosis. — Dropsical  swelling  of  the  whole  body. 
— Apoplexy. 
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Skin* — Itching,  especially  of  the  neck,  chest,  back  and  ex- 
tremities.— Eruptions  which  appear  principally  at  night,  and 
itch  after  getting  warm  in  bed,  depriving  one  of  sleep. — Or- 
ganic transformations  of  the  skin. — Rash  and  nettlerash. — 
Blotches  and  vesicles,  as  if  caused  by  the  bites  of  insects. — 
Eruptions  resembling  varicella,  with  stinging  pain  when  press- 
ing on  them. — Pustules  with  yellowish  or  brown  scurfs. — 
°  Freckles. — Hepatic  spots. — ° Fistulous  ulcers. — ° Corns  and 
horny  excrescences. — *Discoloured,  distorted  nails. — ° Fungus 
articularis. — °Red,  hot  swellings. 

Sleep. — *Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time. — *Sopor,  in  the 
forenoon. — Wakes  as  if  in  afright,  at  night. — Vexatious 
dreams  full  of  dispute. 

Fever. — ° Intermittent  fevers,  with  prevailing  gastric  or 
bilious  symptoms,  especially  attended  with  loathing  nausea, 
vomiting,  eructations,  coated  tongue,  bitter  mouth  and  little 
thirst. — °Fever  with  diarrhoea,  vomiting  and  cutting  in  the  ab- 
domen.— °  Tertian  fever.— Warm  sweat,  every  other  morning. 

Emotive  Sphere . — Anxious  reflecting  about  one's  fate. — 
Loathing  of  life,  with  disposition  to  shoot  or  drown  one's- 
self. — Tendency  to  start. — Vexed  mood. — °A  child  cannot 
bear  being  looked  at  or  touched. — Exalted  longing  and  desire 
to  love. 

Sentient  Sphere.— *Dulness  of  the  mind,  imbecility. — 
Craziness. — The  head  feels  confused  as  after  working  in  the 
cold. — Intoxication. —  Vertigo  with  nausea.—  -°Rush  of  blood 
to  the  head. 

Head, — Headache  after  bathing  in  the  river. — Stupifying 
headache  after  smoking. — Sensation  as  if  the  forehead  would 
be  dashed  to  pieces. — Dull  pain  in  the  forehead  and  sinciput, 
aggravated  by  going  up-stairs. — Tearing  in  the  head,  less 
when  walking  in  the  open  air.  — Boring  in  the  forehead  and 
temples,  from  within  outwards. — Painful  rush  of  blood  to  the 
head,  followed  by  bleeding  of  the  nose. 

IntegiimentS  Of  the  Head.— Bone-pain  in  the  parietal 
bone,  as  if  the  periosteum  were  swollen. — Troublesome  itch- 
ing on  the  head,  °with  falling  off  of  the  hair. 

Eyes. — Stinging  in  the  eyes. — *Redness  of  the  eyelids. — 
° Arthritic  ophthalmia,  with  itching  and  nightly  agglutination. 
— Humid  spot  near  the  outer  can  thus. — Eye-gum  in  the  can- 
thi. — The  eyes  grow  larger  between  the  lids. — The  eyes  are 
sensitive  to  the  light  of  day. 

Ears. — Stinging  in  the  ears. — Redness,  swelling  and  heat 
of  the  ear. — Digging  and  creeping  in  the  ears. — Deafness  as 
if  a  leaflet  were  lying  against  the  ears. — *Roaring  in  the  ears. 

IVOSC — Eruptions  on  the  nose. — ^Soreness  of  the  nostrils 
and  alas  nasi. — *  Cracked,  scurfy  nostrils. 
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Face* — °Heat  of  the  face,  especially  the  cheeks,  with  itch- 
ing.— Red,  burning,  suppurating  eruptions  in  the  face,  with 
yellowish  scurfs. — Blotches  and  vesicles  in  the  face,  like 
mosquito-bites. — Honey-coloured  granular  rash  on  the  face. 
— Eruption  like  varicella,  on  the  nose,  and  in  the  face. — Sore 
feeling  about  the  chin. — Sore,  cracked  corners  of  the  mouth. — 
Pimples  on  the  upper  lip. — Dry  lips. 

Teeth* — *  Toothache  in  hollow  teeth,  -with  digging  and 
twitching  up  into  the  head,  excited  every  time  he  eats  any 
thing,  aggravated  by  cold  water,  abating  in  the  open  air. — 
Jerking  toothache,  in  the  evening,  in  bed  and  after  a  meal. — 
Grating  of  the  teeth,  when  taking  a  nap  while  sitting. — 
Bleeding  of  the  teeth  and  gums  which  recede  from  the  teeth. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth, — Confluence  of  water  on  the  tongue 
and  in  the  mouth. — Ptyalism. — White-coated  tongue. — Sore 
pain  along  the  edges  of  the  tongue. — Vesicles  on  the  tongue. 

Throat. — Sore  throat,  as  if  a  plug  had  lodged  in  the 
throat. — Difficult  deglutition. — Dry  and  rough  throat,  or  else 
a  good  deal  of  phlegm  in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste.—  °Bitter  taste. —  Thirst,  especially  at 
night. — *  Chronic  loss  of  appetite. — Feeling  of  .hunger  and 
emptiness  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  especially  early  in  the 
morning,  not  removed  by  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  ^Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta, 
or  else  scraping. — Gulping-up  of  a  watery  fluid. — *Bitter 
eructations. — Hiccough  wThile  smoking. — ^Loathing,  nausea 
and  inclination  to  vomit  °caused  by  derangement  of  the  sto- 
mach.— Nausea  from  drinking  wine. — *  Vomiting  of  bile  and 
mucus,  -or  with  diarrhoea  and  anguish. 

Stomach.  *Cardialgia. — Burning-spasmodic  pain  in  the 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  despair  and  disposition  to  drown 
one's-self. — Gastritis. — *Pain  in  the  stomach  as  if  too  full. — . 
The  region  of  the  stomach  is  painful  to  contact. — °Tension 
and  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

Abdomen. — Distention  and  fulness,  especially  after  eating. 
—  Violent  cutting  colic— Empty  feeling  in  the  abdomen,  as 
after  violent  diarrhoea. — When  touching  or  pressing  on  the  in- 
guinal region,  it  feels  hard,  with  pain  as  if  swollen. — Flatu- 
lence with  rumbling. 

Stool  and  AnilS. — *  Difficult  discharge  of  hard  feces. — 
Hurried  urging  to  stool,  with  sudden  discharge  of  ordinary 
stool,  attended  with  pressing. — ° Alternate  diarrhoea  and  con- 
stipation of  old  people. — ""Ineffectual  disposition  to  diarrhoea, 
with  pinching  in  the  abdomen. — Papescent  stools. — Diarrhoea 
with  cutting  colic,  generally  watery. — ° Diarrhoea  of  lying-in 
women  and  of  pregnant  females. — *  Constant  discharge  of  a

yellowish-white  mucus  from  the  anus. — Discharge  of  black 
blood  from  the  anus. — Flowing  and  blind  varices  at  the  anus, 
with  tingling  and  burning. — Burning,  itching  and  smarting  in 
the  anus.-— Distensive  pressing  in  the  rectum  and  anus.— 
Burning  boil  at  the  perineum. 

Urine* — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  with  scanty  emission. 
— °Copious  and  frequent  micturition,  with  a  good  deal  of 
mucus  and  burning  in  the  urethra,  attended  with  pain  in  the' 
small  of  the  back  (haemorrhoids  of  the  bladder), — Involunta- 
ry emission  of  urine  when  coughing. — -Gold  coloured,  fluid, 
brown-red  urine,  sometimes  mixed  with  small,  red  little 
bodies. — °Cutting  during  micturition. 

Male  Parts* — Sexual  excitement  and  lewdness. — Emis- 
sions. 

Female  Parts. — Uterine  haemorrhage. — Ovaritis. — 
Acrid,  smarting  leucorrhoea. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Stoppage  -of  the  nose. — Catarrh 
with  sore,  crusty  nose. 

Windpipe* — Great  heat  in  the  larynx,  during  a  walk  in 
the  open  air. — The  voice  is  very  feeble. — Aphonia  when  get- 
ting  heated. — Cough  with  burning  in  the  chest. — Dry,  rack- 
ing morning-cough. 

Chest  and  Respiration* — Suffocative  catarrh,  with  suffo- 
cative oppression  of  the  chest. — Deep,  sobbing  breathing. — 
Stinging  in  the  cheek,  during  and  between  the  inspirations. — 
Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the  pectoralis  major,  when  pressing  on 
it  or  raising  the  arm. 

Trunk* — Spasmodic  drawing  in  the  cervical  and  posterior 
cervical  muscles. — Rheumatic  pains  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
— Rash  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  on  the  scapulae  and  behind 
the  ears. 

Upper  Extremities* — Rheumatic  pains  in  the  arms. — 
Reddish  vesicles  on  the  arms,  itching. — °Red,  hot  swelling  of 
the  forearm,  with  sticking  tension. — Drawing  in  the  forearms, 
fingers  and  finger-joints. — Arthritic  pain  in  the  finger-joints. 
— Painfullness  of  the  skin  under  the  finger  nails,  and  slow 
growth  of  the  same. 

Lower  Extremities. — Drawing  in  the  lower  limbs,  es- 
pecially in  the  hip-joint. — ° Violent  pains  in  the  lower  limbs. 
— °The  lower  limbs  go  to  sleep,  after  sitting. — Blotches  with 
red  areolae,  on  the  nates  and  lower  limbs. — Stitching  pain  in 
the  knees  and  tibiae. — Painful  stiffness  of  the  knee,  not  al- 
lowing the  leg  to  be  stretched. — ° Fungus  of  the  knee-joint. — • 
Blotch  (blister)  on  the  knee,  after  rubbing. — The  spies  are 
sensitive  when  walking  on  stone-pavement. — Swelling  and 
redness  of  the  heel,  with  burning  stinging,  worse  when  walk- 
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ing. — °  Corns  in  the  sole  and  large  *horny  excrescences,  close 
behind  the  toes. — Aching  pain  in  the  corns. — Burning  in  the 
ball  of  the  big  toe. — *  Horny  excrescence  under  the  nail  of 
the  big  toe. 
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General  Symptoms. — Drawing  and  tearing  with  pressure, 
most  in  the  extremities  and  bones. — Pains  as  if  bruised,  es- 
pecially in  the  small  of  the  back  and  the  joints  of  the  lower 
limbs. — Raw  and  sore  pains  of  internal  organs  and  of  the 
skin. — The  limbs  feel  numb  and  rigid. — Epileptic  attacks. — 
Ailments  from  abuse  of  mercury. — The  pains  are  worse  every 
noon. 

Skin. — Burning  itching  of  the  skin,  here  and  there. — 
Sore  and  burning  pimples. 

Sleep. — Anxious  dreams. 

Fever. — Shuddering  and  chilliness,  especially  in  the  after- 
noon and  at  night. — Night-sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiousness,  obliging  one  to  walk 
rapidly. — Lowness  of  spirits  and  no  disposition  to  talk. 

Sentient  Sphere. — The  head  feels  stupid  and  hollow. — 
Gloomy  feeling  in  the  head  as  if  from  smoke,  and  tingling, 
intoxicated  feeling  in  the  head. —  Vertigo  with  obscuration  of 
sight,  or  with  sopor  and  closing  of  the  eyelids. 

Head. — Headache  in  the  occiput,  as  if  a  foreign  body  were 
moving  through  it  causing  a  pressure,  with  stiff  feeling  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck.  — *Stinging,  and  cramp-pain  in  the  head. — 
Stupifying  pressure  in  the  the  forepart  of  the  head. — 
Paroxysm  of  compression  in  the  brain,  with  inclination  to 
vomit  and  burning  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  when  reading 
and  standing. — Sticking  and  tearing  in  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head  — The  outer  head  feels  sore, 
when  pressing  on  it  even  lightly. — Pressure  and  tearing  in 
the  bones  of  the  skull. — Painful  muscular  twitchings  in  the 
temples  and  forehead. — Pimple  on  the  temple,  with  ulcera- 
tive pain. 

Eyes, — Itching,  especially  of  the  canthi. — Redness  and 
swelling  of  the  margins  of  the  lids. 

Ears. — Stitching  and  cutting  in  the  ears,  extending  to  the 
inner  brain. — Corrosive  itching  of  the  outer  ear,  with  scratch- 
ing until  it  bleeds. — The  ears  feel  stopped. 

IVose. — Bleeding  of  the  nose,  after  blowing  it,  or  preceded 
by  tingling  and  tickling  in  the  nose. — Discharge  of  bloody 
pus  from  the  nose. 
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Face* — Red  face. — Gnawing  pressure  and  tearing  in  the 
facial  bones. — Swelling  of  the  upper  lip,  close  under  the  nose. 

Teeth. — Toothache  as  if  the  teeth  were  loose. — The  gums 
are  painful  when  touched. — Loose,  readily  bleeding  gums. 

Mouth. — Dryness. — Dry  feeling  on  a  moist  tongue. — 
*  Confluence  of  a  quantity  of  tenacious  mucus,  °adhering  to  the 
palate,  -with  shuddering. —  Vesicles  on  the  tongue,  sore  and 
burning. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  as  if  the  fauces  were  swollen,  with 
difficult  deglutition. — Roughness  and  scraping  in  the  fauces. 
— ° Mercurial  angina  faucium,  with  raw  and  sore  feeling  when 
swallowing  or  expelling  the  air. — Boring  and  digging  in  the 
throat. — A  quantity  of  gray,  jelly-like  mucus  in  the  throat 
which  can  easily  be  hawked  up. 

Appetite. — Aversion  to  every  kind  of  food,  even  when 
merely  thinking  of  it,  one  is  speedily  satiated. — A  good  ap- 
petite, even  when  the  stomach  is  full. — Gnawing  hunger,  not 
removed  by  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Heartburn. — Hiccough  while  smok- 
ing.— Constant  nausea  and  qualmishness.— Gagging-up  of  an 
acrid,  badly  tasting  fluid,  followed  by  scraping  and  burning 
in  the  fauces. 

Stomach. — Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — Exces- 
sive pressure  from  the  lower  abdomen  to  the  region  of  the 
pubic  bones,  immediately  after  commencing  to  eat,  aggrava- 
ted by  drawing  breath  and  abating  after  rising. — Painfully 
oppressive  distention  of  the  abdomen. — Cutting  in  the  abdo- 
men.— Contraction  of  the  abdominal  muscles  when  walking. 
— Loud  rumbling  in  the  abdomen. 

Stool. — Frequent  urging  to  stool,  with  scanty  discharge  of 
stool. — Dry,  sandy  stool. — Vomiting  during  stool. — Con- 
tractive colic  after  the  morning-stool. 

Urine. — Frequent  and  copious  emission  of  urine. 

Male  Parts. — Contusive  pain  in  the  testicles. — Emissions. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Stoppage  of  the  nose,  with  biting 
in  the  same. —  Violent  fluent  coryza,  with  a  good  deal  of 
sneezing. 

Windpipe. — Raw  and  sore  pain  in  the  larynx,  also  when 
coughing.  — A  good  deal  of  mucus  in  the  windpipe,  caused  by 
stooping,  laughing  and  going  up-stairs,  it  is  easily  hawked  up. 
— A  good  deal  of  mucus  on  the  chest. — When  eating,  es- 
pecially when  eating  apples,  particles  of  the  food  are  apt  to 
get  into  the  larynx. — Cough  caused  by  a  cutting  in  the  wind- 
pipe, with  watery  expectoration. — Paroxysms  of  short  rat- 
tling cough,  in  the  day-time,  with  easy  expectoration  of  a 
thickish,  whitish  substance. — °Small  spot  at  the  upper  part 
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of  the  larynx,  from  which  a  feeling  of  coldness  seems  to 
emanate. — °Sensation  in  the  larynx,  in  the  region  of  the 
throat-pit,  as  if  there  were  a  little  wound,  worse  when  talk- 
ing and  singing. — °Laryngeal  phthisis,  especially  among 
preachers  and  people  who  are  obliged  to  speak  loud  a  good 
deal  and  incessantly. 

ill CSt. — Pressure  at  the  chest. — Pressure  and  stitching  in 
the  sternum  and  sides  of  the  chest. — Cutting  in  the  sides  of 
the  chest,  when  drawing  breath  and  stooping. — Cramp-pain 
in  the  pectoral  muscles  and  near  the  ribs. 

Trunk* — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised,  or  drawing. — Tearing  in  the  shoulders  and  scapulae. 

Upper  Extremities. —  Tearing,  and  spasmodic  drawing 
with  pressure,  also  tension,  in  the  arms  and  hands. — Pres- 
sure with  tearing  in  the  bones  and  joints  of  the  hands  and  fin- 
gers.— Contraction  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities* — °Coxagra,  with  paralytic  aching 
and  stitching  pain  in  the  hip-joint  when  walking.— Muscular 
twitchings  in  the  thighs.— Crampy  cutting  and  tearing  in  the 
knees  and  ankles. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves,  with  pain 
as  if  the  muscles  were  contracted  while  going  down-stairs. — 
Pain  as  if  bruised  and  beating  in  the  tarsal  joints. — Tearing 
in  the  bones  and  joints  of  the  feet  and  toes. — Numb  feeling  in 
the  heel  and  tendo  Achilles. 
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General  Symptoms. — Sensation  as  if  the  limbs  would  go 
to^sleep. — Vacillating  gait,  with  unsteadiness  of  the  extremi- 
ties.—  Very  weak,  with  weariness  of  the  lower  limbs,  dread  of 
work,  drowsiness  and  ill  looks.

Skin. — Biting,  stinging  itching,  also  at  night  in  bed,  when 
getting  warm. — Itch-like  eruptions,  with  bleeding  and  bleed- 
ing crusts  after  scratching. — Ecthymatous  pustules. — Wart- 
shaped  excrescences. — (Hebra  of  Vienna,  denies  the  existence 
of  the  so-called  argyria). — ° Scabby  skin? — °Herpes? — 
°Cancerous    ulcers  % — °Burns  ? — °Chilblains  ? — °Erysipela- 
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tous   inflammations? — °Inveterate    ulcers'? — 0Small-pox? — 
^Continuous  suppurations  1 — °  Abscesses  ? 

Sleep. — Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  when  sitting,  espe- 
cially in  the  evening. — A  good  deal  of  long  and  deep  yawn- 
ing.—°  Lethargy  and  coma? — Sopor. — Many  fanciful  visions 
before  falling  asleep. — Nightly  nervous  excitement  and  sleep- 
lessness.— Restless  sleep  full  of  dreams,  with  tossing  about.

— Solicitous  mood  alternating  with  indif- 
ference.— Apathy  and  want  of  confidence  in  one's-self,  with 
weakness  and  nervous  prostration. — Hypochondriac,  gloomy 
mood. — °Hydrophobia. — °Craziness  ? — °Noisy  mania  and 
craziness  ? 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo  as  if  turning  in  a  circle. — Ver- 
tigo with  headache,  nausea,  blindness  and  humming  in  the 
ears. — Dizziness,  intoxication  and  inability  to  collect  one's 
senses. — Vertigo  as  if  one  would  faint. — Absence  of  thought 
as  if  stupid,  with  inability  to  think,  want  of  suitable  expres- 
sions— Imbecile  appearance,  silly  laughing  and  manners, 
with  appearance  of  grimaces  on  closing  the  eyes  in  the  day- 
time.— Dulness  and  confusion  of  the  head,  or  painful  dul- 
ness  of  the  head,  especially  after  drinking  coffee. — ° Apo- 
plexy ? — ° Hydrocephalus  ] — °Meningitis  ? 

Head. — Painful  fulness  and  heaviness  in  the  head,  espe- 
cially early  in  the  morning,  on  waking.

Ears* — Otalgia. — Ringing,  and  humming  in  the  ears.— 
Hard  hearing,  as  if  something  were  lying  against  the  ear. — 
°Deafness  ? — °Dampness  of  the  ears  ] 

Nose. — The  nasal  bones  feel  sore  as  if  bruised. — Con- 
stant and  violent  itching  in  the  nose,  obliging  one  to  scratch 
until  it  bleeds/ — Discharge  of  blood  and  bloody  pus,  when 
blowing  the  nose.-— Painful  scurfs  in  the  nose  bleeding  when 
torn  off. — Dulness  of  smell. — Stoppage  of  the  nose,  with 
itching. — Ozsena  ? 

Face. — Sunken,  pale,  bluish  face. — Looks  sick,  old. — 
Semilateral  drawing  and  tearing  in  the  face. — Prosopalgia  1 
— Convulsions  of  the  facial  muscles,  with  tight  closing  of  the 
mouth.— Swelling  of  the  upper  lip  close  under  the  nose. — 
Inflamed  blotches  and  pustules  on  the  lips  and  at  the  corners 
of  the  mouth. — Bluish  lips. — °Lupia  ? — °Erysipelas  of  the 
face  1 — ° Herpes  on  the  chin  ? — ° Impetigo  labialis  % 

Teeth. — The  teeth  are  very  sensitive  to  cold  water. — 
Toothache  especially  when  chewing,  or  when  the  teeth  are 
touched  by  any  thing  cold  or  sour. — Exfoliation  of  the  teeth.

Mouth.— Dry  tongne,  especially  early  in  the  morning.- — 
White  mucus  on  the  tongue,  or  else  yellow-grayish.- — Rough 
tongue,  the  papillae  being  erect. — Swelling  of  the  tongue, 
with  ulcerative  pain. — Ulcerated  crusts  on  the  inner  surface 
of  the  cheeks.

Painful  deglutition  as  from  a  splinter. — A  good  deal  of  tena- 
cious, thick  mucus  in  the  mouth  and  fauces^  with  constant 
hawking — Spasm  and  choking  in  the  fauces. — Spasms  of  the 
oesophagus,  with  painful  disposition  to  eructate,  pain  in  the  sto- 
mach, fainting  nausea,  flow  of  water  in  the  mouth. — Mem- 
branous angina  faucium  ? — ° Chronic  swelling  of  the  tonsils  ? 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  sometimes 
astringent  and  metallic,  or  doughy,  flat  taste. — Loss  of  ap- 
petite, food  tastes  like  straw, — Desire  for  acrid  cheese  or 
sugar. — Considerable  weakness  of  digestion,  with  feeling  of 
fulness  in  the  stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Frequent  and  violent  rising  of  air, 
attending  almostjall  the  other  pains. — Almost  constant  loath- 
ing and  nausea,  even  unto  fainting. — Vomiting  of  a  substance 
leaving  a  black  stain. — Vomiting  with  anguish,  diarrhoea 
and  violent  colic. — °Heartburn  and  sour  stomach? — ° Vomit- 
ing of  black  blood  ? 

Stomach, — Painful  pressure  at  the  stomach,  also  at  night, 
as  from  a  lump,  followed  by  vomiting. — Cardialgia,  also 
with  internal  chilliness  and  sick  looks,  or  more  especially  at 
night,  waking  one.

— Frequent  emis- 
sions.— Want  of  sexual  desire  and  shrivelling  of  the  sexual 
organs. 

Female  PartSt — Profuse  menses,  with  pains  in  the  small 
of  the  back  and  pelvis. — Uterine  haemorrhage. — Miscarriage. 
— °Uterine  spasms  1 — °Leucorrhcea  % 

Catarrhal    Symptoms. — A  good   deal   of  sneezing. — 

Catarrh  with  chilliness,  wretched  look,  lachrymation,  sneez- 
ing and  stupifying  headache  obliging  one  to  lie  down. 

Windpipe. — Wheezing  and  whizzing  in  the  larynx,  with 
pulse-like  regularity,  when  lying-down  after  eating,  percepti- 
ble only  when  lying  on  the  left  ear. — Nightly  hoarseness, 
with  expectoration  of  bloody  mucus  after  a  paroxysm  of  dry 
cough. — Cough  with  tickling  in  the  throat. — Tobacco-smoke 
is  intolerable  when  coughing. — Nightly  cough  with  vomiting. 
— Suffocative  cough,  in  the  afternoon. — Continual  desire  to 
cough,  with  spitting  of  blood  and  oppression  of  breathing.

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G61l6ral  Symptoms. — °  Chronic  rheumatism  with  tensive- 
tearing  pains. — *Stinging  and  tingling,  or  else  laming  pains 
as  if  bruised,  especially  in  the  limbs  and  joints  during  mo- 
tion.— ° Arthritic  complaints. — ° Ailments  arising  from  a 
shock,  fall,  contusion  ;  ° strains  by  lifting  ;  ° sprains  ;  °luxa- 
tions. — Compressive  sensation,  stinging  and  tingling  in  the 
affected  parts. — *The  pains  are  aggravated  by  talking,  blow- 
ing one's  nose,  moving  about  and  even  by  sleep. — ° Ailments 
caused  by  abuse  of  cinchona. — * Rushes  of  blood,  with  con- 
gestion of  the  head,  burning  of  the  upper,  and  coolness  of  the 
lower  parts  of  the  body. — The  whole  body  is  excessively  sen- 
sitive, especially  the  joints.

— Stupifying  or  pressing  headache, 
especially  in  the  forehead,  generally  with  heat  in  the  brain, 
especially  when  walking,  going  up-stairs,  reflecting  or  reading, 
or  after  eating. — *Spasmodic  contractive  feeling  in  the  fore- 
head, above  the  eyes,  as  if  the  brain  were  pressed  together 
like  a  ball,  especially  near  the  warm  stove. — Pain  in  the 
temples  as  from  a  nail. — °The  aching  in  the  forehead  is  worse 
after  eating. — * Jerking  tearing  and  *stitching  in  the  head, 
-mostly  in  the  temples. — Cutting  through  the  head,  followed

— Stitch- 
es through  the  ears,  like  shocks,  when  leaning  the  head 
against  any  thing. — Hard  hearing  and  roaring  in  the  ears, 
also  after  injuries. 

Nose. — Pain  of  the  nose  as  if  bruised  by  a  blow,  with  tin- 
gling.— Crampypain  at  the  root  of  the  nose. — inflammation 
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and  ^swelling  of  the  nose. — Ulcerated  nostrils. — *  Bleeding  of 
the  nose. 

Face. — *Face  pale  and  sunken,  or  °yellow  and  bloated. — 
Redness  and  burning  of  one  cheek  only,  the  body  being  cool. 
— Jerking  healing  or  tingling  shuddering  in  the  cheeks. — Hot 
face  in  the  evening,  with  cold  nose. — inflammatory  prosopal- 
gia. — *Hot,  red-shining,  hard  swelling  of  the  cheek. — Pock- 
shaped  eruption  in  the  face,  especially  under  the  eyes. — 
Swelling  of  the  lips. — Tingling  in  the  lips. — Burning  heat, 
dryness  and  parched  condition  of  the  lips. —  Cracked  borders 
of  the  lips. — °Incipient  paralysis  of  the  lower  jaw. — Painful 
swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands. 

Teeth. — ° Toothache,  with  hard,  rigid  swelling  of  the 
cheeks. — Tearing  in  the  upper  (molar)  teeth  when  eating. — 
The  teeth  are  loose  and  elongated. — Tingling  in  the  gums. 
— °Pain  as  if  the  teeth  were  loose  and  elongated,  with  pain 
when  touching  them,  and  beating  with  pressure,  as  from  con- 
gestion of  blood. — Slimy  teeth. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth  with  thirst. — Bloody  saliva. — °Spit- 
ting  of  blood. — *Dry  or  white-coated  tongue. — Sore  feeling  and 
smarting  on  the  tongue. — Contraction  of  the  palate  as  from 
astringents. — Putrid  smell  from  the  mouth. 

Throat.— Sore  throat  as  from  something  hard  in  the 
throat. — Deglutition  is  impeded  by  a  kind  of  nausea  as 
though  the  food  would  not  go  down. — Noise  when  swallow- 
ing.— Stinging  in  the  throat,  between  the  acts  of  deglutition. — 
Burning  in  the  throat,  with  apprehensive  anxiousness,  as  from 
internal  heat. — Oesophagitis  ? — Bitter-tasting  mucus  in  the 
throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — *  Taste  putrid  -or  slimy,  or  *bitier 
(early,  after  waking) — Desire  for  water. — Desire  to  drink, 
with  aversion  to  every  kind  of  beverage. — *  Aversion  to  meat, 
broth  and  tobacco. — Desire  for  vinegar. — Excessive  appetite 
at  supper,  with  feeling  of  fulness  and  colicky  pressure  in  the 
abdomen,  immediately  after  eating. — Whining  and  peevish 
mood  after  supper.—  *Loss  of  appetite  and  aversion  to  food. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *  Bitter  or  putrid  eructations,  -or  vio- 
lent and  *empty,  or  interrupted. —  Gulping  up  of  bitter  mucus 
or  salt  visiter.-— Inclination  to  vomit,  also  early  in  the  morning. 
— *Envpty  retching,  also  at  night,  with  pressure  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  as  from  a  lump.— °  Vomiting  of  coagulated  blood, 
coming  on  again  after  eating  or  drinking. — °  Vomiting  of  milk 
and  blood  after  drinking. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach  as  from  a  stone. — 
Fulness  in  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach,  like  satiety  at- 
tended with  loathing. — Digging  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
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with  sensation  as  if  the  parts  were  rolled  up  in  a  ball. — 
^Pinching,  spasmodic  grasping  in  the  stomach. — ° Stitches  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  pressure  extending  to  the  back  and 
constriction  of  the  chest,  aggravated  by  eating,  drinking,  and 
contact. 

AMomcn. — *  Splenetic  stitches  when  walking. — Stitches  be- 
low the  left  hypochondrium,  arresting  the  breathing. — Pressure 
in  the  region  of  the  liver. — °  Colic  after  straining  by  lifting, 
in  pregnant  females. — *Hard  distention  of  the  abdomen  with 
cutting  sore  pain  in  the  sides  of  the  abdomen,  lessened  by 
emission  of  flatulence,  every  day  from  early  in  the  morning 
until  two  in  the  afternoon. — Sharp  shocks  through  the  lower 
abdomen. —  Contusive  pain  in  the  sides  of  the  abdomen. — 
Pains  from  flatulence. — Flatulence  smelling  like  putrid  eggs. 

Stool  and  Amis* — ^Ineffectual  urging  to  stool. — Constipa- 
tion.— Thin,  papescent,  sour-smelling  stools,  after  frequent  in- 
effectual urging. — Frequent  scanty  discharges  of  mucus. —

Stitches  in  the  testicle  and  spermatic  cord  extending  to  the 
abdominal  cavity,  during  rest. 

Female  Parts. — Premature  menses. — Discharge  of  blood 
from  the  uterus,  between  the  menses. — °  The  after  pains  are 
extremely  painful  and  last  too  long. 

Windpipe* — *  Cough  generally  dry,  caused  by  a  titillation  in 
the  windpipe,  early  in  the  morning,  after  rising. — Nightly -cough 
during  sleep. — *  Cough  of  children  after  crying. — ° Paroxysms 
of  whooping-cough  commencing  with  crying. — Moist  cough. 
— *  Bloody  cough,  °with  dyspnoea,  rush  of  blood,  palpitation  of 
the  heart,  periodical  heat  which  favours  the  expectoration  of  a 
bright,  frothy  blood,  with  lumps  of  coagulated  blood  and 
mucus.

Upper  Extremities* — Pain  in  the  arm  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised,  with  tingling  in  the  arm. — Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the 
arm  and  wrist-joints. — Jerking  in  the  arms. — Stitching  in  the 
pits  of  the  axillae. — Swelling  of  the  veins  on  the  hands,  with 
full,  strong  pulse.— Pain  in  the  hands  as  if  bruised,  with 
want  of  power  when  grasping  any  thing. — Crampy  feeling  in 
the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — The  legs  and  feet  feel  as  if  bruised 
by  blows. — Tension,  drawing  and  weariness  in  the  thighs,  ag- 
gravated by  walking.

*  Excessive  prostration. — While  lying  one  feels  strong  and  de- 
sires to  get  up,  but  sinks  down  as  soon  as  one  is  on 
one's  feet. — Fainting  turns. — *  Emaciation. — *  Consumption. 
— *  Jaundice.— °Chlorosis.— °Bloat  of  the  limbs  and  face,  with 
large  abdomen  and  glandular  swellings.— *  Anasarca. — ° Asi- 
atic cholera. — ^Obstinate  influenza. — *  Trembling  of  the  limbs. 
— *  Convulsions. — *Tonic  spasms. — Paralysis. — *Epilepsy. 

Skin. — °Dry,  parchment-like  or  else  blue  and  cold  skin. — 
*Rash,  especially  white.— *Itch  like  pimples. — Varioloid. — 
^Urticaria. — ° Blood-blisters -cover  the  whole  body. — *  Petech- 
ial °with  putrid  fever.- — *Black  pocks   as  if  gangrenous. — 

*  Suppurating  herpes  with  violent  burning  pain. — -° Ichorous  ul 
cers  with  raised  edges  or  thin  crusts. — *  Gangrenous  or  can. 
cerous  ulcers. — Unsensible  or  *  extremely  painful  ulcers  with 
stinging  and  burning  Especially  when  the  parts  become  cpld. 
— ^Discoloured  nails. — °  Warts.—  °Chilblains. — *  Varices. — 
^Burning  and  burning  itching. 

Sleep. — Evening, — sopor. — *  Sleeplessness  at  night,  with 
constant  tossing  about. — ^Starting  of  single  parts  or  of  the 
whole  body  when  on  the  point  of  falling  asleep  or  during  sleep. 
— °Only  half  asleep,  constantly  disturbed  by  moaning  and 
grating  of  the  teeth. — *Nightly  restlessness,  anguish  about  the 
heart  and  violent  burning  under  the  skin,  as  if  hot  water  were 
flowing  through  the  veins. — *Wakes  frequently  and  finds  it 
difficult  to  fall  asleep  again.

Appetite  and  Taste«—#Food  is  tasteless.— *Bitter  taste 
after  eating  or  drinking.  — Salt  taste. — ^Burning  desire  for 
cold  water. —  Constant  -panting  for  drinks,  drinking  frequently 
but  little  at  a  time. — *Desire  for  sour  things,  or  brandy,  -or 
coffee.

StOOl  and  AllUS. — *  Urging  to  stool,  with  pinching  in  the 
bowels  and  burning  sore  pain  at  the  anus. — *Slimy,  watery, 
green,  yellowish,  fetid,  putrid  and  undigested  diarrhoeic  stools, 
sometimes  with  discharge  of  worms. — ^Burning  stools,  °with 
violent  colic. — *Bloody  stools. — Unperceived  discharge  of 
stool. — °Blackish  diarrhoea. — *  Burning  varices  of  the  rectum 
and  anus.

15.— ASA   FCETIDA. 

General  Symptoms. — Pains  which  intermit  at  regular 
intervals,  generally  crampy,  jerking,  or  aching  and  dn\\-stitch- 
ing,  or  tearing,  striking  from  within  outwards,  abating  or  else 
transformed  into  other  pains  by  contact,  sometimes  attended 
with  a  feeling  of  numbness. — Pains  in  the  flexor-surfaces  of 
the  extremities. — The  pains  appear  while  one  is  sitting,  they 
abate  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air. — Involuntary  twitching 
of  single  muscles  or  muscular  fibres. — °  Hypochondriac  and 
hysteric  attacks. — Hemorrhage  from  different  organs. — °Gas- 
trie  and  bilious  conditions. — ° Scrofulous  comp1airUs. — -°Eha- 
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ehitis. — °Softening  and  curvature  of  the  bones. — Scraping 
and  boring  in  the  periosteum. — ° Painful  ostitis,  also  after 
abuse  of  mercury  and  in  inveterate  syphilis. — °  Caries. — 
° Dark-red,  hot  swelling  of  single  parts. — °Glandular  swellings. 
Feeling  of  heaviness  in  the  whole  body. — °Bloat  of  the  body 
and  face,  with  enlarged  abdomen  ? — °  Chorea  ?? 

Skin. — ° External  inflammation,  with  disposition  to  sup- 
purate.— *  Ulcers  °with  hard,  bluish  edges,  *very  sensitive  to 
contact. — °  Thin,  ichorous,  fetid  pus. 

SlC6p. —  Very  much  disposed  to  sleep. — Frequent  dreams, 
generally  of  a  merry  kind. 

Fever, — Feeling  of  heat  in  the  face,  after  eating,  without 
thirst,  with  anguish  and  drowsiness. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Hypochondriac  and  hysteric  restless- 
ness  and  anxiety. — Unsteadiness. — Out  of  humour,  not  dis- 
posed to  work. — Irritable,  though  indifferent  to  everything. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Confused  feeling  in  the  head,  with 
vertigo. — Pressing  dulness  in  the  head,  with  difficulty  to 
think. — Dulness  of  the  senses,  without  diminution  of  consci- 
ousness. 

Head. — Headache  which  disappears  by  contact,  or  is  trans- 
formed into  some  other  pain. — Stupifying  tension  in  the 
head. — Dull  stitching  or  pressing  as  from  a  plug,  jfrowi  within 
outwards,  especially  in  the  forehead,  in  the  sides  of  the  head 
and  temples.— Constrictive  headache. — Rush  of  blood  to  the 
head,  with  beating  in  the  head. — Crampy  pain  in  the  fore- 
head, above  the  eyebrows. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes  as  from  sand,  with  feeling  of 
coldness.

Face. — Pains  in  the  face,  generally  tensive,  with  numb 
feeling  in  the  facial  bones,  especially  the  molar  bones. — 
Pressure  in  the  face  from  within  outwards. — Numb  pressure 
at  the  chin. — Cramp-pain  at  the  lower  jaw, — Swelling  of  the 
lip,  with  burning  stinging. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth,  with  burning  and  sore  pain. — Feel- 
ing of  dryness  in  the  moist  mouth. 

Throat. — Sore  throat,  as  if  a  body  would  rise  in  the  throat, 
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with  pressure. — Burning,  dryness  and  sore  feeling  in  the 
fauces,  with  tension  when  swallowing. — °QEsophagitis  % 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  mostly  bitter,  or  as  of  ran- 
cid grease. — FJat  taste  with  loathing,  as  after  deranging  one's 
stomach  with  fat  food. — Aversion  to  beer  which  has  a  slimy- 
taste. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  —  Eructations,  tasting  of  garlic,  or 
having  an  acrid,  rancid  taste. 

Stomach* — Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  tension,  and 
rising  in  the  throat,  also  after  eating. — Contractive  cardalgia. 
— Pain  as  if  bruised,  and  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  region  of 
the  stomach. — Burning  in  the  stomach  and  in  the  region  of 
the  diaphragm. — ° Gastritis  1 — Visible  and  perceptible  pulsa- 
tions in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

AbdoillCll.  —  Pains  in  the  liver,  generally  aching,  or  stitch- 
ing.— Digging  stitching  in  the  hypochondria  from  within  out- 
wards, when  drawing  breath. — Colic,  with  a  good  deal  of  ma- 
laise in  the  abdomen,  and  peevish,  apprehensive  mood. — 
Pressure  and  stitching  in  the  sides  of  the  abdomen  from  within 
outwards. — Considerable  distension  of  the  abdomen. —  Weight 
in  the  abdomen,  with  coldness  in  the  same,  especially  after 
drinking.— Stinging  around  the  umbilicus. — Pinching  flatu- 
lent colic. 

Stool  and  Anns* — Costiveness  and  emission  of  a  good 
deal  of  fetid  flatulence. — A  good  deal  of  urging  to  stool, 
with  costiveness,  or  sluggish,  difficult,  hard  stool. — Brown, 
stirred,  yellowish,  fetid  diarrhoeic  stools,  generally  with^colic 
and  emissions  of  a  good  deal  of  flatulence. — Pressure  in  the 
perinaeum  from  within  outwards. 

Urine. — Urine  brown,  having  a  pungent  smell. — Spasm 
of  the  bladder  during  and  after  micturition. 

Male  Parts. — Pressing  towards  the  genitals,  with  pain 
in  the  testicles. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  too  early  and  too  feeble. — Labour- 
like pressing  towards  the  uterus. 

— Hoarse,  hacking  cough,  with  smoky  feeling  in 
the  windpipe. 

Chest  and  Respiration.—  Oppression  of  the  chest,  especially 
wThen  lying,  after  dinner,  with  hurried  breathing  and  smaller 
pulse. — Spasmodic  tightness  of  the  chest,  as  though  the  lungs 
had  not  sufficient  space  to  expand. — Pressure  at  the  chest, 
with  stitching,  especially  when  lying,  with  difficult,  sobbing 
inspirations. — Pressure  at  the  sternum. — Stitches  in  the  chest 
from  within  outwards. — Pulsations  in  the  chest. — Palpitation 
of  the  heart. 

Trunk. — Violent  pains  in  the  back. — Stinging  pain  in  the 
lumbar  muscles. 
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Upper  Extremities* — Frequent  muscular  jactitation  in  the 
arms  and  hands. — The  hands  feels  numb  and  rigid. 

Lower  Extremities* — Coxagra. — Muscular  twitching  in  the 
legs  and  feet. — The  feet  feel  numb  and  rigid. — Cold  swelling 
around  the  ankles. — Painfully  sensitive  pecking  in  the  big  toe. 

16.  ASARUM  EUROPMIM* 

General  Symptoms. — ^Excessive  sensitiveness  of  all  the 
nerves. — Jerking,  tearing  and  crampy  drawing,  mostly  in  the 
extremities.

— In  the  evening,  one 
does  not  fall  asleep  on  account  of  vascular  excitement. — Vex-- 
atious  dreams. 

Fever. — Predominant  coldness,  chilliness  and  shuddering. 
— ° Gastric  fevers  % 

Emotive  Sphere. — Melancholy  ill-humour. — * Nervous  ex- 
citement and  mirthfulness. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Stupifying,  tensive  or  aching  dulness  of 
the  head,  with  want  of  disposition  to  any  kind  of  work. — vanish- 
ing  of  ideas. — Vertigo  as  from  intoxication,  when  rising  from 
a  seat  and  walking  about. 

Head. — Headache  which  is  excited  or  aggravated  by  think- 
ing.— Stupifying  drawing  or  pressure  in  the  head,  mostly  in 
the  temples,  forehead  and  above  the  root  of  the  nose. — Press- 
ing in  the  sides  of  the  head,  either  from  within  outwards  or 
from  without  inwards. — °Hemicrania  of  the  left  side,  every 
afternoon  at  5  o'clock — Pulsations  in  the  head,  especially  in 
the  forehead  when  stooping. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head,— Tension  of  the  scalp,  the  hair 
being  painful. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes  when  reading,  as  if  pressed  asun- 
der.—Pulsative  tearing  in  the  eyes, — Feeling  of  coldness 
in  thecanthi. — *  Burning  arid  feeling  of  dryness  in  the  eyes. — 
Faint  eyes,  without  lustre.  —  Twitching  of  the  lids. — obscura- 
tion of  vision. — °Constant  lachrymation,  in  the  evening,  in  the 
room  with  burning  as  from  brandy. — °  Inflamed,  watering  eyes. 
— ° Redness  of  the  conjunctiva,  with  stinging  in  the  canthi. — 
°Staring  eyes. 

Ears. — Otalgia,  a  sort  of  tension  with  pressure  at  the  orifice 
of  the  meatus. — Heat  of  the  outer  ear. — Hard  hearing  as 
though  the  meatus  were  stopped  or  contracted. 
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Face. — Feeling  of  warmth  and  burning  stinging  in  the 
cheeks. 

Teeth. — Cold  feeling  in  the  (upper  front-) teeth. 

Mouth. — Smarting  and  burning  in  the  mouth  and  on  the 
tongue. — Contraction  in  the  mouth,  with  flow  of  a  quantity  of 
cool,  watery  saliva. — A  quantity  of  tenacious  mucus  in  the 
mouth  and  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Bread  and  tobacco  tastes  bitter. — 
A  good  deal  of  rising  of  air  from  the  stomach,  with  empty 
eructations. — Hunger  with  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *Nausea  with  loathing  and  shudder- 
ing.— °  Putrid  or  sour  eructations. — Inclination  to  vomit,  with 
pressure  in  the  forehead  and  flow  of  water  in  the  mouth. — 
Violent,  empty  retching,  with  aggravation  of  all  the  pains. — • 
Vomiting  with  straining,  pains  in  the  stomach,  upper  abdo- 
men and  head,  violent  anguish. — Vomiting  with  diarrhoea. 

Stomach* — Pinching  in  the  stomach. — Pressure  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach. — Contraction  in 
the  region  of  the  diaphragm. 

Abdomen. — Distention  of  the  abdomen,  with  feeling  of 
fulness. — Cutting  colic  in  the  upper  abdomen. — Painful  colic, 
especially  when  attended   with  vomiting. — °  Inguinal  hernia. 

Stool. — *Diarrhoeic  stools,  -consisting  of  white,  tenacious 
mucus,  with  discharge  of  ascarides. — Whitish-gray,  ash-co- 
loured stools. — °Diarrho3a,  mixed  with  undigested  food,  es- 
pecially potatoes.  °Discharge  of  thick,  black  blood  during 
stool. — °Prolapsus  of  the  rectum  during  stool. — Pressing, 
after  stool,  with  discharge  of  bloody  mucus. 

Urine.— Almost  constant  urging  to  urinate. — Pressure  on 
the  bladder  during  and  after  micturation. 

Female  Parts. — Miscarriage. — °Menses  premature  and 
lasting  too  long,  with  discharge  of  black  blood. — °At  the 
commencement  of  the  menses,  violent  pain  in  the  loins  de- 
priving one  of  breath.

Lower  Extremities* — Dull  aching  pain  in  the  hip-joint 
and  thigh,  especially  when  treading  and  walking. —  Crampy 
feeling  in  the  thighs. — Drawing  in  the  knee  and  hamstrings. 
— The  legs  and  knees  feel  languid,  with  unsteady  gait. — Mus- 
cular twitchings  in  the  calves.

General  Symptoms* — Pain  as  if  bruised,  with  laming 
tearing,  mostly  in  the  extremities  and  principally  in  the 
joints,  most  violent  when  uncovering  the  parts,  and  early  in 
the  morning,  after  waking,  during  rest,  passing  off  after  ris- 
ing.— Stinging  pains  in  the  limbs,  with  weakness  and  languor. 
— °Nodous  gout. — °Scrofula. — °  Ailments  from  abuse  of  mer- 
cury.— °Inveterate  syphilis. — ° Ostitis  with  nightly  pains  in 
the  bones. — °Caries. — °Dropsical  swelling  of  single  organs 
and  of  the  whole  body. — The  sensations  are  very  acute,  with 
great  sensitiveness  to  pain. — Hypochondriac  or  hysteric  ail- 
ments and  spasms,  with  alternate  laughing  and  weeping. — 
Gastric  and  bilious  symptoms — Is  very  sensitive  to  cold,  or 
desires  the  open  air  because  he  feels  better  in  it. 

Skin* — °Rhagades  1 — °Cancerous  and  mercurial  ulcers  ? — 
°Osseous  tumours. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  after  dinner. — Sleeps  only  until  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning. — Not  refreshed  after  waking  early, 
tired  and  weak. — Restless  sleep  with  anxious  dreams. — 
Nightly  delirium  in  the  shape  of  questions. 

Fever. —  Chilliness  all  over,  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  without 
thirst  and  without  any  subsequent  heat. — Coldness  of  the 
whole  body,  with  blue  nails,  flat  taste  and  inclination  to  vomit, 
sometimes  followed  by  increased  temperature. — Heat  in  the 
face,  with  cold  hands  and  feet. — Profuse  sweat  all  over,  ear- 
ly in  the  morning. 

Emotive  Sphere. — * Melancholy,  with  restlessness,  and 
longing  for  death. — ^Irresistible  desire  to  weep. — Longing  for 
one's  family,  like  home-sickness. — *  Anguish  increasing  unto 
suicide,  with  spasmodic  contraction  in  the  abdomen.

— Headache  as  if  bruised  by  blows,  early  in  the 
morning,  or  when  exerting  the  mind,  until  his  ideas  become 
confused. — °Pain  in  the  head  as  if  air  were  passing  through 
it,  when  the  head  is  not  kept  warm  enough.

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— TAe  bones  of  the  skull  are 
painful,  when  lying  on  them. — *Bony  tumours  on  the  head. — 
Falling  off  of  the  hair. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes,  worse  when  touching  them,  as 
though  the  eyeballs  were  pressed  in. — Tension  in  the  eyes, 
with  diminished  vision. — Burning  pain  in  the  eyes,  with  red- 
ness.— ° Scrofulous  ophthalmia. — °Red  swelling  of  the  lids, 
with  styes. — Protruded  eyes. — ° Specks  on  the  cornea  ? — 
0  Amaurosis  ? — Horizontal  half-sightedness. — 'Sees  sparks 
arid  flames. — °The  sight  is  obscured  by  black  spots. 

Ears. — Pain  like  tension  in  the  ears. — °  Caries  of  the  mas- 
toid process. — °Discharge  of  fetid  pus  from  the  ears. — 
°Hard  hearing  owing  to  enlargement  of  the  tonsils,  with  dif- 
ficulty of  speech,  after  abuse  of  mercury. — *  Humming  in 
the  ears. 

Nose. — Pain  in  the  nasal  bones,  when  touching  them. — 
Biting  sensation  in  the  nose. — *Red,  inflammatory  swelling 
of  the  nose.— °  Caries  of  the  nose. — ^Ulcerated  cavity  of  the 
nose,  covered  with  thick  scurfs. — °  Cancer  of  the  nose  ? — Dis- 
charge of  yellow-greenish,  fetid  pus  from  the  nose. — Scaling 
off  of  the  epidermis. — Increased  smell. — Sweetish  or  foul 
smell,  or  smell  as  of  brandy.

— Colic  with  malaise  in  the  abdomen  and  urging 
to  stool. — Tensive  pressure  and  fulness  in  the  abdomen. — 
Distended  abdomen. — Bony  excrescence  in  the  pelvic  cavity. 
— ° Inguinal  hernia,  especially  of  children. — °Protrusion  of 
inguinal  hernia. — Nigh  tig  flatulent  colic,  with  pinching,  rum- 
bling in  the  lower  abdomen. — Frequent  emission  of  fetid 
flatulence. 

Stool. —  Copious  stool. — Nightly  diarrhoea. 
Urine. — Suppression  of  urine. — ° Painful  retention  of  urine, 
with  pressing  on  the  bladder. — °Copious  emission  of  watery 
urine. — Turbid  urine  like  butter-milk,  with  copious  mucous 
sediment. 

Male  Parts. — Increased  sexual  desire. — The  sexual  parts 
are  very  much  affected. — Nocturnal  erections  and  emissions. 
— Discharge  of  prostatic  fluid  from  a  relaxed  penis, — *  Swell- 
ing of  the  testicles,  with  aching  pain  when  touching  or  rub- 
bing them. — °  Induration  of  the  testicles. 

Female  Parts. — Induration  and  prolapsus  of  the  uterus. 
Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Fluent  or  dry  coryza. — °Sloppage 
of  the  nose. 

Windpipe. — A  good  deal  of  mucus  in  the  windpipe  and 
on  the  chest,  which  adheres  \ery  firmly  early  in  the  morning. 
Chest  and  Respiration. —  Great  tightness  of  the  chest,  at 
night  and  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air,  with  desire  to  draw 
a  long  breath. — ° Suffocative  Jits  with  constriction  of  the  chest. 
— Pain  in  chest  as  from  a  dull  plug  under  the  ribs. — Con- 
stant pressure  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest.

— Lazy  ;  averse  to 
every  kind  of  work. — Extensive  mirth,  absence  of  care. — 
(Whimsical). — Vexed  without  a  cause. — Mania  of  suicide. —

Head. — Burning  in  the  forehead. — (Continual  burning  in 
the  whole  head,  worse  on  the  left  side  ;  pulling  in  left  side  of 
the  head  ;  momentary  loss  of  sensation  of  the  head). — Fre- 
quent stupefaction. — Cool  feeling  on  the  vertex ;  beating  in 
the  left  side  of  the  forehead ;  heaviness  of  the  head  ;  frequent 
vacillation  of  the  head  ;  burning  and  stitches  in  the  occiput. 
— Pain,  pulling  and  titillating  itching  of  the  forehead. 

Eyes. — The  lids  are  red  and  swollen  ;  burning,  stinging, 
beating  and  smarting  of  the  lids  ;  agglutination  in  the  morn- 
ing ;  lachrymation,  ( — the  whites  are  red,  burning  and  prick- 
ling) ;  burning,  prickling  and  itching  of  the  eyes  ;  one  finds 
it  difficult  to  keep  the  eyes  closed. — Tearing  in  the  left  eye. 
— ° Acute  and  scrofulous  ophthalmia. — °Redness  and  swelling 
of  the  lids. 

Ears. — Behind  the  ears,  scurf,  burning  and  itching,  espe- 
cially at  night. — Ringing  in  the  ears,  followed  by  deafness, 
as  if  the  inner  ears  were  empty  and  expanded. 

Nose. — Redness  and  swelling  of  the  nose ;  burning  and 
itching  ;  yellow  and  thick  catarrh  ;  scurf  in  the  nose,  which 
has  to  be  touched  and  rubbed  all  the  time. — Watery  dis- 
charge, smelling  badly  and  irritating  the  lip. — *  Redness  and 
inflammation,  with  itching  and  peeling  off  of  the  epidermis ;

— Inclination  to  vomit  af- 
ter eating. — Foul  eructations. — Burning,  stinging  and  sting- 
ing-gnawing pains  in  the  stomach. — Troublesome  digestion. 
— Frequent  yawning  after  eating. — °Cardialgia. 

Abdomen. — Sensitive  to  contact. — °Chronic  affections  of 
the  liver. — Dull  pains  in  the  abdomen. — Tearing  in  the  whole 
abdomen.  — Burning  in  the  right  hypochondrium. — Heat  and 
prickling  in  the  abdomen. — Stitches  in  the  hypochondrium 
as  after  running  too  fast. — Oppression  from  the  least  exter- 
nal pressure.

— Red  pimples  above  the  pudendum. — Swelling  and  bloated- 
ness  of  the  abdomen. — °Scrofulous  swelling  of  the  mesen- 
teric glands. 

StOOl. — Diarrhoea,  especially  at  night ;  gray,  whitish  stool. 
— *  Piles,  with  discharge  of  blood  at  stool. 

Urinary  Organs. — (Frequent  micturition). — Urine  not 
copious ;  red,  thick,  sandy. — Burning  and  smarting  in  the 
urethra  during  micturition. 

Male  Parts. — *  Tension  and  swelling  of  the  testicles. — 
Drawing  in  the  spermatic  cords. 

Female  Parts. — Constant  dampness  of  the  pudendum. — 
Lips  red  and  swollen. — Burning  and  itching  of  the  vagina  ; 
excessive  sensitiveness  of  the  vagina  *  constant  and  violent 
smarting  heat  and  itching  in  the  vagina. — *Yellow,  clear  leu- 
corrhcea,  especially  early  in  the  morning. — Large,  red  pim- 
ples on  the  labia  majora,  a  few  days  previous  to  the  menses. 
— Stiffness  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  hip-joints. 

Larynx. — Frequent  hoarse  cough ;  frequent  cough,  es- 
pecially at  night ;  turns  of  dry  and  hawking  cough,  especial- 
ly at  night,  followed  by  heat  in  the  throat. — Violent,  frequent 
cough,  with  white,  blood-streaked  expectoration. — Constant, 
full  cough  with  yellow,  thick  expectoration. — Heavy  speech; 
voice  hoarse,  shrill. — Feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  larynx,  with 
shortness  of  breath. 

Chest. — Dyspnoea. — (Stitching  pain  in  the  left  side  of  the 
chest,  shifting  its  place,  and  not  continuous). — Palpitation  ; 
pulling  and  cutting  pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart ;  burning 
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and  prickling  ;  nocturnal  fits  of  suffocation. — Stitching  above 
the  heart. 

Trunk. — Pricking  in  the  kidneys;  painful  weariness. — 
Burning,  prickling,  cutting  pains  and  stiffness  in  the  back. 

Upper  Extremities. — Burning  and  stinging  in  the  upper 
and  forearms  ;  stiff  arms ;  feeling  of  distress  in  the  shoul- 
ders and  arms. — Burning  and  itching  in  the  hands  ;  difficulty 
of  closing  them  ;  stiffness  of  the  phalangeal  joints ;  involun- 
tary shocks  in  the  arms. — Swelling  of  the  wrist-joints,  with 
tension  when  bending  the  hands  backwards,  and  stitching 
when  grasping  any  thing. — Tearing  in  the  middle-finger  after 
eating. 

Lower  Extremities. — Abscesses  on  the  nates  and  thighs. 
— Stiffness  in  the  thighs  and  legs ;  swelling  of  the  knee ; 
heat,  prickings  in  the  knee. — Swollen  feet ;  burning,  cutting 
pains  in  the  toes  when  walking  ;  redness ;  swelling  and  red- 
ness of  the  toes,  with  burning  and  stinging. 

19— BARYTA  CARBONICA. 

General  Symptoms — Pains  in  the  joints  and  long  bones. 
— Crampy  pressure,  or  drawing  with  weakness,  or  tension 
like  contraction  of  tendons,  in  various  parts. — Tearing  pains 
in  the  limbs,  with  shuddering. — Nocturnal  jactitation  of  the 
muscles,  also  over  the  whole  body. — *  Jerking  of  single  limbs 
and  of  the  whole  body,  in  the  day-time.

— Heaviness  in 
the  whole  body. — All  the  senses  are  very  sensitive  and  irri- 
table.— *  Want  of  strength,  unsteadiness,  not  allowing  one  to 
stand. — Disposed  to  lie  or  sit. — °  General  weakness  of  the  mind, 
nerves  and  body,  especially  in  old  people. — Emaciation,  or  else 
puffing  of  the  body  and  face,  with  large  abdomen,  in  children. 
— °  Apoplexy  and  paralysis,  in  old  people. — ^Liable  to  taking 
cold,  with  sore  throat. — ^Sensitive  to  cold. 

Skin. — Itchmg-tingling,  burning  prickings  in  various  parts 
of  the  skin.  — Nocturnal  itching  and  creeping  over  the  whole 
body. — Soreness  and  dampness  of  the  skin  here  and  there. — 
Unhealthy  skin  — °  Warts. — °Panaritia. — °Sarcoma. 

Sleep# — Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time. — Somnolence  day 
and  night. — Restless  night-sleep,  with  frequent  waking  and 
anxious  dreams. — Nocturnal  orgasm  of  the  circulation,  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart,  sore  feeling  in  the  heart  and  great 
anxiety,  with  inability  to  lie  on  the  left  side. — ^Nocturnal 
wandering  of  the  fancy  and  stupefaction. 
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Fever. — Disposed  to  feel  chilly. — Chilliness  with  goose- 
flesh,  the  hair  standing  on  end,  or  tension  in  the  face. — Chilly- 
creeping  emanating  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach  or  face,  fol- 
lowed by  general  flushes  of  heat. — *  Night-sweats* 

Emotive  Sphere. — Whining  mood.— *Dread  of  strangers 
and  company.— ° Anxiety  and  care  on  account  of  one's  do- 
mestic affairs. — *Veiy  cautious  and  irresolute,  with  suspicion 
and  want  of  confidence  in  one's-self. — Timorous  and  coward- 
ly.— Children  are  not  disposed  to  play. — Flying  into  a  pas- 
sion about  trifles. — Incessant  activity  at  work. 

Sentient  Sphere. —  Very  forgetful — Children  are  inatten- 
tive when  studying  their  lesson. — *  Vertigo  with  nausea  and 
headache,  when  stooping. 

Head.—* Headache  -mostly  oppressive,  principally  in  the 
forehead,  *  close  above  the  eyes  and  root  of  the  nose,  -or  with 
tension,  in  the  occiput,  towards  the  nape  of  the  neck. — Stitch- 
ing  headache,  especially  near  the  warm  stove* — Digging  in 
the  head,  with  feeling  of  looseness  of  the  brain. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — The  scalp  is  painful. — ° Lia- 
bility of  the  head  to  taking  cold. — Itching  and  gnawing  on  the 
hairy  scalp. — *Eruptions  and  dry  scabs  on  the  head. — 
°  Baldness. 

Eyes. — ^Pressure  -and  burning,  especially  when  straining 
the  eyes. — ° Inflammation  of  the  eye-balls  and  lids,  *with  sore 
pain,  feeling  of  dryness  and  photophobia. — Swelling  of  the 
eyes,  early  in  the  morning.  —  *  Agglutination. — *Dimness  of 
sight  so  that  one  is  unable  to  read. — Cobwebs  and  black 
spots  before  the  eyes. — Scintillations  in  the  dark. — °The 
eyes  are  dazzled  by  the  light 

Ears. — Itching  of  the  ears. — Nocturnal  beating  in  the 
ears  when  lying  on  them. — *  Eruption  on  the  ears  and  behind 
them. — Swelling  of  the  parotid  glands.  Hard  hearing. — 
Ringing  and  ^humming  before  the  ears. —  Creptation  in  the 
ears  when  swallowing,  sneezing  and  breathing  hard. 

IVOSe* — Bleeding  of  the  nose,  after  blowing  it. — °Scurfs  un- 
der the  nose. — Sensitive  smell. 

Face. — Dark-red  face,  with  purple  lips  and  considerable 
vascular  excitement. — *Feeling  of  swelling  and  tension  in 
the  face  as  if  covered  with  cobweb. — ^Inflammatory  proso- 
palgia, with  tensive  swelling. — *  Eruption  in  the  face. — °Crusta 
lactea. — Dry,  cracked  lips. — Violent  pain  in  the  articulation 
of  the  lower  jaw  when  closing  it. — * Swelling  of  the  sub-max- 
illary glands,  also  hard,  ° painful. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  only  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  not  in  the 
day-time. — Drawing,  throbbing,  and  *jerks  in  the  teeth,  ex- 
tending to  the  ear  and  temples. — °Burning  stitches  in  the 
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hollow  tooth,  when  touched  by  any  thing  warm. — Toothache 
before  the  menses,  or  after  a  cold,  with  pale-red  swelling  of  the 
gums,  and  of  the  cheek. — Bleeding  of  the  teeth  and  gums.— 
^Toothache  with  beating  in  the  ear  and  intensely  contractive 
sensation  in  the  side  of  the  head. 

Mouth* — *Dry  mouth. — Increased  secretion  of  saliva. — 
Fetor  of  the  mouth. — Inflamed  vesicles  in  the  mouth  and 
on  the  tongue. — Sore  and  burning  rhagardes  on  the  tongue. 

Throat* — *Sore  throat  after  a  cold,  with  swelling  of  the 
palate  and  tonsils,  which  suppurate. — Sensation  as  if  a  plug 
had  got  into  the  throat. — Choking  and  contraction  in  the 
throat. — Stinging  and  smarting  soreness  when  swallowing. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — Bitter  or  spoiled  taste,  mostly 
early  in  the  morning,  with  coated  tongue. — Sour  taste,  gene- 
rally before,  not  after  a  meal. — *Constant  thirst. — Little  appe- 
tite, one  is  easily  satiated,  though  one  relishes  food. — *  After 
dinner,  malaise,  laziness,  dread  of  work. — °Dyspepsia. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Eructations  after  eating.— Empty 
or  *sour  eructations. — Chronic  *  nausea. 

Stomach* — *  Pains  in  the  stomach,  before  breakfast  and 
after  eating,  and  when  touching  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — The 
pit  of  the  stomach  is  sensitive  and  painful  at  every  step  one 
makes. — *  Pressure,  -heaviness  and  fulness  *m  the  stomach, 
-and  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  *also  after  a  moderate  meal. 
— Sore  pain  in  the  regioji  of  the  stomach,  with  sensation 
when  eating,  as  if  the  food  bad  to  force  its  way  over  sore 
places. — °Gastritis  ? 

Abdomen* — Bellyache,  abating  after  eructations  and  by 
applying  something  warm. — Painful  distension  of  the  abdo- 
men.— Colic,  with  retraction  of  the  umbilicus. — Pinching 
and  cutting  in  the  abdomen,  with  urging  to  stool  as  if  diar- 
rhoea would  set  in. 

Stool  and  AnilS* — *Stool  difficult  and  knotty,  or  hard  and 
insufficient. — Frequent  urging  to  stool,  with  anxious  distress  in 
the  lumbar  region,  chilliness  down  the  thighs,  followed  by  soft 
or  diarrhceic  stool. — Hurried  urging  to  stool. — Ascarides. — 
Varices  of  the  anus,  wiih  stinging  pain. — Itching,  burning, 
soreness  aud  dampness  of  the  anus. 

Urine, — ^Urging  to  urinate,  with  frequent,  copious  mictu- 
rition.— Hurried  urging  to  urinate. 

Male  Parts. — Diminished  sexual  desire,  and  *  weakness  of 
the  sexual  power. — Falls  asleep  during  an  embrace,  there  is 
no  emission. — Soreness  and  dampness  between  the  scrotum  and 
thighs. 

Female  Parts* — Diminution  of  the  sexual  desire- — 
*Menses  too  scanty  and  short. — *  Leueorrhoea,  °  immediately 
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before  the  menses. — ° Aversion  to  an  embrace. — °Previous  to 
the  menses,  toothache  with  swelling  of  the  gums,  or  colic  with 
heaviness  of  the  lower  limbs. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— *Fluent  coryza,  with  dry  cough 
and  hollow,  deep  voice. — Discharges  a  good  deal  of  thick 
mucus  from  the  nose. — ^Troublesome  dryness  of  the  nose. 

Windpipe. — *  Hoarseness  and  aphony  owing  to  tenacious 
mucus  in  the  throat  and  chest. — Cough  with  expectoration  of 
mucus. — *Dry  cough,  in  the  evening. — *  Nocturnal  cough, 
°with  huskiness  of  the  chest  and  a  good  deal  of  mucus  in  it. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Tightness  of  breathing.— ° Pa- 
ralysis of  the  lungs  and  suffocative  catarrh,  in  old  people. — 
*  Pressure  in  the  chest,  with  tickling,  and  dry  cough. — Pains 
in  the  chest,  diminished  partly  by  eructations,  partly  by  ap- 
plying warmth. — Oppressive  fulness  and  weight  in  the  chest, 
especially  when  going  up-stairs,  with  stinging  when  drawing 
breath. —  Violent  beats  of  the  heart. — Palpitation  of  the  heart 
when  lying  on  the  left  side,  or  excited  by  thinking  of  it. 

Trunk. — Pains  in  the  small  of  the  bach,  worse  when  sitting 
than  when  moving  about. — *  Tensive  stiffness  in  the  small  of 
the  back,  -worst  in  the  evening,  so  that  one  is  neither  able  to 
rise  nor  stoop. — °Tension  in  the  scapulas,  nape  of  the  neck 
and  cervical  muscles,  especially  in  rough,  cold  air. — Burning 
and  throbbing  in  the  back,  especially  after  emotions. — *  Stiff- 
ness of  the  nape  of  the  neck. — °gtinging  in  the  nape  of  the 
neck. — Bone-pains  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. — Sarcoma  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck,  with  deep-seated  burning. — *  Swelling  of 
the  cervical  glands,  hard  as  stone. 

Upper  Extremities.— Swelling  of  the  arm,  with  pain  of 
the  axillary  glands. — °Pain  in  the  deltoid  muscles  when  rais- 
ing the  arm. — *The  arm  goes  to  sleep  when  lying  on  it. — 
Cold  hands  with  blue  spots,-  Swelling  of  the  veins  of  the 
hands  and  redness  of  the  hands. — The  hands  are  dry  as 
parchment. — The  hands  tremble  while  writing. — Violent 
gnawing  and  tingling  in  the  palms  of  the  hands,  obliging  one 
to  rub. — Peeling  off  of  the  skin  of  the  dorsum  of  the  hands 
and  tips  of  the  fingers. — *The  fingers  go  to  sleep. — Panari- 
tia. 

Lower  Extremities.— Pain  in  the  hip-joint  as  if  stiff  or 
sprained. —  Tension  of  the  lower  limbs  as  from  contraction  of 
the  tendons. — *  Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  lower  limbs,  ap- 
parently in  the  bones. — Itching  of  the  thighs,  also  at  night,— 
Stinging  pain  in  the  knee-joints. — Tension  in  the  tibiae  and 
calves.— Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves  and  toes  when  stretch- 
ing them. — Uneasiness  and  trembling  in  the  legs  and  feet. — 
Pain  in  the  tarsal  joint  as  if  one  had  made  a  wrong  step. — 
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° Fetid  sweat  of  the  feet.—  °Ulcers  of  the  feet. — Painful  lym- 
phatic swelling  on  the  ball  of  the  big  toe. — Pain  of  the  hard 
skin  of  the  soles,  when  walking,  like  the  pain  in  a  corn. — 
Corns  with  burning,  stinging,  and  pinching. 
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General    Symptoms. — Great    weakness,    one   has  to   lie 

down. — Prostration  as  if  paralysed. — Fainting. — Periodical 
convulsions,  with  stiffness  and  insensibility  of  the  body. —

Mouth  and  Throat. — Swelling  of  the  salivary  glands  and 
palate. — Coated  tongue. — Tongue  and  mouth  are  dry. — 
Fetor  as  from  mercury. — Foul  taste  in  the  mouth  and  of  the 
food. — Loss   of    appetite. — Thirst. — Difficult  deglutition. 

Stomach  and  Abdomen. — Inclination  to  vomit. — Vomiting 
with  apprehensive  anxiety,  early  in  the  morning.— Vomiting 
of  a  little  water,  with  nausea. — Sick  feeling. — Pressure  at 
the  stomach,  with  cramp.— Feeling  of  heat  rising  from  the 
stomach  to  the  chest  and  head.— Burning  pain  in  the  stomach, 
with  vomiting. — The  coats  of  the  stomach  are  blue-red,  the 
the  muscular  coat  exhibits  reddish  spots. — The  base  of  the 
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asfcomaeh  is  inflamed,  and  ecohymosed  here  and  there. — Ma- 
laise as  if  from  worms.

Sexual  Organs. — Swelling  of  the  testicles. — Frequent 
emissions. — Premature  menses. — Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the 
pelvis. 

Chest. — Catarrh  with  heat. — Heat  in  the  upper  chest. — 
Oppression. — Cough. — Accelerated  beating  of  the  heart. — 
Jerking  of  the  heart. — The  ventricles  are  filled  with  coagu- 
lated blood. 

Trunk  and  Extremities. — Pain  in  the  back,— Cramps  iii 
the  toes. — Drawing  pains  in  the  thighs. — Swelling  of  the

^they  are  followed  by  oppression  of  the  chest  as  from  a 
weight. — *  The  least  touch  renews  the  aUack. — °  Apoplexy,  also 
nervous,  with  partial  paralysis. — *  Paralysis. — *  Liability  to  tak- 
ing cold  and  sensitiveness  to  a  draught  -of  air. — Restlessness, 
heaviness  and  coldness  of  the  limbs.—  Trembling  of  the  limbs 
when  walking  —  *Faint  and  weary,  especially  the  lower 
limbs. — Fainting  weakness,  with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head 
and  vascular  excitement. — ° Plethora. — Bloated  body  and 
face?  with  enlarged  abdomen  in  children  1 
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Skill* — *Uniform,  smooth,  shining  scarlet-redness  of  the 
skin,  tvith  dryness,  heat,  itching,  burning  and  bloatedness  of 
the  parts,  especially'  the  face,  neck,  chest,  abdomen  and 
hands. — 'Smooth  genuine  scarlet-fever. — °  Erysipelas. — Gan- 
grenous erysipelas. — Raised,  confluent,  scarlet-spots  on  the 
limbs. — ° Scarlet  rash  over  the  whole  body. — °Red,  hot  swelling, 
— *Measles. — °  Vesicular  eruption,  with  scurf,  whitish  border 
and  oedema. — ° Gangrenous  pocks.— * Boils,  Returning  every 
spring. — °Bee-stings. — *Chilblains. — °Soreness  of  the  bend 
of  joints. — *Ulcers. 

Sleep* — *Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  with  restless  night- 
sleep. — *  Tries  to  sleep,  but  in  vain. — Sopor. — Sleep  is  kept 
off  by  anguish  or  disturbed  by  anxious  dreams. — ^Frightful 
fancies  and  startings  when  closing  the  eyes  to  sleep. — *  Start- 
ing as  if  in   affright  during  sleep,  with  wide- opened  eyes. — 

*  Nocturnal  wanderings  of  the  fancy  and  mind,  with  restless- 
ness and  moaning  tossing  about. — Nightmare. 

Fever. — Chills  over  the  shoulders  and  back,  with  nausea. 
— Shaking  chill,  with  bruised  feeling  and  drawing  in  the  back 
and  limbs. — *Chilliness  and  coldness  of  single  parts  (of  the 
limbs)  with  burning  heat  of  other  parts   (of  the  head). — 

*  Alternate  chilliness  and  heat. — °Evening-fever,  first  shudder- 
ing, then  heat  with  thirst,  rush  of  blood  to  the  head  and  pres- 
sure in  the  forehead. — °Continuous  fever  with  evening-exacer- 
bation.— ^General,  continuous,  internal  and  external,  burning 
heat,  with  restlessness. — Hurried,  hard,  tight  pulse. — *  Throb- 
bing of  the  arteries. — ° Fevers,  inflammatory,  catarrhal,  rheu- 
matic, mucous,  putrid,  puerperal,  milk,  and  typhoid,  with  loss 
of  consciousness,  or  with  violent  delirium,  with  cries,  raging, 
tossing  of  the  limbs,  beating.

—  ° Pressure  at  the  heart,  *with  anguish  and  trembling  of  the 
heart.— °S welling  and  induration  of  the  mammae  ?—° Cancer 
of  the  mammae  1  —  °  Galactirrhoea.  —  ° Milk-fever  ? 

Trunk. — *  Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck. — *  Painful  swell- 
ing and  stiffness  of  the  neck  and  nape  of  the\eck. — *Painful 
swelling  of  the  cervical,  posterior  cervical  and  axillary  glands. 
— Tearing  in  the  axillas. — °Sour  sweat  only  on  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  arms  feel  like  stupified  and  pain- 
ful.— *Laming-drawing  pressure  and  tearing  in  the  arms. — 
Disposition  to  stretch  the  arms. — ^Paralysis  and  heaviness 
of  the  arms. — *  Scarlet-redness  of  the  arms  and  hands. — *  Tear- 
ing vain  with  pressure  in  the  shoulder,  °shooting  down  the  arm 
very  rapidly,  Especially  at  night,  lessened  by  external  pres- 
sure, excited  by  motion.

Weary  at  night,  on  waking. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Peevish  and  dissatisfied,  lamenting. — 
Inconstant. — Dread  of  solitude. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Dizzy,  early  in  the  morning. — Vertigo 
as  though  the  brain  would  turn  in  a  circle. 

Head. — Headache,  mostly  in  the  forepart  of  the  head,  af- 
fecting the  eyes. —  Oppressive  heavy  pain  in  the  head,  especial- 
ly the  forehead,  above  the  root  of  the  nose  and  in  the  tem- 
ples.— Constant  digging  and  bortng  in  the  forehead  as  far  as 
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the  eyes  and  tip  of  the  nose. — Burning  contraction  in  the  head, 
especially  in  the  forehead  and  eyes. 

Eyes. — Pressure  on  the  eyeballs. — Eye-gum  in  the  canthi. 

Face. — Face  livid,  sickly,  with  blue  margins  around  the 
eyes. — Aching  pain  at  the  malar  bone. 

Teeth. — Drawing  toothache  with  pressure. — Swollen  gums 
painful  as  if  sore. 

Mouth. — The  inner  mouth  is  painful  as  if  sore. — Taste  of 
blood  in  the  mouth,  early  in  the  morning,  with  hawking  of 
bloody  mucus. — White-coated  tongue,  evening. —  /ery 
thirsty,  evening,  desires  cold  drinks. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Inclination  to  vomit,  especially  after 
eating. 

Stomach. — *Cardialgia  with  pressure  after  eating. 

Abdomen. — Rumbling  in  the  abdomen. — Pinching  [with 
pressure  in  abdomen,  attended  with  urging  to  stool. 

StOOl. — Ineffectual  urging  to  stool,  evening. 

Trine, — -Frequent,  copious  emission  of  watery  urine. 

Male  Parts. — Aching  pains  in  the  testicles. — Nocturnal 
emissions  without  dreams. 

Windpipe. — Cough,  day  and  night,  with  copious  expecto- 
ration. 

^  Chest. — Pressure  and  tightness  across  the  chest,  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  diaphragm. — Hot,  burning  contraction  of  the 
chest,  with  impeded  respiration  and  talking. — Burning  and 
boring  in  chest  and  back. — Palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Upper  Extremities. — Laming-teanw^  pain  with  pressure 
in  the  forearms  and  carpal  bones. — Trembling  of  the  hands, 
after  eating. — Tearing  under  the  finger-nails. 

Lower  Extremities— Tearing  with  pressure  in  the  tarsal 
bones. — Itching  gnawing  on  the  tibiae  and  dorsa  of  the  feet, 
increased  by  scratching. 
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General  Symptoms. — Stinging  or  stitching-drawing  pains. 
— The  pains  are  worse  or  come  on  in  bad  and  wet  weather,  or 
during  and  after  a  meal. — Bad  effects  from  riding  in  a  car- 
riage and  from  eating  fruit.

—  Coldness,  generally  in  the  afternoon,  followed  by 
heat  with  headache,  which  ceases  in  the  open  air. — Flushes 
of  heat,  early  in  the  morning,  with  nausea  and  desire  to 
vomit. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Irritable  mood  (while  attending  to 
some  business  of  importance). — Not  disposed  to  mental 
labour. — Tendency  to  start  — Crying  of  infants. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Attacks  of  vertigo  with  loss  of  con- 
sciousness.— Vertigo  and  fulness  in  the  head,  especially  when 
going  up-hill. — Vertigo  with  nausea,  when  thinking  or  talking. 

Head. — Headache,  a  sort  of  fulness  in  the  brain,  with  pres- 
sure around  the  eyes. — Headache  above  the  eyes. — Stinging 
in  the  head,  especially  above  the  eyes  and  in  the  temples. — 
Bush  of  blood  to  the  head,  especially  the  occiput,  with  beating 
in  the  brain. 

Eyes. — Pressure  in  the  eyes. —  Ophthalmia,  with  soreness 
of  the  margins  of  the  lids  and  nightly  agglutination. 

£ars# — pain  as  if  sore  in  the  ears.' — Inflammation  and 
swelling  of  the  ears,  with  discharge  of  pus  from  the  meatus, 
and  stinging  headache. — Roaring  in  the  ears,  with  hard 
hearing. 

Teeth. —  Toothache  in  hollow  teeth,  especially  in  wet 
weather,  sometimes  with  swelling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth. — *Aphth<B  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue,  readily 
bleeding,  especially  in  infants. — Dry  tongue. 

Throat. — Dry  throat. — A  good  deal  of  tenacious  mucus 
adheres  to  the  throat. 

Appetite. — Little  appetite. — Desire  for  sour  drinks. — 
Nausea  and  restlessness  while  eating. — Distention  of  the  ab- 
domen, diarrhoea  and  colic  after  every  meal. — After  eating 
fruit,  fulness  and  pressure  in  the  stomach  with  peevish  mood 
and  malaise. — Colic  after  smoking,  as  if  diarrhoea  would 
set  in. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea  and  inclination  to  vomit, 
also  when  riding  in  a  carriage,  when  thinking  and  during  an 
animated  conversation. 

Stomach. — Contractive  pain  in  the  stomach. — Pain  in  the 
pit  of  t  e  stomach  when  pressing  on  it  (as  from  bad  diges- 
tion). 

Abdomen. — Pain  in  the  hypochondria  when  riding  in  a 
carriage,  mostly  aching  and  on  the  left  side. — Colic  as  if  a 
number  of  hard,  sharp  pieces  were  moved  amongst  each 
other  in  the  abdomen  and  hypoehondrium. — Peeling  of  de- 
bility in  the  abdomen. 
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StOOl  and  AllUS. — Frequent  soft,  dlarrhoeic  stools,  with 
pinching  and  rumbling  in  the  bowels,  and  a  good  deal  of 
flatulence. — Mucous  diarrhoea. — Discharge  of  a  quantity  of 
pale,  yellowish,  brown  mucus  and  hemorrhoidal  blood  from 
the  anus,  with  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back. 

Urine. — Pungent  odour  of  the  urine,  in  children. 

Windpipe. — Roughness  in  the  throat-pit,  with  drawing 
stitches  in  the  pit  when  coughing  or  sneezing,  abating  after 
raising  mucus. — Cough  with  expectoration  of  blood-streaked 
mucus. 

Trunk. — Aching  in  the  small  of  the  back,  especially  when 
sitting  or  stooping. — Burning  in  the  small  of  the  back  wrhen 
sitting. — Itching  and  tingling  of  the  os-coccygis. 

Upper  Extremities. — Burning  pain  around  the  upper  arm. 
— Beating  pain  in  the  tip  of  the  thumb,  day  and  night,  dis- 
turbing one's  sleep.

Lower  Extremities. — Burning  pain  around  the  thigh. — 
Trembling  of  the  feet. — Itching  of  the  ankles, — Corns.

General  Symptoms. —  Weak  and  languid,  especially  in  the 
joints. — Rushes  of  blood. 

Skin. — Soft  skin,  dull  instruments  make  a  deep  impres- 
sion.— Itching  when  getting  warm,  not  removed  by  scratch- 
ing.— Rash  and  pimples  with  burning  itching. — °Humid 
eruptions  with  thick  scurf. — * Humid  herpes. — Panaritia  ? — 
"Warts  1 — Corns,  with  stinging  pain. 

Sleep. —  Very  drowsy  in  the  afternoon  and  early  in  the 
evening. — Restless  sleep  at  night,  with  many  (anxious  and 
frightful)  dreams. 

Fever, — Chilliness  with  thirst,  even  near  the  warm  stove 
and  at  night,  in  bed. — Heat  with  thirst,  anguish,  restlessness, 
oppression  of  the  chest. — Morning-sweat,  especially  on  the 
chest. — Evening-fever,  with  chilliness  and  shuddering  along 
the  back,  drawing  colic. 

ElllOtivc  Sphere, — Sadness  and  despondency  when  alone. 
— Sad,  restless  and  melancholy. — Disposed  to  take  every 
thing  in  bad  part. — Too  candid  and  communicative. 

Sentient  Sphere. —  Weak  memory. — Absence  of  mind. — 
Awkward,  one  allows  every  thing  to  fall  out  of  one's  hand. 
— Makes  mistakes  in  writing  or  talking — Is  easily  intoxica- 
ted.— Stupifying  vertigo  writh  vanishing  of  the  senses. 

Head. — Headache,  deep  in  the  brain,  ivith  sensation  as  if  the 
head  were  larger. — Headache  on  waking  as  from  sleeping  too 
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long. — Stupifying  headache  with  heat  in  the  eyes. — Noctur- 
nal headache,  so  that  one  cannot  bear  raising  the  head. — 
Pressure  in  the  head,  with  throbbing  as  in  an  ulcer. — Com- 
pressive headache. — Tearing  in  the  head,  with  heaviness  and 
bruised  feeling. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — The  scalp  is  very  sensitive 
to  contact. — Sore  places  on  the  hairy  scalp. — The  hair  falls 
out. 

Eyes. — Tingling  pain  in  the  eyes,  with  acute  pressure  in 
the  orbit,  and  in  the  orbital  bones. — Nocturnal  agglutination. 
— Faint,  dim  eyes. — Objects  appear  nearer  than  they  are. 

Ears. — Ulcer  in  the  ear,  with  pain  when  swallowing. — 
°Humid  eruption  on  the  ears  with  thick  scurf. — °Discharge 
of  fetid  pus  from  the  ears. — Diminished  hearing. — Indistinct 
hearing. 

Nose. — Soreness  of  the  inner  nose. — Scurfy  nostrils  with 
burning  pain. 

Face. — Heat  of  the  cheeks  as  if  they  would  break. — 
Colour  of  the  face  alternately  red  and  pale. — Very  pale,  early 
after  rising. — Boring  and  digging  in  the  malar  bones. — °The 
upper  lip,  nose  and  cheeks  are  very  much  swollen  and  pale. — 
Cracked  lips. —  Ulcerated  corners  of  the  mouth. — Tearing  in 
the  lower  jaw  and  in  front  of  the  ear,  with  swelling  and 
throbbing  pain  in  the  submaxillary  glands. 

Teeth. — Toothache  in  the  upper  incisors,  followed  by  swell- 
ing of  the  lip. — Drawing  toothache,  especially  in  hollow  teeth, 
evening  and  night,  abating  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air  and 
in  the  warmth  — Digging  and  boring  in  the  teeth. — Bleeding 
of  the  gums  when  sucking  at  them  and  at  night. 

Month. — Flow  of  saliva  in  the  mouth. — Stuttering. — Cut- 
ting pain  in  the  tongue. — Ulcer  at  the  margin  of  the  tongue, 
with  sore  pa  in. — Foul  smell  from  the  mouth. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  with  scraping  and  burning  in  the 
fauces. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Foul  taste  in  the  mouth. — Taste  of 
blood  in  the  mouth. — Desire  for  cold  drinks,  especially  after- 
noon and  evening. — Constant  violent  hunger,  even  shortly 
after  eating. —  Very  drowsy  after  dinner  and  supper. — Hic- 
cough before  and  after  dinner. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea  with  chilliness,  from  morn- 
ing until  noon. 

Stomach. — Pain  in  stomach,  with  feeling  of  coldness  as 
from  a  lump  of  ice. — Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  and 
fulness,  with  tension  in  the  temples  and  anxiety. 

Abdomen. — Pain  in  the  umbilical  region,  after  eating,  as 
if  the  parts  were  cut  with  knives. — Violent  colic,  worse  dur- 
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ing  rest. — The  abdomen  is  very  sensitive  externally  and  in- 
ternally.— Violent  colicky  pains,  with  trembling  and  chatter- 
ing of  teeth  owing  to  one's  feeling  so  cold,  especially  after 
stool. — Stinging  and  ulcerative  pain  in  the  abdomen. — Fre- 
quent emission  of  fetid  flatulence. 

Stool. — Constipation. — -Hard  stool. — -Diarrhoea  with 
pinching  colic,  tearing  and  ulcerative  pain  in  the  abdomen. 

Trine. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate. — Sore  pain  in  the 
urethra  when  urinating. 

Male  Parts. — Increased  sexual  desire. — Frequent  emis- 
sions.— Vertigo  and  dulness  of  the  head  after  an  embrace. — 
Hard,  painful,  suppurating  nodosity  in  the  penis. — Burning 
in  the  sexual  parts. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  too  early  and  profuse. — The 
menses  flow  only  at  night. — Discharge  of  blood  between  the 
menses. —  Corrosive  leucorrhoea. — Soreness  in  the  bends  of  the 
hip-joints  during  the  menses. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Stoppage  of  the  nose  arresting 
breathing. — Discharge  of  watery  mucus  from  the  nose,  with 
dulness  of  the  head. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness,  early  in  the  morning,  with  catar- 
rhal sound  of  the  voice. — Scraping  and  soreness  in  the  throat, 
with  a  good  deal  of  tenacious  mucus. — Dry  cough,  owing  to 
titillation  in  the  throat  and  on  the  chest. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Shortness  of  breath,  during 
manual  labour. — Constrictive  oppression  of  the  chest. — 
Stitches  in  the  chest. — Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  tremu- 
lous uneasiness,  vertigo,  nausea,  headache. 

Trunk. — Sweat  in  the  axillae,  with  smell  as  of  onions. — 
Sweat  of  the  cervical  glands  with  drawing-tensive  pains. — 
Pain  in  the  back  for  years,  with  pain  after  stooping. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  arm,  and  wrist-joints  feel  para- 
lysed and  sprained. — Tension  in  the  shoulder-joints  as  if  too 
short. — Laming  feeling  in  the  trachial  artery. — Spasmodic 
drawing  in  the  wrist-joints. — Stitching  pain  in  the  wrist-joint 
when  grasping  any  thing. — The  hands  are  so  powerless  that 
the  lightest  things  are  allowed  to  fall. — °Humid  herpes  on 
the  dorsa  of  the  hands. 

Lower  Extremities. — Tingling  in  the  lower  limbs,  they 
have  gone  to  sleep,  with  inability  to  stand  on  them. — 
Stitches  in  the  knee,  and  tarsal  joints. — Tension  in  the  legs 
and  calves  as  if  too  short. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves,  ear- 
ly, in  bed. — Rash  on  the  legs. 
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General  Symptoms. — The  pains  are  worse  during  rest  and 
in  bed  ;  abating  in  the  open  air. — Some  pains  are  principally 
felt  on  the  left  side ;  other  pains,  especially  those  felt  in  the 
lungs,  are  principally  on  the  right  side. —  Weak  and  worn  out 
feeling,  even  after  the  other  pains  cease. — Trembling  all  over, 
with  inability  to  stand  erect. 

Skin. — Yellow  colour  of  the  skin. — Inflammation  with 
burning  pains ;  the  wounds  become  putrid,  green,  with  cada- 
verous smell. — Boils  on  the  arms  and  face, — Grows  fatter. — 
°Scrofulous  swellings. 

Sleep. — Yawning,  with  tightness  of  the  chest. —  Very 
drowsy  in  the  day-time,  especially  in  the  evening,  when  read- 
ing or  writing,  with  headache  as  if  a  hoop  were  tied  round 
the  head. — Dreams  about  dead  bodies,  murder,  quarrel  and 
journeying. — Long,  unrefreshing  morning-sleep. — Sleeps  with 
his  mouth  open. 

Fever. — Shaking  chill  every  other  day,  with  yawning, 
stretching  and  cold  feet. — Internal,  burning  heat  as  if  be- 
tween skin  and  flesh. — Sweats  readily. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Sad,  low-spirited,  with  loss  of  appetite, 
vomiting. — Monotonous,  quarrelsome. — Very  active,  dis- 
posed to  mental  labour. — Aversion  to  one's  work. — Illusions 
of  sight,  visions,  as  though  strange  people  were  standing  be- 
hind him,  or  as  if  a  thousand  things  were  dancing  before 
him  on  the  ground. 

Head. —  Vertigo  when  crossing  flowing  water,  or  worse  in 
damp  weather. — Heaviness  in  the  forepart  of  the  head,  in  the 
heat  of  the  sun,  less  in  the  shade. — Headache  after  eating  milk, 
hard  beating,  less  when  lying  on  the  right  side,  with  the  arms 
stretched  above  the  head* — Aching  in  the  forehead  alterna- 
ting with  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back. — Venous  congestion 
of  the  head,— °Scald-head  % 

Eyes. — ^Stinging  in  the  eyes  and  lids,  Especially  in  the 
left  upper  lid  extending  to  the  brows,  forehead  and  temple, 
made  worse  by  pressing  on  the  part,  motion  and  stooping, 
abating  during  rest,  preventing  work. — Burning  of  the  eyes, 
with  spasmodic  contraction  of  the  orbicularis  muscles,  lach- 
rymation,  tightness  of  the  chest,  cough,  dulness  of  the  head. 
—  Ophthalmia,  with  interstitial  distention  and  ulceration  of 
the  conjunctiva. — Photophobia. — Flashes  before  the  eyes. 

Ears. — °Hot,  hard  swelling  of  the  right  parotid,  with 
swelling  of  the  articulation  of  the  lower  jaw,  cracking  in 
the  ear  when  walking,  sore  throat  and  swelling  of  the  tonsils. 

Nose. — Pimples  on  the  nose  and  at  the  root  of  the  tongue. 
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Painful  swelling  of  the  left  side  of  the  nose,  as  if  a  pus- 
tule would  form. — Soreness  and  scurfs  in  the  nostrils,  with 
swelling  of  the  alee  nasi. 

Face. — Feeling  of  heat,  especially  under  the  nose,  with 
sensation  of  cobweb. — Pale  colour. 

Mouth. — Pimples  at  the  root  of  the  tongue. — Increased 
flow  of  saliva  and  swelling  of  the  salivary  glands. 

Throat. — Sore  throat ;  inflammation  of  the  mucous  mem- 
branes, ivith  exudation  of  plastic  lymph. — °Sore  throat  with 
erysipelatous  swelling  of  the  tonsils,  hawking  up  of  mucus, 
stinging  and  pressure  during  and  between  the  acts  of  deglu- 
tition, difficult  deglutition,  increase  of  the  pain  when  swallow- 
ing drinks. — Net-shaped  redness  of  the  mucous  membrane, 
with  many  excoriated  spots. 

Appetite. — Salt  taste  of  water,  early,  before  breakfast. — 
Aversion  to  cold  water. — Desire  for  sour  things,  which,  how- 
ever, aggravate  the  pains  and  cause  diarrhoea. — Tobacco 
causes  vomiting  and  diarrhoea. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations,  with  frequent  gagging- 
up  of  mucus. — Eructations  tasting  of  spoiled  eggs. — Vomit- 
ing of  bloody  mucus  and  sour  substances. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach  as  from  a  stone,  with 
inclination  to  vomit,  eructations,  colic  and  borborygmi. — 
Gastritis.— After  death:  sugillations  like  little  ulcers,  net- 
shaped  redness,  softened  and  thickened  mucous  coat,  with 
black,  gangrenous  ulcers. 

Abdomen. — Inflammation  of  the  diaphragm,  spleen  and 
liver. — Painful  sensation  as  if  a  ball  had  lodged  in  the  left 
hypochondrium. — °S welling  and  induration  of  the  spleen,  af- 
ter mismanaged  gonorrhoea. — Colic  from  smoking. — Enteritis, 
with  congestion  of  the  vessels,  net-shaped  redness  and  thick- 
ening of  the  mucous  membrane,  swelling  of  the  mesenteric 
glands. — Adhesions  of  the  abdominal  viscera. — Inflammation 
of  the  peritoneum,  with  exudation  of  water  and  plastic 
lymph. — Profuse  effusion  of  blood  in  the  pelvic  cavity,  fol- 
lowing the  course  of  the  psoas-muscles. 

Stool  and  Anus. — Papescent  stools,  yellow,  sometimes 
preceded  by  colic  and  noisy  flatulence. — At  first  the  stools 
are  scanty,  afterwards  thin. — Nocturnal  diarrhoea. — Tenes- 
mus, and  passes  a  good  deal  of  mucus  with  the  diarrhceic 
stool. — Green,  brown,  fetid  diarrhceic  stools,  like  tar,  also 
with  cadaverous  smell. — Black  fseeal  diarrhoea,  with  painful 
varices. 

Male  Parts. — Eeeling  of  coldness  in  the  right  testicle. — 
0  Swelling  of  the  testicles,  °also  with  gonorrhoea,  -or  only  of 
the  left  testicle,  with  sore  pain.

Female  Parts. — Emission  of  loud  flatulence  from  the 
vagina. — °Passive  uterine  haemorrhages. — Suppressed  men- 
ses.— Before  the  menses :  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  feel- 
ing of  weakness,  loss  of  appetite  and  stitching  in  the  abdo- 
men.— Headache  at  the  appearance  of  the  menses, — Spasmo- 
dic contraction  and  sore  pain  in  the  abdomen  at  every  ap- 
pearance of  the  catemenia. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Fluent  coryza,  with  sore,  scurfy 
nostrils.

tickling  in  the  throat  or  when  drawing  in  air. — ° Membraneous 
croup  ? 

Chest  and  Respiration.—*  Tightness  of  the  chest  °after 
measles,  with  great  debility  when  going  up- stairs  and  walk- 
ing fast. — Tightness  of  the  chest,  also  with  sensation  as  if  the 
breath  would  be  stopped  in  the  middle  of  the  chest. — Sensa- 
tion as  if  a  soft  body  were  moving  between  the  lungs  and 
the  sternum. — Difficult  breathing,  with  much  mucus  and  froth 
in  nose  and  mouth,  lachrymation,  cough,  desire  to  vomit,  gag- 
ging, vomiting  of  mucus,  hoarse  cries,  irregular  beating  of 
the  heart,  excessive  prostration,  chills,  diarrhoea  and  frequent 
pulse. — Stitches  in  the  chest,  especially  the  right  side. — Pneu- 
monia with  hepatization,  or  tuberculous  ulcerations.^-PaZpi- 
tation  of  the  heart,  ako  with  oppression  in  the  region  of  the 
heart,  frequent  yawning,  and  sensation  as  though  the  inspired 
air  were  cold.

Trunk, — °Goitre  1 — Scrofulous  swellings  on  the  sides  of 
the  neck  ? — Painful  stiffness  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — Painful  lameness  of  the  left  arm. 
— Pains  in  the  carpal  and  finger-joints. — Nodosity  on  the 
right  index-finger. — Laming  stiffness  of  the  fingers  of  ^  the 
right  hand. — °  Chronic  chiragra,  with  swelling,  immobility 
and  distortion  of  the  joints. 

Lower  Extremities.— Beating  in  the  lower  limbs,  with 
stiffness  extending  to  the  feet  and  toes. — Burning  and  rheu- 
matic pain  in  the  left  knee. —  Cold  feeling  in  the  left  big  toe. 
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also  at  night  on  waking,  with  tingling. — The  corns  are  pain- 
ful and  grow  rapidly.

plaints.— °  Inflammations,  also  typhoid. — °Dropsy  of  internal 
organs. — ° Influenza. — ° Ailments  from  suppression  of  measles 
or  scarlet-eruptions. — °Bilious  and  gastric  complaints. — ° Ail- 
ments arising  from  chagrin,  and  other  conditions,  when  attend- 
ed with  chilliness  and  coldness  of  the  body. — *  Affections  of  the 
character  of  jaundice. — Twitching  of  single  muscles  and 
limbs*— °Convulsions  1 — °Tetanic  spasms  I—0 Hysteric  spasms 
and  complaints  ? — The  pains  are  aggravated  by  motion,  less- 
ened by  rest. — General  malaise,  tightness,  chilliness,  from 
the  pressure  of  the  clothes. — Drawing  through  the  whole 
body. — Trembling  of  the  limbs  when  raising  one's-self  from 
a  recumbent  posture. — Unsteadiness  of  all  the  limbs,  when 
walking  after  sitting, — Very  w^eak,  especially  early  in  the 
morning  when  walking  in  the  open  air. — Disposed  to  lie 
down. — Eainting  turns. — The  feeling  of  weakness  is  worst 
wThen  walking  in  the  open  air. 

Skin. — *Yellow  colour  of  the  skin. — °Clammy,  moist 
skin. — Stinging  burning  over  the  whole  body,  as  from  net- 
tles, after  slight  emotions. — ^Erysipelas,  especially  of  the 
joints. — ° Urticaria. — *Rash,  Especially  of  infants  and  lying- 
in  women. — Smarting  or  burning -itching  eruptions. — °Scaly, 
burning-itching  herpes. — ° Petechias. —  Ulcers  with  feeling  of 
4* 
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coldness,  or  with  smarting  or  beating  pains. — °Chilblains. — 
Corns  with  pressure,  or  burning  stinging,  or  with  sore  feeling 
when  touched. — °Hard  tubercles  here  and  there,  like  indura- 
ted cutaneous  glands. 

Sleep. — Disposed  to  yawn. — *  Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time, 
especially  after  dinner, — * Sopor,  interrupted  by  anxious  de- 
lirium.— Sleeplessness,  especially  before  midnight,  owing  to 
heat,  vascular  orgasm,  anxiety,  especially  on  the  chest. — 
Sleep  disturbed  by  thirst,  with  bitter  taste  after  waking. — 
Starting  when  on  the  point  of  falling  asleep* — Restless  sleep 
with  confused  dreams  and  many  thoughts. — °Cries  and  de- 
lirium as  soon  as  one  closes  one's  eyes. —  Vexatious  dreams. 
— Vivid  dreams  about  one's  daily  affairs. — Nocturnal  deli- 
rium and  ivandering  of  the  fancy,  with  the  eyes  open. — 
Moaning  during  sleep,  especially  after  midnight. — *Somnam- 
btdism. — Night-mare  ] 

Fever. — *  Chilliness  and  coldness  of  the  body,  also  in  bed, 
in  the  evening,  or  with  pains  in  all  the  limbs,  and  cold  sweat 
on  the  forehead. — ° Shaking  chill,  frequently  with  heat  in  the 
head,  red  face  and  thirst,  or  followed  by  heat,  sweat  and 
thirst. — ° Before  the  chilliness :  first  vertigo  and  headache, 
afterwards  shuddering  with  stretching  of  the  limbs  and  draw- 
ing in  the  same. — °During  the  chilliness :  loathing  of  food 
and  drink. — Heat,  first  alternating  with  chilliness,  afterwards 
burning  heat  with  thirst ;  lastly  profuse  sweat. — *Heat,  espe- 
cially in  the  head  and  face,  also  with  red  cheeks  and  pain  in 
the  forehead,  as  if  the  contents  would  fall  out. — *  General 
dry  heat,  externally  and  internally,  generally  with  intense  de- 
sire for  cold  drinks — °During  the  heat :  vertigo  and  headache. 
— ° Intermittent  fevers,  also  tertian,  especially  with  coldness 
prevailing. — °Fever,  with  nausea,  and  obliging  one  to  lie 
down,  or  with  stitching  pain  in  the  side  and  abdomen. — 
*Thirst  during  the  chilliness  and  heat. — °Dry  cough  with 
vomiting,  stitches  and  tightness  in  the  chest,  when  the  fever 
sets  in. — ° Inflammatory,  gastric,  bilious,  puerperal,  milk,  ty- 
phoid fevers,  also  typhus.' — °Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead  and 
head. — *  Profuse  siveat  -even  when  walking  in  the  cold  air. — 
Oily  sweat,  day  and  night. — °  Critical  sweats,  with  anxious 
restlessness,  panting  breathing,  short  cough  and  pressure  on 
the  chest. — *  Profuse  night  and  morning  sweats,  -also  having  a 
sour  smell. 

Emotive  Sphere. — ^Oppressive  anxiety  and  restlessness, 
with  dread  of  the  future.

— The  head  feels 
cloudy,  dull,  confused. — -Reeling  and  intoxication  as  from 
rush  of  blood  to  the  head, — Stupefaction  of  the  head. — Ver- 
tigo, with  tottering. — *  Vertigo  only  when  stooping. — *  Verti- 
go, -especially  when  rising  from  a  seat  or  *from  a  recumbent 
position,  as  if  one  would  faint. 

Head. — *Hcadache  as  from  nightly  revelling. — ^Headache 
after  every  meal. — °Hemicrania  with  vomiting  and  lying 
down. — ^Hysteric  headache. — ^Headache  when  first  opening 
and  moving  the  eyes. — *Great  fullness  and  heaviness  of  the 
head,  -with  digging  pressure  in  the  direction  of  the  forehead, 
and  with  sensation,  when  stooping  as  though  every  thing 
would  issue  from  the  forehead. — *  Pressing  in  the  brain  either 
from  within  outwards  or  from  without  inwards. — *Stitches  in 
the  head,  °or  only  through  one  side  of  the  head. — *  Jerking, 
throbbing  headache,  aggravated  by  motion,  with  dulness  of 
the  eyes. — *Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  in  the 
head. — °Burnmg  pains  in  the  forehead. — °  Encephalitis,  espe- 
cially of  a  typhoid  character. — *The  headache  is  worse  when 
moving  about  or  walking  fast,  or  when  first  opening  one's 
eyes. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— The  outer  head  is  painful  as 
jf  sore# — Biting  and  twitching  about  the  head,  from  the  malar 
to  the  temporal  bone,  aggravated  by  contact. — *Burning  heat 
of  the  outer  head. — °Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead. — *Warm 
sweats,  even  about  the  head. — The  hair  is  greasy. 

Eyes, — °Pain  when  moving  the  eyes. — Pressure  in  the 
eyes  from  within  outwards. — ^Pressure  in  the  eyes,  in  the 
evening,  or  as  if  full  of  sand. — ^Burning  of  the  eyes. — ^In- 
flammation of  the  eyes  and  lids,  with  redness,  Especially  in 
the  case  of  new-born  infants,  or  arthritic  persons. — -Painful 
swelling  of  the  eyes,  with  suppuration  and  dark  redness  of 
the  conjunctiva. — *Red  swelling  of  the  lids,  with  aching  pain. 
— ° Furfuraceous  burning-itching  tetter  on  the  eyelid. — °Stye 
on  the  eyelid. — Pustule  at  the  inner  canthus. — ^Nocturnal 
agglutination  and  lachrymation  in  the  day-time,  in  the  open 
air% — Quaint,  dim,  glossy,  or  else  sparkling  eyes  filled  with 
tears. — Far-sighted. — Blurred  appearance  of  the  letters  when 
reading. — Blackness  or  flashes  of  fire  before  the  eyes. — 
0 Photophobia. 

Ears. — Contractive  pain  in  the  ears,  with  hard  hearing.— 
Stitches  in  the  ears,  during  and  after  a  walk  in  the  open  air. 
Otitis. — Tumour  in  front  and  behind  the  ear. — Bleeding 
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of  the  ears. — *Feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  ears. — ° Humming 
in  the  ears. — ° Intolerance  of  noise. 

Nose. — Swelling  of  the  nose,  very  painful  when  touched, 
with  chronic  dry  coryza. — ^Inflammation  of  the  inner  nose. — 
*Ulcer  in  the  nostril  with  smarting  pain. — * Frequent  bleeding 
of  the  nose,  also  early  in  the  morning,  or  °from  suppression 
of  the  menses. 

Face* — *  Yellow  and  livid  complexion. — *Red,  burning-hot 
face. — Red  spots  in  the  face. — *Soft,  hot,  °blue  and  brown- 
red  bloating  of  the  face. — Inflammatory  prosopalgia,  gene- 
rally aching  and  lessened  by  external  pressure. — °Sioelling  of 
the  face  -on  one  side,  or  below  the  eyes  and  around  the  root 
of  the  nose. — Swelling  of  the  cheek  close  to  the  ear. — °Hard 
blotches  in  the  face,  like  swollen  cutaneous  glands. — °Lips 
swollen  and  cracked,  bleeding  and  burning  when  touched. — 
°Dry  lips. — Smarting  eruptions  on  the  lips. — ° Lock-jaw  ? 

Teeth. — Toothache,  obliging  one  to  lie  down,  or  aggravated 
by  warmth,  or  at  night ;  also  worse  when  lying  on  the  sound 
side,  less  when  lying  on  the  affected  side. — Drawing,  jerking 
toothache,  with  sensation  as  if  the  teeth  were  loose  and  elon- 
gated, especially  during  and  after  a  meal. — The  gums  are 
painful  as  if  sore  and  raw,  with  loose  teeth. — Spongy  gums. 

Mouth. — *Dry  mouth,  with  great  thirst.  —  Elow  of  a 
quantity  of  soapy,  frothy  saliva. — Ptyalism. — Fetid  odour 
from  the  mouth. — Tongue  *dry}  or  coated  white,  dirty  or 
yellow. — °Rough,  dark,  tongue. — Burning  vesicles  at  the 
borders  of  the  tongue. — °Tndistinct  speech,  owing  to  parched 
condition  of  the  throat. 

Throat. — Sore  throat,  with  difficult  deglutition  and  hoarse- 
ness.— Pain  in  the  fauces  as  if  raw,  when  swallowing  empty. 
— ^Feeling  of  dryness  and  great  dryness  of  the  throat. — 
Pressure  in  the  fauces  as  from  a  hard  body  with  edges. — 
* Stinging  in  the  fauces  when  touching  them  or  when  turning  the 
head  and  when  swallowing.— Tenacious  mucus  in  the  throat, 
which  can  be  hawked  loose. 

Appetite  and  Taste.—  °Loss  of  taste.—  *Flat,  insipid  or 
foul  taste  in  the  mouth.— *Food  has  no  taste.— Sweetish  taste 
in  the  mouth. — *  Every  thing  tastes  bitter,  or  the  taste  is  bitter 
after  eating  or  between  meals,  or  early  in  the  morning. — 
*  Violent  thirst,  -or  also  after  eating,  worse  after  drinking 
beer. — Much  appetite. — *  Desire  for  wine,  °sour  drinks,  -and 
coffee,  or  for  *a  variety  of  things  which  cannot  be  used  as 
food. — Canine  hunger  frequently  attended  with  loss  of  appe- 
tite, thirst,  flying  heat,  or  also  at  night.— *Loss  of  appetite 
after  eating  a  mouthful.- — *  Aversion  to  food. — After  every 
meal :  eructations,  with  pressure  at  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the 
stomach,  and  with  colic. 
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Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations,  especially  after  eating. 
mostly  bitter  and  sourish,  or  tasting  of  the  ingesta. — *  Empty 
eructations. —  Gulping-up  of  the  ingesta,  after  every  meal. — 
Hiccough. — *  Inclination  to  vomit,  especially  after  eating  food 
which  one  relishes,  or  when  raising  one's-self  from  a  recum- 
bent posture. — ° Anxious  inclination  to  vomit,  when  sitting 
down  and  when  attempting  to  drink. — Morning-nausea. — 
*  Empty  retching  -with  waterbrash. — °Vomiting,  immediately 
after  drinking,  °or  after  eating  bread. — Vomiting  of  mucus 
in  the  evening. — *  Vomiting  of  the  ingesta,  with  hiccough  and 
gagging. — *  Vomiting  first  of  bitter  water,  or  bile,  then  of  food, 
also  at  night. — *Hcematemesis. — °Stitches  in  the  left  side  of 
the  abdomen,  when  vomiting. 

Stomach* — °Pain  in  the  stomach  after  straining  by  lifting. 
— * Pressure  in  the  stomach  as  from  a  stone,  after  eating, 
Especially  after  eating  bread,  -with  ill  humour. — °  Cardial- 
gia,  especially  when  arising  from  affections  of  the  spleen. — 
°Stricture  of  the  pyloric  orifice? — Oppression  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  and  painful  tension  when  touching  it,  with 
feeling  of  warmth. — ° Stitching  in  the  stomach  when  lying  on 
the  side,  also  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  when  treading  or  mak- 
ing a  wrong  step. — °The  pit  of  the  stomach  feels  sore  when 
touching  it  or  when  coughing. — The  least  pressure  in  the  pit 
of  the  stomach  is  intolerable. — ° Burning  in  the  stomach  dur- 
ing motion. 

Abdomen.—5* Pains  in  the  liver,  mostly  ° stinging  or  *ten- 
sive  and  burning,  Especially  when  touching  the  part,  cough- 
ing or  drawing  breath. — ° Hepatitis. — °Drawing  pain  in  the 
right  hypochondrium,  extending  to  the  stomach  and  back, 
early  in  the  morning  and  after  dinner,  with  vomiting. — 
°Diaphragmitis  ? — °Hard  swelling  around  the  hypochondria 
and  umbilicus. — ° Colic  of  pregnant  females. — °  Chronic  pains 
in  the  abdomen,  with  tension  of  the  abdomen  and  waterbrash. 
—^Distention  of  the  abdomen,  Especially  after  eating. — Pres- 
sure in  the  epigastrium,  especially  after  eating. — ° Hysteric  ab- 
dominal spasms.— ^Tearing  in  the  abdomen  from  the  hips  to  the 
pit  of  the  stomach.— °Pinching  in  the  abdomen,  every  time 
aiter  eating  or  drinking. —  Cutting  and  stitching  in  the  abdomen, 
especially  after  taking  warm  milk. — ° Venous  congestions  in 
the  abdomen  ? — °Hard  swelling  around  the  umbilicus.—- 
° Enteritis.  — ° Ascites. — Loud  rumbling  in  the  abdomen,  with 
emission  of  flatulence,  or  only  in  the  evening,  in  bed. 

StOOl  and  Anus.— *Constipation.~eChronic*costiveness. — 
*Large-sized  stool  which  is  passed  with  difficulty.— °Scanty, 
hard  stool  as  if  burnt.— *Diarrhoea,  -smelling  like  spoiled 
cheese,  or  °with  discharge  of  undigested  food  and  violent 
cholic,  also  after  a  cold.— ° Diarrhoea,  early  in  the  morning.— 
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°Nocturnal  diarrhoea,  with  burning  at  the  anus. — Debilitating 
diarrhoea. — Constrictive  colic  at  stool. — °Diarrhcea  alternat- 
ing with  constipation  and  cardialgia. — Involuntary  stool  dur- 
ing sleep. 

Urine. — *  Urine  scanty,  red,  °brown  and  *hot. — Almost 
irresistible  desire  to  urinate. — °Frequent  emissions  of  watery 
urine* — Nocturnal  urination. — Involuntary  emission  of  hot 
urine  while  moving  about. — Involuntary  dropping  out  of 
urine  after  urinating. — Burning  and  cutting  before  urinating. 
— Sensation  as  if  stricture  in  the  urethra. — Stinging  and 
burning  in  the  urethra. 

Male  Parts. — Red,  itching  rash  on  the  glans. 

Female  Parts. — °  Suppressed  menses. — Premature  menses. 
— °Tearing  in  the  limbs  during  the  menses. — Discharge  of 
blood  between  the  menses. — Congestion  of  blood  to  the 
uterus. — Metrorrhagia,  with  discharge  of  a  quantity  of  dark- 
red  blood,  with  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  headache. — 
°Profuse  lochia. — °Burning  pain  in  the  region  of  the  os-tincse, 
during  pregnancy,  aggravated  by  motion,  diminished  by  pres- 
sure and  rest. — Swelling  of  one  of  the  labia,  with  a  black, 
hard  pustule  on  the  swelling. — °Puerperal  fever,  with  full 
turgid  mammae. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Dryness  and  stoppage  of  the  nose, 
also  chronic.

Morning-cough,  with  waterbrash. — °Cough  as  though  the 
chest  would  fly  to  pieces. — *  Cough  with  stitches  in  the  sides 
of  the  chest,  or  °with  aching  pain  in  the  head  as  if  it  would  fly 
to  pieces,  and  °stitching  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  or 
*with  pain  in  the  hypochondria. — Moist  cough. — Cough  with 
expectoration  of  dingy-red  mucus. — Cough  with.  *  yellowish 
expectoration.— ° Acute  suppuration  of  the  lungs. — *  Cough 
with  expectoration  of°pure  blood,  or  blood-streaked  mucus,  *with 
little  lumps  of  blood. — °Sore  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach 
when  coughing. — °Stoppage  of  breath  before  coughing,  at 
night. 
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Chest  and  Respiration. — ^Breathing  difficult  or  short, 
quick  and  anxious,  or  °moaning. — *Short  breath. — Oppres- 
sion of  the  chest,  with  stoppage  of  breath.

*  asthma,  °at  night,  °with  stitching  pains  in  the  abdomen  and 
urging  to  stool. — °Frequent  desire  to  draw  a  long  breath. — 
Pressure  at  the  chest,  as  from  a  load,  with  oppression. — Con- 
tractive pain  in  the  chest,  caused  by  cold  air. — Tension  in  the 
chest,  when  walking. — *  Stitching  in  the  chest  and  sides  of  the 
chest,  as  from  an  abscess,  especially  when  coughing  or  draw- 
ing  a  long  breath,  obliging  one  to  sit  up,  °or  to  lie  on  the  back, 
aggravated  by  motion. — *Heat  and  °burning  in  the  chest,  with 
anguish  and  oppression. — °Pleurisy,  typhoid  pneumonia, 
especially  of  old  people,  and  after  the  ineffectual  use  of 
Aconite. — °Hydro thorax  ? — Sensation  as  if  the  contents  of 
the  chest  were  loose  and  would  descend  into  the  abdomen. — 
* Palpitation  of  the  heart,  frequently  very  violent  and  with 
oppression  of  the  chest. — ° Carditis  ? — ° Induration  of  the 
nipples  ? — °Full,  turgid  breasts  of  lying-in  women. — ° Milk- 
fever  with  rheumatic  pains  in  the  breasts. 

Trunk. — *Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  like  a  'painful 
stiffness,  not  allowing  one  to  stand  erect. — Pain  in  the  small 
of  the  back  as  if  bruised  (during  rest). — Crampy- con  trac- 
tive pain  over  the  whole  back. — Burning  and  drawing  in  the 
back. — Stitching  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back. — Stitching 
below  the  left  scapula,  as  far  as  the  heart,  aggravated  by 
coughing  and  drawing  breath. — Pressure  on  the  shoulder, 
with  stitching  when  drawing  a  long  breath. — ^Rheumatic 
stiffness  and  tension  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  neck, — Red 
spots  on  the  sides  of  the  neck, — Red  rash  on  the  neck,  with 
biting  itching.  — Sweat  in  the  axillae. 

Upper  Extremities. — °  Tearing  in  the  shoulder-joints  and 
upper  arms,  with  tension  and  stitching,  and  shining-red  *  swell- 
ing of  the  parts. — Drawing  through  the  long  bones  of  the 
arms,  down  to  the  tips  of  the  fingers. — °Convulsive  jerking, 
spasmodic  drawing  and  shaking  of  the  arms. — °Burning  pain 
and  weariness  in  the  arms. — ^Constant  trembling  of  the  arms 
and  fingers. — *  Swelling  of  the  arm  round  the  elbow-joint. — 
Stitching  in  the  elbow  and  wrist-joints,  with  heaviness  of  the 
hands. — Red  rash  on  the  forearm. — *Pain  as  if  sprained  in 
the  wrist-joint,  when  moving  it. — Nocturnal  inflammation  of 
the  dorsum  of  the  hand,  with  burning  pain. — ° Swelling  of 
the  hands. — Numb  feeling  in  the  palm  of  the  hand. — Stinging 
pain  in  the  fingers  when  writing. — Hot,  pale  ■  swelling  of  the 
finger-joints. — Jerking  of  the  fingers  when  moving  the  hands. 

Lower  Extremities — °Coxagra  ? — ° Drawing  pain  in  the 
thighs. — *  Stitches  in  the  thigh,  from  the  nates  to  the  ankles, 
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° with  intolerance  of  contact  and  motion,  and  with  sweat  all 
over. — The  lower  limbs  are  languid  and  weak,  especially 
when  going  up-stairs. — * Painfully  tensive  stiffness  of  the 
the  knees. — °Shining-red  swelling  of  the  knees,  *with  violent 
stitches,  also  when  walking. — The  knees  waver  and  give  way 
when  walking. — Stitching,  drawing  and  cramp-pain  in  the 
knees,  with  drawing  down  to  the  calves. — *Tearing  in  the 
knees,  °down  to  the  tibiae. — °  Tensive  *  stitching  and  tearing 
in  the  calves,  down  to  the  ankles,  °with  shining-red  swelling  of 
the  parts. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves,  morning  and  at 
night. — The  legs  feel  weary  and  languid  when  walking  or 
standing. — *  Swelling  of  the  legs,  down  to  the  feet. — °Putrid 
ulcers  on  the  legs. — *Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the  tarsal  joint, 
°when  treading.— ° Arthritic  ^swelling  of  the  feet  with  redness, 
heat  and  tensive  pain. — *Hot  swelling  of  the  dorsum  of  foot, 
with  pain  as  if  bruised  when  stretching  it,  tension  during 
motion  and  ulcerative  pain  when  touching  it. — ^Stinging  in 
the  feet,  soles  and  toes,  especially  when  treading. — Corns 
with  pressure,  or  burning  stinging,  or  with  sore  pain  when 
touched. 
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General  Symptoms. — Dread  of  motion,  wants  to  lie  down 
all  the  time. — Fainting  turn  after  writing,  thinking,  lying 
down  and  raising  one's-self.

— Itching-burn- 
ing rash  on  the  forearm  and  chest,  alternating  with  tightness 
of  the  chest. 

Sleep.  —  Weary  as  from  want  of  sleep,  has  to  lie  down, 
without  being  sleepy,  with  shuddering  and  dizziness. — Sleep 
is  easily  disturbed. — Moaning  or  starting  during  sleep. 

Fever. — Fever  with  pains  in  the  ears  and  swelling  of  the 
submaxillary  glands. — Fever  with  coldness  and  thirst,  pant- 
ing, catarrh,  beating  in  the  chest. — Evening  fever,  during 
which  he  falls  asleep,  he  wakes  when  the  fever  leaves  him. — 
Perspires  after  the  heat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Is  anxious  about  his  health. — Appre 
hensive  anxiety,  in  the  evening,  before  falling  asleep. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Gloomy  head,  with  vertigo,  nausea. 
— Vertigo  as  if  rocked,  after  lying  down  and  closing  one's 
eyes. 

Head.— Burning  in  the  eyes. 
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Ears. — Sensitive  to  noise,  especially  when  going  to  sleep. 
— Frequent  hardness  of  hearing. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— Taste  sticky  and  herhy.— No  thirst, 
averse  to  cold  water,  with  dry  throat. — Hurried  eating  with- 
out hunger,  impelled  by  a  feeling  of  hollowness  in  the 
stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Rising  of  air,  sometimes  prevented 
by  pain  in  the  stomach. — Morning-nausea,  with  vertigo  and 
stitches  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

Stomach. — The  stomach  feels  empty  and  hollow.— Burning 
in  the  stomach. — Pressure  and  gnawing  at  the  orifice  of  the 
stomach. — Cutting  across  the  pit  of  the  stomach.-— Stitches 
in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  retraction  of  the  pit,  with  weak- 
ness and  nausea. — Fatiguing  beating  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
after  a  walk. 

Abdomen. — Spasmodic  cutting  around  the  umbilicus. — 
Throbbing  or  burning  in  the  epigastrium. — Small,  fetid 
flatus. 

StOOl. — Stool  generally  papescent  and  scanty. 

Urine. — Painful  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  bladder,  without 
urging  to  urinate. 

Male  Parts. —  Weakness  of  the  sexual  power. — Bloated, 
relaxed,  perspiring  parts. — Swelling  and  soreness  of  the  pre- 
rpUce% — Dryness  and  redness  of  the  glans,  covered  with  a 
number  of  fine  tips.— Impotence.—  There  is  no  thrill  or 
emission  during  an  embrace,  or  the  emission  takes  place  too 
soon,  without  an  erection. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Dry  coryza  in  the  evening,  with 
sneezing  and  burning  in  the  nose. 

Windpipe.— Contractive  sensation  in  the  larynx  and 
trachea,  with  wheezing  when  drawing  a  long  breath.— Cough, 
which  seems  to  start  from  the  part  above  the  larynx. — Cough 
with  tightness  of  the  chest,  caused  by  pressure  in ^  pit  of 
stomach,  or  else  prevented  by  a  feeling  of  weight  in  this  part. 
— Weak,  nocturnal  cough,  without  resonance,  disturbing  the 
morning-sleep. 

Chest.—  Tightness  of  the  chest,  especially  during  the 
burning  at  the  stomach . — Hollow  and  empty  feeling  in  the 
chest,  after  expectoration  of  mucus. — Bruised  feeling  in  the 
small  of  the  back,  on  rising. 
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General  Symptoms.— ^Crampy  feeling  in  single  parts,  and 
contraction  especially  of  the  fingers  and  toes. — *Pains  as  if 
sprained. — Beating  pains. — °Arthritic  complaints  and  tearing 
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in  the  limbs,  with  liability  to  relapsing  during  a  slight  change 
of  the  weather. — *  Numbness  and  deadness  of  single  parts. 
— *Liable  to  straining  by  lifting,  causing  a  sore  throat,  or 
stiffness  and  swelling  of  the  nape  of  the  neck,  with  headache. 
— ° Gastric  complaints. — ° Ailments  from  self-abuse. — Scro- 
fulous conditions. — ° Ailments  from  teething. — ° Polypi. — 
*Hard,  painless  glandular  swellings. — *  Varices. — *  Arthritic 
nodosities. — °  Swelling  and  curvature  of  bones. — °  Caries. — 

*  Vascular  orgasm  with  plethora. — °Chorea. — ^Epileptic 
spasms,  also  at  night,  with  cries  and  shouting. — *  The  pains 
excited  and  aggravated  by  washing  or  working  in  cold  water. 
— °Is  most  useful  after  nitric  acid  or  sulphur,  and  when  the 
pupils  incline  to  be  too  large. — °Is  especially  suitable  to 
children. — General  malaise  in  the  evening,  as  previous  to  an 
attack  of  fever  and  ague. — *  Want  of  strength,  especially 
early  in  the  morning. — Nervous  excitement. — *Worn  out  in 
consequence  of  talking. — Very  much  fatigued  after  a  short 
walk  in  the  open  air. — *The  upper  arms  and  thighs  feel  as  if 
lamed  and  bruised,  when  going  up-stairs. — Excessive  pros- 
tration with  violent  spasmodic  laughter. — °Bloated  body  and 
face,  with  large  abdomen,  in  the  case  of  children. — *  Emacia- 
tion^ -with  good  appetite. — °  Young  men  grow  large  and  fat.

one's  eyes. — *  Anxious  dreams,  wandering  of  the  mind  and 
fancy,  with  cries,  talking  and  starting  during  sleep,  and  anx- 
iety even  after  waking. — Chewing  and  swallowing  during 
sleep. — ^Nocturnal  tightness  of  breathing,  with  heat,  appre- 
hensive anxiety,  restlessness. — °Nocturnal  pressure  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach,  with  rising  to  the  throat  and  head. —

HfOSe. — *Nasitis,  with  redness  and  swelling. — °Cancer  of 
the  nose  % — *  Ulcerated,  scurfy  nostrils. — ^Bleeding  of  the 
nose. — *Fetor  from  the  nose. — *Dulness  of  smell. — *Smell 
before  the  nose,  °as  of  manure,  spoiled  eggs  or  gun-powder. 

Face. — °  Yellow  complexion. — *Pale,  thin  face. — Freckles. 
— °Wrinkles  in  the  face  as  of  old  people. — *Itching  and 
eruptionin  the  face  and  whiskers. — Humid,  scurfy  eruption  on 
the  cheeks  and  forehead,  with  burning  pain. — °Crusta  lactea. 
^Tearing  pain  in  the  facial  bones. — Swelling  of  the  face, 
without  heat. — Rough,  cracked  lips. — ^Eruptions  on  the  lips 
and  about  the  mouth. — *Swelling  of  the  upper  lip. — *  Ulcer- 
ate! corners  of  the  mouth. — °Deadness  of  the  lips. — *Pain- 
ful  swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands,  also  hard. 

Teeth. — *  Toothache,  after  taking  a  cold  drink,  or  caused 
by  a  draught  of  air  and  by  cold,  aggravated  by  noise,  or  ex- 
cited again  by  cold  or  warm  things,  or  °during  and  after  the 
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menses  and  during  pregnancy,  -mostly  drawing- stitching,  or 
boring-gnawing,  °digging,  painful  like  a  sore  and  -beating. — 
°Nocturnal  toothache  as  from  rush  of  blood. — ° Difficult  den- 
tition. — Bad  smell  from  the  teeth. — *Painful  sensitiveness  of 
the  gums  and  stinging  in  the  gums. — *The  gums  bleed  readily 
with  swelling  and  throbbing. — *Fistula  of  the  lower  jaw. 

Mouth* — *The  mouth  is  full  of  mucus. — Spits  sour  saliva 
all  the  time. — Blisters  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue. — 
Spasmodic  contraction  of  the  mouth.  —  *Dry  tongue,  °at 
night  and  early  on  waking. — Heavy,  indistinct  speech. — 
°Ranula. 

Throat* — Sore  throat,  like  a  lump  or  swelling  in  the  throat. 
— Constriction  in  the  throat  and  -spasmodic  contraction  of  the 
fauces. — Rough  and  sore  feeling  in  the  throat,  with  stinging 
pain  when  swallowing. — *  Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  palate 
and  uvula,  -with  vesicles. — *S welling  of  the  tonsils,  -with 
contractive  sensation  in  the  throat,  during  deglutition. 

Appetite  and  Taste — *Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  early. — 
Sour  taste  in  the  mouth  and  of  the  food. — *  Very  thirsty  all 
the  time,  -also  after  eating  cold  things,  *with  complete  loss  of 
appetite. — °Hunger  soon  after  a  meal. — *  Canine  hunger, 
early  in  the  morning. — °Chronic  ^aversion  to  meat  and  *warm 
food. — °  Aversion  to  smoking. —  * Dyspepsia. —  Inclination  to 
vomit  after  milk,  or  sour  gulpings. — *  After  eating :  heat  or 
bloat  with  nausea,  headache,  stomach-ache,  colic. — *  Desire  for 
wine,  -salt  things  or  dainties. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — *  Eructations  -tasting  of  the  ingesta, 
or  *bitter  or  -sour  eructations. — Heartburn  after  any  kind 
of  food,  and  loud  continual  eructations. — A  good  deal  of  hic- 
cough or  eructations  resembling  it. — ° Morning-nausea. — 
*Sour  vomiting,  Especially  of  children. — *  Vomiting  of  the 
ingesta,  or  of  bitterish  mucus. — Black  vomiting,  and  Vomit- 
ing of  blood. — *Waterbrash,  also  after  eating. — ° Vomiting 
of  infants  when  teething. 

Stomach* — *  Pains  in  the  stomach,  mostly  aching  °or 
pinching,  or  *crampy  and  contractive,  especially  °  after  eating, 
with  vomiting  of  food. — Nocturnal  cardialgia. — ^Pressure  in 
the  stomach,  also  °before  breakfast,  or  °when  coughing,  or 
with  pressing  from  within  outwards  below  the  last  ribs,  or 
°with  tearing-griping  during  a  walk. — Pinching,  cutting,  noc^ 
turnal  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — *Bloating,  swell- 
ing of  the  pit  and  region  of  the  stomach,  with  pain  when  press- 
ing upon  it. 

Abdomen*—  Pains  in  the-  liver,  mostly  stitching  or  tensive- 
aching. — ^Drawing  pain  from  the  hypochondria  to  the  back, 
°with  vertigo  and  blackness  before  the  eyes. — * Tension  in 
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both  hypochondria. — *  Cannot  bear  tight  clothes  on  the  hypo- 
chondria.— *  Hard  distention  of  the  abdomen. — °Frequent  colic 
and  stitches  in  the  abdomen,  in  children. — Contractive,  gnaw- 
ing ^abdominal  spasms  -and  colic. — *  Cutting  cholic  °in  the 
epigastrium. — Stitching  or  pinching  *aching  colic  °without

— 0Hsemor- 
rhoids  of  the  bladder. — °Polypus  of  the  bladder. — ^Burning 
in  the  urethra  during  and  between  the  acts  of  urinating. 

Male  Parts. — Inflammation  of  the  prepuce,  with  redness 
and  burning  pain. — -Aching  and  contusive  pain  in  the  testi- 
cles.— °  Weakness  of  the  sexual  power,  and  want  of  sexual 
desire. — Increased  sexual  desire  and  ^lascivious  thoughts. — 
°Deficiency  or  *excess  of  nocturnal  emissions. — The  erec- 
tions are  too  short  during  an  embrace,  with  delaying  and 
feeble  emissions. — °Stinging  and  burning  in  the  sexual  organs 
during  voluntary  emission. — Weakness  of  the  head  and  de- 
bility after  an  embrace. 

Female  Parts. — *The  menses  are  too  profuse  and  too  early. 
— ^Suppression  of  the  menses  °with  plethora. — Swelling  and 
painfulness  of  the  breasts  previous  to  the  menses. — Conges- 
tion of  blood  to  the  head  and  heat  in  the  head,  during  the 
menses,  or  °cutting  in  the  abdomen  and  griping  in  the  small 
of  the  back. — *  Metrorrhagia; — °Miscarriage. — °Sterility,  the 
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menses  being  too  profuse  and  premature. — °The  afterpains 
are  too  long  and  painful. — °Stinging  in  the  os-tincae  and  ach- 
ing pain  in  the  vagina — °Pressing  on  the  prolapsed  uterus. 
— Etching  of  the  pudendum.— Inflammation  and  swelling  of 
the  pudendum,  with  redness  and  burning  pain. — °Varices  of 
the  labia. — *  Leucorrhoea  before  the  menses. — *  Itching -burning 
leucorrhoea,  or  looking  like  milk,  and  -passing  off  while 
urinating. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms, — *  Troublesome  dryness  of  the  nose, 
°with  discharge  of  yellowish,  fetid  pus.— *Dry  coryza,  °also 
early  in  the  morning,  *with  a  good  deal  of  sneezing.— Fluent 
coryza  with  ulcerated  nostrils,  headache  and  oppression  of  the 
chest.— °Constant  catarrh.— ° Deficient  catarrhal  discharge 
from  the  nose. 

Windpipe. — °Laryngeal  phthisis. — °Ulceration  of  the  la- 
rynx.— °Chronic  or  ^frequent  hoarseness. — ° Accumulation  of 
mucus  in  the  chest. — *  Cough  without  expectoration,  caused  by 
tickling  in  the  throat,  and  frequently  with  vomiting. — Short 
cough  in  the  day-time,  as  from  feather- dust  in  the^  throat. — 
Cough  excited  by  playing  on  the  piano. — °Cough  of  pregnant 
females.— *Cough  in  the  evening  in  bed,  or  at  night,  also 
during  sleep,  generally  violent  and  dry. — *  Cough  with  expec- 
toration of  thick  mucus,  or  yellow,  ° fetid  expectoration,  mostly 
at  night  or  early  in  the  morning. — °  Suppuration  of  the  lungs. 
— ° Tuberculous  phthisis. — *  Bloody  cough. 

ChCSt  and  Respiration.— *Stoppage  of  the  breath,  °when 
stooping.— Sensation  as  if  the  breath  remained  between  the 
scapula?.— Desire  to  take  a  long  breath.— Asthma  as  if  caused 
by  an  accumulation  of  blood,  with  tightness,  or  lessened  by 
drawing  the  shoulders  back.— ^Pressure  on  the  chest. — 
*  Stitching  in  the  chest  and  in  the  sides  of  the  chest  during 
motion,  when  drawing  a  long  breath  and  when  inclining  to  the 
painful  side.— Shocks  in  the  chest. — Sensitiveness  and  sore 
pain  in  the  chest  when  drawing  breath  or  touching  the  chest. 
—Burning  in  the  chest. — *  Palpitation  of  the  heart,  also  at 
night,  or  after  eating.  —Anxious,  tremulous  beating  of  the 
heart. — Stitching,  pressure  and  contraction  in  the  region  of 
the  heart.— °Pricking  in  the  pectoral  muscles.— °Hot  swell- 
ing of  the  mamma. — °Soreness  of  the  nipples.— Suppressed 
or  excessive  secretion  of  milk  of  nursing  women. 

Trunk. — *  Pains  in  the  small  of  the  bach,  back  and  nape  of 
the  neck,  after  straining  the  parts  by  lifting,  or  pain  as  if 
sprained. — Stitching  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  in  the 
back  and  scapula.— Nocturnal  pains  in  the  back.— Pain  in 
the  lumbar  and  renal  region,  when  riding  in  a  carriage.— 
Drawing  between  the  scapulae,  or  aching  pain  with  stoppage 
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of  breath. — ° Swelling  and  curvature  of  the  cervical  and  dor- 
sal vertebrae. — *StifTness  and  rigidity  of  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
— °  Large  goitre-shaped  swelling  of  the  thyroid  gland, — *  Pain- 
ful swelling  of  the  cervical  glands. — °Suppuration  of  the  ax- 
illary glands. 

Upper  Extremities.— *Pain  in  the  arms,  °at  night,  mostly 
^drawing  and  tearing. — *Crampy  feeling  and  pain  in  the  arms, 
hands  and  fingers. — °Sudden,  *laming  weakness  of  the  arms. 
— Spasmodic  tearing  in  the  lower  arms. — °Boils  on  the  lower 
arm  and  fingers. — *Pains  in  the  wrist-joint  as  if  sprained. — 
°S  welling  of  the  hands. — °  Arthritic  nodosities  of  the  carpal  and 
tarsal  joints. — Swelling  of  the  veins  of  the  hands.  —Trem- 
bling of  the  hands.  —  * Sweaty  hands.— *Deadness  of  the  hands 
and  fingers,  also  in  the  warmth,  and  Especially  when  grasp- 
ing anything.— Tingling  in  the  fingers  as  if  gone  to  sleep.  — 
°Frequent  lameness  of  the  fingers.— ° Awkwardness  of  the 
fingers, —Contraction  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — °Coxagra,  with  drawing  stitching, 
or  tearing  cutting.—  ° Infants  use  their  lower  limbs  very  late. — 
°Standing  on  one's  toes  when  walking,  with  consequent  limp- 
ing. —  °SthTness  and  ^heaviness  of  the  lower  limbs.—0  Crampy 
feeling  in  the  lower  limbs.  —Pains  as  if  sprained  in  the  hip, 
knee,  and  tarsal  joints.— *The  lower  limbs  go  to  sleep  while 
sitting.— Itching  of  the  thighs,  feet  and  legs.— °  Varices  in  the 
thighs.  —  *Tearing  and  ° stitching  in  the  knee,  Especially  when 
standing  or  sitting.— ° Swelling  in  the  knees.  —Tension  below 
the  knee,  when  cowering,— *  Cramp-feeling  in  ths  bends  of  the 
knees,  calves,  soles  and  toes,  especially  when  extending  the 
limb  or  putting  on  the  boots.  —  *Red  spots  on  the  legs.— 
^Erysipelas  and  swelling  of  the  leg.—° Phlegmasia  alba  dolens. 
*  Ulcers  on  the  leg.— °S welling  of  the  ankles  and  soles.— 
* Burning  of  the  soles. — °  Sweaty  feet. — °In  the  evening  the  feet 
feel  numb  and  dead.—  Painful  sensitiveness  of  the  big  toe.— 
°  Corns  *with  sore  and  burning  pain. 

29.    CALCAREA   PHOSPHORICA. 

General  Symptoms.  —  *  Rheumatic  pains  of  every  kind, 
especially  in  the  small  of  the  back,  knees  and  thumbs.  — 
Bone-pain  in  the  extremities. 

Skin. — Bright  red  colour  of  the  skin,  with  burning  as  from 
nettles,  after  bathing  in  the  river.  —  °Ulcers.  — -  °Caries. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Easily  moved.  —  Vehement  and  iras- 
cible, with  disposition  to  censure  and  find  fault. 

Head. — Vertigo  and  nausea.— Painful  sensafion  as  if  the 
brain  were  pressed  against  the  skull,  worse  when  stooping 
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and  changing  one's  position,  less  during  rest. —  The  headache 
is  attended  with  heat  of  the  head  and  face,  laziness  and  ill- 
humour.— The  pains  are  worse  when  stooping  or  in  the  open 
air. 

Eyes* — Increased  near-sightedness,  with  small  spots  before 
the  eyes.  — Writing  at  candle-light  fatigues  the  eyes. 

Nose. — Pains  in  the  nose  and  eyes,  as  from  foreign  bodies. 
—Numerous  yellow,  dry  scurfs  in  the  nose. — Small  ulcer  on 
the  septum,  with  sore  pain.— Blows  blood  from  the  nose. 

Face. — °Acne  rosacea,  with  red  pustules  full  of  yellow 
pus  and  stinging  when  touched. 

Mouth  and  Throat. — Flow  of  sour  saliva. — Sore  pain  in 
the  throat,  with  swelling  of  the  right  tonsil  and  diminution  of 
the  pain  by  eating  fruit. —  White,  cracked  tongue  after  eating 
ice,  with  flat  taste. — Much  phlegm  in  the  throat,  with  fre- 
quent hawking  and  sore  pain. 

Appetite  and  Gastric  Symptoms.— Colic  around  the  um- 
bilicus, after  eating  ice,  with  white  and  cracked  tongue. — 
Intense  desire  .  for  coffee  and  wine. — After  taking  coffee  : 
nausea,  heartburn,  painful  dullness  of  the  head  and  ill-humour. 

Stomach  and  Abdomen.  —  Violent  pain  at  the  stomach, 
after  eating  ever  so  little,  with  great  debility,  headache  and 
diarrhoea. — Cutting  around  the  navel,  like  flatulent  colic, 
brought  on  again  by  drinking  cold. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — Passes  a  good  deal  of  flatulence  at  stool. 
— Fetid  diarrhoea;  purulent  stools  ?  —  Soft  stools,  mixed 
with  black  blood. — Discharge  of  saffron-coloured  mucus  from 
the  anus,  after  a  well-shaped  yellow  stool. 

Urine. — Frequent  micturition,  with  lassitude  and  worn- 
out  feeling. — Urinates  at  night. — Scattered  stream,  with  cut- 
ting when  urinating. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  also  in  the 
evening,  after  lying  down. — The  orifice  of  the  urethra  as  if 
glued  together  and  inflamed,  with  discharge  of  one  stream  of 
urine  after  urinating. 

Male  Parts. — The  parts  feel  exhausted  after  stool  and 
emission  of  urine. — Increased  sexual  desire  with  frequent 
erections. — Small  pimples  on  the  scrotum,  with  soreness 
when  touched. — Weakness  of  the  lower  limbs  after  an  em- 
brace. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Fluent  coryza,  with  soreness  of 
the  nostrils. — Catarrhal  discharge  from  the  nose  in  a  cold 
room,  dry  coryza  in  the  open  air. — Frequent  sneezing,  with 
discharge  of  mucus  from  the  nose  and  ptyalism. 

Trunk. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  after  the  least  ex- 
ertion, sometimes  so  violent  that  one  would  like  to  cry  out. 

Upper   Extremities. — *  Rheumatic  pains  in  the  shoulder 
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and  left  arm,  °also  with  swelling  and  feverish  heat. — The  left 
arm  is  painful,  numb  and  lame. — Lameness  of  the  carpal  and 
metacarpal  joints. — *Pains  of  the  carpal  and  metacarpal 
joints,  especially  of  the  thumb,  °and  more  particularly  after 
taking  cold. 

Lower  Extremities. —  Violent  pains  in  the  knees,  hips, 
small  of  the  back,  worse  during  motion  and  especially  when 
walking. — Pains  in  the  bend  of  the  knee  as  from  contraction 
of  the  hamstrings. 

30.— CAMPHORA. 

General  Symptoms. — *Various  kinds  of  convulsions  and 
spasms. — *  Tetanic  spasms  with  loss  of  consciousness  and 
vomiting. — °Epilepsy. — ° Asiatic  Cholera.  — °Influenza. — Ma- 
laise, heaviness  and  relaxed  feeling  in  the  whole  body. — *  Ge- 
neral prostration. — Fainting-fits. — Cracking  of  the  joints. — 
Rheumatic  stitching  in  the  muscles. — Difficulty  of  moving 
the  extremities. — The  periosteum  of  all  the  bones  is  pain- 
ful.— ° Ailments  arising  from  the  use  of  opium  and  cocculus. — 
*  Ailments  caused  by  a  cold. — Neutralizes  the  effects  of  most 
vegetable  medicines  and  of  a  good  many  others. — Most  pains 
come  on  during  motion  and  when  only  thinking  partially  of 
one's-self,  or  at  night  ;  they  are  worse  in  the  cold,  in  the  open 
air  and  when  touching  the  parts. 

Skill. — The  skin  is  painfully  sensitive  to  the  least  touch. 
— ° Erysipelatous  inflammations. — °Blue,  cold,  shrivelled  skin. 

Sleep. — Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time  — *Sopor  -with  de- 
lirium.— *  Sleepless  at  night  °from  nervous  excitement. — snor- 
ing and  talking  during  sleep. 

Fever. — ^Extremely  sensitive  to  cool  air,  liable  to  taking 
cold. — *  Coldness  of  the  whole  body,  with  deathly  paleness  of 
the  face,  shaking  chill  and  chattering  of  the  teeth. — Increased 
warmth  of  the  body,  with  red  face,  especially  the  cheeks  and 
lobules. — Heat  all  over,  increasing  to  the  highest  degree 
when  walking. — The  pulse  is  strikingly  small,  slow,  or  ex- 
ceedingly quick,  full. — Feeling  of  dryness  on  and  in  the  whole 
body. — °Lentescent  typhoid  fevers. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Whining  anxiety. — Disposition  to 
quarrel. 

Sentient  Sphere. —  Vanishing  of  the  senses. — Loss  of  con- 
sciousness.— Delirium. — Rage. — Loss  of  memory. — Reeling 
and  intoxication  when  walking. — *Vertigo  and  heaviness  of  the 
head,  it  falls  backward. 

Head. —Headache  as  if  the  brain  were  bruised  and  sore. — 
Dull  headache  above  the   frontal  bone,  with  inclination  to 
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vomit. —  Constrictive  headache,  especially  in  the  occiput  and 
above  the  root  of  the  nose,  aggravated  by  stooping  low,  lying 
down,  or  touching  the  parts,  disappearing  immediately  when 
thinking  of  the  pain. — Cutting  shocks  through  the  head,  after 
lying  down. —  Throbbing  headache,  at  night,  with  stitching  in 
the  forehead  and  heat. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head. — * Menin- 
gitis, °especial]y  when  caused  by  the  heat  of  the  sun. — The 
head  is  spasmodically  drawn  to  one  side. 

Eyes. — Opthalmia. — Red  spots  on  the  eyelids. — Twitch- 
ing of  the  eyelids.  — The  eyes  stare  upwards. — Obscuration  of 
vision. — Strange  visions  before  one's  eyes. — Photophobia. — 
Every  object  seems  too  bright  and  shining. 

Ears. — Ears  hot  and  red,  especially  the  lobules. — Dark- 
red  abscess  in  the  meatus,  with  stinging,  aching  pain. 

FaCC» — *Face  deathly-pale  or  bright-red. — ° Erysipelas  1 — 
Spasmodic  distortion  of  the  face. — Lockjaw. 

Teeth. — Toothache  as  if  caused  by  a  swelling  of  the  sub- 
maxillary  glands,  with  sensation  of  elongation  of  the  teeth. — 
Cutting  shocks  near  the  roots  of  the  front-teeth. — Painful 
looseness  of  the  teeth. 

Mouth* — Fetor  from  the  mouth,  early  in  the  morning. — 
Froth  at  the  mouth. — Flow  of  a  quantity  of  tenacious,  slimy 
mucus. 

Throat  • — Pain  in  the  throat  when  swallowing,  as  if  the 
fauces  were  sore,  also  at  night. — Heat  and  burning,  from  the 
palate  down  to  the  stomach. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — The  taste  of  every  thing  he  eats  is 
more  distinct,  especially  that  of  beef-soup, —  Tobacco  and 
food,  especially  meat,  taste  bitter. — Aversion  to  smoking. — 
*J2xcessive  thirst. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — inclination  to  vomit,  followed  by 
attacks  of  vertigo. —  Vomiting  of  bile  and  blood. — Cold 
sweat,  especially  in  the  face,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
vomiting. 

Stomach. — °Gastritis  1 — *  Burning  in  the  stomach  or  vio- 
lent pressure. — Pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  as  if  bruised. 

Abdomen. — ° Abdominal  spasms'? — Drawing  pain  as  if 
bruised  in  the  whole  right  side  of  the  abdomen. — Feeling  of 
fulness  in  the  abdomen. — Feeling  of  coldness  or  else  burning 
heat  in  the  upper  and  lower  abdomen. 

Stool. — Constipation. — *Difficult  stool,  as  from  torpor  of 
the  bowels  or  stricture  of  the  rectum. — °Blackish  stools. 

Urine. — Retention  of  urine. — Thin  stream  of  the  urine,  it 
passes  off  slowly. — Green-yellow  turbid  urine  having  a  mus- 
ty smell. — Bloody  urine. — Burning  during  micturition. 

Male  PartSi —  Want  of  sexual  desire,  impotence. 
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Chest  and  Respiration.— Deep  and  slow  breathing. — 
Influenza. — ^Excessive  accumulation  of  mucus  in  the  air- 
passages. — ^Suffocative  oppression  and  constriction  of  the 
windpipe,  as  from  the  vapour  of  sulphur. — °Spasms  of  the 
chest,  caused  by  the  vapours  of  copper  and  arsenic. — ° Angi- 
na pectoris  caused  by  a  cold. — Stitches  in  the  chest. — Audi- 
ble beating  of  the  heart  against  the  ribs,  after  eating. 

Trunk* — Tension  and  stiffness  in  the  nape  of  the  neck, 
when  moving  the  neck. — Drawing  stitching  between  the  sea- 
pulse  when  moving  the  arms. 

Upper  Extremities.— Convulsive  rotatory  movement  of 
the  arms. — Pressure  with  tearing,  in  the  upper  and  lower 
arms. 

Lower  Extremities. — Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the  thighs 
and  knees. — Tearing  crampy  feeling  in  the  legs  and  dorsa  of 
the  feet. — °  Cramps  in  the  calves. — Tearing  in  the  tips  of  the 
toes  and  under  the  nails,  when  walking. 

31.— CANNABIS  SATIFA. 

General  Symptoms. — Tearing,  contractive-aching,  lam- 
ing pains,  or  tearing,  deep  stitches  in  many  parts,  also  pinch- 
ing as  with  the  fingers. — Rheumatic  drawing,  as  if  in  the 
periosteum  of  the  bones,  during  motion.  —  General  languor, 
with  vacillation  and  pain  of  the  knees. — Fatigued  in  conse- 
quence of  talking  or  writing. — ° Hysteric  complaints. —  Te- 
tanic spasms,  especially  of  the  upper  extremities,  and  of  the 
trunk. — ° Ailments  arising  from  fatigue  and  bodily  exertions. 
— A  number  of  the  pains  are  excited  and  aggravated  by 
contact,  in  the  open  air  and  in  warmth,  also  at  night  and 
after  midnight. 

Sleep. — Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time. — More  tired  in  the 
morning  on  waking  than  in  the  evening  when  going  to  bed. 
— No  sleep  at  night. — Anguish  about  the  heart,  at  night,  with 
fine  stinging  and  burning  on  the  skin,  as  if  hot  water  were 
poured  over  it. 

Fever. — Shuddering  and  chilliness  with  thirst,  with  exter- 
nal coldness  and  malaise. — Slow,  scarcely  perceptible  pulse. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Sad,  indifferent.— Violently  offended 
at  trifles. — Tendency  to  start. — Mania,  at  times  merry,  at 
others  serious,  and  then  again  raging. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Unsteady  mind,  owing  to  extreme 
vivacity  of  mind. — Makes  mistakes  frequently  in  writing. — 
Vanishing  of  ideas. — Taciturn. — Vertigo  when  walking  and 
standing,  as  if  one  would  fall  sideways. 

Head. — Headache  as  if  a  stone  were  lying  on  the  head. — 
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pressure  and  tension  in  the  temples. — Pressing  together  in 
the  fore  part  of  the  head,  from  the  borders  of  the  orbits  to 
the  temples. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  throbbing  in  the 
head,  with  red  and  hot  cheeks. 

Integuments  Of  the  liead. — Creeping  on  the  hairy  scalp, 
and  frequent  sensation  as  if  drops  of  cold  water  were  falling 
upon  it. 

Eyes.— -Pain  in  the  eyes,  like  pressure  from  before  back- 
wards. —Spasmodic  drawing  in  the  eyes. — ° Scrofulous  ophthal- 
mia. —  Dimness  of  sight,  when  looking  at  near  or  distant  ob- 
jects.— °  Obscuration  of  the  cornea.— °  Cataract  ?— Circle  of 
white-flaming  indentations  before  the  eyes. 

Ears.  — Otalgia. — Beating  and  pushing  in  the  ears.— Roar- 
ing in  the  ears,  as  if  stopped  up  with  a  pellicle. 

Nose.  — Copper-coloured  swelling  of  the  nose.  —  *  Bleeding 
from  a  hot-dry  nose. 

Face.— Pale  face.— Tingling,  itching  and  smarting  in  the 
face.— Twitching  of  the  facial  muscles.  —  °Hot  face  with  red 
cheeks. 

Mouth. —Dry  mouth,  with  sticky  saliva,  without  thirst. 
—Difficulty  of  speech,  at  times  from  lack  of  words,  at  times 
because  the  voice  gives  out. — Anguish  and  distress  when 
talking,  owing  to  a  pain  in  the  back. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Rising  of  air.—  Gulping-up  of  a  bit- 
ter-sour, scraping  fluid.  —  Nausea,  though  one  relishes  one's 
food. — Choking,  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach  to  the  throat. 
—  Vomiting  of  green  bile. 

Stomach.— Pain  in  the  stomach  tvhen  touching  it,  as  if  ul- 
cerated.—Violent  cardialgia,  with  pale  and  sweaty  face,  al- 
most extinct  pulse  and  rattling  breathing.  — Pressure,  pinch- 
ing and  cutting  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  across  the 
stomach. 

Abdomen.  — Painful,  hard  swelling  in  the  region  of  the 
liver. — ° Pains  and  inflammation  of  the  kidneys. — Pain  in  the 
abdomen  as  though  the  bowels  would  be  smashed. — Colicky 
pains  in  the  epigastrium. — Beating  in  the  epigastrium  as  if 
from  within.  — Painful  jerks  in  the  abdomen  as  from  some- 
thing alive.— Shaking  of  the  bowels  as  if  loose,  when  moving 
the  arms. — Sacculated  ascites.. — Shocks  and  pressing  from 
within  outward  in  the  pelvic  region. 

Stool. — Diarrhoea  with  colicky  pains.  — ° Chronic  constipa- 
tion.—Pressing  in  the  rectum  as  if  it  would  be  pressed  out. 
— Sensation  as  if  something  cold  were  dripping  out  of  the 
anus. 

Urine. — *  Urging  to  urinate,  with  aching  pain, — ^Difficult 
micturition,  as  if  the  bladder  were  paralyzed. — The  urethra

is  stopped  up  with  mucus  and  pus.— Urine  white,  or  reddish, 
*as  if  mixed  with  bloody  fibres,  -turbid. — Enuresis.—  *  Scat- 
tering stream. — ° Discharge  of  drops  of  bloody  urine,  with 
burning. — ^Inflamed  urethra,  painful  when^touching  it. — 
^Discharge  of  a  watery  mucus  from  the  urethra. — °  Gonor- 
rhoea.— °Nocturnal  strangury. — °Chronic  retention  of  urine. 
— °  Urinary  calculi  ? 

Male  Parts. — Coldness  of  the  sexual  organs. — Itching 
and  inflammatory  swelling  of  the  prepuce,  glans  and  penis, 
with  dark  redness. — Pressure  in  the  testicles  and  tension  in 
the  spermatic  cord,  when  standing. — Swelling  of  the  prostat- 
ic gland. — *Tensive-painful  erections.— Aversion  to  an  em- 
brace.— ° Impotence  ? 

Female  Parts. — Sterility. — Miscarriage  with  convulsions. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Dryness  and  heat  in  the  nose. — 
°  Catarrh  of  the  bronchial  tubes. — °  Aphonia. — Violent,  dry 
cough. —  Cough  with  tenacious \  green  expectoration. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Difficulty  of  breathing  as  from 
a  load  on  the  chest,  with  wheezing  in  the  windpip*e. — Short, 
oppressive  breathing. — The  breathing  is  possible  only  in  an 
erect  posture.— Tightness  and  oppression  of  the  chest,  with 
apprehensive  feeling  in  the  throat. — Eattling  breathing. — 
° Stitches  deep  in  the  chest,  when  drawing  breath,  talking  or 
moving  about. — ^Pneumonia. — Painful  shocks  and  beats  in 
the  region  of  the  heart. — Tensive  dulness  in  the  region  of 
the  heart,  with  'palpitation  of  the  heart  and  anxiety. — The 
heart  seems  to  beat  lower  down. — °  Carditis  ? — °Polypus  of 
the  heart  1 — ° Aneurisms  1 

Trunk t — Pain  in  the  back,  impeding  talking  and  breathing. 
— Stitching  pain  between  the  scapulae. — Pressing  from  with- 
in outward  in  the  small  of  the  back,  and  pressure  on  the  os- 
coccygis. 

Upper  Extremities.— Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the  shoulders 
and  arms  during  motion. —  Crampy  feeling  in  the  hands  and 
fingers. — Sudden  lameness  of  the  hand,  with  trembling  when 
grasping  any  thing  and  inability  to  hold  things. 

Lower  Extremities.—  Crampy  feeling  in  the  thighs, 
c  alves  and  bends  of  the  knees. — Starting  of  the  patella|when 
going  up-stairs. — Beating,  drawing  and  tensive  pain  in  the 
feet  and  tarsal  joints,  as  after  a  long  journey  on  foot. 

32.— CANTHARIDES 

General  Symptoms. — Burning  in  all  the  cavities  of  the 
body,  as  if  raw  and  sore. — Inflammation  of  internal  organs. 
— Tearing  stitches  from  without  inwards,  here  and  there. — 
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Arthritic  tearing  in  the  limbs,  with  difficulty  of  urinating. — 
Intense  pains  with  moaning  and  weeping. — Feeling  of 
dryness  in  the  joints. — Awkwardness  of  the  whole  body. — 
Faint,  weak,  excessively  sensitive  all  over,  with  trembling  and 
desire  to  lie  down. —  Convulsions. — Tetanic  spasms. — At- 
tacks of  jaundice. — The  pains  are  more  on  the  right  side,  and 
abate  when  lying  down.— The  pains  re-appear  every  seven 
days. — ° Ailments  arising  from  excessive  use  of  coffee. 

Skin. — Itching  vesicles  with  burning  pain  when  touched. 
Erysipelas. — Tearing  in  the  ulcers,  with  increased  dis- 
charge. 

Sleep — Very  drowsy  in  the  afternoon,  with  stretching  and 
yawning. — Sleepless,  without  any  cause. — Superficial  sleep  at 
night,  wakes  all  the  time. 

Fever. — ° Fever  consisting  only  of  coldness. — Chill  and 
shaking,  with  goose-flesh  and  pale  face. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Whining  and  low-spirited.— Anxious 
apprehensiveness,  and  restlessness,  obliging  one  to  move  from 
place  to  place.— Vexed  and  passionate. — Bagey  with  cries, 
barking,  striking. — ° Hydrophobia  ? 

Sentient  Sphere* — Delirium.— Mental  alienation.— Ma- 
nia, with  foolish  gesticulations. — Vertigo,  with  loss  of  sense 
and  mist  before  one's  eyes,  mostly  in  the  open  air. 

Head. — Headache  disturbing  one's  night-rest. — Stitching 
with  pressure  in  the  head,  disappearing  during  a  walk. — 
Tearing  headache,  with  vertigo. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head. 
— Beating  in,  and  mounting  of  heat  to  the  head. — Burning 
in  the  head,  as  if  excoriated  and  sore. — Meningitis. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— Drawing,  jerking  and  gnaw- 
ing in  the  bones  of  the  skull. — Headache  as  if  the  hair  were 
pulled. — The  hair  stands  on  end. 

EyeSt — Pain  in  the  eyes  as  if  raw  and  sore  especially  ^  in 
the  lids,  when  opening  the  eyes. — Inflammation  of  the  eyes, 
with  violent  burning  pains. —  Yellowness  of  the  eyes. — Pro- 
trusion and  spasmodic  motion  of  the  eyes. — Objects  appear 
yellow. 

Ears. — Otitis,  with  burning  heat  in  the  ears. 

Nose. — Swelling  of  the  nose,  also  internally,  with  redness 
and  burning  heat. — Disgusting  smell  before  the  nose. 

Face. — Pale  face. — Sunken  face,  expressive  of  frightful 
despair,  cadaverous. —  Yellow  complexion. — Erysipelas  of  the 
cheeks,  with  scaling  off  of  the  skin. — Semilateral  swelling  of 
the  face,  right  side,  with  tension. — Inflammation  and  swell- 
ing of  the  lips„ — Soreness  and  peeling  off  of  the  lips. — 
Lockjaw. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  generally  drawing,  aggravated  by  eat- 
'mg. — Fistula  dental  is. — Suppuration  of  the  gums. 
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Mouth • — Smell  as  of  cedar-pitch  from  the  mouth. — 
Inflammation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth* — 
Bloody  swelling  on  the  inner  cheek. — Aphthee. — Flow  of 
foaming  saliva,  with  streaks  of  blood. — Froth  at  the  mouth. 
— Coagulated  blood  rises  into  the  mouth. — Inflammatory 
swelling  and  suppuration  of  the  tongue. — Weakness  of  the 
organs  of  speech  and  faint  speech. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  when  swallowing. — Difficult  deglu- 
tition with  choking  in  the  throat  and  rising  of  half-digested 
food,  at  night. — Impeded  deglutition,  especially  of  liquids. — 
Burning  in  the  fauces,  when  swallowing. — Inflammation  and 
suppuration  of  the  tonsils  and  fauces. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Loss  of  taste. — Taste  in  the  mouth 
and  throat  as  of  cedar-pitch. — Thirst  owing  to  dryness  of  the 
lips,  with  aversion  to  drink. — Loss  of  appetite  and  aversion  to 
every  kind  of  food. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations  with  burning, like  heart- 
burn, increased  by  drinking. — Vomiting  of  the  ingesta.— 
Vomiting  of  bilious  mucus  and  blood. 

Stomach . — Sensitiveness  of  the  region  of  the  stomach. — 
Oppressive  fulness  with  anguish  and  uneasiness  in  the  stom- 
ach.— Inflammation  of  the  stomachy  with  violent  burning. 

Abdomen. — ^Nephritis.— Dull,  stitching,  jerking  beating 
and  tearing  pains  in  the  renal  region.  —  -° Ilepatitis  ? '—Stitch- 
ing and  contraction  in  the  right  hypochondrium. — The  abdo- 
men is  very  sensitive  to  contact.  —-Burning  in  the  abdomen. 
extending  to  the  fauces  and  rectum. — Burning  in  the  umbil- 
ical region,  when  coughing,  sneezing  and  blowing  one's  nose, 
with  yellow  spots  at  the  painful  part. — ° Enteritis? — Ascites, 
—Incarceration  of  flatulence  below  the  short  ribs. 

Stool* — Retention  of  stool  and  hard  stool, — Diarrhoea, 
consisting  of  foaming  faeces  or  green  mucus,  with  cutting  colic 
after  stool. — Dysenteric  diarrhasa  consisting  of  white  tena- 
cious mucus,  resembling  scrapings  from  the  inside  of  the 
bowels,  with  streaks  of  blood,  at  night.— Bloody  stools. 

Urine. — ^Retention  of  urine  with  spasmodic  pains  in  the 
bladder. — ^Ineffectual  urging  to  urinate. — *Difficu]t  micturi- 
tion, the  stream  being  thin  and  split. — Increased  secretion  of 
urine. — Pale-yellow,  or  dark,  red  urine. — *Discharge  of 
bloody  mucus  from  the  bladder. — ^Discharge  of  drops  of 
blood.— Purulent  urine. — Burning  smarting  when  urinating. 
— Cutting  in  the  urethra,  before,  during  and  after  micturition. 
— * Inflammation  and  suppuration  of  the  urethra  and  bladder. 
— *  Gonorrhoea,  °also  when  suppressed. — °  Secondary  gonor- 
rhoea. 

Male  Parts. — Drawing  in  the  spermatic  cord  when  urin- 
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ating. — Inflammation  and  gangrane  of  the  sexual  parts. — 
Painful  swelling  of  the  testicles.  —  Violent  sexual  desire,  with 
a  number  of  violent,  long-lasting  and  painful  erections.— 
When  dallying  with  a  female,  the  semen  passes  off  readily.— 
Spermatorrhoea.— Burning  in  the  urethra,  after  an  embrace. 
*Nocturnal  painful  erections,  °also  with  curvature  of  the 
penis. 

Female  Parts.—  Profuse  and  premature  menses,  with  black 
blood  and  pains  during  the  flow.— Miscarriage.— Ovarii.— 
Swelling  of  the  neck  of  the  uterus. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms — Chronic  catarrh,  with  discharge  of 
a  quantity  of  tenacious  mucus  from  the  nose. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness,  with  painful  hawking  up  of  a 
quantity  of  tenacious  mucus  from  the  chest,  and  cutting 
stitching  in  the  windpipe.  —  Tracheitis.  —  Peeling  of  consider- 
able debility  in  the  respiratory  organs,  when  talking  and  draw- 
ing a  long  breath. — Feeble,  tremulous  voice,  as  of  persons 
seized  with  fear. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Breathing  heavy  and  oppressed, 
owing  to  constriction  of  the  throat  and  dryness  of  the  nose. 
— Stoppage  of  breath  when  ascending  an  eminence,  with  fer- 
mentation in  the  chest,  and  nausea.—  °  Angina  pectoris?— 
Stitching  in  the  chest  and  sides  of  the  chest.  —  Burning  in  the 
chest,  with  raising  of  single  lumps  of  blood.— Palpitation  of 
the  heart. 

Trunk. —  Tearing  in  the  bac k.  —  Constrictive  sensation  in 
the  spinal  column.  —  Opisthotonos  and  Embrosthotonos. 

Upper  Extremities. — ^Tearing  in  the  arms.—  The  hands 
are  powerless. 

Lower  Extremities. — °Coxagra,  with  spasmodic  pains  in 
the  bladder. — Boring  tearing  in  the  lower  limbs,  from  the 
feet  to  the  hips. — Tremor  of  the  lower  limbs. 

33.— CAPSICUM  AMUUM. 

General  Symptoms. — Aching  pains. — Drawing  pains  in 
the  limbs,  whfch  are  excited  by  motion. — Affections  of  the 
joints. — Pains  as  if  sprained  and  stiffness  in  the  joints,  with 
cracking. —  Or ampy  feeling  in  the  body,  with  stiffness  of  the 
limbs,  in  which  a  tingling  is  experienced  as  if  gone  to  sleep. 
— * Dread  of  motion. — The  pains  come  on  in  the  evening  and 
at  night,  and  are  aggravated  by  contact,  open  air  and  cold. — 
°Is  particularly  suitable  to  persons  with  a  relaxed  fibre  and 
phlegmatic  temperament. 

Sleep. — Wakeful  without  pain. — Sleep  full  of  dreams. 

Fever. — Chilliness  and  coldness  of  the  whole  body,  with 
5* 
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lowness  of  spirits,  increasing  with  the  coldness,  or  with  anx- 
iety, reeling  and  dulness  of  the  head. — *Chilliness  emanating 
from  the  back. — *  Chill  and  shuddering  every  time  he  drinks. 
— "Intermittent  fever,  characterised  by  chilliness  and  thirst. — 
°Fevers  after  abuse  of  cinchona,  also  with  enlargement  of 
the  liver  and  spleen. 

EniOthe  Sphere. — Tendency  to  start, — Dissatisfied. — 
Headstrong. — Easily  offended,  even  at  a  jest. —  Whimsical. — 
°  Homesick,  with  redness  of  the  cheeks. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Dulness  of  the  senses. — Awkward,  in- 
discreet.— Dulness  of  the  head. — Intoxication  as  from  spirits. 

Head. — Headache  as  if  the  head  would  fly  to  pieces,  when 
walking  or  moving  the  head. — Hemicrania,  on  one  side, 
stitching-aching,  with  nausea,  vomiting,  forgetfulness. — 
Stitching  headache,  or  drawing-tearing,  especially  in  the  sides. 
— Pain  in  the  brain,  pressing  from  within  outwards,  as  if  too 
full. — Beating  headache. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.  — Gnawing  itching  on  the  hairy 
scalp,  with  painfulness  of  the  roots  and  of  the  scalp  when 
scratching. 

Eyes. — Pressure  as  from  a  foreign  body  in  the  eyes. — 
Ophthalmia,  with  redness,  burning  and  lachrymation. — Pro- 
truded eyes. — Dimness  of  sight,  early  in  the  morning,  as  if 
something  were  floating  upon  the  cornea,  abating  momentari- 
ly after  rubbing. — Incipient  amaurosis? 

Ears. — Tearing  in  the  ears. — Itching  and  pressure  deep  in 
the  ear. — Painful  swelling  on  the  mastoid  process. 

Nose. — Bleeding  of  the  nose,  early,  in  bed  — Painful  pim- 
ples below  the  nostrils. 

Face. — Redness  of  the  face,  alternating  with  pale,  wretch- 
ed look. — A  number  of  red  points  in  the  face.— Gnawing- 
itching  herpes  on  the  forehead. — *  Prosopalgia,  partly  in  the 
bones  and  excited  by  contact,  partly  nervous  and  coming  on 
when  on  the  point  of  falling  asleep. — Ulcerated  eruptions 
and  rhagades  of  the  lips. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  the  teeth  feel  dull  and  elongated. — 
Drawing  in  the  teeth  and  gums.-— Swelling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth. — °Stomacace. — Burning  vesicles  in  the  mouth. — 
Tenacious  mucus  in  the  mouth. 

Throat. — Sore  throat,  with  painful  swallowing  in  the  fau- 
ces.— Spasmodic  contraction  of  the  fauces. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  watery  and  flat. — Sour  taste 
in  the  mouth,  and  of  beef-soup. — Loss  of  hunger. — Desire 
for  coffee,  with  inclination  to  vomit  after  tasting  of  it. — 
Heartburn. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Inclination  to  vomit,  mostly  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach,  with  pressure  in  the  pit. 
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Stomach* — Pain  in  the  stomach,  with  bloating, — Feeling 
of  coldness  in  the  stomach. — Burning  in  the  stomach  and  pit 
of  the  stomach,  especially  after  eating* — Stitches  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  when  taking  a  deep  breath,  or  when  breathing 
rapidly,  talking  or  touching  the  parts. 

Abdomen, — Distention  of  the  abdomen  as  if  it  would  bursty 
with  oppression  and  stoppage  of  breath. — Drawing  and  turn- 
ing sensation  in  the  abdomen. — Throbbing  in  the  abdomen. — 
°  Flatulent  colic. — Flatulence  protruding  from  the  abdominal 
ring. 

Stool. — *  Tenesmus  at  stooL — *Small,  bloody,  dysenteric 
stools,  with  discharge  of  mucus,  preceded  by  flatulent  colic* 
— ° Nocturnal  diarrhoea,  with  burning  at  the  anus. — Blind 
varices  of  the  anus,  with  burning  at  stool. 

Urine. —  Tenesmus  of  the  bladder. —  Frequent,  almost  in* 
effectual  urging  to  urinate. — Burning  when  urinating. — Spas- 
modic cutting  contraction  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder. — Cut- 
ting and  stinging  in  the  urethra  between  the  acts  of  micturi- 
tion.— *Gonorrhceal  purulent  discharge  from  the  urethra. — 
°  Discharge  of  blood  from  the  urethra? — ° Catarrh  of  the 
bladder  ? 

Male  Parts. — Impotence,  with  coldness  of  the  sexual  parts. 
— Violent  erections,  early. — The  whole  body  trembles  while 
engaged  in  amorous  intercourse. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — *Cough,  most  violent  in  the  evening 
and  at  night,  with  pains  in  other  parts,  especially  in  the  head 
and  bladder,  as  if  the  parts  would  fly  to  pieces,  or  with  pres- 
sure in  the  throat  and  ear,  as  if  an  ulcer  would  break. — Cough 
after  drinking  coffee. — Cough  with  fetid  breath  and  offensive 
taste  in  the  mouth. 

Chest  and  Respiration.—  Disposed  to  draw  a  long  breath. 
Asthma  as  if  from  the  stomach. — Constrictive  pain  in  the 
chest. — Stinging  in  the  chest  when  drawing  breath. — Beating 
pain  in  the  chest,  with  stoppage  of  breath  and  aggravated  by 
motion. 

Extremities. — Drawing  tearing  in  the  back. — Stiffness  of 
the  nape  of  the  neck. — Tension  in  the  knees  and  rigidity  in 
the  calves  wThen  walking. 

34— CARBO  ANIMALIS. 

General  Symptoms. Aching  pains  in  the  joints  and 

muscles  of  the  extremities. — Burning  pains.  —  Nocturnal 
pains  in  the  joints. — The  joints  feel  lame  and  bruised,  weak, 
they  are  liable  to  cracking  and  turning. — ° Arthritic  stiflhess 
and  nodosities  of  the  joints.

— Weary  and  lazy  early  in  the 
morning. — *Very  much  exhausted  from  walking. — ^Sensitive 
to  the  open  air,  Especially  in  the  winter. — Vascular  excite- 
ment, disposed  to  get  heated. — ° Epilepsy. 

Skin* — Itching  of  the  whole  body,  especially  in  the  eve- 
ning, in  bed . — Ery  sipel as.  — °  Chilblains.  —  *Hard,  painfn I 
glandular  swellings. — Swelling  of  external  parts  with  burn- 
ing pain. 

Sleep* — Falls  asleep  late,  sleepless  at  night,  owing  to  rest- 
lessness, anguish,  vascular  orgasm  and  danger  of  suffocation. 
— Horrid  visions  before  falling  asleep. — Sleep  fall  of  fanciful 
ravings,  with  crying,  talking  and  moaning. 

Fever. — Chilliness,  in  the  evening  in  bed,  with  sweat  dur- 
ing sleep. — The  feet  and  hands  are  very  cold  in  the  evening. 
— Heat  at  night. — * Sweats  readily  in  the  day-time,  -especially 
when  eating  and  walking. — *Fetid,  or  debilitating  night  and 
morning  sweats,  Especially  on  the  thighs. 

Emotive  Sphere.  —  Homesick,  feeling  as  if  abandoned, 
with  weeping. — Full  of  fright  in  the  evening.  —  Hopeless, 
desponding. —  Tendency  to  start. — Alternately  merry  and  sad, 
or  exceeding  irritability  or  quiet  ill-humour. 

Sentient  Sphere* — Frequent  confusion  and  stupefaction, 
especially  early  in  the  morning. — Gloomy  head  in  the  morn- 
ing*— *  Vertigo,  early  in  the  morning ;  with  nausea,  when 
raising  one's-self  from  a  stooping  or  recumbent  posture  ;  or 
with  obscuration  of  sight  when  moving  the  head. 

Head* — Headache,  early  in  the  morning,  as  after  intoxica- 
tion.— Headache  in  cool  air,  worse  in  damp  air.

— Swelling 
of  the  periosteum  behind  the  ear. — Swelling  of  the  parotid 
glands. 

Nose* — The  tip  of  the  nose  is  red  and  cracked,  with  burn- 
ing pain. — Swelling  of  the  nose,  it  is   covered  with  scurfy 
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pimples. — (Cancer  of  the  nose  ?) — Peeling  off  of  the  skin  of 
the  nose. — The  nasal  bones  are  painful. — Bleeding  of  the 
nose,  after  vertigo  or  headache. 

Facet — °  Erysipelas  of  the  face. — Rose-coloured,  smooth 
spots  in  the  face,  they  feel  thick. — Painless  acne  rosacea,  or 
eruption  of  pimples  in  the  face. — Swelling  of  the  mouth  and 
lips,  with  burning. — Blisters  on  the  lips. — Cracked,  bleeding 
lips. 

Teeth, — Toothache  of  a  drawing  nature  while  eating  bread, 
or  beating  when  taking  a  cold  drink. — The  teeth  are  very 
loose. — Red,  painful  swelling  and  bleeding  of  the  gums. — 
Pustules  on  the  gums. — *Drawing  pain  in  the  gums. 

Mouth. — Fetor  of  the  mouth. — Burning  vesicles  in  the 
mouth  and  on  the  tongue. — Dry  tongue  and  gums. — *Dry 
mouth. 

Throat* — Sore  throat  as  if  raw,  with  scraping  and  sting- 
ing in  the  fauces,  down  to  the  stomach. — A  good  deal  of  mu- 
cus in  the  throat,  with  hawking. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — *  Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  -espe- 
cially early  in  the  morning. — Slimy  sour  taste. — Aversion 
to  fat  and  tobacco,  causing  nausea. — ° Dyspepsia,  with  distress 
after  almost  every  meal. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — ^Eructations  -tasting  of  the  ingesta, 
or  °sour. — ° Ineffectual  eructations  with  pain. — Scraping  heart- 
burn.— °Hiccough  after  eating. — ^Rising  of  sour  water. — 

*  Nausea,  -also  at  night. — Fainting  sort  of  qualmishness. — 

*  Water  brash. 

Stomach. — ^Pressure  at  the  stomach,  °as  from  a  load,  -be- 
fore breakfast  and  in  the  evening  after  lying  down,- — *  Con- 
tractive cardial gia. — °  Griping -tearing  the  stomach. — Audible 
rumbling  in  the  stomach. — °Burning  in  the  stomach. 

Abdomen* — Pain  in  the  liver  as  if  sore,  when  touching  it. 
— ^Pressure  and  cutting  in  the  region  of  the  liver. — Disten- 
tion of  the  abdomen. — Constriction  and  griping  of  the  abdo- 
men.— Cutting  and  shocks  in  the  groins. — Inguinal  hernia. — 

*  Audible  rumbling  in  the  abdomen. — ° Incarceration  of  flatu- 
lence.— Fetid  flatulence. 

Stool  and  Anus* —  Ineffectual  urging  to  stool,  only  flatulence 
being  passed. — Hard,  knotty  stool.— ^Frequent  stools. — Stool 
is  preceded  by  drawing  from  the  anus  to  the  pudendum. —

—  Numerous  noc- 
turnal emissions  followed  by  weakness  and  oppressive 
anxiety. 

Female  Parts, — Premature  menses.-- *Burning-smarting, 
or  -yellow-staining  leucorrJma. — °Thin,  fetid  lochia. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.  —  Stoppage  of  the  nose.  —Dry 
coryza.— Fluent  coryza  with  loss  of  smell  and  a  good  deal  of 
sneezing  and  y  awning- 
Windpipe. —  Catarrh,  evening  and  at  night. — Nocturnal 
aphonia. — Hoarseness  early  in  the  morning. — Rough  cough, 
with  sore  pain  in  the  throat.  — Dry  nocturnal  cough. — Suffo- 
cative cough,  in  the  evening  after  falling  asleep. — Morning- 
cough,  with  expectoration,  owing  to  dryness  of  the  throat. — 
Cough  with  expectorations  of  greenish  pus,  and  stitching  in 
the  right  side  of  the  chest. — ° Suppuration  of  the  lungs? 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Panting  breathing. — Rattling 
in  the  chest,  in  the  evening,  in  bed. — Tightness  of  the  chest, 
morning  and  after  eating. — Suffocative  constriction  of  the 
chest,  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed. — Stinging  in  the  chest, 
when  drawing  breath  as  from  an  ulcer. — Feeling  of  coldness 
in  the  chest.-—  Palpitation  of  the  heart,  early  in  the  morning, 
in  the  evening,  and  when  singing  church  music, — ° Painful 
induration  in  the  mammee. — ° Erysipelatous  inflammation  of 
the  mammae  of  lying-in  females. 

Trilllk. — Pain  the  back,  at  night* — Pressing  and  stitching 
in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  drawing  a  long  breath. — Burn- 
ing pain  at  the  coccyx,  when  touching  it.

straining  by  lifting. — *  Burning  pains  in  the  limbs  and  bones. — 
*Throbbing  in  the  body,  here  and  there. — ° Ailments  caused 
by  straining  in  lifting,  and  by  riding  in  a  carriage.— °  Chronic 
ailments  caused  by  abuse  of  cinchona. — ° Morbid  conditions 
like  influenza. — ° Cholera. — *Tremor  and  twitching  of  sin- 
gle limbs,  in  the  day-time. — *  The  limbs  go  to  sleep. — Paraly- 
sis. —Most  of  the  pains  come  on  during  a  walk  in  the  open 
air. — The  limbs,  early  in  the  morning,  after  rising,  feel  lamed 
and  bruised. — Debility  of  the  bends  of  the  joints. — *  Very 
weak,  sometimes  unto  fainting,  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed, 
or  when  beginning  to  walk. — *  Sudden  'prostration  of  strength. 
— Towards  noon  he  feels  weary  all  over,  with  disposition  to 
lean  the  head  against  something  and  to  rest  himself.— ° Par- 
alysis and  complete  collapse  of  pulse  in  the  Cholera  Asiatica.

Skin. — Formication  over  the  whole  skin. — Itching  all 
over,  in  the  evening-,  after  getting  warm  in  bed. — Burning  of 
the  skin,  here  and  there. — °Itch,  especially  dry,  like  rash. — 
*Fine,  granular  eruption. — Nettlerash. — °Herpes. — °Reddish- 
brown  moles. — ° Aneurisms  by  anastomosis. — ° Aneurisms. — 
Painless  ulcers  at  the  tips  of  the  fingers  and  toes. — *Readily 
bleeding,  fetid  ulcers,  with  burning  pain,  and  acrid,  ichorous 
pus. — ° Chilblains. — ° Varices. — °Glandular  indurations. 

Sleep. — *Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  -passing  off  by 
motion. — Falls  asleep  late,  ^sleepless  owing  to  restlessness  of 
the  body. — °Nightly  raving  of  the  fancy,  with  starting  on 
account  of  anxious  dreams. 

Fever. — *  Chilliness  and  coldness  of  the  body. — Chilliness, 
evening  and  night,  followed  by  flushes  of  heat.— ° Intermit- 
tent fever,  with  thirst  only  during  the  chilly  stage. — °Frequent 
flushes  of  heat. — *  Night-sweat.— *  Sourish  morning-sweat. — 
°Typhoid  fevers,  with  loss  of  consciousness, — °Collapse  of 
pulse  during  ak  attack  of  cholera. — ^Disposed  to  sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *  Anguish  and  restlessness,  especially 
in  the  evening. — ° Dread  of  ghosts,  especially  at  night. — Lit- 
tle courage. — Whining  despair,  with  longing  for  death. — 
^Tendency  to  start. — *  Irritable,  and  passionate. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Sudden  weakness  of  memory,  peri- 
odically.— Slow   ideas.  —  Fixed   ideas.  — °Confused    head, — 
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Vertigo  when  moving  the  head  ever  so  little,  or  after  sleep- 
ing. 

Head* — °  Headache  from  getting  heated,  or  with  trembling 
of  the  jaws. — *Headache  with  nausea. — Nocturnal  headache. 
— Spasmodic  tension  in  the  brain,  or  pain  as  from  contraction 
of  the  scalp. — * Heaviness  of  the  head. —  Oppressive  headache, 
especially  above  the  eyes,  in  the  temples  and  occiput. — 
Drawing  pain  in  the  head,  from  the  nape  of  the  neck,  with 
nausea. — Stitches  in  the  sinciput. — ^Throbbing  in  the  head, 
with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  and  heat  in  the  same. 

Integuments  Of  the  Mead. — Tearing  in  the  outer  parts  of 
the  occiput  and  forehead,  frequently  emanating  from  the  limbs. 
— Painful  sensitiveness  of  the  scalp  to  external  pressure. — 
°Liability  of  the  head  to  taking  cold. — Tailing  out  of  the 
hair,  Especially  after  a  severe  illness. 

Eyes. — °Pain  in  the  eyes  from  straining  them  by  looking. 
— Pain  in  the  muscles  of  the  eye,  when  looking  upwards. — 
Itching,  smarting,  heat,  ^pressure  and  burning  in  the  eyes  and 
°canthi. — *Nightly  agglutination  of  the  eyes. — °  Hemorrhage 
from  the  eyes  with  violent  rush  of  blood  to  the  eyes. — 
Twitching  and  trembling  of  the  eyelids. — Near-sighted. 

Ears. — Otalgia,  in  the  evening. — Heat  and  redness  of  the 
outer  ear,  in  the  evening. —  Want  of  cerumen. — °Fetid  *otor- 
rhcea. — Stoppage  of  the  ears. — Ringing  and  *hu turning  in 
the  ears. — Swelling  of  the  parotid  glands. 

IVose* — *  Itching  of  the  nose  -with  tickling  and  internal 
tingling. — Scurfy  tip  of  the  nose. — *  Frequent  continual  bleed- 
ing of  the  nose,  especially  at  night  and  early  in  the  morning, 
with  pale  face. 

Face. — *Pale  face. — *Gray-y ellow  complexion. — ° Hippo- 
era  tic  countenance. — Tearing  and  drawing  in  the  fascial  bones. 
— Swelling  of  the  face  and  cheeks. — Crusta  lactea. — °Herpes 
in  the  face. — Ulcer  in  front  of  the  ear  and  below  the  jaw. — 
^Eruptions  in  the  face. — *Pimples  on  the  face  and  forehead, 
°also  like  acne.— Swelling  of  the  lips. —  Cr ached  lips. — Pus- 
tules on  the  lips.

Female  Parts. — * Premature  and  ° profuse  menses. — ° Menses 
too  scanty,  with  pale  blood.

— The  primary  symptoms  of  Causticum  manifest 
themselves  later  than  those  of  other  long-acting  drugs. — 
^Intolerable  restlessness  in  the  whole  body,  in  the  evening  and 
when  sitting,  with  anxiety  in  the  region  of  the  heart. — Very 
languid  and  faint  in  the  whole  body,  in  the  evening. — *Lam- 
ingt  tremulous  weakness,  and  unsteadiness  of  the  limbs,  when 
out  of  bed. — *  Very  sensitive  to  a  draught  of  air  and  to  cold. 
— °A  child  has  an  unsteady  gait  and  is  liable  to  falling. 

Skin. — Itching,  especially  of  the  back  and  calves. — °Itch. 
— °Rash  and  urticaria. — ° Herpes  with  itching  and  dampness. 
— °Phagedenic  blisters. —  *  Soreness  °of  children. — Painful 
corns. — *  Warts. — Panaritia. — *  Varices  of  pregnant  Temales. 

Sleep* — ^Drowsy  in  the  day-time. — No  sleep  at  night, 
owing  to  anguish,  restlessness,  dry  heat  and  other  ailments, 
with  frequent  starting. — Starting  when  on  the  point  of  fall- 
ing asleep. — Vexatious  dreams,  full  of  dispute  and  *anxiety. 
— Moves  his  arms  and  legs  a  good  deal  during  sleep.— 
*  Night-sweats. 

Fever* — *  Very  chilly. — Nocturnal  chilliness  with  pains  in 
the  back,  followed  by  sweat  all  over. — *Sweats  profusely 
when  walking  in  the  open  air. 

Emotive  Sphere* — * Melancholy  and  sad  thoughts  day  and 
night,  with  weeping. — °Hypochondria. — * Apprehensive  anx- 
iety.— Full  of  fear  at  night. — Mistrust  for  the  future. — 
°Hopeless. — *  Vexed  and  vehement — Quarrelsome,  disputa- 
tive. — Not  disposed  to  work.— °Tendency  to  start. — *Very 
irritable,  vehement. 

Sentient  Sphere* — Weak  memory. — Absence  of  mind. 
— *  Dizziness  and  dulness  of  the  head,  as  from  being  com- 
pressed.— Intoxication  as  if  one  would  fall  down  all  at  once. 
—  Vertigo  and  weakness  in  the  head,  with  anxiety.

* Roaring,  ^buzzing  reports  in  the  ears  and  head. 

Nose. — Itching  of  the  tip  and  wings  of  the  nose. — *  Erup- 
tions at  the  tip  of  the  nose. — Blows  blood  from  his  nose  every 
morning. — Nose-bleed. 

Face. — Yellow  complexion,  especially  on  the  temples, 
with  pale,  bluish  lips. — °Tension  on  the  fascial  bones. — 
Burning  of  the  cheeks,  especially  in  the  region  of  the  zygo- 
mata.— *  Arthritic  pains  in  the  jaws. — Tension  and  feeling  of 
swelling  under  the  jaw,  impeding  the  opening  of  the  mouth. 
— Eruption  in  the  face. — °Semilateral  paralysis  of  the  face. — 
Spasms  of  the  lips. — Soreness  and  eruption  on  the  lips  and 
in  the  corners  of  the  mouth. — Herpes  on  the  lower  lip. — 
Tensive  drawing  pain  and  inflammatory  swelling  under  the 
chin. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  from  air  penetrating  into  the  mouth 
when  opening  it.-  -Sore  pain,  or  drawing  and  tearing,  *beating 
or  stinging  in  the  teeth. — *  Painful  feeling  of  looseness  and  elon- 
gation of  the  teeth. — ° Fistula  dentalis. — °Chronic  suppuration 
of  the  gums.

— Hawks  up  a  good  deal  of  mucus,  especially  early  in 
the  morning. — c Influenza. — Catarrh,  with  cough  and  smarting 
as  from  excoriation  of  the  chest. — inability  to  raise  the  de- 
tached mucus. — Cough  caused  by  talking  and  cold.—  Night- 
cough. — *  Short  cough  -owing  to  titillation  and  rawness  in  the 
throat. — Dry,  hollow  cough,  with  sore  pain  in  the  chest. — 
Battling  in  the  chest  when  coughing. — Pain  in  the  hip,  when 
coughing. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— ^Shortness  of  breath.— ^Spas- 
modic tightness  of  the  chest. — Sudden  stoppage  of  breath 
when  talking  or  walking  rapidly. — The  clothes  feel  tight  on 
the  chest.

— Cracking  in  the  joints,  especi- 
ally of  the  lower  limbs. — °  Ailments  caused  by  coffee,  a  cold  or 
by  chagrin. — °  Gastric,  bilious,  hypochondriac  and  hysteric 
affections. — *Spasms  of  internal  and  external  organs,  convul- 
sions of  single  parts,  Especially  in  children  during  the  period 
of  dentition,  in  lying-in  women,  pregnant  women,  and  wo- 
men generally. — °Catalepsy. — °Epilepsy.  —  °The  child  lies 
insensible,  changing  its  colour  frequently,  with  cough,  rattling, 
yawning  and  stretching.—*  Various  ailments  of  females,  preg- 
nant and  lying-in  women,  children  and  new-born  infants. — At- 
tacks of  weakness  and  fainting,  Especially  in  hysteric  women. 
— *  Lame  feeling  in  the  parts  where  the  pain  has  abated. — 
*  The  whole  nervous  system  is  very  irritable  and  sensitive. — 
Very  much  disposed  to  lie  down. — *The  child  is  not  quiet  un- 
til carried  about. — *  Very  sensitive  to  open  air,  especially  to 
wind. — °Emaciation  of  children. — *Sudden  prostration  as 
soon  as  the  pain  commences. — °Fainting  turns. 

.kin* — *Bash  °  especially  of  children.—  °  Soreness  of  chil- 
dren.—*  Unwholesome  skin.— Ulcers  with  tingling,  smarting, 
burning,  or  shooting  pains  and  intolerance  of  contact.— in- 
flammatory glandular  swellings.—  °  Erysipelas. 

Sleep. — *  Sopor,  or  half  sleep,  -with  feverish  restlessness, 
moaning,  starting,  short  breath,  thirst.  —  Drowsy ,  without 
being  able  to  sleep.  —* Nocturnal  sleeplessness  with  paroxysms 
of  anguish.  —  Looks  gloomy  and  vexed  during  sleep.  —  •Talk- 
ing, crying,  screaming  and  starting  and  tossing  about  during 
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*fe^p.—°During  sleep,  he  spreads  the  thighs,  or  *with  hot, 
clammy  sweat  on  the  forehead. 

Fever. — * Shuddering  of  single  parts,  with  or  without  ex- 
ternal coldness.  — *Flying  chills  in  the  evening,  with  burning 
of  the  cheeks. — *Constant  alternation  of  shuddering  and 
coldness  on  single  parts,  with  heat  of  other  parts. — *Shud- 
dering  with  internal  heat.— Sensation  of  heat  externally,  with- 
out any  warmth  being  perceived. — *  Burning  heat  with  smart- 
ing, sour  sweat. — ° Fever  with  nightly  exacerbations,  inclination 
to  vomit,  tearing  in  the  abdomen,  diarrhoea  and  painful  mic- 
turition.—0 Catarrhal  and  rheumatic,  gastric  and  bilious  fevers, 
— ° Puerperal  fevers. — *  Fevers  withfuribond  delirium. 

Emotive  Sphere.  —  *Hypochondriac  paroxysms,  with 
crushing  sensation  (hard-aching  pain)  in  the  pit  of  the  sto- 
mach.— *  Restlessness,  with  anxious  moaning  and  tossing  about. 
— *  Vexed  and  whining  mood,  with  crying,  frequently  on  ac- 
count of  a  former  or  imaginary  insult. — ° Crying  of  newborn 
infants. — °The  child  is  not  quiet  until  carried  about.

—  Wakeful  reverie, 
as  though  one  were  hard  of  hearing  and  were  on  that  account 
unable  to  comprehend  what  is  said. — Diminished  power  of 
comprehension. — Liable  to  making  mistakes  in  talking. — 
Joyless  apathy.—  Staggering  as  from  intoxication  when  rising 
from  bed. — *  Vertigo  -early  in  the  morning,  after  eating  or 
drinking  coffee. — Attacks  of  vertigo  as  if  one  would  faint. — 
♦Vertigo  with  obscuration  of  sight. 

Head. — Headache  during  sleep,  or  early  in  the  morning 
on  waking,  as  if  the  head  would  fly  to  pieces. — * Heaviness 
and  bruising  feeling  of  the  head. — °Hemicrania. — *Semila- 
teral  drawing  and  tearing  in  the  head. — *  Stitching  headache 
°from  suppression  of  sweat,  or  after  a  cold. — Rush  of  blood 
to  the  head,  with  beating  in  the  brain. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes,  as  if  sore,  especially  in  the 
canthi. — Stitches  in  the  eyes. — Burning  and  feeling  of  heat 
in  the  eyes. — * 'Inflammation  of  the  eyes  and  margins  of  the 
lids,  with  aching  pains,  Especially  after  a  cold,  in  new-born 
infants  and  arthritic  persons. — Ecchymosis  in  the  whites  of 
the  eye  and  *hcemorrhage  from  the  eyes. — The  margins  of 
the  eyelids  are  very  dry. — ° Yellowness  of  the  sclerotica. — 

*  Agglutination  of  the  lids  during  sleep, — °  Spasmodic  closing 
of  the  lids,  with  weight  in  the  same,  they  are  drawn  down. — 

*  Twitching  of  the  eyes  and  lids.—°  Distortion  of  the  eyes. — 
*T winkling  before  the  eyes. — Obscuration  of  vision  on  onp 
eye  when  looking  on  any  thing  white. 
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Ears. — *  Otalgia,  with  stitching  and  tearing,  or  drawing 
and  tension. — ^Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  parotid  gland, 
with  sore  throat. — *Ringing  or  humming  in  the  ears. — Illu- 
sion of  hearing,  at  night,  as  though  one  heard  the  voice  of 
absent  persons. — °Discharge  from  the  ears. 

Nose. — Nose  sore  and  ulcerated. —  Very  sensitive  smell. 

Face. — °  Pale  face,  with  cold  cheeks  and  hot  forehead. — 
*Frequent  change  of  colour. — *One  cheek  is  red,  the  other 
pale. — *Red,  hot  face. — ° Erysipelas  of  the  face,  after  tooth- 
ache.— °Bloat  and  ^swelling  of  the  face  and  one  part  of  the 
head,  °with  hardness,  blueness  and  throbbing  in  the  cheek.-— 
°Swelling  of  the  temple,  with  pain  when  touching  it. — Red 
rash  on  the  cheeks. — *  Convulsions  of  the  facial  muscles. — 
The  lips  crack  and  peel  off. — Scurfy  borders  of  the  lips. — 
Twiichings  of  the  lips. — Spasm  in  the  jaws  with  the  teeth 
set 

Teeth. — *  Toothache  after  taking  cold,  with  drawing  jerks 
in  the  jaws. — *  Toothache  after  eating  and  drinking,  especially 
after  coffee  and  warm  drinks. — °Toothache  and  difficult  den- 
tition, with  continual  chewing  and  thrusting  the  fingers  into 
the  mouth. — ^Nocturnal  toothache,  intolerable,  with  swelling 
of  the  cheeks,  aggravated  by  drinking  cold  and  by  the 
warmth  of  the  bed. — *S welling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth. — *Dry  mouth  -or  flow  of  saliva. — * Froth  at  the 
mouth. — *Fetid  odour  of  the  mouth,  after  dinner. — *Red 
°cracked  tongue. — Vesicles  on  and  under  the  tongue,  with 
stinging  pains. — °  Convulsive  motions  of  the  tongue. — ° Aphtha?. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  when  swallowing,  as  from  a  lump 
in  the  throat. — Difficulty  of  swallowing  when  lying,  or  diffi- 
culty of  swallowing  solid  food. — °Burning  heat  in  the  fauces 
and  mouth,  down  to  stomach. — °Sore  throat  of  children  and 
when  caused  by  a  cold,  with  dark  redness  of  the  fauces. — 
Rattling  noise  in  the  throat. — *Sore  throat,  with  swelling  of 
the  parotid  glands,  °or  of  the  submaxillary  glands. — Sting- 
ing and  burning  in  the  larynx. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — *  Taste  bitter  or  foul — Bread  tastes 
sour. — No  desire  for  food  or  drink,  with  loathing  at  the  mere 
sight  of  food. — Aversion  to  coffee,  or  else  violent  desire  for 
it. — After  a  meal,  heat  in  the  face,  fulness  and  distention  of 
the  stomach  and  abdomen,  with  inclination  to  vomit. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations,  with  increase  of  the 
pains  in  the  stomach  and  abdomen. — *Sour  eructations. — 
Inclination  to  vomit,  after  a  meal,  especially  early  in  the 
morning,  or  with  suffocative  fits,  after  drinking  coffee. — Faint- 
ing sort  of  nausea  and  qualmishness. — *  Vomiting  of  bile, — 
°Slimy  or  *sour  vomiting.

Stomacht — ° Cardialgia. — *  Aching  pain  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  as  from  a  stone,  after  every  meal,  with  stoppage  of 
breath,  can  only  be  lessened  by  bending  forward  and  by  rest. 

Abdomen. — *  Anxious  fulness  and  tension  in  the  hypo- 
chondria and  pit  of  the  stomach. — °Liver-grown. — °Dia- 
phragmitis  ? — °Hepatitis. — °Burning  in  the  hypochondria  and 
pit  of  the  stomach.

— Cutting  colic,  owing  to  a  cold. — °  Abdominal 
spasms. — #Pressing  towards  the  abdominal  ring. — ° Inguinal 
hernia. — ^Flatulent  colic  with  distention  of  the  abdomen, 
°also  in  children. — ^Compression  in  the  bowels. — °Stitching, 
especially  when  coughing,  sneezing^  or  touching  the  parts. 

StOOl  and  After. — ^Diarrhoea,  generally  watery,  green, 
slimy,  or  like  stirred  eggs. — ° Acrid,  excoriating,  and  *hot, 
fetid  diarrhoeic  stools. — °Nocturnal  ^diarrhoea,  consisting  of 
white  mucus,  with  colicky  pains  in  the  bowels.  — °Diarrhoea 
during  dentition. — ^Undigested  stools. 

Urine. — Anxious  urging  to  urinate. — °Hot,  yellow  urine, 
with  flocculent  sediment. — °Turbid  urine,  with  yellowish 
sediment. 

Female  Parts. — *  Metrorrhagia,  consisting  of  occasional 
discharge  of  coagulaof  dark  blood,  with  labour-like  pressing 
from  the  small  of  the  back  to  the  sexual  organs. — °Painful 
after-pains. — ° Puerperal  fever. — °Metritis  ? — Yellow,  smart- 
ing, leucorrhcea. — ° Abdominal  spasms  of  pregnant  females. 

Windpipe. — *  Catarrh  and  hoarseness,  with  tenacious  mu- 
cus in  the  windpipe,  Especially  in  children  and  after  a  cold. 
—  °Bronchitis. —  °Membranous  croup? — ° Burning  in  the 
larynx. — *Cough  arising  from  constant  tickling  under  the 
sternum. — *  Cough,  °morning  and  evening,  *with  tickling  in 
the  throat-pit  and  °smoky  feeling  in  the  chest,  especially  when 
talking. — °Catarrhal  cough  of  children  in  winter. —  *Dry 
Cough,  more  violent  at  night,  and  continuing  during  sleep. — 
*Cough  of  children  after  crying  from  anger.— °Rough,  dry 
cough,  after  measles. — Suffocative  paroxysms,  especially 
after  midnight. — °Loose  cough.—  °Cough,  with  expectoration 
of  a  tenacious,  bitter  substance,  early  in  the  morning. —

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drawing  breath. — Burning  in  the  chest,  with  dulness  of  the 
head. — °Sore  nipples. — ° Indurated  mammce. — Suppression  of 
the  milk,  with  relaxed  mammae, 

Trunk. — Pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  at  night. — Rheu- 
matic drawing  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  back  and 
thighs,  at  night,  aggravated  by  motion. — Opisthotonos,  with 
rigid  stretching  out  of  the  body. — Inflammatory  swelling  of 
the  cervical  glands. 

# Upper  Extremities, — The  arms  go  to  sleep,  and  feel  stiff 
when  grasping  any  thing  with  the  hands. — °  Convulsions  of 
the  arms.

^Twitching  of  the  fingers. — °Nocturnal  laming  pains  in  the 
arms. 

Lower  Extremities. — °Coxagra. — Drawing  tearing  in  the 
lower  limbs,  down  to  the  soles,  worst  at  night  and  when-  sit- 
ting.— Tension  of  the  muscles  of  the  thighs  and  legs. — Noc- 
turnal laming  tearing  in  the  feet. — Crampy  feeling  in  the 
calves,  especially  at  night. 
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General  Symptoms. — Laming  drawing  and  lameness  of 
single  parts. — Numbness  of  single  limbs. — Prickings  here 
and  there. — Crampy  pains. — Very  weary  and  lazy,  early  in 
the  morning. — Dread  of  motion,  with  difficulty  to  go  about. 
— Malaise,  without  any  particular  pain. — ° Inveterate,  foul, 
phagedenic  ulcers. 

Sleep. — Drawing,  disposed  to  lie  down,  without  being  able 
to  sleep.

Nose* — Itching  of  the  nose*— -Trembling  and  twitching  in 
the  tip  of  the  nose. 

Face, — Red  face,  without  heat. — Itching  tension  and 
drawing  in  the  malar  bone. — °Itching  on  the  face  and  fore- 
head.— °Herpes  in  the  face,  especially  on  the  knee. 

Teeth. — Toothache  in  the  lower  jaw  when  touching  the 
teeth,  with  looseness  of  the  same. 

Mouth  and  Throat. — Dry  mouth,  with  thirst. — Flow  of 
water  in  the  mouth. — Sore  throat,  like  choking,  when  swal- 
lowing too  large  a  morsel. —  Tension  in  the  region  of  the 
larynx,  with  contraction  of  the  fauces  and  difficult  deglutition. 
— Burning  and  roughness  in  the  throat. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Taste  flat  or  bitter. — *Ailments 
caused  by  milk,  ° especially  flatulence. — Eructations  tasting  of 
the  ingesta. — Hiccough. 

Stomach. — Pain  in  the  stomach,  gnawing  and  digging, 
going  off  after  eating. — Contractive  cardialgia. — Crampy 
pain  and  throbbing  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  anxious 
breathing. — Feeling  of  coldness  or  burning  in  the  stomach. — 
Stitches  in  the  region  of  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach. 

Abdomen. — Colic  with  spasmodic  retraction  of  the  navel, 
nausea. — Continual  cutting  colic  after  eating. — Turns  of  cut- 
ting in  the  abdomen,  with  soft  stools, — Dull  stitching  below 
the  navel,  obliging  one  to  bend  double. 

Stool. — Stool  hard,  knotty,  with  pressing. — Nocturnal  di- 
arrhceic  stools. 

Urine. —  Urine  pale,  frequent  and  copious,  or  too  scanty. 

Female  Parts. — Profuse  and  delaying  menses. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Dry  Coryza  and  stoppage  of  the 
nose. — Difficulty  of  breathing  and  tightness  of  the  chest. 

Windpipe. — Cough,  attended  with  hard  hearing. — Pres- 
sure at  the  chest  when  drawing  breath. 

Trunk. —  Tearing  pain,  with  pressure  in  the  bach,  as  if  the 
lumbar  vertebras  would  be  broken,  only  when  inclining  for- 
wards or  backwards. 

Upper  Extremities. — Lameness  of  the  muscles  of  the  arm, 
with  difficulty  and  painful  motion. — Swelling  of  the  veins  of 
the  hands. —  The  fingers  become  numb,  yellow,  cold,  with  blue 
nails. 

Lower  Extremities. — Lameness  of  the  thigh  and  knee, 
when  setting  the  foot  down. — Laming  drawing  from  the  hip 
to  the  toes. — Crampy  feeling  and  contraction  of  the  soles. 
—  The  toes  feel  numb  and  dead. 
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General  Symptoms. — *Stretching  drawing  or  jerking  and 
stitching  tearing,  mostly  in  the  extremities  and  long  bones, 
with  lameness  and  weakness  of  the  affected  parts. — ° Rheu- 
matic tearing  in  the  extremities,  when  commencing  to  walk. 
— *Pa.ins  aggravated  by  contact,  or  at  night. — ^Uneasiness  in 
the  affected  parts,  they  have  to  be  moved  about. — Some 
parts  feel  full  and  numb. — *The  parts  on  which  one  lies 
go  to  sleep. — ° Ailments  arising  from  abuse  of  mercury  or 
tea. — °Hysteric  and  hypochondriac,  chlorotic,  icteric,  gas- 
tric and  bilious  complaints. — ° Arthritic,  hard,  red  swelling 
of  single  parts. — ° Dropsy  of  single  parts  and  of  the  whole 
body. — °I11  effects  of  chagrin,  a  cold,  especially  of  excessive 
loss  of  animal  fluids. — °ls  especially  suitable  to  females. — 
*  General,  tremulous  debility,  with  difficulty  of  walking  and 
disposition  to  sweat  during  exercise  or  sleep. — Excessive  viva- 
city with  staring  eyes. — Chorea. — *  Excessive  sensitiveness  of 
the  whole  nervous  system- — *  Aversion  to  bodily  and  mental 
labour. — *  Painful  weariness  of  the  extremities,  with  sensation 
as  if  lamed  and  bruised. — ^Heaviness  of  the  extremities, 
especially  the  thighs.

Skin. — The  whole  skin  is  excessively  sensitive. — *  Yellow 
colour  of  the  skin. — aRelaxed,  dry  skin. — °Soreness  of  chil- 
dren.— Humid  gangrene. — Boring  stitching  and  throbbing  in 
the  ulcers. — °Chlorosis. — ° Anasarca. — ° Arthritic  and  rheu- 
matic, hard,  red,  hot  swellings. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  frequently  with  palpita- 
tion of  the  heart. — Yawning,  stretching  of  the  limbs. — *One 
is  unable  to  fall  asleep,  owing  to  many  plans  and  ideas  crowd- 
ing upon  one's  mind. — ^Sleeplessness  with  headache,  or  ca- 
nine hunger.

Head. — °Hemicrania  with  vomiting  and  nausea  ? — °ITead- 
ache  from  suppressed  catarrh. — ^Heaviness  of  the  head,  with 
languor. — °Headache  in  the  forehead,  when  opening  the 
eyes. — *The  brain  feels  bruised,  with  pressing  boring  in  the 
vertex,  aggravated  by  thinking  or  talking. — *Sore  pain  in 
the  brain,  when  walking  in  the  wind. — *  Headache  especially 
at  night,  with  sleeplessness,  or  worse  in  the  open  air. — *  Jerk- 
ing tearing  in  the  head,  or  tearing  with  pressure. — ^Headache 
as  though  the  head  would  fly  to  pieces. — Stitching  headache, 
with  violent  throbbing  in  the  temple. — *Rush  of  blood  to  the 
head,  with  heat  and  fulness  in  the  head. — *Painful  balancing 
of  the  brain  as  though  it  were  striking  against  the  skull, 
°obliging  one  to  move  the  head  up  and  down. — *The  head- 
ache is  aggravated  by  contact,  motion  °or  by  setting  the  foot 
on  the  ground,  also  by  a  draught  of  air  or  walking  in  the 
wind.

hairy  scalp,  especially  when  walking  in  the  open  air. 

Eyes. — °Pain  like  pressure  from  without  inward  at  the 
margin  of  the  orbit. — Smarting  with  pressure  in  the  eyes. — 
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*  Ophthalmia  with  evening- exacerbation,  °also  in  scrofulous 
individuals. — °Faint  eyes. — °Protruded  eyes.  — °The  cornea 
looks  dull  and  the  back-ground  of  the  eye  smoky. — *Laeh- 
rymation,  with  tingling  in  the  internal  surface  of  the  lid. — 
^Incipient  amaurosis. — °Musc8B  volitantes  and  darkness  be- 
fore the  eyes. — Photophobia. — °When  reading  the  letters 
look  pale,  surrounded  with  a  white  border  and  blurred. 

Ears* — Tearing,  generally  externally. — °Stinging,  ^hum- 
ming and  ringing  in  the  ears. — Hard  hearing. — Redness  and 
heat  of  the  outer  ear,  especially  the  lobules. — Eruption  in  the 
concha. 

SfOSC — Nose  hot  and  red  — * Bleeding  from  the  nose  and 
mouth. — *Frequent  nose-bleed. 

Face* — *Prosopalgia,  °also  nervous. — Heat  and  redness 
of  the  face,  especially  of  the  cheeks  and  lobules. — *JPale7 
livid,  also  °dark-yellow  face. — *  Sunken  face,  with  hollow  eyes 
surrounded  with  blue  margins,  and  pointed  nose. — *Red, 
bloated  face. — *Pale,  sickly  appearance.— *Heat  and  redness 
of  the  face. — *Lips  dry,  parched  and  with  a  black  streak. — 
Cracked  lips. — Swelling  of  the  lips. — Itching-burning  ulcers 
on  the  lips  and  tongue. — Pain  and  swelling  of  the  submax- 
illary glands. 

T€Cth  • — Toothache,  jerking-tearing  or  else  aching-draw- 
ing, caused  by  contact  with  the  open  air  or  by  exposure  to  a 
draught  of  air. — Distressing  dull  pain  in  hollow  teeth. — 
*Throbbing  toothache. — Vacillating  teeth  which  are  only 
painful  when  chewing. — Black  sordes  on  the  teeth. — *The 
toothache  appears  principally  at  night,  and  after  eating ;  it 
is  lessened  by  pressing  the  teeth  together,  Aggravated  by 
merely  touching  them. 

Mouth* — Dryness. — Slimy  mouth,  with  flat,  watery  taste. 
— °  Blood-spitting. — °Cracked,  black,  or  ^yellow-coated  tongue. 
— Burning  stitches  in  the  tongue. — Painful  swelling  at  the 
side  of  the  tongue,  posteriorly. — ° Aphonia. — *Ptyalism, 
°also  after  abuse  of  mercury. 

Throat* — °Dryness  of  the  fauces. — Stinging  sore-throat, 
mostly  when  swallowing,  or  caused  by  even  a  slight  draught 
of  air. 

Appetite  and  Taste*— °Clayey  taste  in  the  mouth  and  of 
the  food. — Sour  or  *bitter  taste,  also  of  food  and  drink. — 
*  Aversion  to  food  and  drink,  with  feeling  of  fulness. — *A 
good-deal  of  thirst. — *Canine  hunger  with  flat  taste  in  the 
mouth. — *  Appetite  only  while  eating,  with  indifference  to 
every  kind  of  food. — *  Desire  for  a  variety  of  things,  also 
for  this  or  that  dainty,  without  knowing  which. — Shuddering 
or  chilliness  with  goose-flesh,  also  stitches  in  the  chest  or  co- 
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lie,  every  time  one  takes  a  drink. — *  Aversion  to  beer. — 
*Desire  for  wine  and  sour  things. — *  After  eating,  malaise, 
drowsiness,  oppressive  fulness  in  the  stomach  and  abdomen, 
weariness  and  laziness. — *Dyspepsia. — °Does  not  digest  a 
late  supper. 

Gastric  §yw$ttom$.---*  Eructations  after  eating,  bitter  or 
°sourish. — *Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta. — *Heartburn, 
-flow  of  water  in  the  mouth,  ineffectual  retching  and  pres- 
sure at  the  stomach,  after  every  meal. — ° Vomiting  of  mu- 
cus, water  and  food. — °H8ematemesis. 

Stomach* — *  Pressure  at  the  stomach,  also  hard,  especially 
after  eating. — ° Chronic  cardial gia,  also  after  loss  of  animal 
fluids. — Sore  feeling  wTith  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
especially  early  in  the  morning. 

Abdomen* — Pains  in  the  hypochondria. — Stitching  and 
aching  pains  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  especially  when 
touching  it. — °Hepatitis  ? — ^Obstruction  and  swelling  of  the 
liver. — *Obstruction,  °swelling  and.  induration  of  the  spleen. 
— ^Splenetic  stitches. — Dull-stitching  pains  in  the  kidneys 
especially  when  bending  the  body  forward. — Colic  in  the 
umbilical  region,  with  shuddering. — *Hard  pressure  and  ful- 
ness in  the  abdomen,  also  after  every  meal. — °lndurations  in 
the  abdomen. — *Doughy,  dropsical  swelling  of  the  abdomen. 
— Sacculated  ascites. — * Considerable  distention  of  the  abdo- 
men.— °Meteorism. — Stitching  colic  with  pressure  (°below  the 
umbilicus,)  especially  when  walking  rapidly. — ^Incarcerated

—  Constipation. — ° Frequent  white  *papescent  stools. — °Pu- 
trid  stools. — *  Yellow,  watery  or  mucous  diarrhoza,  °also  after 
measles. — Q Diarrhoza  after  eating  fruit. — ^Undigested  diar- 
rhwic  stools,  especially  at  night,  with  discharge  of  every  thing 
one  had  eaten. — ^Involuntary  stools,  *thin  and  yellowish. — 
^Discharge  of  mucus  from  the  rectum. — Pressure  and  sting- 
ing in  the  rectum  and  anus. — Bleeding  varices  at  the  anus. — 
^Tingling  in  the  anus,  with  ascarides  and  °lumbrici. 

Urine* — Frequent,  almost  ineffectual  desire  to  urinate, 
followed  by  pressing  in  the  bladder.

Male  Parts* — * Excited  sexual  desire,  °with  lascivious  fan- 
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ties,  day  and  night. — °S welling  of  the  testicle  and  spermatic 
cord. — Drawing  in  the  testicles. — *Nocturnal  emissions,  °also 
especially  after  onanism. — *Frequent  erections. — impo- 
tence, with  excited  lascivious  fancy. 

Female  Parts. — °Rush  of  blood  to  the  uterus,  with  feeling 
of  fulness  and  painful  pressing  towTard  the  sexual  parts,  es- 
pecially when  walking. — Constant  discharge  of  blood  from 
the  vagina,  without  sensation. — Suppressed  menses. — *Pro- 
fuse  menses. — *  Metrorrhagia,  with  discharge  of  black  coagula, 
°also  after  abuse  of  chamomile. — threatening  miscarriage  ?

Beating-stitching  pain  in  the  back. — *The  least  exercise  starts 
a  sweat  in  the  back  and  nape  of  the  neck. — Drawing  and 
jerking  tearing  in  the  small  of  the  back,  back,  scapulae  and 
nape  of  the  neck,  with  pain  when  moving  the  parts,  it  is  ex^ 
cited  by  the  least  motion.—  °Pressure  as  from  a  stone  be- 
tween the  scapula?. 

Upper  Extremities.— Laming-jerking  tearing  in  the  mus- 
cles and  bones  of  the  arms,  hands  and  fingers,  excited  by  con- 
tact.— Tension  and  weakness  in  the  arms  and  hands. — Stretch- 
ing of  the  arms,  with  the  fingers  bent. — Swelling  stiffness, 
and  pain  of  the  knuckles. — Blue  nails. 

Lower  Extremities. — Laming-jerking  tearing  in  the  mus- 
cles and  bones  of  thighs,  legs,  knees,  feet,  toes,  when  touch- 
ing the  parts. — When  sitting  the  limbs  go  to  sleep  quite 
readily.—  Weakness  and  unsteadiness  in  the  hip^  knee  and  tarsal 
joints,  they  give  way  when  walking. — Hard,  reddish  swelling 
of  the  thigh,  painful  when  touched. — * Arthritic,  hot  swelling 
of  the  knee,  which  is  painful  to  the  touch.- — Hard,  dark-red 
abscess  on  the  calf.

— Palpitation  of  the  heart.— °lntermission  of  the 
pulse  and  beat  of  the  heart,  they  are  not  synchronous  ?? 

Back,  Extremities. — Painfulness  of  the  thoracic  vertebrae, 
when  pressing  upon  them. — °Myelitis. — °Tabes  dorsualis  ? — 
°Paralysis  of  the  upper  limbs.  —  °Paralysis  of  the  lower 
limbs. — (Edema  of  the  feet. 
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General  Symptoms. — Seems  to  affect  principally  the  mu- 
cous membranes. — Persons  who  are  used  to  the  vapours  of 
chlore,  become  weak  and  thin. — Emaciation. — Stiffness  of  the 
limbs. — Trembling. — Exhaustion  and  weariness. — Disposed  to 
lie  down.

Emotive  Sphere,  &C. — Very  much  exhausted,  he  fears  he 
will  lose  his  reason,  with  inability  to  attend  to  any  kind  of 
business  ;  things  are  confused,  he  cannot  remember  anything. 
— Finds'it  difficult  to  remember  names  or  persons,  on  hear- 
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ing  their  names. — Anguish. — Very  much  out  of  humour, 
especially  early  in  the  morning. 

Head* — Vertigo  and  stupefaction. — Painful  and  debilitat- 
ing sensation  in  the  vertex  and  along  the  left  side  of  the  head, 
obliging  one  to  lie  down ;  headache  with  coryza,  shuddering 
and  after  eating. 

Eyes. — Lachrymation,  especially  in  the  open  air,  early, 
on  waking,  and  when  affected  with  catarrh. — Eyes  protruded. 
— Dimness  of  sight  during  the  fever. 

Ears. — Ringing. 

IVose* — Sensitiveness  of  the  mucous  membrane. — Feeling 
of  soreness  in  the  nostrils. — Discharge  of  corrosive  water 
from  the  nose. — Dryness,  or  suffocative  feeling  of  dryness 
from  the  nose,  with  irritation  in  the  throat  obliging  one  to 
cough,  afterwards  changing  to  fluent  coryza, — Violent  fluent 
coryza,  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose  and  mouth  being 
very  much  affected. — Fluent  coryza  on  one,  dry  coryza  on 
the  other  nostril. — In  the  evening:  sudden  discharge  of  a 
corrosive  humour  from  the  nose,  with  stoppage  of  the  nose, 
lachrymation,  dryness  of  the  tongue,  palate  and  throat. — 
Violent  sneezing  early  in  the  morning,  with  fluent  coryza  in 
the  evening. — Coryza  after  the  lapse  of  twenty-four  hours, 
changing  to  yellow  mucus. 

Face. — Bloated  face. — Increased  redness  of  the  face. 

Teeth.— They  feel  dull. 

Mouth  and  Throat.  —  The  mucous  membrane  of  the 
mouth  is  very  much  affected. — Soreness  and  little  ulcers  in 
the  mouth,  throat,  fauces,  with  redness. — Inability  to  swal- 
low.— ° Abscesses  in  the  throat  ? — ° Angina  membranacea  1 — 
Dry  mouth,  tongue,  palate  and  throat,  with  thirst;  a  good 
deal  of  mucus  in  the  mouth. — Ptyalism. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Increased  desire  for  wine. — Aver- 
sion to  the  smoke  of  tobacco,  it  creates  a  smarting  on  the 
tongue  and  dryness  in  the  throat. — Vomiting  of  a  greenish- 
brown  substance,  with  cries — (death,  in  the  case  of  a  dog). 

Stomach. — Stimulates  the  mucous  coat  of  the  stomach. — 
Acidity  of  the  stomach  of  workers  in  chlore. — Symptoms 
after  death :  black  or  cherry-redness  of  the  mucous  coat  of 
the  stomach ;  black  spots  with  scurfs  or  perforations  at  the 
pylorus ;  ulcers  with  yellowish  borders  at  the  bottom  of  the 
stomach. 

Abdomen. — Weak  stomach,  early  in  the  morning. — ° Affec- 
tions of  the  liver  without  inflammation  ? — After  death,  thick, 
yellow  layer  (bile)  in  the  d&Jienum  and  jejunum. — Altered 
quality  of  the  bile. 

StOOl. — Diarrhoea,  early  in  the  morning. 
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Urine* — Frequent  urging  to  urinate. — Urine  more  copious. 

Sexual  Parts* — Sudden  impotence,  even  complete  aver- 
sion to  sexual  intercourse,  in  spite  of  the  strongest  tempta- 
tions.— °Syphilis  % 

Windpipe* — Suffocative  fit  and  cough,  sometimes  followed 
by  obstinate  catarrh. — Violent  irritation  in  the  larynx,  trachea 
and  bronchial  passages,  with  oppression  of  the  chest,  inabili- 
ty to  swallow,  increased  ease  in  the  open  air  (though  the  op- 
pression remains  the  same)  anguish,  which  does  not  allow 
one  to  utter  any  thing  but  incoherent  words,  difficult  respira- 
tion, violent  irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose 
and  mouth,  a  good  deal  of  mucus  in  the  mouth,  violent  fluent 
coryza,  bloated  face,  protruded  eyes,  spasmodic  cough  (less- 
ened by  sulphur-water). —Choking  and  contractive  sensation 
in  the  chest. — Inflammation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
bronchial  tubes. — Produces  bloody  cough,  phthisis,  death, 
when  inhaled  in  large  quantity  ;  in  small  quantities  it  pro- 
duces cough,  oppressions,  or  a  feeling  of  heat  in  the  air-pas- 
sages, with  easier  expectoration. 

Chest. —  Oppression  of  the  chest,  impeded  respiration,  suf- 
focative fit,  also  violent  cough. — After  death,  the  ventricles 
are  filled  with  venous  blood,  the  pleura  on  both  sides  of  the 
chest  is  covered  with  false  membranes,  and  the  cavities  are 
filled  with  a  reddish  fluid. 

Trunk* — Violent,  convulsive  motions  of  the  neck  and  the 
dorsal  vertebras,  drawing  the  head  backwards. — Early  in  the 
morning,  the  back  is  less  stiff,  but  the  extremities  more  so. 

Extremities* — Weakness  of  the  legs. 


42.— CICUTA  VIROSA. 

General  Symptoms* — Pains  as  if  sore,  or  as  if  caused  by 
a  shock  or  blow,  here  and  there. — Trembling  of  the  limbs. — 
Jerks  through  the  head,  arms  and  lower  limbs,  resembling 
electric  shocks. — Spasmodic  distortion  of  the  limbs. — *  Spas- 
modic pains  of  various  kinds,  especially  in  females  (parturi- 
ent, pregnant  females,  &c). — *  General  convulsions. — *  Epilep- 
sy.— ^Catalepsy. — *  Tetanus. — °  Worm-affections. — °Hysteric 
attacks. — °Raphania? — °Drawing  pains  in  the  limbs. — °Trem- 
bling  when  moving  any  part  of  the  body. 

Skin. — Burning  itching  of  the  whole  body. — *Scurfy  sup- 
purating eruptions. — *Lentil-sized,  dark-red  elevations  on  the 
face  and  hands,  with  burning  when  they  first  appear,  and 
subsequent  confluence  of  the  same. 

Sleep* — Nocturnal  sleeplessness  and  sweat. — °Half-sleep 
with  restless  tossing  about  and  confused  dreams. — Frequent 
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waking,  with  profuse,  strengthening  sweat. — Vivid  dreams 
about  the  affairs  of  the  day. 

Feycr* — Chilliness  and  constant  desire  to  be  near  the  warm 
stove,— Coldness  on  the  legs  and  arms,  with  disposition  to 
stare. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiety  and  violent  emotions  caused 
by  the  recital  of  sad  events.-— Moaning,  crying. — Dissatisfied. 
— Suspicious,  dread  of  men. — Tendency  to  start. — Mania, 
with  dancing,  laughing  and  foolish  gesticulations. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Loss  of  sense. — Absence  of  thought. — 
Vertigo  as  if  one  would  fall — ^Vertigo  on  raising  one's-self 
in  bed,  °with  obscuration  of  sight. — *Vertigo  as  though  every 
object  were  moving  about,  or  vacillating. 

Head. — Headache  about  the  orbits. — *Hemicrania,  with 
nausea. — Heaviness  of  the  head,  with  inability  to  collect 
one's  senses.  — Stupifying  pressure  in  the  forehead. — Conse- 
quences of  concussion  of  the  brain. — °Pain  in  one  side  of  the 
head  as  from  rush  of  blood,  passing  oif  when  raising  the 
head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head  — Suppurating  eruptions  on  the 
hairy  scalp. — Jerking  and  bending  backwards  of  the  head. 

Eyes. — ° Nervous  affections  of  the  eyes. — Burning  in  the 
eyes. — *  Contracted  -afterwards  dilated  pupils. — °  Vanishing 
of  sight,  with  vertigo,  during  a  walk. — *  Staring  sight,  with 
inability  to  collect  one's  senses,  and  vacillation  of  the  objects 
all  around. — °When  reading  the  letters  look  blurred,  sur- 
rounded with  a  coloured  areola. — ^Diplopia  or  -blackness  of 
sight,  alternating  with  hard  hearing. — Coloured  halo  around 
every  object. — °Photophobia. — ° Weakness  of  sight  with 
dilated  pupils. 

Ears. — Sore  feeling  as  if  bruised,  behind  the  ears. — Puru- 
lent eruption  on,  in  front  of  and  behind  the  ears. — Discharge 
of  blood  from  the  ears. — Dull  hearing. 

Nose. — Pain  as  if  bruised  at  the  wing  of  the  nose. — 
°Scurfs  in  the  nostrils. — Discharge  of  yellow  pus  from  the 
nose. 

Pace. — *Pale  face,  with  coldness,  also  cold  hands. — Pale 
cheeks  with  sunken  eyes. — *Chronic,  dark-red,  purulent-con- 
fluent eruptions  in  the  face,  with  tubercles  on  the  forehead.— 
°Crusta  lactea  1 — °Burning,  thick,  honey-coloured  scurf,  with 
yellow  water  on  the  upper  lip,  cheeks  and  chin. — Painful 
ulcers  of  the  lips. — Painful  swelling  of  the  submaxillary 
glands. — Tetanus. — Disposition  to  grate  the  teeth. 

Mouth. — Froth  in  and  at  the  mouth. — White  sores  and 
ulcers  on  the  border  of  the  tongue,  painful  when  touched. — 
Difficulty  of  speech,  with  jerks  about  the  head  and  in  the 
arms  at  each  word  one.  utters. — Dumb. 
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Throat t — Inability  to  swallow,  the  throat  feels  as  if  closed. 

Appetite  and  Taste • — Loss  of  appetite  owing  to  a  feel- 
ing of  dryness  in  the  mouth. — °Satiety  and  pressure  at  the 
stomach,  after  swallowing  one  mouthful. — *  Great  desire  for 
coal, — Violent  thirst  (during  the  spasms). 

Gastric  Symptoms*  —  Violent,  loud  hiccough.  —  Bitter, 
yellow  gulping-up,  when  stooping,  followed  by  burning  in  the 
fauces. — *  Vomiting,  °also  alternating  with  tonic  spasms. — 
°  Nausea,  early  in  the  morning  and  while  eating. — Haamate- 
mesis. 

Stomach* — * Burning  pressure  at  the  stomach. — Throbbing 
in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  which  is  very  much  bloated. — 
Anxiety  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

AMomen.~°  Colic  from  worms,  with  convulsions,  in  the 
ease  of  children, — Catting  colic,  immediately  after  eating, 
with  drowsiness. — Pinching  and  rumbling  in  the  abdomen. — 
A  good  deal  of  flatulence,  with  anguish  and  ill-humour. — Ul- 
cerative pain  in  the  pelvic  region. 

StOOL — -Constipation. — Frequent,  thin  stool. 

Urine* — Retention  of  urine. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate. 
— Involuntary  micturition. 

Female  Parts* — Delaying  menses. — ° Spasms  of  parturi- 
ent women? — ° Sterility  ? 

Catarrhal  Symptoms* — Stoppage  of  the  nose,  with  copi- 
ous secretion  of  mucus. — Hoarseness. 

Chest* — Asthma,  dyspnwa. — Pressure  at  the  chest  as  from 
a  lump,  with  difficulty  of  breathing.— Heat  in  the  chest. — 
Pain  as  if  sore  or  bruised  at  the  lower  end  of  the  sternum. — 
Burning  of  the  nipples. 

Trunk. — Opisthotonos. — Tension  across  the  scapulae. — Ul- 
cerative pain  on  the  scapulas. — Tension  in  the  cervical  mus- 
cles, as  if  sore,  when  bending  the  head  backwards. — Swelling 
of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — Pain  as  if  sore  or  bruised,  in  the 
shoulder-joint  and  forearms. — Feeling' of  heaviness  and  weak- 
ness in  the  arms. — Jerking  and  twitching  in  the  arms  and  fin- 
gers.— Deadness  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — Involuntary  jactitation  of  the  lower 
limbs. — Painful  rigidity  of  the  lower  limbs. — Trembling  of 
the  legs.

General  Symptoms* — Laming -drawing  pains  in  the  ex-

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here  and  there. —  Convulsions,  tvith  lame  feeling. — Epileptic 
convulsions  with  consciousness  (eclampsia). — °Epilepsy. — 
All  the  limbs  are  painful  when  moving  or  touching  them. — 
Most  pains  show  themselves  at  night  and  when  sitting. —

SlC6p« — Frequent  yawning,  with  trembling  and  shudder- 
ing.— * Sleepless  at  night,  with  tossing  about,  crying. 

Fever • — Frequent  shuddering,  without  trembling,  even  near 
the  warm  stove. — ° Intermittent  fever,  with  vomiting  of  the  in- 
gesta,  and  canine  hunger. — Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead  and 
hands. — °Mucous  fever  ? — ^Violent  heat,  mostly  about  the 
head,  with  yellow  or  pale  complexion,  blue  margins  around 
the  eyes. — °Worm  fever. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *  Whining  and  lamenting  mood. — The 
child  cries  when  touched. — Constant  restlessness  with  desire 
for  a  variety  of  things  which  are  rejected  again  when  offered. 
— Anguish,  and  apprehensive  feeling,  during  a  walk  in  the 
open  air. 

Sentient  Sphere. — ^Delirium,  °also  during  the  fever 
heat. — ° Acute  hydrocephalus  % 

Head. — Headache,  alternating  with  pressure  in  the 
abdomen. — Stupifying  pre  s  sing-downwards  of  the  head  as 
from  a  load,  especially  when  walking  in  the  open  air. — 
Drawing-tearing  headache,  aggravated  by  reading  and  medita- 
tion.—Dull  headache,  early  in  the  morning,  with  irritation  of 
the  eyes. 

Eyes. — *Pressure  in  the  eyes  after  reading  intently. — 
Spasmodic  twitching  of  the  levatores  palpebrarum  muscles. — 
Dimness  of  sight  when  reading,  passing  off  by  rubbing  the 
eyes. — *Dilatation  of  the  pupils. — GSpecks  on  the  cornea. — 
°Chronic  weakness  of  sight,  after  onanism,  with  photophobia 
and  pressure  in  the  eyes  as  from  sand. 

Ears. — Crampy  twitching  in  the  outer  ear. 

Nose. — Nose-bleed. — * Disposition  to  bore  in  the  nose. — 
Purulent  discharge  from  the  nose. 

Face. — *  Pale  face  with  sickly  appearance  round  the  eyes. — 
Bloated,  bluish  face,  especially  round  the  mouth. — Crampy 
tearing  and  twitching  in  the  region  of  the  malar  bones. 

Teeth. — Toothache  caused  by  air  and  cold  drinks* 

Mouth  and  Throat. — Inability  to  swallow,  especially 
liquids. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Increased  thirst.— -*Very  hungry, 
shortly  after  eating. — ®Voracious. — °Canine  hunger. — °The 
baby  is  averse  to  the  mother's  milk  (which  is  good  milk). — 
°Bread  tastes  bitter. 
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Gastric  Symptoms. — °  Vomiting  of  mucus  and  lumbrici. — 
° Vomiting  and  diarrhoea  after  drinking. — ° Vomiting,  the 
tongue  being  clean,  with  vomiting  of  bile. 

Abdomen. — Continual  pinching  in  the  bowels. — Painful 
movements  round  the  umbilicus,  which  is  painful  when 
pressing  upon  it. — Labour-like  pains  in  the  abdomen,  as  if  the 
menses  would  come  on. 

StOOL — °Papescent  diarrhoea. — °Discharge  of  the  lumbrici 
and  ascarides. — °Diarrhcea  consisting  of  faeces  and  bile. 

UrillC. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate  with  copious  emis- 
sion.— ° Wetting  the  bed. — *The  urine  becomes  soon  turbid. 
— ° Involuntary  emission  of  urine. 

Female  Parts* — °Menses  too  early  and  excessive, — Me- 
trorrhagia. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms* — Violent  sneezing,  with  pressing 
in  the  temples  from  within  outwards,  and  as  if  the  chest 
would  fly  to  pieces. — Fluent  coryza  with  burning  in  the  inner 
nose. — *Stoppage  of  the  nose. 

Windpipe* — A  good  deal  of  mucus  in  the  windpipe, 
obliging  one  to  hawk  all  the  time. — ^Occasional  violent 
paroxysms  of  cough. — Cough  is  excited  by  a  deep  inspira- 
tion.— Hoarse  hacking  cough,  a  few  turns,  in  the  evening. — 
°Dry  spasmodic  cough,  with  dyspnoea,  anxiety,  pale  face  and 
moaning  after  the  cough. — °  Whooping-cough,  also  after 
measles. — Cough  with  sudden  starting  up  and  loss  of  con- 
sciousness. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Tightness  of  the  chest  and 
anxious  oppression  of  breathing,  as  if  the  sternum  were 
pressing  against  the  chest — short,  frequently  interrupted  or 
panting  breathing. — Crampy  digging  in  the  chest,  as  though 
it  would  fly  to  pieces. — Jerking  and  boring  stitching  in  the 
chest. 

Trunk* — Pain  as  if  bruised  and  lamed  in  the  small  of  the 
back. — Drawing  or  jerking  tearing  in  the  back. 

Upper  Extremities* — Laming,  drawing  and  tearing  in  the 
arms. — Crampy  tearing  in  the  arms  and  hands. — Contraction 
and  twitching  of  the  hand  and  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — Laming,  or  crampy  tearing  and 
drawing  in  the  lower  limbs. — Spasmodic  stretching  of  the 
lower  limbs. 

44—  CLEMATIS. 

General  Symptoms. — Muscular  twitchings  here  and  there. 
— Eelaxed  condition  of  the  muscles. — °Emaciation. — 
Weariness  of  all  the  limbs,  especially  after  a  meal,  with 
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throbbing  in  all  the  arteries. —  Vibrations  in  the  whole  body, 
after  lying  down. — Articular  rheumatism,  also  after  go- 
norrhoea. 

Sklllt — ° Chronic  rash. — ° Vesicular  eruption  on  the  body. 
— °Scaly  (herpatic)  eruptions,  with  yellowish,  corrosive  ichor. 
— °  Chronic,  red,  humid  herpes,  with  intolerable  itching  in  a 
warm  bed. — Burning,  or  tingling  or  throbbing  in  the  ulcers, 
with  stinging  in  the  edges  when  touched. — °Scirrhous  indura- 
tions.— °Scabies. — °During  increasing  moon  the  tetters  are 
red  and  humid,  during  decreasing  moon  they  are  pale  and  dry. 
— °Itching-humid  eruption  with  corrosive  ichor,  with  heat, 
swelling  and  redness  of  the  skin. — ° Cancerous  ulcers  % 

Sleep* — Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  even  early  in  the 
day,  after  rising, — Sleepless  in  the  evening  and  at  night. — 
Restless  at  night,  with  dreams  and  tossing  about. — Feels  as 
if  he  had  not  slept  enough  early  in  the  morning. 

Fever. — ° Quartan  fever,  a  shuddering  followed  by  sweat. 
— Sweat  when  waking,  cannot  bear  being  uncovered. 

Emotive  Sphere . — Sad,  apprehensive. — Peevish.— Taci- 
turn.— Indifferent. 

Head. — Gloomy  and  heavy  head,  early  in  the  morning. — 
Tension,  with  pressure  in  the  forehead  and  side  of  the  head, 
as  if  in  the  bone. — Digging  pressure  in  the  brain. — Boring 
in  the  temples. — Beating,  and  shocks  in  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head, — °Pustules  on  the  forehead, 
painful  when  touched. — Burning  cutting  in  the  skin  on  the 
forehead. — °  Eruptions  on  the  hairy  scalp. — °Humid  vesicles 
on  the  occiput  and  nape  of  the  neck. 

Eyes. — Pressure  in  the  eye-balls — Smarting  in  the  eyes 
and  margins  of  the  lids,  especially  when  closing  them. — 
Stitches  in  the  canthi. — *Ophthalmia,  with  profuse  lacryma- 
tion.  — °  Chronic  iritis.  — ° Inflammation  and  ulceration  of  the 
margins  of  the  lids. — Photophobia. 

Ears.— Burning  of  the  outer  ear. — Ringing  in  the  ears. 

Nose.— Pustules  at  the  root  and  tip  of  the  nose,  painful 
when  touched. 

Face. — °Pale  and  sickly  complexion. — Burning  in  the  skin 
of  the  cheeks. — °  White  blisters  on  the  forehead  and  face,  as 
if  burned  by  the  sun. — Burning  cutting  in  the  lower  lip. — 
Vesicular  eruption  on  the  lip. — °  Cancer  of  the  lip  ? — Pustules 
on  the  chin. — Swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands,  with  hard, 
tensive,  throbbing  tubercles,  which  are  painful  when  touched. 

Teeth.— Toothache  aggravated  by  smoking. — Nocturnal 
toothache,  so  violent  in  a  horizontal  position  that  it  drives 
one  to  despair,  with  tossing  about,  debility,  anguish,  and  in- 
tolerance of  being  uncovered.— Stinging,  or  drawing,  jerking 
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toothache,  extending  over  the  whole  side  of  the  head,  and  in- 
capacitating one  from  mental  labour. 

Mouth* — Dry  tongue,  early  in  the  morning. — Boring  dull 
stitches  in  the  root  of  the  tongue. — Expectorates  bloody 
saliva. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  — Long-la'sting  satiety,  though  one 
relishes  food. — Tobacco  causes  sickness  at  the  stomach,  the 
lower  limbs  feeling  weak. 

Abdomen  t — Pain,  as  if  bruised  in  the  region  of  the  liver, 
when  touching  it,  or  when  stooping. — Cutting  contraction  in 
the  renal  region,  when  walking. — Pressing  in  the  abdominal 
ring,  from  within  outward,  as  if  hernia  would  come  on. — *  Swell- 
ing and  *  induration  of  the  inguinal  glands,  with  jerking  pain. 

StOOl. — Frequent  thin,  or  diarrhoeic    stools,  without  colic. 

Urine. — Increased  urine.  — Purulent  urine.  — Drawing  in 
the  spermatic  cord,  when  urinating. — Burning  and  smarting 
in  the  urethra,  when  commencing  to  urinate. — Stricture  of  the 
uretha,  with  intermitting  discharge  of  urine,  drop  by  drop. 

Male  Parts. — Drawing  in  the  testicles  and  cords,  extend- 
ing to  the  inguinal  region  and  thigh. — °The  testes  are  pain- 
fully inflamed  and  *  swollen. — ° Induration  of  the  testes. — 
Thickening  of  the  right  half  of  the  scrotum. — Aversion  to 
sexual  intercourse,  as  if  one  had  abused  it. — Burning  in  the 
penis,  when  discharging  the  semen  during  an  embrace. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Violent  fluent  coryza,  and  pro- 
fuse discharge  from  the  nose. 

Chest. — Violent,  dull,  stitching  shocks  in  the  side  of  the 
chest  and  abdomen. — Stitching  in  the  chest,  worse  when 
drawing  breath. — Induration  of  the  mammary  glands. — 
° Cancer  of  the  breast  % 

Trunk. — ° Humid  eruption  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  rising 
up  to  the  occiput. — ° Itching  pimples,  with  their  tips  filled  with 
pus,  and  soreness  after  scratching. 

Upper  Extremities. — Swelling  of  the  axillary  glands. — 
Pressure,  or  drawing  in  the  muscles  of  the  arms  and  hands. 
— °Arthritic  nodosities  of  the  finger-joints.

45— COCCULUS. 

General  Symptoms. — Lancing,  drawing,  and  tearing,  by 
turns,  and  also  continuing,  in  the  extremities,  as  if  in  the  bones. 
— Muscular  twitchings  here  and  there. — Digging  bone-pains 
in  the  extremities. — Pains,  as,  if  bruised,  also   in  the   in- 
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ternal  organs. — Empty  or  hollow  feeling,  or  constriction 
in  inner  organs. — Painfullness  of  the  extremities  to  contact. — 
Painful  stiffness,  cracking  in  the  joints. — *Pains  which  ap- 
pear on  one  side  only. — ° Arthritic  complaints,  with  hot  swell- 
ing of  the  parts. — *Cold,  hard,  glandular  swellings,  with 
stinging  pains  when  touched. — Haemorrhages. — °  Gastric  and 
bilious  conditions. — ° Sea-sickness. — ° Ailments  arising  from 
riding  in  a  carriage. — °Ailments  arising  from  chagrin,  and 
abuse  of  chamomile.  — °  Hysteric  spasms,  and  complaints 
of  various  kinds,  especially  with  sadness. — °Chlorotic  affec- 
tions.— *  Spasms  and  convulsions  of  the  extremities,  and  whole 
body,  °also  caused  by  touching  painfully  sensitive  ulcers  and 
wounds,  or  when  attempting  to  use  the  parts. — *Epilepsy. 
— ^Paralysis,  especially  hemiplegia. — *The  pains  are  aggra- 
vated by  sleeping,  talking,  eating  or  drinking,  especially  by 
coffee  and  tobacco.  — *  Weak  and  exhausted  after  the  least 
bodily  exertion,  motion,  or  privation  of  sleep. —  Want  of  ani- 
mal spirits.  — *Eainting  fits.  — Trembling.  — Passing  par- 
oxysms of  numbness,  at  times  of  the  feet,  at  others  of  the 
hands. — Cannot  bear  the  cold  or  warm  open  air. 

Skin. — Itching,  especially  in  the  evening  when  undressing, 
or  at  night  under  a  feather-bed. — Red  miliary  pimples,  itching 
in  warmth. — Hard  blotches  with  red  areolae,  and  burning 
pain. — Red  spots  on  the  chest  and  sides  of  the  neck. 

Sleep. — Continually  sleepy,  early  in  the  morning. — Sopor 
vigil. — Sleep  disturbed  by  frightful  anguish  and  restlessness. 
— -Starting  during  sleep,  also  with  cries,  and  striking  about 
with  the  hands  during  sleep. — Anxious,  frightful  dreams. — 
Dread  of  ghosts,  at  night. 

Fever. — Chilliness,  and  feeling  of  coldness,  with  trembling. 
— Intermittent  fevers,  with  chilliness  ;  the  skin  feeling  hot  to 
the  hand. — Gastric  an£  bilious  fevers,  with  nervous  symptoms. 
— Lentescent  typhus,  or  acute  typhus,  with  loss  of  conscious- 
ness. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *  Melancholy  sad  reverie,  after  an  insult. 
— *  Apprehensive  anguishy  fear  of  death.*Tendency  to  start. — 
Excessive  sensitiveness  of  feeling. — Disposition  to  feel  of- 
fended, with  vexed  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere* — Mania. — Mistaking  the  time,  it  passes 
off  too  quickly. — Cloudiness  of  the  head,  especially  after  eat- 
ing or  drinking. — Bulness  of  the  head,  worse  after  reading,  or 
thinking. —  Vertigo,  as  if  intoxicated,  or  with  inclination  to 
vomit,  when  raising  one's  self  in  bed ;  one  is  obliged  to  lie 
down  again. — *Vertigo,  with  nausea,  and  falling  down  with- 
out consciousness. — ° Apoplexy,  also  after  loss  of  blood. 

Head, — *Headache,  as  if  the  eyes  would  be  torn  out — 
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^Headache  with  inclination  to  vomit,  °and  bruised  feeling  in 
the  bowels. — *  Violent  pressure  in  the  forehead.  — °Headache, 
as  if  the  head  were  empty  and  hollow,  or  ^constrictive  sensation 
in  the  brain, — Beating  pain,  at  times  in  the  vertex,  at  times 
in  the  temples, — Convulsive  trembling  of  the  head. 

EyeSt — Pressure,  and  bruising  pain  in  the  eyes,  and 
difficulty  to  open  the  lids  at  night — Inflammation  of  the  lids.— 
Glassy,  protruded  eyes. — Dimness  of  sight,  with  black  spots 
before  the  eyes. — Figures  before  the  eyes. 

Ears.— -Humming  in  the  ears,  with  hard  hearing. — Swell- 
ing of  the  parotid  glands. 

Nose* — Swelling  of  the  inner  nose,  also  of  one  side  only. 

Face* — *  The  face  is  fiery-red,  bloated,  and  hot. — Flushes 
of  heat  on  the  cheeks. — B]ue  margins  around  the  eyes. — 
Spasmodic  distortion  of  the  face. — Crampy  feeling  in  the 
malar  bones  and  masseter  muscles. — Hard  swelling  of  the  sub- 
maxillary glands. 

Teeth  .-^-Toothache  in  hollow  teeth,  only  when  eating. — 
Looseness  of  the  teeth,  with  swelling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth* — Dry  mouth  without  thirst.- — Vessicular  froth  at 
the  mouth. — Yellow-coated  tongue. 

Throat* — *Dry  throat. — The  throat  is  very  sensitive  ;  the 
food  seems  too  salt  or  smarting. — ° oesophagitis  % — Constric- 
tion of  the  fauces,  and  as  if  lame. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — Taste  metallic,  brassy. — Sour  taste 
especially  after  eating,  and  when  coughing. — *Bread  tastes 
sour. — -Tobacco  tastes  bitter. —Desire  for  some  cold  drink, 
especially  beer. — Thirst  when  eating. — ^Excessive  aversion  to 
food  or  drink. — *  Aversion  to  sour  things. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Eructations,  with  pain  in  the  stomach 
and  pit  ©f  the  stomach.- — Empty,  fetid  eructations,  with  in- 
clination to  vomit. — *Fits  of  nausea#  °as  though  one  would 
faint. — Inclination  to  vomit,  when  eating,  or  after  taking  or 
getting  cold,  with  flow  of  saliva. — °  Vomiting  and  *nausea 
from  riding  in  a  carriage. 

Stomach* — Fulness  of  the  stomach,  with  tightness  of 
breathing. — #  Violent  cardialgia,  griping-tearing  and  crampy, 
°also  shortly  after  eating. — Anxious  oppression  and  pinching 
in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  tightness  of  breathing. — °Car- 
dialgia,  after  debilitating  causes. 

Abdomen* — Pains  in  the  hypochondria,  as  if  bruised. — 
Aching  pain  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  aggravated  by  cough- 
ing and  bending  forward. — °Stitching  in  the  region  of  the 
.liver. — ° Hepatitis  and  diaphragmitis  ?— Affections  of  the 
kidneys  1— Colic,  as  if  the  bowels  were  smashed,  or  as  from 
an  internal  ulcer,  at  every  motion. — Pressure  as  from  a 
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stone,  In  the  umbilical  and  hypogastric  region. — Feeling  of 
emptiness  and  hollowness  in  the  abdomen. — ^Distended  ab- 
domen.— Pinching  in  the  epigastrium  stopping  the  breath. — 
Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  abdomen. — *  Abdominal  spasms, 
Especially  hysterical,  when  the  menses  are  suppressed  or 
too  short. — Nocturnal  ° spasmodic  ^flatulent  colic y  increased 
by  coughing. — ° Inguinal  hernia,  also  of  children. 

Stool* — Constipation,  with  ineffectual  urging  to  stool. — 
Hard,  difficult  stool. — *Soft  °yellow  stools,  with  burning  at 
the  anus. 

Urine. — Watery  urine  with  urging. — °Urging  to  urinate, 
in  pregnant  females. 

Male  Parts* — Itching  of  the  scrotum, — Drawing  and 
bruising  pain  of  the  testicles,  wThen  touching  them. — Sensi- 
tive, excited  sexual  organs,  writh  desire  for  an  embrace. 

Female  Parts. — *  Premature  menses,  with  abdominal 
spasms. — Suppressed  menses,  with  flatulent  colic,  lameness, 
spasms  of  the  chest,  convulsions  and  nausea  unto  fainting. — 
Metrorrhagia. — ° Discharge  of  bloody  mucus  from  the  uterus, 
during  pregnancy. — *Leucorrhoea,  °resembling  serum,  with  a 
purulent  ichorous  fluid, — °Scanty  menses,  with  leucorrhoea 
between  the  periods. — ° Painful  menses  with  hemorrhoidal 
complaints. — °Uterine  spasms,  with  irregular  menses. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Coryza,  with  ulcerated  nostrils. 

Windpipe. — Racking  cough,  with  oppression  of  the  chest 
setting  in  at  the  same  time  as  the  cough. — Cough  every 
fourth  night,  at  twelve  or  two  o'clock,  with  tightness  of  the 
larynx,  causing  one  to  cough. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Stoppage  of  breath  in  the 
throat-pit  as  from  constriction  of  the  throat. — °Moaning 
during  the  spasms  of  the  chest. — ^Pressure  on  the 'chest  as 
from  a  stone. — ° Spasms  of  the  chest,  also  hysterical. — Ten- 
sive constriction  of  the  chest,  also  on  one  side,  with  stoppage 
of  breath. — Rumbling  and  empty  feeling  in  the  chest. — The 
chest  gets  tired  wrhen  reading  loud. — °Rushes  of  blood  to 
the  chest,  with  anxiety. — *  Palpitation  of the  heart,  ° also  with 
nervousness. 

Trunk. — Laming  drawing  in  the  small  of  the  back.— 
Drawing  and  tearing  jin  the  back,  especially  when  talking, 
walking  or  stooping. — Stitching  between  the  scapulae  and  in 
the  small  of  the  back. — Cracking  of  the  cervical  vertebrae 
during  motion. — Weakness  of  the  cervical  muscles,  thev 
are  unable  to  support  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities.— Stitches  in  the  shoulder-join  ^and 
upper  arm  during  rest. — °Stitching  tearing  through  the  arm, 
starting  from  an  ulcerated  ringer. — Convulsions  of  the  arms, 
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with  clenching  of  the  thumbs. — * Paralysis  of  the  arm, — Jac- 
titation of  the  muscles  of  the  upper  arms. — Bruising  pain 
in  the  humeri,  during  motion. — °  Arthritic  hot  swelling  of  the 
hands. — One  or  the  other  hand  goes  to  sleep,  with  alternate 
heat  and  coldness. — Numbness  of  the  hands. — Crampy  con- 
traction and  twitching  of  the  ringers. 

Lower  Extremities* — Paralysis  of  the  lower  limbs,  ema- 
nating from  the  small  of  the  back. — Drawing  tearing  in  the 
knees,  feet  and  toes. — Bruising  pain  of  the  thighs,  during 
motion. — Cracking  of  the  knee  during  motion. — Inflamma- 
tory swelling  of  the  knee,  with  fleeting  stitching  pains. — 
Burning  of  the  feet. — Hot,  itching  or  evening-swelling  of  the 
feet. — The  feet  go  to  sleep. — Cold,  sweaty  feet. 

46.— COFFEA  (RIM. 

General  Symptoms. — *  Excessive  painfulness  of  the  affect- 
ed  parts. — The  muscles  are  moved  quite  readily,  and  all  the 
bodily  functions  are  carried  on  with  great  ease. — *  Excessive 
irritability  of  the  body  and  mind,  °also  of  lying-in  women. — 
0 Ailments  and  pains  after  taking  cold,  especially  with  whin- 
ing mood. — Aversion  to  the  open  air,  with  weary  and  languid 
feeling  and  aggravation  of  the  pains  during  a  wralk  in  the 
open  air. — °  Convulsions  with  grating  of  the  teeth,  with  cold 
extremities. — °Sanguineous  and  nervous  apoplexy. — ° Ail- 
ments arising  from  excessive  joy  and  other  emotions,  also 
during  the  action  of  other  medicines. — °Ill  effects  from  get- 
ting tipsy  on  wine. 

Skin. — °Nervous  irritability  during  purple-rash,  measles, 
&c. 

Sleep. — ^Sleepless  and  wakeful. — Disposed  to  lie  down 
and  to  close  one's  eyes,  without  being  able  to  fall  asleep. 

Fever. — A  good-deal  of  chilliness,  with  feverish  increase 
of  temperature  of  the  body.—0 Violent  attack  of  shuddering, 
colic,  restlessness  and  jactitation  of  the  extremities,  during 
an  attack  of  fever  and  ague. 

Emotive  Sphere.— °  Whining  mood,  with  cries,  tossing 
about,  as  if  beside  one's  self  during  the  paroxysms  of  pain. 
— Crying  of  infants — ° Anguish  about  the  heart,  with  anguish 
of  conscience. — Excessively  lively  and  loquacious. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Lively,  excited  fancy  and  acuteness  of 
the  thinking  powers. 

Head. — Headache  as  if  the  brain  would  be  torn  or  smash- 
ed.— Hemicrania  as  from  a  nail  in  the  parietal  bone. — Heavi- 
ness of  the  head. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  especially 
when  talking. — °Hcadache  after  the  measles. 
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Ears* — Extremely  sensitive  hearing ;  music  has  a  shrill 
sound. 

Nose. — Nose-bleed,  with  heaviness  of  the  head. 

Teeth* — °  Toothache  with  restlessness,  anguish  and  whining 
mood,  especially  at  night  and  after  a  meal. — ° Jerking  in  the 
teeth,  also  with  tearing. 

Throat* — °Sore  throat  with  acute  pain  and  swelling  of 
the  velum  palati. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Taste  in  the  mouth  as  of  hazel-nuts 
or  sweet  almonds. — One  relishes  tobacco  more  than  ordina- 
rily.— Excessive  feeling  of  hunger. — °Vomiting,  during 
small-pox. — ° Vomiting  of  bile. 

Stomach* — Cardialgia,  the  pain  being  violently -aching  and 
stitching. — Anguish  and  oppression  in  the  pit  of  the  sto- 
mach, with  pressing ;  the  clothes  oppress  the  parts. 

Abdomen* — °Colic  with  acute  sensitiveness  driving  one  to 
despair,  especially  in  females. 

Stool. — Frequent  soft  stools. — °Z>iarrhma,  also  during 
dentition. 

Urine. — Copious  urination,  especially  about  midnight, 
with  relaxation  of  the  sexual  organs. 

Male  Parts. — Inclined  to  enjoy  an  embrace,  with  strong 
sexual  excitement. 

Female  Parts. — °Excessive  excitement  of  the  parts,  with 
voluptuous  itching,  profuse  secretion  of  mucus  and  frequent 
discharge  of  blood. — ° Metrorrhagia? — ° Excessive  labour-pains 
and  too  long,  and  too  violent  after-pains. 

Windpipe. — *  Short,  hacking,  dry  cough,  °also  after  mea- 
sles, or  with  violent  irritation  in  the  larynx  and  anxious  toss- 
ing about. — ° Suffocative  catarrh. 

Upper  Extremities.— Trembling  of  the  hands,  when 
holding  a  thing. — Crampy  contraction  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.— Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves 
when  drawing  up  the  leg. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  soles  when 
bending  the  foot  forward, — Trembling  of  the  feet. 

47.-COLCHICUM  AUTUMNALE. 

General  Symptoms* — ^Rheumatic  and  arthritic  tearing 
in  the  extremities  and  other  parts. — Stitching,  jerking  draw- 
ing in  the  muscles  and  the  periosteum. — Stitching  in  the 
joints. — Lameness  of  the  muscles. — Pains  which  are  accompa- 
nied by  lameness  or  paralysis. — Dropsical  conditions. — Epi- 
demic dysentery  with  a  number  of  gastric  complaints. — The 
pains  are  very  much  increased  by  mental  exertions,  contact, 
bright  light,  smell  of  pork  and  the  bad  manners  of  others. — 
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The  pains  are  worst  from  evening  till  dawn  of  day. — Gene- 
ral languor,  the  body  being  so  sensitive  to  pain  that  one  is 
unable  to  stir  without  moaning. — Nightly  labour  tires  one 
and  wears  one  out. — °Tearing  in  the  limbs  when  the  wea- 
ther is  warm,  stitching  in  the  limbs  when  the  weather  is  cold. 

Skin* — Itching  as  from  nettles. — Tingling  here  and  there, 
as  if  frozen. — °CEdematous  swelling  and  anasarca. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  with  dread  of  work. — 
°Sleepless  nervous  excitement. — -Frequent  waking  as  if  in 
affright. — ^Nocturnal  heat  of  the  body. 

Emotive  Sphere* — Desponding. — Peevish  and  dissatis- 
fied.— Nervousness. 

Sentient    Sphere. — Weak  memory. — Forgetful 

Head. — Pressure  in  the  occiput,  when  exerting  the  mind. 
— Crampy  headache,  especially  above  the  eyes. — Semilate- 
ral  tearing  in  the  head. — Tingling  in  the  forehead  or  on  the 
head. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes,  like  a  digging  drawing  deep  in  the 
orbits. — Swelling  of  the  lower  lids. — Suppuration  of  the 
Meibomian  glands. — Visible  drawing  in  the  lower  lid. 

Ears. — Otalgia,  with  tearing  stitching. — Tingling  in  the 
ears  as  if  frozen. — Feeling  as  if  the  ears  were  stopped. — 
°Discharge  from  the  ears. 

Nose. — Pressure  and  heaviness  in  the  nasal  bones. — Sore 
pain  of  the  septum,  increased  by  contact. — Excessive  sensi- 
tiveness of  smell. 

Face. — Features  disfigured. — Piteous,  suffering  looks. — 
Sensation  as  if  the  facial  bones  were  driven  asunder. — The 
masseter-muscles  feel  as  if  expanded  in  breadth,  with  diffi- 
culty of  opening  the  mouth. — Jerking  drawing  in  the  mus- 
cles and  bones  of  the  face. — °(Edema  of  the  face. — Itching 
and  eruption  in  the  face. — Semilaleral  tearing  in  the  face,  as 
far  as  the  ear  and  head. — Tingling  in  the  skin  of  the  face,  as 
if  frozen. — Cracked  lips. — Tearing  in  the  lower  lip. —  Crampy 
pain  in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw. 

Teeth.— Tearing  toothache. — The  teeth  are  sensitive  when 
pressing  them  against  each  other. — Tearing  in  the  gums. 

Mouth. — Heat  in  the  mouth. —  Tearing  in  the  fauces. — 
Profuse  flow  of  watery  saliva,  with  dry  throat. — The  tongue 
feels  heavy,  stiff  and  insensible. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  as  from  a  swelling  at  the  entrance 
of  the  oesophagus. — Tingling  in  the  fauces. — Constriction  of 
the  fauces. — Inflammation  of  the  fauces  and  throat. — A  good- 
deal  of  green  mucus  in  the  throat  and  mouth. 

Taste  and  Appetite. — The  appetite  disappears  when 
merely  looking  at  food,  with  loathing. — Food  is  tasteless. — 
A  good  deal  of  thirst,  especially  for  coffee. 
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Gastric  Symptoms.— Frequent  rising  of  air.— Continual 
hiccough. — Vomiting  after  violent  straining.— Fainting  sort 
of  nausea  caused  by  the  smell  of  fresh  eggs  or  fat  meat — 
Nausea  when  eating. — Inclination  to  vomit  after  swallowing 
saliva.—  Vomiting  of  the  ingesta  or  of  bile. 

Stomach* — The  stomach  is  very  sensitive  to  contact. — Sore 
feeling  and  tingling  in  the  stomach. — Feeling  of  coldness  or 
burning  in  the  stomach. — °Stitches  in  the  stomach. 

AMomeil.- — Distention  and  fulness  of  the  abdomen. — 
Pressing  in  the  epigastrium  from  within  outwards. — Colicky 
tearing  in  the  abdomen. — Sore  pain  in  the  left  side  of  the 
abdomen  when  touching  it. — Flatulent  colic  of  hysteric  fe- 
males.— ° Ascites. — Affections  of  the  kidneys. — Burning  and 
pressing  in  the  hypogastrium,  in  the  region  of  the  bladder 
and  the  inner  sexual  organs. 

Stool- — Constipation. — Difficult,  insufficient,  indolent  stool, 
with  urging. — Unperceived  discharge  of  faeces. — ° Dysenteric 
*diarrhcea  consisting  of  white,  transparent,  jelly-like  mucus. 
— Discharge  of  mucus  from  the  rectum. — Bloody  stools 
mixed  with  fragments  of  the  mucous  coat  of  the  bowels. — 
Prolapsus  of  the  anus. — Tingling,  itching,  burning  and  tear- 
ing in  the  anus. — Spasm  in  the  sphincter  ani. 

Urine. — Violent  urging  to  urinate,  with  increased  dis^ 
charge  of  clear  urine. — diminished  secretion  of  dark  urine, 
with  tenesmus  and  burning. — Painful  emission  of  a  little  fiery 
urine. — °Whitish  sediment. — Brown,  black  urine. — Burn- 
ing in  the  urinary  passages. — Drawing,  tearing  and  cutting 
in  the  urethra. — ° Constant  urging  to  urinate,  with  scanty 
emission. 

Sexual  Parts. — Tearing  in  the  spermatic  cords. — Menses 
premature. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Chronic  catarrh,  with  hawking  up 
of  a  quantity  of  nasal  mucus. 

Windpipe. — Tingling  in  the  trachea. — Tickling  in  the 
larynx,  with  desire  to  cough,  the  cough  being  a  dry,  hacking 
cough. — °  Nocturnal  cough,  with  involuntary  jerking  out  of 
the  urine. 

Chest  and  Respiration. —  Oppression  of  the  chest,  with 
difficulty  of  breathing. — Periodical,  oppressive  tightness  of  the 
chest. — ° Spasms  of  the  chest. — Stitching  in  the  chest,  also 
when  drawing  breath. — Dull-stitching  tearing  in  the  chest. 
— Sore  pain  in  the  chest,  when  touching  or  moving  it. — °Hy- 
drothorax. — Tingling  in  the  chest. —  Violent  palpitation  of  the 
heart. 

Trunk. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  when  touching  it, 
as  if  sore. — Tearing  in  the  back. — Stitching  tension  between 
the  scapulae.

Upper  Extremities. — Tearing  in  the  arms,  hands  and 
fingers, — Laming  pain  in  the  arms. — Trembling  of  the  hands.

48.  COLOCYNTHIS. 

General  Symptoms. — Painful  crampy  feeling  and  spas- 
modic contraction  of  internal  and  external  parts. —  Contrac- 
tion of  tendons,  in  some  parts  only  and  in  the  whole  body, 
with  contraction  of  all  the  extremities. — Stiffness  in  all  the 
joints. —  Lancinations  striking  through  the  whole  body 
lengthwise. — °A  variety  of  ailments  arising  from  suppressed 
anger  or  mortification  on  account  of  insulting  treatment. — 
Languor  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air. — Fainting,  with  cold- 
ness of  the  outer  parts. 

Skin. — Troublesome  itching,  with  great  restlessness,  espe- 
cially in  the  evening  in  bed,  followed  by  sweat. — The  skin 
all  over  scales  off. — Itch-like  eruptions. 

Sleep. — Restless  sleep. — Lies  on  his  back  during  sleep, 
with  one  hand  under  his  occiput. — A  number  of  vivid,  some- 
times lascivious  dreams. — °Sopor  with  delirium,  and  the 
eyes  opened. — °Sleeplessness  after  chagrin. 

Fever. — Coldness  and  chilliness,  with  pale  face,  without 
thirst. — Night-sweat  smelling  like  urine,  on  the  head,  hands, 
thighs  and  feet — ° Puerperal  fever. 

EmotiYC  Sphere. — Lowness  of  spirits,  and  a  peevish  indis- 
position to  talk. — Whining  mood. — *  Anguish  and  restless- 
ness.— °Want  of  religious  sentiment. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo  as  if  one  would  fall,  when  ra- 
pidly turning  the  head,  with  tottering  of  the  knees. — de- 
lirium with  open  eyes  and  desire  to  escape. 

Head. — Headache  as  if  caused  by  a  draught  of  air,  disap- 
pearing during  a  walk  in  the  open  air. — Pressing  in  the  fore- 
part of  the  head,  worse  when  stooping  and  lying  on  one's 
back, — * Semilateral  aching  crampy  or  °drawing  hernicrania, 
with  nausea  and  vomiting,  sometimes  every  afternoon  at  five 
o'clock. — Digging-tearing  headache. — °Rush  of  blood  to  the 
head. — °Violent  headache  not  allowing  one  to  lie  quiet,  and 
obliging  one  to  scream  and  moan. — °Headache,  succeeded 
by  suffocative  attacks. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head,— Burning  pain  in  the  skin  on 
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the  forehead  and  hairy  scalp. — Painfulness  of  the  roots  of 
the  hair. 

Eyes. — °Opthalmia,  also  of  arthritic  persons. — ^Burning 
cutting  in  the  eyes. — Discharge  of  an  acrid  humour  from  the 
eyes. — ^Stitches  in  the  eyes,  and  in  the  forehead  from  with- 
out inwards. 

Face. — Face  pale  and  relaxed,  with  sunken  eyes. — ♦Tear- 
ing tensive  prosopalgia. — *Scald  in  the  face. — °Burning  and 
stinging  in  one  side  of  the  face. — °Swelling  of  the  face,  with 
redness  and  heat  of  one  cheek,  with  violent  pains. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  as  if  the  nerve  were  pulled  and  put 
upon  the  stretch. — °Throbbing  toothache  on  the  left  side. 

Mouth  and  Throat. — Rough  tongue. — Spasm  in  the 
fauces  with  empty  eructations  ^md  palpitations  of  the  heart. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Diminished  appetite,  without  thirst, 
but  desire  to  drink,  followed  by  flat  taste  in  the  mouth. — 
Constant  nausea.  — *Vomiting  and  diarrhoea  after  eating  ever 
so  little. — *  Vomiting  of  the  ingesta. — °Greenish  vomiting. — 
*Cardialgia,  also  after  eating.— °The  pit  of  the  stomach 
is  painful  when  touched. 

Abdomen. — *  Distention  of  the  abdomen, — °  Tympanitis. — 
*  Crampy  pain  and  constriction  in  the  bowels. — *  Violent,  ex- 
cessive  colic,  cutting  griping,  or  contractive,  obliging  one  to 
bend  double,  with  restlessness  in  the  whole  body,  and  shud- 
dering in  the  face,  emanating  from  the  abdomen. — °  Colicky 
cramp-pain  in  the  abdomen,  after  chagrin. — Pinching  and 
tearing-griping  in  the  abdomen,  less  after  considerable  exer- 
cise.— ^Cutting  in  the  abdomen,  °as  with  knives,  with  chilli- 
ness and  tearing  down  the  lower  limbs.  — *The  inner  abdomen 
feels  very  sensitive,  bruised,  and  empty. — Rumbling  in  the 
abdomen. — *  The  colic  abates  by  using  coffee  and  tobacco. — 
*Colic  after  eating  potatoes,  with  sudden  discharge  of  stool. 

StOOl — Constipation. — Greenish-yellow,  frothy  diarrhceic 
stools,  having  a  sourish-foul  or  mouldy  smell. — Mucous  di- 
arrhoea.— Bloody  stools. — ^Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  with  colic- 
— °Paralysis  of  the  anus. — Contraction  of  the  rectum  during 
stool. — Painfully-swollen  varices  at  the  rectum  or  anus. — 
Haemorrhage  from  the  anus. 

Urine. — ineffectual  urging  to  urinate. — Diminished  secre- 
tion of  urine. — Copious,  light-coloured  urine,  during  the  pains. 
— Fetid  urine,  which  soon  becomes  thick,  like  jelly,  and 
sticky. 

Male  Parts. — Pressure  towards  the  parts  emanating  from 
both  sides  of  the  abdomen,  obliging  one  to  have  an  embrace. 
— Priapism. —  Complete  impotence. — Retraction  of  the  pre- 
puce behind  the  glans. 
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Female  Parts. — Suppression  of  the  lochia  and  puerperal 
fever  after  chagrin. 

Windpipe. — °Laryngeal  phthisis'? — Dry  hacking  cough, 
caused  by  an  irritation  in  the  larynx,  also  when  smoking 
tobacco. 

Che&t  and  Respiration. — Attacks  of  nocturnal  asthma. — 
Oppression  of  the  chest  as  if  pressed  together. — °Painful  no- 
dosities in  the  mammas. 

Trunk. — Pulling  pain  in  the  back,  as  if  the  nerves  were 
put  upon  the  stretch. — Tension  about  the  neck  and  in  the 
scapula. — Abscess  of  the  axillary  glands. 

Upper  Extremities. — °Bruising  pain  in  the  shoulder-joint, 
after  chagrin. — Aching-drawing  bone-pain  in  the  arms. — 
Crampy  pain  in  the  hands,  with  difficulty  of  opening  the  fin- 
gers.— Drawing  in  the  tendons  of  the  thumbs. 

Lower  Extremities. — ° Acute  and  chronic  coxagra,  espe- 
cially when  characterized  by  a  hard  crampy-drawing  pain  in 
the  region  of  the  hip-joint,  and  the  adjoining  parts,  with  pains 
striking  from  the  renal  region  down  the  thighs. — Tensive 
stitching  in  the  region  of  the  loins  and  hip-joint,  mostly  when 
lying  on  the  back.— Pain  when  walking,  as  if  the  psoas-mus- 
cle  were  too  short. —  Voluntary  limping. — ° Stiffness  of  the 
knees,  not  allowing  one  to  squat  down. — Crampy  feeling  in  the 
legs. — Stitches  in  the  legs,  especially  during  rest. — Weight 
and  trembling  of  the  legs.— Tearing  in  the  sole,  during  rest. 


49.  CONHTH  MACULATUM. 
General  Symptoms. — Crampy  feeling  and  spasmodic 
pains  in  various  parts. — *During  rest  the  joints  and  limbs 
feel  as  if  lamed  and  bruised. — ^Nocturnal  pains  and  ailments^ 
disturbing  one's  sleep. — The  pains  come  on  during  rest,  and 
become  worse  by  motion. — Liability  to  straining  in  conse-

— °Hysteric  spasms. — °Scrofulous  affections. — *  Swelling  and 
induration  of  glands,  with  tingling,  stinging  pains  ;  °also  after 
bruises  or  contusions. — ° Chlorosis. — *Fainting  fits. — *Apo- 
plexy,  with  paralysis;  °also  of  old  people. — ° Ailments  inci- 
dental to  old  age. — ° Various  ailments  of  women,  especially 
pregnant  women. —  General  languor,  with  desire  to  laugh. — 
*Sick  and  languid  feeling,  early,  in  bed. — Languor,  especially 
of  the  lower  limbs. — °  Weak  and  nervous,  also  after  abuse  of 
nitric  acid. — °Sudden  prostration  when  walking. — Liability  to 
taking  cold. — *  Ailments  and  exhaustion  arising  from  a  walk 
in  the  open  air. 
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Skin. — Stinging  and  stinging  ^itching  in  the  skin. — Painful 
inflammation  of  the  skin  of  the  body. — ° Nettlerash  after  vio- 
lent exercise, — Itch-like  pimples,  forming  scurfs. — °Brown 
spots  on  the  body,  or  red  itching  spots  coming  and  going. 
— °Inveterate,  humid,  or  crusty,  burning  herpes. — Blackish 
ulcers,  with  bloody,  fetid  ichor  and  tingling  tension — Caries. 
— Panaritia. — °Cancerous  ulcers  ? — °Schirrhous  indurations. 

Sleep* — *  Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  -even  early  in  the 
morning. — *  Drowsy  in  the  evening,  with  closing  of  the  lids. — 
*Falls  asleep  late. — *Unrefreshing  sleep,  °with  wandering  of 
the  fancy,  *weeping,  and  many  anxious  dreams,  and  dreams 
full  of  fear. — Wakes  half,  ai'ter  midnight,  with  great  an- 
guish.— Nightmare. — Twitchings  during  sleep. 

Fever. — Chilliness,  coldness  and  shuddering. — Internal, 
dry  heat. — Acute  and  lentescent  fevers. — *  Catarrhal  fevers, 
with  sore  throat  and  cough. — Irregular  pulse. — Night-sweat, 
even  when  first  falling  asleep. 

Emotive  Sphere. — ^Hysteric  anxiety  with  sad  and  weep- 
ing mood. — Dread  of  men,  nevertheless  one  dislikes  to  be 
alone. — Full  of  fear  (of  thieves). — ^Tendency  to  start. — 
*  Out  of  spirits,  melancholy. — *  Hypochondriac  indifference. — 
°Discouraged. — *J¥ot  disposed  to  tvork. — *  Vexed  and  irritable. 

Sentient  Sphere.— Confused  thoughts,  with  mania. — In- 
ability to  collect  one's-self,  as  if  half  asleep. — Difficulty  of 
comprehending.  — Weakness  of  memory  and  of  the  thinking 
faculties,  °forgeiful. — The  least  quantity  of  spirits  makes  him 
tipsy. — *Vertigo  -as  though  one  were  turning  in  a  circle, 
when  raising  one's-self,  or  °as  if  one  would  fall  to  one  side, 
when  looking  about. 

Head. — *Hemicrania,  with  nausea  and  vomiting  of  mucus. 
— Painful  dulness  of  the  head,  especially  during  a  walk  in 
the  open  air. — The  brain  is  \ery  sensitive,  even  from  a  little 
talk  or  noise. — Daily  headache,  on  account  of  scanty  stools. 
— Semilateral  headache,  as  if  bruised. — Sensation  as  of  a 
large  foreign  body  in  the  head. — ^Weight  and  fulness  of  the 
head,  -especially  early  in  the  morning  on  waking. — Drawing 
in  the  head,  with  sensation  as  if  the  brain  had  gune  to  sleep. 
—^Paroxysms  of  tearing  headache,  obliging  one  to  lie  down. 
—°  Chrome  *  si  itching  pain  in  the  head,  \°sinciput\  -or  in  the 
forehead,  striking  from  within  outwards.  — Digging  and  grip^ 
ing  in  the  forehead,  as  if  proceeding  from  the  stomach.—- 
Hydrocephalus. 

'Integuments  Of  the  Head.— The  hair  falls  o/.-^-Itching 
on  the  head. — Painful  blotches  on  the  forehead. 

Eyes. —  Pressure  when  reading. — ° Itching  below  the  eyes, 
with  smarting,  burning  when  rubbing  them. — Itching,  sting- 
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ing  or  smarting  in  the  inner  eanthi. — °  Feeling  of  coldness  in 
the  eyes,  when  walking  in  the  open  air. — Burning  in  the  eyes, 
with  pressure  in  the  orbits,  in  the  evening. — Inflammation 

and  redness  of  the  whites. *Stye  on   the  lids. — ° Specks 

on  the  cornea  ? — Yellowness  of  the  whites. — The  eyes  look 
faint. — Protruded  eyes. — Tremulous  look. — Obscuration  of 
vision. — °Weak  eyes. — Passing  blindness  in  the  heat  of  the 
sun. — °  Cataract,  especially  after  a  blow. — *  Near-sighted. — 
°Far-sighted. — Diplopia. — While  reading  the  lines  seem  to 
move. — °Dark  points  and  coloured  lines  before  the  eyes,  in  a 
room. — Sees  red  colours. — °  The  eyes  are  dazzled  by  the  light 
of  day. — °Photophobia  of  scrofulous  persons. 

Ears* — *  Stinging  in  the  ears,  °also  when  walking  in  the 
open  air. — °Drawing  stitches  in  the  ears  from  within  out- 
wards.— °  Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  ears  and  all  around. — 
° Accumulation  of  cerumen,  looking  like  decayed  paper,  mix- 
ed with  purulent  mucus. — Blood-red  cerumen. — *  Humming, 
ringing  and  roaring  in  the  ears. — Painful  sensitiveness  of  the 
hearing. — °Diminution  of  hearing,  ceasing  after  removing  the 
cerumen,  and  commencing  again  as  soon  as  the  cerumen  re- 
commences to  accumulate. — °Indurated  swelling  of  the  paro- 
tid gland. 

Nose. — inflammation  of  the  inner  nose,  also  after  abuse 
of  mercury. — ° Purulent  discharge  from  the  nose. — Haemor- 
rhage from  the  nose. — ^Increased  sense  of  smell. 

Pace, — *Hot  face. — Pale,  bluish  complexion,  also  with 
swelling  of  the  face. — Smarting  of  the  skin  of  the  face  as  if 
sore,  after  washing  and  drying. — Nocturnal  ^tearing-stitching 
prosopalgia. — ° Flashing  tearings  in  the  right  forehead,  every 
few  minutes.—- *Itching,  itching  eruption,  herpes  and  phage- 
denic ulcers  in  the  face. — Blotches  on  the  forehead. — °Lips 
dry  and  scaly. — Blisters  and  ulcers  on  the  lips.— °Cancer  of 
the  lips. 

Teeth. — *  Toothache,  mostly  drawing  -from  walking  in  the 
open  air,  or  in  hollow  teeth  from  eating  any  thing  cold. — 
°Stitching  -jerking,  gnawing  and  boring  in  the  teeth. — Swol- 
len, ecchymosed,  bleeding  gums. 

Mouth. — Swelling  of  the  tongue.— Difficulty  of  speech. — 
Painful  stiffness  of  the  tongue. — Ptyalism. 

Throat.— Sore  throat  as  if  a  body  were  rising  up  from 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,— -Impeded  deglutition. — ° Involuntary 
swallowing. — Walking  in  the  wind  obliges  one  to  swallow  a 
good  many  times. — Spasms  in  the  fauces—  °Scraping  in  the 
throat. — Hawking. — Angina  faucium  with  fever. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Bitterness  in  the  mouth  and  throat. 
— °Does  not  relish  bread. — °Canine  hunger.  —  Desire  for 
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coffee  and  sour  things. — Sudden  feeling  of  satiety  and  disten- 
tion in  the  stomach  and  abdomen,  after  eating  milk  and  during 
a  meal. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — *Frequent  loud,  empty  eructations 
the  whole  day. — *Suppressed  eructations  °with  feeling  of 
fulness  in  the  throat-pit. — ^Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta. 
— ^Heartburn  rising  up  into  the  throat,  also  after  eating. — 
*Sour  gulping-up  after  eating. — *Acid  stomach. — Inclination 
to  vomit,  with  complete  loss  of  appetite. — Nausea  after  every 
meal. — °  Nausea  of  pregnant  women. 

Stomach* — °Pressure  at  the  stomach  when  eating. — Bloat- 
ing of  the  stomach. — ^Contractive  cardialgia. — Sore  pain  in 
the  stomach. — °  Cancer  of  the  stomach  ? 

AMoniCll, — Pain  in  the  hypochondria,  as  if  constricted  by 
a  band. — Pressure,  drawing,  tearing  and  stitching  in  the  region 
of  the  liver, — *Stitches  in  the  left  hypochondrium,  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  spleen. — Fulness  of  the  abdomen,  early  in  the 
morning,  on  waking. — °Swelling  of  the  mesenteric  glands. — 
°Oppressive  contraction  of  the  lower  abdomen. — °Colicky 
abdominal  spasms. — *  Cutting-stitching  colic.-—*  Digging  and 
twisting  in  the  umbilical  region. — ° Sore  feeling  in  the  abdo- 
men, when  walking  on  stone  pavement. — Rumbling  in  the 
abdomen. — *  Emission  of  cold  flatulence  (with  colic). — in- 
carcerated flatulence. 

StOOl  and  AnilS* — *  Constipation,  with  ineffectual  urging. — 
*Hard  stool,  only  once  every  other  day. — Diarrhoeic,  undi- 
gested stool,  with  colic  and  a  good  deal  of  eructations. — De- 
bilitating diarrhoea. — Stitches  in  the  anus. — Heat  and  burn- 
ing in  the  rectum,  during  and  between  the  passages. — *Dis- 
charge  of  blood  at  stool. 

Urine* — *Pressure  on  the  bladder,  °as  if  the  urine  would 
come  off  immediately. — Frequent,  also  involuntary  urination 
at  night. — Enuresis  with  acute  pains.— °Thick  urine,  turbid 
and  white-looking. — Tenacious  mucus  in  the  urine,  which 
passes  off  with  great  pain. — Purulent  discharge  from  the 
urethra, — Bloody  urine. — °While  urinating,  the  urine  stops 
suddenly  for  a  time,  and  then  flows  again. — *  Cutting  in  the 
urethra  when  urinating.

Male  Parts. — ° Swelling  of  the  testicles  after  contusions.— 
Lascivious. — °  Impotence,  with  deficient  erections. — °Feeble 
embrace. — ° Insufficient  erections. — The  semen  passes  off  too 
easily,  with  feeble  erections. — ° Languor  after  an  embrace. — 
0 "Excessive  emissions. 

Female  Parts* — °  Uterine  spasms,  with  pinching  and  grip- 
ing pains,  or  with  digging  above  the  pudendum,  distention 
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of  the  abdomen,  and  stitches  striking  into  the  left  side  of  the 
chest.— *Itching  of  the  'pudendum  and  inside. — °Stifeching  in 
the  vagina  and  pressing  downwards. — *Stitches  in  the  labia. 
—*Menses  too  early  °and  too  scanty. — *  Suppressed  menses. — 
°During  the  menses,  pressing  downwards  and  drawing  in  the 
•upper  abdomen,  or  painful  abdominal  spasms — °Sterility, 
especially  when  the  menses  are  suppressed. — ^Smarting,  burn- 
ing, acrid,  excoriating  leucorrhcea,  preceded  by  pinching  in 
the  abdomen. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— ^Excessive  sneezing.— trouble- 
some feeling  of  dryness  in  the  nose. — °  Chronic  stoppage  of 
both  nostrils. — °Stoppage  of  the  nose  in  the  morning. 

Windpipe, — ° Affections  of  the  windpipe  ? — Dry  spot  in 
the  larynx,  with  tingling  and  desire  to  cough. — ° Cough  of 
pregnant  females  and  scrofulous  patients. — °Dry  tickling 
-cough,  with  oppression  of  the  chest. — Suffocative  cough  with 
flushes  of  redness  in  the  face. — °Dry  spasmodic  cough. — 
*  Whooping-cough,  -with  bloody  expectoration,  or  in  Noc- 
turnal paroxysms,  °also  after  measles. — Loose  cough,  with- 
out expectoration. — Yellow,  purulent,  foul-tasting  expectora- 
tion when  coughing. — °Cough  with  bloody  expectoration. — 
The  cough  gets  worse  in  a  recumbent  posture. — Coughing  is 
attended  with  headache  or  bellyache,  or  stitches  in  the  left 
side  which  are  rendered  worse  by  contact.

Trunk. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  bending 
backwards. — °Pressure  and  pressing  together  above  the  hips. 
— Aching-drawing,  crampy  feeling  in  the  back. — °Tension  in 
the  nape  of  the  neck. — °Sore  pain  of  the  lowermost  cervical 
vertebras. — Enlargement  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  shoulders  are  painful  as  if  made 
sore  by  pressure. — °Humid,  crusty,  burning  herpes  on  the 
forearm.- — Deadness  of  the  hands,  especially  the  palms. — 
° Sweaty  palms. — Numb  fingers. — Itching  of  the  backs  of  the 
fingers. — Yellow  spots  on  the  fingers  and  yellow  nails. — 
Panaritia, 
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^  Lower  Extremities.—- °Drawing  pain  in  the  hips. — ten- 
sive-tearing arthritic  pain  about  the  knee,  worse  when  setting 
the  foot  down,  or  when  commencing  to  move  about  after  sit- 
ting, as  though  the  tendons  were  too  short  (during  suppres- 
sion of  the  menses). — Weary  knees. — Painful  swelling  of 
the  legs  and  feet. — °Painful  reddish  spots  on  the  calves,  which 
afterwards  change  to  green  or  yellow,  as  after  bruises,  and 
impede*  the  motion  of  the  foot  which  is  crooked  as  though 
the  tendons  were  contracted. — Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves. 
— °Cold  feet,  liable  to  taking  cold. — The  feet  are  numb  and 
insensible. — Purulent  blisters  on  the  feet. — °Gout. 
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General  Symptoms. — Gastric  complaints. — °  Hemorrhages. 
— °Hcemoptysis. — Palpitation  of  the  heart. — Inflammatory 
affections. 

Skin. — *  Urticaria. 

Fever. — Fever  every  forenoon,  chilliness  and  coldness ; 
in  the  afternoon  heat  all  over,  with  desire  for  water. — Dur- 
ing the  chilliness  the  dorsa  of  the  feet  are  painful  during 
motion. 

Abdomen* — Inclination  to  vomit. — Colicky  tearing  in  the 
abdomen,  preceded  by  drawing  in  the  femora. — Burning  in 
the  abdomen. — Eumbling  and  fermentation  in  the  bowels. 

Stool. —  White  diarrhoeic  stools,  mostly  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, with  chilliness,  and  drawing-tearing  colic  obliging  one  to 
bend  double. — Involuntary  stools. 

Urine.  —  Constant  ineffectual  urging  to  urinate. — The  urine 
is  emitted  drop  by  drop. — Itching,  smarting  and  burning  in 
the  urethra,  before  and  after  micturition. — Sore  pain  in  the 
orifice  of  the  urethra. — Inflammation,  swelling  and  dilatation 
of  the  orifice  of  the  urethra,  with  throbbing  pains  in  the  whole 
penis. — *  Yellow,  purulent  gonorrhoea. 

Female  P 'arts.-— Metrorrhagia. 
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General  Symptoms. — ^Bounding  sensation  here  and  there 
as  from  something  alive. — °  Chorea. — The  joints  feel  loose  and 
crack. — Some  limbs  go  to  sleep,  at  night,  during  sleep. — The 
pains  are  less  in  the  open  air,  many  pains  come  on  at  night, 
and  the  pains  are  worse  early  in  the  morning. — Rushes  of 
blood,  also  through  the  whole  body. — * Hemorrhage  from 
various  organs,  the  blood  being  tenacious,  black. — The  limbs 
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feel  heavy  and  lame,  after  slight  exercise. — Striking  alterna- 
tion of  the  most  opposite  bodily  and  mental  ailments. — °Is  es- 
pecially suitable  to  females. — General  excessive  debility, 
with  fainting  turns  during  motion. — Languor,  early  in  the 
morning.

Sleep- —  Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  especially  after  eat- 
ing, also  in  the  evening. — °Sopor,  with  faint,  glassy  eyes. — 
Singing,  crying  and  starting  during  sleep. — Frightful,  or  else 
pleasant,  merry  dreams. 

Fever. — Fever  with  chilliness  previous  to  the  heat. 

Emotive  Sphere^ — Disposed  to  feel  sad,  sometimes  alter- 
nating with  great  cheerfulness. — Disposed  to  laugh,  sing, 
sometimes  attended  with  great  prostration. — Merry  jesticulat- 
ing  mania,  with  pale  face,  headache,  obscuration  of  sight. — 
Diminished  volition. — Vehement,  angry,  sometimes  being 
sorry  for  it  immediately  after. — Alternate  harshness  and  kind- 
ness of  disposition. — °Religious  melancholy. 

Sentient  Sphere, — Forgetful  and  absent  minded. — Vivid 
memory. — Dulness  of  the  head  as  if  tipsy,  with  dulness  of 
sight. —  Vertigo  as  if  one  ivould  faint, — Reeling  after  rising 
from  a  recumbent  posture. 

Head* — Headache  above  the  eyes^  with  burning  and  pressure 
in  the  eyes,  especially  in  the  evening,  at  candle-light. — Heavi- 
ness of  the  head,  early  in  the  morning,  with  pressure  on  the 
vertex. — Drawing  pain  in  the  forehead,  with  nausea. — Semi- 
lateral  throbbing  in  the  head  and  face. — Shocks  in  the  forehead 
and  temples.

Mouth. — Scraping  sensation  in  the  mouth. — Flow  of  water 
in  the  mouth. — White-coated,  moist  tongue,  with  erect 
papillae. 

Tbroat. — Sore  throat  as  if  the  uvula  were  elongated,  or  as 
if  a  plug  had  lodged  in  the  throat,  during  and  between  the 
acts  of  deglutition. — Scraping  in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  repulsive  sourish-sweetish. — 
Sweet  or  bitter  taste  in  the  back  part  of  the  throat. — Thirst 
in  the  evening  all  the  time,  with  qualmishness  in  the  abdomen, 
after  drinking.

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  sweet,  or  brassy,  or  saltish- 
sour. — Food  tastes  watery. — Appetite  for  cold  rather  than 
for  warm  things. 

Gastric  Symptoms • — Constant  eructations. — Hiccough. — 
Waterbrash  after  eating  milk.  — Inclination  to  vomit,  from 
the  lower  abdomen  to  the  palate,  worst  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  with  intoxication,  loathing  and  foul  taste  in  the 
mouth. — Periodical,  violent  vomiting,  abating  after  drinking. 
—  Vomiting  of  bile,  or  of  water  and  mucus,  also  of  blood. — 
*  Violent  vomiting,  with  pressure  at  the  stomach,  spasyns  in 
the  abdomen,  diarrhoea,  and  convulsions. 

Stomach. — Cardialgia.  — ^Excessive  distress  in  the  sto- 
mach, and  pit  of  the  stomach. — *Hard  pressure  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  -aggravated  by  contact.

— Asthmatic  oppression  when  ascending  an  eminence,  or  when 
walking  rapidly,  with  disposition  to  take  a  long  breath. — 
*  Spasmodic  tightness  of  the  chest — Suffocative  fits. — difficul- 
ty of  breathing,  with   spasmodic   rattling  in   the   chest. 

° Cough,  with  wheezing  breathing,  whenever  one  makes  an  at- 
tempt to  draw  a  deep  breath. — °The  tightness  of  the  chest 
is  worse  at  night,  also  when  coughing,  laughing,  or  bending 
the  body  backward. — Pressure  at  the  chest. — Painful  contrac- 
tion of  the  chest,  especially  after  drinking. — ° Spasms  of  the 
chest,  depriving  one  of  voice,  and  breath- — Palpitation  of  the 
heart. 

Trunk.  — Swelling  of  the  cervical  glands.  -—Feeling  of 
weight  in  the  axillary  glands. 

Upper  Extremities. — Herpes  in  the  bend  of  the  elbow. — 
Swelling  of  the  hand,  with  inflammation  of  a  lymphatic 
vessel  up  to  the  shoulder. — Pressure  and  tearing  in  the  meta- 
carpal bones.  — Weakness  and  paralysis  of  the  hand. — 
Twitching  of  the  hands,  early  in  the  morning,  after  rising.— 
Numbness  and  shrivelling  of  the  fingers.

General  Symptoms. — Drawing,  or  tearing,  with  pressure, 
especially  in  those  places  where  the  bones  are  immediately 
covered  by  the  skin. — All  the  pains,  except  the  languor, 
cease  during  motion ;  whereas  a  good  many  pains  come  on 
while  sitting. — Gastric  derangement. — Very  weary,  especial- 
ly in  the  evening,  with  stiffness  in  the  lower  limbs,  and  sen- 
sation as  if  they  were  lamed  and  bruised,  and  with  drawing 
pressure  in  the  thighs  and  knees. 

— Gnawing  itching  of  the  skin,  here  and  there,  es- 
pecially when  sitting. — Intolerable  stinging  itching,  in  the 
evening,  in  bed. 

Sleep, — Disposed  to  He  down  and  the  a  nap. — Falls 
asleep,  late  in  the  evening,  with  perceptible  throbbing  in  the 
brain. — Nightmare  after  going  to  sleep. 

Fever. — Chilliness  and  coldness,  followed  by  a  gradually- 
increasing  heat,  without  thirst,  especially  in  the  face,  with 
redness,  which  increases  after  eating. — Evening  chilliness,  with 
great  sensitiveness  to  cold,  without  thirst ;  afterwards,  anxi- 
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ety  with  heat  in  single  parts,  dorsum  of  the  hand,  and  nape 
of  the  neck,  but  not  in  the  face. 

Emotive  Sphere.  — Internal  grief  and  anguish  of  con- 
science.  — Out  of  humour,  with  attacks  of  taciturnity. — 
Alternate  dread  and  love  of  work. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Alternate  excellence  and  weakness  of 
memory.  — Stupified  dulness  of  the  mind,  with  inability  to 
perform  any  kind  of  work. — Vertigo  when  standing,  as  if  the 
brain  were  moved. 

Head. — Stupifying  headache,  with  obscuration  of  vision. 
— Continual  stitches  in  the  brain,  when  stooping. — Stitches 
in  the  temples. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— Itching  stinging  on  the  hairy 
scalp,  shifting  to  some  other  spot  after  scratching. 

Eyes. — Eyes  faint  and  sunken. — Stinging  in  the  eyes  and 
lids. — Swelling  of  the  lids. — Dilatation  of  the  pupils. — Misti- 
ness of  sight. 

Ears. — Drawing  in  the  ear. — Diminution  of  hearing,  as  if 
the  ears  were  stopped. 

JVose. — Diminution  of  smell. 

pace. — Numb  feeling  in  the  upper  lip,  or  as  if  hard. 

Teeth.  — Dull  drawing  toothache,  at  night.  — ^Arthritic 
stitching  and  boring  in  the  teeth. 

MOUth.— White-coated  tongue. — Rough,  slimy  feeling  in 
the  mouth,  continually. — The  palate  is  very  dry  in  the  even- 
ing, with  hunger  and  thirst. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Foul  taste. — Everything  one  eats 
tastes  flat. — Little  hunger  and  appetite,  especially  early  in 
the  morning  and  evening. —  One  is  satiated,  and  loathes  food 
as  soon  as  one  commences  to  eat. — Aversion  to  bread  and 
butter,  and  cold  food. — Very  drowsy  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  — Frequent  empty,  or  sourish  eructa- 
tions.— Sobbing  eructations,  especially  after  eating. — Inclina- 
tion to  vomit,  with  qualmishness  in  the  region  of  the  stomach, 
as  after  eating  grease,  after  dinner  and  supper. —  Water- 
brash,  with  nausea,  in  the  evening. 

Stomach  and  Abdomen. — Fullness  and  pressure  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach,  as  if  overloaded. — Malaise  in  the  lower 
abdomen,  with  nausea.  — The  lower  abdomen  is  painfully 
sensitive  to  the  least  touch.  — Sudden  attacks  of  pinching 
colic.  — Bumbling  in  the  lower  abdomen,  immediately  after 
eating. 

StOOl. — Frequent  hard  stools. — Papescent  stools. — Draw- 
ing pressure  at  the  anus,  and  in  the  perinseum,  as  if  ulcerated 
interiorly. 

Urine.- — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  and  copious  emission 
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of  a  whitish  urine. — Stitching  in  the  urethra,  while  urinat- 
ing. 

Catarrhal   Symptoms. — Fluent  eoryza,  with  sneezing. 

ChCSt  and  Respiration. — Evening  shortness  of  breath, 
as  from  weakness. — Suffocative  fits. — Oppression,  with  la- 
boured breathing. — Tearing  stitches  in  the  chest,  with  short, 
oppressed  breathing.  — Pressure  at  the  heart,  as  from  ac- 
cumulation of  blood,  with  perceptible  palpitation  of  the  heart 

Trunk. — Stitching  pains  in  the  renal  region,  posteriorly. 
— Sore  pain,  as  if  excoriated,  on  and  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. 
— Rheumatic,  laming  pressure,  or  drawing,  in  the  nape  of  the 
neck,  and  at  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — Laming,  hard  pressure  in  the  arms 
down  to  the  fingers,  preventing  one  from  writing. — Drawing 
in  the  arms,  down  to  the  fingers — Pain  at  the  upper  arm, 
as  if  bruised  or  contused. — Painful  drawing  at  the  inner  side 
of  the  radius,  and  in  the  wrist-joint. — Contraction  of  the 
fingers. — Red  blisters  at  the  finger-joints,  after  violent  itching. 

Lower  Extremities. — Crampy  pain  in  the  thigh. — Red 
spots  on  the  thighs,  as  if  burnt. — A  good  deal  of  violent  itch- 
ing of  the  calves,  ankles,  and  toes. — Pain,  as  if  sprained,  in 
the  tarsal  joints. — The  toes  feel  sore  when  walking. — After 
walking,  the  toes  feel  dead. — Fetid  sweat  between  the  toes.

General  Symptoms. — *Rheumatic  and  arthritic  pains  in 
the  muscles  and  bones  of  the  extremities  ;  °articular  rheuma- 
tism after  suppression  of  gonorrhoea ;  stitching  pains,  like 
shocks,  here  and  there,  sometimes  shifting  rapidly  from  one 
part  to  another,  aggravated  by  cold  air,  °and  by  drinking 
brandy  ;  °exostoses,  with  stitching  or  dull-aching  pains  ;  °sore 
pain  in  the  exostoses ;  *most  of  the  pains  are  felt  in  the  left 
side,  and  get  worse  in  the  cool  air,  °also  during  the  declining 
moon,  early  in  the  morning,  °or  towards  evening,  and  especi- 
ally in  bed. — All  the  limbs  feel  very  languid  and  lamed,  as  by 
blows  ;  °disposed  to  lie  down. — *  Sleepless,  °also  on  account 
of  bone-pains  ;  °drowsy,  without  being  able  to  sleep ;  dreams 
about  fire,  and  black  cats,  with  night-mare;  restless,  un- 
refreshing  night-sleep ;  frequent  starting  when  on  the  point  of 
falling  asleep,  with  chills  and  clammy  sweat. — Fever,  like 
typhus,  with  excessive  chilliness,  followed  by  continual  heat, 
clammy  sweat  all  over,  loss  of  appetite  ;  fever,  with  gastric 
and  nervous  symptoms,  clammy  sweat,  which  sometimes 
smells  fetid. — °  Desponding  ;  full  of  fear ;  irritable,  nervous 
and  trembling  during  the  pains  ;  vexed,  irresolute,  unable  to 
collect  one's  self 
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Head. — Headache  from  every  mental  labour;  °pains  under 
the  eyes,  from  temple  to  temple. — *  Feeling  of  fullness  in  the 
head,  as  if  the  skull  would  burst,  Especially  when  raising  one's 
self  in  bed  ;  sensation  as  if  the  head  were  enlarged,  also  with 
stitches  in  the  temples.— Sensation  as  if  the  outer  parts  of  the 
brain  were  inflamed,  and  were  striking  against  the  skull,  with 
pain;  *much  heat  in  the  head,  especially  in  the  vertex,  also 
with  sensation  as  if  the  head  were  compressed  ;  painful  beat- 
ing in  the  temples  (and  in  the  gums),  also  with  soreness 
when  touched. 

Integuments  of  the  Head.— °Exostoses  on  the  skull. — 

°Soft  tubercles  on  the  vertex,  as  if  filled  with  water,  very 
painful,  especially  at  night,  disturbing  one's  sleep,  worse 
when  touched. — °Hard  swelling  of  the  whole  left  side  of  the 
head,  with  feeling  of  numbness,  and  occasional  stitches. 

Eyes  and  Ears.  — °Scraping  in  the  eyes  ;  disagreeable 
sensation  around  the  eyes,  with  dryness  and  heaviness  of 
the  lids ;  painful  sensation  as  if  the  eyes  were  pressed  into  the 
head ;  violent  pains  in  the  eyeballs,  in  the  evening,  with  great 
nervousness;  contraction  of  the  pupils;  eyes  inflamed,  weak, 
dull,  and  as  if  full  of  tears. — °  Weak  sight,  the  letters  looking 
blurred  when  reading ;  °sensation  as  if  a  pellicle  had  been 
stretched  over  the  eyes ;  °diplopia, — Roaring  in  the  ears. 

Face  and  Teeth. — Heat  and  burning  on  the  cheeks,  around 
the  ears,  and  on  the  vertex,  also  with  constant  disposition  to 
yawn. — Sensation  of  swelling,  stiffness  and  tension  in  the  ar- 
ticulation of  the  jaw,  with  burning  sensation  of  excoriation 
on  the  skin. — Toothache,  with  or  without  ptyalism ;  tooth- 
ache after  an  embrace,  or  accompanied  with  erections  ;  pul- 
sations in  the  teeth  and  gums  ;  tearing  in  all  the  teeth ; 
toothache,  with  paroxysms  of  chilliness,  or  disposition  to 
sweat. 

Mouth,  Stomach,  &C. — Ptyalism  ;  hot  saliva.-— Tongue 
dry,  and  as  if  burnt,  after  sleeping ;  coated  on  one  side ;  °fetor 
of  the  tongue.— Great  desire  for  smoking;  °heartburn,  and 
sour  vomiting  ;  vomiting  and  nausea  after  breakfast. — Pres- 
sure at  the  stomach,  after  drinking ;  °frequent  cardialgia ; 
°feeling  of  fulness  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  distention  ; 
° burning,  and  sore  pain,  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  after  every 
meal,  extending  to  the  left  hypochondrium,  and  back,  with 
frequent  empty  eructations.  — Pains,  like  stitches,  in  the 
splenetic  region. — Colic,  with  chilliness  ;  arthritic  pains,  sud- 
denly shifting  from  the  extremities  to  the  abdomen. 

StOOl,  &C. — ^Constipation ;  scanty  stools,  with  blood  to- 
wards the  end ;  *frequent  and  profuse  micturition ;  °frequent 
urination  at  night ;  urine  turbid,  thick,  yellowish,  smelling 
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like  spoiled  eggs;  red-yellow  urine ;  fetid  urine;  red  sedi- 
ment adhering  to  the  sides  of  the  vessel ;  sore  pain  in  [the 
urethra  when  urinating. — Sweat  on  the  scrotum ;  discharge  of 
prostatic  fluid  when  urinating ;  erections  during  the  tooth- 
ache ;  toothache  after  an  embrace. 

Chest,  &C. — Feeble  voice. — Racking  *  cough  with  vomit- 
i>ng->  °yellow,  frothy,  sometimes  blood-streaked  expectoration, 
and  deprivation  of  sleep ;  copious,  watery,  expectoration 
when  coughing  ;  bloody  expectorations. — Stoppage  of  breath, 
at  night,  with  sensation  as  if  the  cervical  glands  were  swol- 
len, and  the  veins  were  turgid  with  blood ;  fetid  breath.  — 
Tearing  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  with  trembling,  and  being 
beside  one's-self;  °throbbing  and  fluttering  of  the  heart,  writh 
inability  to  lie  on  the  left  side. 

Extremities* — Pain  in  the  nape  of  the  neck,  with  head- 
ache ;  burning  itching  in  the  back ;  drawing  pain  down  the 
spine,  worse  when  stooping. — Itching  vesicles  on  the  arms 
and  legs  ;  boring  bone-pains,  and  stinging  in  the  fingers. — 
Itching  rash  on  the  legs;  rheumatic  pains  in  the  thighs  and 
knees ;  cold  knees  and  feet ;  contusive  pain  of  the  toes ; 
°painful  swelling  of  the  ball  of  the  big  toe,  with  pains  which 
frequently  shift  to  other  parts. 
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General  Symptoms. — Tearing-burning  stitching,  mostly  in 
the  extremities. — Piercing  pains  and  bruising  and  laming 
feeling  in  the  joints,  as  after  great  fatigue. — °Nodous  gout  ?— 
°  Glandular  induration  ? — Tight,  painful  swellings,  especially 
on  the  limbs, — ° Gastric  affections.— °  Jaundice. — °  Chlorosis. 
— Convulsions. — Epileptic  fits. — ° Dropsy  of  internal  organs. 

— Emaciation.  —  °Serous   apoplexy  I—Nervous    debility. 

Rapid  prostration  like  fainting,  with  sweat  all  over* 

Skin. — °Blueness  of  the  skin. — Gnawing  itching,  increas- 
ing to  intolerable  burning  prickings  unless  one  scratches. — 
Peeling  off  of  the  skin. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  sopor,  interrupted  by 
convulsive  vomiting. — Restless  slumbering  at  night,  with 
half  consciousness.— Night-sleep  disturbed  by  anxious  dreams 
and  starting. 

Ferer. — Cold  body,  frequently  with  cold  sweat,  especially 
on  the  forehead. — Cold  hands  and  feet.— Frequent  sudden 
flushes  of  warmth,  followed  by  weakness.— Profuse  night- 
sweat,  preceded  by  shuddering  and  chilliness  with  internal 
warmth,  in  the  afternoon.— °Gastrie,  bilious,  worm  and  len- 
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tescent  fevers  ? — Small,  feeble  or  extremely  low  pulse,  acce- 
lerated by  the  least  exercise. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *Anguish,  -especially  in  the  evening, 
with  whining  mood,  apprehensions  for  the  future. — Anguish  of 
the  conscience. — Whining,  melaitcholy  mood,  with  sick  feel- 
ing internally. — Indifferent. — Very  much  disposed  to  work. 

Sentient  Sphere.  —  Weak  memory. — Nightly  delirium 
and  restlessness. — Gloomy  feeling  in  the  head. —  Vertigo  with 
trembling. 

Head. — Attacks  of  pressure  in  the  head  (forepart),  espe- 
cially when  exerting  the  mind. — Tension  in  the  forehead 
when  turning  the  eyes. — Tearing  in  the  temples  and  sides  of 
the  head. — Stitching  in  the  temples  and  forehead  and  in  the 
outer  parts  thereof.

— Burning  and  pressure  in 
the  eyebrows,  with  decrease  of  the  visual  power. — °Stitching 
in  the  eyes. — *  Ophthalmia,  °also  of  arthritic  and  scrofulous 
persons. — *  Inflammation  of  the  Meibomian  glands. — *Smart- 
ing  lachrymation. — * Agglutination  of  the  eyes,  °with  profuse 
secretion  of  mucus. — The  eyes  are  disposed  to  turn  side- 
ways.— Insensible,  dilated  pupils. — Amaurosis. — Illusions  of 
sight. — Figures,  colours,  visions  before  the  eyes. — ^objects 
look  green  or  yellow. — Sparks. — °Obscuration  of  the  crystal- 
line tens. 

Ears. — Tensive-constrictive  pain  in  the  ears. — Swelling  of 
the  parotid  gland. — *Noise  in  the  ear  as  of  seething  water, 
with  °hard  hearing. 

Face. — Paleface. — °Blueness  of  the  lips  and  margins  of 
the  lids. — Convulsions  of  one  side  of  the  face. — Crampy  and 
drawing  pain  around  the  zygomata. — Swelling  of  the  cheek, 
with  pain  when  touched. — Gnawing-itching  eruption  on  the 
cheek  and  chin. — Black,  ulcerated  pores  in  the  face. — Swell- 
ing of  the  lips. — Eruptions  on  the  lips. — °Dry,  parched  lips. 

Month. — Mouth  and  fauces  are  raw,  rough,  with  slimy  taste. 
— Saliva  sweetish,  and  badly  smelling. — *Ptyalism,  with  sore- 
ness of  the  tongue  and  gums. — °Blue  tongue. — °Ulcer  on  the 
tongue. — *Tongue  coated  with  white  mucus. 

Appetite  and  Taste • — Taste  in  the  mouth  as  of  sweet 
almonds,  especially  after  smoking. — ° Bitter  mouth. — *Sweet- 
ish,  slimy  taste. — Bread  tastes  bitter. — Loss  of  appetite,  with 
clean   tongue. — Thirst,  especially  for    sour  drinks. — Desire 
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for  bitter  food. — After  a  meal,  oppression  and  distention  of 
stomach  and  abdomen. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Sour  eructations,  with  gulping-up  of 
a  sour  substance,  also  after  eating. — Heartburn. — Inclination 
to  vomit,  also  with  lowness  of  spirits  and  apprehensive  anx- 
iety.—  *Convulsive  retching. — Vomiting  and  nausea,  with 
fulness  and  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — Nocturnal 
vomiting  or  early  in  the  morning. — *  Vomiting  of  mucus  and 
food,  or  bile,  with  great  nausea. — ^Inclination  to  vomit  and 
nausea,  early  in  the  morning  on  waking. — ° Vomiting  of  the 
ingesta,  after  spitting. 

Stomach. — Pain  in  the  stomach,  as  if  drawn-in. — ^Pressure, 
burning  and  oppressive  weight  in  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the 
stomach. — *Cardialgia,  also  with  vomiting  and  nausea. — 
°Stitches  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach  to  the  side  and  back. — 
°Fulness  and  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  nausea 
and  vomiting. — *Iyeeling  of  weakness  in  the  stomach,  as  though 
one  would  die,  °also  particularly  immediately  after  eating. 

Abdomen. — Constrictive-tensive  pains  in  the  hypochondria. 
— °Sensitiveness  and  pressure  in  the  region  of  the  liver. — 
°Ascites. — Spasmodic-pinching  sensation  of  con  volution  in  the 
bowels. — Tearing  and  stitching  colic  with  inclination  to  vo- 
mit, especially  during  motion  and  expiration  of  air. — Cutting 
colic  as  if  caused  by  a  cold  or  diarrhoea. — ° Venous  conges- 
tions in  the  abdomen. — Tension  and  cram py- feeling  in  the  in- 
guinal region. — Flatulent  complaints. — °Distention  of  the 
abdomen. 

StOOl. — *  Chalk-coloured  or  ash-coloured  stools. — Diarrhoea, 
consisting  of  f wees  and  mucus,  preceded  by  chilliness  and  colic. 
— Dysenteric  diarrhoea.— Involuntary  stools. — °  Watery  diar- 
rhoea. 

Urine. — ° Retention  of  urine. — *  Anxious,  almost  ineffectual 
desire  to  urinate,  and  scanty  emission  of  burning  urine,  °also 
during  gonorrhoea. — Alternate  increase  and  decrease  of  urine. 
— Difficult  micturition,  as  if  caused  by  a  stricture. — Nocturnal 
enuresis.— Enuresis. — Involuntary  micturition. — Dark,  red, 
brown  urine. — Nausea  before  and  after  urinating. — Burning 
or  contraction  in  the  urethra,  when  urinating. — ^Inflamma- 
tion of  the  neck  of  the  bladder. — °Cutting  before  and  after 
urinating. 

Male  Parts. — Contusive  pain  in  the  testicles. — Swelling 
of  the  testicles. — ° Hydrocele. — Excited  sexual  desire  with 
erections  and  nocturnal  emissions. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness  and  catarrh,  early  in  the  morning. 
— Much  mucus  in  the  larynx,  which  can  be  detached  by 
hawking. — ° Angina    pectoris  1 — ° Expectoration    resembling 
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boiled  starch. — Cough  after  a  meal,  with  vomiting  of  the 
food.  —  Dry  cough,  with  pains  in  the  shoulders  and  arms.— 
Dry  spasmodic  cough,  excited  by  talking. —Bloody  expec- 
toration.—°Smarting  as  from  excoriation  in  the  chest,  when 
coughing. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Distressing  tightness  of  the 
chest,  -at  night,  when  lying,  and  in  the  day-time,  when  sit- 
ting.—Suffocative  constriction  in  the  chest,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, obliging  one  to  sit  up.—  °Tightness  of  the  chest,  when 
walking.  —  Pressure  at  the  chest  when  sitting  bent.— Tension 
across  the  chest,  with  disposition  to  take  a  long  breath.— 
Contractive  pain  in  the  chest  when  stooping.—  °  Hydrothorax  ? 
—Rush  of  blood  to  the  chest.— ° Increased  action  of  the  heart, 
with  audible  beating,  attended  with  anguish  and  contractive 
sensation  in  the  sternum  and  slow  pulse.— Shuddering  across 
the  mammae. 

Trunk.— Drawing  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  back, 
as  after  a  cold.— Bruising  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
when  blowing  the  nose.— Stiffness  and  tension  of  the  cervical 
and  posterior  cervical  muscles. 

Upper  Extremities.— Laming  tearing  in  the  arms.— Noc- 
turnal swelling  of  the  right  hand  and  fingers.  —  Cold  hands.  — 
Tearing  in  the  finger-joints.— Sudden,  laming  stiffness  of  the 
fingers.— The  fingers  are  numb  and  liable  to  going  to  sleep. 

Lower  Extremities.  —  °  Chronic  coxalgia  ?  —  The  lower 
limbs  are  very  stiff  after  sitting,  less  when  walking.— The 
lower  limbs  are  weak  as  if  lame.— Cutting  in  the  thigh  and 
burning  in  the  calf  when  crossing  the  legs. —Tension  in  the 
bend  of  the  knee.  —  Cold  feet. 

57,— DROSERi  ROTCNDIFOLLL 

General  Symptoms. —  Gnawing  stinging  in  the  long  bones 
especially  in  the  joints,  where  it  is  attended  with  violent 
stitches,  worse  during  rest  than  motion.— Painful,  stitching 
pressure  in  the  muscles  (of  the  extremities)  not  changing  by 
a  change  of  position.— All  the  limbs  feel  bruised  as  by  blows, 
lame  and  painful  externally.— Weakness  in  the  whole  body, 
with  sunken  eyes  and  cheeks,— Most  of  the  pains  are  felt 
early  in  the  morning  and  in  warmth.— °Epileptic  attacks, 
with  convulsions,  subsequent  sleep,  and  ending  with  expec- 
toration of  blood.  — °Sudden  emaciation  with  laryngeal 
phthisis. 

Skin* — °Violent  itching  when  undressing,  the  skin  com- 
ing off  easily  when  scratching. 

Sleep* — Snoring  during  sleep  and  when  lying  on  the  back. 
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—Frequent  starting  during  sleep.— Wakes  at  night  when 
commencing  to  perspire.— °Drowsy  at  noon,  also  after  sunset. 

Fever. — Feverish  shuddering  over  the  body,  with  hot 
face,  icy-cold  hands  and  loss  of  thirst.— ° Intermittent  fever 
with  inclination  to  vomit.— °Chilliness,  with  cold  and  pale 
hands,  feet  and  face.— * Constant  chilliness,  especially  during 
rest,  even  in  bed. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Low-spirited  on  account  of  imaginary 
opposition. — Anxiety,  especially  when  alone,  with  fear. — 
Restlessness,  not  allowing  one  to  dwell  long  on  one  object. — 
Apprehension  for  the  future.  —  Discouraged.  —  Desire  to 
drown  one's-self. — Obstinate  in  carrying  out  one's  designs. — 
°Beside  one's-self  about  the  least  trifle.  — °Dread  of  ghosts. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Painful  dulness  of  the  head,  as  from 
long  talking. — Vertigo  when  walking  in  the  open  air,  as  if  one 
would  fall  to  the  left  side. 

Head* — Headache,  especially  in  the  forehead  and  malar 
bones,  from  within  outwards,  also  with  nausea  and  stupefac- 
tion.— °Beating  and  throbbing  in  the  forehead. — The  scalp 
feels  sore. 

Eyes. — Stitching  in  the  eyes  from  within  outwards,  espe- 
cially when  stooping. — *Vanishing  of  sight,  or  blurred  let- 
ters when  reading. — *  Far-sighted. — The  eyes  are  dazzled  by 
the  candles  or  day-light. — *Gauze  before  the  eyes.

sons*— °  Corneitis. — ^Inflammation  and  ulceration  of  the  mar- 
gins  of  the  eyelids,  with  headache. — °  Ulcers,  cicatrices  and 
specks  of  the  cornea. — *Profuse  discharge  of  smarting  tears, 
until  one  gets  blind  from  it. — cSmarting  or  stinging  in  the 
eyes. — °Blue,  opaque  cornea.— °Pellicle  on  the  eyes,  start- 
ing from  the  canthi. — °Swelling  of  the  lids,  especially  the 
lower  lid. — °Fine  eruption  around  the  eyes. — °Lachryma-

Nose. — Pustules  on  the  wings  of  the  nose. — °PainfuI 
soreness  of  the  nostrils. 

Face. — Stiffness  of  the  cheeks  when  talking  or  chewing, 
with  feeling  of  heat  and  stinging  pain. — Stitching  in  the  jaw 
and  chin. — °Rash  in  the  face,  itching  in  warmth,  burning  and 
red  when  moistening  it. — °Stimiess  of  the  upper  lip  as  if 
made  of  wood. 

Moilth. — ^Stuttering  and  frequent  interruptions  of  the 
speech. — *Heavy  speech,  °owing  to  lameness  and  stiffness  of 
the  tongue  and  cheeks. — °Sensation  of  bubbling  in  the 
throat  from  below  upward. 

Teeth. — Stitching  toothache  in  the  lower  teeth. — Profuse 
bleeding  of  the  gums. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Flat  taste. — Nausea  and  bitterness 
in  the  mouth,  after  smoking. — Eructations  tasting  of  the 
ingesta. 

Abdomen. — Short  paroxysms  of  pinching  in  the  bowels. — 
*Burning-pressing  tightness  across  the  abdomen. — ° Colic, 
alternating  with  the  affection  of  the  eyes. 

Stool. — Hard,  insufficient  stool. 

Urine. — Frequent  emission  of  copious,  clear  urine. 

Male  Parts. — Spasmodic  retraction  of  the  sexual  parts, 
in  the  evening,  in  bed. — Voluptuous,  stinging  itching  of  the 
glans  and  prepuce. — °Fig- warts. — Drawing-up  sensation  and 
tingling  in  the  testes. 

Female  Parts. — °Menses  too  short. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — ^Profuse  fluent  coryza,  with  pro- 
fuse secretion  of  mucus,  °confused  feeling  in  the  head  and 
smarting  lachrymation. 

Windpipe. — *Cough,  especially  in  the  day-time,  with 
difficult  expectoration, — °Cough  with  stoppage  of  breath. — 
Morning-cough  with  profuse  expectoration  of  mucus  and  fluent 
coryza. 

Chest. — Difficult  breathing,  even  when  sitting. 

Trunk. — Aching  crampy  pain  in  the  back. 

Upper  Extremities. — Numb  pain  in  the  arms  and 
hands. — Aching  crampy  pain  in  the  hands  and  fingers. — 
°Painless  swelling  of  the  wrist  and  finger-joints  when  mov- 
ing them, — c Numbness  of  the  fingers. 
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Lower  Extremities. — Stinging  in  the  lower  limbs,  dur- 
ing rest. — Rigid  feeling  in  the  bend  of  the  knee  and  tendo 
Achilles,  as  if  the  tendons  were  contracted,  when  walking. — 
Feeling  of  weight  and  ^cramp-pain  in  the  lower  limbs  and 
calves,  when  standing  long. — ° Jerks  through  the  leg  from 
belowr  upward,  followed  by  lameness  and  numbness. 

62.— FERRIJM. 

General  Symptoms. — ° Arthritic  pains,  with  violent  tear- 
ing and  stitching,  especially  at  night,  with  disposition  to 
move  the  affected  parts. — Varices. — ° Ailments  arising  from 
abuse  of  cinchona  and  tea. — °Chlorosis, — °Dropsical  swell- 
ings, with  stinging. — °  Worm-affections. — *  Rushes  of  blood 
and  haemorrhages. — *Most  pains  appear  at  night,  are  worse 
when  sitting,  abate  during  slight  motion. — *  General  languor 
and  debility,  even  from  mere  talking,  and  frequently  alter- 
nating with  anxious  trembling  of  the  whole  body. — *  Emaci- 
ation.— A  walk  in  the  open  air  tires  one  even  unto  fainting, 
with  darkness  of  sight  and  humming  in  the  head. —  Wants 
to  lie  down. 

Skin. — Burning  spots  on  the  skin,  sore  when  touched. 

Sleep. —  Weary  and  drowsy,  with  restless  night-sleep,  anx- 
ious tossing  about,  dreams  and  difficulty  of  falling  asleep 
again  after  waking. — Falls  asleep  late  in  the  evening. — Ina- 
bility to  sleep  lying  on  the  side. 

Fever. — ° Frequent  short  chilly  creepings. — Shaking  chill, 
in  the  evening,  in  bed,  the  whole  night. — °  Want  of  animal 
heat. — Vascular  orgasm  in  the  day-time,  with  heat  in  the 
evening,  especially  in  the  hands. — ° Intermittent  fever,  also 
after  abuse  of  cinchona,  with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head, 
bloat  around  the  eyes,  swelling  of  the  veins;  vomiting  of 
food,  shortness  of  breath  and  lameness  of  speech. — Ready 
breaking  out  of  profuse  sweat,  after  exercise  or  during  sleep. 
— °Clammy,  exhausting  sweat. — °Pulse  hard  and  full. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiety,  with  throbbing  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach. — Quarrelsome. — Alternate  mirthfulness  and 
sadness,  every  other  day. 

Sentient  Sphere. — The  head  feels  confused  and  heavy. — 
Vertigo  as  if  one  would  fall  forward,  or  as  if  one  were  rid- 
ing in  a  carriage.— Reeling  and  vertigo  when  looking  at 
flowing  water. 

Head. — *  Headache,  on  the  vertex,  with  a  painful  pressure, 
when  in  the  cool,  open  air. — Stupifying  headache,  above  the 
root  of  the  nose,  in  the  evening, — Drawing  from  the  nape  of 
the  neck  up  into  the  head,  where  one  experiences  a  stinging, 
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humming  and  roaring. — *Periodical,  throbbing  headache, 
obliging  one  to  lie  down,  every  two  or  three  weeks. — Bush 
of  blood  to  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.—*  The  scalp  is  painful  as  if 
ecchymosed. — Considerable  falling  off  of  the  hair,  with  pain- 
fulness  of  the  same  when  touched. 

Eyes. — °Eyes  dim,  dull  and  running,  especially  after  using 
them  a  little  (by  writing). — Red  eyes,  with  burning. — Scro- 
fulous ophthalmia  ? 

Ears. — Humming  in  the  ears,  less  when  laying  the  head 
on  the  table. 

Nose. — Nose  bleed,  especially  from  one  nostril.— -° Constant 
accumulation  of  bloody  crusts. 

Face. — *Face  livid,  or  pale,  emaciated,  with  sunken  eyes. 
-r-°Face  red  as  fire. — *  Yellow  or  blue  spots  in  the  face. — 
°Bloated  appearance  around  the  eyes. — *Pale  lips. 

Throat. — Aching  sore  throat  when  swallowing. — Spitting 
of  blood. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  sweetish,  as  of  blood. — 
*Food  tastes  bitter. — Eructations  after  eating,  with  gulping 
up  of  the  ingesta,  even  when  the  food  was  relished. — Vomit- 
ing after  eating  any  thing  sour. — ^Pressure  in  the  stomach,  or 
vomiting,  after  eating  or  drinking. — Beer  mounts  to  the  head 
or  causes  vomiting. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Inclination  to  vomit  during  a  meal. 
— *  Vomiting  of  the  ingesta,  especially  at  night,  or  soon  after 
eating. — *Sour  vomiting. 

Stomach. — ^Pressure  at  the  stomach,  after  eating  meat. — 
Crampy  pain  at  the  stomach. — *Oppressive  cardialgia  after 
every  eating  or  drinking. 

Abdomen. — Distention  of  the  abdomen. — ° Abdominal 
spasms. — °Nocturnal  flatulent  colic  ? — Painful  heaviness  of 
the  lower  abdomen  when  walking. 

Stool. — ° Watery,  acrid,  excoriating  *diarrhoeic  stools, 
sometimes  with  spasmodic  pains  in  the  abdomen,  back  and 
anus. — ° Undigested  diarrhceic  stools. — Mucous  stools. — °As- 
carides  ! — Blind  and  flowing  piles. 

Male  Parts. — Increased  sexual  desire,  with  numerous 
erections  and  involuntary  emissions. 

Female  Parts. — *  Metrorrhagia,  °with  vascular  orgasm, 
face  red  as  fire  and  profuse  discharge  of  either  fluid  or  black 
and  coagulated  blood,  attended  with  labour-pains  in  the  loins 
and  abdomen. — The  menses  are  preceded  by  stitching  head- 
ache and  ringing  in  the  ears. — Sterility. — * Miscarriage. — 
Milky,  excoriating  leucorrhcea. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness  and  roughness  of  the  throat, —

Tickling  in  the  windpipe  with  desire  to  cough. — ^Spasmodic 
cough,  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed,  with  profuse  expec- 
toration of  mucus. — Cough,  only  during  motion  and  when 
walking  about. — Purulent  expectoration. — Acute  suppura- 
tion of  the  lungs. — Greenish,  blood-streaked,  putrid  expecto- 
ration.— Nocturnal  *bloody  cough,  -with  increased  tightness 
of  the  chest. 

ChCSt. — Tight  breathing,  with  scarcely  perceptible  motion 
of  the  chest  and  dilatation  of  the  nostrils  when  expelling  the 
air. — *  Oppressed  breathing,  -especially  in  the  evening,  or  at 
night,  as  if  proceeding  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  worst 
during  rest,  lessened  by  mental  or  bodily  work. — Suffoca- 
tive fit,  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  with  burning  about  the  neck 
and  upper  part  of  the  body,  with  cold  extremities.— Con- 
strictive tightness  of  the  chest. — Contractive  spasm  of  the 
chest,  aggravated  by  walking  or  moving  about. — Tensive 
stitching  in  the  chest,  extending  to  the  scapulas. — Rush  of 
blood  to  the  chest, — Palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Trunk. — Nocturnal  tearing  between  the  scapulce.- — Stitch- 
ing in  the  scapulae  when  moving  the  arms.— Stiffness  of  the 
cervical  muscles,  with  pain  when  moving  them.  —  Swelling  of 
the  cervical  glands. 

Upper  Extremities. — *Stitching  and  tearing  in  the  shoul- 
der-joint and  upper  arm,  so  that  one  is  unable  to  raise  the 
arm. — Laming  drawing  and  heaviness  in  the  arm, — Rest- 
lessness in  the  arms.-— Swelling  and  peeling  off  of  the  hands. 
— Crampy  feeling  and  numbness  in  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.  —  Tearing  with  violent  stitches 'from 
the  hip-joint  down  the  tibia,  during  rest,  worst  in  the  evening 
and  at  night. — Laming  pain  and  numbness  of  the  thighs.— 
The  knees  feel  weak  as  if  one  would  fall  down,  with  uneasi- 
ness in  the  knees.— Varices  on  the  legs.— ° Stiffness,  * Draw- 
ing and  heaviness  in  the  legs. — Swelling  of  the  knee-joints, 
feet  and  tarsal  joints.— Crampy  feeling  in  the  calves,  soles 
and  toes. 

63.— FERRUM   MURIATICUM. 

Symptoms. — Sudden  spasms  in  the  extremities,  frequently, 
in  the  day-time ;  contraction  of  the  limbs ;  laming  tearing  in 
the  shoulder-joint,  as  far  as  the  upper  arm  and  clavicle,  with 
inability  to  raise  the  arm,  passing  off  during  slight  exercise 
of  the  arm  ;  crampy  feeling  in  the  calves,  during  rest,  espe- 
cially at  night. — Dry  heat,  with  disposition  to  uncover  one's- 
self ;  strong-smelling  night-sweat ;  cold  sweat  as  from  an- 
guish, during  the  muscular  spasms. — Headache  in  the  occiput, 
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when  coughing,— Coagulated  blood  in  the  nose,  all  the  time. 
— Face  pale,  with  red  spots  on  the  pale  cheek. — Solid  food 
tastes  dry  and  unsavory. — No  appetite,  especially  in  the 
forenoon  ;  aversion  to  meat  and  acids. — Unquenchable  thirst, 
or  loss  of  thirst.— Sour  eructations;  bitter  eructations  after 
eating  solid  food  ;  vomiting  after  eating  eggs. — Colic,  spasms 
in  the  muscles  as  if  the  abdomen  would  contract,  especially 
when  stooping,  after  which  one  has  great  trouble  to  raise 
one's-self  again.  — Sore  pain  and  smarting  in  the  vagina,  dur- 
ing an  embrace,  with  deficient  thrill.— -Loud  breathing,  when 
sitting  still. — Spasmodic  cough,  early  in  the  morning,  with 
raising  of  a  transparent,  tenacious  mucus,  ceasing  after  eat- 
ing a  littlej  bruising  pain,  or  stitches,  in  the  chest  when 
coughing. 

64.-FLUORIS    ACIDUM. 

General  Symptoms* — Violent  burning,  boring,  or  throb- 
bing pains  here  and  there. — Pain  in  the  bones  of  the  forearms 
and  legs. — Increased  muscular  activity,  without  fatigue. — *Is 
wearied  by  walking,  cannot  well  raise  his  legs,  they  feel  too 
heavy. — Languor,  also  with  nausea  aud  eructations. — Most 
of  the  symptoms  are  felt  in  the  right  upper,  and  left  lower, 
part  of  the  body. — Coffee  appears  to  increase  the  nervous 
symptoms,  wine  the  heat  and  congestions  of  blood. 

Skin— White,  painful  spots  on  the  skin,  and  large  blisters 
which  suppurate,  or  pustules,  from  the  external  application. 
— Small  groups  of  red  tips,  obliging  one  to  scratch  at  night. 
— °Obstinate  aneurisms. — °L)ry,  itching,  burning  herpes. — 
Carious  ulcers. — Mercurial  ulcers. 

Sleep. — Sleepy  all  the  time. — -Sleeps  until  late  in  the  day, 
feels  stupified  when  waking. 

Fever.  — Cold  feels  pleasant. — Heat  all  over,  and  nausea, 
copious,  pungent,  fetid  sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Dissatisfied  in  the  evening. — Imagines 
all  sorts  of  things,  when  alone,  especially  against  well-known 
persons. — Apprehensive^of  danger,  or  of  something  frightful. 
— Not  disposed  to  study,  but  well  able  to  attend  to  practical 
business. 

Head. — Wavering  sensation  in  the  head, — Painful  rush  of 
blood  to  the  head,  when  first  commeneing  to  move. — Heavi- 
ness above  the  eyes,  with  nausea. — Sensation  as  if  some 
foreign  body  were  contained  in  the  left  parietal  bone. — Head- 
ache shifting  about  from  spot  to  spot,  with  apprehension  of 
danger.- — QFalling  off  of  the  hair. — ° Caries  of  the  mastoid 
process. 
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Ey6S. — Raised  red  spot  above  the  brows.— Sensation  as 
if  the  the  eyes  were  opened  by  force,  and  as  if  a  fresh  wrind 
were  blowing  upon  them. — ° Fistula  lachrymalis  of  the  left 
eye,  with  thick,  white  crusts,  discharge  of  humour  and  peri- 
odical itching. 

1\0SC. — °Painful  chronic  soreness  of  the  left  nostril. — 
Pimple  on  the  dorsum  of  the  nose,  with  a  broad  inflamed 
areola. 

PaCC. — Hot  face  after  much  talking. — Pain  in  the  facial 
bones,  as  if  something  pointed  were  stirring  about  in  them. — 
°Pain  from  the  right  eye  to  the  upper  jaw. — °Herpetic  erup- 
tions and.crusts  in  the  faces  of  children, — °Crustalactea,  with 
eruption  on  the  head. 

Teeth* — Hot  feeling  in  the  teeth,  especially  in  the  cuspi- 
dati  and  incisors. — Dull  teeth. — The  teeth  are  so  painful 
that  one  is  unable  to  chew. — The  incisors  feel  sharp  as  if 
broken. 

Month  and  Throat. — °Painful  ulcer  in  the  mouth,  in 
the  corner,  between  the  upper  and  lower  jaw,  very  sensitive 
when  eating. — Sensation,  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air,  as 
if  the  posterior  nares  were  wide  open. — Constriction  in  the 
throat,  with  pressure  and  burning  in  the  stomach,  eructation, 
and  inclination  to  vomit. — Difficult  deglutition. 

Taste  and  Appetite* — Taste  of  ink,  as  if  proceeding  from 
a  tooth. — Desire  for  piquant  things,  also  for  coffee. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Sour  eructations,  with  heartburn. 
— Flat,  fetid,  eructations,with  inclination  to  vomit. 

Stomach*— *  Aching  or  pinching  pains  in  the  left  side  of 
the  abdomer,  also  in  the  spleen. — Throbbing  when  touching 
the  chest  and  abdomen. — Fetid  flatulence. 

StOOl* — Diarrhceic  stool,  every  morning,  after  coffee,  with 
tenesmus  and  protrusion  of  the  rectum,  in  patients  affected 
with  piles. — °Nocturnal  diarrhoea,  with  flow  of  saliva,  pain  in 
stomach,  flatulence. 

Urine.— Pungent  smell  of  the  urine. 

Male  Parts* — Stitching  and  pulling  from  the  right  testicle 
to  the  abdominal  ring. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  delaying  and  more  copious  than 
usual,  with  thick,  coagulated  blood. — Yellowish  corrosive 
leucorrhcea,  with  soreness  and  burning  of  the  parts. — ° Chronic 
metrorrhagia,  with  asthmatic  complaints. 

Windpipe*— Soreness  in  the  throat,  down  to  the  larynx. — 
Hawks  up  bloody  mucus. 

Chest. — Arrest  of  breathing,  as  from  a  foreign  body,  in 
the  upper  part  of  the  chest  and  throat-pit. —Restlessness  and 
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trembling  of  the  heart. — One  of  the  breasts  is  red,  swollen, 
itching. 

Trunk,— Spasms  in  the  cervical  muscles. — Pain  in  the 
back,  deep-seated,  below  the  scapula. 

Upper  Extremities. — Pains  in  the  bones  of  the  arm, 
shifting  from  the  right  to  the  left. — The  hands  feel  weak  and 
numb. — Bone-pains,  pain  as  if  sprained,  prickling  and  beating 
in  the  fingers,  as  after  contusion. — °Skin  of  the  hands  dry, 
brittle,  especially  after  washing. 

Lower  Extremities,— Pain,  and  bruising  pain  in  the  left 
hip,  especially  when  rising. — The  limbs  are  disposed  to  go  to 
sleep. — Laming  pain  in  the  tarsal  joints. — ° Ulcers  around  the 
ankles. 

65.-GRAPHITES. 

General  Symptoms. — *Cramp-pains,  crampy  feeling  and 
contraction  of  single  parts. — #Rigid  feeling  here  and  there,  as 
if  the  tendons  were  contracted. — Twitching  and  distortion  of 
the  limbs. — ° Arthritic  ^drawing  and  tearing  in  the  limbs  and 
joints,  especially  when  affected  witk  ulcers. — ° Arthritic  nodes. 
— °Liable  to  straining  parts  by  lifting  — *Some  parts  go  to 
sleep. — °Stiff  joints. — °Hard  swelling,  with  stinging  pain. — 
°Pains  which  are  felt  during  sleep. — The  pains  disappear  after 
a  walk  in  the  open  air. — Chlorosis. — Varices,  with  stinging, 
stretched  feeling,  and  itching. — °Hard  glandular  swellings. — 
Heavy,  lazy,  languid. — General  malaise,  obliging  one  to 
moan,  without  any  particular  pain. — Strong  pulsations  in  the 
whole  body,  increased  by  motion  ;  especially  about  the  heart. 
— Drawing  through  the  whole  body,  with  disposition  to 
stretch. — Tremulous  feeling  through  the  whole  body,  with 
twitching  in  all  the  limbs. — * .Emaciation. — *  Liable  to  taking 
cold,  dreads  the  cold  air. 

Skin* — °  Chronic  dryness  of  the  skin. — Freckles. — Red 
spots  on  the  skin,  like  flea-bites. — Erysipelatous  inflamma- 
tions.— * Humid  eruptions,  and  herpes. — Crusty  eruption,  with 
acrid  humour  under  the  crusts. — °Zona. — Crusty  herpes, 
itching  at  night,  and  in  the  evening. — °Sarcoma. — Phagedenic 
blisters.  — ° Soreness  and  excoriations,  especially  of  children. 
— °  Unwholesome  skin. — Proud  flesh,  and  fetid  pus  of  ulcers, 
with  tearing,  burning,  and  stinging  in  the  ulcers. — *  Thick, 
distorted  nails. 

Sleep, — Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  and  early  in  the 
evening. — ^Difficulty  of  falling  asleep. — Restless  night-sleep, 
with  frequent  waking. — °Unrefreshing  night-sleep,  and  heavy 
morning-sleep. — A   crowd   of  ideas  at  night,  also  anxious 
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thoughts. — *  Wandering  of  the  fancy  at  night,  with  anxious, 
frightful  dreams. — Pinching  in  the  stomach,  and  digging  in 
the  chest,  at  night. — ^Nocturnal  anguish,  not  allowing  one  to 
remain  in  bed.— ^Starting  up  during  sleep. — *  Anxious,  fright- 
ful dreams. 

Fever. — Chilliness,  early  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  even- 
ing, with,  or  without  heat,  followed  by  sweat. — Fetid  sweat 
after  the  least  exercise,  even  after  talking. — * Night-sweat, 
-also  fetid. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *Lowness  of  spirits,  desperate  grief, 
with  a  good  deal  of  weeping. — Anguish,  as  if  one  would  die, 
or  as  if  some  misfortune  would  happen. — *  Anxious  restless- 
ness, °also  during  work  when  sitting,  or  *at  night,  driving 
one  out  of  bed. — °Oppressive  anxiety,  early  in  the  morning. 
— Slowness  in  making  up  one's  mind. — Irritable,  with  ten- 
dency to  start. — *  Vexed. — *  Dread  of  labour. 

Sentient  Sphere,— Absent-minded. — Forgetful.— Makes 
mistakes  in  talking  or  writing. — Numb  feeling  in  the  head. 
— *  Intoxication,  °early  in  the  morning  when  rising. 

Head. — *Hemicrania,  -with  nausea,  and  sour  vomiting. — 
Violent  headache,  early  in  the  morning,  until  cold  sweat 
breaks  out  and  one  faints. —Headache  when  riding  in  a  car- 
riage, moving  one's  head,  also  during  and  after  a  meal. — 
Headache  on  the  side  on  which  one  is  lying. —  Oppressive 
.  constriction  and  tension  in  the  occiput,  with  stiffness  of  the 
nape  of  the  neck. — Contractive,  gloomy  feeling  in  the  fore- 
head.— Compressive  pain  in  the  vertex,  afternoon,  with  roll- 
ing in  the  head. — Rush  of  blood,  with  throbbing  and  humming 
in  the  head. — °Humming  in  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.—  *Drawing  and  tearing  in  the 
scalp,  °teeth  and  cervical  glands. — *Itching  of  the  hairy  scalp. 
— *  Humid,  scurfy  scald-head.  — °Sweat  about  the  head,  when 
walking  in  the  open  air. — A  number  of  scales  on  the  hairy 
scalp.— The  hair  turns  grey,  and  "falls  off,  °even  on  the  sides 
of  the  head. 

Eyes, — The  eyelids  are  heavy,  as  if  lame,  and  they  close. 
— "Pressure  in  the  eyes  °and  lids,  as  from  sand. — Smarting 
and  *stirrging  in  the  eyes. — Heat  and  burning  in  the  eyes,  es- 
pecially at  candle-light. — *  Ophthalmia,  with  redness,  dwell- 
ing of  the  lids,  with  profuse  secretion  of  mucus  from  the  same. 
— Stye,  with  drawing  pain. — *Dry  pus  in  the  lids  and  lashes. 
— "Lachrymation  and  agglutination  of  the  eyes. — °Blackness 
of  sight  when  stooping. — Short-sighted.— °The  letters  look 
blurred  when  reading.  — ° Flickering  before  the  eyes.  — 
■^Photophobia,  in  the  day-time,  with  dazzling  of  the  eyes. 
EarSf — *Hissing  in  the  ears. — Stinging  and  beating  in  the 
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ears. — °Dryness  of  the  inner  ear. — °Fetid  smell,  discharge 
of  *blood  and  °pus  from  the  ears. — °Scurfs,  herpes,  damp- 
ness and  soreness  behind  the  ears. — *Hard  hearing,  °less 
when  riding  in  a  carriage. — °Singing,  ^ringing,  humming  and 
reports  in  the  ears. — Nocturnal  roaring  in  the  ears. — Blow- 
ing in  the  ear  as  if  air  would  penetrate  into  the  Eustachian 
tube. 

Nose. — °S welling  of  the  nose. — Tensive  feeling  in  the  in- 
ner nose. — Black  pores  on  the  nose. — °Dry  scurfs  and  scabs 
in  the  nose. — °Sore,  cracked,  ulcerated  nostrils. — #Fetid 
smell  from  the  nose. — Blows  blood  from  the  nose,  or  nose- 
bleed, especially  in  the  evening  and  at  night,  with  rush  of 
blood  to  the  head  and  heat  in  the  face. — Discharge  of  fetid 
pus  from  the  nose. — Sensitive  smell. 

Face. — Pale  yellow  complexion,  with  blue  margins  around 
the  eyes. — °Flushes  of  heat  in  the  face. — ^Erysipelas  and 
swelling  of  the  face. — Sarcoma  of  the  cheek. — Sensation  of 
cobweb  in  the  face  all  the  time.-— *Semilateral  paralysis  and 
distortion  of  the  facial  muscles,  with  heavy  speech. — Tearing 
and  drawing  bone-pain  in  the  face. — ^Eruption  in  the  face 
°like  raw  skin. — °Scabs  and  *humid  pimples  in  the  face. — 
°Freckles. — °  Ulcers  on  the  inner  side  of  the  lips. — *  Ulcerated 
corners  of  the  mouth. — Sore,  cracked  lips. — ° Scurfy  eruptions 
on  the  chin  and  around  the  mouth. — °Painful  blotches  at  the 
lower  jaw. — Hard  swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands. — 
°Ealling  off  of  the  moustachios. 

Teeth. — *  Toothache  at  night,  -or  in  the  evening,  in  bed, 
aggravated  by  warmth,  with  heat  in  the  face  and  swelling  of 
the  cheek. — The  molares  ache  when  pressing  them  together. 
— Drawing  and  *stitching  toothache,  -especially  after  a  cold 
drink. — Sore  pain  of  the  teeth  and  gums,  during,  and  still 
more,  after  a  meal.— The  gums  are  sivollen  and  bleed  readi- 
ly.— Black,  sour  blood  comes  out  of  the  teeth. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth,  early  in  the  morning. — Putrid, 
urinous  smell  in  the  mouth,  gums  and  through  the  nose. — 
Sore  pain,  blisters  and  ulcers  on  the  tongue. — A  good  deal 
of  saliva  and  phlegm  in  the  fauces  and  throat. 

Throat.— °Sore  throat  when  swallowing,  generally  stitch- 
ing, with  choking. — °Nightly  *sore  throat,  as  if  a  plug  had 
lodged  in  the  throat,  °as  if  the  throat  were  full  of  food. — 
Spasm  in  the  throat,  like  choking. — Roughness  and  scraping 
in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  bitter  or  sour,  with  acidity 
in  the  mouth  and  throat. — Very  thirsty,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing and  after  eating. — °Excessive  hunger. —° Canine  hunger 
with  nausea. — ° Aversion  to  boiled,  warm  food  and  meat. — 
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0 Dyspepsia,  with  drowsiness,  headache,  pain  in  the  stomach, 
fulness  and  ^distention  of  the  abdomen  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Frequent,  also- unsuccessful  eructa- 
tions.— Sour  eructations  with  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth. — 
Gulping  up  of  a  green,  bitter  substance. — Hiccough,  espe- 
cially after  eating — ^Nausea,  especially  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, or  °after  eating,  *with  disposition  to  vomit. — Water- 
brash  at  night. — °  Chronic  ^vomiting  of  the  ingesta,  or  after 
every  little  fit  of  loathing,  with  violent  nausea  and  pinching 
in  the  abdomen. — Hawking  up  of  mucus. — °Sour  vomiting. 

Stomach. — *  Pressure  at  the  stomach  -with  vomiting,  less- 
ened by  lying  down  and  by  the  warmth  of  the  bed. — °Car- 
dialgia. — Griping-tearing  in  the  stomach. — Burning  in  the 
stomach,  obliging  one  to  eat. — °Nightly  pinching  in  the  sto- 
mach, with  digging  in  the  chest. 

Abdomen. — Tension  , stitching  and  beating  in  the  hypo- 
chondria.— Pains  in  the  liver,  after  breakfast,  obliging  one 
to  lie  down. — * Fulness  and  heaviness  in  the  abdomen. — 
*Distended  abdomen. — ^Hardness  in  the  abdomen. — -Night- 
ly crampy  pain  in  the  bowels,  with  deficient  secretion  of 
urine. — incarceration  of  flatulence. — Excessive  emission  of 
fetid  flatulence,  preceded  by  pinching. — Painfulness  of  the 
groins. — Painful  swelling  of  the  inguinal  glands. — °Erysipe- 
las,  with  large  blisters  on  the  abdomen. 

StOOl* — *  Constipation,  chronic,  with  hardness  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  liver. — Hard,  knotty,  extremely  large,  insuffi- 
cient stool. — °Chronic  extremely  soft  stool.-.— Stools  smelling 
sour  and  fetid,  or  bloody  stools. — Diarrhoea  with  distended 
abdomen. — Stool  of  a  very  small  size  like  a  worm. — *Dis- 
charge  of  mucus  from  the  rectum. — Lumbrici  and  ascarides. 
— °Taenia. — Itching,  sore  feeling  and  swelling  of  the  anus. — 
*  Large  varices  at  the  anus,  with  sore  pain,  °also  after  stool. — 
Painfully-burning  rhagades  between  the  varices. 

Urine* —Anxious  and  painful  urging  to  urinate,  discharg- 
ing only  drops  of  urine.  — Diminished  secretion  of  dark  urine 
which  soon  becomes  turbid,  with  white  or  reddish  sediment. 
— Acrid,  sour-smelling  urine.— Thin  stream  as  if  there  were 
a  stricture. — Involuntary  micturition,  also  at  night. — Pain 
in  the  sacrum,  when  urinating. — *Nightly  urging  to  urinate. 
Male  Parts* — Tension  and  cramp-pain  in  the  sexual 
parts,  with  lascivious  thoughts. — Pimples  on  the  prepuce  and 
penis. — Watery  swelling  of  the  prepuce. — Hydrocele. — Vo- 
luptuous irritation  in  the  sexual  organs. — The  sexual  desire  is 
either  dormant,  or  else  °excessive. — Deficiency  of  morning- 
erections.— °ALmost  involuntary  emission  of  semen  with- 
out erection. — There  is  no  emission  during  an  embrace.— 
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Flatulent  colic  during  sexual  excitement. — *Little  pleasure 
during  an  embrace,  with  indifference. 

Female  Parts. — Vesicles  and  pimples  at  the  pudendum. 
— *Soreness  of  the  pudendum  and  between  the  lower  limbs. 
— Painful  swelling  of  the  ovaries. — Suppressed  menses.— 
Pressing  towards  the  sexual  organs. — *  Menses  too  late,  too 
little  and  too  pale. — °The  first  menstrual  flow  takes  place 
with  difficulty. — During  the  menses,  spasms  and  violent  cut- 
ting in  the  abdomen,  worse  appearance  of  the  ulcers,  dis- 
charge of  blood  from  the  anus,  headache,  nausea,  pains  in 
the  chest  and  debility. — White,  thin  *leucorrhoea,  like  water, 
with  distended  abdomen. — ° Sterility  with  delaying  menses  ? 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— ^Stoppage  and  troublesome  dry- 
ness of  the  nose.—  *Coryza,  °every  day,  when  feeling  cold. 
— Dry  coryza,  with  headache  and  nausea,  obliging  one  to  lie 
down.— Discharge  of  thin  or  thick  yellowish  mucus  from  the 
nose,  -having  a  putrid  smell.  — "^Fluent  catarrh. 

Windpipe.— The  larynx  is  sensitive. — Catarrhal  roughness 
and  hoarseness,  with  pain  as  if  raw,  burning  and  ^scraping  in 
the  larynx,  and  husky  chest. — Cough,  owing  to  roughness  of 
the  throat. — *  Cough,  at  night,  -or  in  the  evening,  in  bed, 
caused  by  drawing  a  long  breath,  with  tightness  of  the  chest. 

Chest  and  Respiration.  — *Tight  and  oppressed  breath- 
ing.— Nightly  suffocative  fits,  when  on  the  point  of  falling 
asleep. — ° Wheezing  in  the  trachea  when  drawing  breath.— 
Pain  in  the  chest,  when  ascending  an  eminence,  riding  on 
horse-back,  yawning  or  touching  the  chest. — Crampy-aching 
pain  in  the  chest.— Spasm  of  the  chest. — Stitches  in  the  chest 
during  every  slight  motion. — Palpitation  of  the  heart,  during 
every  slight  motion. — ^Painful  sensitiveness  and  °soreness  of 
the  nipples,  covered  with  humid  pimples. — °Induration  and 
swelling  of  the  mammae. 

Trunk. — *Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised  by  blows,  or  else  a  violent  griping  and  twisting  pain. 
— Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck. — *  Violent  pain  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck  -and  in  the  shoulders,  when  bending  the  head 
forwards  and  when  raising  the  arms ;  a  sort  of  cutting  with 
a  feeling  of  excoriation. — Tumours  on  the  neck,  like  goitre. 
■ — Swelling  of  the  cervical  glands. 

Upper  Extremities. — Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  shoul- 
ders.— Contractive  sensation  in  the  bend  of  the  elbow,  when 
extending  the  arm. — ° Cramp-feeling  and  *tearing  in  the 
hands.— Emaciation  of  the  hands. — Erysipelas,  °horny  in- 
durations, ^brittle  skin  and  raghades  of  the  hands. — °Pain  as 
if  sprained  in  the  joint  of  the  thumb. — Swelling,  stiffness  and 
contraction  of  the  fingers. — Miliary  rash,  phagedenic  blisters, 
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and  ° arthritic  nodes  an  the  fingers, — °Herpetic  soreness  be- 
tween the  fingers. — Thick  nails. 

Lower  Extremities. — In  the  open  air  the  lower  limbs  feel 
heavy,  weary,  dead. — *  Soreness  between  the  hwer  limbs* — 
Arthritic  tearing  in  the  hip-joints,  feet  and  toes. — °  Numbness 
and  stiffness  of  the  thighs  and  toes.— ^Uneasiness  in  the  lower 
limbs.—- °  Herpes  in  the  thighs,  in  the  bend  of  the  knee  and  on 
the  tibia. — Contractive  sensation  of  the  hamstrings  and  the 
tendo  Achilles. — Tight  feeling  in  the  varices  when  extending 
the  legs. — °The  knees  are  stiff,  so  that  one  cannot  squat  down 
without  difficulty. — Crampy-feeling  and  muscular  twitchings 
in  the  calves. — Congestion  of  blood  to  the  legs  and  toes, 
when  standing. — °Ulcers  on  the  legs. — *Swelling  of  the  legs 
and  feet,  with  hardness  and  stinging  pain. — Stiffness  of  the 
tarsal  joints. — *  Stinging  ulcerative  pain  in  the  heels  and 
soles,  °when  pressing  them  to  the  ground  or  when  rising  from 
a  seat. — *Cold  feet,  °also  in  the  evening,  in  bed. — *Burning 
feet. — Fetid  sweat  of  the  feet. — ^Swelling  and  contraction  of 
the  toes. — ° Horny  skin,  phagedenic  blisters  and  *ulcers  in  the 
toes. — ° Herpetic  *soreness  between  the  toes. — °  Thick,  distorted 
nails. 
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General  Symptoms. — Tearing  in  the  limbs. — Spasms, 
without  loss  of  consciousness. — ° Hysteric  and  hypochondriac 
ailments. — Most  pains  appear  at  night,  also  in  the  open  air ; 
they  abate  by  contact. 

Skin* — Itching,  with  burning  after  scratching. — Itch-like 
and  humid,  corrosive  eruptions. 

Sleep. — Very  drowsy,  especially  in  the  afternoon. 

Fever. — Disposed  to  feel  chilly. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Hypochondriac,  and  out  of  humour. 
— Hysteric  fitfulness  of  mood. — Anxious,  taciturn. — Loqua- 
cious and  merry, 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo  when  closing  one's  eyes. — 
Vertigo  when  sitting  or  lying,  as  if  the  head  were  balancing 
to  and  fro. 

Head. — Headache,  with  disposition  to  vomitjand  sleepi- 
ness.— Feeling  of  fulness  in  the  head. — Headache,  especially 
in  forehead  and  and  occiput. — Stitching  or  throbbing  head- 
ache.— Sensation  as  if  the  head  were  smaller,  as  if  the  brain 
had  become  contracted. — Vibrations  in  the  head  as  if  one 
would  lose  one's  senses. 

Eyes. — Itching  and  twitching  in  the  eyelids,  with  feeling 
of  weakness. — Burning,  and  pressure  in  the  eyes. — Near- 
sighted when  reading. 
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Ears* — Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  ears. 

Face. — Tensive  and  tingling  feeling  of  swelling  in  the 
face.— Semilateral  prosopalgia.— Burning  heat  and  redhes*  in 
the  face. 

Teeth. — Nocturnal  boring  in  the  molares. — Cold  feeling 
in  the  teeth. 

Mouth. — Flow  of  saliva  in  the  mouth. 

Throat. — Pressure  in  the  throat  as  from  tenacious  mucus. 
— Creeping  roughness  and  scraping  in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Pappy  or  hitter  taste  in  the  mouth. 
— Fetor  of  the  mouth,  early  after  waking. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Sweet  or  bitter  eructations. —Gulp- 
ing up  of  a  bitter  fluid. — Hunger,  with  loathing  and  aversion 
to  food. — Inclination  to  vomit,  all  the  time. — Nausea,  with 
coldness  in  the  stomach. — Vomiting,  with  stoppage  of  the 
nose.— Bitter-sour,  or  bilious  vomiting. 

Stomach. — Malaise  and  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  stomach. 
— ^Pressure  at  the  stomach,  after  eating,  with  nausea. — Dig- 
ging in  the  stomach,  with  inclination  to  vomit.— The  pains  in 
the  stomach  are  generally  attended  with  nausea,  inclination  to 
-vomit  and  ineffectual  attempts  at  eructations. 

Abdomen. — Stitching  colic. —  Oppressive  colic,  with  in- 
clination to  vomit. — Oppressive  flatulent  colic,  with  nausea 
and  offensive  eructations. — Hypochondriac  abdominal  com- 
plaints. 

Stool. — Constipation. — Nocturnal  mucous  diarrhoea,  with 
tenesmus, — Burning  in  the  rectum,  during  and  after  stool— - 
Stinging,  itching,  smarting  and  throbbing  in  the  anus.  — 
Blind  piles. 

Urine. — Reddish  urine,  with  cloudy  sediment. 

Male  Parts. — Stitching  from  the  spermatic  cord  to  the 
chest. — Painful  erection  after  an  emission. 

Female  Parts. — Nymphomania  of  lying-in  women. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Frequent  sneezing,  with  stitches 
in  the  left  side. — Stoppage  of  the  nose. 

Windpipe. — Dry  cough,  with  feeling  of  roughness  in  the 
chest. — Night-cough,  with  sore  pain  in  the  windpipe,  oppres- 
sion of  the  chest  and  chilliness. 

Chest  and  Respiration.—  Oppression  of  the  chest,  with 
palpitation  of  the  heart. —Stitches  in  the  sides  of  the  chest, 
wThen  drawing  breath. — Stitches  in  the  mammae. — Pimples 
on  the  chest,  burning  after  scratching. 

Extremities. — Stitching  in  the  legs  and  feet, 
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General  Symptoms. — *Kheumatic  pains  in  the  joints. — 
°The  least  motion  excites  the  pains,  generally  with  heat  in  the 
affected  parts. — ° Arthritic,  tearing-stitching  pains  in  the  limbs, 
with  contraction  of  the  limbs. — °The  limbs  go  to  sleep. — 
The  upper  arms  and  thighs  are  weak,  and  feel  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised  by  blows,  with  dread  of  motion. — One  wants  to  stretch 
one's  limbs  all  the  time,  to  feel  better. —  The  pains  are  mostly 
felt  in  the  morning \  after  rising,  and  before  going  to  bed. — °111 
effects  of  mercury. — °Bony  tumours. — Emaciation. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  afternoon. — Frequent  waking  as 
if  in  affright,  also  when  on  the  point  of  falling  asleep. — 
Tosses  about  at  night. — One  feels  as  if  one  had  not  slept 
enough,  early  in  the  morning. 

Fever* — Chilliness  and  shuddering,  even  near  the  warm 
stove. — Sweat,  especially  about  the  head,  when  walking  in 
the  open  air. 

Emotive  Sphere* — Out  of  humour,  headstrong. — Censo- 
rious.— Dread  of  motion. 

Sentient  Sphere.  —  Forgetful,  especially  of  names. — 
Frequent  staring. 

Head* — Painful  pressure,  or  drawing-tearing  in  the  fore- 
part of  the  head  and  temples. — Severe  long  stitches  in  the 
brain. — Tearing  in  one  side  of  the  head,  down  to  the  cheeks. 
Throbbing  and  stinging  in  the  temples,  with  sensation  as  if 
the  head  were  swollen  and  the  vessels  turgid. — °Hemicrania.

Ears. — Tearing  and  ^dragging  in  the  ears. 
Face* — Stitches  in  the  cheeks  (bones  and  muscles). 
Teeth. — Pressure  in  the  teeth  when  pressing  them  against 
each  other.  —  Drawing-tearing  in  the  teeth,  terminating  in 
stitching. 

Gastric  Symptoms*- -Flat  taste  in  the  mouth,  with  loss 
of  appetite,  ^aversion  to  every  kind  of  food,  -with  expectora- 
tion of  mucous  — Burning  in  the  fauces. — ° Aversion  to  milk. 
— °Nausea,  owing  to  sensation  as  if  mucus  had  lodged  in  the 
throat. — ° Early  in  the  morning,  violent  vomiting  of  watery 
.  mucus,  with  straining. 

Abdomen* — Anxious  constrictive  feeling  in  the  region  of 
the  stomach,  oppressing    the  breathing. — Empty  feeling  in 
abdomen,    with    rumbling.  —  Pain  in    groin    as  if    hernia 
would  protrude.- — Muscular  twitchings  of  the  abdomen. 
StOOl. — *  Constipation. — *Hard,  lumpy  stool,  °fetid. 
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Urin6. — *  Constant  urging,  with  copious  emission. — Cutting 
in  the  urethra,  when  urinating. — Ineffectual  urging,  with 
stinging  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder. — °Fetid  urine,  with  con- 
stant urging. 

Windpipe* — Dry  *  cough,  with  irritation  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  as  from  want  of  air. — ° Suppuration  of  the  lungs  — 
°Bad  cough,  with  copious  fetid  purulent  expectoration. 

Ch6St. — *Stitches  in  the  chest,  worse  when  drawing  breath. 

Trunk. — Pressure  in  the  cervical  vertebrae. — Stiffness  of 
one  whole  side  of  the  back. — Tearing  and  stitching  down  one 
side  of  the  back. — Contractive  pain  between  the  scapulae. — 
Chilliness  in  the  back. 

Extremities. — Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  scapulae  and 
forearms.  — Creeping  bone-pain  in  the  thighs,  when  sitting. — 
Laming  tension  in  the  thighs,  when  walking. — * Lancination 
in  the  legs  from  the  feet  upwards. 
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General  Symptoms. —  Stitching-boring  pains,  especially 
in  the  integuments  of  the  bones,  aggravated  by  cool  air, 
bodily  labour,  eating  or  drinking. — Drawing-tearing  in  the 
limbs. — Stitching  pains  in  the  joints. — *Sudden  relaxation  of 
all  the  muscles. — One  feels  better  in  the  open  air,  with  sen- 
sation as  if  one  had  been  sick  for  a  long  while,  every  thing 
appearing  younger  and  fresher.  —  Spasms.  —  Fainting. — 
°Dropsy. — ° Anasarca,  also  after  purple  rash. — °The  muscles 
do  not  act,  unless  attention  is  paid  to  what  one  is  doing ;  one 
lets  the  bread  fall,  &c. — *  Convulsive  movements  of  the  mus- 
cles, Especially  during  sleep. 

Skin. — °Pale  skin. — °Rash  1 — *Sudden  dropsical  swelling 
all  over  the  body. 

Sleep* — *Sopor;  -with  the  eyes  half  open  and  the  pupils 
turned  up. — Confused,  anxious  dreams. — Sleepless. 

Fever. — °Chilliness,  alternating  with  stitching  pains  in  the 
limbs. — Coldness  of  the  whole  body,  especially  the  limbs. — 
General  shaking  chill,  with  goose-flesh,  painful  sensitiveness 
of  the  scalp  -to  contact,  drawing-tearing  in  the  limbs,  stitches 
in  the  joints,  and  no  thirst. — In  the  evening,  after  lying  down, 
burning  heat  of  the  whole  body,  especially  the  head,  with 
internal  shuddering  and  chilliness  without  thirst,  with  aver- 
sion to  drinks. — Night-sweat  towards  morning. — °Lentescent 
typhus  1 

Emotive  Sphere  • — *  Silent  melancholy. — HJxcessive  anguish 
as  if  one  would  die. — (Homesick) — ° Hypochondria. — Sobbing 
weeping. — °Taciturn. — °Mistrustful, 
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Sentient  Sphere* — *Dulne$s  of  the  inner  sense, — Dulness 
of  sense,  with  thoughtless  staring  to  one  point, — Weak  me- 
mory.— °Imbecility  1 

Head. — Dull  and  bruising  pain  in  the  head. — Stupifying 
headache.— Painful  heaviness  of  the  head,  with  burning  and 
heat  in  the  head,  cold  fingers  and  general  feeling  of  chilliness. 
— ° Meningitis. — ° Hydrocephalus. — The  headache  is  least  vio- 
lent when  one  endeavours  to  lie  still  and  forget  it. 

Internments  Of  the  Head* — The  scalp,  especially  behind, 
feels  painful  as  if  bruised,  when  touching  or  moving  it. —

Ears* — Stitching  in  the  ears,  night  and  day,  with  digging- 
boring. 

Face* — °Face  pale,  frequently  yellowish. — Wrinkles  in 
the  forehead. — Dull  bone-pain  in  the  malar  bone. — °Lips 
swollen,  with  white  vesicles. 

Teeth* — Stitching-tearing  toothache,  at  night. 

Mouth,  &C. — Troublesome  dryness  of  the  palate,  with 
cutting-scraping  pain  when  swallowing. — Flow  of  saliva  in 
the  mouth,  all  the  time. — Rigid  and  swollen  tongue. — *Ptya- 
lism,°a\so  with  soreness  of  the  corners  of  the  mouth. — *Vesi- 
cles  on  the  tongue  and  in  the  mouth. — °Apththa3. 

Taste* — Bitter  taste  in  the  throat,  worse  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea,  with  great  desire  to  eat  and 
aversion  to  food,  especially  meat,  greens,  and  sourkrout. — 
Blackish-green  vomiting  with  colic. 

Stomach. — Stomach  heavy,  distended. — Distention  of  the 
pit  of  the  stomach,  oppressing  the  breathing,  with  ulcerative 
pain. — Indescribable  distress  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — Pain- 
ful pressure  at  pit  of  stomach,  at  every  step. — Sensation  of 
retraction  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — Burning  in  the  stomach. 
— °Gastritis  1 

Abdomen. — Pinching  colic. — Cold  feeling  in  the  abdomen. 
— Heaviness  in  the  abdomen.  —  °Ascites.  —  °Bubbling  in 
bowels  as  if  full  of  water,  wThen  drawing  a  long  breath. — 
Rumbling  in  abdomen. 

Stool* — Tenesmus,  with  discharge  of  jelly-like  mucus,  pre- 
ceded by  pinching  in  the  umbilical  region. — Diarrhoea  with 
colic  and  nausea. — ° Frequent  watery  stools. 

Urine. — Frequent  urging,  with  scanty  discharge.— °Dark 
urine. — °  Feebl c  stream. 
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Male  Parts. — Suppressed  sexual  desire,  with  relaxation 
of  the  parts. 

Windpipe. — Suffocative  constriction  of  the  nose  and  throat. 
— Dry  and  hacking  cough,  with  painful  tension  in  left  hypo- 
chondrium. 

CilCSt,  &€♦ — Heavy  breathing. — Hurried,  or  else  deep  and 
slow  breathing. — °  Hydro  thorax? — Constriction  of  the  chest — 
Increased  warmth  in  the  chest. — Palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Trunk. — Contractive  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back. — 
Gnawing  and  dull  stitches  in  the  spine.— -The  neck  is  stiff  and 
painful  when  moved. 

Upper  Extremities.— Tearing  in  the  bones  of  the  arms 
and  joints  of  the  fingers. — Muscular  twitchings  in  the  upper 
arms. — *  Boring  and  stinging  in  the  carpal  and  metacarpal 
joints. — Hands  powerless. — Spasmodic  rigidity  of  the  finger, 
as  if  dead  from  cold.

— Pimples  and  blotches,  sore  when^touched. — *Un whole- 
some skin. — *Rhagades. — *  Readily  bleeding  ulcers  °smelling 
like  old  cheese,  *with  stinging  and  gnawing,  or  burning  and 
throbbing,  especially  at  night. — Suppurations  of  every  de- 
scription,— °Panaritia. — °Cancerous  ulcers. 

Sleep.— -Very  drowsy  early  in  the  morning,  and  evening, 
wTith  *  convulsive  yawning. — Restless,  stupid  slumber,  with 
the  head  bent  backwards. — *  Starting  at  night,  as  if  he  had 
not  air  enough,  with  crying  and  excessive  anguish. 
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Fever. — Shivering,  especially  in  the  open  air. — Chilliness, 
with  chattering  of  teeth,  and  cold  hands  and  feet,  followed  by 
heat  and  sweat,  especially  on  the  chest  and  forehead  ;  little 
thirst. — Bitter  mouth,  followed  by  chilliness  and  thirst ;  an 
hour  after,  heat  and  sleep,  followed  by  vomiting  and  head- 
ache.— *Dry  heat  at  night.

EmotlYC  Sphere. — Sad. — Anguish  in  the  evening,  as  if 
one  ought  to  kill  one's-self.— Repugnant  mood,  even  to  one's 
own  family. — °Vehement,  passionate,  with  hurried  speech, 
*and  weak  memory. — Visions,  early,  in  bed. 

Sentient  Sphere. — *  Vertigo,  when  shaking  the  head,  -also 
when  riding  in  a  carriage,  or  in  the  evening. — Fainting  nausea 
with  vanishing  of  sight. 

Head. — Headache,  early,  from  very  little  concussion. — 
^Ulcerative  pain  in  the  forehead,  above  the  eyes. — Headache 
as  from  a  nail  in  the  head. — Pressure  in  the  temples  and 
vertex,  with  palpitation  of  the  heart.— Stitches  in  the  head 
when  stooping,  as  if  the  head  would  fly  to  pieces. — *Boring 
headache,  Especially  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  every  forenoon.

Deficient  smell,  or  else  too  acute. 

Face* — Yellow  face,  with  blue  margins  around  the  eyes. — 
0 Bright-red,  ^hot  face. — Erysipelas  and  swelling  of  the  face 
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and  cheeks,  with  prickling,  tensive  feeling. — ° Drawing-tear- 
ing prosopalgia,  proceeding  from  the  cheeks  to  the  ears  and 
temples. —*The  facial  bones  are  painful  when  touched, — 
° Chronic  eruptions  on  the  face. — Pimples  on  the  forehead, 
passing  off  in  the  open  air. — ° Vesicular  erysipelas. — Swell- 
ing of  the  lips,  with  tension  and  pain  taken  touched. — Ulcera- 
tion of  the  corners  of  the  mouth. — Blotches  on  the  lips,  chin 
and  neck,  sore  when  touched. — Blisters  on  the  chin. — Stitching

— Flow  of  water  in  the  mouth. — *  Feverish  parox- 
ysms of  ptyalism. — Hawking-up  of  mucus. — Hoarse,  hurried 
speech. — ° Ulcer  in  the  mouth,  with  ash-coloured  base. 

Throat* — *Sore  throat  as  from  a  plug,  or  from  some  inner 
swelling. — *Scraping  sore  throat,  impeding  speech;  also 
when  swallowing  saliva.—  *  Stinging  in  the  throat  as  from 
splinters,  when  swallowing,  coughing,  drawing  breath  or 
turning  the  neck. — °Dry  throat. — *  Swelling  of  the  tonsils. 

Taste.,  &C. — Loss  of  taste. — Bitter  taste  in  mouth  and 
of  the  food,  or  only  in  mouth. — Very  thirsty. — *  Appetite 
only  for  something  sour  and  piquant. -—Aversion  to  fat. — 
Desire  for  wine. — ° Dyspepsia,  also  very  bad. — °The  stomach 
is  easily  deranged. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *Eructations  -with  burning  in  the 
throat. — Fits  of  nausea,  °with  coldness  and  paleness. — In- 
clination to  vomit,  early  in  the  morning. — Sour,  bilious,  green, 
or  bloody  and  slimy  vomiting.

— Boils  and  pimples  on  the  chest,  which 
suppurate  and  feel  sore  when  touched,  also  stinging. — °  Can* 
cerous  ulcer  of  the  breast  1 

Trunk* — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  bruised  and 
lamed,  as  far  as  the  thighs. —Stitching  and  *  drawing  in  the 
back,  -between  the  scapulae  and  in  the  cervical  muscles. — 
Nightly  tension  in  the  back,  when  turning  about  in  bed. — 
°Fetid  sweat  of  the  axillae. —  Ulceration  of  the  axillary  glands. 

Upper  Extremities*— Pain  in  the  humeri,  as  if  lamed  and 
bruised. — °Sarcoma  at  the  tip  of  the  elbow. — °j4r/An7ir*swell- 
ing  of  the  hand,  fingers,  joints  of  the  fingers,  with  heat,  red- 
ness, pain  as  if  sprained,  when  moving  the  parts. — Rough, 
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dry,  cracked  skin  of  the  hands.— Miliary  eruption  on  the 
hand  and  wrist.— The  fingers  are  liable  to  cracking.—  °Dead- 
ness  of  the  fingers. — °Panaritia.—  Bullae  on  the  hands  and 
fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.— Pain  of  the  nates,  when  sitting.  — 
Boils  on  the  nates.  —°Coxalgia,  with  throbbing  pains  and 
disposition  to  suppurate  1— Bruising  pain  of  the  thighs.— 
Painful  tension  in  the  thighs,  disturbing  one's  night's  rest.— 
Frequent  attacks  of  sudden  languor  of  the  lower  limbs  when 
walking. — Swelling  of  the  knee.  —  Cramp  in  the  calves,  soles, 
and  toes.

— Dry  pustules,  like  confluent 
small-pox. — Brown  spots  on  the  body,  now  and  then. — Large 
boils,  frequently. — Gangrenous  spots  and  vesicles  here  and 
there. 

Sleep. — Coma  vigil. — *Falls  asleep  late,  and  is  wakeful  at 
night. — °Grasps  at  things  in  the  air  and  about  the  bed,  with 
picking  at  the  bed-clothes. — Smiling  features  during  sleep. — 
*Starting  as  if  in  affright  during  sleep. — *Sleeplessness,  owing 
to  excessive  nervous  excitement. 

Fever. — Shuddering  from  the  feet  to  the  head. — Violent 
heat  of  the  body,  especially  the  head. — °Puerperal,  putrid, 
worm  fever,  and  typhus. — Contagious  typhus. — °Fevers,  with 
epileptic  attacks. 

Emotive    Sphere. — °Melancholy — Dread  of  men.— Mis- 
trust.— Escapes  from  his  house,  during  the  night. — *Fear  of 
8* 
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being  poisoned  or  °sold. — *Anguish. — °Inclined  to  laugh  at 
every  thing. — *  Loquacious. — *  Jealous. — Scolds  and  quarrels. 
— Rage,  striking  and  endeavouring  to  kill  people. — hydro- 
phobia.— Mental  alienation  caused  by  brandy.

— During  the  menses,  delirium,  enuresis,  sweat 
and  convulsive  trembling.  —  Previous  to  the  menses,  hysteric 
spasms,  and  loud  laughing. — ° Sterility  ?

Chest,  Respiration. — Tightness  of  the  chest,  and  labour- 
ed, rattling  breathing. — Oppression  as  after  running. — Pres- 
sure in  the  right  side,  with  anguish  and  shortness  of  breath 
when  going  up-stairs. — ° Spasms  of  the  chest,  with  short 
breathing,  and  obliging  one  to  bend  for  ward. —Stitches  in  the 
sides  of  the  chest. — °  Typhoid  pneumonia . — °  Affections  o£the 
heart.

sion of  the  chest.— °Mucous,  puerperal,  and  putrid  fevers. 
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Emotire  Sphere, — °Crying  of  children. — •Anguish  and 
fear  of  death. — Peevish  and  contemptuous. — Desires  to  scold. 
— Desires  a  variety  of  things,  without  knowing  what. — Irri- 
table, out  of  humour. — Impatient. 

Sentient  Sphere* — Slow  ideas. — Vertigo  when  walking, 
with  tottering. 

Head* — *Iieadache  as  if  the  brain  were  dashed  to  pieces, 
affecting  all  the  bones  of  the  skull  through  to  the  root  of  the 
tongue. — • Hemicrania,  nausea  and  vomiting.

or  of  thin  bile,  or  of  green,  °bitter-sour,  acrid-smelling  water 
and  ^jelly-like  mucus. —  0Haematemesis.  —  °Vomiting  with 
sweat,  heat,  fetid  breath  and  diarrhoea. — °  Vomiting  with  diar- 
rhoea,— Vomiting  shortly  after  stooping — °Waterbrash.

— 'Paroxysms  of  shortness  of  breath,  also 
with  panting  in  the  trachea. — ^Suffocative  fits  in  the  room, 
°less  in  the  open  air. — ° Sobbing  breathing. — Oppression  of

° Asthma  Millari. — °Spasms  of  the  chest,  caused  by  the  va- 
pours of  copper  and  arsenic. — Sore  pain  in  the  chest. — Pal-

Extremities* — Opisthotonos  and  embrosthotonos. —  Convul- 
sive twitching s  of  the  legs  and  feet. 
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General  Symptoms*— The  limbs  are  painful  where  they

— Many  of  the  pains  are 
aggravated  by  hot  weather. — General  emaciation. 
'  Skin.-r-Hot,  red,  dry  skin. — Measle-shaped  eruption. — 
Pork-shaped  pustules,  also  with  a  black  scurf  in  the  centre. 
— Itching  and  burning  of  the  skin. — Boils. — Confluent,  scurfy 
pustulous  eruptions. — Pustules,  the  centre  of  which  is  tra- 
versed by  a  hair. — Dry,  egg-shaped  ulcers,  with  a  blackish, 
gangrenous  spot  in  the  middle,  inverted  edges,  bright-red,  in- 
flamed areola,  penetrating  more  and  more  deeply,  and  leav- 
ing a  deep  cicatrix. — °Syphilitic  eruptions  and  ulcers,  with 
thick  crusts  and  a  yellowish  pus. — °Ecthyma.— impetiginous 
eczema,  with  varicose  ulcers. 

Sleep. — Sleepy,  early  in  the  evening. — Wakeful,  owing  to 
nervous  excitement. — Vivid,  frightful  dreams. — Sleep  is  dis- 
turbed by  a  variety  of  ailments,  especially  headache. — Night- 
mare. 

Fever. — Feverish,  at  night,  and  early  in  the  morning. — 
Chills  from  the  legs  all  over  the  body. — Chilliness  of  the 
lower  extremities,  alternating  with  flushes  of  heat, — ° Rheu- 
matic fever. 

Emotive  Sphere.—  Out  of  humour,  lazy,  not  disposed  to 
WOrk. — Indifferent.— Melancholy.— Irritable,— Dread  of  men, 
lowness  of  spirits,  even  unto  loathing  of  life. 

Sentient  Sphere.— Frequent  attacks  of  vertigo.—  Vertigo^ 
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everything  turns  in  a  circle,  as  if  one  would  fall. — Vertigo 
across  the  forehead. —  Vertigo  with  nausea,  followed  by  vomit- 
ing.— Dulness  of  the  head,  with  nausea,  anxiety  and  dullness 
of  comprehension. 

Head* — Headache,  with  pains  in  the  eyes  and  otalgia. — 
Semilateral  headache,  also  particularly  in  the  forehead,  above 
one  eye.— Headache  which  is  aggravated  by  cold  air  and 
motion. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head. — Lancinations  in  the 
head. — °Megrim  ? — ° Hysteric  headache. — ° Congestive  head- 
ache. 

Internments  Of  the  Head  —Sore  pain  on  the  vertex,  the 
hairs  standing  on  end. — Drawing  in  the  bones  of  the  skull, 
with  sensitiveness, — The  hair  falls  out. 

Eyes. — Pressure  in  the  eyes  as  from  sand.— Itching,  burn- 
ing of  the  eyes,  with  lacJirymation. — Inflammation,  swelling, 
itching  and  redness  of  the  lids,  also  with  sensation  on  the  in- 
ternal surface,  as  if  rough  and  swollen. — Redness  of  the  con- 
junctiva.—  Ophthalmia,  also  with  photophobia,  loss  of  sight, 
and  violent  lachrymation. — Dimness  of  sight,  as  if  a  gauze 
were  before  his  eyes. — Amaurotic  weakness  of  sight. — Muscas 
volitantes  and  scintillations. — Yellowness 'of  the  conjunctiva. 
— Brigh-red  spots  and  ecchymoses  in  the  whites. — Pustules 
on  left  cornea,  surrounded  with  indolent  inflammation. — 
Leucoma  on  right  cornea. — °Catarrhal  and  scrofulous  ophthal- 
mia ? 

Ears.— Stitching  in  the  ears  and  in  the  side  of  the  head, 
also  down  to  the  neck,  with  swelling  of  the  glands. — Flapping 
or  singing  in  the  ears. — Stoppage  of  the  ears. 

Nose. — Feeling  of  coldness  in  the  nose,  when  inspiring  air. 
— Sore  pain  in  the  nostrils. — Burning  ulcers  at  the  nostrils.— 
Burning  and  scurfs  in  the  nose. — Frequent  discharge  of  a 
thick,  dark-red  blood  from  the  nose. — A  good  deal  of  watery 
discharge  from  the  nose,  with  great  sensitiveness  of  the  nose.— 
°Copious  secretion  of  purulent  mucus,  with  constant  stoppage 
of  the  nose. — °Poly2ms  of  the  nose. — *  Ulceration  and  destruc- 
tion of  the  septum  narium. — Discharge  of  hard,  greenish  masses, 
having  a  fetid  smell.— Discharge  of  hard,  elastic  plugs  from  the 
nose. — °Swelling  of  the  nose,  with  pain  in  the  region  of  the  sep- 
tum.— Pain  of  the  nose  at  the  junction  of  the  cartilages. — 
Throbbing  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  which  is  hot  to  the  touch, 
with  swelling  without  redness. — Sensation  of  fullness  and  en- 
largement in  the  upper  part  of  the  nose,  with  frequent  urging 
to  blow  it. — Sensation  of  heaviness  in  the  nose. — Swelling  cf 
one  portion  of  the  right  lachrymal  bone. — Bad  smell  before 
the  nose. — Loss  of  smell. 

Face*— Pale,  sickly,  yellowish,  livid  or  ash-coloured  com- 
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plexion. — Eyes  sunken,  surrounded  with  margins. — Bruising 
pain  and  sensitiveness  of  the  facial  bones. — Tension  in  the 
muscles  of  the  face. — Eruption  in  the  face,  resembling  scurvy. 
— Itching  and  burning  on  the  skin  of  the  forehead  and  face. — • 
Itching  in  the  whiskers. — Vesicular  eruption  on  the  lips,  with 
itching  when  drying  them.— °Syphilitic  crusty  eruption  from 
the  root  of  the  nose  across  the  cheeks,  as  far  as  the  upper  lip. 
—Sweat  on  the  upper  lip. — The  lower  lip  is  swollen  and 
cracked. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  with  profuse  flow  of  saliva. — Drawing 
tearing  in  the  left  teeth,  also  extending  to  the  ear,  temples, 
neck,  and  head,  with  swelling  of  the  cervical  glands,  or  fol- 
lowed by  swelling  of  the  gums. — Inflammation  and  ulceration 
of  the  gums. — Livid  colour  of  the  lips. 

Mouth. — Mouth  and  lips  are  very  dry. — Vesicles,  aphthae 
and  ulcers  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  mouth. — Tongue  soft, 
red  and  cracked. — Painful  ulcer  on  the  tongue,  lasting  a  long 
time. —  Tongue  coated  with  a  thick  layer  of  yellow  mucus. — 
Saliva  tinged  yellow. — Flow  of  water  in  the  mouth. — Sensa- 
tion of  a  hair  at  the  root  of  the  tongue,  and  on  the  velum 
palati. — Sloughing  ulcer  at  the  hard  palate,  leaving  an  exca- 
vated cicatrix. 

Throat. — Dry  throat,  obliging  one  to  swallow  saliva. — 
Sharp  shooting  pains  in  left  tonsil.-—  Relaxed  uvula  and  inject- 
ed fauces. — Uvula  and  tonsils  became  red  and  swollen,  and 
finally  ulcerated,  as  if  syphilitic. — Erythematous  blush  of  the 
fauces  and  soft  palate,  sometimes  of  a  coppery  colour. — Ex- 
cava'ed  sore  at  the  root  of  the  uvula,  with  a  reddish  areola  and 
containing  a  yellow  matter. — Smarting  and  tingling  in  the 
fauces,  and  heat  down  the  chest. — Sensation  in  the  throat, 
down  to  the  stomach,  as  if  the  food  had  remained  in  the 
oesophagus. — Interstitial  distention  of  the  posterior  wall  of 
the  pharynx,  with  dark  shining  redness,  bright-red  little  veins 
and  small  cracks  from  which  blood  oozes  out. — ° Syphilitic 
ulcers  in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Sweetish-metallic,  brassy  taste  in 
the  mouth,  especially  when  smoking. — Bitter  or  sour  taste 
m  the  mouth. — Salt  taste. — Water  has  a  disagreeable  taste. 
— No  appetite,  especially  early  in  the  morning. — Aversion  to 
food,  meat,  tobacco. — Constant  and  excessive  thirst — Desire 
for  beer  or  sour  drinks. — After  a  meal  which  he  relished, 
sensation  as  if  the  food  laid  in  the  stomach  like  a  heavy  load. 
— Distress  in  the  stomach  after  every  kind  of  food,  even  the 
lightest.— Ailmen is  from  using  tea. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Frequent  rising  of  air.  — Frequent 
hiccough.  - — Frequent   nausea,    especially    when  walking,  at 
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night,  or  early  in  the  morning,  with  feeling  of  heaviness  in 
the  head  and  eyes. — The  nausea  seems  to  abate  after  eating, 
but  to  come  on  after  drinking.; — Heartburn,  especially  after 
tea. — Nausea,  with  vomiting,  especially  of  mucus,  or  a  bitter, 
yellow  substance. — Vomiting  of  mucus  and  blood. —  Vomit- 
ing of  the  ingesta,  also  after  breakfast. — Vertigo,  burning 
at  the  stomach,  and  sweat  as  from  anguish,  during  the  vom- 
iting. 

Stomach. — Pressure,  fullness,  and  distension  of  the  sto- 
mach, especially  after  eating. — Distress  in  the  stomach,  with 
nausea,  uneasiness,  heat. — Severe  pains  in  the  stomach,  at 
night. 

Abdomen. — Tearing  and  shooting  pains  in  right  hypochon- 
drium. — Aching  in  right  hypochondrium,  and  lumbar  region, 
with  metallic  taste,  confusion  in  the  head,  and  clay-coloured 
stools. — Shooting  pains  through  the  bowels. — Stabbing  pains 
in  left  hypochondrium. — Flatulence. — Belly  generally  tumid. 
— Griping  in  lower  belly,  as  if  the  bowels  were  pierced. — 
Aching  pain  at  navel,  after  breakfast,  rising  into  the  throat. 
—  Inflammation,  ulceration,  suppuration  and  softening  of 
the  mucous  membrane  of  the  bowels. 

Stool. — Constipation,  with  aggravation  of  all  the  symp- 
toms.— Severe  pain  in  abdomen,  followed  by  blackish,  wa- 
tery stool. — Dysenteric  attack,  every  summer,  with  gnaw- 
ing pain  at  navel,  tongue  smooth,  red  and  cracked. — Scanty, 
pale,  clay-coloured  stools,  with  aching  in  right  hypochon- 
drium, gnawing  at  navel,  fetid  breath,  confusion  in  head. — 
Costive,  with  languor,  foul  tongue,  headache,  coldness  of  the 
extremities. — Smarting  and  rawness  at  anus. — Boring  and 
smarting  at  anus. 

Urine. — Burning  in  urethra,  during  and  between  the  acts 
of  urinating. — Inflammation,  softening,  suppuration  and  other 
kinds  of  organic  changes  of  the  kidneys. — Frequent  urging 
to  urinate. — Copious  urine,  at  night. — Red  urine,  also  with 
pains  across  the  back. —  Complete  suppression  of  urine  until 
death. — Urine  scanty,  with  white  film  and  whitish  deposit. 

Male  Parts. — Itching  of  the  parts  covered  with  the  hair, 
with  clusters  of  small  pustules  on  a  spot  of  the  size  of  an  inch. 
— Scurfs  on  the  glans. — Pricking  pain  in  glans  penis. 

Female  Parts.— Smarting  and  rawness  in  the  vulva.— 
Pains  across  the  back  and  thighs,  as  if  before  catamenia.— 
Menstruation  too  soon,  with  vertigo,  nausea,  feverishness, 
headache —Yellow,  stiff,  leucorrhoea,  with  dull  pains  in  hypo- 
gastrium,  and  pain  and  weakness  in  small  of  back. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Troublesome  dryness  and  sore- 
ness of  the  nose,  with  burning.--* Frequent  stoppage  of  the 
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nose.—  Frequent,  violent  sneezing. —Pain,  stuffing  and  ulce- 
ration of  nostrils,  with  sneezing,  then  tickling  cough,  with 
expectoration  of  reddish  mucus. 

Windpipe. —Hoarseness  and  roughness,  also  particularly 
in  the  evening  and  early  in  the  morning  on  waking.— Pains 
at  larynx,  as  if  ulcerated. — A  good  deal  of  heat  in  larynx, 
with  desire  to  cough.— Cough,  caused  by  a  tickling  in  the 
larynx,  with  copious  expectoration  of  thick  mucus,  also  with 
spitting  of  blood.— Cough,  with  expectoration  of  white,  or 
bluish- white,  thick  mucus. — Cough,  excited  by  eating. — 
°Chronic  bronchitis,  after  exposure  to  the  vapours  of  arsenic. 
— * Morning  cough,  with  tenacious  expectoration. —  Chronic 
cough,  with  tough  mucus  in  the  morning,  also  with  rattling 
in  the  chest  —i  Distension  of  the  stomach  and  nausea,  before 
the  cough.— Pains  in  the  sides  and  loins,  during  cough.— 
Yellow  expectoration,  having  a  sweetish  taste,  as  of  pus. — 
Violent  vertigo  and  pains  in  forepart  of  the  head,  after 
cough.— Thick,  ropy  muco-purulent  fluid  in  the  air  pas- 
sages.— False  membrane  in  the  trachea. — °Cough,  with  pains 
at  a  fixed  spot  in  the  chest,  as  if  ulcerated. 

Chest  and  Respiration* — Dyspnoea,  also  with  pain  in  the 
chest  and  violent  cough.— Shortness  of  breath,  as  if  some- 
thing were  tied  round  the  upper  part  of  his  belly,  impeding 
respiration.— Pain  in  chest,  when  drawing  a  long  breath. — 
Oppression  and  weight  on  the  chest,  also  when  waking.  — Dull 
heavy  pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  through  to  the  back. 
—Fixed,  burning  pain  in  middle  of  sternum.— Dull,  cold, 
heavy  pain  in  region  of  heart,  with  dyspnoea.— Sharp,  irrita- 
tive, fixed  pain  in  the  region  of  the  apex  of  the  heart.— Vio- 
lent palpitation  of  the  heart,  also  with  troublesome  aching 
pain.— Enlargement  of  the  heart. 

Trnnk»—  Violent  pains  in  the  os-coccygist  loins  and  sa- 
crum, aggravated  by  cough,  breathing  and  exercise.— Stitch- 
ing in  the  renal  region.— Suppurating  blotches  and  boils  on 
the  back  — Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck.- — Drawing  and 
tearing  in  the  side  of  the  neck,  proceeding  from  the  head. 

Upper  Extremities. — Rheumatic  pain  in  the  shoulders. — 
Pustules  spreading  from  the  nails  over  the  back  of  the  hand, 
with  redness  and  inflammation  of  the  arm,  and  suppuration 
of  the  axillary  glands.— Burning  on  the  forearms,  as  if 
scalded. —Tearing  and  drawing  in  the  bones  of  the  forearm 
and  hands.— Laming  weakness  of  the  hand,  he  is  scarcely 
able  to  hold  a  paper.— Rheumatic  pains  in  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.—  Rheumatic  pains  in  the  Z&ips.— espe- 
cially in  the  daytime  and  during  motion.— Severe  pains  in 
the  knee-joints,— Tearing  in  the  lower  leg,  with  trembling 
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of  the  same.— Pain  as  if  bruised  or  pricked  in  the  spina-ti- 
bise,  coming  and  going  again  very  rapidly.— Swelling  of  the 
tendo  Achilles,  with  pain  which  abates  while  walking.  — Pain 
as  if  sprained  in  the  tarsal  joint.— The  heel  is  painful  when 
walking,— Burning  of  the  feet,  especially  of  the  soles.  —Sore- 
ness of  the  balls  of  the  big  toes,  like  gout. 
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General  Symptoms — °Rheumatic  and  arthritic  pains,  also 
with  swelling]  — °Scrofulous  affections  ?—°H9emorrhage.— 
Pains  as  if  sore  or  ulcerated.  — Contusive  and  bruising  pains. 
— ^Uneasiness  in  the  whole  body,  during  rest.— *Pains  in  the 
extremities,  as  if  bruised,  or  as  after  a  long  walk. 

Skin. — Itching,  especially  towards  evening,  also  with  irre- 
sistible desire  to  scratch.— Blotches  like  nettlerash. — Large 
pock-shaped  pustules.— °Herpes,  furfuraceous  and  pustulous, 
dry  and  humid,  on  almost  every  part  of  the  body. 

Sleep. — *  Very  drowsy,  with  frequent  yawning. — Tosses 
about  in  his  bed,  without  sleep,  feels  very  weary. — *Resfc 
less  sleep,  with  dreams.  —Feels  weary  and  lame,  on  waking, 
early.— Feels  faint  on  rising  a  little  sooner  than  usual. 

Fever.— Chilliness.— Shaking  chill,  with  heat  of  the  face, 
bright-red  cheeks,  icy-cold  feet,  peevish  mood.— Flushes  of 
heat,  with  circumscribed  redness  of  the  cheeks. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Sadness,  weeping  mood.— *Out  of  hu- 
mour. —Irritable,  headstrong. 

Sentient  Sphere—  *  Weak  memory.— Painful  dullness  of 
the  head. 

Head.— Pressing  from  within  outward,  under  the  left  tem- 
poral bone,  also  in  the  forehead.— Tearing  drawing  in  the 
temple,  as  if  parts  would  be  pulled  out.  —  Tearing  headache, 
day  and  night,  with  flushing  heat  in  the  face,  toothache, 
heat  all  over,  sleeplessness.— *Throbbing  in  the  sinciput, 
with  stitches  in  the  temples  and  pressing  from  within  out- 
wards in  the  forehead,  on  stooping.  — ° Whizzing  in  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.  —  Pain  as  if  ulcerated,  over 
the  vertex  and  sinciput,  when  touching  the  parts.  —  ^Falling 
of  the  hair. 

Eyes.— Itching  and  smarting  in  the  eyes.—  *Heat  in  the 
eyes,  with  lachrymation,  especially  when  looking  at  bright 
light.— °Swelling  of  the  margins  of  the  lids. — °Chronic 
swelling  of  the  lids.— °Suppuration  of  the  eyes.—  *Lachry- 
mation,  hot,  acrid,  like  salt-water. — *Dimness  of  sight,  as 
through  gauze. 

Ears.— Stinging  in   the  ears.— Pimples  in  left  concha, 
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with  inflammation  of  the  outer  ear. — °Humid  herpes  on  the 
ears,  with  swelling  of  the  cervical  glands,  and  livid  com- 
plexion.—Inflammation  of  the  outer  ear,  with  heat,  redness, 
swelling  and  tensive  burning  pains. —  Hard  hearing,  with 
humming. 

IVose— Bad  smell,  with  loss  of  appetite. —Nose-bleed, 
with  thick,  black  blood.— ^Frequent  sneezing,  also  earl y. — 
*Dry  coryza,  also  with  sneezing. 

Face, — °Livid  complexion,  with  swelling  of  the  cervical 
glands  and  herpes  on  the  ears.— ^Pimples  on  the  forehead, 
°aiso  like  those  of  drunkards.— ° Acne  rosacea.— °Scurfy  her- 
pes on  the  lids,  cheeks,  and  around  the  mouth, — Lips  dry, 
also  with  peeling  off  of  the  upper  lip. 

Teeth. — *Toothaehe,  extending  to  the  temples,  °aIso  af- 
fecting the  inner  parts. — Gums  as  if  inflamed,  writh  drawing 
pain. 

Mouth,  &€• — Roughness  and  scraping  in  the  fauces.— 
Painful  choking  in  fauces,  through  the  chest  to  the  dorsal 
vertebrae. — Sore  pain  when  swallowing,  with  sensation  as  if 
deglutition  were  impeded  by  something  hanging  in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Bitter  taste,  early.— Bitter  taste 
of  every  thing  one  swallows. 

Gastric  Symptoms.-— *Nausea  °of  pregnant  females. — 
Gagging,  early,  as  of  pregnant  females. 

Stomach. — Drawing  tearing  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
as  if  a  thread  ivere  drawn  through. — Stitches  in  pit  of  sto- 
mach, night  and  day. — ^Painful  hard  spot  on  the  left  side  of 
stomach,  or  at  the  base  of  the  stomach. — °Scirrhus  of 
stomach  ? 

Abdomen. — Subdued  pain  around  the  navel,  also  with  ill- 
humour. — Contractive  sensation  as  from  a  hard  lump  in  the 
umbilical  region,  also  at  night. — Labour-like  colic. — Crampy 
feeling  in  bowels. — Ulcerative  pain. — Painful  feeling  of  cold- 
ness in  the  abdomen,  with  scanty  urine. 

StOOl. — Stool  intermittent,  hard,  dry,  with  straining.— 
°Constipation  during  carcinoma  uteri. 

Urine  — Diminished  secretion  of  urine.— Frequent  urg- 
ing, also  at  night,  *or  with  copious  emission.  — Hot  urine, 
also  when  passing  it  frequently,  with  offensive  smell  of  se, 
men. — Burning  in  the  pudendum,  when  urinating.— Mild- 
yellowish,  leucorrhoeal  discharge,  previous  to  every  emission 
of  urine. 

Male  Parts.— Burning  in  the  sexual  parts,  and  impotence 
during  an  embrace,  with  swelling  of  the  penis-  on  the  day 
following.  — Dreams  about  erections  and  urging  to  urinate, 
and  as  if  the  penis  would  snap  off  when  attempting  to 
urinate, 
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Female  Parts. —Itching  and  smarting  in  the  pudendum, 
with  subsequent  swelling,  heat  and  hardness  of  the  outer 
parts.— -Ulcerative  pain  at  the  neck  of  the  womb,  during  an 
embrace.— Prolapsus  of  the  uterus.— ^Premature  menses, 
with  profuse  discharge,  also  lasting  eight  days,  °with  pains 
in  the  small  of  the  back.— ^Humming  in  the  head,  during 
the  menses,  or  hard  hearing.— Violent  abdominal  spasms 
after  the  menses.—  ° Ailments  remaining  after  too  profuse 
menstruation.— °Metrorrhagia.— *Mild  or  corrosive  leucor- 
rhcea.— *Leucorrhcea,  with  excessive  debility.— °Nausea  of 
pregnant  females.— °Disposition  to  miscarriage. 

Windpipe. — *Scraping  and  roughness  in  the  throat.— 
°Chronic  catarrh,  especially  of  old  people.— ^Evening  cough, 
in-bed.— *Cough,  °with  emission  of  urine  and  concussion  of  the 
abdomen.— *  Wheezing,  dry  cough. — *Cough  with  retching. 
— °Scraping  cough,  with  discharge  of  thick  yellowish  or  whit- 
ish mucus. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — *Breathing  heavy  and  anxious. 
—Frequent  inclination  to  take  a  long  breath,  also  on  account 
of  a  feeling  of  weight  on  the  chest. — ^Oppression  of  the 
chest.  — *Heaviness  on  the  chest,  also  *with  anxiety. — Pain 
in  the  chest  as  if  the  sternum  or  chest  were  pressed  in. — 
°Frequent  lancinations  in  right  side  of  chest,  night  and  day, 
with  sleeplessness,  abatement  when  pressing  with  the  hand. 
— °Stitches  at  the  heart. 

Trunk. — Pains  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  broken.— 
Labour-like  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  also  with  ineffec- 
tual urging  and  swelling  of  the  abdomen. — Ulcerative  pains 
in  the  region  of  the  lumbar  vertebrae.  —  *Frequent  pains  in 
the  back  and  small  of  the  back,  like  raging  labour-pains, 
*with  violent  urging  to  urinate. — *Pain  in  the  back,  at  night, 
worse  during  rest. — °Swelling  of  the  cervical  glands. — Hu- 
mid herpes  on  the  ears,  and  livid  complexion. 

Upper  Extremities.— Pain  in  the  ulnar  muscles.— Crack- 
ing of  the  skin  of  the  hands  which  become  quite  rigid.— Prick- 
ing pain  in  the  index-finger,  as  if  it  would  ulcerate. — Dead- 
ness  of  the  fingers. 

t  Lower  Extremities.— Bruising  pain  of  the  crests  of  the 
ilia. — Red,  scaly  skin  in  the  bends  of  the  knees. — Tearing 
drawing  from  the  heels  through  the  soles  and  toes. — Sting- 
ing, in  the  evening,  until  one  falls  asleep,  with  swelling  of 
the  soles,  early,  on  waking.— The  soles  are  painful  as  if  ul- 
cerated.—Burning  of  the  soles.— CEdematous,  white  swelling 
from  the  calves  to  the  toes,  with  coldness  and  heaviness  of 
the  feet.

— Chilliness  after  taking  vinegar.— in- 
termittent fevers,  °every  afternoon  or  evening,  or  morning. — 
♦Tertian  fever,  especially  shortly  after  eating. — °Inveterate 
quartan  fever,  which  had  been  treated  with  quinine,  with 
convulsions  during  the  chill  and  thirst  during  the  heat. — °Ty- 
phoid  fevers,  with  sopor.  — *  Burning  of  the  palms  of  the 
hands  and  soles  of  the  feet. — *Sweats  easily.— °Profuse 
sweat  attending  other  ailments. 

Emotive  Sphere. — °Low-spirited,  the  future  seerMdark. 
— *Restlessness.  —  *  Anguish,    with   trembling.  —  °Fear  of 
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death. — °Paroxysms  of  nightly  fear. — Crazy  jealousy, — 
*Doubts  every  thing.— °Fault-finding.  —  °Malicious. — ° Ex- 
cessive moaning  and  lamenting  about  one's  pains. — Excited 
and  loquacious,  in  the  evening,  frequent  change  of  ideas. — 
^Inability  to  think  deeply. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Weak  memory,  forgets  that  which  he 
had  just  spoken. — Mistakes  the  time. — °Nightly  delirium. — 
°Mental  alienation  after  chagrin  or  after  excessive  studies,  or 
of  drunkards. — ° Religious  mania,  he  thinks  he  will  be  eter- 
nally damned.— °Vertigo  in  sinciput,  with  mistiness  of  sight. 
— ° Vertigo  when  reaching  high. — ° Vertigo  after  lying  down.

Nose. — Pains  in  the  nose  from  the  head. — °Red  nose  of 
drunkards,  or  of  syphilitico-mercurial  subjects. — Nose-bleed, 
also  previous  to  the  menses. — *Discharge  of  blood  and  pus 
from  the  nose. — °Ozasna,  in  the  case  of  a  healthy  girl. — 
*Erequent  attacks  of  imperfect  catarrh. — Suppressed  catarrh 
with  headache. 

Face. — ^Distortion  of  the  face,  °also  during  an  apoplectic 
attack. — *Pale  complexion  and  malaise. — Sallow  complexion 
of  patients  attacked  with  fever  and  ague  that  had  been  badly 
treated  with  quinine. — *Heat  in  the  face  °of  drunkards,  or 
apoplectic  patients. — *S welling  of  the  face.— °S welling  of  the 
left  side  of  the  face  and  jaw. — °Pimples  and  redness  after 
erysipelas. — °Inveterate  herpes  with  thick  crusts  in  the  whis- 
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kers. — °Re-appearance  of  suppressed  herpes  in  the  face. — 
*  Lock-jaw. — °Pimples  under  the  jaw. 

Teetll, — ^Tearing  in  the  teeth. — Exfoliation  of  the  teeth. 
— Soreness  of  the  gums. — Gums  swollen,  painful  and  blue- 
red. — Scurvy  ? 

Month* — Gangrened  spots  in  the  mouth- — °Stomaeaee. — 
*Dry  mouth,  with  °sore  feeling. — *Ptyalism. — ^Burning  on 
the  tongue. — °Paralysis  of  the  tongue,  after  apoplexy. — 
°Sore  spots,  fissures  and  large  round  warts  on  the  tongue. — 
♦Difficulty  of  speech. — °Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  velum 
palati  as  if  the  uvula  were  wedged  in. 

Throat. — °Tickling  in  the  left  side  of  throat,  as  if  caused 
by  a  dry  spot. — *Sore  throat  with  feeling  of  suffocation. — 
*Sore  throat  extending  to  the  ears. — ^Sensation  of  swelling 
in  the  throat,  °also  on  the  right  side,  with  difficulty  of  swal- 
lowing liquids. — Sensation  of  a  plug  in  the  throat,  from  which 
all  the  other  ailments  seem  to  proceed. — °Globus  hystericus. 
— ^Sensation  as  if  something  had  remained  lodged  in  the

Abdomen t — Cannot  bear  tight  clothes  on  hypochondria  or 
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stomach. — °Hepatitis,  especially  of  drunkards  ? — Sensation 
as  if  a  ball  were  gathering  in  right  side. — °Softening  of  the 
liver? — Abscesses  of  the  liver? — *Pain  across  the  abdomen. 
— °Pains  in  the  left  lumbar  region,  with  constipation.— Spas- 
modic cholic. — ^Tearing  in  the  abdomen  °during  the  menses. 
— °Sensation  as  of  some  thing  alive  in  abdomen,  °with  intole- 
rable pain. — ^Burning  in  the  abdomen,  °with  pressure  up  to 
the  throat,  with  scanty  menses. — ^Distention  of  the  abdomen, 
as  from  flatulence. — ° Flatulence  with  tenesmus  in  the  anus. 
— Cutting  and  drawing  pains  from  right  groin  to  uterus  and 
sexual  parts. — °  Painful  swelling  and  induration  in  right  side 
of  abdomen,  with  throbbing.

Female  Parts. — °Scanty,  delaying  menses. — cSometimes 
indispensable  to  women  at  the  critical  age,  even  writh  profuse 
menses. — °Before  the  menses,  vertigo,  headache,  bleeding  of 
the  nose,  pressure  at  the  stomach,  spasm  of  the  chest,  eruc- 
tations, °or  leucorrhoea.  —  °During  the  menses,  tearing  in  the 
abdomen,  throbbing  in  the  head,  pains  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  abdomen,  hips. 

Windpipe.  —  Suffocative  throbbing  between  the  larynx 
and  chest.— °Sore  sensitiveness  of  the  larynx,  early.—

ed up.— *Cough  with  tickling  at  the  larynx,  °also  with  suffo-

Chest* — ^Shortness  of  breath,  or  'Myspncea,  °in  hydrotho- 
rax,  with  swelling  of  the  feet.— Asthma,  early  abating  after 
hawking  up  tough  mucus.— *  Weight  on  the  chest  °also  with 
anguish.  — ^Pressure  on  the  chest  as  if  full  of  wind.— *8tifcches 
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in  the  chest.  —Sore  pain  in  the  chest,  with  sensitiveness  to 
the  inhaled  air.— °Anguish  at  the  heart,  in  rheumatism.— 
°Chronic  palpitation  of  the  heart,  also  with  dyspepsia.  — 
°Threatening  rheumatism  of  the  heart.  —  ° Aneurism  of  the 
right  carotid, —Cyanosis  cardiaca  1 

Back,  &C  — °Pain  in  small  of  back,  with  restlessness.— 
Pains  as  if  sprained  in  small  of  back.— inability  to  support 
the  back,  with  weakness  of  the  knees  and  stooping  gait. — 
*Painfulness  of  the  neck  and  sensitiveness  to  pressure,  even 
from  the  cravat,  shirt,  &c— Suffocative  sensation  when  the 
neck  or  larynx  is  touched  by  any  thing.— °Red,  suppurating

—Suppressed  ulcers  on  the  feet.— °Caries  of  the  tibia.— 
♦Tearing  in  the  feet.— *Icy-cold  feet.— *Swollen  feet,  calso  of 
pregnant  females.  — ° Cracked  skin  on  the  toes,  °also  deep 
rhagades. 
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General  Symptoms* — Affects  principally  the  respiratory 
organs. — Tearing,  wandering  about. — Unsteady  gait. — Desire 
for  fresh  air. 

Skin. — Inflammation  and  eruption.— °QEdema  of  the  whole 
body,  with  asthma,  dulness  of  the  head,  difficulty  of  lying  on 
the  back,  shivering,  loss  of  appetite,  short  cough,  and  small, 
slow  pulse. 

Sleep* — Drowsy  in  the  day-time. — Stupifying  night-sleep. 
— inability  to  lie  on  the  back,  with  tension  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach. — ° Dyspnoea  at  night,  with  throbbing  in  the  head 
and  about  the  heart. 
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PCTCr. — Cold  creeping  over  the  back. — Fever  with  head- 
ache, painfullness  of  the  scalp  when  touched,  tearing  in  the 
joints  of  the  limbs,  heaviness  of  the  head  in  the  evening, 
dry  heat  about  the  head  and  trunk. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Sadness,  with  exaggerations  of  the 
fancy. — Out  of  humour,  lazy. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Inability  to  attend  to  mental  labour.  — 
Dulness  of  the  head. — Vertigo  with  heaviness  of  the  head. 
— The  threads  become  blurred  when  sewing. 

Head. — Pain  at  vertex  like  clavus  hystericus. — Pressing 
through  the  temples. — The  least  coughing  racks  the  head, 
with  humming  and  pressing  in  the  same. — Trembling  and 
throbbing  in  the  head,  during  rest. 

Eyes* — Smarting  and  burning,  also  of  the  lids. — Redness 
of  the  conjunctiva,  with  increased  secretion  of  mucus,  in  ple- 
thoric men, — Dim  sight,  with  burning  in  the  eyes. 

Facet — Tensive  creeping  in  the  face. — Swelling  of  the 
lymphatic  glands. 

Month* — Flow  of  sourish  saliva. — White-coated  tongue, 
with  pain  at  the  tip  as  if  burnt. 

Throat* — Rawness  and  burning  at  the  uvula. — Phlegm 
in  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— Bitter  taste.— °Dragging  feeling  of 
fulness  at  stomach,  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *Empty  eructations.— Nausea. 

Stomach. — Pain  in  stomach,  with  retraction  of  the  pit  of 
the  stomach,  worse  when  pressing  on  the  part. — 'Tightness 
and  anxiety  at  pit  of  stomach. — Icy  feeling  in  fauces  and 
stomach. — The  pains  in  the  stomach  abate  after  emission  of 
flatulence,  or  when  sitting  bent. 

Abdomen.-— Swelling  of  the  liver,  also  with  tension  when 
pressing  upon  it.— Disagreeable  feeling  of  warmth  in  the 
abdomen. — Frequent  rising  of  blood  into  the  chest. — Sense 
of  weight  on  the  abdomen,  especially  navel  and  pit  of  stom- 
ach.— °Diseases  of  the  portal  system. — ° Ascites  (after  fever 
and  ague)  with  excessive  swelling  of  the  abdomen,  feet  and 
face,  °or  with  asthma  and  induration  of  the  liver. — Rumbling. 
—Fetid  flatulence. 

StOOl  and  Anns. — °Constipation. — Dry,  hard  stool. — Va- 
rices of  the  anus,  with  tenesmus  in  the  rectum. 

Urine. — Increased  urine,  also  at  night. 

Male  Parts. — Swelling  of  a  lymphatic  vessel  of  the  penis. 
— Painful  erections,  early. 

Female  Parts. — Increase  of  milk  in  the  mammae. — Menses 
too  soon. 

Windpipe* — Increased  volume  of  the  voice. — °Feeling  of 
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fulness  in  the  larynx,  all  the  time,  with  loose  hacking  cough, 
difficulty  of  speech. — Short  turns  of  cough,  with  tickling  in 
the  throat,  racking  the  chest.  —  ° Whooping  cough. — °Dry 
suffocative  cough  of  hysteric  women,  with  sleeplessness  and 
a  gnawing  feeling  of  coldness  in  stomach  and  pit  of  stomach. 

Chest,  Respiration.  —  Shortness  of  breath.  —  Frequent 
disposition  to  draw  a  long  breath. — Tightness  of  the  chest, 
especially  low  down,  with  jerk  when  ever  one  undertakes  to 
draw  a  long  breath. — °One  has  to  sit  bent,  as  if  the  thorax 
were  too  tight,  compressed. — Feeling  of  fulness  or  heaviness 
on  the  chest,  the  clothes  feel  too  tight. — One  breathes  more 
easily  by  sitting  erect. — °Spasmodic  asthma,  also  when  ow- 
ing to  organic  affections  of  the  heart. — Suffocative  parox- 
ysms, in  a  case  of  hydrothorax. — °Hydrothorax,  with  swell- 
ing all  over,  anxiety,  dyspnoea  when  lying,  dry  cough,  de- 
bility, prostration,  drowsiness  in  the  afternoon,  diminished 
urine. — Undulating  sensation  in  the  chest,  with  hurried 
breathing. 

Back9  &C — Pain  in  the  spinal  marrow,  through  to  the 
os-coccygis. — Cramp-pain  in  the  back,  in  various  directions. 

Upper  Extremities. — Drawing  in  the  arms,  wandering 
about,  apparently  on  the  bones. — Feeling  of  heat  in  the  fin- 
gers, with  subsequent  weakness  of  the  same. 

Lower  Extremities. — Sensation  in  the  legs  as  if  the  blood 
had  stopped,  with  heaviness. — Pain  in  the  big  toe,  as  if  dis- 
torted and  bent  over. — Ulcerative  pain  under  the  nail. 


80.— LAUROCERASUS. 

General  Symptoms. — *  Convulsions  and  spasms. — inflam- 
mation of  internal  organs. — Trembling,  especially  of  the 
hands  and  knees,  during  exercise  in  the  open  air. — Sudden 
debility  with  excessive  nervous  prostration. — °Epilepsy. — Apo- 
plexy, with  paralysis  of  the  extremities — Fainting  fits. — 
°Worse  in  the  evening,  better  at  night. 

Sleep. — Frequent  yawning,  with  shuddering  and  goose- 
flesh. —  Very  drowsy  in  the  daytime. — Sopor. —  Coma  vigil. — 
Sleepless,  on  account  of  nervous  excitement  and  flashes  of 
heat. — Heavy,  anxious  dreams. 

Fever. —  Chill,  even  near  the  stove. — Shuddering  with 
goose-flesh,  followed  by  burning  heat. — Coldness  of  the  whole 
body,  especially  the  feet. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Lowness  of  spirits. — Anxiety  and  resU 
lessness,  preventing  sleep  in  the  evening. — Aversion  to  mental 
labour. — Precipitate  volition. 
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Sentient  Sphere . —  Weak  memory. — Dulness  of  seme,  loss 
of  consciousness,  also  with  loss  of  speech  and  motion. — Stu- 
p>or,  with  falling  down  without  consciousness, — Intoxication 
and  vertigo,  with  drowsiness. —  Vertigo  when  raising  one's 
head  after  stooping,  like  a  gauze  before  the  eyes,  or  if  every 
thing  around  him  were  in  motion. 

Head* — Stupifying  headache,  with  oppressive  weight  and 
sensation,  on  stooping,  as  if  the  brain  were  striking  forward 
against  the  skull. — Continual  coolness  in  the  head. —  Conges- 
tion of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  and  throbbing  in  the  head, 
— The  headache  disappears,  after  which  one  experiences  a 
feeling  of  coldness  on  the  vertex,  in  the  forehead  and  nape 
of  the  neck. 

Eyes. — Burning  of  the  eyes, — Dry  eyes. — Eyes  wide,  or 
half  open,  distorted,  protruded,  staring. — Immoveable,  dilated 
pupils. — Obscuration  of  vision. — Every  object  appears  larger. 
— It  diminishes  the  pain  in  cancer  of  the  eye. 

Face. — Complexion  pale,  sallow.— Yace  sunken,  bloated  or 
swollen. — Spasmodic  distortion  of  the  features. — Lock-jaw. — 
°Convulsions  of  the  facial  muscles. — °Eruption  around  the 
mouth. 

Mouth. — Mouth  dry  and  full  of  mucus. — Foam  at  the 
mouth. — Cold  feeling  on  the  tongue. — *  Aphonia,  °after  apo- 
plexy. 

Throat. — Sore  throat,  like  a  painful  drawing-down  in  the 
fauces,  during  and  between  the  acts  of  deglutition. — Spasm 
in  the  fauces  and  oesophagus. — Audible  rolling  down  of  the 
beverage  in  the  oesophagus. — Difficult  deglutition. — Feeling 
of  coldness,  or  else  burning  in  the  throat  and  fauces. — Oesopha- 
gitis. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  sweetish  or  acrid. —  Violent 
thirst. — Aversion  to  food. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Rising  of  air. — Loathing,  vomiting 
of  the  ingesta. — Black  vomiting. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  stomach. — Fainting  sort  of  pain 
at  stomach. — x\nguish  in  pit  of  stomach. — Feeling  of  coldness, 
or  burning  in  stomach  and  pit  of  stomach.  — Gastritis. 

Abdomen. — Colic  below  the  navel,  as  if  the  bowels  would 
be  cut. — Sensation  as  if  a  tumour  of  the  size  of  a  nut,  in 
left  side  of  abdomen. — °Chronic  induration  of  the  liver. — 
Colicky  contraction  and  cutting  in  bowels. — Feeling  of  coldness 
or  burning  in  abdomen.

— Jerking  and  sting- 
ing in  the  chest  and  sides  of  the  chest,  when  drawing  breath. 
— °  Bruising  pain  in  the  chest. — *  Constant  pressure  in  the 
chest. — °Heartburn  in  the  chest. — Tension  across  the  chest. 
— *  Stitches  in  the  chest,  especially  the  left. — Raw  feeling  in  the 
chest.  —  °  Typhoid  pneumonia  ?  — °Hy drothorax  1  — * Palpita- 
tion of  the  heart,  during  the  period  of  digestion,  °sometimes 
anxious  *and  trembling. — °Painful  eruption  and  hepatic 
spots  on  the  chest. — Swelling  of  the  mammas,  with  nodosities. 
— °Soreness  and  humid  scurfs  of  the  nipples. 

Trunk. — Violent  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  not  allow- 
ing one  to  sit  erect. — ^Stitching  in  the  small  of  the  back 
when  raising  one's  self. — *  Drawing  pain  -and  stitching  in 
the  back,  also  at  night. — Curvature  of  the  spine.  — °D rawing 
and  contractive  griping  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  up  to  occiput. 
— *Stifmess  and  °hard  swelling  of  one  side  of  the  neck. — 
^Swelling  of  the  cervical  and  axillary  glands,  -with  stinging 
pain.  — Lameness  of  the  cervical  muscles.— ^Eruption  on 
the  neck,  °painful.—° Herpes  in  the  axilla  and  on  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities^ — *Tearing  and  stinging  in  the  shoul- 
der, and  elbow-joints.— °Nocturnal  hone-pain  in  the  arm  and 
elbow. — ^Drawing  pain  in  the  arms. — *T witching  of  the 
shoulders  and  arms  °during  the  siesta. — *Lameness  of  the 
arms. — *The  arms  and  fingers  are  liable  to  going  to  sleep,  °also 
at  night. — °Gnawing-itching  and  hepatic  spots  on  the  arms. 
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Erysipelatous  inflammation  of  the  lower  arm,  with  suppura- 
tion.— ° Arthritic  stiffness  of  the  wrist-joint. — *Dry  skin  on 
the  hands. — °Burning  in  the  palms  of  the  hands. — Red,  pain- 
less swelling  of  the  hand.  — Warts  on  the  hands  and  fingers. 
*The  hands  and  fingers  become  dead  and  numb. — Involuntary 
shaking  of  the  hands. — *Redness,  swelling  and  °arthritic  tear- 
ing of  the  finger-joints.—0  Arthritic  nodes  on  the  fingers.— 
°The  fingers  become  rigid  while  at  work. — Contraction  and 
twitching  of  the  fingers. — Chilblains. 

Lower  Extremities.— Periodical  pain  from  the  hip-joint 
to  the  foot,  every  fourth  day. — *  Tearing  in  the  thighs  and 
knees,  °down  the  tibise  and  across  of  the  dorsa  of  the  feet,  es- 
pecially at  night  and  in  the  evening. — Uneasiness,  trembling 
of  the  legs  and  feet,  especially  at  night. — Involuntary  shaking 
of  the  lower  limbs,  or  opening  and  closing  of  the  thighs. — 
Contraction  and  ^stiffness  of  the  knee. — *  Swelling  of  the  knee. 
— Swelling  of  the  legs,  with  large,  red,  burning  spots,  and 
pain  which  does  not  allow  one  to  press  the  foot  against  the 
ground.*-0 Phlegmasia  alba. — *  Crampy  pain  or  feeling  m  the 
calves  °when  walking  and  *at  night. — °Burning  of  the  legs. 
^Inveterate  vlcers  on  the  legs,  with  nightly  tearing,  itching, 
burning. — °Pain  of  the  soles  when  walking. — °Cramp  in  the 
feet  and  toes. — * Swelling  of  the  feet,  °and  ankles  or  soles 
(with  stinging  pain). — *Cold  feet. — *Profuse  sweat  on  the 
feet,  or  cold  sweat,  causing  soreness. — °When  walking  the 
toes  turn. — Contraction  of  the  toes. — *  Corns,  also  with  sting- 
ing pain. 
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General  Symptoms.  — The  whole  body  is  painful.  — 
°  While  standing  or  walking  one  frequently  falls  down,  with- 
out loss  of  consciousness.— °Epileptic  attacks. — °Glanclular 
swellings. — ° Emaciation,  especially  of  infants. —  Weariness, 
especially  of  the  feet. — Uneasiness  in  the  limbs,  after  sitting 
long,  in  the  evening. — The  pains  are  worse  at  night  and  dur- 
ing rest. — The  pains  which  come  on  while  one  is  sitting, 
abate   while  one  walks. 

Skin. — *  Violent  itching  -and  excessive  dryness  of  the 
skin.  —Large,  stinging,  painful  blotches  under  the  skin. — 
Painless  small,  red,  scaly  herpes. — Phagedenic  blisters. — 
Small  boils. 

Sleep. — *Drowsy  in  the  day-time. — ^Sleepless,  °owing  to 
oppression  in  the  lower  abdomen,  -owing  to  internal  uneasi- 
ness and  heat,  with  dread  of  being  uncovered. — ^Anxious 
dreams ,  with  talking, — Unrefreshing  sleep. 
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FcVCr — Chilliness  in  the  evening. — Warm  feeling,  early. 
— Night-sweat,  sometimes  fetid  and  greasy. — Sour  sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiety  and  fear,  with  trembling  and 
heat. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo  as  if  one  would  faint,  in  the 
evening. 

Head* — Headache  at  night,  when  lying. — Aching  over  the 
head,  when  engaged  in  mental  labour. — Tension  and  drawing 
in  the  occiput-— Stinging  pain  in  the  head,  on  the  side  on 
which  one  is  lying.— Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  in 
the  same. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head,— Scaly  scalp,  itching  especially 
in  wet  weather. — Falling  off  of  the  hair. 

Eyes* — *  Ophthalmia,  with  redness,  stinging,  burning  and 
dimness  of  sight. — °Scrofulous  ophthalmia. — Swelling  of  the 
eyeball. — *  Agglutination. — Dryness  of  the  eyes,  or  lachry- 
mation. — Q  Obscuration  of  the  cornea. — °Black  spots  before 
one's  eyes. — °  Cataract. 

Ears. — External  otitis,  with  redness  and  ulcerative  pain. 
— *Hard  hearing,  -with  humming  in  the  ears.  — Ringing  and 
roaring. 

Nose. — Nose-bleed,  early.  — Vesicles  in  the  nose,  with 
pushing  pain. 

Face.  — Face  pale,  livid.— Alternate  redness  and  paleness 
of  the  face. — Looks  cross.— Tension  in  the  face  as  if  albumen 
were  drying  on  it.—* Nightly  tearing,  digging  and  boring  in 
the  malar  bone,  which  is  intolerable  during  rest,  and  drives  one 
from  one  place  to  another. — Swelling  of  the  malar  bone  with 
throbbing  pain. — °Tuberculous  swelling  of  the  face. — Herpes 
around  the  mouth. 

Teeth* — *  Nightly  toothache,  intolerable  during  rest,  most- 
ly burning,  °or  as  if  ulcerated,  *or  tearing,  drawing  and  jerk- 
ing, writh  twitching  in  the  fingers  and  feet. — °Throbbing  and 
stinging  in  the  teeth  after  eating. — °Toothache  of  pregnant 
females.— hoose  teeth. — *" Ailments  at  the  time  when  the  wis- 
dom-teeth make  their  appearance. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth,  especially  at  night. — Bloody  saliva. 
— Vesicles  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue. — Little  tubercles 
in  the  mouth,  wrhich  bleed,  and  are  painful  when  touched 
ever  so  slightly. 

Throat. — Stinging  sore  throat  when  swallowing.- — Burn- 
ing in  the  throat,  with  roughness. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Loss  of  taste — Bitter  taste,  with 
tenacious  mucus  on  the  tongue  and  teeth. — Sour  taste. — De- 
sire for  vegetables,  with  aversion  to  food,  or  vice  versa. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Sour  eructations. — Nausea  and  ver- 
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tigo  when  eating,  followed  by  gagging  and  vomiting  of  bitter, 
salt  water. 

Stomach* — *  Contractive  cardialgia. 

AMornen.— -Hardness  and  stinging  pain  in  the  region  of 
the  liver. — Distention  and  heaviness  of  the  abdomen. — Ab- 
dominal  spasms,  followed  by  leucorrhcea. — Pinching  in  bowels. 
°Inguinal  hernia. 

StOOl* — Costive. — Empty  urging,  with  flatulence. — Green, 
frothy  diarrhoea,  with  colic. — Chronic  sour  diarrhoea  of  child- 
ren.— Ascarides  and  lumbrici. — Stitches  in  anus  and  rectum, 
also  during  empty  urging  to  stool. 

Urine*  —  Urine  more  copious,  pale  or  green. — Diabetes. — 
Burning  and  smarting  when  urinating. 

Male  Parts, — *  Diminished,  sexual  desire. — Discharge  of 
prostatic  fluid,  when  emitting  flatulence. 

Female  Parts. — Pressing  toward  the  pelvis  as  if  the  men- 
ses would  set  in,  with  cutting  in  the  bowels — *Menses  too  late, 
or  °quite  suppressed. — Menstrual  blood  is  dark,  viscid,  like 
pitch. — During  the  menses,  languor,  chlliness,  headache,  pale 
face,  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  or  spasmodic-pressing  pains 
in  the  abdomen,  with  suppression  of  the  discharge  of  blood. 
— White-slimy,  smarting  Heucorrhaza,  preceded  by  abdomi- 
nal spasms. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — *  Stoppage  of  the  nose. — *Dry 
coryza,  -one  has  to  breathe  through  the  nose. 

Windpipe.— Tickling  cough,  with  thin,  salt  expectoration. 
Nightly  spasmodic  cough. — Morning-cough  with  yellowish, 
purulent  expectoration. — Bloody  expectoration  when  cough- 
ing- 

Chest* — Constrictive  oppression  of  the  chest. — Sore  pain 

and  stitches  in  the  left  chest  and  region  of  the  heart. 

Trunk. — Bruising  pain  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back, 
at  night. — °  Stiff  neck,  posteriorly. 

Upper  Extremities. — *Pain  in  shoulder-joint  as  if  sprain- 
ed, when  moving  it. —  Tearing  in  shoulder,  also  at  night,  with 
tingling  down  to  the  fingers  and  inability  to  move  the  arm 
on  account  of  pain. — Drawing  pain  in  arms  and  hands. — 
°Chapped  hands. — Stinging  phagedenic  blisters  on  hands  and 
fingers. — Crampy  tension  in  the  metacarpal  joints. — Heat  of 
the  fingers. — Red,  inflammatory  swelling  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — ^Drawing  pain  in  the  same. — Rest- 
lessness.— Itching  of  the  nates,  with  red  spots  after  scratching. 
— Painful  swelling  of  the  bend  of  the  knee. — Burning  spots 
on  the  tibia. — °Boils  on  the  leg. 
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General  Symptoms. — Boring  or  crampy-contractive  pains. 
— ° Hysteric  ailments  and  spasms. — *Debility,  °as  if  proceed- 
ing from  the  stomach. — General  sick  feeling,  with  sensitive- 
ness to  noise. — Most  pains  come  on  at  night  or  while  one  is 
seated. 

Skin. — Boils. — Glandular  swellings. — Formication. 
Sleep* — Drowsy   in   the    day-time. — Sleepless,   owing  to 
restlessness,  heat,  thirst. — Anxious  dreams,  with  talking  and 
crying  out.— Jerks  through  the  body,  at  night,  on  waking. 
— Nightmare. 

Fever* — Evening-chilliness, — Sweat  after  midnight. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxious  and  whining  mood. — Out  of 
humour. — Not  disposed  to  talk. 

Sentient  Sphere.  — Sense  of  intoxication.  — Vertigo  on 
rising  and  at  dinner,  passing  off  in  the  air. 

Head.  — Headache  with  reeling.  — Numb  feeling  in  fore- 
head.— Tension  and  pressure  in  forehead  and  occiput,  with 
confused  and  giddy  feeling,  worst  after  rising. — Griping  and 
raging  in  the  temples,  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  with  sensation 
as  if  one  would  become  dizzy  and  lose  one's  senses. — Stinging 
or  throbbing  tearing  in  the  head.  — Rush  of  blood  to  the 
head,  with  painful  undulating  and  humming  sensation  in  the 
head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — Drawing  about  the  head  and 
face,  down  to  teeth,  with  confused  feeling. 

Eyes. — Ophthalmia,  with  violent  burning  of  the  eyes,  and 
redness  of  the  whites. — Nocturnal  agglutination. — The  whites 
look  yellow. 

Ears. — *  Throbbing  in  the  ears. — Hard  hearing  as  if  the 
ears  were  closed. 

Nose. — °Swelling  of  the  alse  nasi. — *Red  swelling  of  the 
nose. — *Sore  and  burning  nostrils. — Scurfy  nostrils,  with 
pain  when  touched. — Want  of  smell. 

Face.— -Pale,  yellowish  complexion. — * Eruption.  —  Large, 
clear  blisters  on  the  vermilion  border. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  aggravated  by  the  contact  of  food. — 
The  upper  incisors  feel  elongated. — Swollen,  painful  gums, 
readily  bleeding. 

Mouth. — Flow  of  watery  saliva. — The  whole  inner  mouth 
feels  as  if  burnt.— -Burning  on  the  tongue  as  of  fire. 

Throat. — Throat  feels  raw  and  sore,  worse  in  the  evening. 
—  Thick,  tenacious  phlegm  in  the  throat,  sometimes  mixed  with 
blood. 

Appetite   and   Taste. — Frequent    thirst. — Canine  hunger 
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and  feeling  of  hunger  in  stomach,  followed  by  nausea. — Hun- 
ger, without  knowing  what  one  would  like  to  eat. — Desire 
for  dainties. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Gulping-up  of  the  ingesta. — Violent 
hiccough,  during  and  after  dinner,  causing  pain  in  the  stomach. 
— Sensation  as  if  a  ball  were  rising  from  the  abdomen  into 
the  fauces,  passing  off  after  an  eructation. — *  Nausea  soon 
after  rising.— -Frequent  attacks  of  nausea  as  if  one  would 
faint,  day  and  night. 

Stomach* — Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  nausea. — Ten- 
sive and  ulcerative  pain  in  the  stomach. — Painful  vibrations 
in  the  stomach  as  if  shaking,  when  setting  the  foot  down. 

Abdomen* — Stitching  and  tension  in  region  of  liver. — 
Aching  in  liver,  even  when  feeling  it,  worst  when  lying  on 
the  right  side. — °  Chronic  hepatitis. — * Distended  abdomen,  °all 
the  time,  *with  constipation. — °Inveterate  *painful  hardness 
in  the  abdomen,  ° also  particularly  in  the  right  side. — *  Abdo- 
minal spasms,  especially  in  the  evening,  °also  hysteric  spasms 
extending  to  the  thighs  and  causing  leucorrhcea. —  Tearing  in 
the  abdomen.— -Titillating  stinging  in  the  abdominal  muscles. 

Stool. — * Stool  hard,  delaying  and  insufficient. — Constipa- 
tion.— *  Stool  like  sheep's  dung. — A  good  deal  of  urging,  with 
scanty  stool. — °Chronic  ^disposition  to  diarrhcea* — Diarrhoea, 
consisting  of  mucus  and  blood. — °Ta3nia. 

Urine. — Frequent  urging,  with  scanty  emission. — Cannot 
emit  urine  except  by  straining  wTith  the  abdominal  muscles. 
— Numbness  of  the  urethra. 

Male  Parts. — Itching  of  the  scrotum  and  penis. — Burning 
in  the  back  after  an  embrace. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  too  soon  and  too  copious. — Black, 
lumpy  menstrual  blood. — During  the  menses,  palefacet  pain 
in  the  small  of  the  back,  languor. — *  Uterine  spasms,  °also 
extending  into  the  thighs,  with  subsequent  leucorrhoea. — 
* Leucorrhcea,  especially  when  moving  the  body,  *or  preceded 
by  abdominal  spasms. — °Scirrhous  indurations  of  the  uterus. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.  — *Troublesome  dryness  of  the 
nose. — Stoppage  of  the  nose,  at  night. —  Catarrh  with  loss  of 
taste  and  smell,  and  yellow,  fetid  nasal  mucus. — °Discharge 
of  acrid  water  from  the  nose,  causing  soreness  and  burning. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness,  and  dryness  of  the  throat. — Heat 
in  the  throat. — Dry  cough,  at  night,  with  burning  and  sore 
pain  in  the  chest. — ^Nocturnal  spasmodic  cough  with  tickling 
in  the  throat. 

Chest* — Oppression  in  the  region  of  the  heart.  — Sudden 
weight  on  the  chest,  with  stoppage  of  breath,  at  dinner. — 
Tension  across  the  chest. — Stitches  in  the  heart,  cutting  off 
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one's  breath. — Palpitation  of  the  heart,  when  sitting,  passing 
off  during  motion. 

Trunk. — Contractive  spasmodic  pain  in  the  small  of  the 
back. — Stinging,  tearing  and  burning  in  the  back. — Swelling 
of  the  cervical  glands. 

Upper  Extremities. — Drawing  and  tearing  from  the  shoul- 
der-joints to  the  hands,  worse  when  moving  the  arm. — Early, 
on  waking,  the  arms  go  to  sleep. 

Lower  Extremities. — They  feel  languid  even  when  sitting. 
— Jerking  tearing  in  the  hips. — Uneasiness  and  tension  in 
the  thighs. — Cramp  in  the  calves,  at  night. — °Burning  of  the 
soles,  evening. — °  Sweaty  feet 
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General  Symptoms.— Shooting  dull  stitches  here  and 
there. — ° Articular  gout,  with  stinging,  twitching,  digging, 
worst  at  night,  sometimes  on  one  side  only,  and  cross-wise. — 
Shining-red  swelling  of  the  joint,  also  after  a  cold. — ° Ostitis, 
with  nocturnal  digging  pains. — Ulcerative  pain  in  every  part 
of  the  body,  when  touched. — Most  pains  appear  at  night. — 
Pains  wThich  come  on  in  a  room,  pass  off  in  the  air,  and  vice 
versa. — Many  pains  are  better  or  worse  as  the  weather 
changes. 

Skin. — Burning  all  over,  when  rising  from  the  bed. — Itch- 
ing tetters. — *  Unwholesome  skin. — Soreness  and  rhagades  at 
the  bends  of  the  joints. — ° Chronic  inflammatory  swelling  and 
suppuration. 

Sleep.  — Anxious  vivid  dreams. — .* Yawning. 

Fever. — Shaking  chill,  in  the  evening,  with  stinging  head- 
ache, without  thirst. — Chilliness,  with  flying  heat  about  the 
head. — Feverish  warmth  on  the  chest  and  cheeks,  with  pain- 
fulness  of  the  whole  body  to  the  touch. — Night-sweat,  oblig- 
ing him  to  scratch,  frequently  on  the  neck  and  lower  limbs 
alone. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Out  of  humour  and  taciturn. — Ran- 
corous and  angry  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere.— Absence  of  mind. — Vertigo  as  if  one 
would  fall  forwards. 

Head. — °Hemicrania?— Heaviness  of  the  head  with  sensa- 
tion as  if  it  had  grown  large. — Burning  headache,  passing  off 
in  the  open  air. — Drawing-stitching  or  tensive  headache,  in 
the  open  air. — Rush  of  blood  to  head,  writh  throbbing  as  from 
suppuration.—  Painful  shaking  of  the  brain  during  motion. 

Eyes. — Pressure  in  the  eyes  when  straining  them. — Burn- 
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ing  heat  and  °dryness  in  the  eyes. — -Swollen  lids,  painful 
when  moving  them. — °Dim-sighted. — °Near-sighted. 

Ears. —  Otalgia,—  Pains  which  affect  the  ears,  proceeding 
from  other  parts. — Stinging  in  the  ears,  when  talking,  swal- 
lowing, laughing,  walking. — *Hard  hearing,  as  if  the  ears 
were  stopped,  c *  affected  by  the  weather,  and  opening  of  the 
ears  when  blowing  the  nose. — °Humming  in  the  ears. — °ifo- 
portSjivhen  blowing  one's  nose ;  quagging  sensation  when  yawn- 
ing. 

Pace. — Face  pale,  sunken. — Shooting,  from  lower  jaw  to 
temple,  when  laughing. — Lips  dry. — Eruptions  and  ulcers  at 
the  corners  of  the  lips. — Cramp  feeling  in  the  jaws,  after  eating. 

Teeth. — Teeth  painful  and  sensitive. —  Violent  toothache, 
quickly  shifting  to  other  parts. — Tearing  in  the  molares  and 
adjoining  parts,  with  languor  and  restlessness,  especially  fore- 
noon and  evening. — Sore  and  smarting  toothache,  intolerable 
when  any  thing  cold  gets  to  the  teeth. 

MOttth. — Smell  from  the  mouth,  as  of  clay,  early.-— 
Blotches  and  burning  vesicles  on  the  tongue. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  between  the  acts  of  swallowing,  a 
cutting  soreness. — Dull  stitches  from  either  side  of  the  larynx 
to  the  ear,  when  swallowing. — Dryness  and  scraping  in  the 
throat,  with  sensation,  as  if  the  windpipe  were  closed  with  a 
leaflet.  —  Chronic  sore  throat. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Taste  as  of  oil. — Loss  of  thirst — 
Sourish-burning  eructations. 

Stomach. — Burning  from  stomach  to  chest,  sometimes  with 
restlessness. — Drawing  in  pit  of  stomach  as  if  it  would  ex- 
pand, with  nausea. 

AMOHien. — Pressure  in  the  hypochondria. — Distended 
abdomen. — Aching  sore  pain  in  epigastrium. — Warm  con- 
traction from  the  middle  of  the  abdomen  to  the  chest,  with 
nausea. — Cutting  in  the  umbilical  region,  when  drawing  a 
long  breath. — Shaking  sensation  in  bowels. — ° Copious  emis- 
sion of  flatulence. 

Stool. — Constipation.  —  Dry,  lumpy  stool.  —  Papescent 
stool?. 

Urine. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate. — Clayey,  violet-co- 
loured sediment. — Stitches  in  the  urethra,  between  the  act* 
of  micturition. 

Male  Parts. — Feeling  of  weakness  in  the  sexual  organs, 
with  burning  and  jerling-drawing  in  the  spermatic  cords,  as 
far  as  the  glans. — Itching  of  the  carona  glandis. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  too  soon. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Stoppage  of  both  nostrils. 
Windpipe. — * Roughness  and  hoarseness,  especially  in  the 
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open  air,  early,  Consequent  on  former  affections  of  the  wind- 
pipe.— °  Tracheal  phthisis. — Dry  cough,  exalted  by  talking, 
with  painful  dryness  and  roughness  in  the  larynx.— Raises  a 
number  of  little  balls  of  yellowish-green  mucus,  in  the  morn- 
ing, almost  without  cough. — Raises  blood  from  the  chest. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Breath  hot  and  burning,  with 
unpleasant  warmth  in  the  chest. — Stitches  in  chest  and  ster- 
num striking  up  and  down. — Sudden  shocks  about  the  heart 
and  in  the  side  of  the  chest  from  above  downward. 

Trunk.  — Tearing  down  the  spine,  during  rest  and  motion. 
— Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities.  —  Drawing  and  tearing  from  the 
shoulder  through  the  whole  arm,  hands  and  fingers. — Tensive 
pain  in  the  joints  of  the  arms  and  wrists. — Boring  and  digging 
in  the  humerus. — Itching  herpes  on  the  forearm. — Inflamma- 
tory swelling  and  suppuration  of  the  little  finger.

— Compressive  headache,  with 
sensation  on  going  up-stairs  as  though  a  weight  were  pressing 
on  the  head. — Gloominess  of  the  head,  abating  in  the  open 
air. — Tensive  headache. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — Gnawing  in  the   vertex.-r- 
Burning  pains  in  the  forehead, 
11* 
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Ey6S. — Blackness  of  sight  when  reading. —  The  eyelids 
frequently  feel  rigid. 

Ears. — Ringing. — ° Discharge,  also  after  exanthemata. — 
°Cracking  in  the  ear  when  chewing. 

Nose. — Smell  of  spoiled  eggs  before  the  nose. — Tension  in 
the  root  of  the  nose. 

Face. — Visible,  painless  twitching  of  the  facial  muscles 
and  lids. — °Pain  and  cracking  in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw 
when  chewing. 

Mouth. — Sensation,  when  yawning  and  coughing,  as  if  the 
left  side  of  the  palate  were  paralysed. 

Throat. — Dry  and  rough  throat,  with  difficulty  of  swal- 
lowing saliva. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  —Bitter-sweet  taste  in  mouth. — Fre- 
quent empty  eructations.

— Spasmodic  contraction  of  the  larynx,  with  desire  to 
cough  when  drawing-in  air  with  force. 

Chest. — Stinging  compression  on  both  sides  of  the  chest. 

Trunk. — Aching-bruising  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
when  sitting  and  stooping. — Dull  boring-stitching  near  the 
left  scapula. — Tearing  between  the  scapula?. — Stiffness  and 
heaviness  in  the  cervical  and  posterior  cervical  muscles.

the  marrow  of  the  bones,  and  causing  uneasiness. — Prostra- 
tion, with  soreness  of  the  muscles  when  touched.

Skill* — Itching  of  the  hairy  scalp,  face  and  chin. — Pimples 
on  the  thighs,  forehead,  jaw,  back.

rhage from  internal  organ 3. — ° Rheum atic-catarrhal  inflam- 
mations with  disposition  to  sweat. — ° Ailments  from  abuse  of 
cinchona. — ° Fall-dysentery.—* Aggravation  of  the  pains  in 
the  evening  and  night. — *  The  pains  are  rendered  intolerable 
by  the  warmth  of  the  bed. — Early  in  the  morning  and  during 
rest,  especially  when  lying,  one  feels  better  than  when  walk- 
ing or  sitting.

— Is  especially, 
suitable  to  children. — *The  whole  body  is  painful  as  if  bruised 
with  painf illness  of  all  the  bones. —  Uneasiness  in  all  the  limbs, 
in  the  evening,  with  pains  in  every  joint. — ^Prostration  with 
excessive  physical  and  spiritualdistress. — *  Excessive  malaise 
and  debility,  with  trembling  and  vascular  orgasm  even  from 
slight  labour.— Violent  orgasm  of  the  circulation  with  throb- 
bing in  all  the  arteries. — *Rush  of  blood  to  the  chest,  head 
and  abdomen. — °Sanguineous  and  serous  apoplexy. 

Skin.— *Skin  of  a  dingy  yellow,  rough  and  dry.—* Violent 
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itching  nf  the  whole  body,  Especially  in  the  evening  and  at 
night,  aggravated  by  the  warmth  of  the  bed.  —  Nocturnal  sting- 
ing itching  in  the  joints. — Itching  rash. — ^Phagedenic  ulcers, 
bleeding  readily.

Nose. — °Swelling  of  the  nasal  bone,  painful  when  touched. 
—Inflammation  and  ulceration  of  the  inner  nose.  — Red,  shin- 
ing swelling  of  the  nose,  with  itching.— Discharge  of  green- 
ish, fetid  pus  from  the  nose.— * Nose-bleed,  -especially  while 
coughing  or  sleeping.— °Blackish  nose. 
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FaCC. — *  Complexion  pale,  °jaundiced,  *  livid,  with  dim, 
dark-looking  eyes.— *Red  face.—  *  Feverish  heat  and  redness 
of  the  cheeks.— The  face  is  bloated  and  swollen.— °  Dingy - 
yellow  crust  in  the  face,  with  fetid  humour,  continual  itching 
day  and  night,  and  bleeding  after  scratching.

burning  and  soreness  when  touched,  and  when  eating.— *Spongy, 
readily-bleeding  gums.—  *The  gums  are  raised,  with  white, 
ulcerated  indentations.— *Nightly  swelling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth. — *Fetor  of  the  mouth. — ° Inflammatory  swelling 
of  the  inner  mouth.— Burning  *u\cers  on  the  inner  cheek.  ~ 
*Apththce.—°Stomacace.—  Ulceration  of  the  salivary  glands. 
—* Fetid  ptyalism,  ° also  with  feverish  paroxysms.— Tongue 
moist,  *covered  with  mucus,  or  hard,  dry,  *coated  °  black.— 
inflammation,  * swelling  and  induration  or  suppuration  of  the 
tongue.  —  °Stammering  speech.  —  *  Aphonia,—0  A  good  deal  of 
tenacious  mucus  in  the  mouth.— cRanula. 

Throat.—  *Sore  throat  when  swallowing,  as  if  a  foreign  body 
would  be  swallowed. — *Soreness  and  smarting  in  the  throat. 

*  Burning  in  the  fauces,  as  if  a  hot  vapour  were  rising  from 
the  abdomen,  with  aching  dryness  of  the  throat  when  swallow- 
ing, and  constant  urging  to  swallow,  the  mouth  being  filled 
with  water. — *The  fauces  are  inflamed  and  painful. — °GEso- 
phagitis. — ° Erysipelatous  *inflammation  of  the  soft  parts  of 
the  throat.— inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  uvula. — * An- 
gina faucium,  especially  with  stinging  pains  (also  in  the  ton- 
sils and  submaxillary  glands)  during  empty  deglutition,  worse 
at  night  and  in  the  cool  air, — *Suppuration  of  the  tonsils. — 
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° Syphilitic  ulcers  in  the  throat.—0 Constant  and  *painful  dry- 
ness in  the  throat.— ^Difficult  deglutition. — *The  beverage 
returns  by  the  nose.

—  Hepatitis,  with  stinging  pain.  —  °Indurated 
liver, — °The  region  of  the  liver  is  painful  wrhen  touched. — 
* Distension  of  the  abdomen,  with  pressure  and  pain  when 
touched. — *  Cutting  and  pinching  in  the  abdomen,  especially 
after  a  cold. — Nightly  cutting  and  tearing  in  the  abdomen.— 
°Lancinations  in  the  abdomen. — ^Excessive  pain,  not  passing 
off  till  one  lies  down.  —  °Sensation  of  emptiness  in  the 
lower  abdomen. — °Feeling  in  the  abdomen  as  if  alive. — 
Shaking  of  the  bowels  when  walking,  as  if  loose. — °Ente- 
ritis,  °peritonitis. — ° Ascites,  caused  by  affections  of  abdomi- 
nal glandular  organs. — Rumbling  in  the  abdomen. — "Painful 
inflammation,  swelling,  and  °  suppuration  of  the  inguinal 
glands. — °Syphilitic  buboes.

— Chilliness  immediately,  with  colic  and  te- 
nesmus when  stirring  about  ever  so  little,  also  in  the  open 
(warm)  air.— Heat  when  bending  forward,  cooling  off  wThen 
raising  one's  self  again. — Out  of  humour,  cannot  be  satisfied, 
alternating  with  cheerful  mood. 

Head,  &C«— Considerable  swelling  of  the  head  and  neck. 
—Eyes  inflamed  and  protruded. — Staring  look.— Distortion 
of  the  features.— Swelling  of  the  lips.  —  Swelling  and  aver- 
sion of  the  upper  Zip.— Burning  in  the  mouth  and  gums. — 
Fetor  of  the  mouth.— Saltish  ptyalism.—  Swelling  of  the 
tongue  and  throat.— Angina  faucium.  — Unquenchable  thirst. 
—Painful  burning  from  the  mouth  to  the  stomach.  —  Painful 
distention  of  the  abdomen. 

StOOl.—  *  Dysentery,  with  green  or  browrn/^'d,  bilious  eva- 
cuations, or  with  discharge  of  a  small  quantity  of  bloody  mu- 
cus, almost  constantly  attended  with  colic  and  intolerable 
painful  pressing,  urging  tenesmus.

—Painful  glandular  swellings  around  the  nipples.— Stinging 
in  the  hip-joint,  during  rest  and  motion.— Icy-cold  feet,

General  Symptoms.— °Rheumatic  tearing,  drawing  and 
tension  in  the  limbs,  with  lameness.— Jerking  pains,  with 
painfulness  of  the  parts  remaining  long  after.

Skin.— The  skin  of  the  whole  body  peels  off.- * Itching, 
especially  at  night,  -soon  returning  after  scratching,  some- 
times with  swelling  of  the  scratched  part.— Bash,  also  chro- 
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nic. — Boils. — Inflamed  ulcers,  with  burning  and  stinging,  or 
with  corrosive  soreness.— Inflammations  terminating  in  sup- 
puration. 

Sleep.— Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  with  unrefreshing 
night-sleep.— The  body  starts  during  sleep.  —  Nightmare 
early  in  the  morning. 

Fever.  — Chilliness  and  coldness,  with  violent  thirst,  with 
out  desiring  to  be  warmed.— Violent  acute  fevers.— °Tertian 
fever,  with  headache,  pale  face,  painful  swelling  of  the  spleen, 
and  great  sensitiveness  to  cold  air.— °  Sleep,  with  sweat,  after 
the  chilliness. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Hypochondriac  mood,  with  sadness  and 
weeping.— Anguish,  especially  when  alone.  —  Out  of  humour. 
—Vehement.  — Not  disposed  to  work. 

Sentient  Sphere,-—  Weak  memory.—  Dulness  of  intel- 
lect.—Frequent  vanishing  of  ideas.  —  Dulness,  as  if  intoxi- 
cated.—Vertigo,  as  if  one  would  fall  sideways,  with  wavering 
before  one's  eyes.

Nausea,  with  flow  of  water  in  mouth  and  horripilation. — 
Vomiting  of  green,  bitter  mucus  wdth  headache. —  Vomiting 
of  blood. 

Stomach • — Pressure  at  stomach. — Burning  in  stomach. — 
Contraction  of  the  diaphragm. 

Abdomen. — Distention. —  Colicky,  tearing  pains  in  abdo- 
men.— Burning  in  abdomen. — Enteritis. — Pressing  asunder 
in  the  abdominal  ring.

— Scurfy  pimples  in  the  face,  on 
the  forehead  and  temples.— Bloated  lower  lip. — Burning  of 
the  lips. — Scurfy  pimples  on  the  lips. 

Teeth.—- Throbbing  toothache,  aggravated  by  cold  drinks. — 
Pressing  pain  in  the  teeth  from  within  outward. — Creeping 
in  the  teeth. — Scorbutic  gums. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth,  with  lameness  of  the  tongue. — Flow 
of  saliva. —  When  talking,  the  tongue  feels  heavy. — Deep  ul- 
cers and  blisters  on  the  tongue. — Dwindling  away  of  the 
tongue. 

Throat. — *Sore  throat,  fauces  and  palate,  as  if  excoria- 
ted. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Rancid  taste  in  throat. — Every 
thing  tastes  sweet,  especially  beer,  which  causes  a  desire  to 
vomit. — Ravenous  desire  to  eat  and  drink. — *  A  version  to 
meat. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Foul  or  bitter  eructations. — Vomit- 
ing of  bile  at  night,  with  eructations. — Vomiting  of  the  in- 
gesta. 

Stomach    and  Abdomen.— Stomach-ache,  like  excessive 
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distress  at  the  stomach.-— ^Repletion  after  a  moderate  meal, 
with  distention  of  the  abdomen. -*-£Jmpty  feeling  in  stomach.-* 
Sensation  of  retraction  in  stomach. — Tension,  pressure,  and 
crampy  feeling  in  the  hypochondria, — *Colicky  spasms  in  ab- 
domen, with  cutting  and  pinching  from  umbilical  region  to 
sides  of  abdomen. — Empty  feeling  in  abdomen. — Stitches  in 
the  groins. 

StOOl — Slow  stool,  as  from  excessive  torpor  of  the  rec- 
tum.— Diarrhoea  with  smarting  and  burning  in  rectum  and 
anus. — Fcecal  diarrhoea. — Involuntary  discharge  of  watery 
stool  wThen  urinating.— Blood  at  stool. — Prolapsus  of  the 
rectum,  when  urinating. — Itching  of  the  anus.  —  ^Swollen, 
blue  varices  at  the  anus,  with  burning  and  sore  pain.  —  Flow- 
ing piles. 

Urine— Tenesmus  of  the  bladder. — Frequent  urging  with 
copious  emission. — Relaxation  of  the  bladder  and  neck  of  the 
bladder. 

Male  Parts.— Soreness  of  the  prepuce.— Impotence.— 
Extinction  of  the  sexual  desire. 

Female  Parts.  — Pressing  towards  the  parts,  as  if  the 
menses  would  appear.  — Menses  too  early. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Discharge  of  a  thick,  yellow,  or 
watery  excoriating  mucus. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness  all  the  time,  with  soreness  of  the 
chest.  —Severe,  hacking  cough,  succeeded  by  a  rumbling  down 
the  chest.— Bloody  cough. 

Chest  and  Respiration,— Deep  inspirations  with  moan- 
ing.—Oppression  across  the  chest,  evening. — Cutting  pushes 
in  the  chest,  with  dull  pressure  in  the  back  part  of  the  thorax, 
and  with  oppression. — Stitches  in  the  region  of  the  heart. — 
At  night  the  beats  of  the  heart  are  so  violent  that  they  are 
felt  even  in  the  face. 

Trunk.— Back-ache,  as  from  stooping.— Boils  on  the  back. 

Upper  Extremities.— Lameness  and  pain,  as  if  sprained 
in  the  shoulder.— Heaviness  of  the  arms.— ■* Drawing  in  the 
upper  arms,  with  pressure  and  tearing.— Cramp-pain  and 
heaviness  of  the  fore-arms.— Cutting  tearing  in  the  fore-arms, 
hands,  and  fingers.— Pleasurable,  stinging  itching  in  the  palms 
of  the  hands. — Scurfy  eruption  on  the  backs  of  the  hands  and 
fingers.— Swelling  of  the  tips  of  the  fingers,  with  burning. — 
At  night  the  fingers  are  numb. 

Lower  Extremities. — Crampy  drawing  and  tearing  in 
the  thighs. — Itching  herpetic  spot  on  the  thighs.— Swelling 
of  the  keees.— Stitches  in  the  tendo  Achilles,  day  and  night, 
preventing  sleep  and  walking. — Putrid  ulcers  on  the  legs.— 
Swelling  of  the  tips  of  the  toes,  with  burning.

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General  Symptoms. — Laming  drawing  and  tearing  in  the 
joints,  especially  in  the  evening  and  at  night. — *  Contraction 
of  the  tendons. — Jerking  or  jerking  sensation  in  single  limbs, 
joints,  or  muscles. — °Tingling  stinging  in  the  muscles— *Lia- 
bility  to  straining  parts. — Glandular  swellings. — ° Scrofulous 
complaints. — ° Hypochondriac  complaints.— °The  pains  are 
worse  during  a  thunder-storm. — Most  of  the  pains  come  on 
when  sitting,  and  pass  off  during  motion.  —  Anguish,  trem- 
bling and  sweat  during  the  pains.

Skin. — *Dry  skin  with  profuse  sweat  when  stirring  about 
ever  so  little. — Formication. — Itch.— *Herpes. — The  herpes 
spreads  and  suppurates.— ° Yellow  rings  remaining  after  her- 
petic spots. — °  Tuberculous  blotches,—0  Warts.— Stinging,  cut- 
ting, and  burning  of  wounded  parts. 

Sleep—*  Very  drowsy  in  the  day-time,  after  falling  asleep 
late  in  the  evening. — Sleep  full  of  vivid,  confused,  also  lascivi- 
ous dreams,  with  violent  erections  and  emissions. — Restless- 
ness at  night,  orgasm  of  the  blood,  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
nightmare — Twitching  and  jerking  during  sleep. — Wakes  too 
early. 

Fever.— Chilliness,  with  cold  hands  and  warm  cheeks,  or 
vice  versa,  without  thirst. — *Cold  hands  and  feet. — *Mght- 
sweat,  frequently  alternating  with  dry  skin. — Cold  sweat  as 
from  anguish,  continually.—  *Profuse  sweat  during  motion. 

Emotive  Sphere.— *Sad,  with  whining  mood  and  anxiety 
for  the  future.— *Restlessness,  with  attacks  of  anxiety,  Espe- 
cially during  a*  thunder-storm,  and  when  attending  to  some 
mental  labour.— *  Dread  of  company.— *Hypochondriac  aver- 
sion to  life. — *Vehement  and  vexed  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere.— *Difficulty  of  comprehending  when 
reading  or  listening. — ^Inability  to  perform  mental  labour, 
©it  aifects  the  head. — Gloomy  feeling  in  the  head,  especially 
when  in  a  room  and  quiet.—  Vertigo,  especially  after  drink- 
ing wine,  and  mental  labour. 

Head. — Headache  in  the  sun,  or  when  turning  the  head 
rapidly. — Tensive  feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  head,  as  though 
the  forehead  would  split, — Headache  with  nausea,  eructations 
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and  dimness  of  sight. — Spasmodic  tearing  in  the  forehead, 
down  to  the  eyes  and  tip  of  the  nose. — *  Lancinating  head 
ache,  °through  the  eyes. — Jerks  through  the  head. — Throb- 
bing pain  in  the  vertex,  every  morning. — Rush  of  blood  to 
the  head,  with  heat  in  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — Tearing  in  the  front  part  of 
the  scalp,  every  day  at  fixed  hours. 

Eyes. — Burning  of  the  eyes,  especially  when  reading  or 
writing. — Stitching  in  and  through  the  eyes. — * Inflammation  of 
the  eyes  and  ° eyelids,  with  photophobia.— dwelling  of  the  lids. 
— °Ulcers  on  the  cornea. — °Fistula  lachrymalis. — The  eyelids 
frequently  close  involuntarily,  and  are  opened  with  diffi- 
culty.— Dimness  of  sight,  with  muscse  volitantes  or  scintil- 
lations.— °  Inability  to  read  small  print. — °Fuzzy  before  the 
eyes. 

Ears. — Stinging  in  the  ears. — Sensitive  to  noise. — Feeling 
as  if  the  ears  wrere  stopped — °Hard  hearing. 

]\TOSe.— Sensitive  nose.— The  back  and  tip  of  the  nose 
peel  off.— Ulceration  in  the  nose,  high  up. 

Face. — *Heat  in  the  face. — Bloated  face. — Swollen  and 
red  cheeks. — The  face  is  either  red  and  burning,  or  very  pale, 
with  blue  margins  around  the  eyes. — ° Freckles.  —Itching 
humour  near  the  nose  and  mouth. — °  Yellow  spots  on  fore- 
head and  upper  Zip. —Swollen  lips.— Eruptions,  herpes  and 
ulcers  on  the  lips  and  around  the  mouth. 

Teeth.— *Digging-boring  toothache,  especially  after  or 
°iuhilst  eating,  -particularly  after  eating  sweet  things  or  fruit. 
— Nocturnal  toothache,  with  swelling  of  the  lower  lip  and 
gums. — The  lower  teeth  are  very  sensitive. 

Mouth.— Blisters  and  flat  ulcers  in  the  mouth,  with  burn- 
ing.— Heavy  tongue. 

Throat. — Throt  is  rough  and  dry. —Phlegm  in  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — * Taste  bitter  or  °as  on  waking. — 
Sour  taste  in  mouth,  with  coated  tongue. — *Very  thirsty, 
°but  cold  drink  do  not  agree. — Ravenous  hunger,  with  feel- 
ing of  emptiness  and  qualmishness. — Aversion  to  milk,  it 
causes  diarrhoea. — °  Dyspepsia,  with  hypochondriac  mood  after 
eating,  and  after  slight  dietetic  transgressions.  — Kising  in  the 
stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach,after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations  after  eating. — Painful 
eructations. — °Qualmishness  and  *nausea. 

Stomach. — ^Pressure  at  the  stomach,  especially  after  eat- 
ing.— *Painfulness  of  the  region  of  the  stomach  and  °pit  of 
stomach,  *when  touching  it  or  when  talking. — # Aching-draw- 
ing and  fine-cutting  pain  in  the  stomach.  — *Contractive  car- 
dialgia. 
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Abdomen. — Pains  in  the  hypochondria. — Stitches  in  left 
hypochondrium,  also  after  cold  drinks. — Stitches  in  region  of 
liver, — Chronic  hepatitis.  — *Distended  abdomen. — Colic  at 
night,  with  tightness  of  the  epigastrium  and  diarrhsea. — 
Colic  with  retraction  of  the  umbilicus  and  hardness  of  the 
abdominal  walls. — *Stinging  and  °digging  in  the  abdomen. — 
Stinging  and  drawing  in  the  sides. — Swelling  of  the  inguinal 
glands.— *  Accumulation,  incarceration,  and  °painful  *shifting 
of  flatulence. — Sour-smelling  or  fetid  flatulence. 

Stool. — *Frequent,  violent,  but  unsuccessful  urging,  or 
with  °scanty  discharge. — Soft  or  thin  stools,  with  hurried 
urging  and  tenesmus  of  the  anus. — Yellow  diarrhoea. — 
Bloody  stools.— Taenia,  at  stool. — Burning  and  cutting  in  the 
anus  and  rectum,  during  and  after  stool. — Itching  of  the  anus. 
— Stitches  in  perinseum. 

Urine. — *Frequent  strong  urging,  day  and  night,  with 
scanty  or  excessive  discharge. — Wetting  the  bed. — Dripping 
of  the  urine,  after  urinating. — Bright-yellow,  sour-smelling, 
or  fetid,  turbid  urine,  with  slimy  sediment. — ^Burning  in  the 
urethra,  after  and  during  micturition, — -Twitching,  tearing, 
and  smarting  in  the  urethra  as  if  excoriated. 

Male  PartSi — Contusive  pain  in  the  testicles.— Soreness 
in  the  scrotum. — Balannorrhcea. — The  glans  and  prepuce  are 
inflamed,  swollen,  and  are  liable  to  becoming  sore. — Increas- 
ed sexual  desire,  with  continual  painful  erections  and  emis- 
sions.—Discharge  of  prostatic  fluid  when  urinating  and  after 
hard  stool. — Disposed  to  sweat  after  an  embrace. 

Female  Parts. — *  Pressing  and  pinching  towards  the  geni- 
tal organs. — Menses  too  early,  with  pains  in  the  head,  small 
of  the  back  and  abdomen. — °Metrorrhagia.— °Distortion  of 
the  os-tincae. — Soreness  between  the  thighs. — °Sterility. — 
Discharge  of  mucus  from  the  vagina,  after  an  embrace. — Pro- 
fuse, yellowish,  thick  °or  fetid  Heucorrhoza,  -also  after  previ- 
ous colic. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.  —  Stoppage  of  the  nose,  -with  dis- 
charge of  lumps  of  hard,  fetid  mucus.— °Catarrh  every  other 
day. — *  Catarrh  and  cough  from  the  least  exposure  to  a 
draught  of  air,  passing  off  after  sweating. — Thick,  green,  or 
yellow  nasal  mucus. 

Windpipe* — * Hoarseness  and  roughness  on  the  chest,  with 
catarrh,  chilliness  and  scraping,  painful  cough. — *Cough,  with 
tightness  on  the  chest. — Violent  dry  cough,  when  passing 
from  the  cold  into  a  warm  room. — *Cough,  with  salt,  or 
greenish  fetid  purulent  expectoration. — Haemoptysis. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— °Shortness  of  breath,  &teo*with 
tightness  of  the  'hest. — Tension  across  the  chest,  when  draw- 
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ing  breath. — *Stitches  in  the  chest  and  sides  of  the  chest. — 
°Continual  chilliness  in  the  left  side. — Violent  palpitation  of 
the  heart,  also  with  anxiety,  when  going  up-stairs  or  lying  on 
the  left  side. 

Trunk. — *Sore  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back.- — Stitches  in 
the  small  of  the  back,  when  sitting. — Spasmodic  tension  and 
drawing  in  the  back  and  nape  of  the  neck. — Formication  in 
the  back. — *Stiffness  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. — Hard  swelling 
of  the  thyroid  glands. 

Upper  Extremities.— *Pressure  on  the  shoulders. — Draw- 
ing and  tearing  in  the  shoulders,  arms,  and  elbows,  with  lan- 
guor in  these  parts. — Heaviness  of  the  arms. — Twitching  in 
the  arms  when  grasping  any  thing. — °Cutting  in  the  hands.

— Vascular  excitement  at  night,  with 
flush  of  heat  and  palpitation  of  the  heart, — Nightly  tremor. 
— °Somnambulism. 

Fever. — *  Constant  chilliness  °also  internally. — Chill,  with 
drowsiness,  then  sweat. — -Alternate  heat  and  chilliness,  with 
headache. — Heat  with  thirst. — ° Intermittent  fever,  also  after 
abuse  of  cinchona,  with  chilliness  and  thirst,  (commencing  in 
the  forenoon,)  followed  by  heat  and  thirst,  attended  with  head- 
ache,  lassitude,  and  yellow  complexion.  —  °Languor  before  the 
fever.— °Headache  before  the  chilliness,  with  shortness  of 
breath  and  gnawing  during  the  chill. — °Violent  headache  and 
dulness  of  mind  during  the  heat. — °Tearing  in  the  bones  and 
back  during  the  fever,  with  heat  and  chill. — °  Typhoid  fevers, 
with  dry  tongue  and  debility. — *lrregular  pulse. — *  Liability 
to  sweating  when  moving  about.

in  women. 
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Eyes. — Itching  of  the  eyes. — *Smarting  as  if  excoriated, 
burning  of  the  eyes. — * Ophthalmia >,  °also  scrofulous. — *  Acrid 
lachrymation. — Gum  in  the  canthi. — *Nightly  agglutination. 
—  Bed,  ulcerated  lids. — *The  lids  close  in  the  evenings. — °Ob- 
scuration  of  sight  when  stooping. — *Fuzzy  dimness  of  sight. 
— The  letters  become,  blurred  when  reading. — ^Incipient  amau- 
rosis.— *Black  points,  or  °luminous  streaks  before  the  eyes. 

Ears. — *Stitching  in  the  ears. — Swelling  and  heat  of  the 
ear. — °Purulent  discharge  from  the  ears. — *Hard  hearing. — 
* Ringing  and  humming  in  the  ear. 

NoSC — One  side  of  the  nose  feels  dead. — One  side  of  the 
nose  is  swollen  and  inflamed. — Sore  nose. — Scurf  in  the  nose. 
— Anosmia. 

Face* — Yellow  complexion. — Swollen  face. — *Pimples  in 
the  face. — *The  malar  bones  are  painful,  when  chewring,  °also 
as  if  ulcerated. — Dry,  cracked,  or  sore  and  burning  lips,  with 
burning  smarting  eruptions  and  scurfs. — *  Herpes  around  the 
mouth. — *  Swelling  of  the  upper  lip. — °Bloody  blisters  on  the 
inner  side  of  the  upper  lip,  with  burning  pain  when  touched.

Appetite  and  Taste. — Loss  of  Tasle. — *Bitter  mouth. — 
*Foul  or  sour  taste. — Water  has  a  putrid  taste. — *  Constant 
thirst ;  with  nausea,  distention  of  the  abdomen  and  other  ail- 
ments after  drinking. — *JV6  appetite,  especially  for  bread  or 
tobacco.—  *  Loathing  of  food,  Especially  fat. —  Canine  hun- 
ger, without  appetite,  with  repletion  after  a  moderate  meal. 
— °Desire  for  bitter  food  and  drink — ° Sweat  in  the  face  dur- 
ing a  meal  — *  After  eating,  empty  eructations,  nausea,  acidi- 
ty in  the  mouth,  °heartburn,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  and  in- 
termittent or  accelerated  pulse. — Repulsive  eructations  after 
eating  milk  or  fat. 
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Gastric  Symptoms,— *Sour,  scraping  eructations,  also 
tasting  of  the  food. — *  Heartburn  from  the  stomach. — *  Nau- 
sea especially  early.—*  Waterbrash,  followed  by- sour  vomiting 
of  food.  —  *  Vomiting  of  food,  then  bile. — °  Vomiting  and 
nausea  of  pregnant  females.

— Pit  of  stomach  swollen, 
and  as  if  ulcerated  when  touched. — Contractive  *cardialgia,

Abdomen. — ^Stitching,  -drawing,  tension  and  pinching  in 
hepatic  region. — °Chronic  hepatitis. — *Stinging  or  pressure  in 
the  region  of  the  spleen. — ^Distended  abdomen.

Male  Parts. — Itching,  herpes  and  soreness  between  the 
scrotum  and  thigh. — Balannorrhoea. — *  Excessive  sexual  de- 
sire.— Emissions  after  an  embrace. 

Female  Parts. — Pressing  to  the  sensual  organs. — *Menses 
loo  early  and  profuse,  or  °too  late  and  scanty. — *Menses  too 
long. — ^Suppressed  menses. — Headache  during,  before  and 
after  the  menses. — °Melancholy  and  chagrin  before  the  men- 
ses.— ° Abdominal  spasms  during  the  menses, — *Itching  of 
the  pudendum. — °Sterility,  with  profuse  menses. — *  Acrid 
leucorrhcea,  °with  yellow  complexion.

^Excessive  fluent  or  dry  coryza,  with  loss  of  smell  and  taste, 
and  a  good  deal  of  sneezing. 

Windpipe.— "^Hoarseness  and  feeling  of  dryness  in  larynx. 
— Much  phlegm  in  larynx,  early. — *  Cough,  with  titillation 
in  throat  or  pit  of  stomach,  day  and  night.  Especially  when 
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drawing  a  long  breath.  —  *  Morning  cough,  —  ^Spasmodic 
cough,  in  bed,  evening.— °Chronic  *hacking,  with  rattling  of 
mucus  in  chest. — Cough,  with  gagging  and  discharge  of 
bloody  mucus. — ^Headache  when  coughing,  as  though  the 
forehead  would  fly  to  pieces. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— *Shortness  of  breath  when

General  Symptoms. —  Tearing  in  the  limbs,  day  and  night. 
—  Camphor  aggravates  the  pains. — Inflammation  of  internal 
organs* — Sudden  swelling  of  the  whole  body.  —  Langour, 
early,  with  warmth  in  face  and  on  forehead.  — Feels  weaker 
when  sitting,  pain  when  moving  about. 

Skin.— Pricking,  followed  by  burning,  on  the  skin. — Pea- 
sized  blotches  on  the  skin.— Burning  vesicles,  containing  a 
yellow  fluid. 

Sleep. — Drowsy   in  the   day-time.-—  Stupifying   sleep. -« 
Threatening  dreams. —Night-mare.

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FeV6r. — Chilliness,  with  pains,  evening.— Coldness,  with 
thirst  in  the  afternoon,  or  after  headache,  coldness  without 
thirst,  with  subsequent  nocturnal  heat  without  thirst  or 
sweat.— Quotidian  fever,  with  drawing  pain  in  the  limbs.— 
— *  Profuse  exhaustiny  sweats. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Desponding,  restless. 

Head.— Headache  after  eating  veal.  — Headache,  with  clos- 
ing of  the  lids,  from  evening  to  evening,  and  becoming  ex- 
cessive when  bending  the  head  forward.  — Headache,  alter- 
nating with  spasmodic-tearing  in  the  finger-joints.  —  Stupify- 
ing  heaviness  of  the  head,  early,  as  after  intoxication. — 
Headache,  less  when  riding  in  the  open  air.  — Compression  in 
the  occiput,  causing  a  feeling  of  stiffness.  —  Contractive  head- 
ache, concentrating  in  the  tip  of  the  nose.— Spasmodic  draw- 
ing in  the  occiput,  obliging  one  to  bend  the  head  backwards.—

phobia, especially  after  washing  with  cold  water. — Passing* 
blindness.  —  Smelling  of  camphor  obscures  the  sight —  Co- 
loured wheels  before  the  eyes.— Halo  around  the  flame  of 
the  candle. 

Ears. — Stitching  in  the  ears  at  night,  aggravated  by  lying 
it.  — Inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  lobules,  with  burning 
jerking  pain.—  Continual  deafness. 

Nose. — Burning,  digging  and  griping  in  the  nose,  aggra- 
vated by  contact. — Inflammation  of  the  tip  of  the  nose,  with 
slinging  pains. — Ulcer  in  the  nose, — Nose-bleed,  the  blood 
being  acrid  as  vinegar. 

Face.  — Sickly  complexion. — Red  cheeks,  with  tension, 
and  headache. 

Teeth. — Stitching  or  tearing  toothache. — Throbbing  tooth- 
ache, at  night,  aggravated  by  cold. — Inflammatory  or  scor- 
butic swelling  of  the  gums,  bleeding  readily. 

Mouth— Fetor. 

Throat. — Stinging  sore  throat,  with  inflammation  of  the 
velum  and  palate. — Pain  in  throat  as  though  it  would  close, 
at  night. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — *Loss  of  appetite,  with  excessive 
thirst. — Appetite,  especially  in  the  evening. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Gagging  and  vomiting  of  mucus  and 
blood. 

Stomach.  ^-Gnawing,  pressure,  and  fainting  weakness  in 
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pit   of  stomach.  —Contractive  carclialgia.  —Cold  feeling  or 
burning  in  stomach. — Gastritis. 

Abdomen. — Excessive  coYm  after  eating  veal.— >* Incarcera- 
tion of  flatulence. 

Stool- — Hard  stool,  with  pressing.  — Violent  tenesmus. — 
Soft  stools,  with  colic, — ^Liquid  diarrhoea.— Bloody  stools. 

Urine. — Copious  clear  urine,  with  reddish  cloud. 

Male  Parts. — Increased  sexual  desire. 

Female  Parts, — Too  early  menses,  with  black  blood. — 
Thin,  white  leucorrhcea,  rendering  the  linen  stiff. 

Catarrhal   Symptoms. — Catarrh  with  stoppage  of  nose. 

Windpipe.  — Hoarse  and  rough  throat. — Tension  and  cut- 
ting in  larynx,  with  impeded  deglutition. — Cough,  early,  with 
stupifying  headache. — *Cough  when  arresting  the  breathing. 
— Cutting  pain  in  chest,  when  coughing,  until  one  raises. — 
°Cough  with  stitching  in  the  chest,  and  ^raising  of  clear  blood. 
— °Pulmonary  consumption,  with  profuse  sweat. — °Neglect- 
ed  pneumonia. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Painful  tensive  oppression  on 
the  chest,  with  roughness  under  the  sternum,  causing  a 
severe  coughing  fit.

— Even  in  slightly-cold 
weather,  parts  become  frozen,  inflamed  and  itch. — Large  boils.

—Day-light 
dazzles  the  eyes. — 

Ears. — *  Stitching in the  ears. — °Caries  of  the  mastoid  pro- 
cess.—-Discharge  from  the  ears. — Soreness  behind  the  ears, 
with  itching  and  suppuration.— ^Stoppage  of  the  ears. — • 
*Hard  hearing,  °from  enlargement  of  the  tonsils. — *Roaring 
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in  the  ears,  °crepitation. — Cracking  when  chewing. — Swelling 
of  the  parotid. — °Sarcoma  at  the  lobule. 

IVOSC — Red  tip,  with  scurfy  vesicles. — Itching  herpes  at 
the  tip  — Stinging  in  the  nose  when  touched  as  from  splinters. 
— ^soreness,  burning,  scurfs  in  the  nose. — *  Nose-bleed  -caused 
by  weeping,  with  black  blood. — *Bad  smell  before  the  nose, 
when  breathing  through  it.  — *Fetor  in  the  nose.  — Condy- 
loma in  the  nose. 

Face. — Yellow  face  with  red  cheeks. — Crampy  tearing  in 
malar  bones. — Swelling  of  the  cheeks. — Pimples  in  face  and 
on  forehead. — Itching  eruptions  and  tetters  in  the  whiskers. 
— *Black  pores. — °Scurfy  pustules,  with  large,  red  borders. 
— Swollen  lips. — °Chapped  lips. — *  Ulcerated  lips  and  corners 
of  the  mouth.

ed or  lamed. —  The  extremities  feel  powerless  and  numb. — 
Heaviness  of  the  limbs  and  joints. — Weary  after  a  walk. — 
*  Nervous  debility,  with  disposition  to  sweat  in  the  day-time. 
—Emaciation. — Rushes  of  blood,  with  restlessness. — The 
pains  are  worst  during  resty  abate  during  motion  ;  the  nightly 
pains  abate  by  pressure.

— Black-streak  before 
the  eyes.  —  *  Bright  colours  dazzle  the  eyes. 

Ears. — Slitching  in  the  ears,  also  with  drawing  in  the 
cheeks,  jaws  and  teeth,  aggravated  by  musical  sounds.  —  Spas- 
modic drawing  in  the  ear. — *  Intolerance  of  music  °and  noise. 
— Every  sound  reverberates  strongly  in  the  ear.  — Difficulty 
of  hearing  at  a  distance.— Shrieking  in  the  ear  when  blowing 
one's  nose.

— Purulent  expectoration 
from  the  chest. — Cough  ivith  bloody  expectoration. 

Chest,  &C— Laboured  and  oppressed  breathing. — * Spasmo- 
dic dyspnoea.  —  Periodical  oppressions. — Suffocative  catarrh. 
— Stitches  in  the  chest  and  sides,  sometimes  with  arrest  of 
breathing.— Rush  of  blood  in  the  chest,  with  anxiety  about 
the  heart,  and  palpitation  of  the  heart. 

.Trunk,—  Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  small  of  the  back 
and  between  the  scapulae. — Curvature  of  the  spine.

— Dry  heat  of  the  whole  body,  with  painfulness  of 
the  glans  and  redness  of  the  prepuce.

Pressing  asunder  in  right  ear. 

Face,  &€.«— Pain  in  a  molar  tooth  as  if  it  would  be  pulled 
out.— Pain  as  if  the  teeth  would  be  raised  out  of  their 
sockets. 

Mouth. — Burning  on  the  tongue. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— Slimy  taste  in  mouth.— Repletion 
in  pit  of  stomach,  after  eating  a  spoonful  of  soup. 

Stomach,  &C—  Swelling  and  repletion  of  pit  of  stomach. 

Abdomen. — Colicky  pains. — Contractive  pain  in  abdomen. 

Dropsical  swelling  of  the  abdomen,  with  loss  of  appetite, 

scanty  micturition,  and  hard,  knotty,  difficult  stool.— ""Dis- 
charge of  a  good  deal  of  fetid  water  by  the  rectum,  in  a  case 
of  sacculated  ascites. 

Stool.— Stool  in  small  lumps. — *Diarrhsea,  mixed  with  a 
good  deal  of  faeces. 

Urine.— Strangury.— Tormenting  urging,  with  burning 
smarting  in  bladder  and  urethra. — Hurry  to  urinate,  extend- 
ing only  to  the  glans  where  it  causes  the  most  violent  pains 
and  spasms. — *One  has  to  press  a  good  deal  before  the 
urine  comes  out.— Spasms  of  the  bladder,  preventing  sleep. 
— Ulcerative  pain  in  urethra  when  touching  it. 

Male  Parts, — Retraction  of  the  prepuce  behind  the  glans, 
the  penis  becoming  smaller. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  every  fortnight,  profuse,  with 
pains  in  the  small  of  the  back.— Discharge  of  watery  blood 
from  uterus,— Discharge  of  blood  from  the  vagina,  every 
day. — Excoriating  leucorrhoea,  leaving  a  yellow  stain  on  the 
linen. 

Windpipe.— Roughness  in  the  throat. — Wheezing  cough. 

Chest. — Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  pains  under  the 
sternum,  fulness  in  pit  of  stomach  and  distention  of  abdo- 
men. 
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Trunk. — Stiffness  as  if  from  straining,  in  back  and  small 
of  back. 

Upper  Extremities. — Pain  in  thumb  as  if  sprained,  when 
writing. 

Lower  Extremities* — Ulcerative  pain  in  lumbar- vertebrae, 
especially  when  lying,  also  of  the  soles.

General   Symptoms. — *  Jerking   tearing  and  drawing  in 
the  muscles  of  the  extremities. — ° Arthritic  and  rheumatic 
pains,  abating  in  the  open  air,   worse  in  bed  and  in  a  warm 
room. — Pains  as  if  sore  or  ulcerated  internally,  when  touch- 
ing the  parts. — Subsultus  tendinum. — ° Acute  articular  gout, 
with  stinging-drawing  pains,  also  with  bruising  pains  when 
touched. — *  Pains  which  suddenly  shift  to  other  parts,  with 
swelling  of  the  affected  parts. — ° Arthritic,  red,  hot  swellings, 
with  stinging  pains. — °Pains  which  are  principally  attended 
by  chilliness,   absence  of  thirst,  pale  face  and  dyspnoea. — 
°Semilaterat  complaints. — *  The  pains  come  on  again  and  are 
worse  while  sittings  especially  after  a  long  walk,  or  when  rising 
from  a  seat,  or  when  lying  on  the  side  or  back,  or  generally 
during  rest. — *  The  pains  abate  when  sitting  up  after  having 
been  lying  down,  or  when  turning  to  the  side  after  lying  on 
the  back,  also  by  moving  about  or  walking,  by  external  pres- 
sure and  in  the  open  air, — *The  patient  feels  worst  in  the 
evening  and  before  midnight. — °Bad  effects  of  mercury,  cin- 
chona, chamomilla,  sulphur,  pork,  pastry,  of  a  cold,  of  internal 
chagrin  and  fear, — °Bilious  and  gastric,  scrofulous,  rhachitic, 
icteric  and  chlorofic,  hysteric  and  hypochondriac  affections. — 
°Ill  effects  of  suppressed  measles. — °Complaints  of  infants, 
pregnant  and  parturient  women. — Is  suitable  to  persons  with 
a  phlegmatic  temperament  and  who  are  fond  of  good-natured 
jests. — °Spasms  of  internal  organs. — °Inflammation  of  inter- 
nal parts,  with  disposition  to  suppurate, — ° Varices. — Conges- 
tions.— ^Swelling    of    the    veins. — °Curvature   of  bones. — 
0 Caries. — ° Diseases  of  the  mucous  membranes. — Malaise  and 
restlessness  of  the  whole  body,  not  allowing  one  to  sleep, 
with  constant  disposition  to  stretch  the  limbs. — Frequent 
troublesome  pulsations  through  the  whole  body. — *Frequent 
anxious  trembling  of  the  limbs. — The  limbs  go  to  sleep  dur- 
ing rest,  with  tingling. — Heaviness  of  the  limbs  with  lame- 
ness and  painfulness  of  the  joints. — The  morning-languor  is 
worse  in  a  recumbent  posture. — °  Apoplexy. — Emaciation,  es- 
pecially of  children. — Sensitive  to  the  open  air. 

Skin.— °  Itching  of  the  skin,  -generally  a  burning  or  sting- 
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ing  itching,  Especially  before  midnight  when  getting  warm  in 
bed,  aggravated  by  scratching. — *Nettlerash. — Frequent  ex- 
ternal redness,  even  of  cold  parts. — ° Eruptions  caused  by 
abase  of  bacon,  with  violent  itching  in  bed. — °Measles.— 
°  Varicella. — ° Frozen,  inflamed  parts. — °Rhagades. — ° Suppu- 
rating wounds. — * Readily-bleeding  ulcers,  -with  smarting, 
burning  stinging,  or  with  itching  all  around  and  hard,  shining 
redness. 

Sleep.— *Drowsy  and  dreamy. — ° Feverish  sopor. — "Falls 
asleep  late  in  the  evening,  with  nightly  sleeplessness  owing  to 
ideas  crowding  upon  one's  mind,  rushes  of  blood,  congestion 
of  blood  to  the  head  and  anxious  heat. — Restless  sleep  at 
night,  with  frightful ,  disgusting,  anxious  dreams,  starling  as  if 
in  affright,  talking,  weeping  and  crying-out. — *One  wakes  at 
night  without  consciousness,  or  with  excessive  agony  or  an- 
guish. — Frequent  waking  at  night,  and  remaining  awake  for 
a  long  time. — °Starting  of  the  body  or  of  single  limbs  when 
on  the  point  of  falling  asleep. — °Nightmare. 

Fever- — * Chilliness  without  thirst,  principally,  especially 
during  the  evening-pains. — ^Constant  internal  chilliness. — 
°Chilliness  with  stinging  in  the  limbs,  followed  by  a  little 
thirst,  then  heat  without  thirst,  lastly  sweat. — ^During  the 
chilly  stage,  vertigo,  stupefaction,  headache,  Q vomiting  ofmu. 
cus,  pain  in  left  side  of  abdomen.— Intolerance  of  external 
warmth. — "Paroxysms  of  anxious  heat. — "Heat  internally, 
not  externally,  without  thirst.— *Thirst  before  or  after  the 
chill,  before  the  heat.— -°Quotidian,  tertian  and  quartan  inter- 
mittent fevers,  or  intermittent  fevers  that  set  in  in  the  even- 
ing, with  bitter  or  foul  taste  in  the  mouth,  loss  of  appetite, 
hard,  red  swelling  of  one  breast,  languor,  little  sleep. — 
° Relapses  after  suppression  of  the  paroxysm  with  quinine.— 
°  Typhoid,  mucous  and  puerperal  fevers. — Sweat,  frequently  on 
one  half  of  the  body  only.-— "Night  and  morning-sweats,  fre- 
quently having  a  bad  smell. 

Emotive  Sphere.—  *Sad,  whining,  gloomy  mood.— *  An- 
guish and  uneasiness,  mostly  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  some- 
times increasing  to  a  desire  for  suicide,  with  palpitation  of 
the  heart  and  trembling. — ° Bread  of  company. — ° Diffidence. 
— *Fear  of  death.— *Dread  of  ghosts,  in  the  evening.— Shy, 
timid,  joyless  mood.—  Desponding.  —  *  Anxiety  for  one's  do- 
mestic affairs.  —  Whimsical.— Hypochondria,  ill-humour,  es- 
pecially towards  evening.  — Precipitation. 

Sentient  Sphere.— *  Absence  of  mind. — One  omits  single

sitting,  also  after  eating,  *and  when  looking  up  — *  Vertigo 
with  inclination  to  vomit,  and  °obscu  ration  of  sight. — *  Vertigo 
on  stooping. 

Head. — °Headache  caused  by  abuse  of  mercury,  a  cold, 
or  by  derangement  of  the  stomach  in  consequence  of  eating 
fat.— *Hemicrania  with  nausea  and  vomiting. — *Semilateral 
headache.  —  Pain  as  if  the  brain  would  be  torn. — Heaviness  of 
the  head. — *Headache  as  if  the  skull  would  fly  to  pieces,  or 
as  if  the  forehead  and  eyes  would  fall  out,  especially  when 
moving  the  eyes  or  head. — *Pains  in  the  head  as  if  in  a  vice. 
— *Drawing-jerking  or  turns  of  stitching-tearing  in  the  head, 
with  obscuration  of  sight,  humming  in  the  ears  and  vertigo. 
— °Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  painful  stinging* beating 
in  the  brain,  especially  when  stooping  or  performing  some 
mental  labour. — "^Humming  in  the  head.— Crepitation  in  the 
head  when  walking. — °Headache  ascending  from  the  nape  of 
the  neck,  where  a  contraction  is  experienced. — *  Headache 
after  lying  down  in  the  evening,  or  early  in  the  morning,  in 
bed.— *The  headache  is  generally  worse  in  the  evening  and 
continues  all  night. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.  —Drawing  pain  in  the  integu- 
ments when  turning  the  hair  back  with  the  hand. — Small  tu- 
mours on  the  hairy  scalp  which  are  painful  as  if  ulcerated. — 
Pustules  on  the  head.— *Sweat  on  the  hairy  scalp  and  in  the 
face. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes  as  if  scraped  with  a  knife.— 
Burning  ^pressure,  -or  boring  cutting  or  °tearing  and  *  stitch- 
ing of  the  eyes. — Itching  and  burning  in  the  eyes. — *Painful 
inflammation  of  the  eyes  and  Meibomian  glands,  also  after 
taking  cold  or  in  the  case  of  new-born  infants,  scrofulous  and 
arthritic  persons. — ^Swelling  and  redness  of  the  lids. — 
*Styes.—  Dryness  of  the  eyes  and  lids. — *Lachrymation  in 
the  cold  open  air.  — Bleareyed. — Agglutination  of  the  eyes. — 
°Fistula  lachrymalis. — °  Obscuration  of  the  cornea. — Con- 
tracted pupils. — *  Frequent  obscuration  of  sight. — Things 
look  pale. — Vanishing  of  sight. — * Dimness  of  sight-  one  is 
obliged  to  wipe  one's  eyes,  especially  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, after  walking,  after  the  siesta  and  in  the  evening. — 
°Near-sighted. — Diplopia. — °  Incipient  amaurosis  and  cata- 
ract.— *Fiery  circles  before  one's  eyes. — Photophobia. — 
°Hemeralopia. 

Ears* — Pain  in  the  ears  as  if  something  would  press  out. 
— *Jerking-tearing  pain  in  the  ears. — Itching  * stinging  in  the 
ears. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  ears. — *  Inflammation  of  the  outer 
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and  °inner  ear,  with  heat,  redness  and  swelling. — °Painful 
swelling  of  the  cartilages  of  the  ear. — *  Purulent  discharge 
from  the  ears. — Burning-smarting  scurf  on  the  helix. — Ring- 
ing, ^roaring,  humming  and  whizzing  in  the  ears. — *Deafness 
as  if  the  ears  were  stopped, ^especially  after  suppression  of 
measles,  or  caused  by  frequent  catarrhs  of  the  head  in  con- 
sequence of  having  one's  hair  cut  repeatedly. 

NoSC. — Ulcerative  pain  of  the  outer  and  inner  nose. — ^Ul- 
cerated, humid  aim  nasi. — *  Nose-bleed. — Purulent  discharge 
from  the  nose. — Smell  before  the  nose  as  of  old  catarrh. 

Face.—* Complexion  pale  or  ° yellowish* — ° Alternate  pale- 
ness and  redness  of  the  face.  —  °Bloated,  blue-red  face. — 
Twitchings  in  the  face. —The  skin  of  the  face  feels  sore  when 
touched.— Tightness  of  the  face  as  if  it  would  swell.— Shi- 
vering on  one  side  of  the  face.—  °Erysipelas  in  the  face,  with 
stinging.  — Cracked  lips,  with  peeling  off.— Tensive  swelling 
of  the  lower  lip.  — Drawing  tearing  in  the  lower  jaw. 

Teeth.—-* Drawing -jerking  toothache,  as  if  the  nerve  were 
put  upon  the  stretch  and  then  let  loose  again,  °with  fine 
stitches  in  the  gums.  —  °Throbbing  pains  or  digging  in  hollow 
teeth,  with  drawing  extending  to  the  eye.  —  *The  toothache 
is  worse  in  the  evening  and  at  night,  also  in  bed  and  in  a 
warm  room ;  it  is  easily  excited  by  a  toothpick,  also  by  eat- 
ing, especially  by  warm  food  ;  it  abates  in  the  cool  air.  — 
Soreness  of  the  gums.  — Pulsations  in  the  gums.—  loose- 
ness of  the  teeth,  Especially  the  painful  ones. 

Mouth.  — Dry  mouth,  early  in  the  morning.— Bad,  fetid 
smell  of  the  mouth,  especially  early  in  the  morning  and  at 
night.  —Flow  of  sweetish  saliva,  with  inclination  to  vomit.— 
The  tongue  feels  burnt  and  insenible.— *  Tongue  coaled  yel- 
lowish, and  covered  with  tenacious  mucus.— A  good  deal  of 
phlegm  in  the  mouth. 

Throat. —  Throat  as  if  raw,  during  and  between  the  acts 
of  deglutition. — *Sore  throat  when  swallowing  as  if  swollen. 
—  * Slinging  sore  throat,  with  pressure  and  tension  when 
swallowing.  —  *  Inflammation  of  the  throat,  c 'with  dark,  vari- 
cose distention  of  the  vessels.  — Dryness  and  tenacious 
phlegm  in  the  throat,  especially  at  night  and  early  in  the 
morning. 

Appetite  and  Taste.—  *  Taste  flat  or  putrid,  -or  empy- 
reumatic,  earthy  or  chalky.— Beer  has  a  sweet  taste.— *Sour 
taste,  -especially  after  eating  or  drinking.—  *  Bitter  taste,  -in 
the  evening  and  early  in  the  morning,  especially  when  eating, 
drinking  or  chewing,  more  particularly  bread,  or  after  swal- 
lowing food  or  drink.  —  *The  taste  of  every  kind  of  food  is 
diminished.—  *Adipsia  or  ° violent  thirst  with  moist  tongue, 
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*especially  for  beer,  or  spirituous  drinks.  -—* Aversion  to  food, 
especially  meat,  bread,  butter  and  milk.— *Aversion  to  to- 
bacco. —  *  Hunger,  with  desire  for  food  without  knowing 
which  kind. — *  Derangement  of  the  stomach  by  bacon  or  pas- 
try.— °Coldness  of  the  stomach  caused  by  ice,  fruit,  &c. 

Gastric  SyiHpt©iliS«—  *  Eructations  tasting  and  smelling 
of  the  ingesta. — *Sour,  or  bitter,  bilious  eructations  and  gulp- 
ings.— *  W&terbrash.  — *Hiecougb,  -especially  when  smoking 
or  after  drinking. — ^Inclination  to  vomit,  especially  in  the 
evening,  or  after  eating  or  drinking,  sometimes  with  creeping 
in  the  pit  of  the  stomach.— *  Vomiting  of  mucus,  or  of  a  bil- 
ious, bitter-sour  fluid. — #  Vomiting  of  the  ingesta,  °also  chro- 
nic, after  eating,  ^especially  in  the  evening  and  at  night. — 
°H83tnatemesis.— Bitter  mouth  and  dull  teeth  after  vomiting. 

Stomach. — °  Cardialgia,  before  breakfast  and  after  eating 
or  early  in  the  morning  with  pinching  and  griping-tearing, 
sometimes  terminating  in  vomiting  — Pain  in  pit  of  stomach 
and  hypochondria,  in  the  case  of  pregnant  wromen,  aggravated 
by  sitting.—  *  Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  °afer  every 
meal,  with  vomiting  of  the  ingesta.

° Prostatitis. —The  sexual  desire  is  very  much  excited,  ° almost 
like 'priapism,  *  with  violent  desire  for  an  em-brace  and/re- 
quent  painful  continuous  erections. — (Discharge  of  prostatic 
fluid). — *. Frequent  emissions,  °also  in  the  case  of  onanists. 

Female  Parts. — °Metritis  1— Cutting  in  the  os-tinca3. — 
^'Delaying  or  suppressed  menses,  with  abdominal  spasms  and 
other  complaints. — *  Delay  of  the  first  catamenia. — *Menses 
too  soon. — *Black,  slimy  blood  during  the  menses. — °Beforo 
the  menses,  oppressive  weight  in  the  abdomen,  chilliness, 
stretching  and  yawning. — °During  the  menses,  cardialgia, 
stitches  in  the  side,  pressure  in  the  lower  belly  and  small  of 
the  back,  with  ineffectual  urging  to  stool,  nausea  and  obscura- 
tion of  sight. — ° Metrorrhagia,  the  discharge  being  more  or 
less  profuse  or  continual,  mixed  with  coagula. — °Sudden  sup- 
pression of  the  lochia,  with  feeling  of  burning  fulness  in  the 
parts. — ° False,  spasmodic  or  too  feeble  labour-pains. — defi- 
cient labour-pains,  with  violent  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back. 
— °The  after-pains  are  too  long  or  too  violent. — *Leuc9rrhoea, 
before  and  during  the  menses,  with  cutting  in  the  abdomen. 
— Acrid,  burning,  or  thick,  painless  leucorrhaca  Uks  cream. — - 
°Ailments  of  pregnant  females. 

Catarrhal    Symptoms. — Stoppage  of  the   nose,   in    the 

evening,   with   discharge  of  a   thick,   yellow  mucus  in  the 

morning. — *  Catarrh,  with  loss  of  smell  and  taste. — °Chronie 

catarrh  with  discharge  of  a  yellowish-green,  fetid  mucus  from 

he  nose. 

Windpipe* — *Hoarseness  and  roughness  of  the  throat.— 
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*Catarrhal  huskiness  of  the  chest,  with  cough  and  expectora- 
tion of  tenacious  mucus. — *Cough  with  catarrh,  itching, 
scraping  and  dryness  in  the  chest  and  throat. — °Racking, 
*dry  cough,  °generally  early  in  the  morning,  or  at  night,  ivith 
gagging  and  vomiting,  and  sensation  as  if  the  stomach  would 
turn. — -Dry  cough,  with  painful  stitches  in  the  chest  and  sides 
of  the  chest. — Loose  cough.— *  Cough,  with  expectoration  of 
°  bitter,  *  yellow  mucus. — °  Cough  with  greenish  or  *bloody  ex- 
pectoration.— Hectic  cough. — ° Acute  phthisis  pulmonale. — 
° Whooping  cough,  with  a  good  deal  of  phlegm  on  the  chest. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Dyspnoea  with  anxiety  and 
palpitation  of  the  heart  when  lying  on  the  left  side. — bat- 
tling breathing. — °Hurried  breathing. — *  Stoppage  of  breath 
°as  if  caused  by  the  vapour  of  sulphur. — *Shortness  of  breath 
after  dinner. — *  Anxious,  also  spasmodic  dyspnma,  *as  if  the 
chest  wTere  crowded,  °and  the  trachea  constricted,  *mostly  in 
the  evening  (after  supper)  °and  at  night,  especially  in  a  hori- 
zontal position  in  bed. — *  Suffocative  paroxysms  at  night. — 
°  Asthma  Millari. — *Pain  in  the  chest,  as  if  ulcerated  internally . 
— Spasmodic  contractive  tightness  in  \he  chest,  especially 
when  drawing  breath,  frequently  vascular  orgasm  and  internal 
heat. — Tearing,  cutting  and  *stitching  in  the  chest  and  sides 
of  the  chest. — °  Typhoid  pneumonia. — Congestion  of  blood  to 
the  chest  and  heart,  especially  at  night,- — °Frequent  violent

— Rheumatic  drawing  and  tension  in  the  loins,  and  also  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck,  with  difficulty  of  moving  about. — Swelling  of 
the  nape  of  the  neck  or  of  one  side  of  the  neck,  with  ulcera- 
tive pain  when  touching  the  part.

— Laming-bruising  pa  n  in  the  muscles  and 
bones  of  the  thighs  and  legs, — °  Inflammatory  *  swelling  of  the 
knee,  with  shooting  pains. — °Red,  hot  swelling  of  the  legs  and 
feet,  after  suppression  of  fever  and  ague. — *Drawing  heaviness 
and  weariness  of  the  legs,  with  trembling,  especially  in  the 
knees.  —  *  Varices  of  the  legs. — °Red  burning  ^swelling  of  the 
dorsa  and  soles  of  the  feet,  °with  stinging  pains  when  touched 
or  moved. — *  Swelling  of  the  feel,  also  inflammatory  and 
cedematous. — Painful  feeling  of  numbness  of  the  soles  of  the 
feet  and  balls  of  the  toes.— Boring,  stinging  and  cutting  in 
the  heels. — Stitches  in  the  soles  of  the  feet  and  tips  of  the 
toes.

General  Symptoms. — Rheumatic  and  arthritic,  tearing. 
stinging  and  bruising  pains. — Twitching  of  the  muscles. —

den  debility,  as  if  one  would  faint. 

Skin. — Stitches  in  the  skin,  terminating  in  itching.—  Vesi- 
cular  eruptions,  like  gangrenous  blisters. — Dense  clusters  of 
small,  deeply-penetrating,  dark-blue  vesicles,  with  burning 
■itching  and  herpetic,  horny  scurf. — Flat,  phagedenic  ulcers, 
with  sharp  edges  and  stinging-burning  itching. — ° Herpes  all 
over. 

Sleep. — Sleepless  at  night,  generally  without  any  apparent 
cause. — Frequent  waking  at  night. — Lascivious  dreams. 

Fever. — Heat  in  the  head,  with  cold  hands. 

Emotive  Sphere.  —  Pusillanimous.  —  Irascible,  quarrel- 
some. 

Sentient  Sphere, — Dulness  of  comprehension. —  Vertigo, 
when  entering  a  room  coming  out  of  the  cold  air. 

Head.— Headache  when  eating,  with  anxiety  and  weakness. 
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-—Headache  above  one  eye,  with  whining  and  desponding 
mood. — The  whole  head  feels  distended. — The  headache  mostly 
sets  in  when  going  from  a  warm  into  a  cold  place,  or  vice- 
versa. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head,— Painful  creeping  or  burn- 
ing stinging  on  the  hairy  scalp. 

Eyes*— Pressure  in  the  balls. — Burning  soreness  in  the 
canthi. — Inflammation  of  the  eyes,  lachrymation. 

Ears.  —  Stinging  in  the  ears,  especially  in  the  evening. — 
Spasmodic  sensation  in  the  inner  and  outer  ears. 

flOSC. — Painful  pushing  tingling  in  the  nose. — Inflamed  and 
swollen  nose,  with  scurfs  inside. 

Face. — Creeping  in  the  face. — Tingling,  spasmodic  pains 
in  the  jaws. — Spasms  of  the  lips. 

Teeth. — Cutting  pushing-asunder  in  the  molar  teeth. 

l>IOUth,  &C. — Flow  of  saliva  in  mouth.— White  saliva, 
tasting  like  copper. — Spasmodic  rising  in  oesophagus. — Burn- 
ing pains  in  throat. 

Appetite,  &C. — Taste  flat,  sweetish  or  bitter-sour. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Spasmodic  hiccough. 

Stomach • — Pressure  in  pit  of  stomach. — Burning  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach. — Gastritis. 

Ahdomen.— Bruising  pain  in  the  hypochondria. — Stitches 
in  the  region  of  the  liver. —  Colic,  with  sensation  as  if  the 
bowels  were  ulcerated. — Burning  soreness  in  abdomen. 

Stool.  —  Copious  stools. 

Urine. — Ischuria. — Ulcers  of  the  bladder. 

Sexual  Parts.— Acrid  leucorrhcea. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Short  breathing,  with  dyspnoea. 
— Rheumatic  pains  in  the  chest.  —  Stitches  in  chest  and  right 
side  of  chest. —  The  outer  parts  of  the  chest,  the  intercostal 
muscles,  &c,  are  painful,  especially  when  straining  them. 

Extremities.— Spasmodic,  stitching,  tearing  and  jerking 
pains  in  the  arms — Herpes  in  the  palms  of  the  hands. — Her- 
pes,  blisters  and  ulcers  on  the  fingers. — Drawing  pains  in  the 
thighs,  from  above  downwards. — Crampy,  boring  pains  and 
itching  in  the  middle  of  the  thighs.— Pulsative  stitches  in  the 
heels. 
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.     General  Symptoms.— Tingling,  boring,  gnawing  or  sting- 
ing pains,  worse  at  night. — Convulsions.— -Fainting  fits. 

Skill.—  Vesicles,  with  a  thin,  acrid,  yellowish  ichor.— -Ob- 
stinate  ulcers. 
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Sleep. — Sleepless,  after  midnight,  with  tossing  about.-— 
Anxious,  frightful  dreams  after  midnight. 

Fever.  —  Heat  and  thirst  after  midnight,  followed  by 
sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Sad,  in  the  evening. 

Sentient    Sphere. — Vertigo,  writh  vanishing  of  ideas. 

Head. — Head  as  if  in  a  vice. — Drawing-crampy,  dull, 
gnawing  pressure  in  the  head,  frequently  only  at  a  small  spot 
on  the  vertex.  —  The  head  feels  heavy  and  distended. 

Integuments  of  the  Head. — Itching  of  the  scalp. 

Eyes. — Frequent  pressure  in  the  eyeballs. — Distortion  of 
the  eyes. 

Ears*  —  Drawing,  stitching  and  boring  in  the  outer 
meatus. 

IVoSCi — Prickling  at  the  tip. 

Face. — Face  as  if  covered  with  cobweb. — Drawing  in  the 
face,  with  feeling  of  coldness.

Mouth* —  Flow  of  frothy  saliva. — Inflammation  of  the 
tongue. — The  tongue  peels  off  and  cracks. 

Throat*-—  Burning  in  fauces. — Swelling  of  the  tonsils,  with 
stinging. 

Appetite*,  &C. — Sweetish  taste,  early. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  —  Rancid,  sour  eructations. — Nausea, 
after  midnight. 

Stomach.— -Constrictive  pain  in  stomach.— -Pressure  and 
fulness,  or  soreness  and  burning  in  pit  of  stomach.— Gastritis. 

Abdomen. — Stitches  in  region  of  liver. — Colic,  with  faint- 
ing fits. — Pressure  as  from  a  plug  behind  the  navel,  night  or 
morning,  as  if  the  parts  were  brought  nearer  to  each  other 
by  turning  them  round. — Twitchings  of  the  abdominal  integu- 
ments. 

StOOl. — Frequent  urging  with  soft  stools. 

Male  Parts. — Drawing  in  the  penis. — Smarting  about  the 
scrotum . 

Chest  and  Respiration* — Involuntary  sighing.—  Bruis- 
ing pain  in  the  chest,  with  feeling  of  exhaustion  in  this  part. 
— Stitching  in  the  chest  and  region  of  the  heart,  and  sensa- 
tion in  these  parts  as  if  pinched  together,  also  with  stoppage 
of  breath,  especially  at  night  and  in  the  evening. — Gnawing 
behind  the  sternum  arresting  the  breathing. — The  outer  parts 
of  the  chest,  especially  the  sternum,  are  very  painful  and  sen- 
sitive. 

Trunk*  —  Prickling  and  formication  in  the  back,  and 
chest. 
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Extremities. — Boring,  stitching  in  the  forearm,  as  far  as 
the  fingers. — Gnawing,  boring  and  stinging-jerking  in  the 
phalangeal  bones. — Swelling  of  the  fingers. —  Gnawing  and 
boring  in  every  part  of  the  legs  and  feet,  especially  the  toes. 

Terking-stinging  and  tingling  in  the  big  toes. 


112.— RHEUM. 

General  Symptoms. — Crepitating,  bubbling  sensation  in 
the  muscles,  especially  around  the  joints. — °Is  especially 
suitable  to  children  and  infants. 

Sleep. — Restless  sleep  at  night,  with  tossing  about,  scream- 
ing, moaning,  snoring,  or  with  convulsive  twitching  of  the 
lids,  facial  muscles  and  fingers,  especially  in  the  case  of  child- 
ren.— After  sleep,  headache,  inability  to  collect  one's-self, 
fetid  mucus,  and  foul  taste  and  odour  in  the  mouth. — Vivid 
sad  and  anxious  dreams. 

Fever. — Shuddering.— Alternate  chilliness  and  heat,  with 
anxiety,  and  repugnance  to  every  thing. —  One  sweats  even 
after  a  little  exertion. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Taciturn.— *One  asks  boisterously  for 
this  or  that  thing. — °Deathly  anguish. 

Sentient  Sphere. — *Delirium.— Dulness  and  cloudiness 
of  the  head,  with  bloated  eyes. — Vertigo,  when  standing,  as 
if  one  would  fall  sidewrays. 

Head— Stupifying  headache,  with  anxiety. — Heaviness  of 
the  head,  with  heat  and  tearing  inside.— Dull  tight  and  crampy 
feeling  in  the  head. — Beating  in  the  head,  frequently  rising 
from  the  abdomen. — The  brain  seems  to  move  when  stoop- 
ing. 

Eyes. — Painful  beating  in  the  eyes. — Convulsive  twitching 
of  the  lids. 

Ears. — Pressure  and  beating  in  the  ears.— Dulness  of 
hearing,  with  roaring. 

Nose.—- Stupifying  drawing  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  down 
to  the  tip,  where  a  tingling  is  felt. — Feeling  of  warmth  about 
the  nose. 

Pace.— Tension  of  the  skin  of  the  face.— -Wrinkling  of  the 
frontal  muscles. 

Teeth.— Painful  feeling  of  coldness  in  the  teeth.— Diffi- 
cult dentition. 

Mouth. — Tongue  feels  numb. 

Appetite,  Ac— Loss  of  taste.— Sour  or  *flat,  slimy  taste. 
— Food  tastes  bitter.— Desire  for  a  variety  of  things  which  be* 
come  repithive  after  the  first  mouthful—  Aversion  to  fat,  flat 
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f00d#__ Aversion  to  coffee  unless  it  is  sweetened.— Hunger 
without  appetite. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea  as  if  proceeding  from  the 
abdomen  with  colic. 

Stomach.  — Fulness  and  pressure  at  stomach. — Stinging 
and  beating  in  pit  of  stomach. 

AMomen.  —  Distention.  —  Cutting  colic,  worse  when  stand- 
ing.— Incarcerated  flatulence  with  pressure  and  tension  on  the 
chest. — Bubbling  in  the  abdominal  muscles. 
'  Stool. — * Frequent  unsuccessful  urging,  worse  when  moving 
about.  —  *Thin,  papescent  mostly  sour-smelling  diarrhceic 
stools,  with  ineffectual  urging  before  and  after  stool,  constric- 
tive pinching  in  bowels,  and  shuddering  during  stool. — ° Diar- 
rhoea of  lying-in  females. — °Greyish  or  brown  diarrhceic  stools, 
mixed  with  mucus. — °Frequent  diarrhceic  stools,  with  vomit- 
ing and  debility. 

Urine.  — Increased  flow  of  urine. — Red  or  greenish-yellow 
urine. — Burning  urine. 

Chest,  &C. — Weight  on  the  chest  when  taking  a  deep 
breath. — Crepitating  bubbling  in  the  pectoral  muscles.— 
Pains  and  stitches  in  the  nipples. — Yellow,  bitter  milk. 

Trunk. — Stiffness  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  hips,  not 
allowing  one  to  stand  erect. 

Upper  Extremities. — Stitches  in  the  arms. — Bubbling  in 
the  elbow-joints. — Twitching  in  the  arms  and  hands. — Swell- 
ing of  the  veins  of  the  hands,  with  heat. — Sweat,  also  cold  in 
the  palms  of  the  hands. 

Lower  Extremities. — Bubbling  in  the  bend  of  the  knee, 
legs  and  toes. — Stitches  in  the  knees  and  legs. 


113.—  RHODODENDRON    CHRYSAOTHCM. 

General  Symptoms. — ° Arthritic  and  rheumatic  ^drawing 
and  tearing  in  the  limbs*  as  if  in  the  periosteum,  worse  during 
rest. — ^Spraining  pains  and  digging  drawing  in  the  joints, 
with  redness  and  swelling.—  °Nodous  gout. — Restlessness, 
formication,  debility  and  laming  rigid  feeling  in  some  limbs. 
— °Dropsical  swellings. — The  pains  frequently  intermit  and 
appear  early  in  the  morning. —  The  pains  are  excited  or  aggra- 
vated by  wet  and  cold  weather,  or  come  on  during  rest. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  with  burning  in  the  eyes. 
— Morning-sleep  disturbed  by  pains  and  restlessness  of  the 
body. 

Fever.  —  Alternate  chilliness  and  heat.— Evening-fever 
with  heat  in  the  head,  burning  in  the  eyes  and  nose,  heat  at 
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night  and  sleeplessness. — Sweat  with  itching  and  formication. 
— Sweat  smells  like  spice. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Apathy  with  dread  of  motion  and 
work. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Sudden  inability  to  collect  one's  senses. 
— Dulness  of  the  head,  early,  after  rising,  with  drowsiness. — 
Vertigo  when  lying  in  bed,  as  if  the  head  would  fall  back- 
wards.— Vertigo  with  anguish. 

Head.  —  Drawing  .pressure  in  the  sinciput  and  temples, 
mostly  in  the  bones.— Tearing  in  the  bones  of  the  skull. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— They  are  painful  as  if  ul- 
cerated.— Gnawing  itching  of  the  hairy  scalp,  especially  in  the 
evening. 

Eyes. —  Stinging,  with  pressure  in  the  margin  of  the  or- 
bit, with  spasmodic  contraction  of  the  lids.

Teeth. — Drawing-tearing  in  the  molar  teeth,  during  a 
thunder-storm,  and  in  wet  and  cold  weather,  aggravated  by  con- 
tact.— Nightly  toothache,  with  otalgia. 

Mouth. — Flow  of  saliva,  with  dry  palate. — Smarting  vesi- 
cles under  the  tongue. 

Throat. — Constriction  and  burning  in  the  fauces. 

Appetite,  &C#—  Food  is  tasteless. — One  is  speedily  satia- 
ted, with  good  appetite. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea,  with  pressure  at  stomach 
and  waterbrash. 

Stomach. — Contractive  pressure  at  pit  of  stomach,  with 
dyspnoea. 

Abdomen. — Crampy  pain  in  the  hypochondria. — Disten- 
tion, with  oppressive  feeling  of  fulness. — Borborygmi,  with 
fetid  flatulence. 

Stool. — Papescent  stools. — Beating  in  the  anus. — Drawing, 
from  the  rectum  to  the  sexual  organs. 

Urine. — Increased  fetid  urine. 

Sexual  Parts. — Drawing  and  contusive  pain  in  the  testes, 
extending  to  the  inner  abdomen  and  thighs. — The  testes  are 
drawn  up  and  swollen. — Itching,  sweat  and  shrivelling  of  the 
scrotum. — ^Swelling  of  the  testes,  °also  after  gonorrhoea. — 
°Hy d  rocele. — Suppressed  menses. 
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Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Stoppage  of  one  nostril,  with  flu- 
ent coryza,  and  loss  of  smell  and  taste. 

Windpipe.— Catarrh  of  the  windpipe,  with  hoarseness. — 
Dry  cough,  with  rough  throat  and  tight  breathing. 

(best, — Oppression  of  the  chest,  dyspnoea,  warm,  undula- 
ting sensation  in  the  chest  and  region  of  the  heart. — Rush  of 
blood  to  the  chest. 

Trunk. — Rheumatic  drawing  and  tension  in  the  cervical 
and  posterior  cervical  muscles. 

Upper  Extremities. — Drawing  pain  in  the  arms,  in  rough 
weather. — Tingling  weakness  and  heaviness  in  the  arms. — 
Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  fore-arms  and  hands,  worse  dur- 
ing rest. 

Lower  Extremities.—  Cold  feeling  and  shrinking  of  the 
skin  of  the  legs,  here  and  there. — Sweaty  legs. —  Swollen 
legs  and  feet. — Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  legs  and  feet, 
worse  during  rest. — Very  cold  feet. — Corns,  with  stinging 
pain. 

114.— RHUS  TOXICODENDRON. 

General  Symptoms. — ° Rheumatic  and  arthritic  tension, 
drawing  and  tearing  in  the  limbs,  worst  during  rest,  with  a 
feeling  of  numbness  and  insensibility  in  the  affected  part, 
after  moving  it. — Contraction  of  single  limbs. — Tension  here 
and  there,  as  if  the  tendons  were  shorter. — *Tensive  stitching 
and  stiffness  in  the  joints,  worse  when  rising  from  a  seat  and 
in  the  open  air. — ^Laming  stiffness  in  the  extremities,  espe- 
cially when  first  moving  a  part. —  ^Paralysis,  °also  semi- 
lateral,  *ivith  tingling  in  the  affected  parts. — *Luxations,  °also 
spontaneous. — °Straining  a  part  by  lifting. — °Red,  shining 
^swellings,  °with  stinging  soreness  when  touched. — *Bruising 
pain  in  some  parts  or  sensation  as  if  the  flesh  had  been  de- 
tached from  the  bones  by  blows. — Drawing,  with  pressure  on 
the  periosteum,  or  sensation  as  if  the  bone  were  scraped  to 
and  fro. — ° Osseous  swellings. — °Caries. — ° Rickets  and  scro- 
fula.— °Swelling  and  induration  of  the  glands  — °  Typhoid  in- 
flammatory diseases. — ° Influenza. — ° Ailments  caused  by  sup- 
pression of  measles. — °  Gastric  complaints,  especially  at  night. 
— °Jaundice. — Jactitation  of  the  muscles  and  extremities. — 
♦Convulsions. — °Tetanic  spasms. —  °  Opisthotonos. —  Chorea. 
— *Semi-lateral  complaints. — *  The  pains  are  worse  during  rest 
and  when  entering  a  room  coming  out  of  the  open  air;  they 
abate  during  motion. — Many  pains  come  on  again,  or  are 
worse  in  cold  weather. — Nervousness,  increased  by  chagrin. 
—  Drawing  in  all  the  limbs  when  lying. — Trembling  of  the 
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limbs  after  a  slight  effort. — Tottering  gait. — *Debility  and 
exhaustion. — Fainting  turns. — *The  open  air,  either  cold  or 
warm,  is  painful  to  the  skin. 

Skin. — Itching  of  the  whole  body,  especially  of  the  parts 
covered  with  hair.  —  ° Erysipelas.  —  °Zona. —  °  Vesicular  ery- 
sipelas.— Nettlerash  and  other  eruptions,  especially  vesicular, 
forming  scurfs,  with  burning  itching. — °Varioloid. — °Black 
pocks. — *Herpes,  *alternating  with  pains  in  the  chest  and 
dysenteric  stools. — °  Warts  all  over  the  skin. — °Rhagades.— 
°Panaritia? — Creeping,  or  stinging,  or  burning  smarting  in 
the  ulcers,  especially  at  night. —  Chilblains. —  Corns,  with 
burning  and  soreness. — Hangnails. 

SlC6p. — *  Frequent  spasmodic  yawning. — *Sopor,  with  dis- 
tressing, interrupted  dreams. — * Sleepless,  -especially  before 
midnight,  and  generally  owing  to  a  feeling  of  heat,  rushes  of 
blood,  anxiety,  driving  one  out  of  bed. — One  is  waked  by  a 
bitter  taste  and  dry  feeling  in  the  mouth. — Sleep  is  disturbed 
by  pressure  at  the  stomach,  digging-pinching  colic,  and  incli- 
nation to  vomit. — Inability  to  lie  on  the  side.  —  Starting 
as  in  affright,  when  on  the  point  of  falling  asleep. — Restless

vertigo,  throbbing  toothache,  with  flow  of  saliva  in  the 
mouth  and  inclination  to  vomit— °During  the  night-heat, 
drawing  in  all  the  limbs. — ° During  the  fever,  twitchings, 
ringing  in  the  ears,  hard  hearing,  dry  coryza,  sleeplessness, 
with  tossing  about,  jaundice  and  nettlerash,  gastric  com- 
plaints and  thirst  at  night. — °  Typhoid,  mucous,  putrid,  and 
puerperal  fever.  —  *  Night  and  morning-sweats,  also  with  a 
sour  smell. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *  Sadness  and  anxiety,  as  if  one  would 
die,  especially  at  night  and  in  the  evening,  with  disposition 
to  weep  and  to  be  alone.

]\TOSC  —Redness  of  the  tip  of  the  nose,  with  soreness  when 
touched. — Swelling  of  the  nose. — Inflammation  of  the  nose, 
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also  the  inner  parts. — Discharge  of  greenish,  fetid  pus  from 
the  nose.—  -° Bleeding  of  the  nose,  also  at  night,  and  when 
stooping  or  hawking. 

Face. — *  Face  pale,  wretched,  sunken,  with  blue  margins 
round  the  eyes  and  pointed  nose. — Disfigured  and  distorted 
features. — ^Erysipelas  and  swelling  of  the  face,  wTith  tight 
aching-stinging  and  burning  tingling. — ^Vesicular  erysipelas, 
the  vesicles  being  filled  with  yellow  water. — °Crusta  lactea. 
— °Chronic  ^suppurating  eruptions  of  the  face. — ^Herpetic, 
crusty  eruption  round  the  nose  and  mouth,  with  itching 
twitching  and  burning. — The  skin  of  the  face  peels  off. — Cut- 
ting contraction  and  burning  crampy  feeling  with  cheeks  (with 
heat  and  roughness  of  the  same). — *Acne  rosacea  round  the 
mouth  and  chin. — Burning  pimples  round  the  lips  and  chin. 
— Cramp-pain  in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw,  with  cracking 
when  moving  the  jaw — Lock-jaw.

— A 
A  good  deal  of  tenacious  phlegm  in  the  mouth. — °Fetor  from 
the  mouth. — °Parched,  red,  dry  tongue. 

Throat- — Sore  throat  as  if  swollen,  with  bruising  pain,  also 
when  talking,  and  with  pressure  and  stinging  when  swallow- 
ing.— Beating  pain  in  back  part  of  throat. — ° (Esophagi tis. — 
Sensation  as  if  something  would  be  torn  off  in  the  throat. — 
*  Dryness  with  thirst. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Foul  taste,  especially  early,  and 
after  eating.— Flat,  slimy,  or  acrid,  bitter-sour,  brassy  taste 
in  mouth.  —  *  Bitter  taste  of  food,  -especially  the  bread,  which 
tastes  rough  and  dry. — ^Complete  loss  of  appetite,  with  loath- 
ing of  every  kind  of  food,  especially  bread,  -meat,  coffee  and 
wine. — Feeling  of  repletion  and  satiety  in  the  stomach,  taking 
away  one's  appetite. — Drowsy  after  eating,  pressure  and  re- 
pletion in  the  stomach  and  abdomen,  inclination  to  vomit, 
languor,  vertigo,  and  shuddering. — Pain  and  heat  in  the  head 
after  drinking  beer. — Desire  for  water  and  cold  milk,  owing  to 
a  feeling  of  dryness  in  the  mouth. — Disposed  to  eat  dainty 
food. — °Sudden  vomiting  when  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms* — Violent  eructations,  with  tingling  in 
the  stomach,  abating  when  lying  down,  coming  on  again  every 
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time  one  raises  one's  self. — Inclination  to  vomit,  especially- 
after  eating  or  drinking,  abating  in  a  recumbent  posture. 

Stomach. — *Pain  in  the  stomach,  as  if  a  stone  were  lying 
in  it,  especially  after  dinner.— *  Pressure  in  the  stomach  and 
pit  of  the  stomach,  also  with  dyspnoea. — ^Throbbing  and 
stinging  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — °  Ulcerative  pain  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach. — °Sensation  as  if  something  would  be 
torn  off  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  especially  when  stooping 
and  making  a  wrong  step. 

Abdomen  — *Distention,  especially  after  eating. — Weight 
in  abdomen.  — *Contractive  abdominal  spasms,  obliging  one  to 
walk  bent.

Stool. — ^Constipation. — * Tenesmus  at  stool,  with  nausea 
and  tearing  or  pinching  in  abdomen. — *  Watery  or  slimy , 
gelatinous,  red  or  with  yellow  or  white  streaks,  frothy,  also 
bloody  diarrhoeic  stools. — °  White  stools. — ° Nightly  diar- 
rhoea, with  violent  colic,  passing  off  after  stool. — ^Involuntary 
discharge  of  faeces,  Especially  at  night  during  sleep. — Short- 
ness of  breath  during  stool. —  Tingling  and  itching  in  the 
anus  and  rectum. — Protrusion  of  the  varices  with  soreness, 
after  a  soft  stool. — ° Alternate  constipation  and  diarrhoea. 

Urine. — °Retention  of  urine. — * Frequent  urging  to  urinate, 
day  and  night,  with  increased  discharge. — ^Inability  to  retain 
the  urine,  especially  during  rest,  when  the  urine  passes  off  in- 
voluntarily. Dark  urine  which  soon  becomes  turbid.  — Urine 
whitish  and  turbid. — Watery  urine  with  sediment  of  a  snowy 
white. — Swelling  up  of  the  urethra  — Double  stream. — 
Ischuria,  with  discharge  of  drops  of  blood-red  urine,  with 
tenesmus. 

Male  Parts. — Bad  eruptions  on  the  sexual  parts. — Inflam- 
mation of  the  glans. — Humid  vesicle  on  the  glans. — Swelling 
of  the  glans  and  prepuce. — Paraphimosis  of  the  prepuce. — 
Red  spots  on  the  inner  prepuce. — Swelling  and  thickening  of 
the  scrotum. — -Humid  eruptions  on  the  scrotum. — Frequent 
nocturnal  erections,  with  urging  to  urinate. — Violent  desire 
for  an  embrace  towards  morning. 
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Fcmal6  Parts. — °M.enses  too  soon  and  *profuse. — °Menses 
too  long. — Discharge  of  blood  of  pregnant  women. — Sore- 
ness and  stinging  in  the  vagina. — °Metritis  ? — °The  lochia 
become  again  bloody.  — °Metrorrhagia  with  coagula  and 
labour-like  pains. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Frequent,  almost  spasmodic 
sneezing. — Discharge  of  a  quantity  of  mucus  from  the  nose, 
without  catarrh. — °Dryness  and  ^stoppage  of  the  nose. 

Windpipe.  — Hoarseness  and  roughness  of  the  larynx,  with 
raw  and  sore  feeling  in  the  chest. — Feeling  of  coldness  in  the 
larynx,  when  drawing  breath. — Liable  to  getting  choked  when 
swallowing. — Hot  vapour  from  the  windpipe. — Constrictive 
sensation  in  the  throatpit,  after  a  short  walk.— -°Influenza.— 
Cough  caused  by  a  tickling  in  the  air-passages,  generally  short 
and  dry.  with  anxiety  and  short  breathing,  especially  in  the 
evening  and  before  midnight — *  Evening  cough,  with  vomiting 
of  the  ingesta. — Morning  cough,  after  waking,— Short  cough, 
with  bitter  taste  in  mouth,  in  the  evening  after  lying  down 
and  early  in  the  morning  after  waking. — Cough  with  pain  in 
the  stomach  or  with  concussion  of  the  chest  and  head.-- -°Cough 
with  expectoration  of  bright-red  blood,  and  a  qualmish  feeling 
in  the  chest. — Chronic  haemoptysis. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Dyspnoea  after  a  short  walk. 
— *  Anxious  oppression  of  the  chest,  -also  at  night.— Short 
breathing  in  the  evening,  with  tension  across  the  chest. — 
°Anxious  oppression  as  if  the  breath  were  arrested  in  the  pit 
of  the  stomach. — Weakness  of  the  chest  after  a  walk  in  the 
open  air,  impeding  speech. — Constrictive  sensation  in  the 
chest. — *  Stitches  in  the  chest  and  sides  of  the  chest,  especially 
when  sitting  bent,  talking  or  taking  a  long  breath,  less  fre- 
quently when  walking,  sneezing  or  moving  about. —  Creeping 
in  the  chest,  with  tension  in  the  pectoral  muscles,  worse  dur- 
ing rest. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  chest. — p  Typhoid  pneumonia, 
— Weak  and  tremulous  feeling  about  the  heart. — Violent  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart  when  sitting  still. — °Stitching  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  heart  with  painful  lameness  and  numbness  of  the 
left  arm. — °Galactirrhoea  or  else  suppression  of  milk  in  the 
case  of  nursing  females. 

Trunk* — *  Bruising  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  especial- 
ly when  touching  the  parts  and  during  rest. — Painful  stiff- 
ness of  the  small  of  the  back. — Drawing  and  stitching  in 
the  back,  especially  when  sitting  still  and  stooping. — Rheu- 
matic tearing  between  the  scapulae,  worse  in  the  cold,  less  in 
the  warmth. — Opisthotonos. — Rheumatic  stiffness  of  the  nape 
of  the  neck  and  neck,  with  painful  tension  when  moving  those 
parts. — Painful  swelling  of  the  axillary  glands. — °Spraining 
pain  in  the  shoulders  and  back.— Curvature  of  the  spine. 
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Upper  Extremities. — °  Tearing  and  burning  in  the  shoul- 
der, with  lameness  of  the  arm.,  especially  in  the  cold  season, 
during  rest  and  in  bed. — °  Coldness,  immobility  and  insensibi- 
lity of  the  arm. — °Osseous  swelling  on  the  arm,  with  burning 
and  ichorous  ulcers. — *  Erysipelatous  swelling  and  burning- 
itching  pustules  on  the  arms,  hands  and  fingers. — Red  spots 
on  the  arras. — Jerking,  stinging  and  tearing  in  the  upper 
arms. — Jerking  tearing  in  the  elbow,  wrist  and  finger-joints,

— Itching  and  s]iraining  pain  in  the  ankles, 
when  putting  the  foot  down.— * Swelling  of  the  feet,  °also 
particularly  in  the  evening,  °or  inflammatory,  erysipelatous. 
—  Numbness  and  deadness  of  the  feet. — Contraction  of  the 
toes. — Corns,  with  burning  and  soreness.

General  Symptoms. — *  Pains  as  if  bruised,  or  as  from  a 
fall  or  contusion,  in  the  limbs,  joints  and  bones,  especially 
when  touching  the  parts.—  ^Burning  and  gnawing  pains  in 
the  periosteum. — Pressive,  crampy  drawing  and  tearing  in 
the  limbs. — Sensation  as  if  crowded  in  the  whole  body,  with 
dyspnoea. — Debility  and  heaviness  in  the  limbs,  especially 
when  sitting,  with  great  restlessness  in  the  limbs. — Totter- 
ing, staggering  gait,  on  account  of  weakness  of  the  thighs. — 
When  sitting  down,  after  a  short  walk,  all  the  limbs  feel 
bruised,  with  painfulness  of  the  small  of  the  back  and  loins. 
— °The  pains  in  the  limbs  are  worse  during  rest  and  in 
damp  and  cold  weather;  they  abate  during  motion. 

Skin. — Erysipelatous  inflammations. — ° Liable  to  becoming 
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chafed,  especially  when  riding  on  horseback  or  walking,  also 
in  the  case  of  children. — °Inflamed  ulcers. — °  Warts.— ° Ana- 
sarca.— ° Contusion  and  injuries  of  the  bones  and  the  perios- 
teum. 

Sleep. — He  wakes  with  a  loud  cry  when  touched  ever  so 
gently. — Tossing  about  at  night. 

FeVer.  —  Shuddering  and  chilliness  even  near  the  warm 
stove. —Heat  all  over,  with  anxious  restlessness  as  if  one 
would  die,  stoppage  of  breath  and  headache. — °Frequent 
flushes  of  heat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiety  as  if  proceeding  from  the  con- 
science.— Disputative. — Dissatisfied,  with  whining  mood. — 
*Melancholy  depression  of  spirits. 

SentlCIlt  Sphere. — Frequent  absence*of  thoughts. — Verti- 
go as  if  one  would  fall. 

Head. — Stupifying  pressure  on  the  whole  brain,  with  rest- 
lessness.— Beating  pain  in  forehead,  evening  and  early  in  the 
morning. — Heat  in  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head  —Stinging  or  tensive  drawing 
in  the  pericranium. —  Gnawing  itching  on  the  head. — Tuber- 
cles on  the  hairy  scalp,  sore  to  the  touch,  making  their  ap- 
pearance after  a  tearing  had  been  felt  in  those  spots. — Small 
ulcers  on  the  hairy  scalp. — ° Humid  scurfs  on  the  hairr 
scalp. 

Eyes. — ° Pains  in  the  eyes  caused  by  straining. — Itching 
smarting  in  the  canthi. — Pressure  in  the  eyes. — Burning  in  the 
eyes  when   reading  by  candle-light. — Twitching  or  the  orbi- 

culares  muscles. — Spasms  of  the  lids. — Disposition  to  stare. 

Lachrymation%  Especially  in  the  open  air. — '^Incipient  amau- 
rosis, with  misty  sight  and  complete  dimness  at  a  distance, 
Especially  when  caused  by  straining  the  eyes  in  consequence 
of  reading  too  much. — Muscse  volitantes. — °  Near-sighted. — 
°Eed  halo  around  the  candle-light. 

Jjars# — Scratching  sensation  with  pressure  in  the  ears. — 
Itching  stitches  in  the  ear. —  Contusive  pain  in  the  cartilage 
and  below  the  mastoid  process. 

tfose.— -Hard,  sharp  pressure  at  the  root  of  the  nose. — 
Sweat  on  the  dorsum  of  the  nose. — *Nose-bleed. 

Face- — Pain  in  the  periosteum,  as  if  bruised  or  contused. 
— Itching  and  gnawing  in  the  face. — Erysipelas  on  the  fore- 
head.— Pimples  on  the  lips. — °Acne  rosacea. 

Teeth. — Digging  toothache. — The  gums  are  painful  and 
bleed  readily. 

Month  and  Throat. — Dry  and  viscid  mouth.  —  Sore 
throat  as  from  a  lump  behind  the  palate. 

Appetite,  &C. — Aversion  to  food  after  the  first  mouthful, 
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with  sensation  of  fulness  and  satiety  in  the  epigastrium,  the 
appetite  being  good. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— *Empty  eructations.— °Putrid  eruc- 
tations after  eating  meat. — *Nausea  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
— °Sudden  nausea  when  eating,  with  vomiting  of  the  In- 
gesta. 

Stomach. — Burning  or  aching-gnawing  pain  at  the  sto- 
mach.— Tearing  stitches  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — *Pinch- 
ing  in  the  stomach  after  eating  bread  and  butter. 

Abdomen. — Gnawing  pressure  in  the  region  of  the  liver. — 
Throbbing  and  pecking  in  left  hypochondrium. — °Painful 
swelling  of  the  spleen.— *Gnawing  in  the  abdomen.  -—Bruising 
pain  in  the  bowels,  with  digging  in  the  lumbar  region. — Cut- 
ting pinching  in  the  sides  of  the  abdomen. — Stitching  pro- 
ceeding from  the  abdomen  upwards,  when  sitting  down. — 
Cold  or  burning  sensation  in  the  abdomen. — ° Worm-colic,  in 
children. — Stitches  in  the  abdominal  muscles,  obliging  one  to 
draw  the  abdomen  in. 

8tOOl. — Difficult  stool,  with  violent  pressing. — Stool  like 
sheep's  dung. — Blood  at  stool. — ^Prolapsus  of  the  rectum  at 
stool.  —Tearing  in  the  rectum.  —  °Frequent  urging,  with 
scanty,  soft  evacuations.  —  ° Alternate  mucous  diarrhoea  and 
constipation. 

UriBC — Hurried  urging  to  urinate,  with  pressing  on  the 
bladder  and  scanty  discharge. — * Pressing  on  the  Madder,  al- 
so between  and  after  the  acts  of  urinating. — °Green  urine  in 
small  quantity,  with  constant  urging.— °Nocturnal  enuresis. 
— QIn voluntary  emission  of  urine,  in  bed,  and  also  during  mo- 
tion in  the  day-time. — °Gravel. 

Sexual  Parts. — ° Corrosive  leucorrhoea  after  the  menstrual 
flow. — °Sterility  1 — °  Miscarriage  ? 

Windpipe. — Cough  after  lying  down  in  the  evening,  with 
expectoration  of  agood  deal  of  tenacious  mucus,  and  inclination 
to  vomit.— Shrill  cough,  at  night,  with  scraping  in  the  chest. 
— p Expectoration  of  thick,  yellow  mucus,  almost  without 
cough. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Shortness  of  breath,\with  dysp- 
noea.— °Phthisis  pulmonalis,  after  mechanical  injuries. — 
Pressure  at  the  chest,  with  feeling  of  fulness.- — Nightly  com- 
pression of  the  lower  part  of  the  chest. — Stitches  in  the  chest, 
frequently  with  arrest  of  breathing,  especially  when  going  up- 
stairs. 

Trunk. — Bruising  pain  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back, 
frequently  with  arrest  of  breathing. — °Stitching  in  the  small 
of  the  back,  especially  when  sitting,  going  off  when  pressing 
on  the  parts  with  the  hand. 
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Upper  Extremities. — Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the  shoulder- 
joints,  especially  when  the  arms  are  hanging  down  or  leaning 
on  something. — Contusive  pain  in  the  elbow-joint. — °Numb- 
ness  and  tingling  in  the  hands,  after  making  an  effort. — Bruis- 
ing pain  in  the  forearms  and  in  the  bones  and  joints  of  the 
hands. — °  Luxation  of  the  wrist-joint.  -—  °The  wrist-joint  is 
painful  when  lifting  any  thing  heavy. — ° Laming  stiffness  of 
the  joint,  worse  in  cold  and  damp  weather. 

Lower  Extremities* '-—Bruising  pain  of  the  hip-joints  and 
femora,  especially  when  touching  or  stretching  them,  —  Weak- 
ness in  the  femora  as  if  broken,  when  rising  from  a  seat  — 
Tremulous  weakness  and  laming  heaviness  of  the  knees  and 
legs,  not  allowing  one  to  stand  firmly. — ■*  Giving  way  of  the 
knees,  especially  when  going  down-stairs. — Burning-gnawing 
pain  in  the  metatarsal  bones,  not  allowing  one  to  put  the  foot 
down. — °Sensation  of  contraction  in  the  hamstrings. — ° Fistu- 
lous ulcers  on  the  legs. 

116.— SABADILLA. 

General  Symptoms. — Painful  *  drawing  in  the  limbs,  -as 
if  in  the  marrow,  with  disposition  to  stretch  the  limbs. — 
Scraping  and  cutting  in  the  bones,  especially  in  the  articular 
extremities,  abating  during  rapid  motion. — Pecking  and  dull 
pressive  stitches,  here  and  there. —  Creeping  in  the  limbs. — 
Inflammation  of  internal  organs. — Convulsions. — Worm- 
symptoms,  also  of  taenia.— Awkward  movements. — The  limbs 
feel  languid  and  heavy,  especially  from  ten  to  twelve  o'clock. 
— Many  pains  first  appear  on  the  right,  afterwards  on  the  left 
side. — Cold  increases  the  pains. 

Skill. — Burning-tingling  stinging  under  the  skin. — *Red 
streaks,  spots  and  points  here  and  there,  more  perceptible  in 
the  cold. 

Sleep. — Superficial  sleep  in  the  evening,  with  strange  ideas 
passing  through  the  mind. 

Fever.  —  Fever  without  thirst,  principally  coldness,  with  but  a 
few  paroxysms  of  heat,  more  particularly  in  the  face  and  on  the 
hands. —  Chilliness  ;  or  else  external  coldness,  and  with  shak- 
ing of  the  limbs  without  a  chill,  with  little  thirst  or  none  at 
all,  followed  by  heat  with  little  thirst;  this  is  either  accompanied 
or  succeeded  by  sweat. — During  the  chilliness,  pain  in  the 
upper  ribs,  dry  spasmodic  cough,  tearing  in  all  the  limbs  and 
bones. — During  the  heat:  delirium,  yawning  and  stretching. 
— During  the  sweat :  sleep. — °Quotidian,  tertian,  and  very 
obstinate  quartan  fevers,  setting  in  at  a  regular  hour,  with 
loss  of  appetite,  oppressive  distention  of  the  stomach,  pain 
15 
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in  the  chest,  cough,  debility,  chilliness  and  thirst  between  the 
chill  and  heat. 

Emotive   Sphere. — *  Anguish  with  restlessness. — Rage. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Illusions  of  the  fancy  in  reference  to 
one's-self,  such  as  if  the  body  had  fallen  away  like  a  dead 
body,  as  if  the  stomach  were  corroded,  &c  — Vertigo  with 
blackness  of  sight,  after  rising  from  a  seat. 

Head. — Tensive  headache,  especially  when  making  an  in- 
tellectual effort.—  *Stvpifying  headache,  in  the  forehead  and 
temples.  — Painful  heaviness  of  the  head. — Turning-screwing 
headache,  after  every  walk.— Painful  pulsations  in  the  head. 
Burning  creeping  and  prickling  on  the  forehead  and  hairy 
scalp.  —Lice  (from  applying  the  drug  externally). 

Eyes. — Smarting  burning  in  the  eyes.  —  *Lachrymation,  in 
the  open  air,  when  coughing,  looking  at  the  light,  or  when 
experiencing  the  least  pain  any  where. 

Ears. —  Tickling  of  the  outer  ears. — Burning  itching  and 
stinging  of  the  lobules. — Buzzing  and  reports  in  the  ears. — 
Boring  in  the  parotid  glands. 

JVose. — Itching  tingling  and  contractive  smarting  in  the 
nose — Sensitive  to  the  smell  of  garlic. 

Face. — Hot  face,  with  burning  redness,  especially  after 
drinking  wine. — Spots  on  the  skin  of  the  face,  like  herpes. — 
Itching  prickling  of  the  lips. — Boring  in  the  jaw  and  sub- 
maxillary glands. 

Teeth. — Stinging  pains  in  the  molar  teeth. — Bluish 
gums. — Stinging  in  the  gums. 

Mouth. — *Mouth  and  tongue  feel  as  if  sore  and  burnt. — 
Stinging  or  *sore  burning  at  the  tip  of  the  tongue. — Bluish  tip 
of  the  tongue. —  Confluence  of  sweetish  saliva  in  the  mouth. — 
°Thick  yellow  coating  on  the  tongue. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  as  from  a  plug. — Pressure  and  burn- 
ing in  the  throat. — Dry  throat. — Rough  throat,  with  constant 
desire  to  swallow. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — ^Repulsively  bitter,  or  else  °nau- 
seously  sweet  taste. — Desire  for  cold  water,  milk  and  beer, 
even  early  in  the  morning. — Hunger  with  aversion  to  food, 
especially  to  meat,  coffee,  wine,  and  sour  things. — Canine  hun- 
ger, especially  morning  and  evening,  more  particularly  a 
desire  for  honey  and  dishes  made  of  flour. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Eructations,  sometimes  with  shud- 
dering.— Heartburn. — * Inclination  to  vomit, — sometimes  with 
shuddering,  abating  after  eating, — °  Vomiting  of  lumbrici. 

Stomach. — Digging  in  pit  of  stomach  with  soreness  when 
pressing  upon  it. — Frequent  tightness  of  breathing  in  pit  of 
stomach,  with  anxiety.— -Warm  feeling  in  pit  of  stomach, 
with  burning  at  stomach. — °Gastritis  ? 
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Abdomen. — Scraping  with  pressure,  in  region  of  liver. — 
Digging  drawing  in  liver,  with  soreness  when  pressing  upon 
it. — °Worm  colic. —  Cutting  in  abdomen. — Boring,  digging 
and  fermentation  or  shifting  of  flatulence  in  the  whole  abdo- 
men.—Feeling  of  coldness  or  else  burning  in  the  abdomen. — 
Spasmodic  contraction  of  the  abdominal  muscles. — Red  spots 
and  dots  on  the  abdomen. 

Stool. —  Constipation. — Brown,  or  else  fermented  diarrhceic 
stools,  mixed  with  blood  and  mucus. — Pinching,  tearing  and 
tingling  in  the  rectum. — °Taenia. 

Urilie. — Turbid  urine. — Burning  when  urinating. 

Male  Parts. — Tingling  and  aching  pain  in  the  testes. — 
Crab-lice  (caused  by  applying  the  drug  externally). 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Stoppage  of  one  or  the  other  nos- 
tril.— Discharge  of  thickish,  white,  transparent  nasal  mucus, 
without  catarrh. — ° Fluent  catarrh,  with  altered  features  and 
dulness  of  the  head. 

Windpipe. — Husky  voice. — *Cough  °when  lying  down. — 
°Deep  dull  cough  with  bloody  expectoration. — °  When  cough 
ing,  vomiting,  stinging  in  the  vertex  and  pains  in  the  stomach. 
— Cough  with  expectoration  and  stitches  in  the  chest. 

Chest  and  Respiration.  — Oppressed  breathing  as  from  a 
stone  on  the  chest. — *Short  breath. — Wheezing  breathing. — 
Burning  in  the  chest, — Stitching  in  the  side  of  the  chest,  es- 
pecially when  coughing  or  drawing  breath,  with  inability  to 
lie  on  one's  side. — Pleuritis. — Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with 
throbbing  in  the  whole  body. — Red  spots  and  dots  on  the 
chest. 

Trunk. — Sensation  from  the  scapulas  to  the  chest  as  if  con- 
stricted, with  sensation  as  if  the  blood  had  ceased  to  circu- 
late, worse  in  the  cold. 

Upper  Extremities. — Convulsive  motions  of  the  arms. — 
Red  spots,  streaks  and  points  on  the  arms  and  hands, — Peck- 
ing stitches  in  the  forearms. — Contraction  of  the  fingers. — 
Yellow  spots  on  the  fingers. — The  skin  on  the  sides  of  the 
nails  peels  off.

Skill. — Itching  of  the  skin,  with  soreness  and  ulcerated  or 
scurfy  places  after  scratching.

Sleep. — Restless  sleep,  with  rushes  of  blood,  heat  and 
sweat. — Continual  dreams  full  of  mental  labour.— Talking 
and  loud  sniffing  during  sleep.

Fever. — ^Flushes  of  heat,  °also  as  if  a  stream  of  hot  water 
were  flowing  from  the  chest  to  the  abdomen, — Burning  heat, 
speedily  alternating  with  chilliness  and  shuddering. — °Heat 
with  dry  skin  and  frequent  pulse. — *  Irritated,  hard,  frequent 
pulse. — Soft,  full,  tremulous,  and  compressible  pulse,  in 
pneumonia. — Copious  sweats. — intermittent  fever. — °Marsh 
fever.— °Hectic  fevers. 

Emotive  and  Sentient  Spheres.— Anxiety  previous  to 

the  vomiting. — Delirium. — *  Vertigo,  Especially  when  turn- 
ing the  head  rapidly,  or  raising  the  eyes. — Vertigo,  with 
ringing  in  the  ears,  rising  of  air,  and  tickling  in  the  throat.  — 
Vertigo  with  nausea  and  obscuration  of  sight,  previous  to  the 
vomiting. 

Head. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  humming  in  the 
ears,  flushes  of  heat  and  flow  of  water  in  the  mouth. — *He~ 
micrania,  with  bitter  vomiting,  °generally  commencing  early 
in  the  morning,  abating  during  sleep. — Throbbing  in  the

Roaring. 

NOSC. — Hot  feeling  in  nose. — Anosmia. — Smell  as  of 
roast  onions. — °  Poly  pus. 

Face. — Feeling  of  fulness  in  the  face. — The  face  is  red 
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and  bloated,  with  feeling  of  stiffness. — Burning  and  redness 
of  ike  face. — ° Circumscribed  redness  of  one  or  both  cheeks. 
— Dry  feeling  of  the  lips. 

Teeth. —  Toothache  on  waking,  right  side,  with  headache  on 
that  side. — The  toothache  is  aggravated  by  cold  water,  and 
moderated  by  warm  drinks. 

Mouth. — Flow  of  saliva,  with  loose  teeth.— °  Tongue  as  if 
peeled  off,  with  soreness  as  if  ulcerated.— Loss  of  taste. 

Throat* — Burning,  especially  after  eating  sweet  things. — 
Swelling  of  the  throat  as  if  closed,  worse  when  sicallowing. — 
°Sore  throat. 

Appetite*,  &C« — *No  appetite,  with  tongue  coated  white. 
— Sugar  tastes  bitter  and  causes  a  burning. — *  Dyspepsia. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Empty,  spasmodic  eructations. — 
Heartburn  with  loathing. — *  Frequent  nausea,  also  with  spit- 
ting.—  Vomiting,  preceded  by  anguish,  empty  urging  to  stool 
and  other  ailments. — Vomiting,  with  diarrhoea  and  debility-. 
Stomach. — Heat  in  stomach. — Bounding  sensation  in  sto- 
mach.— ° Gastritis  % 

Abdomen. — Pains  in  hypochandria,  with  vertigo  and  lan- 
guor.— °Torpor  of  the  liver. — *  Sensation  of  a  hot  stream 
from  the  chest  downwards,  °a1so  succeeded  by  diarrhoea. —

— The  os-tincee  are  open,  with 
flatus  from  the  vagina. — ° Ailments  at  the  critical  age. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.-— A crid  fiuent  coryza,  with  sore 
nostrils,  lachrymation  of  the  right  eye,  and  diarrhoea. 

Windpipe. — Dry  cough  during  sleep,  not  passing  off  until 
one  passes  wind  upwards  and  downwards. — *  Cough  with  ex- 
pectoration, °with  flushes  on  the  ciictks  and  pain  in  the  chest. — 
°Whooping-cough  1 

Chest,  &c— °Pairi  in  the  chest,  with  periodical  dry  or 
loose  cough. — °Dyspncea,  with  livid  colour  of  the  face  and 
hands,  in  a  case  of  typhoid  pneumonia. — °Pressure  and  burn- 
ing in  the  chest,  with  subsequent  heat  in  the  abdomen  and 
diarrhoea.

—  Evening-heat, 
wdth  rush  of  blood,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  sweat  on  the 
forehead. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiety,  with  trembling  of  the  feet. 
— Fitful  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere.  — Vertigo  when  staring  at  an  object. — 
Vertigo,  with  nausea  and  sour  eructations.

— Con- 
tractive colic  —  Stitching  in  sides  of  abdomen,  especially  the 
left.— Empty  feeling  in  abdomen,  with  borborygmi, — Torpor 
of  the  intestines. 

StOOl.—  Difficult  and  painful  stool,  with  contractive  pain  in 
bowels,  and  violent  pressing.  —  °Chronic  constipation,  with 
violent  urging  to  urinate. — Viscid  stool.— Acrid  diarrhoeic 
stools,  with  colic— Fainting  during  stool.— Soreness  and 
burning  itching  of  the  anus, — °Blood  at  stool. 

Urine.  —  Tenesmus  of  the  bladder,  with  discharge  of  a 
white,  turbid  matter  and  mucus.  —  Frequent  emission  of  a 
quantity  of  watery  urine,  day  and  night,  sometimes  without 
sensation  in  the  urinary  passages.

Stool.— Constipation.— Hair-shaped  threads  in  the  stool. 

Urine.  —  Red  urine,  evening.  —  Dribbling.— °  Gleet. 

Male  Parts.—  Itching.—  Impotence. — Oozing  out  of  the 
semen,  during  sleep. — Discharge  of  the  prostatic  fluid. — 
Weak  and  out  of  humour,  after  an  embrace. 

Catarrhal   Symptoms. — Hawking-up  of  phlegm,  with 

lumps  of  blood. — Racking  cough,  early,  with  expectoration 
of  blood  and  mucus. 

Chest,  &C— At  night  one's  breath  is  stopped  by  pains  in 
the  chest,  side  and  small  of  the  back. 

Trunk. — Stiffness  of  the  cervical  muscles. 

Extremities* — Rash  on  the  forearm. — Pustules  on  the 
hands.— Itching  pustules  on  the  thighs. — Flat  ulcers  on  the 
legs.

*Hot  face,  frequently. — Face  pale  and  bloated.— °Erysipelas 
and  swelling  of  one  side  of  the  face  (proceeding  from  the  de- 
cayed root  of  a  tooth). — inflammatory  swelling  of  the  face, 
with  pimples  having  a  yellow  scurf  and  close  together. — 
°Crusta  lacfea. — °Herpes,  scurfs  and  *black  pores  in  the  face. 
— *Itching  and  eruption  in  the  face  and  on  the  forehead,  also 
like  a  red  and  rough  skin. — Tumours  on  the  forehead. — Draw- 
ing pains  in  the  face.

Fever.— Chilliness  even  at  night. — °  Evening -intermittent 
fevers,  consisting  of  mere  coldness.  —External  burning  heat, 
with  vascular  excitement  and  thirst. — At  night,  violent  heat 
in  the  hands  and  feet,  obliging  one  to  uncover  them. — Dis- 
position to  sweat,  in  the  day-time,  even  when  sitting  quiet.-— 
* Profuse  night-sweats,  also  having  a  putrid  odour. 

Emotive  Sphere. — *  Hypochondriac  mood,  with  indif- 
ference to  every  thing. — *Sadness,  with  dread  of  the  future. 
— *  Weeping,  with  anxiety  for  one's  condition. — Longing  for 
death. — Anxious  restlessness  driving  one  from  place  to  place. 
— *  III -humour  with  excessive  peevishness. — *He  is  so  angry, 
that  he  wants  to  push  every  thing  away  from  him. — Not 
disposed  to  talk  or  to  do  any  mental  labour. — °Very  sensi- 
tive. 

Sentient  Sphere.—  Weak  memory. — Dulness  of  intellect 
■ — Images  from  the  past  crowd  upon  the  fancy. — Illusion  as 
though  every  thing  were  far  below  him  and  he  himself  were 
much  taller.— The  head  feels  dull  and  confused.—  Vertigo,  in 
bed,  and  when  sitting  in  the  day-time,  abating  when  moving 
about. 

Head. — Headache  on  waking,  as  though  the  brain  were 
torn.  —  Stupifying  pain  in  the  head,  sometimes  alternating 
with  boring. — Heaviness  of  the  head,  especially  above  the  root 
of  the  nose.  — Pressure  with  drawing-tearing  or  stitching,  in 
the  head.— Headache  as  though  the  contents  would  issue 
through  the  forehead,  when  stooping  or  moving  about. — 
Compressive  or  distensive  headache.  — Semilateral  headache  as 
from  a  nail  in  the  brain.— Stitching  headache —The  brain 
feels  loose. 

— Rheumatic-drawing  pain  in 
the  scalp. — Creeping  or  gnawing  itching  of  the  hairy  scalp, 
with  soreness.  —  °  Itching  scabs  on  the  hairy  scalp.  —  *  Humid. 
°fetid  ^scald-head,  with  violent  itching.  —The  hair  falls  out. 

Eyes. — The  eyes  feel  as  if  oppressed  with  sleep. — Pressure 
in  the  eyes,  lids  and  canthi. — Itching  of  the  margins  of  the 
lids. — Itching  and  smarting,  excoriating  sensation  in  the  inner 
canthi. — Smarting  and  burning  in  the  eyes,  when  writing. — 
Severe  stitches  in  the  eyes,  when  straining  them. — *  Ophthal- 
mia, with  red  pimples  around  the  eyes. — * Inflammation  of 
the  margins  of  the  lids. — °  Tubercles  in  the  margins  of  the  lids. 
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— The  eyes  are  very  dry. — Dry  eye-gum  in  the  canthi. — Ag- 
glutination of  the  eyes. — Spasmodic  closing  of  the  lids. — Di- 
minution of  the  visual  power. — Dimness  of  sight,  as  if  the 
eyes  were  full  of  water. — Black  flashes  before  the  eyes,  with 
flickering.  —  Scintillations,  in  the  dark. — Halo  around  the 
candle-light. 

Ears.— Stitching  in  the  ears. — Eruption  behind  the  ears. 
— Hard  hearing  from  enlargement  of  the  tonsils,  especially  af- 
ter abuse  of  mercury. — Ringing. 

IVOSC. —  Ulcerated  nose,  with  scurfs  inside,  high  up. 

Face. — Face  sunken,  piqued,  with  hollow  eyes  surround- 
ed with  blue  margins. — *  Violently  aching  and  throbbing  pain 
in  the  face,  from  the  teeth  to  the  eyes. — ° Inflammation  of  the 
facial  bones,  with  burning  stinging,  or  cutting  drawing  or  tear- 
ing with  pressure. — Itching-stinging  eruption  in  the  face. — 
°One  turns  brown  and  blue,  out  of  chagrin. — The  lips  are 
covered  with  ulcers  and  scurfs,  with  burning  pain. — The  arti- 
culation of  the  jaw  is  liable  to  luxation. — °Painful  *sivelling  of 
the  submaxillary  glands. 

Teeth. — *Toothache  with  swelling  of  the  cheeks  or  °the 
submaxillary  glands. — ° Arthritic  and  rheumatic  toothache. 
— *  Toothache  immediately  after  eating,  also  after  taking  a  cold 
drink  or  inhaling  cold  air,  worst  at  night  or  early  in  the 
morning. — *  Aching-drawing  and  tearing  in  the  decayed  teeth, 
or  in  the  roots  of  sound  teeth  and  in  the  gums. — *Gnawing 
pain  in  decayed  teeth. — Blackness,  exfoliation  and  hollow  de- 
cay of  the  teeth. — The  gums  are  painful,  ^swollen  and  bleed 
readily. — °  Painful  excrescences  and  *  tubercles  on  the  gums. 
— Pale,  white,  ulcerated  gums. 

Mouth. — Mouth  and  tongue  are  covered  with  blisters. —

on  the  tongue  as  from  splinters. — Feeble  voice,  owing  to  a 
weakness  of  the  organs  of  speech. 

Throat. — Throat  rough,  with  soreness  when  talking  or 
swallowing. — Dryness  and  stinging  in  the  throat  and  palate. 
— ^Swelling  of  the  tonsils,  °also  after  abuse  of  mercury. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Taste  flat  and  watery,  food  having 
a  natural  taste. — *Food  tastes  bitter. — Bread  tastes  sour. — 
Appetite,  though  food  has  no  taste. — *Canine  hunger,  even 
after  a  full  meal,  °sometimes  attended  with  waterbrash. — 
Great  desire  for  milk,  °wine,  tobacco  and  liquids. — Tobacco 
smarts  and  causes  heartburn. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *  Eructations,  empty  or  scraping. — 
Waterbrash. — Inclination  to  vomit,  every  morning. — °Salt- 
bitter  eructations  after  eating  meat. — °Sobbing  eructations, 
with  rising  of  bitter  water. 
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Stomach* — *Pressure  at  the  stomach  as  from  a  load, 
early,  in  bed. — Fulness,  pressure  and  stitching  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach. — Digging-up  pain  in  the  stomach.  —  Anxious 
tension  across  the  hypochondria,  early  in  the  morning,  with 
dyspnoea. 

Abdomen. — Tensive  aching  pain  in  abdomen. — Enlarged 
abdomen  of  children. — Drawing  across  the  inner  abdomen. 
— Cutting  in  abdomen,  after  eating  and  drinking,  each  time. 
— Spasmodic  cutting  colic,  with  urging  to  stool.  — Fetid  or 
hot  flatulence.  —  °Weak  feeling  in  abdomen  as  though  it 
would  fall  off. — *  Swelling  of  the  inguinal  glands.  — ° Inguinal 
hernia. 

Stool. — °  Constipation. — Frequent  urging,  with  hard,  scanty, 
thin-shaped  evacuations.  —  Difficult  stool.  —  °  Dysenteric 
stools,  with  urging  and  cutting  in  the  bowels  previous  to, 
during,  and  after  stool.  —  Diarrhoeic  stools  with  much  fla- 
tulence.—  Imperceptible  discharge  of  thin  stool.  —  During 
stool:  burning  cutting,  pressure  and  constriction  of  the 
anus. 

Urine. — *  Frequent  urging,  with  scanty  emission  of  dark 
urine,  either  in  a  thin  stream  or  drop  by  drop — Frequent 
emission  of  red  urine. — *Profuse  emission  of  watery  urine, 
with  frequent  urging.  —  Involuntary  spirting  out  of  urine 
during  cough. — Urging  after  urinating,  as  though  some  urine 
had  remained  in  the  bladder,  with  burning  in  the  urethra  f 
which  is  also  felt  during  micturition. — ° Painful  micturition. 

Male  Parts.  —  Soft,  humid  excrescences  on  the  glans 
and  behind. — °Figwarts. — ° Orchitis,  -with  burning  stinging 
or  aching  drawing  and  tearing. — Excited  sexual  desire,  with 
frequent  erections. — Voluptuous  itching  of  the  scrotum,  in- 
ducing a  desire  for  an  embrace. — Frequent  emissions,  even 
during  the  siesta. — Dyspnoea  after  an  embrace. 

Female  Parts. — They  are  painfully  sensitive.  — Stinging 
itching  and  smarting  of  the  pudendum.  — °Ovaritis  ? — Menses 
too  soon. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms* — Profuse  fluent  coryza,  with  stop- 
page of  one  nostril,  sneezing  and  lachrymation. — °  Coryza 
with  ulcerated  nostrils.  — * Stoppage  of  the  nose,  Especially 
of  the  posterior  nares. 

Windpipe.  —  *IIoarseness  with  a  good  deal  of  phlegm  ad- 
hering to  the  larynx  and  chest. — °Pressure  and  contraction  in 
the  throat-pit,  after  chagrin,  worse  when  swallowing. — 
°Roughness  of  the  larynx  after  much  talking. — *Cough  caused 
by  titillation,  only  in  the  day-time. — *  Violent  cough  with  ex- 
pectoration of  tenacious  mucus,  in  the  evening,  after  lying 
down. —  *  Cough,  with  yellow,  purulent  expectoration,  °espe-

cially  at  night. — Cough  with  raising  of  blood. — Ulcerative 
pain  in  the  chest  when  coughing. 

Chest,  &C. — °Spasms  of  the  diaphragm,  after  chagrin. — 
Pressure  at  the  clrest,  with  heaviness  in  the  chest,  when  sit- 
ting, abating  when  walking. — *  Contractive  oppression,  and 
great  uneasiness  in  the  chest. — Stitches  in  the  chest. — Sore 
and  ulcerative  pain  in  the  chest. — Tremor  of  the  heart  after 
the  least  exercise  and  mental  effort,  also  when  listening  to 
music  and  after  the  siesta. — Rash  on  the  chest,  with  redness 
and  itching  in  the  warmth. — Herpetic  eruption  on  the  lower 
ribs,  with  burning  itching. 

Trunk*  —  Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  broken  or 
sprained,  especially  during  rest,  mostly  at  night  and  early  in 
the  morning. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  when  rising  from 
a  seat  and  when  turning  the  body  in  bed. — Severe  stitches 
along  the  back  from  below  upwards. — °Abscess  in  the  psoas- 
muscle. — Rheumatic- drawing  pressure  and  tension  in  the  nape 
of  the  neck,  with  stiffness. — Itching  pimples  on  the  neck.— 
° Swelling  of  th?  cervical,  posterior  cervical  and  axillary  glands. 
— Stitches  in  the  axilla. 

Upper  Extremities.— Pressure  on  the  shoulders.— Stiff- 
ness of  the  shoulder-joints,  early  in  the  morning. — Bone-pain 
in  the  arms,  when  moving  them. — Laming  aching-drawing 
and  stitching  tearing  in  the  arms,  shoulders,  hands  and  lingers. 
— Painful  pressure  in  the  humerus.— Herpes  on  the  hands. 
— Numbness  of  the  tips  of  the  fingers. — Jerking  tearing  in 
the  fingers,  especially  in  the  tips. — Arthritic  nodosities  on  the 
finger -joints. — Cramp  in  the  fingers. —  Convulsive  motions  of 
the  fingers. 
^  Lower  Extremities. — °Coxagra,  with  throbbing  pains  as 
if  suppuration  had  set  in  ? — Stiffness  of  the  hip-joints,  early. 
— Painful  weakness  of  the  thighs  and  legs,  especially  the  knee- 
joints.—  Itching  herpes  on  the  thighs  and  legs. — Drawing 
stitching  in  the  knees  and  knee-joints. — Tearing  and  drawing 
with  pressure,  also  along  the  tibiae  and  metacarpal  bones. — 
Nightly  cramp  in  the  calves  and  soles. — Swelling  of  the  dorsa 
of  the  feet. — Swelling  of  a  metacarpal  bone. — Burning  itch- 
ing of  the  toes  as  after  getting  frozen. 

131.-STRMI0NIUM. 

General  Symptoms. — Drawing,  laming,  spasmodic  pains 
in  the  muscles  and  joints  of  the  extremities, — Sensation  as  if 
the  extremities  had  been  detached  from  the  body. — Contrac- 
tive cramp  in  the  extremities. —  Creeping  in  the  extremities. — 
Gradual  contraction  and  extension  of  the  limbs. — *  Various 
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kinds  of  spasms,  °also  when  caused  by  fright  or  mercurial 
vapours.— *  I'etanus. ~*Opisihotonos. — °Hysteric  spasms  and 
other  complaints. — Rigidity  and  contraction  of  single  limbs. 
— *  Cataleptic  stiffness  of  the  whole  body. — The  limbs  are 
either  heavy  or  moved  with  great  ease. — °  Chorea.—*  Convul- 
sive motions,  especially  when  touched  or  when  looking  at  some 
bright  object  (looking-glass,  light,  water)  or  they  appear 
periodically. — ° Epileptiform  convulsions,  with  consciousness, 
• — Fainting  fits  with  stertorious  breathing.  —  Trembling  of  the 
limbs. — Unsteadiness  of  the  limbs  when  standing  or  walking. 
— *  Paralysis,  °also  after  apoplexy. — Debility, — Suppression 
of  the  secretions. 

Skin. — Suppression  of  cutaneous  eruptions.  —  Creeping 
under  the  skin. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  day-time. — Deep  sleep  with  stertor- 
ous breathing,  screaming  and  shouting. —  Coma  with  a  comic- 
ally-solemn look  on  waking. — Kneeling  in  bed,  and  starting 
up  when  touched  ever  so  gently,  with  screams  and  wild 
gestures. 

Fever. —  Coldness  of  the  whole  body,  especially  the  extremi- 
ties, with  general  chilliness  and  starting  of  the  body. — 
Cold  hands  and  feet,  with  red-face. — Heat  with  anxiety  and 
red  cheeks,  or  with  thirst  and  vomiting. — Heat  of  the  head, 
followed  by  coldness  all  over,  heat  and  thirst. — °  Typhus  with 
loss  of  consciousness. — ° Worm-fever  1^-Small,  quick  pulse. — 
Copious  sweat,  also  at  night. 

Emotive  Sphere.--0 Melancholy. — Sadness,  with  anguish 
of  death,  and  violent  weeping,  especially  in  the  evening,  in 
bed. — Anguish  of  conscience.—  Inconsolable  and  very  much 
irritated  by  trifles. — Hurriedness  in  all  one's  movements. — 
— Headstrong. — °Loud  laughter,  alternating  with  excessive 
ill-humour  or  moaning. — Howling  and  moaning.— Constant 
muttering  or  screaming.— Indomitable  rage,  with  desire  to 
kill  somebody,  striking  and  pushing  with  hands  and  feet  and 
desire  to  bite. — ° Hydrophobia? — °At  times  he  feels  indifferent 
towards  his  business,  at  others  he  imagines  he  is  not  able  to 
carry  it  on. — ° Desire  for  company,  light  and  sunshine  ;  dark- 
ness and  solitude  aggravate  the  mental  condition  of  the  pa- 
tient.— This  condition  is  worst  after  the  fall  equinox. 

Sentient  Sphere* —  Loss  of  memory.  —  °Dulness  of  all 
the  senses,  with  insensibility  to  external  impressions. — Loss 
of  consciousness,  with  internal  uneasiness. — Idiocy. — *  Deli- 
rium, also  of  a  frightful  nature, — Illusions  of  the  fancy,  -as 
though  every  thing  around  him  were  very  small,  but  he 
himself  very  tall  and  elevated.  —  *Delirious  talk,  with 
strange  notions.  —  *Mental   derangement.  —  * Mania,   espe- 
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cially  with  an  inexhaustible  variety  of  fanciful  visions,  lasci- 
vious talk,  conversation  with  spirits,  affectation  of  proud  and 
haughty  manners,  dancing,  laughing,  striking  about,  or  con- 
stant alternation  of  ludicrous  gesticulations,  and  sad,  serious 
gestures. — Intoxication  and  stupefaction. —  Vertigo,  with  reel- 
ing, or  with  obscuration  of  sight  and  headache. 

Head. — *  Headache,  °with  obscuration  of  sight  and  hard- 
hearing. — Unpleasant  lightness  and  weakness  in  the  head. — 
*Throbbing  headache  °on  the  vertex,  with  fainting  turns. — 
*Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  in  the  head. — ^Hydro- 
cephalus?— The  head  is  drawn  backwards,  with  convulsive 
motions. — The  head  is  frequently  raised  off  the  pillow. 

Eyes* — Eyes  red  and  sicollen.— Pressure  and  tension  in 
the  eyes  and  lids. — Inflammation  of  the  margins  of  the  lids. 
— Ulceration  of  the  lids. — Lachryniation. — Nocturnal  agglu- 
tination.— Distortion  of  the  eyes. — *The  pupils  are  dilated 
and  insensible.—  *  Obscuration  of  the  eyes. — Passing  blindness. 
— Shortsighted.— Diplopia. — Indistinct,  confused  appearance 
of  the  letters  when  reading. — Objects  appear  coloured  or  in 
an  oblique  position. — Illusion  of  sight. — °Hemeralopia  ? 

Ears. — Wind  rushes  out  of  the  ears.—  Hard  hearing. 

FaCC. — Stupid  and  distorted  features,  with  expression  of 
fear  in  the  gestures. — *Painful  distortion  of  the  features. — 
Deep  wrinkles  in  the  face.— °Friendly  expression  in  the  face, 
°or  the  face  is  swollen  and  turgid  with  blood.  —The  face  is  very 
pale  or  bright  red. — Erysipelas  of  one  side  of  the  face  or 
nose. — ° Circumscribed  redness  of  the  face. — The  lips  are 
dry  and  glued  together. — Yellow  line  in  the  vermillion  bor- 
der.—Trembling  of  the  lips. — Distortion  of  the  mouth. 

Teeth. — Grating  of  the  teeth.—  Throbbing  toothache  as 
though  the  teeth  would  fall  out. 

Month. — Dry  mouth.  —  Profuse  ptyalism. — Bloody  foam  at 
the  mouth.  —  Spitting  of  blood.  —  Swollen  and  paralysed 
tongue.  —  Stuttering.  —  Constant  muttering.  —  Speechless. — 
^Paralysis  of  the  organs  of  speech. 

Throat* — Spasmodic  constriction  of  the  fauces. — *Difli- 
cult  deglutition  -with  stinging  in  the  fauces,  or  with  pressure 
in  the  submaxillary  glands.  —  *  Impeded  deglutition,  -owing  to 
dryness  of  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste* — Loss  of  taste. —  Food  tastes  like 
sand  or  straw. — Constant  bitterness  in  the  mouth,  with  bitter 
taste  of  the  food. —  Violent  thirst,  generally  with  aversion  to 
water  and  every  kind  of  liquid. 

Gastric  Symptoms*  —  Sour  eructations.  —  *  Violent  hic- 
cough, -also  spasmodic. — Watery  vomiting,  with  colic  and 
diarrhoea.—- Vomiting  of  sour-smelling  or  green  mucus.—* 
Vomiting  of  green  vomiting  after  slight  exercise. 
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StOBiach* — Smarting  or  oppressive-aching  pain  at  the  sto- 
mach.— Anxiety  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  laboured 
breathing. — Gastritis. 

Abdomen* — The  abdomen  is  painful  to  contact. — Hard, 
distended  abdomen. — The  abdomen  feels  as  if  bruised,  when 
moving  it. — Tearing  as  if  the  umbilicus  would  be  torn  out. 
— Hysteric  abdominal  spasms. — Swelling  of  the  inguinal 
glands, — Borborygmi. — Flatulence. 

Stool* — Constipation. — Ineffectual  urging. — Stools  having 
a  cadaverous  smell. — Diarrhoea,  with  pain  and  rumbling  in 
the  abdomen. — Discharge  of  coagulated  blood  from  the  anus. 

Urine* — *  Suppression  of  urine.  —  Discharge  of  drops  of 
urine,  with  frequent  urging. — Involuntary  emission  of  urine. 
— (Enuresis.) 

Sexual  Parts. — Sexual  desire  (of  men).— Impotence.— 
Suppression  of  the  menses,  with  discharge  of  coagula  of  black 
blood. — Metrorrhagia. — During  the  menses  the  body  smells 
of  semen,  attended  with  loquaciousness,  drawing  in  the  abdo- 
men and  thighs. — Moaning  and  sighing  after  the  menses. 

Windpipe.— Stoppage  of  the  nose. — *Shrill  voice. 

Chest,  &C* — Apncea.— Laboured,  sobbing  breathing. — 
Suffocative  stoppage  of  breath. — Constrictive  oppression  of 
the  chest. — °Thoracic  spasms  of  hysteric  females,  or  depending 
upon  spasms  of  the  pectoral  muscles? — Pressure  in  the  chest, 
caused  by  talking.  —  Sensation  as  though  something  were 
turning  about  in  the  chest. — °Typhoid  pneumonia  1 

Trunk* — Bruising  pain  in  the  back  when  touching  this 
part. — Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  back  and  small  of  the 
back. —  Opisthotonos. 

Upper  Extremities. — The  arms  are  crossed.--The  arms 
are  convulsively  moved  above  the  head. — Contractive  pain  in 
the  upper  arm,  with  sharp  stitches  in  the  lower  arm. — Con- 
tortion of  the  hands. — Clenching  of  the  hands. — Cramp  in 
the  hands. — Tremour  of  the  hand's. — The  fingers  go  to  sleep. 

Lower  Extremities*  —  Convulsions  of  the  lower  limbs, 
which  come  like  shocks,  with  retraction  of  these  parts. — 
Drawing  in  thighs.— The  feet  turn  over  when  walking. — 
Trembling  of  the  feet. — Contractive  cramp  in  the  feet. 

132.— STRONTIANA  CARBONICA. 

General  Symptoms. — Tearing  in  the  limbs,  especially  the 
joints,  most  violent  in  the  evening  and  at  night,  in  bed. — 
Immobility  of  the  limbs  on  one  side,  as  if  paralysed,  in  the 
evening. — Emaciation. — Trembling  of  the  limbs.— Pains  in- 
crease  and  decrease  gradually. — One  half  of  the  body  is  prin 
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ci  pally  affected.— One  feels  best  in  the  warm  sun,  and  in  a 
warm  place  generally. — Languor  and  weary  feeling  morning 
and  evening. 

Skin. — Tension  of  the  skin  here  and  there,  when  lying  in 
bed. — A  number  of  pimples  here  and  there,  with  burning 
itching,  especially  after  scratching. 

Sleep* — Falls  asleep  late. — Starting  in  the  body,  with 
starting  as  if  in  affright  when  falling  asleep. —  Wakes  fre- 
quently at  night,  especially  in  consequence  of  a  dry  cough. — 
Sleep  full  of  dreams  and  ravings  of  the  fancy. 

Fever. — Chilliness  in  the  forenoon  and  evening. — Heat 
issuing  by  the  nose  and  mouth,  with  thirst. — Nightly,  dry 
heat. — Profuse  sweat  at  night,  with  painfulness  of  the  limb, 
when  uncovering  it. — Sweat  of  the  affected  part. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxiety  with  oppression  and  fear. — 
Ill-humoured  and  irascible.— Forgetful. 

Head* — Headache  with  nausea  and  vertigo. — Pressing  and 
aching  in  the  forehead. — Tensive  headache,  as  though  the  skin 
were  drawn  tightly  over  the  vertex  or  as  if  the  head  were 
distended  from  within  outwards. — Stitclmig  headache, — Vi- 
bratory sensation  in  the  temples,  evening. — Feeling  of  great 
heat  in  the  head  and  face,  during  a  walk  in  the  afternoon, 
with  red  face,  anxiety  and  drowsiness. — ^Burning  in  the 
forehead. 

Eyes. — Burning  of  the  eyes.— Pressure  on  the  upper  sur- 
face of  the  eyeball.— Violent  twitching  of  the  lids.  — Red  and 
blue  borders  before  the  eyes,  after  rubbing  them,  with  pres- 
sure as  from  sand  in  the  eyes. — Flickering  before  the  eyes,— 
Green  spots  before  the  eyes,  in  the  dark.

Skin. — *Itching  over  the  whole  body. — °Red,  itching  spots 
on  the  skin,  or  small,  bluish  spots  as  if  ecchymosed. — °Bad 
consequences  of  mechanical  injuries,  such  as  shocks,  contu- 
sions, &c. — Boils.— Gnawing  in  the  ulcers.—- °Sore  places, 
also  with  gangrenous  suppurations. — Chilblains. — Corns  with 
tearing  and  stitching. — Warts. 

Sleep. — Falls  asleep  la'e  and  wakes  early. — Quite  wakeful. 
— Startings  during  sleep. — Anxious  dreams. — Twitching  of 
the  fingers  during  sleep. 

Fever- — A  feeling  of  warmth  prevails.— °Mucous  fever? 
— Small,  feeble  pulse. — Sweat  during  every  motion. — Pro- 
fuse morning-sweat, 

Emotive  Sphere.  —  Melancholy  depression  of  spirits. — 
Whining  mood. — Foreboding  apprehensive  mood,  with  dis- 
trust.— Restlessness,  impatience. — Irritable, inclining  to  start. 
— Sulky  and  ill-humoured  —Weary  of  life. — Alternate 
serious  and  jocose  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Absence  of  mind. — Dulness  of  com- 
prehension.—Dulness  of  one  side  of  the  head,  as  if  filled 
with  smoke. — Vertigo  when  sitting,  passing  off  in  the  open 
open  air. 

Head. — Headache  which  increases  at  first  and  then  suddenly 
decreases. — Feeling  of  weakness  in  the  head. — Headache  as 
if  the  brain  were  torn  — Oppressive  headache. — Heaviness 
and  feeling  of  fulness  in  the  brain,  as  if  the  head  would  be 
dashed  to  pieces. — Constrictive  feeling  in  the  head. — Jerks 
and  shocks  in  the  head.— Drawing  and  tearing,  or  dull-stitch- 
ing headache. — The  brain  feels  loose. 

Integuments  Of  the  [lead.  —The  outer  head  feels  painful 
as  if  ulceratod. — Itching  and  eruption  on  the  hairy  scalp. — 
The  hairs  turn  gray  and  fall  out. 

EyeSi — ^Burning  pressure  in  the  eyes,  in  the  open   air,  or 
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when  looking  at  any  thing  steady  in  the  room. — Tension  in. 
the  lids,  early  in  the  morning.  —  Smarting,  burning  of  the 
eyes,  lachrymation,  especially  when  reading. — Redness  of  the 
eyes,  with  photophobia. — Chronic  ophthalmia. — Difficulty  of 
opening  the  lids. — Short-sighted. 

EaFS. — Tearing  in  the  ears. — *Hard  hearing  -as  if  a  leaf- 
let were  lying  against  the  ears. — Ringing  before  the  ears. — 
Humming    in  the  cars,  in  the  evening. 

Nose. — Nose-bleed,  in  the  evening. 

Face* — Pale  face. — Bruising  pain  in  the  malar  bones. — 
Tearing  in  the  facial  bones. — Feeling  of  swelling  in  the  face, 
with  sensation  as  if  albumen  were  drying  on  the  face. — The 
lips  peel  off. — Sore  pain  in  the  corners  of  the  mouth. — In- 
flammation and  swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands. 

Teeth. —  Toothache,  most  violent  in  bed,  in  the  evening, 
aggravated  by  cold,  diminished  by  warmth,  generally  tearing 
and  digging  or  gnawTing. — Dull  teeth.— The  gums  are  swollen 
and  bleed  readily.

Throat. — Stinging  sore  throat,  when  swallowing,  mostly 
in  the  evening. — Rough  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Putrid  taste. — Bread  has  a  bitter 
taste  and  oppresses  the  stomach. — Canine  hunger,  with  rum- 
bling in  the  bowels. — Desire  for  fresh  fruit  (plums). — After 
eating,  uneasiness,  digging  and  cutting  in  the  bowels,  or  dis- 
tention of  the  stomach. — After  a  warm  meal,  cold  sweat  im- 
mediately.— Milk  causes  flatulence  and  languor. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *Sour,  or  -bitter  eructations. — Sour- 
ish-bitter, or  salt  or  sweetish  risings.  —  *  Heartburn.  —  Nausea 
in  the  stomach,  with  chilliness. — Vomiting,  first  of  water, 
then  food. 

Stomach.— The  region  of  the  stomach  is  very  sensitive. — 
Repletion  and  pressure  in  the  stomach.  Tearing 'griping  in 
the  stomach,  in  the  evening. — Contraction  in  the  stomach  and 
pit  of  the  stomach. —  Cutting  around  the  stomach. — Feeling 
of  coldness  or  burning  in  the  stomach. 

Abdomen.  —  Splenetic  stitches. — -Stitching  in  the  region  of 
the  liver.  — Colic,  like  labour  pains,  extending  to  the  hips  and 
small  of  the  back.

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Stool* — Urging  ivithout  stool.  —  Delaying,  lumpy,  hard, 
black  stool. — Large-sized  stool.—  Chronic  looseness.—  Wa- 
tery, green,  papescent  diarrhceic  stools. — Diarrhoea,  consist- 
ing of  nothing  but  frothy  mucus,  with  burning  in  the  rectum. 
— Discharges  of  blood-streaked  mucus. — Stools  resembling 
stirred  eggs  (in  children). —  Fetid  stools. — Blood  during  stool. 
— Congestion  of  blood  to  the  rectum. — Varices  of  the  anus, 
with  stinging,  burning,  itching  and  dampness.

— Stitches  in 
the  abdomen  and  vagina,  during  the  menses. — Sterility,  the 
menses  being  too  early  and  profuse. — Acrid  and  burning,  or 
else  milky  leucorrhoea.  —  Discharge  of  bloody  mucus  from 
the  vagina. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Dry  coryza,  with  loss  of  smell. 
— Discharge  of  water  from  the  nose,  with  stoppage  of  one 
nostril. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness,  with  dryness  and  roughness  in 
the  throat  and  larynx. — Pain  in  the  larynx,  with  difficulty  of 
talking,  as  though  the  organ  were  rigid. —  Cough,  when  in  the 
open  air. — Short,  panting,  dry  cough,  also  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, after  rising. —  Loose  cough,  with  mucous  expectoration. 
— °  Chronic  hcemopto'e. — The  cough  is  followed  by  eructations, 
or  gulping-up  of  the  ingesta. 

Chest,  &C. — Dyspnoea. — Debility  of  the  chest,  with  diffi- 
culty of  speech. — Pressure  in  the  left  chest  and  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach. — Stitches  in  the  chest. — Palpitation  of  the  heart. 
— Stitches  through  the  heart. 

Trunk. — Pam  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back,  as  if  sore 
and  bruised. — Drawing  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back. 
— Boils  in  the  back. — Stiffness  in  the  back  early  in  the  morn- 
ing.— Painful  sensitiveness  of  the  axillary  glands. 

Upper  Extremities. — Heaviness  of  the  arms. — Laming- 
spasmodic  contraction  in  the  arms. — Stitching  in  the  shoul- 
der-joint when  raising  the  arm*s. — Tensive  pain  in  the  elbow, 
joints. — Bluish  spots  on  the  fore-arm,  as  if  eechymosed.— - 
Cramp  in  the  hands, — Jerks  and  shocks  in  the  metacarpal 
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bones,  when  writing. — Eruption  on  the  hands  and  between 
the  fingers. — Stitches  in  the  phalangeal  joints.— Chilblains 
on  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — Heaviness  of  the  lower  limbs. — 
Numbness  of  the  same. — Stretching  of  the  same. — Tearing 
in  the  varices  of  the  thighs. — Painful  weakness  of  the  knees, 
with  dull  stitches,  shocks  and  jerks  in  the  same. — Red,  itch- 
ing spots  on  the  tibia. — Stiffness  of  the  ankles. — Cold  feet. 
— Swollen  feet. — Tearing  and  stitches  in  the  corns. 
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General  Symptoms.  —  Painfulness  of  the  whole  body, 
especially  when  touched  or  lying  in  a  wrong  position. — Sick 
and  weak  feeling  in  the  whole  body,  with  constant  disposi- 
tion to  be  sitting  or  lying  dowrn. — °Gastric  and  bilious  affec- 
tions.— Almost  all  the  pains  appear  while  sitting  and  disap- 
pear w7hile  walking  about. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  day-time,  with  yawning. — Sleep  at 
night,  full  of  dreams,  with  frequent  waking  and  tossing 
about. 

Fever. — Chilliness  with  headache. — Heat  of  the  whole 
body,  especially  of  the  face  and  hands,  without  thirst. — 
Sweat  all  over,  at  the  commencement  of  sleep,  at  night. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Irresolute,  with  dread  of  work. — Talka- 
tive, disposed  to  laugh. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo,  with  reeling,  during  a  walk 
in  the  open  air. 

Head. — Headache  as  if  the  brain  would  be  contracted  or 
distended. — Heaviness  and  pressure  in  the  head. — Stitches  in 
the  forehead  and  temples. — °  Violent  headache,  which  is  only 
felt  when  one  is  walking  or  standing. — The  hairy  scalp  feels 
tight. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes,  as  if  a  grain  of  sand  had  lodged 
in  the  inner  can  thus. — Burning  and  burning  stinging  in  the 
eyes. — Inflammation  of  the  eyes,  with  lachrymation  and 
photophobia. — Nocturnal  agglutination. 

Ears. — Stinging  in  the  ears. — Hard  hearing  in  the  evening. 
Face. — Pustulous  pimples  on  the  cheeks,  wings  of  the 
nose  and  in  the  corners  of  the  mouth. — Chapped  upper  lip. 
Teeth. — Drawing   pain  in  hollow  teeth,  up  to  the  eye- 
brows.— Pressive  shocks  in  the  teeth. — Sour  blood  is  dis- 
charged from  hollow  teeth. — Dull  teeth. 

Mouth.— The  mouth  is  filled  with  sourish  saliva. —  White- 
coal  ed-tongue,  which  peels  off. — Dry,  brown-coated  tongue,  ear- 
ly in  the  morning,  on  waking. 
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Throat. — Aching  pain  in  the  throat,  as  if  from  a  swelling. 
— Dryness,  stinging  and  bitter  phlegm  in  the  throat. — Hawk- 
ing up  sour  mucus. 

Appetite  and  Taste.-—  The  taste  is  bitter,  food  having  a 
natural  taste.  —  Salt-sourish  taste  of  food,  especially  butter 
and  meat. — Tobacco  has  not  a  good  taste,  it  causes  heartburn 
and  cuts  off  one's  breath. —  Chilliness,  after  drinking  and 
eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Bitter  eructations. — Empty  eructa- 
tions, especially  after  drinking. — Nausea,  as  after  having 
eaten  too  much  fat,  with  anxiety  or  oppressive  headache,  less 
in  the  open  air. 

Abdomen. — Pinching  in  the  bowels. — Oppressive  stitches 
in  the  abdomen  and  sides  of  the  abdomen,  especially  in  the 
left.  —  Rumbling  and  movements  in  the  abdomen  as  if  bub- 
bles were  breaking.

— Drawing  and 
tearing  in  the  fore-arm  and  wrist-joint. —  Pimples  on  the 
hands  and  fingers. — ley-coldness  of  tips  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.  —  Stitching  in  the  thighs,  knees, 
calves,  soles  and  toes.-— Burning  in  the  knees,  legs,  and  toes. 
— A  good  deal  of  sweat  between  the  toes.

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— The  pains  are  worse  when  in  the  act  of  sitting  down,  or 
when  actually  seated,  also  when  rising  from  a  seat. — ° Gas- 
tric and  bilious  affections. — inflammation  of  internal  organs, 
—  Heaviness  in  all  the  limbs  and  great  indolence. — Violent 
throbbing  in  the  whole  body. — Prostration,  languor. — Faint- 
ing spells. — The  whole  body  is  very  sensitive,  the  child  can- 
not be  touched  without  causing  it  to  cry  violently. — The 
child  wants  to  be  carried  all  the  time. 

Skill. — Itching  of  the  skin, — Itching  pimples  and  rash. — 
Itch-like  eruptions. — * Pustules  resembling  smallpox,  with  red 
areola  ;  they  scurf  over  and  then  form  cicatrices. — Itching 
around  the  former  ulcers. 

Sleep. — *Very  droivsy  in  the  day-time,  with  a  good  deal 
of  stretching  and  yawning. —  *  Irresistible  somnolence ,  with 
deep,  stupid  sleep. — One  feels  as  though  one  had  not  slept 
enough,  early  in  the  morning. — One  falls  asleep  late,  with 
sleeplessness  during  the  night. — Light  sleep,  with  fantastic 
dreams. —  One  talks  a  good  deal  during  sleep. — Shrieking 
during  sleep,  with  staring  eyes  and  trembling  limbs. — Jerks 
and  shocks  during  sleep,  at  times  a  single  limb  being  jerked 
up,  at  other  times  the  whole  body.  —  One  sleeps  on  one's  back, 
with  the  left  hand  under  the  head. 

Fever. — Chilliness  and  coldness  prevail. — Chilliness,  with 
very  pale  face  and  trembling  body. —  Violent  heat  of  the 
whole  body,  especially  the  head  and  face,  increased  by  the 
least  exercise. — Full,  or  else  feeble,  accelerated  pulse. — ^In- 
termittent fever,  without  thirst  and  with  sopor. — Rheumatic 
fevers. — Frequent  and  copious,  also  cold  sweats. — Sweat  of 
the  affected  parts. — Profuse  night-sweat. 

Emotive  Sphere. —  Apprehensive  anxiety  and  restless- 
ness, with  palpitation  of  the  heart  and  trembling. — Anxiety 
for  the  future,  (in  the  evening). — Despair,  loss  of  all  hope, — 
Mania  of  suicide. —  Wild  mirth  (only  in  the  day-time. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Dulness  of  the  head,  as  if  stupified, 
wTith  drowsiness  and  dizziness. —  Attacks  of  vertigo,  with 
flickering  before  one's  eyes  and  reeling. — Dulness  of  all  the 
senses. 

Head. — Hesdache,  with  palpitation  of  the  heart  and  ver- 
tigo.— Heaviness  of  the  head  especially  the  occiput. — Hemi- 
crania.  —  Oppressive,  constrictive  headache,  as  if  the  brain 
were  agglomerated  into  a  ball,  frequently  attended  with  a  feel- 
ing of  stupefaction  as  far  as  the  root  of  the  nose,  also  in  the 
evening  and  at  night. — Drawing,  tearing,  and  digging  in  the 
head. — Stitching  headache,  sometimes  extending  to  the  eyes, 
with  disposition  to  close  them. — Boring  in  the  forehead. — 
Beating  in  one  half  of  the  forehead. — Chronic  trembling  of 
the  head. 
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Eyes. — The  eyes  are  tired  and  full  of  sleep,  with  disposi- 
tion to  close  them  firmly. — The  eyeball  feels  bruised  when 
touched.  —  Pressure  on  the  eyes. — Stinging,  burning  and 
smarting  in  the  inner  canthi,  with  redness  of  the  conjunctiva. 
— Dim,  swimming  eyes. — ° Incipient  amaurosis? — Dimness 
of  sight,  with  flickering  before  the  eyes,  especially  when  ris- 
ing from  a  seat. 

Face. — *The  face  is  pale  and  sunken. — °Red  and  bloated 
face,  with  an  expression  of  anguish  in  the  features. — Draw- 
ing, dull  pressure  at  the  zygomatic  arch. — Convulsive  twitch- 
ing of  the  facial  muscles. — Lips  dry  and  peeling  off. — Chap- 
ped lips. 

Teeth. — Violent  toothache,  early  in  the  morning. 
Mouth. — Flow  of  saliva  in  the  mouth. — The  tongue  is 
moist,  clean,  or  else  coated  gray. — Speechless. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Food  is  tasteless. —  Saltish  taste 
in  the  mouth. — Desire  for  cold  water. — Little  appetite,  with 
a  good  deal  of  thirst.  —  Good  appetite,  with  speedy  loathing  of 
food  after  eating  but  little. — Canine  hunger  during  a  walk  in 
the  open  air. —  Great  desire  for  acids  and  fresh  fruit  (ap- 
pies).  —  Loathing  of  food,  especially  milk.  Every  morsel 
one  swallows  causes  a  pain  down  to  the  stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Empty  rising. — Sobbing  eructations. 
— Nocturnal  eructations,  tasting  of  foul  eggs. — Rising  of  an 
acrid,  or  saltish  or  sourish  fluid. — Gulping-up  of  the  milk 
one  had  eaten. — *  Nausea,  also  continually,  with  inclination  to 
vomit,  anguish,  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  head- 
ache ;  discharges  of  gas  by  the  mouth  or  rectum  afford  re- 
lief.— Violent  retching,  wTith  considerable  flow  of  saliva,  sweat 
on  the  forehead  and  langour  of  the  lower  limbs. — *  Violent 
vomiting,  attended  with  great  straining,  pains  in  the  stomach 
and  abdomen,  trembling  and  doubling  up  of  the  body,  chil- 
liness drowsiness. — *  Vomiting  of  mucus,  °with  great  debility 
and  mucous  diarrhoea. — °Sour  vomiting  of  food. 

Stomach. — The  stomach  is  very  sensitive,  every  mouth- 
ful of  food  causes  a  pain  the  stomach. — Stomach-ache,  as  if 
the  stomach  were  overloaded. — Qualmishness  and  emptiness 
in  the  stomach. — ° Pressure  in  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  sto- 
mach.— Violent  throbbing  in  the  region  of  the  stomach. — 
Stitching  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

Abdomen. — *  Colic,  with  great  bodily  and  mental  uneasi- 
ness, and  with  aversion  to  any  kind  of  work. — Malaise  in  the 
upper  and  lower  abdomen,  obliging  one  to  lie  down  and 
stretch  the  limbs. — Fulness  and  pressure  in  the  abdomen,  as 
from  stones,  especially  when  sitting  bent. — Spasmodic  colic, 
with  violent  closing  of  the  lids  and  irresistible  drowsiness. — 
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Colic,  as  if  the  bowels  ivould  be  cut  to  pieces. — Pulsations  in 
the  abdomen. — A  good  deal  of  rumbling  and  pinching  flatu- 
lence. 

Stool.  — Constipation,  alternating  with  diarrhoea. — Papes- 
cent  sloots. —  Watery,  or  yellow,  light-brown  *or  mucous 
diarrhoea,  frequently  preceded  by  cutting  and  shifting  flatu- 
lence.— Bloody  stools. — Involuntary  stool.  —  Palpitation  of 
the  heart  during  stool. — Violent  burning  tickling  from  the 
rectum  to  the  glans. — Stitching  in  the  rectum. 

PrinCt  —Violent  and  painful  urging  to  urinate,  with  ten- 
sion in  the  perineum,  burning  in  the  urethra,  and  scanty  emis- 
sion of  urine,  which  becomes  at  last  bloody,  and  is  then  at- 
tended with  violent  pains  in  the  bladder. — Nightly  urging  to 
urinate,  with  violent  thirst  and  scanty  emission.— Involun- 
tary discharge  of  urine.  —  Inflamed,  red  urine,  depositing 
bloody  filaments  while  standing.

— Profuse  fluent  coryza,  with  a 
good  deal  of  sneezing,  ulcerated  nostrils,  chilliness,  loss  of 
taste  and  smell. 

Windpipe.  —  *Catarrh,  with  desire  to  cough  and  a  quan- 
tity of  rattling  mucus  in  the  chest. —  ° Hoarseness. — °The 
larynx  is  painful  when  touched. — °Croup? — *Cough  caused 
by  violent  titillation  in  the  trachea.— The  child  coughs  when 
it  gets  angry, — *Paroxyms  of  cough,  with  suffocative  arrest 
of  breathing. —  *Cough,  with  heat  and.  moist  hands,  sweat 
about  the  head,  especially  the  forehead. — * Cough,  with  vomit- 
ing of  food,  after  eating. — ° Rattling,  hollow  cough. — *  Cough, 
with  expectoration  of  mucus,  also  at  night  only,  -especially 
after  midnight. 

Chest . — *  Frequent  arrest  of  breathing,  especially  in  the 
evening  or  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed,  even  unto  suffocation, 
— Shortness  of  breath.  — Dyspnoea. — °  Paralysis  of  the  lungs? 
Anxious  oppression  of  the  chest,  with  rising  of  warmth, 
reaching  as  far  as  the  heart, — *  Rattling  breathing. — Parox- 
ysm of  pain  in  the  chest,  as  if  sore,  especially  in  the  left 
side. — Rheumatic  pain  the  left  side  of  the  chest. — Burning 
in  the  chest,  reaching  up  to  the  throat. — Pneumonia. — Visi- 
ble and  anxious  palpitation  of  the  heart.

the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities.,— Cracking  in  the  shoulder-joints, 
with  tearing  in  the  arms,  as  far  as  the  hands. — Weight  in  the 
arms.— Muscular  twitchings  in  the  arms  and  hands. — Rash 
on  the  arms. — Itching  pimples  on  the  upper  arms  and  wrists. 
—Red  spots  on  the  hands,  resembling  flea-bites. —  Trembling 
of  the  hands. — Cold  hands. — Icy  coldness  of  the  tips  of  the 
fingers.— The  tips  of  the  fingers  are  dead,  dry,  hard. — Dark- 
yellow  spots  on  the  fingers. — Contraction  of  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — Weight  and  rheumatic  pains  in 
the  hips  and  thighs. — Painful  weakness  of  the  knee-joints, 
early  in  the  morning,  in  bed. — Tension  of  the  hamstrings 
and  dorsa  of  the  feet,  during  a  walk. — Cramp  in  the  calves. 
— Cold  feet. — The  feet  go  to  sleep  each  time  after  sitting 
down.

General  Symptoms. —  Tearing  in  the  extremities,  espe- 
cially the  joints. — Muscular  twitching?. — Nervousness  and 
irritability,  with  trembling  and  reeling  appearance. --While

— Smarting  in  the  eyes,  especially  in  the  inner  canthi, 
with  redness  of  the  conjunctiva. — Red,  inflamed  eyes. — 
Weeping  eyes,  as  if  bedimmed  with  tears. 

Ears. — Otalgia. — Stinging  and  tearing  in  the  ear. — Hiss- 
ing in  the  ear,  when  talking  or  singing  a  note. — Scaly  herpes 
on  (he  lobule. 

IVose. — ° Polypi? — Feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  nose. — Creep- 
ing in  the  nose.

Face. — pale  complexion,  with  sunken  eyes. — Flushes  of 
heat,  without  redness. — Aching-tearing  in  the  malar  bone, 
extending  to  the  teeth. 

Teeth.  —  Tearing  pain  in  the  roots  of  the  teeth  and  in  the 
gums. — When  chewing  the  teeth  and  gums  are  painful. 

Mouth. — A  good  deal  of  phlegm  in  the  mouth. — Smarting 
and  scraping  in  the  fauces  and  at  the  root  of  the  tongue. 

Throat. — Stinging  sore  throat,  with  difficult  deglutition. 
— Pressure,  or  drawing  and  tearing  in  the  fauces.— Desire  to 
hawk,  with  hawking  up  a  good  deal  of  mucus,  having  a  mus- 
ty smell. 

'  Appetite  and  Taste.— Taste  bitter,  high  up  in  the  throat, 
after  dinner. — Feeling  of  hunger,  as  though  food  did  not 
satiate  him;  it  likewise  prevents  sleep.

Gastric.  Symptoms.— Gulping  up  of  food,  with  bitter 
taste. — Violent  hiccough  while  eating,  with  violent  shocks  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

Stomach. — Pain  in  the  stomach  as  if  empty,  with  grum- 
bling in  the  stomach. — Qualmishness  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
— Pressure  and  oppressive  anxiety  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
Abdomen — Tearing  drawing  below  the  short  ribs.—  Incar- 
ceration of  flatulence,  with  pinching,  rumbling  in  the  abdo- 
men.— Pressure  in  epigastrium.— Pressing  towards  the  ab- 
dominal ring.

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Sneezing,  with  tingling  in  frie 
nose. — Stuffed  nose.—  Fluent  coryza  in  the  open  air. 

Chest.  —Husky  chest,  with  feeling  of  dryness  in  the  wind- 
pipe.— Dry  cough,  owing  to  tickling  in  the  trachea,  as  if  from 
dust.— Oppressive-crampy  feeling  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
chest,  with  anxiety  and  malaise. 

Upper  Extremities- — Rheumatic  drawing  and  tension  in 
the  back. — Painful  weight  in  the  upper  and  forearms. — Mus- 
cular twitchings  in  the  arms.— Drawing  tearing  in  the  bones 
and  joints  of  the  arms,  hands  and  fingers.

— Chilliness,  with  heaviness  in  the  limbs, 
drowsiness,  desire  to  lie  down,  after  breakfast.  — Want  of 
spirits  and  confidence  in  one's-self. — Tendency  to  start. — Time 
passes  too  rapidly.  —  Dread  of  work. 

Head.  — Dulness  of  the  head,  incapacitating  one  from 
work.

Appetite  and  Taste. — Desire  for  sour  things,  also  for  to- 
bacco, wine  and  brandy. — Constant  desire  for  food  and 
drink,  without  knowing  which  kind. — °Salt  taste,  and  hawk- 
ing of  salt  mucus. 

Gastric  Symptoms, — Nausea  and  vomiting  at  night,  pre- 
ceded by  vertigo,  renewed  by  the  least  motion,  or  by  closing 
the  eyes.— °Sea-sickness  ?— *Pain  in  the  inguinal  region,  Es- 
pecially during  motion,  as  if  some  one  were  knocking  hard 
on  this  part. 

Stool  and  Urine. — Constipation. — Scanty,  papescent  stool, 
with  much  straining. — Protrusion  ©f  the  anus,  with  pain  of 
the  same  when  sitting. — Increased  urine. — Excessive  sexual 
desire. — Shrivelling  of  the  testes. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms,  &C. —Sneezing  and  discharge  of 
wrater  from  the  nose,  without  catarrh. — Severe  stitches  high 
tip  in  the  chest. — Disposition  to  take  a  deep  breath  and  to 
sigh. — Itching  and  blotches  on  the  nates. 
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139. -THUJA  OCCIDENTALS. 

General  Symptoms. — Stinging  in  the  articulations  and 
limbs. — Cracking  of  the  joints,  when  stretching  the  limbs.— 
Swelling  of  the  cutaneous  veins.  —  * Jactitation  of  single  limbs. 
— ° Inflammatory  swelling  with  redness.— Ill  effects  of  getting 
heated,  of  tea,  fat  and  onions. — ° Sycosis. — °Oout  —  Trem- 
bling of  single  limbs. — The  limbs  are  liable  to  going  to  sleep, 
especially  at  night,  on  waking. — Most  of  the  pains  are  worse 
in  the  afternoon  and  at  night,  and  prevent  sleep  in  the  even- 
ing.—#Many  pains  are  likewise  worse  during  rest  and  in 
warmth,  especially  in  bed,  and  abate  during  motion,  in  the 
cold  and  when  sweat  appears.  — A  number  of  symptoms 
seem  to  come  out,  principally  on  the  left  side. — Stiffness  and 
heaviness  in  all  the  limbs,  especially  in  the  shoulder  and 
thighs. — Debility  of  the  body,  the  mind  being  perfectly  dis- 
embarrassed.  —  Frequent  starting  of  the  trunk,  during  the  day. 
—  Violent  rushes  of  blood  in  the  evening,  with  throbbing  all 
over,  worse  during  motion,  abating  when  sitting. — Dread  of 
motion. 

Skin. — The  skin  is  painfully  sensitive. — Itching  stinging  in 
the  skin,  especially  in  the  evening  and  at  night.  — Pustules 
resembling  varicella.  — °Figwarts.  — Boils. — Chilblains.— 
Brown  or  red  spots  on  the  skin. — Most  of  the  skin-symptoms 
abate  by  contact.— °Ulcers  after  abuse  of  mercury. 

Sleep. — Very  drowsy  in  the  evening. — Falls  asleep  late, 
owing  to  restlessness  and*  dry  heat. — Nightly  sleeplessness, 
with  restlessness  and  coldness  of  the  body.  —  TJnref resiling 
night-sleep. — Immediately  after  falling  asleep,  heavy,  *anxiovs 
dreams  about  danger  and  death,  with  starting  and  cries,  es- 
pecially when  lying  on  the  left  side,  — Lascivious  dreams  with- 
out emission  of  semen,  with  painful  erections  on  wraking. 

Fever. — Chilliness  with  yawning,  after  midnight. — Chilli- 
ness|every  morning,  without  thirst.  — Chilliness  with  internal 
and  external  coldness  (and  thirst)  followed  immediately  by 
sweat.  — Chilliness  every  evening  (6  o'clock)  with  external 
heat,  dryness  of  the  mouth  and  thirst. — Evening-heat,  especial- 
ly  in  the  face. — Swreat  at  the  commencement  of  sleep. 

Emotive  Sleep. — *  Despondency.— Anxiety  for  the  future. 
— Restlessness,  on  account  of  which  every  thing  becomes  dis- 
agreeable.— The  least  trifle  causes  one  to  reflect  deeply.— 
Aversion  to  life. — Out  of  spirits  and  humour. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Slowness  in  talking  and  thinking,  one 
has  to  think  of  the  words. — Inability  to  think. — Confusion  in 
the  head,  as  if  intoxicated,  especially  early,  with  nausea. — 
Weakness  and  dulness  of  the  head,  as  if  the  brain  were  numb 
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and  dead.—  7ertigo  as  if  one  were  balancing. — Vertigo  when 
rising  from  a  seat  or  a  recumbent  posture,  or  when  looking  up. 

— Headache,  early  in  the  morning,  as  after  stooping 
or  sleeping  too  soundly,  with  redness  of  the  face. — Dull, 
stupifying  headache.

— Semilateral  tearing  in  the  sinciput  and 
face,  down  to  the  malar  bone,  especially  early  in  the  morning 
and  evening. — Tearing  and  jerking  in  the  occiput. — Stitches 
through  the  brain.  —  Rush  of  blood  to  the  head. — °Throbbing 
in  the  temples. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — The  left  side  is  very  pain- 
ful, even  the  hairs,  at  night  in  a  recumbent  posture,  and  when 
touching  it. — Pressure,  with  drawing,  in  the  temporal  muscles, 
especially  when  chewing. — Stinging  at  the  temples. — Swelling 
of  the  temporal  veins. — Itching  and  gnawing  on  the  hairy 
scalp. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes  as  from  sand,  aching  and  smarting. 
— Tearing  in  the  eyebrows. — Stinging  in  the  eyes,  when  ex- 
posed to  sharp  air  or  bright  light.

— Heat  and  feeling  of  dryness  in 
the  outer  canthi. — * ' Lachrymation  during  a  wTalk  in  the  open 
air,  especially  of  the  left  eye. — ° Agglutination  of  the  eyes. 

—  Obscuration  of  sight  when  reading,  with  feeling  of  drowsi- 
ness.—  Gauze  before  the  eyes.—  Near-sighted.—  Black  motes. 

Ears. — Crampy  compression  in  the  ears,  with  violent 
stitches,  mostly  in  the  evening.— Crampy  pain  at  the  outer  ear. 
— Hammering  and  tearing  in  the  ear,  in  the  evening,  in  bed, 
with  frequent  micturition  and  coldness  of  the  legs  and  feet. 

—  Aching  pain  behind  the  ears, 

]\ose. —  Swelling  of  the  wings  of  the  nose,  with  hardness 
and  tension.— Drawing  tension  in  the  nasal  bones. — ^Painful 
scurfs  in  the  nose. — *One  blows  blood  out  of  the  nose.  — Fre- 
quent nose-bleed,  especially  after  getting  heated. 

Face. — Heal  in  the  ftce,  frequently  only  a  flush,  or  also 
with  burning  redness. — Sweat  in  the  face,  — Itching,  scurfy 
eruption  in  the  face. — Red,  painful  blotches  at  the  temples. 
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— Boring  and  digging  pain  in  the  malar  bone,  abating  by  con- 
tact.— Twitchings  of  the  Zips.— Pimples  on  the  lips  and  chin. 
— Stitching  from  the  lower  jaw  through  the  ear.—  Swelling 
of  the  submaxillary  glands. 

Teeth.— Toothache  after  drinking  tea,  a  pressing  pain  ex- 
tending to  the  jaws. — Sharp  drawing  toothache,  especially 
when  eating.—  *  Gnawing  in  the  (decayed)  teeth,  -with  pain- 
fulness  of  the  whole  side  of  the  head,  increased  by  any  thing 
cold  and  by  chewing, — Swollen  gums,  painful  as  if  sore. 

Mouth. — °  Aphtha?.—  Swelling  of  the  salivary  glands,  with 
increased  flow  of  saliva.— Bitter,  or  bloody  saliva. — The  tip 
of  the  tongue  is  painful  as  if  sore,  when  touched. — Swelling 
of  the  tongue,  with  pain  when  touched. — r'Ranula  on  both 
sides  of  the  tongue,  transparent,  of  a  bluish-red-gray  and 
jelly-like  appearance. — Slow-speech. 

Throat. — Throat  rough  and  scraping. — Pressure  and  sore 
pain  in  the  throat  and  at  the  palate,  when  swallowing. — De- 
sire to  swallow. — Stitching,  from  the  fauces  to  the  ear. — 
Swelling  of  the  tonsils  and  the  throat.— Hawking  up  of  blue- 
red  mucus. — °Chancj(i  like  ulcers  in  the  throat  and  fauces, 
°also  in  mercurial  syphilis. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— Taste  in  mouth  flat  and  sweetish, 
in  the  evening  and  after  eating- — Bread  has  a  bitter  taste,— 
Food  does  not  taste  salt  enough.— Thirst,  only  at  night  and 
early  in  the  morning. — °Desire  for  cold  food  and  drink. — 
One  is  speedily  satiated.  —  °I11  effects  of  fat  and  onions. — After 
eating,  a  good  deal  of  indolence  or  faintness  with  anxiety 
and  palpitation  of  the  heart,  or  considerable  distention  with 
flatulence. 

Gastric  SymptomS-— Eructations  tasting;  of  the  ingesta, 
after  eating. — Foul  or  bitter  eructations. — *Rancid  eructations, 
Especially  after  eating  fat  food.  — Nausea  and  qualmishness 
in  the  region  of  the  stomach. — Vomiting  of  food  and  of  a 
sour  liquid. 

Stomach.  — Cardialgia  much  worse  towards  evening.— 
Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  after  eating,  with  pain 
when  touched.  — Beating  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. — Oppres- 
sive anxiety  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  rising  to  the  head. 

Abdomen.  — Aching  pain  in  region  of  liver. — Pressure  in 
the  region  of  the  kidneys.— Distention  of  the  abdomen,  fre- 
quently with  spasmodic  contractive  pain. — ° Induration  in  the 
abdomen.  — Constrictive  tightness  in  the  abdomen.— Pressing 
pains  in  the  lower  abdomen,  especially  towards  the  side  (pre- 
vious to  stool). — Sensation  in  the  abdomen  as  of  something 
alive. — °Spasmodic  colicky  pains  — °Colic  as  from  intussus- 
ception of  the  bowels. — Rumbling  in  abdomen. — Pain  in  the 
groin,  pressing  inwards. — Drawing  in  the  groin,  when  walk- 
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iiig  and  standing,  with  stitching  through  the  thighs  from 
above  downwards,  on  sitting  down. — °Painful  swelling  of  the 
inguinal  glands,  with  drawing  down  to  the  knee. 

StOOl t — *  Constipation  for  several  days,  also  after  emissions. 
— ^Ineffectual  urging  to  stool,  -with  erection. — Difficult  dis- 
charge of  hard,  large-sized,  blood-covered  faeces.— ° Constipa- 
tion as  from  torpor  or  violvulus.— °Blood  at  stool. — Painful 
contraction  of  the  anus  at  stool. — Burning  at  the  anus  and  be- 
tween the  nates. — °  Fig  warts  at  the  anus. — Tearing  in  the 
rectum  from  below  upwards. — °Fistula  recti. 

Urine • — Frequent  urging,  with  copious  emission  of  watery 
urine,  also  at  night. — Flocculent  sediment.— Bloody  urine. — 
Long-continued  dribbling  of  the  urine,  after  urinating. — Sen- 
sation as  if  a  drop  were  running  along  in  the  urethra,  between 
and  after  the  acts  of  urinating. — Burning  in  the  urethra,  es- 
pecially early  in  the  morning  and  at  noon,  also  after  and  dur- 
ing micturition. — Stitching  in  the  urethra  during  and  between 
the  acts  of  urinating.— Smarting  in  the  pudendum,  when  uri- 
nating.— ^Itching  in  the  urethra. — °  Gonorrhoea  ? 

Male  Parts. — The  parts,  especially  the  scrotum,  sweat 
profusely. — * Balannorrhoea. — *Figwarts  on  the  glans  and  pre- 
puce, °which  secrete  a  humour,  suppurate  and  itch,  especially 
during  the  increase  of  the  moon. — °Round,  flat,  unclean 
ulcers  at  the  corona  glandis. — °Chancrous  ulcers  on  the  pre- 
puce.—Swelling  of  the  prepuce. — Stitches  in  the  scrotum  and 
penis,  striking  up  the  spermatic  cord  as  far  as  the  navel. — 
Drawing  in  the  testicles,  with  drawing-up  of  one  testis  (the 
left). — *Continuous  painful  erections  -especially  at  night  and 
early  in  the  morning,  with  stitches  in  the  urethra. — Emissions, 
with  feeling  of  contraction  in  the  urethra. — Discharge  of 
prostatic  fluid. — Profuse,  watery  discharge  from  the  urethra. 
— °Prostatitis. 

Female  PartSi — Itching  of  the  pudendum  and  burning 
and  smarting  as  if  sore. — Pressing  on  the  pudendum. — 
Crampy-contractive  pains  in  the  pudendum,  ascending  up  to 
the  lower  abdomen. — Swelling  and  soreness  of  the  labia. — 
°  Warts  at  the  os-titicce,  with  stinging  and  burning  when  uri- 
nating.— Menses  too  scanty. — Leucorrhoea. —  °Carcinoma 
uteri  ? 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Dry  coryza,  which  becomes  fluent 
in  the  open  air,  with  constant  headache. — Fluent  coryza,  with 
cough  and  hoarseness.— Greenish  fetid  discharge  from  the 
nose. 

Windpipe.— Hoarseness  as  if  caused  by  a  contraction  of 
the  larynx. — Stinging  and  creeping  in  the  windpipe. — Cough, 
early  in  the  morning,  from   titillation  in  the  windpipe,™ 
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0  Cough  from  getting  heated. — °  Cough  with  expectoration  of 
gray,  yellow  or  green  little  balls. —  Cough  wl'h  expectoration 
ofyelloio  mucus  and  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Chest  and  Breathing. — Dyspnoea  with  great  desire  for 
water  and  anxiety. — Dyspnoea,  with  desire  to  draw  a  long 
breath.— Tightness  or  stricture,  at  times  in  the  left  chest,  at 
others  in  the  left  hypochondrium,  with  desire  to  cough. — 
Pain  in  the  chest  as  if  something  had  adhered  in  it. — Pressure 
in  the  chest,  also  after  eating  — Restlessness  and  feeling  of 
distention  in  the  chest. — *  Stitches  in  the  chest,  Especially 
after  taking  a  cold  drink.  —  Eush  of  blood  in  the  chest,  and 
*  strong  audible  palpitation  of  the  heart,  especially  when  going 
up-stairs. — °Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  nausea. — °Painful- 
ness  of  the  region  of  the  heart. — Blueness  of  the  skin  around 
the  clavicles. 

Trunk. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  back  and  nape  of 
the  neck  as  if  stiff  and  bruised,  especially  in  the  morning 
after  rising. — Drawing  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back, 
when  sitting. — Boring  in  the  back. — Pulsations  in  the  spine, 
— Boils  on  the  back. — Restlessness  in  the  nape  of  the  neck, 
neck  and  chest. — The  skin  on  the  nape  of  the  neck  feels  tights 
when  moving  the  head. — Swelling  of  the  cervical  glands. — 
Swelling  of  the  veins  of  the  neck. — Profuse  sioeat  in  the  axillce. 
— Brown  spots  under  the  arms,  like  moles. 

Upper  Extremities. — Throbbing  in  the  shoulder-joint. — 
°  Tearing-throbbing  ulcerative  pain,  from  the  shoulder  to  the 
fingers. — Spraining  pain  in  the  shoulder  and  upper  arm,  with 
cracking. — Digging  drawing  in  the  arms,  as  if  in  the  bone  or 
periosteum. — Involuntary  jerking  of  the  arms,  in  the  day-time \ 
—Cooling  sensation  about  the  arms,  at  night. — Stitching  in 
the  arms  and  their  articulations. — Cracking  in  the  elbow-joints 
when  stretching  the  arms. — Red  spots  on  the  lower  arm. — 
Trembling  of  the  arms  and  hands  when  writing. — The  skin 
of  the  hands  feels  dry. — Sweaty  hands,  —  Swelling  of  the  veins 
of  the  hands. — Coldness  and  deadness  of  the  tips  of  the 
fingers,  frequently  extending  up  to  the  forearms. — Tingling 
and  stinging  in  the  tips  of  the  fingers. — Bed,  painful  swelling 
of  the  tips  of  the  fingers. — °The  pains  in  the  arms  are  worse 
in  warmth  and  when  the  arms  hang  down ;  the  pains  abate 
during  exercise,  in  the  cold  and  after  sweat  breaks  out. — 
Q  Warts  on  the  hands,  in  the  case  of  onanists. 

Lower  Extremities.— Drawing  in   the   lower  limbs. — 

Stitching  in  the  lower  limbs  and  their  articulations. — Great 

weakness  and  languor  of  the  lower  limbs,  especially  when 

going  up-stairs.  —Heaviness  and  stiffness  of  the  lower  limbs, 
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when  walking. — Profuse  sweat  on  the  thighs,  near  the  private 
parts. — Itching  of  the  thigh. — Pimples  on  the  nates,  thighs 
and  knees. — Ulcers  on  the  thigh.— Cracking  in  knee,  and  tar- 
sal joints,  when  stretching  them. — Suppurating  pustules  on 
the  knees.— -Violently  itching,  white  blotches  on  the  calves. — 
Painful  inflammatory  swelling  and  redness  of  the  dorsum  of 
the  foot,  and  the  tips  of  the  toes,  with  tension  when  setting 
the  foot  down  or  moving  the  part. — Red  spots  on  the  dorsum 
of  the  foot. — Sweat  on  the  feet,  especially  the  toes. — Chil- 
blains. 
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G6H€ral  Symptoms. — *  Rheumatic  tearing  in  the  limbs, 
mostly  in  the  parts  between  the  joints,  particularly  during 
rest,  alter  exercise,  and  generally  abating  during  exercise,  or 
else  changed  by  exercise  to  some  other  sensation,  or  shifting 
to  some  other  part. — Suddenly -appearing,  jerking  pains, 
causing  one  to  start;  in  paroxysms.  —  P 'ains  which  make  their 
appearance  after  one  remains  for  a  while  in  any  one  position, 
and  abate  by  a  change  of  position.— Drawing  and  jerking  in 
the  limbs,  as  if  in  the  bones. — Laming  pain  in  the  limbs,  at 
the  end  of  a  walk.— Symptoms  which  recur  periodically, 
every  two  or  three  months. — °Hypochondriac  and  hysteric 
affections. — ° Epilepsy  '?— Laming  and  dull  feeling  in  the 
limbs.—0///  effects  of  mercury. — Most  of  the  pains  appear  in 
the  evening  and  after  dinner* — ^General  nervousness  and 
morbid  irritability,  apparently  with  a  considerable  amount  of 
vigour.  — Early  in  the  morning,  after  rising,  the  limbs,  es- 
pecially the  lower,  feel  lamed  and  bruised. 

Skill- — Eruption,  consisting  first  of  red,  confluent,  after- 
wards of  white,  hard  pimples. 

Sleep. —  Sleepless. — °Eestless  sleep,  with  tossing  about, 
and  anxious,  confused  dreams. 

FCVCF. — Fever  with  constant  heat,  after  a  short  chill,  with 
dulness  of  the  head  and  thirst — ° Worm-fever  ? — Accelerated 
pulse. —Frequent  sweat,  especially  in  the  face  and  on  the  fore- 
head, (frequent  appearing  and  disappearing  again  suddenly). 

Emotive  Sphere. — Anxious,  hypochondriac  feeling,  as 
though  all  around  one  were  deserted,  strange. — *  Tremulous 
mjoyous  ^excitement. — Fearfulness  in  the  evening. — ° Alterna- 
tion of  the  most  opposite  emotions. 

Sentient  Sphere.— Extremely  rapid  change  of  ideas.— 
Illusions  of  the  senses  and  the  sensus  communis. — Cloudiness 
as  after  intoxication. —  Intoxication  ar.d  stupefaction,  without 
thought. —  Vertigo  on  bending  the  head  forwards. 
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Head* — Headache  which  appears  suddenly  or  in  paroxysms. 
- — ° Hysteric  headache. — Headache,  also  stitching  headache,  es- 
pecially in  the  forehead,  towards  the  orbits,  frequently  alterna- 
ting with  stupifying  dulness. — Drawing  pain  in  one  side  of 
the  head,  after  exposure  to  a  draught  of  air — Stupifying  con- 
traction in  the  head,  as  if  caused  by  a  violent  blow  on  the 
vertex. — Feeling  of  icy  coldness  of  the  upper  half  of  the 
head,  when  pressed  upon  by  the  hat. 

Eyes. — Dull  eyes,  as  after  nightly  revelling,  especially 
after  eating. — Pressure,  burning  and  smarting  in  the  eyes. — 
Eedness  and  sore  pain  of  the  marjj  ins  of  the  lids. — inflam- 
mation of  the  margins  of  the  lids,  with  smarting  and  stinging. 
— Swelling  and  painfulness  of  the  lids. — Dimness  of  sight. 
— Near-sighted. — Bright  light  before  one's  eyes,  in  the  dark, 
so  that  one  almost  sees  objects. — Scintillations. — °Black 
points  before  one's  eyes. 

Ears* — Crampy  drawing  in  the  ears. — Twitching  in  the 
ear. — Ringing  before  one's  ears. 

Face. — Crampy  drawing  in  the  malar  bones. — Redness 
and  heat  of  the  cheeks,  in  the  open  air. — White  blisters  on 
the  cheek  and  upper  lip,  painful  when  touched. — Stinging 
toothache. 

Appetite  and  Taste.  —  Taste  in  mouth  (and  smell  before 
the  nose)  as  of  fetid  tallow. — Bitter  taste  on  the  tip  of  the 
tongue,  while  licking  the  lips  after  a  meal. — Flat,  slimy  taste 
in  mouth,  early  in  the  morning,  after  waking. — Canine  hun- 
ger with  nausea. 

Gastric  SymptOlllS.  —  Eructations  tasting  of  spoiled  eggs, 
on  waking  in  the  morning. — Frequent  empty,  or  rancid, 
burning  eructations. — Desire  to  vomit,  as  though  a  thread 
were  hanging  from  the  fauces  down  into  the  abdomen,  with 
copious  flow  of  saliva. — Nausea,  with  fainting,  white  lips  and 
cold  body. — Vomiting  of  bile  and  mucus,  with  severe  chill. 
— Nocturnal  vomiting. 

Stomach. — Weak  stomach,  with  weak  digestion. — Pres- 
sure in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  coming  on  suddenly,  and  sud- 
denly disappearing  again  with  a  bubbling  noise  in  the  abdo- 
men. 

AMomen.— The  region  of  the  liver  and  the  epigastrium 
are  painful  when  touched. — Painful  jerks  in  the  right  hypo- 
chondrium. — Stitches  in  the  renal  region,  when  distended  and 
hard  abdomen. — Sensation  of  distention  in  the  abdomen,  as 
if  it  would  burst. — Disposition  to  draw  in  the  abdomen. — 
° Abdominal  spasms,  also  hysteric,  most  frequent  in  the  even- 
ing in  bed  or  after  dinner,  not  abating  in  any  position.-— 
Hemorrhoidal  colic. — Painful  pinching  and  cutting  in  the  ab- 
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domen,  when  drawing  it  in. — Evening-colic  in  the  left  side, 
as  if  ulcerated. — Drawing,  pressure  and  bruising  pains  in  the 
abdomen,  groin  or  in  the  abdominal  muscles,  as  after  strain- 
ing or  taking  cold. — Digging  colic. 

Stool.—  Diarrhoeic  stools. — Greenfsh  papescent  stools  with 
blood. — Painful  boring  in  the  rectum.— Discharge  of  blood 
from  the  anus.— Ascarides. 

PriHC. —  Copious  and  frequent  micturition. 

Chest. — Dyspnoea  and  oppression. — Oppression  of  breath- 
ino-,  with  pressure  across  the  lower  part  of  the  chest. — Stitches 
in  the  chest  and  left  side  of  the  chest  (region  of  heart)  when 
drawing  breath. — Hard  pimples  on  the  chest.  - 

Trunk. — Drawing  pain  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back. 
— Pain  in  the  lumbar  region  as  if  caused  hy  a  cold  or  strain. 
— Rheumatic  pains  in  the  scapulae. 

Upper  Extremities.— Crampy  drawing  and  jerking,  or 
tearing  in  the  upper  arms. — Laming  pain  in  the  shoulder  and 
elbow-joints,  at  the  termination  of  a  walk. — Hard  pimples 
on  the  arms. — Trembling  of  the  hands  when  writing.— Pain- 
ful jerks  through  the  hands. 

Lower  Extremities.— Burning  pain  in  the  hip,  in  the  even- 
ing in  bed.— Crampy  drawing  and  jerking  in  the  thighs.— 
Heaviness  and  weariness  of  the  legs  and  calves.— Bruising 
pain  of  the  thighs  and  tibiae. — Laming  pain  in  the  knees, 
when  returning  from  a  walk. — Tensive  pain  about  the  calves. 

Tearing  in  the  calves,  especially  when  crossing  the  legs.— 

Drawing  in  the  tarsal  joints,  when  sitting.— Spraining  pain 
in  the  tarsal  joints  and  malleoli.— Pain  and  stinging  in  the 
heels,  especially  when  sitting. — Tearing  in  the  soles  and  in 
the  dorsa  of  the  toes. 
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General  Symptoms.— Paroxysms  of  pain,  every  paroxysm 
causing  for  a  short  time  delirium  and  craziness.— Drawing 
pain  in  the  limbs,  especially  when  walking  fast.— Aching  and 
bruising  pain  in  the  limbs  (their  muscles  and  bones).— 
*Laming  pains  in  the  limbs,  as  after  great  fatigue.— Tearing 
in  the  extensor-muscles,  when  sitting.— °Pains  in  the  limbs, 
which  do  not  bear  the  warmth  of  the  bed,  abate  when  rising, 
cease  entirely  when  walking  about,  and  generally  appear  early 
in  the  morning.— Pains  in  the  limbs  which  get  worse  in  bad 
weather,  or  iiTthe  fall  and  spring.— °Pains  which  are  aggra- 
vated by  the  conversation  of  other  persons.— ^Relaxation  of 
the  muscle*.— The  limbs  go  to  sleep.— Stiffness  of  the  limbs, 
especially  in  the  forenoon  and  after  walking.— Trembling  of 
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the  limbs. — Starting  of  the  limbs  as  if  by  electric  shocks.  — 
^Spasmodic  paroxysms  and  convulsive  movements  of  the  limbs. 
— (Epileptic  spawns). — °Tonic  spasms.— °Bilious  and  gastric, 
hysteric  and  hypochondriac  complaints  of  various  kinds. — 
0 Sporadic  and  Asiatic  cholera. — °Bad  effects  of  cinchona. — 
°Scrofulous  conditions. — inflammations  of  internal  organs, 
especially  the  digestive  organs. — Many  pains  come  on  after 
rising,  and  disappear  when  Tying  down. — ^General  prostration 
as  if  paralysed. — *  Excessive  debility  caused  by  the  least 
exercise,  and  only  allowing  one  to  be  lying  or  sitting. — Stag- 
gering gait. — ^Fainting  turns  °after  the  least  exercise. — 
°  General  emaciation. — Tingling  in  the  whole  body,  as  far  as 
the  tips  of  the  fingers  and  ftoes. — The  open  air  affects  one 
unpleasantly. 

Skin. — Rash  which  itches  in  the  warmth  and  burns  after 
scratching. — Nettle-rash. — °Dry,  ^itch-like  eruptions  with 
nightly  itching. — °Dry  herpes.— Peeling  off  of  the  epider- 
mis. — °Blue  colour  of  the  skin,  in  cholera. 

Sleep. — Coma,  or  coma  vigil,  with  half-consciousness,  start- 
ing as  if  in  affright,  and  the  eyes  half  closed  or  only  on  one  side. 
— Nightly  sleeplessness,  with  great  anguish. — Profound  sleep. 
— One  sleeps  with  the  arms  extended  above  one's  head. 
Anxious  dreams. — Moaning  during  sleep. 

Fever. — *  Coldness  all  over,  with  cold  °clammy  sweat,  es- 
pecially on  the  forehead. — Shuddering  and  chilliness,  with  de- 
sire for  cold  water. — Shuddering  and  goose  flesh,  after  drink- 
ing.— ° Intermittent  fevers,  with  coldness  only  on  the  outside  — 
°Severe  chill  (followed  by  heat  and  a  little  thirst),  afterwards 
sweat  which  soon  changes  to  coldness. — ° Chilliness  with  much 
thirst,  followed  by  alternate  chilliness  and  heat,  afterwards 
constant  heat  and  thirst. — ° Fever  with  only  internal  heat  and 
dark  urine. — °During  the  chilliness,  vertigo,  nausea,  pains  in 
the  back  and  small  of  the  back. — °During  the  heat,  constant 
sopor,  or  delirium  with  red  face. — °Quotidian  and  tertian 
fevers,  morning  and  forenoon  intermittent  fevers. — Rentes- 
cent  typhus. — *Pulse  slow  and  almost  extinct,  or  °small, 
quick,  and  intermittent. — *  Liability  to  sweating  in  the  day- 
time, when  performing  the  least  exercise. — *Cold  sweat  all 
over. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Melancholy  depression  of  spirits, 
whining  mood.  — Disconsolate  and  sad,  with  crying  and 
weeping  about  imaginary  misfortunes. — ^Excessive  anguish 
and  oiqiression,  with  forebodings  and  anxiety  of  conscience, 
mostly  at  night,  or  early  in  the  morning,  frequently  also 
whenever  one  rises  from  a  seat  or  from  a  recumbent  posture. 
—Tendency  to  start,  with  fearful  mood. — *Disspirited  and 
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desponding*— -Moving  about  to  and  fro,  as  if  very  busy,  with 
great  desire  to  employ  one's-self. —  Very  much  out  of  humour, 
at  the  least  provocation,  frequently  followed  by  anxiety  and 
palpitation  of  the  heart.  -—Disposed  to  be  silent,  though  scold- 
ing after  provocations.

— Rage,  with 
boisterous  demeanor,  desire  to  bite  and  to  tear  every  thing, 
or  to  escape. 

$6HtlCHt  Sphere. — Loss  of  memory. -^-Deficiency  of  ideas. 
— Loss  of  consciousness. — *  Mental  alienation,  with  singing, 
whistling,  laughing,  running  to  and  fro,  and  a  variety  of  fool- 
ish or  proud  actions  or  imaginings,  or  the  patients  pretend  to 
live  in  supposed  stations  or  conditions. — *  Amorous  and  re- 
ligious craziness. — *Delirium,  °also  furibond, — Dizziness  as 
though  no  part  in  the  head  were  firm. — Obscuration  of  all 
the  senses. —  Vertigo.—  Intoxication  and  reeling. 

Head* — °Hemicrania,  with  nausea  and  vomiting. — Headache 
with  painful  stiffness  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. — Headache 
with  enuresis. — Headache  in  paroxysms  as  though  the  brain 
were  torn  or  crushed  by  blows. —  Oppressive  headache,  fre- 
quently in  the  vertex,  or  on  one  side,  with  pain  in  the  sto- 
mach.— Constrictive  pain  in  the  head  (and  fauces). — Cutting 
pain  in  the  vertex. — Concussion  in  the  head,  with  jerking  in 
the  arm,  and  pale  fingers.  — Considerable  rush  of  blood  to  the 
head,  on  stooping. — Beating  headache. — Burning  pain  in  the 
brain. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head, — Feeling  of  warmth  and  cold- 
ness on  the  head,  with  *  sensitiveness  of  the  hairs. — *Chilli- 
ness  on  the  vertex,  °also  as  if  ice  were  lying  on  the  head. — 
*Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead, 

Eyes«— Pain  in  the  eyes  as  though  the  eyeballs  were 
bruised. — Painful  tearing  or  compression  in  the  eyes. — Con- 
stant heat  in  the  eyes. — Red  eyes. — Painful  ophthalmia,  with 
violent  headache  and  nightly  sleeplessness. — Dim,  dull,  yel- 
lowish eyes. — Blueness  of  the  eye. — The  eyes  look  watery 
as  if  covered  with  albumen.  —  The  eyelids  are  very  dry. — 
Profuse  lachrymation,  frequently  with  heat,  cutting  and  feel- 
ing of  dryness  in  the  eyes.

— Deafness  as 
if  the  ears  were  stopped. — Roaring  in  the  ears,  especially 
when  rising  from  a  seat. 
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]\TOSe. — Nose  icy-cold. — Inflammation  and  ulcerative  pain 
in  the  inner  nose. — Pain  of  the  nasal  bone  as  if  compressed. 
— Nocturnal  nose-bleed,  or  on  nostril  only. —Smell  of  man- 
ure before  the  nose. 

Face. — *Face  pale,  cold,  sunken,  like  that  of  a  dead  per- 
son, °with  pointed  nose  and  *blue  margins  around  the  nose. 
-— *Bluish  face. — ° Alternate  redness  and  paleness ;  redness  in 
a  recumbent  posture,  and  paleness  when  raising  one's-self. — 
*Burning  heat,  dark  redness  and  sweat  of  the  face. — °Cold 
sweat  on  the  face. — Drawing  and  tensive  pain  in  one  side  of 
the  face,  extending  to  the  ear.— Jerking  and  pinching  in  the 
facial  muscles. — Pustules  in  the  face,  which  in  the  end  feel 
sore  when  touched. — Acne  rosacea. — Rash  on  one  cheek. — 
Swelling  of  the  face. — *Lips  dry,  blackish  and  cracked. — 
Eruptions  at  the  corners  of  the  mouth. — Acne  rosacea  around 
the  mouth  and  chin. — * Locking  of  the  jaws. — Pain  and  swell- 
ing of  the  submaxillary  glands. 

Teeth. — *Toothache,  with  headache,  and  red,  swollen  face. 
— Pressure  and  feeling  of  weight  in  the  upper  teeth,  with 
drawing  in  the  teeth  when  chewing,  even  when  chewing  soft 
food. —  Grating  of  the  teeth. — Loose  teeth. 

Mouth. — Mouth  dry  and  viscid. — Ptyalism  with  nausea, 
or  with  acrid,  salt  taste. — Froth  at  the  mouth. — Cold  feeling 
or  burning  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue. — Inflammation  of 
the  inner  mouth.— Red,  swollen,  or  °dry,  blackish,  cracked 
tongue. — ° Yellow-coated  tongue. — Stuttering. — Speechless. — 
Numb  feeling  and  excessive  dryness  of  the  palate. 

Throat. — Constrictive,  strangulating  sore  throat,  especial- 
ly when  swallowing. — Contraction  of  the  fauces,  as  if  arising 
from  a  swelling  causing  a  pressure. — Swelling  of  the  oesopha- 
gus, with  danger  of  suffocation. — Feeling  of  coldness  or 
burning  in  the  fauces  and  oesophagus. — Dryness  in  the  throat 
which  cannot  be  quenched  by  any  kind  of  drink.  — Roughness 
and  scraping  in  the  throat. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— The  saliva  tastes  flat.—  °Bilious, 
bitter  taste  in  mouth. — Herby,  putrid  taste  of  manure  in  the 
mouth. — Cooling  or  smarting  tasle  in  the  mouth  and  throat, 
as  from  peppermint — ^Unquenchable  thirst  for  cold  drinks. — 
Appetite  and  desire  for  food,  also  during  the  vomiting  and 
the  alvine  evacuations. — *  Canine  hunger  and  voracious  appe- 
tite.— ^Constant  and  intense  desire  for  sour  or  cooling  things 
(fruit). — Aversion  to  warm.  food. — °  Vomiting  and  diarrhoea 
after  taking  the  least  food  or  drink. — *When  eating,  nausea 
with  hunger  and  pressure  at  the  stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations  tasting  of  the  ingesta. 
—  Violent,  empty  eructations,  also  after  eating.— Sour  or  *bit- 
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ter  eructations. — A  good  deal  of  violent  hiccough. — *  Violent 
nausea  with  desire  to  vomit,  -frequently  unto  fainting,  with 
great  thirst. — *Frequent  or  constant  nausea. — Waterbrash. 
— *  Violent  vomiting,  with  consfant  nausea,  prostration,  prece- 
ded by  cold  hands  and  shuddering  all  over,  attended  with 
heat  all  over,  and  followed  by  vascular  orgasm  and  hot 
hands. — *  Vomiting  of  the  ingesta. — *Sour  or  °  bitter  vomiting. 
—  Vomiting  of  froth  or  white  and  yellow-grm?.  mucus. — 
Vomiting  of  mucus  at  night.  —  *  Vomiting  of  black  bite  and 
blood.—0 Constant  vomiting  with  diarrhoea  and  pressure  in  tho 
pit  of  the  stomach.  —  °Painful  retraction  of  the  abdomen 
when  vomiting. 

Stomach.  — Pain  in  the  stomach  with  violent  hunger  and 
thirst. — °Great  sensitiveness  of  the  region  of  the  stomach 
the  pit  of  the  stomach.— Empty  and  qualmish  feeling  in  sto- 
mach.— Cardialgia. —  *  Pressure  in  pit  of  stomach,  -extending 
to  the  sternum,  hypochondria  and  lower  abdomen. — Burning 
in  pit  of  stomach.  —  °Anguish  in  pit  of  stomach. — °Gastritis? 
— Carcinomatous  affection  of  the  stomach? 

AMoIHCH.— *Colic  in  the  umbilical  region.— °The  abdo- 
men is  very  painful  to  contact. — °Colic  after  a  cold  or  abuse 
of  cinchona.  — Nocturnal  colic  with  sleeplessness. — Swelling 
of  the  abdomen.— Tension  in  the  hypochondria  and  the  um- 
bilical region.  — Colicky  abdominal  spasms. — Drawing-oppres- 
sive colic,  in  the  evening  when  walking.— *  Cutting  in  the  ab- 
domen, with  diarrhoea,  or  thirst  and  enuresis. — °  Burning  in 
the  whole  abdomen,  as  from  red-hot  coal. — Bruising  pain  of 
the  abdominal  viscera. — °Enteritis'? — Inguinal  hernia.— - 
Flatulent  colic  with  loud  rumbling. — The  longer  the  emission 
of  flatulence  is  delayed,  the  more  difficult  it  is. — Violent 
emission  of  flatulence  upwards  and  downwards. — ^Distention 
of  the  abdomen,  °also  with  hardness. 

Stool. — *  Constipation,  also  chronic,  °or  in  the  case  of  chil- 
dren, mostly  as  if  caused  by  torpor  of  the  rectum,  frequent- 
ly attended  with  heat  and  headache. — *Costiveness. — Hard 
stool,  of  too  large  a  size. — *  Violent  diarrhoea,  a  ho  painful, 
frequently  with  distention  of  the  abdomen,  or  preceded  and 
succeeded  by  cutting  colic. — Diarrhoea  consisting  of  acrid 
fseces,  with  burning  at  the  anus. — Nocturnal  diarrhoea. — 
Bloody  diarrhoea. — °Greenish  or  brown,  blackish  diarrhoea, — 
Unpprceived  discharge  of  thin  stool,  during  the  emission  of 
flatulence. — *  During  stool:  excessive  languor,  -chilliness  with 
shuddering,  cold  sweat  on  the  forehead  and  anxiety,  with  fear 
of  apoplexy. — Burning  at  the  anus,  during  stool. — Smarting 
pain  at  the  anus,  as  if  excoriated. — Pressing  towards  the 
anus,  with  blind  piles. — Worm-aifections. 
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Urine.— ^Retention  of  urine*— Ineffectual  urging  to  urinate, 
when  the  bladder  is  empty,  with  pain  as  though  the  urethra 
behind  the  glans  were  closed  by  constriction. — Diminished, 
yellow  urine  which  is  turbid  even  while  being  emitted. — 
Enuresis  with  violent  thirst  and  hunger,  headache,  nausea 
with  inclination  to  vomit,  colic,  costiveness  and  catarrh. — In- 
voluntary emission  of  urine.— Acrid  urine.— °Dark,  frequent 
but  scanty  urine. — Aching  pain  in  the  bladder,  and  burning 
during  micturition. — °Greenish  urine. 

Male  Parts,— They  are  very  sensitive.— Soreness  of  the 
pudendum.— Drawing  in  the  testes. 

Female  Parts.—  Menses  too  soon  and  profuse. — Suppressed 
menses. — °Diarrhoea,  nausea  and  chilliness,  when  the  menses 
make  their  appearance.— The  menses  are  preceded  by  head- 
ache, vertigo,  nose-bleed  and  night-sweats. — The  menses  are 
accompanied  by  morning-headache,  nausea  with  inclination  to 
vomit,  humming  in  the  ears,  violent  thirst  and  pain  in  all  the 
limbs.— Towards  the  end  of  the  menses  :  grating  of  the  teeth 
and  bluish  face.-— Suppressed  lochia  with  delirium?  — 
Nymphomania  of  lying-in  women? 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— Troublesome  feeling  of  dryness 
in  the  nose. — Violent  and  frequent  sneezing. — Catarrh. 

Windpipe.— Catarrhal  huskiness  of  the  chest,  with  rough- 
ness and  scraping  in  the  throat. — °Bronchial  inflammations. 
— *  Cough,  -caused  by  a  titillation  in  the  lower  bronchi,  with 
easy  expectoration,  or  else  a  dry  cough. — Violent  cough,  with 
constant  eructations  causing  a  desire  to  vomit. — Evening- 
cough,  with  ptyalism. — Hot  and  dry  cough,  mostly  at  night 
and  in  the  morning. — Cough,  with  pain  in  the  side,  debility 
and  dyspnoea. — Deep,  hollow  cough,  as  if  proceeding  from  the 
abdomen,  with  cutting  colic. — The  cough  is  attended  with 
stitches  through  the  abdominal  ring.— ° Paroxysms  of  whoop- 
ing-cough.— *Cough  with  copious  expectoration. 

Chest  and  Respiration.— Frequent,  suffocative  ^  stoppage 
of  breath,  generally  caused  by  a  spasmodic  constriction  of  the 
throat  and  chest. — Shortness  of  breath  after  the  least  exer- 
cise.— Dyspncea,  even  when  sitting. — *A  good  deal  of  oppres 
sion  on  the  chesf,  with  pain  in  the  side  when  drawing  breath. 
— Pressure  at  the  chest,  especially  in  the  region  of  the  ster- 
num, particularly  after  eating  and  drinking. — Feeling  of  ful- 
ness in  the  chest,  obliging  one  to  belch  up  wind  continually. 
— Crampy  feeling  in  the  chest,  especially  after  drinking. — 
Painful  spasmodic  constriction  of  the  chest. — Spasmodic  con- 
traction of  the  pectoral  muscles. — Cutting  pain  in  the  chest. 
— Paroxysms  of  stitching  in  the  chest,  with  stoppage  of 
breath, — Violent  palpitation  of  the  heart,  raising  the  ribs,  at- 
18* 
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tended  with  stoppage  of  the  breath  and  'paroxysms  of  exces* 
sire  anguish  about  the  heart. 

Trunk.  — '^Pains  in  the  back  and  small  of  the  back  as  if 
bruised,  -also  drawing  and  aching,  particularly  when  stooping 
and  raising  one's-self  again.  — Rheumatic  stiffness  of  the  nape 
of  the  neck,  with  vertigo  when  moving  the  neck,— -Laming 
weakness  of  the  posterior  cervical  muscles,  they  refuse  to  sup- 
port the  head. 

Upper  Extremities.  — Laming  and  bruising  pain  of  the 
arms,  from  the  shoulder-joint  to  the  wrist. —Jerking  in  the 
arms. — Coldness,  or  sensation  of  fulness  and  swelling  in  the 
arm. — The  arm  feels  all  the  time  as  if  gone  to  sleep.— Trem- 
bling of  the  arm,  when  grasping  any  thing  with  the  hand.— 
Shocks  in  the  elbow,  as  from  electricity. — Dry  herpes  on  the 
hands. — Tingling  in  the  hands  and  fingers. — The  fingers  are 
dead  and  numb. — °  Icy -coldness  of  the  hands. — °Drawing  and 
cramp  in  the  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — Lameness  of  the  hip-joint,  with 
difficult  walking. — Laming  and  bruising  pain  of  the  lower 
limbs.— °Arthritic  tearing  and  drawing  in  the  legs  and  feet. 
— The  lower  limbs  feel  as  if  gone  to  sleep,  all  the  time. — 
Tension  of  the  hamstrings  as  if  too  short. — Bruising  pain  in 
the  knees,  when  going  down-stairs. — Shock  in  the  knee,  as 
from  electricity. — *  Cramp  in  the  calves. — Painful  weight  in 
the  knees,  legs  and  feet,  with  awkward  gait. — Sudden  swell- 
ing of  the  feet. — Trembling  of  the  feet,  with  coldness,  as  if 
cold  water  were  coursing  about  in  the  feet. — Stitching  in  the 
big  toes. — Painful  gout. — Stitches  and  soreness  in  the  corns. 

142— VERBASCUM. 

General  Symptoms. — Indolence,  soon  after  rising. — 
Stretching  of  the  limbs  and  frequent  yawning. — Tearing  or 
stitching  tearing  in  various  parts,  from  above  downwards. — 
Staggering  gait. 

Sleep. —  Very  drowsy  after  eating. — Restless  night-sleep, 
with  tossing  about. — One  wTakes  quite  early,  with  anxious, 
horrible  dreams  about  war  and  corpses. 

Fever. — Coldness  in  the  whole  body,  also  perceptible  cold- 
ness of  the  hands  and  feet. — Shuddering,  especially  on  one 
side  of  the  body,  as  if  cold  water  were  poured  over  it. 

EmotiFC  Sphere. — Indifference. — Ill-humoured,  vexed. — 
Merry,  laughing  mood. — Excited  fancy,  with  lascivious 
images. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Weak  memory. — Absence  of  mind. — 
Ideas  and  fancies  crowd  upon  one. — Confusion  and  dulness  of 
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the  head. —  Vertigo  as  from  pressure  in  the  head,  or  when 
pressing  on  one  cheek. 

Head,  — Headache  as  if  the  contents  of  the  head  would 
issue  through  the  forehead. — Stupifying  headache,  especially 
in  the  forehead,  or  on  one  side  of  the  head,  especially  when 
passing  from  a  warm  into  a  cold  room. — Dull-aching  weight 
in  the  head. — Pinching- together  in  the  temples. — Stupifying 
stitching  in  the  temples. — Vibratory  sensation  in  the  head 
when  walking. 

Eyes. — Pain  in  the  eyes  as  if  the  orbits  would  be  contract- 
ed, with  heat  in  the  eyes.  — Gauze  before  the  eyes. 

Ears. — Tearing  in  the  ears,  also  when  eating,  with  stitch- 
ing.— Sensation  as  if  the  ear  would  be  drawn  into  the  head. 
— Hard  hearing  as  if  the  ear  were  closed  up  by  something. 
— Feeling  of  stoppage  in  tb^  ear,  when  reading  loud. 

Face. — Nervous  prosopalgia,  mostly  of  a  stupifying  nature, 
aching  or  tensive,  principally  in  the  malar  bones,  and  emana- 
ting from  the  articulations  of  the  jaws,  aggravated  by  exter- 
nal pressure  and  by  pressing  the  teeth  together. —  Dull-aching 
stitching  in  the  malar  bone. — Considerable  tension  in  the  in- 
teguments of  the  chin  and  the  masseter  muscles. 

Mouth  and  Teeth. — Tearing  pain  in  the  molar  teeth. — 
Flow  of  salt  saliva  in  the  mouth. — Brown-yellow  tongue 
covered  with  tenacious  mucus,  early  in  the  morning  and  after 
dinner. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  — Flat  taste,  with  bad  smell  from  the 
mouth. — Hunger  without  appetite,  one  does  not  relish  any 
food. — Unquenchable  thirst. — Gulping  up  of  a  tasteless  fluid. 
— -Bitter  or  empty  eructaiions,  with  desire  to  vomit. — Fre- 
quent hiccough. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach. — Empty  feeling  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  passing  off  after  a  grumbling  noise. 
— A  good  deal  of  grumbling  under  the  left  ribs. — Cutting 
and  stitching  in  the  left  hypochondrium. 

AM Ollieil. — Distended  abdomen. — Painful  hard  pressure 
on  the  umbilicus,  as  from  a  stone,  abating  by  bending  for- 
wards.— Spasmodic  constriction  of  the  abdomen,  in  the  um- 
bilical region. — Colic  which  descends  low  down,  with  urging 
to  stool  and  spasmodic  contraction  of  the  anus. — Pinching 
and  cutting  in  the  abdomen. — Stitching  in  the  abdomen,  es- 
pecially in  the  umbilical  region,  sometimes  changing  to  a 
tearing,  from  above  downwards. — Sensation  as  though  the 
bowels  adhered  in  the  umbilical  region,  and  would  be  torn  out. 

Stool.-rintermittent  stool. — Hard  stool,  like  sheep's-dung, 
with  pressing. 

Urine. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  with  copious  emission. 
-^Emissions. 
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Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  nose 
and  larynx,  with  ^hoarseness  when  reading  loud. — °Catarfh 
with  hoarseness  and  huskiness  of  the  chest. 

Windpipe* — *  Cough,  Especially  in  the  evening  and  at 
night,  during  sleep,  mostly  rough  and  dry,  or  hollow  and 
deep-sounding. 

Chest. — Stitching  in  the  chest,  sometimes  with  oppression 
and  stoppage  of  breath. — Tension  across  the  chest,  with 
stitches  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  in  the  evening  after  lying 
down. 

Trunk. — Stitches  in  the  back  and  scapulas.— A  red  tuber- 
cle by  the  cricoid  cartilage  which  is  painful  to  pressure. 

Upper  Extremities. —Tearing  on  the  shoulder,  in  the 
dorsum  of  the  hand,  and  in  the  elbow  downwards — Crampy 
pressure  in  the  forearm,  hand  and  thumb. — Tearing  stitching 
in  the  hand  and  fingers. — Tensive  pain  in  the  wrist-joint. — 
Spraining  pain  in  the  wrist-joint. — Laming  pain  in  the  finger 
joints. 

Lower  Extremities. — Heaviness    and    weariness  in   th 
thighs  and  feet,  especially  when  going  up-stairs.  — Crampy 
pressure  in  the  thighs,  legs  and  soles  of  the  feet. — Tremblin 
of  the  knees. — Dull  stitches  in  the  knee-pan,  tarsal  bones  an 
toes, — Tearing  in  the  legs  from  above  downwards. 
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General  Symptoms. — Relaxation  of  all  the  muscles.— 
Drawing  pain  in  the  limbs. — Bruising  pain  in  the  joints,  ear- 
ly in  the  morning  on  waking. — Trembling  of  the  limbs. — 
Evanescent  burning  here  and  there. — The  pains  are  not  se- 
vere but  remain  unchanged  in  any  position. — *  Hypochondriac 
and  gastric  affections. 

Sleep  and  Fever.— Yawning,  every  morning,  with  lachry- 
mation. — He  lies  on  his  back  during  his  night-sleep,  with  his 
left  hand  under  his  head,  and  the  knees  drawn  up. — Feverish 
shiverings. — Night-sweat. 

Emotive  Shere. — Melancholy,  gloomy  and  sad.  —  Hysteric 
mood,  with  constant  crying,  without  knowing  why. — Taciturn. 

Sentient  Sphere. —  Weakness  of  memory. — Incomplete 
ideas  crowTd  upon  him.  —  Acuteness  of  the  perceptive  powers. 
— The  intellect  is  more  active  than  the  emotions.  — Dull  pain- 
ful bewilderment  about  the  head. —  Vertigo,  also  when  sitting. 

Head. — Headache,  with  spasm  in  the  eyes  and  a  fiery 
semi-circle  before  the  eyes. — Heaviness  of  the  head  with  sen- 
sation as  if  the  posterior  cervical  muscles  were  too  weak.— 
Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  prickling  in  the  sinciput.— 
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Tension  in  the  scalp,  extending  to  the  face,  nose  and  ears, 
frequently  obliging  one  to  draw  the  forehead  into  wrinkles. 
— Heat  in  the  forehead. 

Eyes. — Spasm  of  the  eyelids. — The  eyelids  close  as  if 
from  a  sensation  of  drowsiness  in  the  eyes 'and  lids.  — Heavi- 
ness of  the  eyelids. — Sensation  of  compression  in  the  eye- 
ball.— Heat  and  burning  in  the  eyes. — Near-sighted. — Fiery 
appearances  before  the  eyes. 

Ears. — Stitching  in  the  ears. — One  abhors  music,  especial- 
ly the  violin. — Rushing  and  ringing  before  the  ears. 

NOSe,  &C  — Numbness  of  the  tip  of  the  nose  as  from  a 
blow.— Drawing  with  pressure  in  the  malar  bones.— Tension 
in  the  skin  of  the  eyes,  especially  below  the  eyes. —  Tearing 
in  the  lower  jaw,  pressing  out  at  the  ear.— Tearing  pain  in  the 
lower  teeth. — Constipation  with  ineffectual  urging.— Emis- 
sions, followed  by  headache. 

Chest,  Extremities.— Breathing  laboured  and  scarcely 
perceptible,  with  painful  expirations,  anxiety  and  violent  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart.— Shortness  of  breath. —  Violent  oppres- 
sion and  dyspnoea,  as  if  a  stone  were  pressing  on  the  chest. 
—Tension  in  the  cervical  muscles. — Drawing  pains  in  the 
elbow-joints  and  dorsum  of  the  hands.

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General  Symptoms.— Weariness  of  the  body,  also  as  if 
one  had  not  slept  enough. — Stinging  pain  in  the  limbs. 

Skin. — Stinging  gnawing  rash  on  the  whole  body. 

Sleep. — Drowsy,  in  the  afternoon.  — Restless  sleep,  with 
frequent  waking. — One  falls  asleep  late,  on  account  of  ideas 
crowding  upon  one's  mind,  with  difficulty  of  awakening  in 
the  morning. —  Vivid  and  amorous  breams.— Twitching  of  the 
hands  and  clenching  of  the  thumbs  during  sleep,  with  red- 
ness of  the  face  and  general  dry  heat. 

Fever. — Chilliness  in  the  open  air. — Night-sweats. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Sadness  about  one's  domestic  affairs.— 
Hurriedness  as  from  internal  anxiety,  with  sensation  of  great 
weakness.  — Whining,  ill-humoured,  peevish,  with  indisposi- 
tion to  talk. — Very  sensitive  and  quarrelsome. — Disobedient. 
— Dread  of  work. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Bewilderment  and  dulness  of  the  head. 
— Vertigo  and  reeling  when  walking. 

Head. — Headache,  extending  from  the  root  of  the  nose 
into  tJje  brain,  passing  off  in  the  open  air.  — Heaviness  of  the 
head,  it  is  drawn  backwards,  abating  while  stooping.  •—  Qppres- 
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sive  headache,  especially  in  the  forehead  and  temples. — Sting- 
ing  in  the  occiput  day  and  night.— Shaking  of  the  brain  when 
walking. 

Eyes.— Pain  in  the  eyes  as  if  something  hard  were  lying 
Under  the  upper  lids. — Smarting  and  itching  lancinations  in 
the  eyes. — The  eyelids  close,  with  drowsiness. — (Near- 
sighted.) 

PclCC)  &C*^!leat  in  the  face,  also  on  one  side,  in  the  even- 
ing, in  bed.— Hardness  of  the  skin  of  the  face. — °Crusta 
lactea,  with  burning-itching,  especially  at  night,  and  discharge 
of  tenacious  yellow  pus. —  Tension  of  the  skin  of  the  fare  and 
forehead. — Sore  throat,  in  the  evening. — White  mucus  on 
the  tongue,  with  bitter  taste.  — A  good  deal  of  saliva  in  the 
mouth,  with  feeling  of  dryness. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Loss  of  appetite,  and  one  does  not 
relish  food. — Heat  all  over,  after  eating,  especially  in  the 
face,  (with  sweat,)  attended  with  oppression  of  the  chest,  and 

great    anguish    which    drives    one    about. Nausea    and 

retching. 

Abdomen* — Cutting  colic,  with  urging  to  stool  and  dis- 
charge of  flatulence  and  large  lumps  of  mucus. — Stinging  in 
the  abdomen. — Stitching  with  pressure  in  the  diaphragm. 

Stool* — Stool,  with  mucus  and  a  good  deal  of  flatulence. 
— Soft  stools,  like  stirred  eggs. — Hard  stool. — Hurried  urging 
to  stool. 

Urine. —  Urging  to  urinate,  with  copious  discharge. — Tenes- 
mus of  the  bladder.— Burning  urine.— Fetid  urine,  like  cat's 
urine. — Stitches  in  the  urethra. 

Sexual  Parts. — Stitching  or  pressure  in  the  penis,  through 
the  glans. — Burning  in  the  glans. — Itching  and  swelling  of 
the  prepuce. — Erections. — Emissions. — Leucorrhoea. 

Chest. — Stitches  in  the  chest. — Oppression  and  stitches  in 
the  region  of  the  heart,  when  bending  forward  while  sitting. 
— Anxiety  at  the  heart,  when  lying,  with  palpitation  of  the 
heart. 

Trunk. — Crampy  pain  and  pinching  contraction  between 
the  scapulae. — Swelling  of  the  cervical  glands. 

Extremities. — Stitches  in  the  shoulder-joints,  elbows, 
fore-arms,  and  ringers. — Bruising  pain  in  the  thighs,  early  in 
the  morning  on  waking. — The  knees  give  way,  in  walking, 
with  drawing  in  the  calves  and  thighs. — Muscular  twitehings 
in  the  calves. — Stitching  in  the  patellae,  tibiae  and  feet. 
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General  Symptoms.  — Stitching,  tearing  ill  the  limbsl, 
worse  after  getting  heated  or  after  exercise. — Drawing  tear* 
ing  in  the  middle  of  the  bones,  the  pain  being  so  acute  that 
the  limbs  cannot  support  the  body. — Painful  soreness. — 
Cramp-pains  and  cramp  of  the  extremities. — Visible  twitch- 
ing of  muscular  fibres,  here  and  there, — Formication. — 
Paralysis,  also  semilateral,  or  after  apoplexy. — Varices, — 
Sometimes  the  pains  seem  to  be  seated  between  the  skin  and 
flesh. — Chamomile,  mix  vomica  and  wine,  aggravate  or  excite 
the  pains,  especially  the  nightly  restlessness  and  constipation. 
— Most  of  the  pains  appear  after  dinner  or  towards  evening. — 
insensibility  all  over  the  body. — ° Feeling  of  coldness  in  the 
bones.— Violent  throbbing  through  the  whole  body. —  Violent 
trembling  of  the  tohole  body,  especially  after  an  emotion. — 
Heaviness  and  weariness,  especially  when  walking  and  early 
in  the  morning  on  waking. — *Dread   of  motion. 

Skin. — °Itching  in  the  bends  of  the  joints. — Violently 
stinging  itching,  especially  in  the  evening  in  bed,  passing  off 
immediately  after  contact. — Formication  between  the  skin 
and  flesh. — °Chronic  ^eruptions. — °  Herpetic  ulcers. — Ganglia. 
« — Chilblains  and  liability  of  external  parts  to  becoming  con- 
gealed.— °Rhagades. — Small  boils. 

SlC€p. — *  Drowsiness  in  the  day-time,  with  constant  desire 
to  sleep,  especially  early  in  the  morning  or  after  dinner,  with 
disposition  to  yawn. — One  falls  asleep  late. — Restless  sleep, 
with  frequent  waking. —  Unrefreshing  sleep. — Disgusting, 
horrid,  or  restless,  *frightful,  wandering  dreams,  °with  talking 
or  "^crying-out  during  sleep. — The  feet  are  very  cold  at 
night. — Jerking  of  the  body  during  sleep,  with  starting  as  if 
in    affright. 

Fever.  — Chill  down  the  back. — Constant  chilliness,  with 
increase  of  internal  warmth. — Feverish  shuddering  with 
flushes  of  heat,  violent  trembling  of  the  limbs,  short,  hot 
breath,  and  throbbing  through  the  whole  body. — Disposition 
to  sweat  in  the  day-time. — *Night-sweats. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Hypochondriac  mood.— ^Thoughts 
about  death  as  though  he  were  near  his  end. — Peevish  mood, 
with  want  of  disposition  to  talk,  especially  in  the  evening. — 
Very  sensitive  to  noise  and  talk. — Vexed  and  impatient. — 
Irascib'e,  one  feels  exhausted  after  every  fit  of  anger. — *JVot 
disposed  to  work.

Eyes* — Pain  in  the  eyes,  in  the  evening  after  lying 
down,  or  after  drinking  wine. — Pressure  in  the  eyes,  or 
sensation  as  if  they  would  be  pressed  into  the  head. — 
Stitching  tearing  in  the  eyes,  or  tearing  with  pressure. — 
Itching,  smarting  and  feeling  of  soreness  in  the  eyes,  lids 
and  inner  can thi.- —  Burning  and  inflammation  of  the  eyes, 
and  lids. — Redness  and  inflammation  of  the  inner  canthi^ 
with  suppuration. — °Dryness  of  the  eyes. — °The  upper  lids, 
are  lamed  and  hang  down. — Contraction  of  the  pupils. — 
Amaurosis. — Fiery  flocks  before  the  eyes,,  on  looking  up- 
wards. 

Ears. — Earache,  with  tearing  stitches  amd  external  swell- 
ing, especially  in  the  case  of  children. — Discharge  of  fetid 
pus"  from  the  ears.  — Humming  in  the  ears. 

Nose. — The  inner  nose  feels  50m.— Severe  pressure  at 
the  root  of  the  nose,  with  crampy  feeling. — Internal  and 
external,  also  ^semil&teim-l  swelling  of  the  nose,  wTith  loss, 
of'  smell. 

Faetf. — Pale-,  livid  complexion. — Gloomy  looks. — Tearing, 
with  bruising  pain  in  the  facial  hones. — The  lips  and  corners: 
of  the  mouth  are  cracked,  and  ulcerated  inside — Thick,, 
viscid  mucus  on  the  lips. — Redness  and  itching  eruption 
on  the  chin. 

Teeth* — Toothache- when  chewirag. — T>rawing  or  stitcJvng 
tearing  toothache,  especially  In  the  molares. — *  Toothache  as 
if  the    taelh   were    sore -~~°The  teeth    are    loostk~-Yiolen& 
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^bleeding   of  the   teeth  and  gums. — The  gums  are  white) 
swollen,  *sore  and  painful. — Gumboils. 

Mouth* — Small,  yellow  ulcers  on  the  inner  cheek. — 
Creeping  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  cheek,  and  profuse 
flow  of  saliva,  having  a  metallic  taste. — Blisters  on  the 
tongue. 

Throat. — Sore  throat  with  drawing  tearing  in  the  back 
part  of  the  fauces,  more  between  the  acts  of,  than  during 
empty  deglutition.  — Sensation  of  contraction  and  spasm  in 
the  cesophagus,  in  the  region  of  the  throatpit. — Dryness 
and  roughness  in  the  fauces  and  throat,  with  smarting  and 
scraping. — Soreness  of  the  throat. — A  good  deal  of  plrfegm 
in  the  throat. — °Bluish  herpes  in  the  throat,  after  gonorrhoea. 

Appetite  and  Taste, — *Taste  of  blood  in  the  mouth. — 
*Sall,ish  taste  in  the  mouth  — Very  thirsty. — Disminished 
appetite. — A  good  deal  of  hunger  with  insatiable  desire  to 
eat. — Aversion  to  veal,  sweets,  fish,  and  warm  cooked  food. 
— Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  nausea,  after  eating  bread. 
— After  eating,  hypochondriac  mood,  with  pressure  below 
the  last  ribs,  dizziness,  griping  in  the  bowels,  fulness  and 
pressure  or  burning  in  the  stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations,  with  aching  pain  in 
the  chest. — Sour  eruc'ations  after  eating,  especially  after 
eating  milk. — Heartburn  after  eating  sweet  things. — Hiccough, 
especially  after  breakfast. — Nausea,  with  gagging  and  vomit- 
ing of  bitter  mucus,  coming  on  again  after  the  least  exer- 
cise.— Hsematemesis. 

Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach. —  Disagreeable 
sensation  at  the  cardiac  orifice,  rising  up  along  the  oesopha- 
gus.— Crampy  feeling  and  pressure  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
— Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach.— Burning 
at  the  stomach. 

Abdomen. — Spasmodic  pains  in  the  hypochondria,  alterna 
ting  with  oppression  of  the  chest. — hard  pressure  in  the  hy- 
pochondria and  sides  of  the  abdomen,  increased  by  exer- 
cise.— Crampy  feeling,  pressure  and  stitching  in  the  region 
of  the  liver. — Stitching  in  the  region  of  the  spleen. — Pressure, 
stitching  and  painful  soreness  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys. 
— Colic,  after  lying  down  in  the  evening. — Hard  pressure 
and  tension  in  the  abdomen  (and  sides),  with  distention. — 
Uncomfortable  sensation  of  pressure  on  the  inner  walls  of 
the  trunk,  without  flatulence. — Spasmodic  colic  around  the 
umbilicus. — Pinching  and  cutting  in  the  abdomen,  with 
diarrhoea. — Tearing  and  stitching  in  the  abdomen. — *A 
good  deal  of  flatulence,  especially  after  eating,  with   rum 
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bling.— Flatulent  colic,  especially  in  the  evening. — Frequent 
emission  of  hot,  fetid  flatulence. — Inguinal  hernia. 

Stool* — *  Constipation. — Hard,  dry,  insufficient  stool,  fre- 
quently attended  with  a  good  deal  of  pressing. — *Soft, 
papescent  or  liquid  diarrhmc  stools,  -frequently  with  dis- 
charge of  bright  red  blood. — Involuntary  stools  : — Colic, 
during  and  after  stool. — Tearing,  stitching,  burning,  sore 
feeling  and  violent  itching  at  the  anus. — Creeping  in  the 
anus,  as  from  worms. 

Urine* — Retention  of  urine,  when  commencing  to  urinate. 
— Violent  pressure  of  the  urine  on  the  bladder. — Painful 
micturition. — Involuntary  micturition  during  a  walk,  or  when 
coughing  or  sneezing  — Frequent  emission  of  a  light-yellow 
urine,  which  afterwards  deposits  a  white,  flocculent  sediment. 
— While  standing  the  urine  becomes  turbid  like  loam  water. 
— Renal  and  vesical  calculi. — Bloody  urine. — Burning 
during  and  after  micturition. —  Cutting  in  the  orifice  of  the 
urethra. — Discharge  of  blood  from  the  urethra. 

Male  Parts. — The  testes  are  drawn  up,  swollen  and  pain- 
ful.— Drawing  in  the  testes,  ascending  along  the  spermatic 
chord. — Painful  soreness  about  the  scrotum. — Shrinking  of 
the  scrotum,  attended  with  shuddering  of  the  part. — Vio- 
lent desire  for  an  embrace,  with  difficult  or  *too  rapid 
emission  of  semen. — ^Continual  erections  °at  night. —  Dis- 
charge of  prostatic  fluid. 

Female  Parts. — The  parts  are  very  sensitive. — Pressing  to- 
wards the  parts. — Nymphomania  of  lying-in  women. — 
°Disposition  to  miscarriage,  with  varices  at  the  pudendum  1 
—- Suppression  of  the  lochial  discharge? — Menses  too  soon, 
or  suppressed. — *During  the  menses,  distention  of  the  ab- 
domen, cutting  and  pressing  in  the  abdomen  and  small  of 
the  back,  with  great  heaviness  and  languor  in  the  lower 
limbs. — Leucorrhceal  discharge  of  thick  mucus,  -also  preceded 
by  colic. 

Catarrhal  Symptoms. — Stoppage  of  the  nose. — Fluent 
coryza,  with  hoarseness  and  burning  in  the  chest. 

Windpipe* — Roughness  and  dryness  in  the  throat  and 
chest,  especially  early  in  the  morning  and  after  dinner. — 
One  hawks  up  black  blood. — Dry  cough,  also  at  night, 
with  stitches  and  pain  in  the  chest  as  if  it  would  fly  to 
pieces. — Cough  with  expectoration  of  tenacious  mucus,  fol- 
lowed by  a  sensation  of  coldness  and  rawness  in  the  chest. 
— Bloody  cough,  with  burning  and  painful  soreness  in  the 
chest. 

Chest  and  Respiration. — Dyspnoea  and  oppression  of  the 
chest,  especially    in  the  evening. — ° Spasmodic    dyspnoea. — 
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^Shortness  of  breath  caused  by  flatulence,  after  a  meal. — 
°  Accumulation  of  phlegm  on  the  chest.— Oppression  of  the 
chest. — °Tensive  pain  iu  the  sternum. — Tearing  in  the  chest, 
— Stitching  in  the  chest,  especially  in  the  region  of  the 
chest. — Burning  in  the  chest. — -* Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with 
or  without  anxiety. — Irregular  motions  of  the  heart. — 
°Shocks  at  the  heart. — °Painful  soreness  of  the  nipples. — 
Suppression  of  milk  in  lying-in  women. 

Trunk* — *  Pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  walking  or 
sitting  down. — Feeling  of  lameness  in  t:  e  back  and  small  of 
the  back. — ^Rheumatic  pains  in  the  bach, — Itching  herpes  on 
the  back. — Tension  and  stitching  at  and  between  the 
scapulae. — Itching  tearing,  stiffness  and  tension  in  the  nape 
of  the  neck  and  a^t  the  neck. 

Upper  Extremities. — Rheumatic  drawing  and  stitching 
tearing  in  the  shoulders,  arms,  elbows,  wrist-joints,  hands 
and  fingers. — Painful  lameness  of  the  arm. — Boils  on  the 
upper  arm.— Deadness  and  paralysis  of  the  hands. — Weak- 
ness and  trembling  of  the  hands,  when  writing. — *Dry, 
cracked  skin  of  the  hands. — Rhagades  between  the  fingers. 
— The  fingers  go  to  sleep,  early  in  the  morning  after  rising. 
— °Rough,  itching  herpetic  spot  on  the  hands  and  fingers. 

Lower  Extremities. — Rheumatic  drawing  and  tearing  in 
the  lower  limbs,  knees,  tarsal  joints  and  feets. — ° Varices  on 
the  thighs  and  legs. — Tensive  pain  in  the  knees. — Nocturnal 
pains  in  the  knees. — Sensation  in  the  legs  as  if  the  blood  had 
ceased  to  circulate. — Drawing  and  rigidity  in  the  calves 
during  a  walk. — Formication  in  the  calves. — Erysipelatous 
inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  tendo  Achilles. — Stiffness 
of  the  tarsal  joint,  after  sitting. — Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the 
tarsal  and  toe-joints. — Burning  of  the  feet. — Inflammatory 
swelling  of  the  feet. — Weakness  and  trembling  of  the  feet. 
— Paralysis  of  the  feet. — Painful  chilblains. — Itching,  heat, 
redness  and  swelling  of  the  toes,  as  if  frozen. — Throbbing 
stitches  in  the  toes. 
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General  Symptoms. — Burning  in  the  extremities  and 
joints. — Burning  stitches  in  the  fleshy  parts. — Pain  in  the 
extremities  as  if  sprained. — Bruising  pains  in  the  joints, 
especially  in  the  evening  and  early  in  the  morning,  in  bed, 
and  mostly  during  motion. — Burning  streaks  in  various 
directions,  in  every  part  of  the  body. — Shiverings  extending 
throughout,  the  whole  body. — Shocks  through  the  body,  also 
as  if  caused  by  fright,  causing  the  body  to  be  raised  and 
bent  alternately,  sometimes  with  loss  of  consciousness. 
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SilBt— Disposition  of  former  wounds  to  bleed  afresfr.-— 
Ulcers  are  painful  like  recent  wounds. — Small  boils. — 
Blisters  with  drawing-stinging  pain. 

Sleep. — Restless  sfaep,  with  talking,  snoring  and  constant 
tossing  about. — One  remains  awake  from  two  o'clock  in  the 
morning  ;  about  sun.*:Z  one  falls  into  a  comatose  sleep. — Lying 
on  one's  back,  with  the  extended  hand  resting  under  the 
occiput,  with  the  knees  stretched  apart  and  the  mouth 
half  open,  with  stertorous  breathing. —Early  in  the  morn- 
ing, after  waking,  headache  with  bruised  feeling  in  all  the 
joints,  obliging  one  to  change  the  position  of  the  limbs 
all  the  time. 

Fever. — Dry  beat  at  night  and  early  in  the  mornings 
in  bed,  with  disposition  to  uncover  one's  self. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Precipitate  volition. — Absence  of 
mind. — Wavering  mood. — I rrascible. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo,  especially  In  the  evening,, 
after  lying  down,  as  if  one  would  fall,  or  like  a  jerk  through 
one's  head.— Vertigo,  with  staggering  gait,  the  objects  seem 
to  be  balancing. 

Head. — Headache  when  straining  one's  memory  or  one*s 
faculty  of  comprehension. — Digging,  stupefying  headache, 
passing  off  immediately  after  flatulence  sets  in.  —  Headache 
as  if  a  nail  were  pressed  into  the  head,  or  as  if  the  brain  were 
sore,  especially  after  chagrin. — Paroxysms  of  jerking  tearing 
in  the  head.— -Humming  in  the  head. 

Eyes. — Itching  of  ';Le  eyes,  especially  of  the  lids. — White 
luminous  vibrations  outside  of  the  visual  ray,  at  twilight. 

Ears. — Humming  in  the  ears. — Diminished  hearing. 

JYose. — Illusion  of  smell  as  if  one  were  smelling  manure, 
or  musty  smell  as  arises  from  cloth-presses  that  had  been 
long  closed. 

Face. — Sweat  in  the  face,  without  heat,  early  in  the 
morning. — Jerking  tearing  in  the  upper  jaws. — Violently- 
burning  stitches  in  the  facial  muscles,  in  the  evening. — 
Swelling  of  the  lips,  in  the  evening,  with  ptyalism. — Pimples 
on  the  lips  which  are  painful  as  if  sore. 

Teeth. — Toothache  after  taking  a  cold  drink  or  after  in- 
haling cold  air. — Tur^s  of  jerking  toothache. — Toothache  in 
decayed  teeth,  with  swelling  of  the  gums. 

Mouth  and  Taste.— Fetor  of  the  mouth. — Metallic  taste. 
— Tobacco  and  beer  are  tasteless. — Several  articles  of  food 
taste  musty. — One  is  soon  satiated  when  eating. — Violent 
hunger  in  the  evening. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Ineffectual  eructations, — Eructations 
which  smell  and  taste  like  horn-filings. — Rising  of  acidity 
from  the  stomach,  when  stooping . 
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Stomach. — Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  cramps  rising 
upwards,  restlessness  which  drives  or.t  from  place  to  place, 
heaviness  of  the  tongue,  paleness  of  face  and  coldness  of  the 
body. 

Abdomen. — Pressure  and  anxious  fulness  in  the  epi- 
gastrium, especially  when  reflecting  intensely.— Loud 
rumbling  in  the  bowels. — Flatulent. — Flatulent  colic. — 
Emission  of  flatulence  attended  with  painful  pressure. 

StOOl.  — Constipation  as  if  caused  by  a  stricture  of  the 
rectum. — Painless  diarrhoea  with  flatulence. — Hemorrhoidal 
pain  at  the  anus,  as  if  excoriated,  after  eating,  with  constric- 
tion of  the  rectum.— Blind  piles. — Prolapsus  of  the  rectum, 

Male  Parts. — Burning  in  tire  region  of  the  seminal  ve- 
sicles, causing  a  desire  for  an  embrace. — Aversion  to  an  em- 
brace.— Erection. — The  prepuce  retreats  behind  the  glaus. — 
Swelling  of  the  cpidydimis,  with  painfulness  during  motion 
or  when  touching  the  parts. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  too  soor,,  too  copious  and  too 
Ion£. 

Windpipe.—  Nightly  attacks  of  dry  cough, — Spasmodic 
cough,  especially  after  midnight,  while  waking  and  thinking. 

Chest. — Nightly  oppression  caused  by  phlegm  in  the 
windpipe,  which  is  easily  hawked  up  in  the  morning. — 
Intolerable,  burning  stitches  in  the  pectoral  muscles. 

Trunk.— Jerking  in  the  spine  as  from  something  alive. — 
Painfulness  of  the  sacro-lumbar  articulation,  early  in  the 
morning,  in  bed,  while  lying  on  the  clde,  or  in  the  day  time 
when  stooping. 

Upper  Extremities — Pain  in  the  shoulder-joint  as  If 
sprained,  or  pain  in  the  wrist-joint  as  if  a  tendon  had  been 
strained.  — Drawing  pains  in  the  joints  and  muscles  of  the 
arms,  frequently  extending  from  thp  head  to  the  fingers. — 
Tearing  jerking  in  the  muscles  of  the  arms,  when  staying 
long  in  the  cold. — Red  spots  in  the  palms  of  the  hands,  re- 
sembling watery  vesicles. 

Lower  Extremities. — Attacks  of  cramp  in  the  calves 
and  toes,  early,  after  waking. — Burning  stitches  in  the  heels 
and  corns. 
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General  Symptoms. — Languid  and  bruised  feeling  in 
the  whole  body,  with  lowness  of  spirits,  especially  early  in 
the  morning  and  in  the  open  air.  — Drawing  sensation  in 
the  peritoneum  of  all  the  bones,  as  when  an  intermittent 
fever  is  about   to  set    in. — Painful,   digging    stitches    in 
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various  parts  of  the  body,  the  deeper  the  more  painful.— 
In  the  parts  touched  by  the  magnet,  the  following  symp- 
toms are  experienced  :  Stitching  jerks,  beating,  trembling, 
feeling  of  coldness,  sensation  as  if  the  blood  were  rushing 
to  the  parts, — *  Nervousness  with  trembling,  constant  restless* 
ness  in  the  extremities  and  great  nervous  debility. 

Skin. — Crawling,  and  crawling  or  stinging  itching  of  the 
skin. — Burning,  or  burning  tearing  in  the  tetters. — Panaritia, 

Sleep. — Excessive,  spasmodic  yawning,  with  pain  in  the 
articulation  of  the  jaw,  as  if  it  would  become  dislocated. — 
Very  drowsy  in  the  day -lime. — Sopor. — Sound  sleep  at  nighty 
generally  on  the  back. — Many  vivid,  (also  lascivious) 
dreams,  and  singing  during  sleep. — After  going  to  sleepy 
in  the  evening,  one  is  waked  by  a  violent  jerk  in  the  mus- 
cles of  the  head  and  neck.— Tossing,  about  during  sleep, 
attended  with  troublesome  heat,  which  causes  a  desire  to  be 
uncovered,  without  thirst. — One  is  half  awake  early  in  the 
morning,  with  strong  internal  consciousness,  vivid  memory, 
a  crowd  of  ideas  and  intense  thinking  about  some  impor- 
tant object. 

Fever. — Feeling  of  coldness  or  coolness  over  the  whole 
body. — Disposed  to  feel  chilly. — Cool  hands,  with  coo! 
sweat,  on  the  same  or  on  the  whole  body, — Shuddering, 
followed  by  a  short  heat  and  swelling  of  the  veins  on  the 
hands. — Feeling  of  heat  over  the  whole  body,  with  colel 
hands  or  chilliness  of  the  lower  extremities. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Whining  mood,  out  of  spirits,  with 
chilliness. — Mild,  yielding  temper. — Indolence,  while  sittings 
as  if  one  were  unable  to  stir. — Want  of  decision,  followed 
by  prompt  execution  of  one's  will. — One  talks  aloud  to 
one's-self,  while  attending  to  one's  business, — Fitful  mood. — 
Anxiety  of  mind,  with  apprehensive  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Loss  of  consciousness. — Vanishing  of 
thought. — Weak  memory.  — Liability  to  using  wrong  wTords 
in  writing. — Vertigo  as  if  one  were  intoxicated,  with  stagger- 
ing gait  in  the  open  air  and  unsteadiness  when  standing. — 
Semilateral,  vertiginous  movement  from  the  middle  of  the 
head  to  the  ears,  resembling  the  motion  of  a  pendulum. 

Head.— Headache  when  raising  and  moving  the  eyes.— 
Headache  pressing  downwards  like  a  weight.— Headache  as 
if  the  brain  would  be  distended. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— They  feel  tight  as  if  adher- 
ing too  firmly  to  the  skull. 

Eyes, — They  protrude  and  stare. — The  eyes  feel  cold  as- 
ice  (they  are  weak). — Restlessness  of  the  eye. — Stitches,  itch- 
ing and  jerking  drawing  in  the  lids,  with  lachrymation.— 
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Painful  feeling  of  dryness  of  the  lids,  early  in  the  morning 
on  waking. 

Ears* — Roaring  in  the  ears  and  warmth  in  the  same,  as 
from  boiling  water. — Deafness  as  if  a  pellicle  were  stretched 
across  the  ears. 

Nose. -—Illusion  of  smell,  as  if  one  smelled  spoiled  eggs 
or  recent  whitewash  and  dust. — Nosebleed,  preceded  by  an 
oppressive  aching  pain  in  the  forehead. — Redness  and  heat 
of  the  tip  of  the  nose,  succeeded  by  red,  hot,  sharply-cir- 
cumscribed spots  on  the  cheeks. 

Face. — Painful  crampy  feeling  in  the  cervical  muscles 
and  the  articulations  of  the  jaws,  with  sensation,  when  mov- 
ing the  latter,  as  if  they  would  become  dislocated. 

Teeth. — *Paroxys7ns  of  toothache  in  decayed  teeth,  as  if 
they  would  be  torn  out. — °Rhei<matic  ^toothache  in  decayed 
teeth,  with  sv:ollen  gums  which  are  'painful  when  touched. — 
°  Toothache  (in  decayed  teeth),  worse  after  eating  and  in 
warmth,  abating  in  the  open  air  and  when  walking. — tooth- 
ache, with  swollen,  red,  hot  cheeks. — °  Toothache,  with  jerk- 
ing-aching,  or  digging-tearing,  or  burning-stinging  jerks 
which  strike  through  the  periosteum  of  the  jaw. — Painfulness  of 
the  incisores  on  inhaling  air  through  the  mouth.— -Numbness 
and  insensibility  of  the  gums,  after  the  toothache  ceases. — 
^Throbbing  pains  in  hollow  teeth. 

Appetite  and  Taste.  —The  food  is  tasteless. — Sourish  taste 
in  the  mouth. — Tobacco  tastes  bitter. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Frequent  rising  of  air. — Continual 
heartburn,  especially  after  supper. 

Abdomen. — Frequent  and  copious  flatulence  and  incarce- 
ration of  flatulence. — Oppressive  flatulent  colic. — Jerks  in 
the  abdomen  as  if  something  were  falling  down,  or  shocks  ex- 
tending from  the  abdomen  through  the  chest  as  far  as  the 
throat. — Distended  abdomen. — Pressing  and  boring  in  the  ab- 
dominal ring  from  within  outwards,  as  if  hernia  would  pro- 
trude, the  ring  being  relaxed. — Inguinal  hernia. 

Stool. — Chronic  costiveness  and  constipation. — Hard, 
large-sized,  difficult  stool,  frequently  preceded  by  a  drawing, 
dysenteric  pain  in  the  abdomen. 

Urine. — Increased  desire  to  urinate. — Dark  urine. 

Male  Parts. — Excessive  erections  and  emissions. — Sexual 
desire. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  too  scanty. — Suppression  of  the 
menses. 

Windpipe. — Dry,  husky  suffocative  cough,  worse  after  a 
walk  in  the  open  air. — Concussive  spasmodic  cough,  in  the 
evening,  on  going  to  sleep,  preventing  sleep. — Suffocative, 
spasmodic  cough  at  midnight,  proceeding  from  the  finest 
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bronchial  ramifications,  racking  the  head  and  whole  body, 
and  causing  a  heat  which  continues  until  sweat  breaks  out, 
after  which  the  cough  abates. — Constant  desire  to  cough,  in 
the  evening,  which  can  only  be  removed  by  suppressing  the 
cough. 

Trunk. — Bruising  pain  in  the  back,  on  bending  it  back- 
wards.— Cracking  or  crepitation  in  the  cervical  vertebrae, 
when  moving  them. 

Upper  Extremities.— Inflammation  of  the  dorsum  of  the 
hand,  with  throbbing  pain. — Weight  in  the  arms,  hands  and 
fingers. 

Lower  Extremities.— Bruising  pain  in  the  hip-joints  and 
lower  limbs. — Weakness  of  the  lower  limbs  as  if  they  would 
break  down,  in  walking. — Pain  of  the  toes  and  corns  as  if 
sore. 

148.— MAGNETIS  POLLS  AUSTRALIS. 

General  Symptoms.  Drawing  in  the  fingers,  the  meta- 
carpal and  tarsal  joints,  and  the  malleoli. — Stinging-throb- 
bing pains  at  the  roots  of  the  nails,  as  if  they  would  ulcerate. 
— Pinching,  or  stinging-burning  pains  here  and  there. — 
Bruising  pains  in  the  extremities  and  joints  as  from  lying  on 
hard  stones. — Liability  to  taking  cold. — The  nose,  ears, 
hands  and  feet  freeze  even  in  moderately  cold  weather. — 
Sudden  exhaustion  during  a  walk,  with  anxiety  and  heat,  or 
sudden  disposition  to  sleep. 

Sleep. — Very  drowsy  in  the  evening  and  early  in  the 
morning,  writh  closing  of  the  eyes  without  being  able  to  fall 
asleep. — Wakefulness  before  midnight. — Confused,  frightful 
dreams. — One  dreams  for  a  long  while  about  the  same  sub- 
ject, with  great  mental  exertion.— Slow,  sniffling  expirations 
before  midnight,  after  midnight  the  inspirations  are  of  the 
same  nature. — One  sleeps  on  one's  back.  — Rush  of  blood  to 
the  head,  early  in  the  morning,  obliging  one  to  lie  with  the 
head  high. 

Fever. — Dread  of  the  open  air,  even  when  warm,  it  pe- 
netrates the  very  marrow  of  one's  bone,  attended  with 
whining  and  peevish  moods. — Shuddering  with  blackness 
of  sight,  jactitation  of  the  limbs,  without  chilliness,  followed 
by  heat  of  the  head  and  face. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Peevish  and  not  disposed  to  talk. — 
Aversion  to  company  and  bright  faces.— Irascible. — Un- 
steady ideas. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo  as  if  intoxicated,  with  stag- 
gering gait. 

Head.— Heaviness  of  the  head,  with  creeping  and  digging 
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in  the  head.  Shocks  in  the  head,  sometimes  attended  with 
tearing. 

Eyes. — Smarting  dryness  of  the  lids,  as  if  excoriated,  espe- 
cially when  moving  them,  mostly  in  the  evening  and  early  in 
the  morning. — Lachrymation. — Dimness  of  sight. 

Teeth. — Tearing  or  jerking  toothache,  aggravated  by 
warmth. 

Mouth  and  Throat. — Flow  of  watery  saliva  in  the  month. 
— Difficult  speech  as  if  the  tongue  were  swollen.  Burning 
rising  in  the  oesophagus. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Metallic  taste  on  and  under  the 
tongue,  at  times  sweetish,  at  others  sourish. — Food  has  too 
little  taste, — Indifference  to  food,  drink  and  tobacco. — Canine 
hunger,  at  noon  and  in  the  evening,  also  during  the  fever- 
chill. 

Stomach  and  Abdomen. — Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach  when  exerting  the  mind. — Pinching  in  the  bowels, 
when  exposed  to  a  draught  of  air. — Loud  rumbling  in  the 
bowels. — Pinching-oppressive  flatulent  cholic,  with  distended 
abdomen. — Sense  of  dilatation  of  the  abdominal  ring  as  if 
hernia  would  protrude,  with  painful  distention  of  this  spot  at 
every  turn  of  cough. 

StOOl. — Soft,  diarrhceic  stools,  preceded  by  cutting  colic. — 
Discharge  of  thin  stool,  with  sensation  as  if  flatulence  would 
be  emitted. — Continual  contraction  of  the  rectum  and  anus, 
preventing  the  emission  of  flatulence. 

Urine. — *  Involuntary  emission  of  urine,  owing  to  lameness 
of  the  sphincter  vesicce. 

Male  Parts. — Violent  sexual  desire. — ^Impotence,  with 
sudden  suppression  of  the  thrill  during  an  embrace. — Pain  in 
the  penis  as  if  single  fibres  were  pulled  or  torn.  At  night  the 
testes  are  spasmodically  drawn  up.  Swelling  of  the  testes, 
with  tearing,  choking  turns  in  the  same. 

Female  Parts. — The  menses  are  too  soon  and  too  copious. 
— °  Metrorrhagia  ? 

Catarrhal  Symptoms  and  Cough.— Profuse  fluent  eoryza. 

— Catarrh  and  cough,  with  expectoration  of  green  mucus  and 
short  breath. — Paroxysms  of  suffocative  cough,  at  night,  during 
sleep. 

Chest  and  Breathing*. — Disposition  to  take  a  deep  breath, 
like  sighing,  with  involuntary  deglutition. — Oppression  as  if  the 
breath  were  trembling  and  as  if  it  produced  a  feeling  of  cool- 
ness.— Drawing  with  pressure  on  both  sides  of  the  sternum, 
with  anguish  of  conscience  which  drives  one  from  place  to 
place. —  Violent  palpitation  of  the  heart. — Throbbing  in  the 
region  of  the  heart,  not  as  if  proceeding  from  the  heart* 
19 
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Trunk. — Oppressive-burning  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
during  rest  and  motion.  Pain  as  if  sprained  and  bruised  in 
the  sacro-lumbar  articulation. 

Upper  Extremities. — Crawling  down  the  arm,  like  a 
series  of  small  shocks. — Quick,  painful  jerking  in  the  arms, 
from  above  downwards. — Creeping  and  throbbing  in  the  tips  of 
the  fingers. — Heaviness  and  languor  of  the  arms. — Eumbling 
in  the  arms  and  in  their  blood-vessels,  upwards  and  down- 
wards.— Panaritia. 

Lower  Extremities. — Jerking  beating  in  the  hamstrings, 
with  contraction  of  the  limbs,  especially  during  motion. — 
Tearing  with  pressure  in  the  patellae. — Throbbing  in  the 
muscles  of  the  feet,  after  a  walk. — The  knees  give  way,  when 
walking. — Liability  of  the  tarsal  joint  to  becoming  sprained, 
when  making  a  wrong  step. — The  nail  of  the  big  toe  is  painful 
as  if  sore.,  and  very  sensitive, — °The  nails  grow  into  the  flesh, 
— -°  Varices. 
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The  present  work*  is,  properly  speaking,  a  compilation  of  Jahr's 
Symptomen  Codex  and  Trinks'  Manual,  and  would  not  have  been 
published  if  I  had  known  in  the  remotest  degree  that  Jahr  himself 
intended  a  republication  of  his  own  work.  It  was  not  my  intention 
to  interfere  with  the  latter,  and  I  am  grieved  to  see  that  the  pub- 
lisher of  Jahr's  work  should  deem  me  capable  of  any  such  unkind 
motives.  In  many  cases  I  have  copied  Jahr  literally,  lest  any  altera- 
tion of  his  original  text  should  destroy  the  clear  view  of  the  patho- 
genesis of  our  drugs,  which  Jahr  furnishes  in  such  a  masterly  manner. 
It  was  not,  by  any  means,  my  intention,  merely  to  smuggle  a  new 
book  into  the  market.  If  it  should  be  found  useful,  it  will  be 
bought ;  if  not,  rejected  and  laid  upon  the  shelves. 

In  order  to  render  my  work  as  complete  as  possible,  I  have 
embodied  in  it  all  the  recent  provings  and  reprovings  of  a  number  of 
drugs,  trusting  that  these  additions  will  prove  of  service  to  the  prac- 
titioners of  our  School. 

Besides  the  works  above  named  which  have  been  used  in  the 
compilation  of  my  Manual,  I  ought  to  mention  the  following: — 
Allgemeine  homosopathische  Zeitung,  Hygea,  Thorer's  Beitrage, 
Stapfs  Archiv,  and  a  number  of  others. 

I  will  conclude  my  preface  with  the  following 

Daily  Prayer  of  a  Physician  before  Visiting  his  Patients.* 

All-merciful  God!  Thou  hast  formed  marts  body  with  infinite 
wisdom.  Thou  hast  combined  in  him  tens  of  thousands  of  instru- 
ments which  are  continually  busy  to  preserve  and  sustain  this  beau- 
tiful whole,  the  garment  of  an  immortal  spirit.  They  are  constantly 
and  silently  in  motion,  full  of  order  and  harmony.  But  if  this 
harmony  should  have  been  disturbed  in  consequence  of  the  perish-

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able  nature  of  the  tissues,  or  through  the  uncontrolled  fury  of  the 
passions,  it  is  then  that  the  body  is  reduced  again  to  its  original 
elements.  But  it  is  then  also  that  thou  sendest  unto  man  the 
benevolent  messenger,  disease,  that  proclaims  to  him  the  approach- 
ing danger,  and  impels  him  to  escape  from  it  in  time. 

Thy  earth,  thy  rivers,  thy  mountains  have  been  filled  by  thee  with 
remedial  agents  capable  of  alleviating  the  sufferings  of  thy  creatures 
and  of  preventing  their  destruction,  provided  thy  holy  providence 
permit. 

And  thou  hast  imparted  unto  man  the  power  to  analyse  the 
human  body,  to  study  its  functions  both  in  harmony  or  disorder,  to 
fetch  the  remedial  agents  from  their  secret  recesses,  to  investigate 
their  curative  virtues,  and  to  adapt  them,  each  in  particular,  to  their 
curative  purposes. 

I  have  been  appointed  by  thy  eternal  providence,  to  watch  over 
the  life  and  health  of  thy  creatures.  I  am  now  preparing  for  the 
exercise  of  my  calling.  Aid  me  in  my  purpose,  all-merciful  God,  for 
without  thy  aid  man  cannot  succeed  in  anything,  howsoever  little  it 
may  be. 

Grant  that  I  may  be  animated  by  the  love  of  art  and  of  thy  crea- 
tures. Do  not  allow  the  desire  of  lucre,  or  the  love  of  glory  and 
ambition,  to  take  possession  of  my  heart,  for  these  impure  feelings 
are  hostile  to  truth  and  to  the  love  of  man,  and  might  easily  cause 
me  to  swerve  from  the  noble  aim  to  do  good  unto  thy  children. 
Preserve  the  strength  of  my  body  and  mind,  in  order  that  it  may 
always  be  at  the  service  of  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  good  and  the 
wicked,  the  friend  or  the  enemy.  Grant  that  a  sick  person  may 
never  appear  to  me  in  any  other  light  than  that  of  a  suffering  fellow- 
being.  Thou  too  Greatest  man,  and  preservest  him  from  no  other 
motive  than  because  he  is  a  human  being,  thy  creature,  without  con- 
sidering whether  he  is  rich  or  poor,  good  or  bad. 

Keep  my  mind  sound  and  unbiassed,  in  order  that  it  may  correctly 
interpret  perceptible  phenomena,  and  not  reason  fallaciously  in  regard 
to  the  unseen  features  of  the  disease.  Grant  that  my  mind  may 
never  overlook  that  which  ought  to  be  seen,  nor  that  it  may  ever 
pretend  to  see  things  which  do  not  exist.  In  the  art  of  curing  the 
boundary  between  truth  and  sophism  is  scarcely  perceptible. 

Grant  that  my  mind  may  ever  be  independent.  At  the  sick-bed 
it  should  not  be  interested  in  any  thing  but  the  patient.  Grant  that 
the  treasures  which  experience  and  meditation  have  gathered  up, 
should  ever  be  present  to  me  when  sitting  with  a  patient,  and  that 
the  silent  workings  of  my  mind  should  not  be  disturbed  by  any 
thing  while  I  am  watching  over  him.  For  it  is  a  noble  and  sacred 
work  to  preserve  the  life  and  health  of  thy  creatures.

Grant  that  my  patients  may  have  confidence  in  me  and  my  art, 
and  may  follow  my  instructions  with  punctuality.  And  make  my 
mind  willing  to  accept  the  advice  of  wiser  physicians  than  I  am.  For 
the  boundaries  of  art  are  immense,  and  nobody  sees  every  thing. 
But,  if  fools  should  censure  me,  then  let  my  mind,  regardless  of  age 
or  of  the  distinction  they  may  enjoy  in  the  world,  remain  insensible 
to  their  blame ;  let  it  firmly  adhere  to  what  it  believes  to  be  true,  for 
it  would  be  wicked  to  yield  from  mere  weakness  in  matters  concern- 
ing the  life  or  death  of  thy  creatures. 

Grant  that  my  heart  may  bear  with  meekness  the  caprices  of  my 
patients  and  the  foolish  pride  of  my  older  professional  brethren  who 
consider  themselves  authorized,  by  virtue  of  their  more  advanced 
age,  to  tutor  me  or  set  me  aside  on  every  occasion.  May  I  profit  by 
their  superior  knowledge,  but  let  not  their  arrogance  disturb  my 
peace  of  mind ;  for  old  age  is  not  always  exempt  from  folly  and 
passion.  Let  me  always  remember  that  I  too  may  expect  to  grow 
old  under  thy  providence,  oh,  God ! 

Grant  that  I  may  be  content  with  every  thing,  except  with  the 
knowledge  I  possess  of  my  art.  May  I  ever  recoil  with  horror  from 
the  thought  that  I  know  every  thing!  Give  me  the  strength^ 
leisure,  desire  and  opportunity  to  improve  my  knowledge  unceas- 
ingly. The  realm  of  art  is  boundless,  and  man's  mmd  admits  of  an 
endless  expansion. 

All-merciful  God,  thou  hast  appointed  me  to  watch  over  the  life 
and  death  of  thy  creatures;  I  am  now  about  to  enter  upon  the 
exercise  of  my  calling. 

Aid  me  in  my  work,  that  it  may  prosper,  for  without  thy  blessing 
man  fails  in  every  thing  he  may  undertake. 


Would  that  all  physicians,  both  young  and  old,  might  imitate  our 
late  Doctor  Heim,  who  was  not  only  a  philanthropist  but  also  a 
Christian  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  and  who,  notwithstanding 
his  eminent  abilities  used  to  say,  I  am  a  man  and  may  err ;  since  my 
art  is  of  great  importance  my  errors  must  be  so  likewise.  This  shows 
that  he  was  not  proud  of  his  knowledge;  on  the  contrary,  he 
acknowledged  God  as  the  only  true  helper,  even  when  the  efforts  of 
physicians  were  of  no  avail ;  and  this  it  was  (as  is  well  observed  by 
his  biographer,  G.  W.  Kessler)  which,  in  the  moment  of  danger, 
gave  his  mind  that  decision  and  calmness  of  reflection  for  which 
Heim  was  distinguished,  and  preserved  intact  that  warmth  of  feeling 
which  is  so  easily  chilled  by  the  daily  spectacle  of  misery  and 
disease. 

Would  that  all  physicians  might  pray  as  Heim  was  in  the  habit  of 
doinff : 
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"  God,  grant  me  thy  aid,  and  bless  every  thing  good  I  may  under- 
take. Give  me  strength  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  my  calling  worthily 
and  with  success,  and,  above  all,  with  a  cheerful  mind !" 

It  were  desirable  that  the  Old  School  physicians  should  cease  to 
look  down  upon  homoeopathy  with  contempt,  but  that  they  should 
be  willing  to  honor  truth,  and  to  investigate  the  claims  of  the  new 
method.  Heim,  following  the  example  of  his  celebrated  teacher, 
Gauhius,  did  not  hesitate  to  profit  by  the  advice  of  so-called  quacks, 
shepherds,  nurses ;  and,  though  he  did  not  practise  homoeopathy,  yet 
he  was  without  prejudice  and  open  to  truth, 
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ACONITUM  MPELLUS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  1.) 

General  Symptoms. — Inflammation  of  the  serous  mem- 
branes.— ° Habitual  venesections,  to  which  some  persons  are  in 
the  habit  of  resorting,  at  stated  periods,  are,  in  most  cases, 
rendered  unnecessary  by  the  use  of  Aconite  and  Belladonna 
in  alternate  daily  doses  ;  in  other  cases  some  other  remedy  may 
be  necessary.  Aconite  acts  likewise  as  a  prophylactic  in  the 
case  of  persons  who  are  liable  to  being  attacked  with  inflamma- 
tory diseases  of  the  chest  when  exposed  to  the  influence  of  an 
east  wind. 

Skin* — Red,  hot,  shining  rheumatic  or  arthritic  swellings. — 
°Is  a,  most  distinguished  remedy  for  recent  jaundice. — °Dropsy 
when  caused  by  a  sudden  fright. 

Fever. — intermittent  fevers  (quotidian  and  quartan)  in 
children  and  full-grown  persons  (especially  plethoric  people), 
commencing  with  chilliness,  in  the  evening,  after  which  a  dry 
heat  continues  for  a  long  time. — *  Yellow  Fever,  especially  in 
the  case  of  emigrants  who  are  not  yet  acclimated  ;  used  alter- 
nately with  Belladonna. — ° Fever,  with  vomiting  of  lumbrici. 
— *  Wound-fever  and  pains  after  surgical  operations. — *  Den- 
tition-fever.— *  Milk-fever ,  especially  in  the  case  of  plethoric 
females,  and  when  violent  delirium  sets  in. — ° Cholera-fever,  in 
alternation  with  Bellad. 

Sentient  Sphere. — *It  is  a  prophylactic  against  sanguineous 
apoplexy. 

Head. — Affections  of  the  head  during  dentition. 

Eyes. — °Syphilitic  ophthalmia. — °Complete  blindness. 

Nose. — ° Carbuncle  at  the  tip  of  the  nose. 

Face. — *  Redness  of  both  cheeks,  also  with  sensation  of 
enlargement  or  swelling. 

Teeth. — Toothache  of  decayed  teeth,  is  frequently  removed 
at  once  by  inserting  into  the  tooth  a  little  cotton  moistened 
with  a  drop  of  the  tincture  of  Aconite. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *  Vomiting  in  Asiatic  cholera,  after 
the  other  symptoms  are  removed. 

Stool. — °Constipation  in  acute  diseases. 

Male  Parts. — Orchitis  after  gonorrhoea. — Frequent  emis- 
sions. 

Windpipe. — °Bloody   cough,    caused   by   the   presence   of 
tubercles.

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Lower  Extremities. — °Rheumatic  inflammation  of  the 
knee,  with  tearing  pain. — ° Cutting-tearing  pains  in  the  right 
knpp-ioint.

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General  Symptoms. — Coldness  and  rigidity  of  the  extremi- 
ties.-—Spasms,  with  stupefaction  and  delirium. — Epileptic 
spasms,  with  clenching  of  the  thumbs,  red  face,  dilated  pupils, 
foam  at  the  mouth. — Vertigo  so  that  one  is  unable  to  raise 
one's  head,  with  stupefaction,  headache,  heat,  quick  and  full 
pulse,  frequent  attacks  of  green  vomiting,  and  periodical  bloat- 
ing of  the  face  which  is  dotted  with  red  spots. — Suffocative 
paroxysms  and  burning  thirst. 

Fever. — General  internal  chilliness  and  external  coldness. 
Emotive  Sphere. — Anguish  and  oppression,  with  restless- 
ness.— Fixed  ideas. — Delirium,  mania,  rage. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Loss  of  sense  ;  stupefaction,  dulness  of 
the  head. — Vertigo  as  if  one  would  fall,  with  drowsiness  and 
closing  of  the  lids. 

Head. — Weight  in  the  forehead. — Stinging  and  throbbing 

in  the  whole  head. — Tumult  in  the  head  upon  entering  a  room. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.-— Feeling  of  swelling  about  the 

head,  face  and  hands,  after  walking  in  the  open  air,  passing  off 

in  the  room. 

Eyes. — Burning  in  the  eyes,  as  from  smoke  in  the  room. — 
Glistening,  protruded,  staring  eyes.— Dilated  pupils. 

Ears. — Stitching  in  the  ears. — Hard  hearing,  especially  on 
the  left  ear. 

Nose. — Ulcerative  pain  of  the  nose. 

Face. — Periodically  bloated  and  marked  with  red  spots; 
attended  with  vertigo. — The  features  are  expressive  of  anguish 
and  pain. — Pale,  sunken  face. 

Mouth  and  Throat.— Feeling  of  dryness,  though  the  parts 
are  moist. 

Appetite,  Taste. — Sweetish  taste,  with  dry  mouth. 
Gastric  Symptoms.— Loathing  and  vomiting,  with  head- 
ache, vertigo,  weakness  and  trembling.  — Vomiting,  with 
anguish,  restlessness,  headache,  colic  and  painful  diarrhoea.— 
Violent  vomiting  of  curdled  milk. — Vomiting  of  greenish 
muCus. — Milky-white,  frothy  vomiting. — Violent  vomiting,  with 
frequent  diarrhceic  stools  and  discharge  of  greenish  or  bloody 
mucus. — *  Vomiting  of  milk,  in  the  case  of  infants. 

Stomach,  &C. — Tearing  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  extending 
along  the  oesophagus. — Sensitiveness  of  the  region  of  the  liver. 
Abdomen.— Pinching  and  shifting  flatulence  in  the  region 
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of  the  navel,  with  urging  to  stool. — Feeling  of  coldness  in  the 
abdomen. — Black-blue  swelling  of  the  abdomen. 

StOOl* — Thin,  bilious,  or  greenish  diarrhoeic  stools,  with 
violent  tenesmus. 

Windpipe* — Short,  anxious  breathing. 

Back,  &C. — Pain  in  the  small  of  back  as  if  in  a  vice. 

Extremities. — Lancing  pain  in  the  forearm  when  sitting. 
— Lancing  pain  in  the  thigh.— Stitching  in  the  right  sole. 

AGAR1CUS  MUSCARIUS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  6.) 

General  Symptoms.—  ""Epilepsy;  °the  paroxysms  at  first 
increase  in  violence,  but  afterward  become  less  frequent  and 
violent 

Head* — °It  is  suitable  in  nervous  and  congestive  headaches 
with  oppression,  drowsiness,  frequent  and  violent  desire  to 
gape,  languid  and  painful  feeling  of  the  whole  body,  pain  in 
the  back,  and  a  sensation  as  if  the  limbs  were  dislocated. 

Back.— Tabes  dorsalis,  and  paralysis  arising  from  softening 
of  the  spinal  marrow. 


ALOES. 

General  Symptoms. — Congestion  of  blood,  especially  to  the 
head,  chest,  abdomen  and  sexual  organs. — Periodical  headache 
alternating  with  pain  in  the  back. 

Ears,  &C. — Drawing  and  stinging. — Lips  dry  and  cracked. 
• — Stinging  and  throbbing  in  the  teeth. — Tongue  dry  and  very 
red.  —  Clayey  taste. — Loathing. — Fulness  at  the  stomach  after 
drinking  water. — Malaise,  pressure,  tension  and  heat  in  the 
region  of  the  liver. 

Abdomen* — Fulness,  heat  and  distention  of  the  abdomen, — 
Dull  stitches  in  the  umbilical  region. — Fetid  flatulence. — Boiv 
borygmi. 

StOOl. — Obstinate  constipation. — Pinching  before  stool.-— 
Soft  stools;  bilious,  or  bloody  stools. — *  Dysenteric  stools. — 
Hemorrhoidal  complaints. — ^Metastatic  kcemorrhoidal  affec- 
tions.— Tenesmus  and  burning  at  the  anus.— *  Tenesmus  in  the 
rectum  and  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder. 

Urinary  &C.  Organs. — Scanty,  burning,  bright-yellow 
urine. — Sexual  desire,  with  erection. — Profuse  menses.  The 
menses  which  had  remained  suppressed  for  three  months, 
appear  again  in  the  night,  attended  with  violent  pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back. 
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AGNUS  CASTUS.— (See  Jahr,  p.  9.) 


ALUMINA.— (See  Jahr,  p.  11.) 


General   Symptoms. — *  Involuntary  motions  and  starlings 

of  the  extremities. 

Ejes. — '^Frequent  lachrymation,  especially  in  the  open 
air. 

Face* — *Stitehing  tension  in  the  malar  bones. — *  Itching  of 
the  fore  head ,  and  face. 

StooU — °ls  useful  in  the  case  of  children  who  have  been 
troubled  with  costiveness  for  years,  owing  to  a  want  of  action 
in  the  rectum  ;  the  evacuations  are  scanty  and  difficult. 

Female  Parts. — °The  menses  which  had  gradually  become 
suppressed,  reappear. 


AMBRA  GRISEA.— (See  Jahr,  p.  14.) 

Catarrhal  Symptoms.— °Chronic  suppression  of  catarrh. — 
*Stoppage  of  the  nose. 

Windpipe. — ^Spasmodic  cough,  Especially  of  thin  persons. 

AMMONIACUM. 

General  Symptoms.- Swelling  of  the  joints  of  the  upper 
and  lower  extremities.     Coldness  and  chilliness. 

Head. — Semi-lateral  pressure  in  the  forehead. — Stinging 
about  the  hairy  scalp. 

Eyes. — Photophobia,  even  when  the  sky  is  clouded. 

Ears.— Bubbling  in  left  ear,  when  scratching  the  occiput. 

Nose.  — Sneezing,  with  copious  discharge  of  mucus. 

Face. — Pale  face,  with  feeling  of  sickness. 

Month  and  Throat.— Feeling  of  fulness,  with  nausea,  in 
fauces  and  pharynx.— Burning  scraping  in  fauces  and  oeso- 
phagus. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Sweetish  taste  in  morning.— Bitter 
taste  in  pharynx,  with  absence  of  taste  on  front-part  of 
tongue. 

Abdomen,  &C. — Bumbling. — Papescent  stool. — Pressure  in 
rectum. — Burning  in  urethra. — Stinging  in  root  of  penis. 

Windpipe,  &C. — Continual  tickling.  -  Short,  loud  breathing, 
with  anxiety. — Oppression,  and  stitches  in  left  chest  when  draw- 
ing breath. 

Extremities. — Kheumatic  pain  in  arm. — Swelling  of  the 
fingers. — The  knee  feels  swollen,  with  pinching  in  the  bend  of 
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the  knee. — Weariness  and  tingling  of  the  right  foot. — Burning 
and  stinging  in  big  toe. 


AMMONIUM  CARBONICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  19.) 
Skin. — "Swelling  of  the  cervical  glands,  with  itching  erup- 
tion of  the  face  and  body, 

$©se. — °Chronic  dryness  of  the  nose. — *Dry  coryza. 


AMMONIUM  CAUSTICUM. 

StOOl.-—  °Is  suitable  in  Asiatic  cholera,  when  the  pulse  is 
approaching  a  state  of  collapse,  with  coolness  of  the  face  and 
forehead  ;  veratrum  or  some  other  remedy  may  be  given,  if 
the  evacuations  do  not  entirely  cease. 


AMMONIUM  MURIATICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  22.) 

Windpipe. — °Bronchial   catarrh,    when    the    expectoration 
seemed  loose  but  could  not  be  detached. 


ANACARDIUM  ORIENT  ALE.    (See  Jahr,  p.  25.) 
ChCSt.— Rattling  in  the  chest  when  lying  on  the  left  side. 
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Sleep. — Restless  sleep. 

Fever. — Tremor   and  shivering  of  the  whole  body,    with 
violent  trembling  of  the  heart. 

ElUOtive  Sphere. — Very  cheerful. 
Sentient  Sphere. — The  intellect  is  very  active. 
Head. — Spasmodic  stitches  in  both  temples,  thence  passing 
into  the  eyes,  in  the  middle  of  which  a  pressure  is  experienced. 
Mounting  of  heat  to  the  head,  with  a  little  sweat  on  the  fore- 
head, followed  by  a  stinging  with  pressure  in  the  eyeballs  and 
a  titillating  prickling  in  the  urethra,  exciting  a  desire  for  an 
embrace. 

j]a  j»§, — Otalgia  in  the  right  ear,  preceded  by  itching  in  the 
eyes. 

Throat. — Feeling  of  dryness,  with  a  little  scraping. 
StOOl  and  Anns. — Itching  of  the  rectum,  and  a  little  pres- 
sure in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  is  experienced  in  piles. 

Urinary  Organs. — Tickling  prickling  along  the  urethra,  the 
orifice  of  which  feels  as  if  closed  with  a  viscid  mucus,  attended 
with  violent  pressure  until  the  urine  is  voided,  the  stream  being 
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divided. — Titillating  prickling  along  the  urethra,  which  excites 
a  desire  for  an  embrace. 

Sexual  Parts. — During  the  erection  burning-tensive  pain  in 
the  urethra,  which  ceases  during  the  emission. 

Chest  and  Extremities.— Sensation  in  the  chest  as  if  a 
number  of  pins  were  pricking  it. — Tensive  drawing  from  the 
left  shoulder  to  the  neck. — Cramp  in  the  ball  of  the  thumb 
when  cutting  with  the  scissors. — Dull  drawing  pain  in  the 
metacarpal  bone  of  the  thumb. 

ANGUSTURD  CORTEX.     (See  Jahr,  p.  29.) 

General  Symptoms. — Prickling  in  the  calves,  and  occas- 
sional sensation  of  swelling  of  the  uterus  as  if  some  round 
body  in  the  vagina  would  swell  up  and  then  decrease  again, 
especially  in  the  region  of  the  perineum. — A  sort  of  tight- 
ness of  the  whole  body,  at  times  a  kind  of  prickling,  at 
others  a  kind  of  stinging. — Lying  on  the  left  side  is  painful ; 
the  whole  of  the  left  side  has  gone  to  sleep. 

Skin. — Irritation  of  the  skin,  a  sort  of  burning,  she  has  fre- 
quently to  bare  her  arms. 

Sleep. — The  head  is  drawn  backwards  ;  this  is  followed  by 
frequent  yawning,  which  affords  relief  from  the  former  sensa- 
tion.— Sleepy  about  dinner-time,  though  she  is  only  able  to 
slumber,  during  which  she  hears  everything, — Violent  spas- 
modic yawning  during  a  walk  in  the  open  air,  affording  relief. 
— She  becomes  drowsy  during  dinner,  loses  her  appetite,  is 
seized  with  an  internal  chill  though  she  feels  warm  externally, 
every  thing  becomes  repulsive  to  her ;  she  asks  now  for  one 
thing,  then  for  another,  and  rejects  it  when  offered  ;  during  all 
this  time  heat  frequently  mounts  to  her  head,  she  has  a  head- 
ache, and  a  fulness  and  uneasiness  in  the  forepart  of  the  head. 
— Languid  early  in  the  morning,  as  after  a  fever.— Previous  to 
falling  asleep  restless,  wakes  at  night  covered  with  sweat,  and 
very  thirsty. — Wakes  at  night,  with  restlessness,  an  hour  after 
he  is  taken  with  a  dry  cough,  afterwards  spitting  up  of  sourish 
water. — During  her  morning-sleep  she  lies  in  a  sort  of  magnetic 
reverie. — Wakes  frequently  at  night  and  soon  falls  asleep 
again.— Dreams  which  cause  anxiety  and  weeping. 

Fever. — Shivering,  in  the  evening,  when  going  to  bed ; 
afterwards,  during  her  sleep,  she  gets  warm,  which  wakes  her ; 
she  does  not  feel  thirsty,  but  has  to  take  off  some  of  the  cover- 
ing, no  sweat.— Thirst  without  coldness,  shortly  after  rising. — 
Shivering  in  the  right  lower  limb,  from  below  upwards. — 
After  waking,  early  in  the  morning :  sweat,  bloating  of  the 
hands,  she  is  unable  to  close  them,  she  feels  better  and  more 
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cheerful    after   rising.— Some   sweat,    early   in   the    morning, 
followed  by  violent  drawing  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Striking  ill-humor,  she  is  put  out  with 
every  thing,  she  feels  anxious,  with  sweat  and  rising  of  heat. — 
Gets  mad  at  the  least  trifle. 

Sentient  Sphere. —Periodical  vertigo.— Vertigo,  in  the 
evening,  with  balancing  of  the  head ;  vertigo  when  sitting, 
proceeding  from  the  occiput ;  periodical  vertigo,  as  if  somebody 
were  turning  her  round  from  behind,  causing  the  head  to  reel. 

Head. — After  a  walk,  the  head  is  drawn  to  the  right,  after- 
wards to  the  left  side. — The  head  is  drawn  sideways  during  a 
walk. — Throbbing  in  the  right  temple. — Frequent  hammering 
in  the  head  and  pressure  the  whole  day,  abating  in  the  evening. 
— Mounting  of  warmth  to  the  head. — Heaviness  in  the  head, 
when  sitting,  after  a  walk. 
Mouth.— Flow  of  saliva. 

Appetite. — No  appetite  at  dinner,  especially  aversion  to 
meat. 

Stomach. — Contraction  from  the  region  of  the  stomach  to 
the  right  shoulder,  as  if  drawn  up  into  a  ball,  with  turns  of 
nausea,  thirst ;  after  drinking  he  feels  a  slight  shivering,  and 
an  inclination  to  sleep  when  lying  on  his  back. 

Abdomen. — Tensive  contraction  in  the  abdomen,  below  the 
umbilicus. — Periodical  throbbing  and  contraction. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — The  hemorrhoidal  tumors  are  painful 
the  whole  day  and  do  not  recede,  attended  with  a  disagreeable 
sensation  of  swelling  and  itching  in  the  pudendum,  without 
pleasure. — The  hemorrhoidal  tumors  are  softer  and  smaller, 
and  there  is  some  itching  in  the  rectum. — Protrusion  of 
the  hemorrhoidal  tumors  at  stool;  cold  applications  afford 
relief. 

Female  Parts. — Occasionally  she  feels  a  passing  irritation 
in  the  parts  and  a  contraction  in  the  ligaments  of  the  womb. — 
Descension  of  the  womb,  in  the  morning  after  rising  ;  she 
experiences  in  this  organ  stitches,  in  rapid  succession,  is  relieved 
by  the  application  of  cold  water. — Pressure  in  the  right  ovary, 
for  one  minute. — In  the  forenoon,  while  lying  on  the  sofa,  she 
feels  an  irritation  and  a  tumult  in  the  sexual  parts,  still  more 
on  the  day  following,  less  on  third  day. — Itching  pimples  on 
the  left  half  of  the  labia  majora  ;  they  burn  during  micturition 
and  generally  make  their  appearance  when  the  menses  delay. 
— Pretty  large  pimples  on  the  internal  labia,  itching  when 
touched.— Itching  of  the  pudendum  so  that  she  had  to  scratch 
until  blood  made  its  appearance,  after  which  the  trouble  in  the 
sexual  parts  abated.— Suppression  of  the  menses,  almost. — 
Disagreeable  tickling  sensation  in  the  pudendum.— Discharge

of  a  milky  fluid  in  the  pudendum,  several  times  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Windpipe. — Scraping  in  the  throat,  in  the  morning,  causing 
a  desire  to  cough. — Hacking  cough. — Frequent  desire  to  cough, 
induced  by  a  tickling  which  was  first  felt  under  the  sternum 
and  extended  to  the  back. 

Chest. — Beating  on  the  sternum,  ten  or  twelve  times  in  suc- 
cession.— Oppression  on  the  chest,  followed  by  a  painful,  con- 
tractive pressure  between  the  shoulders,  when  he  was  yet  in 
bed ;  followed  by  a  sensation  as  if  the  uterus  would  become 
inverted,  at  the  very  spot  where,  some  days  previous,  she  had 
experienced  the  sensation  of  a  round  body  in  the  vagina.  — Sore 
scraping  under  the  sternum,  in  the  morning,  at  a  spot  of  the 
size  of  half  a  square  inch,  worse  every  other  day.  — Painful  con- 
tractive sensation  on  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  the  part  feels 
bruised  when  touched ;  it  is  felt  most  when  raising  the  arm ; 
afterwards  continual  pain  like  a  continual  hammering  and 
tearing,  as  if  some  load  were  pressing  on  that  part  internally  ; 
her  hand  seemed  swelled,  after  which  she  felt  a  heaviness  in 
her  arm  for  several  hours,  and  was  then  relieved. 

Back. — Pain  in  the  dorsal  vertebrae  as  if  bruised. — Nape  of 
neck :  drawing ;  turning,  obliging  one  to  bend  the  head  to  the 
right  side. — Burning.— Slight  pain  in  the  posterior  cervical 
vertebrae.— The  headache  is  followed  by  a  sense  of  swelling  at 
the  neck,  from  the  shoulder  to  the  side  of  the  chest. — Stinging 
sensation  in  the  small  of  the  back,  towards  noon,  with  con- 
traction extending  into  the  right  hip,  worse  when  pressing  the 
foot  to  the  ground. — Pains  in  the  small  of  the  back  after 
rising,  as  if  sprained,  with  difficulty  to  raise  one's  self. 

Upper  Extremities.— Contractive  pain  under  the  top  of 
the  left  shoulder,  terminating  in  the  upper  part  of  the  shoulder 
in  the  shape  of  painters'  beatings,  which  follow  each  other  in 
rapid  succession ;  this  is  followed  by  a  tensive  contraction 
under  the  umbilicus,  and  after  that  by  a  beating  sensation 
extending  from  the  uterus  to  the  right  ovary  and  the  right 
hip.  Stitches  in  the  right  shoulder,  with  swelling  of  the 
right  side  of  the  neck,  so  that  she  was  unable  to  turn  her 
head  ;  all  this  lasted  only  a  short  time  while  yet  in  bed.— 
Frequent  stitches  in  the  shoulder,  during  the  day,  with  a  tight- 
ening oppression  on  the  sternum. — Frequent  stitches  from  the 
hand  to  the  elbow. — Sense  of  spraining  in  the  right  wrist-joint, 
with  stitching,  after  which  a  passing  warmth  was  felt  through 
the  right  arm.— The  hands  feel  heavy,  like  several  pounds,  the 
left  hand  less  so. — Tumult  and  stitches  in  the  arm  attended 
with  oppressive  anxiety  in  the  night,  contraction  between  the 
shoulders,  abating  now  and  then  for  a  few  minutes. 
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Lower  Extremities.— Warmth  of  the  right  foot  in  the 
evening,  followed  suddenly  by  a  shuddering  .over  the  whole 
body,  with  nausea. — Heaviness  in  the  feet,  like  a  pressure  in 
the  heels,  especially  in  the  right.— Pressure  in  the  right  heel, 
followed  by  slight  warmth  over  the  abdomen.— -Feeling  as  if 
sprained,  in  the  left  tarsal  joint,  sometimes  also  in  the  patella. 
Formication  and  throbbing  in  the  foot,  early  in  the  morning,  in 
bed,  abating  after  rising.  Pressure,  as  after  having  become 
tired  by  a  long  walk,  under  the  right  metatarsal  bones,  early 
in  the  morning,  in  bed,  less  in  the  heel. 

ANTHROKOKALI. 

Symptoms.— Chronic  erysipelas. — Pustulous  pimples,  like 
blotches,  with  violent  itching,  appearing  in  the  night  and  pass- 
ing off  again  in  the  day-time.— Dropsy.  — Chills  alternating 
with  heat,  followed  by  slight  perspiration  and  quick  pulse.— 
Redness  and  heat  of  the  skin  disappearing  when  the  sweat 
appears. — General  moisture  of  the  skin,  with  hurried  pulse, 
headache,  restlessness,  weary  and  bruised  feeling.— Night- 
sweat  all  over  or  only  on  the  affected  parts.— Clammy  morning 
sweat.— The  sweat  is  preceded  by  oppression  of  the  chest  and 
violent  palpitation  of  the  heart.— Heat  from  the  fauces  to  the 
stomach.— Want  of  appetite ;  bad  taste  in  the  mouth  ;  burning 
thirst ;  vomiting  of  black  mucus  and  bile.— Feeling  of  heat  in 
the  stomach  ;  distended  abdomen.— Blackish  stools  ;  papescent 
stools,  with  pains  and  rumbling  in  the  bowels.— Copious  pale 
urine;  burning  in  the  urethra,  or  itching  at  the  orifice. 
Frequent  erections. 


ANTIMONIUM  CRCDUM.    (See  Jahr,  p.  31.) 

Male  Parts. — Dwindling  away  of  the  testes. 

Chest. — Pneumonia,   pains   in   the   chest,   violent    stitches 
through  the  chest  to  the  shoulders  and  nape  of  the  neek. 
Back.— Violent,  continual  itching. 

ARGENTUM  FOLIATUM.    (See  Jahr,  p.  35.) 


ARGENTUM  MTRICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  37.) 


Chest— °Palpitation  of  the  heart,  arising  from  hypertrophy 
of  the  heart  and  dilatation  of  the  ventricles. 
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ARIST0L0C1IIA  CLEMATITIS. 

This  drug,  which  has  not  yet  been  proved,  has  been  found 
very  useful  in  the  cure  of  frost-bitten  limbs.  Prepare  a  decoc- 
tion of  the  leaves,  and  insert  the  parts  into  the  liquid,  twice  a 
day,  morning  and  evening,  as  hot  as  can  be  borne.  Chilblains, 
even  if  already  broken,  can  thus  be  cured,  according  to  my 
own  experience  and  that  of  one  of  my  friends. 

ARIST0L0CHIA  SERPENTARIA. 

General  Symptoms. — Restless  sleep  with  frightful  dreams 
and  tormenting  tossing  about—Increased  action  of  the  skin. — 
Pulse  irritated  ;  small  and  frequent ;  rather  hard  and  strong. 
— Out  of  humor,  and  not  disposed  to  work. 

Head. — Heaviness,  especially  in  the  region  of  the  vertex. — 
Slight  dulness  of  the  head,  increasing  to  a  pressure  in  the  fore- 
head and  right  side  of  the  occiput,  disappearing  in  the  evening. 
— Pressure  in  the  forehead,  which  terminates  in  two  fleeting 
stitches  that  strike  through  the  whole  head. — Headache, 
especially  in  the  temporal  region. — Stitching  in  the  head, 
commencing  in  the  forehead  and  extending  to  the  foramen 
magnum. 

Mouth  and  Appetite. — Increased  secretion  of  saliva. — 
Scraping  in  the  pharynx  and  oesophagus. — Fulness  of  the 
stomach  after  eating  a  few  mouthfuls. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Frequent  eructations  having  a  bitter, 
offensive  taste  like  fir. — Fulness  and  heaviness  in  the  stomach. 
— Sensation  of  distention  of  the  stomach. — Slight  pressure  in 
the  upper  region  of  the  stomach. — Pressure  in  the  region  of 
the  cardiac  orifice,  with  fulness  and  distention. 

Abdomen.  — Distention  of  the  abdomen,  with  unpleasant 
sensation. — Cutting  pain  in  the  umbilical  region. — Rumbling, 
abating  after  emission  of  flatulence. — Cutting  in  the  small 
intestines. 

Stool  and  Anus. — Continual  urging  to  stool,  in  consequence 
of  fulness  and  distention  of  the  abdomen. — Continual  itching  of 
the  anus,  for  several  days. 

Urine. — Frequent  discharge  of  brownish  urine. — Profuse 
watery  urine. 

Chest. — Oppression. 


ARNICA  MONTANA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  43.) 

General  Symptoms.— °Feeling  of  numbness  in  the  lower 
limbs,  as  though  they  did  not  belong  to  the  rest  of  the  body. 
Fever.—0 *  Gastric-rheumatic  fevers,  with  disposition  to  run 
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into  the  typhoid  stage,  characterized  by  violent  frontal  head- 
ache, and  frequent  nosebleed  without  relief. 

Ey6S. — ° Amaurosis  which  had  been  caused  by  a  fall  on  the 
head  and  had  existed  for  some  time. 

Abdomen. — *  distention  of  the  abdomen  after  supper,  with 
pressure  and  tension  especially  in  the  side,  which  continues  at 
night,  attended  with  heat  of  the  extremities,  frequent  waking 
and  emission  of  inodorous  flatulence. 

ARSENICUM  ALBUM.    (See  Jahr,  p.  41.) 

General  Symptoms. — ° Atrophy  of  children,  with  enlarge- 
ment of  the  abdomen  and  glandular  swellings. — ° Trembling  of 
the  limbs,  in  the  case  of  drunkards. 

Skin. — °Red  pimples  which  are  filled  with  pus,  and  change 
to  ichorous,  crusty,  burning  and  spreading  ulcers. — °Blotches 
which  are  filled  with  blood  and  pus.  — °Herpes  having  a  red, 
malignant  appearance,  with  vesicles  and  violent  burning, 
especially  at  night.— ° Ulcers  with  red,  shining  areola  and  ash- 
colored  or  black-blue  base. — ° Wart-shaped  ulcers. — °Bhagades. 

Sleep. — °Grasping  at  flocks  during  sleep. 

Fever. — * General  coldness  of  the  extremities,  with  dry 
skin  like  parchment,  or  profuse  sweat,  or  alternate  dryness  and 
sweat ;  °coldness  as  if  cold  water  were  coursing  over  the  skin. 

*  Shuddering :    ^especially    after    drinking,    with   chilliness ; 

*  after  dinner,  when  it  sometimes  disappears  however  ;  in  the 
evening ;  °also  attended  with  stretching  of  the  limbs  and 
anxiety  and  restlessness  ;  * during  a  walk  in  the  ofen  air  ;  *at 
the  commencement  of  an  attack  of  fever,  previous  to  the  chill ; 
with  hot  forehead,  hot  cheeks  and  cold  hands. —  Chilliness: 
also  violent,  with  shaking,  every  afternoon  at  three  o'clock, 
with  hunger  and  increased  chilliness  after  eating;  *in  the 
evening,  all  over,  with  coldness,  or  only  from  the  calves  to  the 
feet ;  with  inability  to  get  warm,  especially  in  the  evening,  in 
bed  ;  °first  down  the  back,  then  all  over. — *Heat  which  is 
generally  dry  and  burning  ;  anxious;  dry,  at  night. — *  Fevers, 
very  violent ;  °  after  abuse  of  cinchona  ;  ^periodical ;  espe- 
cially quotidian  and  quartan,  or  also  tertian  and  double-tertian ; 
° typhoid,  putrid,  also  attended  with  petechia?  and  miliaria 
alba ;  gastric,  bilious ;  mucous,  Hentescent,  consumptive, 
hectic  — Fevers  ivhich  commence  with  coldness  ;  *first  a  shiver- 
ing, then  chill,  afterwards  dry  heat  in  the  evening  ;  ^chilliness 
generally  in  the  afternoon  or  evening,  followed  by  dry  heat, 
mostly  in  the  evening,  afterwards  sweat  at  the  termination  of 
the  paroxysm,  mostly  at  night  or  towards  morning  ;  *  alternate 
chilliness  and  heal,  dr  a  mingling  of  both  ;  *heat  without  any 
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previous  chill,  followed  by  sweat;  ° fevers  characterized  by 
absence  of  thirst  during  the  chilly  stage  or  even  during  the 
heat,  or  else  intense  thirst  especially  during  the  heat,  with 
frequent  drinking  though  little  at  a  time ;  Considerable 
languor,  debility  and  trembling  of  the  extremities ;  °cedema- 
tous  swelling  of  the  feet  and  other  dropsical  symptoms  ;  °  rest- 
lessness and  intense  anguish  about  the  heart ;  c severe  pains  in 
the  bones  and  limbs  ;  °stretching  of  the  limbs ;  °delirium ; 
°vertigo,  buzzing  in  the  ears,  fainting  spells  especially  when 
raising  the  head ;  °confusion  of  the  head,  with  tearing  and 
pressure  in  the  forehead  and  temples ;  °bloat  of  the  head  and 
face  ;  °livid  complexion  ;  °white-coated  tongue  ;  °swollen,  dry 
and  cracked  lips ;  °eruptions  and  scurfs  around  the  mouth ; 
slow  speech  and  answers  ;  °bitter  taste  in  the  mouth  ;  ° nausea 
and  loathing  of  food ;  °violent  pains,  pressure,  or  burning  in 
the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach  ;  pain  and  swelling  of  the 
spleen  and  liver ;  °distended  abdomen ;  °hard,  intermittent 
stool ;  °dyspncea. — Before  the  paroxysm. — °General  malaise  in 
the  whole  body ;  stretchy  feeling  through  the  whole  body ; 
°yawning;  debility,  disposition  to  lie  down,  also  °fainting; 
°headache,  vertigo  and  stupefaction  ;  confusion  of  the  head  and 
inability  to  collect  one's  senses. — During  the  paroxysm  : 
Shattering  of  the  teeth ;  °coldness,  also  especially  in  the 
abdomen  ;  °  prostration ;  °  yawning  ;  *  stretching  ;  *sick  feel- 
ing  in  the  whole  body  ;  ^drawing  in  the  'whole  body ;  *pains 
in  the  limbs ;  °tearing  or  stitching ;  headache  ;  °bitterness  of 
the  mouth ;  *anxiety ;  *pains  in  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the 
stomach,  aching  or  gnawing. — After  the  chill :  °exhaustion 
and  sleep  ;  °vertigo  ;  *  thirst ;  °anxiety  ;  °nausea,  also  vomit- 
ing of  bile  ;  °decrease  of  the  pains. — During  the  heat :  Rest- 
lessness ;  °delirium ;  °confusion  and  heaviness  of  the  head, 
vertigo,  headache  ;  ° anxiety  ;  °bitterness  of  mouth  ;  °nausea  ; 
°tongue  white  and  dry ;  °pains  in  the  liver  and  spleen ; 
°tension  and  fulness  of  the  abdomen  ;  °pressure  and  burning  in 
the  pit  of  the  stomach ;  °pleuritic  stitches ;  °redness  of  the 
skin ;  Oppression  of  the  chest ;  °dryness  of  the  nose  and 
mouth;  °dry  cough. — After  the  heat:  °sleep,  from  which  one 
wakes  with  anguish  and  covered  with  sweat.  —  After  the  fever  : 
°pressure  in  the  forehead  and  temples,  with  frightful  dreams ; 
0  weary  and  bruised  feeling  of  the  extremities. — *  Sweat  only  at 
the  termination  of  the  paroxysm,  generally  at  night ;  *in  the 
evening,  in  bed,  tohen  commencing  to  sleep ;  ^exhausting ; 
cold,  clammy  ;  °  sour,  fetid  ;  *nightly,  especially  on  the  thighs 
and  knees,  or  in  the  back,  with  itching ;  early  in  the  morning, 
on  waking. — During  the  sweat :  °the  fever-pains  abate ; 
°anguish  ;  pulse  :  small,  quick :  quick,  feeble  ;  *  intermittent ; 
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small,  feeble,  frequent ;  small,  unequal ;  entirely  suppressed, 
also  with  frequent  beating  of  the  heart. 

Emotive  Sphere.— ° Indifference  to  life.— ° Loathing  of  life, 
and  desire  to  destroy  one's-self. 

Head.— *  Tearing  in  the  head,  with  heaviness  of  the  same, 
and  weary  and  drowsy  feeling.—  Violent  megrim  in  the  case  of 
a  female,  which  generally  continued  for  three  days,  and  during 
which  the  patient  vomited  all  the  time,  being  moreover  deprived 
of  consciousness. — Megrim  which  is  caused  by  abdominal 
plethora,  and  seems  to  depend  upon  an  irritated  condition  of 
the  ganglionic  system,  can  alone  be  cured  by  arsenic. 

Integuments  of  the  head:  °scaldhead,  also  with  swelling  of 
the  cervical  and  posterior  cervical  glands. 

Eyes. — °Pains  in  the  eyes,  obliging  one  to  lie  down. — 
*Pains  in  the  eyes,  aggravated  by  moving  them  °or  by  expos- 
ing them  to  the  light.— ° Ophthalmia,  caused  by  taking  cold  in 
consequence  of  exposure  in  cold  water. — °Specks  and  ulcers  of 
the  cornea. — ° Acute  inflammation  of  the  eyelids. — ^Dryness  of 
the  lids,  especially  the  margins. — ^Spasmodic  closing  of  the 
lids. — ^Photophobia  °also  excessive. 

Ears. — *  Roaring  in  the  ears,  especially  during  the  pains. 

Nose. — °Tuberculous  swelling  in  the  nose. 

Face. — °Greenish  complexion. 

Moilth. — °  Swelling  and  gangrene  of  the  tongue,  with  violent 
fever,  putrid  diarrhoea,  and  general  convulsions.— *  Glossitis. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — *Food  tastes  as  if  not  salt  enough. 
—  After  drinking  :  ^shuddering  and  chilliness  ;  Recurrence  of 
the  vomiting  and  diarrhoea. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Vomiting  of  a  brownish  or  blackish 
substance,  attended  with  great  straining  and  increase  of  the 
pains  in  the  stomach,  sometimes  mixed  with  blood. — Bloody 
discharges  upwards  and  downwards. — * Asiatic  and  spasmodic 
cholera,  in  the  former  when  the  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  are 
accompanied  by  a  burning  pain  extending  from  the  pit  of  the 
stomach  to  the  umbilicus,  by  violent  cutting  colic,  tonic  spasms 
in  the  fingers  and  toes,  sudden  and  excessive  prostration, 
anxious  jactitation  of  the  whole  body,  and  inexpressible  anguish 
and  fear  of  death.  During  the  vomiting  :  ^violent  pains  in  the 
stomach ;  internal  burning  heat  and  thirst ;  * soreness  in  the 
abdomen ;  fear  of  death  ;  °violent  colic  ;  °precursory  symptoms 
of  sea-sickness. — ° Vomiting  of  drunkards ;  vomiting  of  preg- 
nant females. 

Stomach. — *Hard  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach ; 
* after  eating,  especially  at  the  cardiac  orifice  and  in  the  oeso- 
phagus. 

Abdomen. — ^Inflammation  of  the  peritoneum  and,  spleen. 
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— °Large  abdomen  of  children,  with  glandular  swellings.—- 
°Ulcers  over  the  umbilicus. 

Stool. — ^Constipation,  also  with  pains  in  the  bowels. — 
*  Tenesmus,  as  in  dysentery,  with  burning  and  pressing  in  the 
anus  and  rectum. — ° Diarrhoea  at  night,  or  after  eating  and 
drinking ;  ^attended  with  tenesmus ;  *with  vomiting ;  *with 
colic ;  with  excessive  debility  ;  *with  thirst ;  ^alternating  with 
constipation. — *Diarrhcea  consisting  of  bile  and  mucus,  mixed 
up  with  undigested  food,  attended  with  frequent  vomiting  of 
mucus,  distended  abdomen,  frequent  crying  and  drawing-up  of 
the  extremities. — °Diarrhoea  during  dentition,  °during  small- 
pox.— * Inflammation  of  the  rectum. 

Windpipe. — *  Cough :  caused  by  a  constant  tickling  in  the 
windpipe  ;  *after  drinking ;  ^during  exercise,  with  dyspnoea ; 
*during  a  walk  in  the  cold  air  ;  *in  the  evening,  in  bed,  or  at 
night ;  *  hacking,  with  pain  in  the  chest  as  if  excoriated. — 
° Difficult  expectoration ;  °scanty  and  frothy ;  Consisting  of 
blood-streaked  mucus,  °also  with  burning  heat  in  the  whole 
body. — °Periodical  turns  of  cough. — ^Stoppage  of  breath 
when  coughing. 

ASA  FiETIDA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  51.) 

Chest. — *This  remedy  restores  the  proper  secretion  of  milk 
of  otherwise  healthy  nursing  females,  after  it  had  gradually 
diminished. 
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Eyes. — ° Jerking  pains,  with  vomiting  and  lienteria,  after 
operations  on  the  eyes. 

ASPARAGUS. 

General  Symptoms.— Anxiety  with  palpitation  of  the  heart 
and  ill-humor. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo  in  the  forehead. 

Head. — Pressure  in  the  forehead,  downwards  on  the  eyes. 
— Heaviness  of  the  forehead. 

Eyes. — Stinging  and  creeping  in  the  eyes. 

Nose. — Coryza,  with  slight  dryness  and  swelling  of  the 
inner  nares. — Profuse  catarrh,  with  aching  pain  above  the  root 
of  the  nose  extending  across  the  forehead  to  the  sinciput. 

Face. — Pale  face. — Burning  of  the  cheeks. 

Mouth. — Diminished  secretion  of  saliva. — Spitting  of  blood. 
— Nasal  speech. 
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Appetite  and  Taste. — Increased  thirst.— Flat,  sweetish 
taste. — Sweetish  saliva. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations. — Nausea  on  waking, 
afterwards  vomiting  of  food,  mixed  with  bile  and  mucus,  lastly 
diarrhoea,  consisting  of  bile  and  faeces. 

Abdomen. — Fulness  of  the  abdomen, — Pinching  in  the 
umbilical  region,  also  with  painfulness  to  contact. 

StOOl. — Bilious  diarrhoea,  with  burning  and  soreness  at  the 
anus,  colic,  and  drawing  in  the  groins. 

Urinary  Organs. — Straw-colored,  scanty  urine,  which  soon 
becomes  turbid,  with  white  pellicle  and  white-flocculent  sedi- 
ment.— Urine  which  deposits  a  greasy  substance  on  the  sides 
of  the  vessel. — Brown  urine  without  sediment.  Clear  urine 
having  a  bad  smell. — Peculiar  smell  of  the  urine. — Urging  to 
urinate.  — Frequent  emissions  of  a  little  urine,  preceded  by  a 
sensation  as  if  something  were  penetrating  into  the  urethra, 
and  succeeded  by  burning. — Diminished  secretion  of  urine. 
— Burning  or  cutting  in  the  urethra,  also  attended  with  draw- 
ing in  the  groins,  colic,  diarrhoea  and  pain  at  the  anus,  also 
with  sensation  as  if  some  more  urine  were  flowing  out. — 
Frequent  micturition,  with  fine  stitches  in  the  orifice  of  the 
urethra. 

Sexual  Parts. — Swelling  of  the  penis,  with  erection  and 
urging  to  urinate. 

Windpipe. — Violent  cough  with  oppression  of  the  chest  and 
a  good  deal  of  expectoration  of  mucus. 

Chest. — Dyspnoea  during  exercise  and  when  going  up  stairs, 
also  at  night,  obliging  one  to  sit  up. — Sense  of  emptiness 
externally,  with  weight  on  the  chest. — Darting  through  the 
right  side  when  sitting,  causing  one  to  start.— Palpitation  of 
the  heart,  also  with  anxious  restlessness  during  exercise  and 
when  going  upstairs. — Quick,  redoubled,  irregular  beating  of 
the  heart. — The  beats  of  the  heart  are  scarcely  perceptible. 
— Stitching  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  after  eating. 
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Skin. — ° Jaundice. — ° Arthritic  nodosities. 

Head. — ° Sensation,  when  keeping  the  head  warm,  as  though 
wind  were  rushing  through  the  head. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — *  Osseous  tumors. 

flJose. — ° Anosmia. — °Swelling  of  the  nose,  with  peeling  off 
of  the  epidermis. 

Abdomen. — °Induration  of  the  liver.

Sleep. — Drowsiness  in  the  day-time,  sleeplessness  at  night, 
— Nightly  restlessness. — Horrid  dreams  about  robbers  and 
murderers. 

Emotive  Sphere?  &<% — Disposed  t©  remain  alone. — Con- 
tinual weeping. — Angry,  sombre  mood. — Out  of  humor. — 
Yexed  and  weary  of  wife. — Vertigo. 

Head. — *  Constant,  rush  of  blood  to  the  head.  —  Stitches  in  the 
occiput.-^-Vio\ent  itching  about  the  head,  especially  at  night. — 
Burning  and  biting  on  the  hairy  scalp. — Falling  off  of  the 
hair.— The  head  is  constantly  moved  to  and  fro, 

Eyes. — Redness  of  the  lids  ;  stinging,  prickling  and  itching 
of  the  lids.  —  °  Ulceration  of  the  lids.

— Lips  chapped ;  pimples 
on  the  lips,  with  feeling  of  heat  in  the  pimples  and  fine 
stitches. — Pale  color  of  the  tongue. 

Throat. — Stitches  and  drawing  in  the  throat. — Difficult 
deglutition. 

Appetite,  &C.  —  Loss  of  appetite.—  A  good  deal  of  thirst. — 
Gulping-up  of  insipid  w^ater. — Eructations,  with  gulping-up 
of  water  tasting  of  the  ingesta. — Frequent  hiccough.  — Slow 
digestion. — Desire  to  vomit  shortly  after  eating — Feeling  of 
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heat     in     the     region     of    the    stomach,    accompanied     by 
stitches. 

Abdomen. — Stinging  and  drawing  in  right  hypochondrium. 
— Abdomen  :  distended,  with  sensitiveness  to  contact,  and  with 
sensation  as  if  a  ball  were  moving  about  in  it. — Stitches  in 
various  parts  of  the  abdomen. — Lower  abdomen  :  stitches  ;  dull 
pain. —  Violent  colic. 

StOOl. — Constipation. — Diarrhceic  evacuations  of  a  gray 
color,  at  night. — Anus :  stinging,  drawing,  tearing,  itching, 
and  cutting. 

UriHC— ^Urine  yellow,  thick,  or  red,  mixed  with  gravel. — 
Inability  to  retain  the  urine  at  night. 

Male  Parts. — Feeling  of  heat,  smarting  and  stitches  in  the 
penis.— Dampness  on  the  glans. — Painful  swelling  of  the 
testes. — Frequent  erections,  with  desire  for  an  embrace,  which 
disappears  again  immediately. — Draiving  along  the  spermatic 
chords. — Impotence. 

Female  Parts. — Dampness  of  the  pudendum,  also  redness 
and  swelling,  and  feeling  of  heat. — Stinging  and  itching  in  tho 
pudendum. — Sensation  of  pressure  on  the  pudendum  ;  sensa- 
tion, while  standing,  as  if  something  would  press  out  of  the 
body.— Menses  suppressed ;  irregular,  at  times  too  soon,  at 
others  too  late. — Previous  io  the  menses  :  bruised  feeling  in  the 
whole  body,  nausea  and  inclination  to  vomit. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness. — Cough  :  dry  ;  shrill,  in  nightly 
paroxysms ;  violent,  wTith  expectoration  of  a  small  quantity  of 
pure  blood ;  loose,  with  yellowish  expectoration ;  frequent 
turns  of  a  loose  cough,  especially  when  the  weather  is  bad ; 
loose  cough,  with  yellowish  expectoration,  having  an  insipid 
taste.— Aphonia.

blennorrhcea,  and  should  only  be  used  when  there  are  violent 
pains,  photophobia,  and  congestion.— ° Interstitial  distention  of 
the  sclerotica  ;  °specks,  thickening  and  ulceration  of  the  cornea  ; 
°yellowness  of  the  whites;  *nightly  agglutination.— *  Con- 
tinual trembling  and  twitching  of  the  lids. — *Eyes  distorted  or 
spasmodically  moved.  — *  Objects  appear  as  if  upside  down. 
— *  Blindness  in  the  evening  and  at  night. 

Throat. — * Stitching  in  the  throat,  extending  even  as  far  as 
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the  ear. — *  Suffocative,  constrictive  dryness  of  the  throat  and 
fauces. — *  Spasmodic  constriction,  painful  contraction  of  the 
fauces,  also  with  inability  to  swallow  the  least  food  or  drink, 
and  sensation  of  stretching  and  extension  when  attempting  to 
swallow. 

StOOl. — *Diarrhoza  with  profuse  secretion  of  urine. 

Urilie. — *  Burning  in  the  bladder,  with  ineffectual  urging  to 
urinate. 


BENZ01CUM  ACIDUM. 

This  remedy  seems  to  exercise  a  specific  action  on  the  urinary 
organs  ;  it  removes  an  excess  of  urea,  by  which  means  the  for- 
mation of  urinary  calculi  is  prevented;  it  is  likewise  recom- 
mended as  a  remedy  for  nocturnal  enuresis. 

HERBERTS  VULGARIS. 

To  our  knowledge  there  are  no  curative  symptoms  recorded  of 
this  remedy.  It  is  proposed  for  °  arthritic  and  rheumatic  affec- 
tions, especially  when  accompanied  by  diseases  of  the  urinary 
organs,  by  hemorrhoidal  or  menstrual  difficulties.  For  the 
pathogenetic  symptoms  we  refer  the  reader  to  the  Symptomen- 
Codex,  vol.  i.,  p.  268. 

BISMUTHUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  72.) 

Stomach. — ^Pressure  at  the  stomach,  which  afterwards 
passes  into  a  burning,  abating  after  belching  up  wind. — 
^Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  vertigo,  aching  in  the  forehead, 
redness  of  the  conjunctiva,  dimness  of  sight,  coated  tongue,  bitter 
taste,  violent  thirst,  loss  of  appetite,  spasmodic  pulse  ;  the  pain 
disappears  after  eructation,  bilious  vomiting,  or  bilious  diarrhoea 
with  colic. — °  Cardialgia,  every  kind  of  spirits  or  spice  causing 
a  burning. 

BORAX  VEIVETA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  73.) 

Eyes. — °Is  said  to  have  been  useful  in  ophthalmia  senilis, 
when  entropium  was  present. 

Female  Parts. — °Chronic  corrosive  leucorrhoea.— -°Sterility. 

BOVISTA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  75.) 
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BROMUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  78.) 


General  Symptoms. — Languid  feeling.— Frequent  deep 
inspirations. — The  spirits  and  the  bodily  symptoms  are  better 
during  motion. — Feeling  of  emptiness. — The  whole  afternoon 
and  evening  he  feels  languid  and  sleepy. — Feeling  of  weakness. 

Skin. — Itching  here  and  there,  removed  by  scratching,  but 
reappearing  afterwards. — °  Scrofulous  swellings. 

Sleep. — Very  sleepy  early  in  the  evening  and  late  in  the 
morning. — One  wakes  easily. — Vivid  dream  as  though  one 
were  descending  a  declivity ;  one  attempts  to  get  out  at  the 
other  side  of  the  bed,  in  order  to  save  oneself,  and  does  not 
become  aware  of  its  being  a  mere  dream  until  one  touches  the 
cold  floor  ;  even  then  one  does  not  get  fairly  roused. 

Glands. — Glandular  swelling  of  the  size  of  a  pea  on  each 
side  of  the  neck. 

Fever. — Cold  feeling  now  and  then. — Frequent  chilliness. — 
Sensitiveness  to  cool  air  and  chilliness  during  motion,  in  the 
evening.— Chilliness  in  the  back,  when  sitting,  now  and  then. 
— Coolness  and  moist  hands.— Coolness  of  the  tips  of  the 
fingers. — Cold  creeping  over  the  back. — Sweat  in  the  palms  of 
the  hands. — Heat  in  the  back,  rising  to  the  head  and  face.— 
The  pulse  appears  more  frequent. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Cheerful  mood. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Not  disposed  to  read. — Want  of  ideas. 
—Incipient  vertigo. — Dizziness. — Dulness  of  the  head,  with 
heaviness. 

Head. — Slight  aching  pain  in  the  forepart  of  the  head, 
especially  when  coughing.— Increased  warmth  of  the  forehead. 
— In  the  forehead :  aching  pain ;  pain,  in  the  evening  ;  dull 
aching  pain;  pressure  with  weight.— Heaviness  of  the  head, 
with  want  of  disposition  to  think. — Tearing  in  the  frontal 
bones. — Pressure  in  the  right  frontal  eminence. — Pressure  in 
the  forehead,  above  the  eyes,  the  forehead  has  to  be  drawn  into 
wrinkles  all  the  time. — Heat  in  the  occiput.— The  head  is  very 
sensitive  to  cool  air. — Violent  pressure  in  the  left  temporal 
bone. 

Eyes. — Closing  of  the  lids  as  from  sleep. — Aching  pain  deep 
in  the  eyes,  with  sensitiveness  of  the  eyes  when  reading. — Pain 
above  the  right  eye,  with  photophobia. — The  eyes  are  sensitive 
to  the  light  of  day.— A  gray  point  before  the  right  eye,  which 
rises  and  descends  simultaneously  with  the  motion  of  the  eye ; 
this  point  is  seen  both  when  looking  at  distant  or  near 
objects. 

Ears.— Stitching  in  the  right  ear. 

JVose. — Itching  in  the  nose. — The  nose  is  stopped  up  with 
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mucus. — Thick,  yellow,  blood-streaked  mucus  in  the  nose, 
without  sneezing  or  nosebleed,  which  used  to  be  very  violent 
when  he  had  a  catarrh.— He  discharges  a  little  blood  from: the 
nose  when  blowing  it. 

Teeth.— Distress  in  a  hollow  tooth  which  had  never  ached 
before,  as  if  toothache  would  set  in. 

Mouth. — Increased  flow  of  thin  saliva. — Inflammation  of  the 
fauces  and  uvula,  with  dry  cough,  which  is  particularly  violent 
in  the  morning,  and  arises  from  the  irritation  produced  by  the 
elongated  uvula. 

Throat. — Painful  deglutition,  especially  in  the  morning. — 
°Sore  throat,  with  erysipelatous  swelling  of  the  tonsils,  pressure 
during  and  between  the  acts  of  deglutition,  hawking  of  mucus, 
stinging,  difficulty  of  swallowing,  especially  liquids. 

Gastric  SymptOMS.— Empty  eructations,  continuing  for  a 
long  time ;  nausea. 

Stomach.— In  the  region  of  the  stomach:  slight  feeling  of 
nausea ;  warmth  ;  sensitiveness  to  pressure. — In  the  stomach : 
warmth,  continuing  for  a  long  time. — Pressure  ascending  from 
the  stomach  to  the  oesophagus. 

AMomeift. — Distended  abdomen. — Stitches  striking  from  the 
liver  to  the  umbilicus. — Flatulence. 

Stool. — Hard. — Soft  stool  after  a  morning-stool. — Painless 
hemorrhoidal  tumor. — Directly  in  front  of  the  anus,  in  the 
raphe,  there  is  a  little  tubercle  under  the  skin,  which  is  not 
painful  except  when  pressed  upon  very  hard,  and  when  rubbed 
with  paper,  even  soft  paper. 

Urinary  Organs. — Not  much  desire  to  urinate. — Scanty 
urine  and  dark. 

Windpipe. — In  the  larynx  :  titillation  ;  frequent  tickling 
with  dry  cough,  which  is  followed  again  by  tickling ;  stitches 
with  itching ;  stitching  with  pressure  ;  continued  pain  on  the 
left  side. 

Chest.  — Pain  under  the  right  ribs,  increased  by  pressure. — 
Several  attacks  of  violent  pain  under  the  left  ribs,  passing  off 
quickly ;  or  the  pains  are  felt  higher  up,  more  acute,  worse 
when  lying  bent,  but  not  aggravated  by  breathing. — Frequent 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  sometimes  when  walking,  and  at  other 
times  when  rising  from  a  chair. — Pain  in  the  chest  when 
coughing.

Skin. — ° Miliaria  alba. — °Purpura  hemorrhagica. — °Furfura- 
ceous,  red,  itching  tetter  on  the  forehead. — °Tense,  hot,  pale,  or 
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red  swellings,  also  with  stinging  in  the  same  during  exercise. — 
°Arthritic  nodosities. 

Head. — *Bryonia  is  suitable  for  headache  affecting  one  side 
of  the  forepart  of  the  head,  the  pain  extending  to  the  nape  of 
the  neck,  arm,  and  face,  and  the  throbbing  increasing  in  propor- 
tion as  the  pain  increases. 

Windpipe. — ° Acute  and  chronic  bronchitis. 

Trunk. — °The  neck  is  swollen  and  hard  as  stone,  with  diffi- 
cult deglutition,  moderate  inflammation  and  fever. 


BUNAFU. 

Skin. — Prickling  and  violent  itching  of  the  body,  here  and 
there,  especially  at  night. — Torpid  ulcers. 

Sleep. — Drowsy  in  the  clay-time. — Sleepless  ;  restless  at 
night.— Wakes  at  night,  as  if  in  affright. 

Emotive  and  Sentient  Sphere. — Impatient.— Irascible. — 

Disposed  to  be  alone. — Dread  of  death. — Vertigo,  also  on 
stooping. 

Head. — Burning  in  the  head.— Violent  heat  in  the  forehead. 
— Megrim. — Stinging  and  prickling  at  the  occiput,  with  sensa- 
tion as  if  a  part  would  be  torn  out. — Feeling  of  icy  coldness  in 
the  day-time. 

Eyes. — Burning,  gnawing,  and  prickling  of  the  lids. — 
Agglutination  of  the  lids  in  the  morning. — °  Chronic  oph- 
thalmia. 

Ears. — Disagreeable  feeling  in  the  ears. — Hissing  and 
humming. 

Nose.— Redness  of  the  nose,  with  sensitiveness  t©  contact. — 
Scurfs  in  the  nose,  with  burning  and  smarting,  ulcer. 

Face.— A  number  of  small  red  pimples  with  white  tips  in 
the  region  of  the  whiskers. 

Teeth. — Various  pains,  especially  in  the  molares,  with 
nightly  aggravation. — °  Inflammation  of  the  gums. 

Mouth. — In  the  mouth :  heat,  aphthae ;  sensation  in  the 
tongue  as  if  burnt. — Fetid  breath  — Bitter  saliva. 

Throat. —  Stinging,  scraping,  burning  in  the  throat. — Diffi- 
cult deglutition. 

Appetite. — Very  thirsty.  —  Diminished  appetite.  —  Slow 
digestion,  with  bitter  eructations. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Bitter  eructations. — Nausea. 

Stomach. — Cardialgia ;  continual  feeling  of  warmth  in  the 
stomach,  with  cutting. — °  Gastritis. 

Abdomen. — Dull  pains  in  the  abdomen. — Continual  burning 
in  the  lower  abdomen.— Distended  abdomen. — Colic  before  and 
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during  stool. — Sensation  of  heat  and  weight  in  the  lower 
abdomen. 

StOOl9  &C. — Diarrhoea,  worse  at  night. — Yellow,  thin  dis- 
charges, with  gnawing  and  burning  at  the  anus.

— Burning  and  prickling  in  the 
whole  vagina. — Violent  sexual  desire. — °  Chronic  inflamma- 
tion of  the  vagina. 

Windpipe. — Dry  or  moist  cough.— °  Chronic  catarrh  of  the 
lungs. — Severe,  hollow  cough. — Thick,  yellow  expectoration,  or 
profuse,  thick,  and  whitish. 

Chest. — Dyspnoea. — Constriction  and  heat  in  the  region  of 
the  heart. 

Back. — Stinging  in  the  small  of  the  back. — Stinging  and 
prickling  in  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

Extremities.— Stiffness  of  the  arms  and  fingers.— Feeling 
of  coldness  along  the  sciatic  nerve,  shortly  after  rising  from 
bed. — Sensation  in  the  nates  as  if  gone  to  sleep.— Boils  on  the 
nates,  thighs,  and  legs,  along  the  track  of  the  larger  nervous 
trunks.

Eyes.-— Drowsiness  before  dinner,  with  tension  in  the 
temple. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Relishes  smoking  uncommonly. — 
Relishes  his  breakfast,  but  soon  after  he  feels  out  of  spirits, 
uncomfortable,  his  head  feels  dull,  he  becomes  drowsy. — Feel- 
ing of  hunger,  soon  after  taking  the  medicine. 

Abdomen. — Drawing  in  the  abdomen,  after  eating  a  sour 
plum.— Distended  abdomen,  with  malaise,  after  eating  sour  fish 
at  supper,  aggravated  by  riding  in  a  carriage. 

StOOl. — Sudden  and  violent  urging  to  stool;  nevertheless 
he  has  to  strain  hard  to  expel  the  stool,  which  is  yellow,  papes- 
cent',  the  evacuation  is  accompanied  by  a  sudden  desire  to 
vomit,  while  smoking  a  cigar.— Frequent  urging  to  stool, 
which  is  yellow  and  papescent. 
20* 
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Male  Parts. — Stitches  in  the  urethra.  No  erection  for 
some  days,  even  when  excited  by  amorous  caresses. 

CALCAREA  ARSENICA. 

Dr.  Herring  recommends  this  agent  for  epilepsy,  one  drop  of 
the  12th  attenuation  in  a  tumblerful  of  water,  a  tablespoonful 
to  be  given  every  day. 


CALCAREA  CARBONICA.    (See  Jahr,  p.  89.) 

Skin. — ° Suppressed  eruptions,  especially  when  the  itch  had 
been  suppressed  by  mercurial  ointment,  causing  ophthalmia 
and  hardness  of  hearing,  or  when  scald-head  had  been  sup- 
pressed. 

Fever. — Is  recommended  as  a  specific  for  the  endemic  rheu- 
matic miliaria  typhosa,  red  or  white,  when  a  rheumatic-inflam- 
matory irritation  of  the  heart  precedes  the  appearance  of  the 
eruption;  it  is  especially  useful  during  the  crisis,  particularly 
against  the  anguish,  and  in  the  case  of  children,  to  prevent  con- 
vulsions, or,  in  general,  to  facilitate  the  coming  out  of  the 
eruption. — ° Mucous  fever,  in  the  case  of  children  and  full-grown 
persons. 

Sentient  Sphere. — °Mental  alienation,  with  frightful  visions 
and  anguish,  causing  one  to  despair  of  one's  salvation,  and  to 
desire  to  stab  one's-self. 

Eyes. — °  Far-sightedness. 

StOOl.— ^Creeping  in  the  rectum,  as  from  ascarides. — 
°  Tcenia. 


CALCAREA  CAUSTICA. 

General  Symptoms. — Tearing  in  the  muscles  and  bones ; 
shifting  rheumatic  pains  in  all  the  joints. — Stinging  pains. — 
Violent,  tearing,  stitching,  throbbing  pains  in  single  nervous 
branches. — Aching  pain  in  various  parts;  tension.— Shifting 
pains  in  the  extremities. — Languor,  exhaustion,  tremor  of  the 
body. —Tremor  of  the  arms  and  feet. — The  extremities  go  to 
sleep. — The  left  side  is  principally  affected. — Dr.  Koch  prefers 
it  to  Ca  Ic.  carb.  in  acute  diseases. 

Skin. — Troublesome  tension  or  burning  of  the  skin.— lie  king 
and  stinging  of  the  skin,  especially  at  the  occiput,  behind,  the 
ears,  on  the  neck,  back,  chest. — Small  vesicles  filled  with 
lymph,  and  surrounded  with  a  red  border. — Brown,  red,  pain- 
less, fleabite-shaped  spots,  either  single  or  running  into  each 
other. 
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Sleep. — Yawning.— Restless  sleep;  nightmare. 

FCTCr. — Violent  chilliness  all  over,  before  going  to  bed  or 
rising  in  the  morning, — Violent  chidl,  followed  by  heat  in  the 
head. 

Emotive  and  Sentient  Sphere*— Sensation  as  if  the  head 
were  crazy, — Vertigo. 

Head. — Dulness  of  the  head,  -especially  on  the  left  side,  with 
periodical  stitches,  or  with  pressure  in  the  forehead,  and  fleeting 
stitches  in  the  temples. — Dull,  oppressive  pain  in  the  forehead, 
extending  to  the  occiput. — Violent  headache,  on  stooping. — 
Dull,  oppressive  headache  in  the  centre  of  the  skull. — Dull, 
rheumatic  pain  in  the  occiput. — Stitches  through  the  head  from 
before  backwards. 

Eyes. — Pressure  and  weight  of  the  lids. — Tearing  and 
stitching  in  the  eyes. — Sensation  as  of  a  thorn  in  the  eye, 
obliging  one  to  rub,  and  preventing  the  eye  from  being  closed. 
— Burning  of  the  eyes  at  candle-light,  or  when  reading. — Pho- 
tophobia. 

Ears. — Crampy-stitching  pain  in  the  ear,  as  far  as  the  orifice 
of  the  Eustachian  tube  in  the  fauces. — Dull,  stitching  pain  in 
one  or  both  ears,  as  from  a  foreign  body. — Ringing  and  *roar- 
ing  in  the  ears. 

Nose. — Stitches,  from  the  wing  of  the  nose  as  far  as  the 
inner  canthus. — Discharge  of  tenacious  phlegm. 

Face. — Tearing  pain  extending  from  the  inner  canthus  to 
the  upper  lip,  with  feeling  of  swelling  in  that  region. — Violent 
pain  in  the  articulation  of  the  jaw,  which  is  somewhat  swollen 
or  immovable,  with  swelling  of  the  cheeks. 

Teeth.— Quickly-passing  tearing  pain  in  a  lower  cuspidatus. 
— Dull,  tearing-stitching  pain  in  the  hollow  molares,  which  feel 
elongated. 

Mouth  and  Throat. — The  tongue  hns  a  greenish-yellow, 
thick  coating. — Stinging  in  the  throat. — Difficult  deglutition. — 
Phlegm  in  the  throat,  which  it  is  difficult  to  hawk  up ;  this 
almost  causes  one  to  vomit. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— Loss  of  appetite.— Violent  hunger, 
shortly  after  eating. — Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth. 

Gastric  Symptoms.  — Rising  of  air. — Rising  of  food,  with 
sourish-bitter  taste. — Nausea  and  inclination  to  vomit,  with 
gulping-up  of  a  frothy-liquid.— Inclination  to  vomit,  with 
vomiting  of  a  sour  fluid. 

Stomach.- — Sensation  of  tension  in  the  stomach.— Spasmodic 
contraction  of  the  stomach. 

Abdomen.— Stitching*tearing  pain  in  the  hypochondria. — 
Pain  in  the  splenetic  region,  as  if  a  ball  were  turning  round  its 
axis. — Violent  stitches  in  the  small .  inj&stinee,  when  bending 
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forwards. — Contractive  pains  in  the  abdomen,  towards  the 
uterus.— Borbory  gmi. 

StOOl — Papescent  stool,  with  mucus. — ° Violent  diarrhoea, 
like  cholera. — Tsenia. — Creeping  in  the  rectum  and  anus. — 
Stitching-tearing  pains  in  the  rectum,  towards  the  anus. 

Windpipe. — Hoarseness,  with  pain  in  the  throat. — Cough, 
with  stitches  in  the  chest. — Cough,  with  discharge  of  mucus 
and  blood. 

Chest. — *Influenza. — Tearing  at  the  nipples. — Stitehing- 
tearing  painr  increased  by  an  inspiration.  —  Stitching  on  drawing 
breath,  and  oppression  as  far  as  the  sternum. 

Back. — Tension  in  the  back. — Stiffness  of  the  posterior 
cervical  muscles. — Tearing  in  the  posterior  cervical  muscles, 
back,  small  of  the  back,  and  os  coccygis. 

Extremities. — Rheumatic  pains  in  the  shoulders  and  other 
parts  of  the  upper  extremities. — Sensation  in  both  scapulae  as 
if  gone  to  sleep. — Pain  in  the  shoulder-joint  when  letting  the 
arm  hang  down.— Stitching  pains  in  the  hip-joint,  especially 
when  pressing  the  foot  to  the  ground,  extending  to  the  middle 
of  the  thigh  ;  similar  pains  in  the  knee-joint  and  sole  of  the 
foot. 


CALCAREA  PHOSPHORIC*.     (See  Jahr,  p.  96.) 

CALENDULA  OFFICINALIS, 

This  agent  is  recommended  in  the  cure  of  wounds  and 
injuries  to  prevent  suppuration.  It  has  also  been  used  for 
ophthalmia  consequent  upon  operations  upon  the  eye. 


CALTHA  PAMSTRIS. 

FeTer. — Pulse  small,  rather  hard,  somewhat  quicker  than 
usual ;  sometimes  intermittent. 

Skin — The  whole  body  is  swollen. — Red  spots  on  the 
thighs  and  feet,  here  and  there.— Vesicular  eruptions  con- 
taining a  clear,  yellowish-white  lymph,  surrounded  by  a  red, 
violently-itching  areola ;  the  eruption  is  seen  here  and  there, 
especially  on  the  extremities,  back  and  face. 

Sleep.— Bad. 

Emotive  Sphere,  &C— Uneasy,  full  of  anxiety. — Vertigo. 

EyeS5  &C — Dim,  foil  of  tears ;  pupil  somewhat  contracted. 
— Humming  in  the  ears. 

Fa.ee. —Very  much  swollen;  the  swelling  is  white,  soft, 
somewhat  doughy,  and  extends  over  the  whole  body. 

MOttth.— Thick,  dirty-white  coating  on  the  tongue. 
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Gastric  Symptoms. — Thirst,  eructations  ;  vomiting. 

AMomen.— Distended,  constant  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
stomach  and  navel. 

Stool. — Several  stools  at  night,  with  a  good  deal  of  flatu- 
lence. 

Urill6. — Scanty,  bright-red  ;  burning  in  the  urethra  during 
micturition. 

CAMPHORA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  98.) 

General  Symptoms.— Dread  of  cold  air,  it  feels  very 
unpleasant  to  him,  and  chills  him  through  unless  he  dresses 
very  warmly. 

Sleep. — No  sleep  in  the  evening,  whereas  she  generally  fell 
asleep  while  lying  on  the  sofa  and  listening  to  somebody's 
reading. — Deep  sleep  the  first  nights,  he  was  scarcely  able  to 
rouse  himself  in  the  morning  ;  a  few  nights  after,  he  woke  after 
midnight,  had  trouble  in  falling  asleep  again,  but  was  unable 
to  rouse  himself  in  the  morning. — Confused  dreams  in  the  first 
days,  after  which  his  dreams  became  anxious,  about  robberies  ; 
he  is  liable  to  dreaming,  especially  in  the  morning-hours,  about 
things  whieh  had  been  the  subjects  of  conversation  on  the  day 
previous. 

Fever. — Chilliness  and  shuddering,  in  the  evening  on  lying- 
down. 

Emotive  Sphere.  —  Irascible,  for  some  days.— Jealous 
thoughts. 

Head. — Headache  in  the  right  half  of  the  head,  with  draw- 
ing.— Boring  headache,  in  the  right  temple,  terminating  in  a 
stitch  which  is  very  acute,  and  strikes  to  the  eye  and  tooth, 
lasting  for  some  seconds,  and  coming  on  again  in  three  hours  ; 
in  the  morning  after  waking,  the  headache  lasting  for  more 
than  an  hour.- — Boring  pain  in  the  temples,  especially  during 
the  morning-slumber,  every  day  as  long  as  he  took  the  drug ; 
the  pain  ceased  after  waking,  when  the  toothache  commenced. 

Eyes. — When  endeavoring  to  read  writing,  in  the  forenoon, 
the  letters  looked  blurred  ;  when  ceasing  to  write,  he  saw  bright 
circles  before  his  eyes. 

Ears. — Stitch  in  the  ear  when  a  draught  of  air  or  the  wind 
got  into  it. 

Teeth. — Toothache  for  several  weeks,  in  almost  all  the 
molares,  especially  those  that  were  decayed;  the  pain  was 
boring,  aggravated  by  coffee  and  spirituous  drinks,  or  by  a  soft 
crumb  of  bread  coming  in  contact  with  the  affected  tooth  ;  the 
pain  was  diminished  for  a  moment  by  drinking  cold  water,  but 
it  was  aggravated  by  rinsing  the  mouth  with  cold  water,  or  by 
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being  exposed  to  cold  air  ;  he  had  a  great  desire  for  beer,  which 
eased  the  pain  ;  this  was  also  accomplished  by  smoking. — A 
stitch  strikes  from  the  tooth  to  the  eye,  when  he  exposes  him- 
self to  cold  air  or  wind  while  affected  with  toothache. 

StOOl. — At  first  increased,  afterwards  hard  and  difficult. 

Urinary  Organs,  &C. — Stinging  burning  during  micturi- 
tion.—°Increases  the  sexual  desire  and  pleasure  (primary 
effect). 

CANCER  FLUVIATILIS. 

This  agent  has  cured  a  red,  itching  eruption  over  the  whole 
body,  resembling  nettle-rash  ;  especially  affecting  the  back, 
chest,  arms,  inner  surface  of  the  thighs,  and  the  bends  of  the 
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Skin.— Pimples  on  the  chest  and  back,  itching  and  painful. 

Fever. — In  the  evening :  chilliness,  yawning,  stretching  of 
the  limbs,  laziness,  goes  to  bed  early  without  being  really 
sleepy. — Considerable  heat  and  fever,  with  glowing  heat  of  the 
face,  but  she  felt  chilly  whenever  she  moved  about,  attended 
with  severe  pain  in  the  throat,  swelling  of  the  neck  internally, 
and  externally  difficulty  of  swallowing,  debility  ;  she  had  to  lie 
down  the  whole  day,  and  the  stitches  in  the  head  continued. — 
He  feels  very  hot  over  night,  and  perspires  some  towards 
morning. 

Sentient  Sphere. — In  the  afternoon  and  evening  his  ideas 
are  confused  and  all  mixed  up,  so  that  he  does  not  know  which 
is  reality  and  which  fancy,  a  sort  of  loss  of  sense.  —  Confusion 
of  the  head  for  some  days,  as  though  the  room  were  turning 
with  her.— Her  head  reels  all  the  time,  as  though  it  were 
balancing  from  side  to  side. — He  is  absent-minded,  of  difficult 
comprehension,  while  talking  his  ideas  get  confused,  he  fre- 
quently does  not  know  what  to  write. 

Head. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head  while  writing  (after  an 
hour). — Frequent  rushes  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  heat  and 
vascular  orgasm. — Dull  headache,  aggravated  by  exercise  or 
stooping,  as  if  the  contents  of  the  head  had  been  shaken;  she 
has  to  walk  erect,  or  else  sit  still  and  lean  against  something ; 
she  felt  easier  when  leaning  the  head  on  the  right  hand ;  at 
times  stitches  darted  through  the  head,  on  the  left  side  of  the 
vertex,  and  also  opposite  the  vertex  behind  the  right  ear ;  the 
stitches  were  so  violent  that  they  caused  her  to  start;  this  con- 
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tinued  even  during  her  sleep  at  night,  so  that  she  had  to  moan 
continually,  and  was  frequently  awakened  by  the  distress. 

Eyes. — For  the  first  two  days,  on  waking  in  the  morning, 
he  saw  nothing  but  vertical,  shining,  white  indentations  moving 
before  the  eyes  like  lines  from  one  eye  to  the  other  ;  they  did 
not  disappear  until  some  time  after  he  had  risen  from  bed ; 
afterwards  he  sometimes  perceived  vibratory  movements  before 
his  eyes  ;  both  light  and  dark  spots  were  hovering  before  them 
in  different  directions. — Pressure  in  the  eyelids,  so  that  she  had 
great  difficulty  in  opening  them,  with  stitches  in  the  orbits,  here 
and  there. 

Ears. — Ringing  in  the  left  ear,  as  when  striking  a  tight 
chord. — Stitching  in  the  ears. 

JVOSC — Itching  of  the  tip  of  the  nose. 

Face. — Itching  of  the  chin. — The  left  cheek  is  red,  though 
not  hot,  either  to  her  or  to  the  touch  ;  the  right  cheek  being 
pale,  with  some  pain  in  one  of  the  right  teeth. — The  palate-side 
of  the  right  upper  jaw  is  somewhat  swollen,  and  a  painful  red 
little  tubercle  is  seen  there,  as  if  a  gumboil  would  form. 

Teeth. — Drawing  toothache  in  a  hollow  tooth,  after  some 
chagrin;  on  attempting  to  suck  at  the  tooth,  the  pain  is 
changed  to  a  violent  stitching. — Drawing  pain  in  a  hollow 
tooth,  with  swelling  of  the  gums,  most  violent  in  the  evening. 

Throat. —Hawking  of  mucus ;  it  is  detached  with  diffi- 
culty, and  causes  an  irritation  in  the  fauces. — Pain  in  the 
throat,  as  if  sore,  with  feeling  of  dryness,  which  is  worst  in  the 
morning  in  bed  ;  after  being  up  for  a  while  a  small  lump  of 
mucus  was  detached,  affording  great  relief. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Very  good  appetite  for  a  few  days  ; 
in  the  evening  he  has  to  eat  a  good  deal,  but  this  makes  him 
feel  uncomfortable. — Wine  and  water  makes  him  feel  more 
animated,  but  after  the  effect  of  the  beverage  is  past,  he  expe- 
riences again  his  former  nausea  and  malaise. — His  breakfast, 
cocoa,  relishes  pretty  well,  but  he  is  only  able  to  taste  a  little, 
he  is  neither  hungry  nor  satiated,  with  rumbling  in  the  bowels 
and  a  slight  cramp  in  the  stomach  ;  he  does  not  care  for  any- 
thing, and  yet  the  stomach  feels  empty. — Desire  for  wine  at 
dinner,  for  some  days,  to  cheer-up  his  spirits. — Malaise  in  the 
whole  body,  especially  the  abdomen,  an  hour  after  his  break- 
fast.— Drowsiness  and  yawning  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea,  with  desire  to  hawk  up 
mucus  and  to  vomit,  abating  after  taking  coffee. — Nausea  on 
waking,  increased  when  thinking  of  the  food  one  had  eaten. — 
Considerable  nausea  and  desire  to  vomit,  on  waking,  especially 
when  lying  on  the  right  side,  abating  when  lying  on  the  left 
side,  until  he  falls  asleep  again. — Vomiting  of  mucus,  which  is 
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at  first  bitter,  afterwards  insipid,  with  great  straining,  leaving 
the  teeth  dull ;  shortly  after  hunger,  he  had  to  eat  something, 
and  relished  it.— -Heartburn. 

Abdomen. — Pinching  in  the  bowels. — Loud  emission  of 
flatulence,  in  the  morning. 

Stool  and  Anus. — The  evacuations,  which  had  been  regular 
heretofore,  become  irregular  ;  at  times  they  take  place  early  in 
the  morning,  at  others  in  the  afternoon  or  evening,  generally 
with  a  sort  of  tenesmus,  they  are  scanty,  and  generally  a  feeling 
of  tenesmus  remains  for  some  time  after. — At  times  he  is  seized 
with  a  sudden  urging  to  stool,  and  passes  with  great  force  a 
papescent,  rather  loose  stool,  which  affords  relief. — She  imagined 
she  had  to  pass  wind,  but  passed  a  thin  and  yellowish  stool 
along  with  it.— Stool  at  times  diarrhceic,  at  others  rather  hard. 
— Urging  to  stool,  on  waking  in  the  morning ;  passed  only 
wind  after  violent  bearing  down ;  the  pressing  on  the  rectum 
and  bladder  continued  so  that  he  was  scarcely  able  to  walk ; 
after  taking  a  little  coffee  and  smoking  a  pipe,  he  passed  stool 
in  detached  lumps,  and  felt  relieved ;  shortly  after  he  vomits 
up  the  coffee  he  had  taken,  which  is  considerably  mixed  with 
mucus. 

Urinary  Organs. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  with  pressing 
and  tenesmus,  sometimes  there  is  a  little  burning ;  the  urine, 
especially  that  which  is  passed  early  in  the  morning,  is  turbid 
and  cloudy. — The  orifice  of  the  urethra  is  somewhat  inflamed, 
painful  and  feels  rather  hard. — Itching  in  the  urethra. 

Male  Parts. — Erections,  after  an  embrace  early  in  the 
morning. — No  sexual  desire. — No  proper  erection  during  an 
embrace,  and  scarcely  any  thrill.— Sexual  desire  without  plea- 
sure, followed  by  ill-humor,  and  aversion  to  an  embrace  ;  after- 
wards an  embrace  in  the  evening  is  followed  by  a  painful 
erection  in  the  night.— Violent  erection  in  the  morning  in  bed, 
with  a  cutting  stitching  in  the  orifice  of  the  urethra. — Stran- 
gling sensation  in  the  left  testicle  ;  the  upper  part  of  which  and 
the  spermatic  cord  seem  to  swell  up  and  to  be  divided  in 
several  small  lumps,  like  soft  beans  ■;  this  strangling  pain  is 
only  felt  when  walking. 

CheSt.^-Oppression,  with  anxiety  in  the  chest,  stitches 
between  the  scapulae,  he  has  to  sit  down,  after  which  he  feels 
easier;  it  is  worse  after  eating. — Rough,  scraping,  and  dry 
feeling  in  the  chest. — °Pneumonia,  with  delirium  and  vomiting 
of  green  bile. 

Upper  Extremities.— The  right  hand  feels  heavy  and  goes 
to  sleep,  it  feels  easier  when  moving  it. — Itching  of  the  hands 
and  fingers. — Prickings  in  the  tip  of  the  right  ring-finger. — 
Sensation  of  great  coldness  under  the  nails. 
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Lower  Extremities. — From  sitting  he  experiences  a  pain 
at  the  right  buttock  as  if  the  parts  had  been  violently  pressed 
upon,  the  right  foot  going  to  sleep. — Pain  near  the  left  tibia, 
in  the  flesh,  externally,  as  if  contused,  followed  by  stitching  in 
the  whole  of  the  left  limb. — Stinging-aching  pain  in  the  small 
toe  of  the  left  foot,  at  a  spot  where  he  had  had  a  corn  here- 
tofore.— Stinging  sensation  under  the  left  big  toe,  as  if  con- 
siderable coldness  were  penetrating  under  the  nails. 

CANTHARIDES.     (See  Jahr,  p.  102.) 

General  Symptoms. — ° Asiatic  cholera,  attended  with 
retention  of  urine  and  spasmodic  pains  in  the  bladder,  rumbling 
in  the  bowels,  stools  preceded  by  tenesmus  and  sometimes 
bloody. — °Burns  (employed  externally,  second  dilution). 

Fever. — °Tertian  fever,  with  difficulty  of  urinating. 

Urinary  Organs. — *  Nephritis. — *  Cystitis. — Dilatation  of 
the  bladder ;  paralysis  of  the  neck  of  the  bladder. — Violent 
pain  in  the  urethra,  with  icy  coldness  of  the  hands  and  feet. — 
0 Painful  gonorrhoea,  with  chordee. 

Female  Parts. — Leucorrhoea  with  burning  during  micturi- 
tion, corroding  the  parts. — Leucorrhoea,  with  violent  sexual 
desire.  —  Obstinate  leucorrhoea,  with  pains  in  the  kidneys  and 
loins,  painful  stool,  general  debility,  &c.

CAPSICUM  AXNUUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  105.) 

CARBO  ANIMALIS.    (See  Jahr,  p.  107.) 

Head. — °Nervous  and  congestive  headache,  with  pressure  in 
the  occiput,  soon  after  eating. 

CARBO  VEGETABILIS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  111.) 
StOOl. — °Painful  varices  in  the  rectum,  °also  large,  swollen, 
blue. 

Windpipe. — °Catarrh  and  sore  throat  after  measles. — 
°Laryngeal  and  tracheal  phthisis. 

Chest. — ° Asthenic  pneumonia,  with  brown-red,  frothy  expec- 
toration.— *Spasm  of  the  chest,  with  blueness  of  the  face. 
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Skin. — Eruption  resembling  nettlerash  or  gooseflesh,  the 
rash  being  rather  acuminated,  hard,  painless,  preceded  by  a 
cold  shivering  over  the  whole  body,  becoming  somewhat  raised, 
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which  is  attended  with  feverish  motions,  and  remaining  on  the 
skin  for  several  days,  and  then  disappearing  gradually. 

F€VCr. — Feverish  shivering,  with  goose-flesh,  continuing  for 
several  days  from  noon  till  evening. — Flushes  of  heat  in  the 
face,  with  heat  all  over  after  dinner,  with  dimness  of  the  eyes 
and  pressure  in  the  same,  hot  breath,  lips,  hands,  and  feet,  no 
thirst. — During  the  fever  the  tongue  is  sensitive  as  if  swollen, 
with  considerable  coating,  qualmish  taste,  ill-humor.— Slight 
sweat  all  over. 

Head. — Oppressive  pain  in  the  occiput,  emanating  from  the 
vertex. 

Eyes. — Tremulous  motion  in  the  canthi. — Painful  titillation 
in  the  eyes. — Small  fiery  streaks  flit  to  and  fro  before  the  eyes, 
disappearing  upon  shutting  and  opening  them  repeatedly. — 
Gray  spots  hover  before  the  eyes. — Transitory  obscuration  of 
sight. — Dimness  of  sight,  with  turning  before  the  eyes. 

Ears.— Sensation  as  if  something  were  lying  in  the  ears,  or 
as  if  a  little  bladder  were  breaking,  followed  by  buzzing. 

BfOSe. — Violent  titillation  in  the  nose,  continually,  followed 
by  sneezing  and  drawing. 

Teeth. — Pain  in  the  teeth,  more  drawing  than  stinging, 
attended  with  tickling  at  the  root  of  the  tongue,  which,  in  a 
few  minutes,  changes  to  darting  stitches. 

Mouth. — Continual  sensation  in  the  buccal  cavity,  as  if 
contracted,  slowly  increasing  and  decreasing,  passing  off  for  a 
while  after  eating. — Constant  flow  of  saliva  in  mouth. — 
Impeded  deglutition. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Sour  taste,  all  the  time. — Disagreeable 
taste,  almost  as  of  sulphur,  passing  off  for  a  while  after  eating. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations  after  eating  ever  so  little. 
— Nausea,  vomiting. 

Stomach. — Sense  of  fasting,  although  the  stomach  feels 
full. — Bitter  burning  in  the  stomach,  as  from  excessive  derange- 
ment, every  afternoon  and  evening. 

Abdomen.— -Dull  stitching  above  the  hip,  at  times  in  the 
left,  at  others  in  the  right  side,  at  first  only  when  stooping  and 
moving  about,  afterwards  permanently  during  and  between  the 
acts  of  respiration. — Pinching  in  abdomen. — Drawing,  cutting 
pain  in  lower  abdomen.— Diarrhoea. 

Windpipe. — Pain  in  windpipe  as  after  a  long  coughing- 
spell,  becoming  more  and  more  violent  until  the  windpipe  feels 
as  if  inflamed,  and  the  air  which  is  inhaled  feels  cold. — Con- 
traction of  the  windpipe,  causing  a  hurried  and  wheezing 
breathing,  and  rendering  the  inspirations  more  laborious. — 
Huskiness,  hoarseness,  constant  hacking. — Frequent  cough, 
without  clangor,  shrill,  increasing  until  the  sixth  day,  and  then 
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decreasing    again,    the    breathing    becoming    likewise    more 


Chest. — Difficult,  hurried  breathing.— Stitching  under  the 
left  breast. 

Extremities.  — Cracking  of  the  joints,  with  difficulty  of 
moving  them. — Tension  of  the  tendons, —  All  the  bones  are 
painful,  especially  when  the  extremities  are  extended. — Para- 
lytic heaviness  of  the  limbs,  worse  during  the  fever. — Burning 
in  the  arms  when  leaning  them  on  any  thing. — Contractive 
sensation  at  the  elbow  and  in  the  arms. — Trembling  of  the 
hands.— Sweaty  hands,  afterwards  they  feel  burning  hot. — 
After  sitting,  the  feet  are  weak.— When  walking,  especially 
during  the  fever,  the  knees  feel  weak  and  give  way. — Feeling 
of  soreness  in  the  soles. 


CARDUUS  MARIANUS. 

According  to  Dr.  Gross,  this  agent  is  used  in  some  parts  of 
Germany  as  a  domestic  remedy  for  fever  with  pleuritic  stitches, 
cough,  bloody  expectoration,  liver  complaint,  and  jaundiced 
complexion.  Dr.  Kurtz  has  found  it  useful  in  affections  of  the 
liver,  either  without  fever  and  accompanied  with  pressure  at 
the  stomach,  and  a  troublesome,  dry  cough  (especially  at  night 
while  lying  down),  or  else  with  fever,  as  sub-acute  affections  ; 
he  also  recommends  it  for  hepatitis  with  dull  pain,  occasional 
stitches,  aggravation  by  breathing  or  lying  on  the  side,  short, 
dry  cough,  difficulty  of  breathing,  bitter  taste,  yellowish  color 
of  the  skin,  or  when  the  symptoms  point  to  pleuritis. 

CASTOREUM. 

This  agent  is  recommended  by  Trinks  as  particularly  useful 
to  females  of  a  lymphatic  habit  who,  from  the  first,  suffer  with 
menstrual  colic ;  who,  during  pregnancy,  are  attacked  with 
spasmodic  and  other  painful  symptoms  in  the  organs  of  the 
abdomen  and  the  pelvic  cavity,  and  in  whom  the  labor-pains, 
even  when  first  setting  in,  are  attended  with  violent  cutting 
pains,  especially  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  the  whole 
abdomen.  It  may  also  be  given  for  the  vomiting  of  pregnant 
females. 

For  the  symptoms  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  Symptomen- 
Codex,  vol.  i.,  p.  445. 

CAUSTICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  115.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Epileptic  spasms,  with  shrieks, 
violent  motions  of  the  limbs,  grating  of  the  teeth,  smiling  or 
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crying,  half-opened  eyes,  staring  look,  involuntary  emission  of 
urine ;  the  paroxysms  are  excited  again  by  cold  water,  they 
are  preceded  by  colic  and  headache,  and  are  succeeded  by 
copious  micturition  and  closing  of  the  eyes. 

Skin.— °Burns  (employed  externally).  °Dry  and  humid 
scabies. 

Urine. — °Nocturnal  enuresis,  also  in  the  case  of  young  men, 
of  long  standing. 

Lower  Extremities. — °Growing-in  of  the  nails  (employing 
the  Causticum  externally,  and  giving  internally  Silicia). 

CHAMOMILLA  VULGARIS.    (See  Jahr,  p.  120.) 

General  Symptoms. — ^Spasmodic  attacks. — ^Convulsive 
motions  and  twitchings  of  the  limbs,  lips,  facial  muscles,  tongue, 
eyes,  and  lids. — *The  child  seems  to  lie  in  a  state  of  uncon- 
sciousness, with  rolling  of  the  eyes,  distortion  of  the  face,  cough, 
rattling  of  mucus,  violent  yawning,  and  stretching  of  the  limbs. 
°  Catalepsy,  with  hippocratic  face,  coldness  of  the  extremities, 
the  eyes  half-closed,  and  the  pupils  dilated  and  without  lustre. 
— ° Epileptic  spasms,  with  foam  at  the  mouth,  colic  previous  to, 
and  vapor  after  the  attack. 

Skin. — *Rash,  °red  pimples  clustered  together  upon  a  red 
spot  on  the  skin. 

Fever. — ° Icy-coldness  of  the  cheeks,  hands,  and  feet,  with 
burning  heat  of  the  forehead,  neck,  and  chest,  followed  by  heat 
and  redness  of  the  right  cheek,  with  warm  hands  and  feet, 
contracted  pupils  which  dilate  with  difficulty,  and  subsequent 
sleep. — During  the  fever-heat :  ° delirium,  at  night,  with  the 
eyes  open,  and  tossing  about  in  bed ;  °anguish ;  *red  cheeks 
and  hot  sweat,  especially  on  the  forehead  and  about  the  head, 
even  in  the  hairs. — %Heat :  internal  or  external,  mingled 
with  shivering ;  ^paroxysms  of  feverish  redness  of  the  cheeks ; 
*heat  and  burning  of  the  cheeks,  especially  in  the  evening,  °or 
at  night ;  mingled  with  flying  shiverings,  or  ^general  fever- 
heat,  with  moaning,  tossing  about  in  bed  and  delirium,  with 
the  eyes  open. — Sweat:  ^during  sleep,  especially  about  the 
head;  *after  or  during  the  heat;  °with  biting  on  the  skin, 
°also  with  sour  smell. 

Emotive  Sphere. — * Anguish,  *in  frequent  paroxysms; 
^tremulous  anguish,  with  palpitation  of  the  heart. — ^Excessive 
sensitiveness  of  feeling  and  of  the  senses,  with  intolerance  of 
noise,  odors,  and  even  music. 

Eyes. — ° Recent  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  with  secretion  of  a 
quantity  of  mucus  and  intense  congestion  of  the  mucous  mem- 
brane.—°Ophthalmia  from  teething. 
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Teeth. — °Toothache,  with  painful  swelling  of  the  gums  or 
of  the  submaxillary  glands. — *Drawing  in  the  teeth,  especially 
at  night. — °Throbbing,  stitching,  and  jerking  in  the  teeth; 
°  digging  and  gnawing  in  hollow  teeth  ;  intolerable,  madden- 
ing pain  in  the  teeth. — Swelling  of  the  gums,  °also  with  burn- 
ing pain. — °Difficult  dentition,  with  diarrhoea,  fever,  and 
convulsions. 

Stomach.— °Cardialgia,  especially  in  the  case  of  those  who 
drink  much  coffee,  or  attended  with  aching  pain,  especially 
after  a  meal  or  at  night,  with  restlessness  and  tossing  about ; 
the  pain  is  either  eased  or  aggravated  by  coffee. 

StOOl. — °Diarrhcea  caused  by  a  fit  of  anger  or  chagrin.  — 
*Diarrhoeic  stools  smelling  like  spoiled  eggs. — °Diarrhceic  dis- 
charge from  the  bowels,  whenever  the  child  stirs ;  the  child 
cries  and  writhes  like  a  worm,  previous  to  every  evacuation 
(there  was  a  rush  out  at  the  same  time). — Blind  and  flowing 
piles ;  °inflamed  varices,  with  painful,  ulcerated  rhagades  at 
the  anus. 

Female  Parts. — °Ha3morrhage  after  confinement — Acrid, 
watery  leucorrhcea,  after  dinner. — °Erysipelas  of  the  mammae, 
with  soreness  of  the  nipples. 

CHELIDOMUM  MA  JUS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  124.) 

Skin. — ° Warts  on  the  hands  are  removed  by  employing  this 
agent  externally. 

Urinary  Organs.  —  °Gronorrhceal  discharge. 

CHENOPODII  GLAUCI  APHIS. 

(See  Symptomen-Codex,  vol.  i.,  p.  487.) 

CHINA.— (See  Jahr,  p.  126.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Debility  caused  by  the  loss  of 
animal  fluids,  or  consequent  upon  severe  illness. — haemor- 
rhage, especially  when  caused  by  debility. 

Fever. — intermittent  fever,  with  languor  of  the  lower 
limbs ;  °rush  of  blood  to,  and  pressure  in  the  head ;  *swelling 
and  painfulness  of  the  spleen  and  liver  ;  *loss  of  appetite,  bitter 
taste,  bitter  eructations,  and  bitter  vomiting,  yellow  color  of 
the  skin  and  face,  °short,  spasmodic  cough,  °stitches  in  the 
chest,  debility,  pain  in  the  limbs,  colic,  pains  in  the  back,  thirst 
before  and  after  the  chill,  or  thirst  during  the  sweat,  less 
frequently  during  the  heat,  and  scarcely  ever  during  the  chill. 
—  Previous  to  the  paroxysm :  *  various  accessory  ailments  make 
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their  appearance,  such  as :  excessive  thirst,  palpitation  of  the 
heart,  frequent  sneezing,  anguish,  nausea,  etc. — During  the 
chill :  ^headache  ;  *nausea ;  *loss  of  thirst ;  *vertigo ;  *rush 
of  blood  to  the  head ;  °pale  face ;  *cold  hands  and  feet ; 
°gagging  and  vomiting  of  mucus. — After  the  chill:  thirst.— 
During  the  heat :  *dry  mouth  and  lips,  with  burning ;  *red 
face ;  *headache  ;  °canine  hunger  ;  °delirium  ;  *violent  desire 
for  cold  drink ;  °loss  of  thirst ;  *disposition  to  uncover  one's- 
self,  or  chill  and  shuddering  when  uncovering  one's-self  in  the 
least ;  swelling  of  the  veins,  with  liability  of  the  pupils  to 
dilating. — After  the  heat :  *  thirst,  °  especially  in  the  evening. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — °Pain  in  the  scalp,  as  if  the 
hair  were  pulled  out  or  as  if  the  scalp  were  clutched  with  the 
hand  and  drawn  up  in  a  point  in  a  circle. 

Face. — ° Circumscribed  redness  of  the  face,  on  a  very  white 


Mouth.— °Stomacace. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Aversion  to  food,  drink,  and 
tobacco,  as  if  one  had  become  tired  of  these  things  by  using 
them  to  excess. — *Loss  of  appetite,  also  with  nausea  and  inef- 
fectual desire  to  vomit.— *Excessive  loathing  of  every  kind  of 
food. — *  Canine  hunger,  °also  particularly  at  night. — °  Vora- 
cious appetite. — *  Violent  thirst  for  cold  water.— disposition 
to  drink  frequently,  but  little  at  a  time. — *  Taste  in  the  mouth  : 
flat,  insipid,  watery,  *bitler,  all  the  time,  or  especially  early  in 
the  morning.— °The  food  tastes  too  salt,  sometimes  bitter  after 
swallowing  it,  °or  tasteless. — *Every  thing  he  tastes,  tastes 
bitter,  Especially  wheat-bread  and  beer. 

Stool. — ° Constipation  and  accumulation  of  the  faeces  in  the 
bowels,  also  with  dizziness  and  heat  in  the  head. — °Blackish, 
bilious,  or  white  stools. — ° Painless  diarrhoea,  also  with  excessive 
debility. 

Urine.— °During  stool  the  urine  is  never  discharged  ;  it  can 
only  be  discharged  with  the  body  bent  forwards  (in  the  case  of 
A  pregnant  female,  with  atony  of  the  internal  sexual  parts). 

Windpipe.— °Cough,  excited  by  drinking,  talking,  drawing 
a  long  breath,  or  by  exercise. — ° Expectoration  of  white  phlegm 
with  blackish  specks. 

<in\I\l>I  SULPHCRICUM. 

(See  Jahr,  p.  131,  and  Symptomen-  Codex,  vol.  i.,  p.  509.) 

CHLORUM.— (See  Jahr,  p.  134.) 
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General  Symptoms. — Sensation,  on  closing  the  eyes,  as  if 
the  ground  were  wavering. — Sensation,  when  seated,  as  if  the 
chair  and  table  were  moving  in  different  directions. — Excessive 
languor  of  the  joints,  especially  the  tarsal  joints. — One  gets 
easily  tired  in  any  position  where  the  muscles  are  strained. — 
Cracking  of  the  joints,  and  weakness  of  the  same  during 
motion. 

Sleep. — A  good  deal  of  yawning,  with  closing  of  the  eyes, 
even  while  walking. — Excessive  yawning,  as  if  the  jaws  would 
become  dislocated,  with  continual  chilliness,  coldness  of  the 
extremities,  and  bruising  pain  in  the  joints  of  the  arms  and 
feet. — Drowsiness,  with  chilliness  and  coldness  of  the  extremi- 
ties.— He  is  overcome  with  sleep,  accompanied  by  dimness  of 
sight,  buzzing  in  the  ears,  slow,  deep  breathing,  and  unequal 
pulse. — Frequent  stretching  and  yawning. — Extremely  agree- 
able sensation  of  drowsiness,  with  peace  of  mind. 

Fever. —  Chilliness  deep  in  the  back,  extending  to  the 
extremities. — A  good  deal  of  internal  chilliness,  with  coldness 
of  the  skin. — Violent  chilliness  penetrating  to  the  inmost  parts 
of  the  spine,  with  coldness  and  paleness  of  the  skin,  trembling 
of  the  extremities,  and  blue  nails. — Pulse  75,  small,  very  irre- 
gular ;  quicker ;  soft,  full,  regular  ;  very  soft,  sometimes  inter- 
mittent ;  hard,  70  to  75,  unequal ;  at  one  time  very  slow, 
afterwards  several  beats  in  rapid  succession. 

Sentient  Sphere  and  Head. — The  head  feels  light,  with  a 

peculiar  sensation  of  clearness. — The  hsad  feels  heavy,  con- 
fused ;  with  vertiginous  sensation  as  if  it  would  fall  forward, 
when  sitting.— Heaviness  of  the  head,  with  pain  in  the  fore- 
head.— Pressure  or  pressing  in  the  temples. — Sensation  of 
vertigo,  which  ascends  from  the  spinal  marrow  to  the  occiput. 
—Pressure  in  various  parts  of  the  brain. — Heat  and  weight  in 
the  occiput. 

Eyes.— Eyes  moist,  full  of  tears.— Disposition  to  close  the 
eyes. — The  skin  near  the  canthi  looks  very  blue. —  Vibrations 
before  the  eyes. — Obscuration  of  sight.— Large,  black  spots 
before  the  eyes. — A  number  of  small  gray  spots  and  streaks 
hovering  at  the  distance  of  a  few  inches  from  the  eyes  when 
looking  at  a  distance ;  they  follow  the  motions  of  the  eye,  and 
are  seen  before  each  eye  separately. — Dark  spots  before  the 
eyes,  with  bright  spots  when  closing  the  eyes. — A  number  of 
bright  spots,  with  disposition  to  close  the  eyes,  and  a  good 
deal  of  yawning.— Dark  points  and  bright  streaks. — Objects 
appear  more  distinct 

Ears. — Ringing   in   the   ears;    buzzing,   also   noise,  as   of 
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boiling  water ;  sensation  as  if  the  ears  were  stopped  up  with 
cotton. 

JVOSC. — The  nose  is  liable  to  bleeding. — Bleeding  from  the 
right  nostril. — Smell  seems  to  be  weaker. 

Teeth. — They  are  on  edge,  as  after  taking  something  acid. 

Moilth. — A  good  deal  of  saliva  in  the  mouth.  Thin,  frothy 
saliva.     Taste  as  of  soap. 

Throat. — Prickling  in  the  throat ;  stinging,  especially  when 
swallowing. — Scraping  and  dryness.— jfo  the  fauces  :  scraping; 
burning  ;  and  continual  coolness  ;  violent  burning. — Increased 
redness  of  the  fauces. 

Appetite  and  Gastric  Symptoms.— Tasteless  eructations, 

or  tasting  of  ether. — Frequent  rising  of  air,  strongly  smelling 
of  chloroform,  and  causing  a  prickling  in  the  nose. — Nausea, 
loathing. 

Stomach  and  Abdomen. — In  the  stomach:  warmth;  heat; 
burning,  mingled  with  chills  ;  pressure  ;  pressure  increased  by 
pressing  on  the  stomach  externally. — Deep-seated  cutting  from 
the  stomach  to  the  navel. — In  the  abdomen :  rumbling  ;  rum- 
bling, with  feeling  of  warmth;  rumbling,  with  emission  of 
flatulence. 

Urinary  Organs. — Urging  to  urinate,  also  violent. — Urine 
dark-yellow,  the  smell  being  somewhat  altered. — Stitches  in  the 
urethra.— -Voluptuous  titillation  in  the  orifice  of  the  urethra, 
with  erection  and  urging  to  urinate. 

Male  Parts. — Dwindling  of  the  sexual  parts. 

Chest. —Breathing  slow,  deep,  the  beating  of  the  heart  being 
distinctly  perceived  internally. — Breathing  very  slow,  15  inspir- 
ations a  minute,  superficial,  with  deeper  inspirations  between. 
— Tightness  across  the  chest,  with  oppression. — Stitches  through 
the  chest  from  side  to  side. — Dull  pressure  in  the  left  chest. — 
Pain  at  the  right  border  of  the  sternum,  deep-seated. — 
Pressure  behind  the  sternum. — Stitches  in  the  region  of  the 
heart,  and  in  the  left  lung,  superiorly. — Internal  throbbing  of 
the  heart,  like  a  tremor,  worse  when  sitting,  with  tightness  of 
the  chest  the  whole  day. — The  beats  of  the  heart  are  vigorous 
and  rapid,  and  are  felt  in  the  whole  chest,  down  into  the  arms, 
shaking  the  book  which  is  held  in  the  right  hand. — The  beat- 
ing of  the  heart  is  felt  in  the  chest,  without  being  felt  more 
strongly  by  the  hand. 

Extremities. — Cornpression  in  the  left  elbow. — Pressing 
pain  in  the  muscles  of  the  right  forearm  and  in  the  flesh  above 
the  bend  of  the  knee. — Creeping  in  the  fingers  of  the  left 
hand. — Blue  finger  nails. — Continual  languor  in  the  whole  of 
the  left  limb,  especially  in  the  left  leg  and  left  calf. — Com- 
pression in  the  right  tarsal  joint. 


flCUf  A  VIROSA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  186.) 

Ci^aeral  Symptoms. — "Drawing  pains  in  the  limbs. — 
^Opisthotonos  and  embrosthotonos  (in  the  case  of  a  child^ 
•caused  by  abuse  of  opium).  °The  tetanic  spasm  Is  preceded 
by  a  sudd  em  beadiag  and  stretching  of  the  limbs,  as  with  & 
$er&,-—°}$pilepfiform  spasms,  with  shriek,  paleness  or  yellow- 
ness of  the  face,  and  locking  of  the  jaws* — °  Spasms,  especially 
in  females  and  children. — ^Asiatic  cholera,  when  violent  tonic 
spasms  of  the  muscles  of  the  chest,  and  distortion  of  the  eyes, 
alternate  with  vomiting,  when  there  is  but  Tittle  diarrhoea  and 
not  frequent,  or  when  the  spasms  affect  principally  the  organs 
of  voluntary  emotion. — °Injiiries  caused  by  the  penetration  of  a 
splinter  or  some  other  foreign  body  into  soft  parts. 

Sleep. — ^Falling  asleep  when  sitting,  with  falling  forward  -of 
the  head,  during  the  period  of  digestion,  or  while  listening  to  a 
-sermon-  or  to  any  thing  else  uninteresting,  is  cured  by  smelling 
of  a  globule  of  a  very  high  potency. 

Head. — °Periodical  chronic  headache,  consequent  upon  a 
cut- wound  inflicted  fey  a  blow  from  a  sharp  instrument. — - 
°  Headache  above  the  orbits,  with  weakness  of  sight. 

CIMEX  LECTVLiRIVS. 

(See  Symptomen-  Codex,  vol.  i.  p.  524.) 
This  bug  is  .said  to-be  &  remedy  for  some  kinds  of  fever  aitd 
ague. 


CIS  A.     (See  Jahr,  p.  138.) 

General  Symptoms. — °  General  spasms,  the  head  and  trunk 
being  twisted  in  every  direction,  with  striking  about  of  the 
limbs,  occasional  violent  jerks  through  the  whole  body,  more 
particularly  perceived  in  the  hand  and  epigastric  region,  with 
-stamping  of  the  feet,  and  jerking  of  the  head  upwards  and 
backwards. — ° Epileptic  ^convulsions,  especially  at  night,  followed 
by  headache ;  or  in  the  day-time,  with  shrieking,  lying  on  the 
back,  and  violent  motions  of  the  hands  and  feet. 

Fever. —^Intermittent  fever,  especially  quotidian,  °or  tertian, 
with  canine  hunger,  clean  tongue,  vomiting  and  diarrhoea, 
° dilated  pupils,  emaciation. — After  the  fever:  °headaehe.— 
°Heat,  with  delirium,  restlessness,  tossing  about 
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(See  Sympt 'omen-  Codex,  vol.  i.  p.  535.) 
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CIMABARIS. 


For  the  symptoms  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  Symp (omen- 
Codex.  It  has  cured  the  symptom  "  small  red  tips  or  spots  on 
the  glans,"  and  it  has  also  removed  the  following  morbid  con- 
ditions :  °syphilitic  bubo  ;  °aeuminated  bubo,  so  painful  that 
the  baby  is  unable  to  stir ;  it  discharges  a  good  deal  of  pus, 
especially  in  the  case  of  cachectic  and  scrofulous  individuals. — 
°Figwarts. 

CliWAMOMITJH. 

This  agent  is  said  to  have  proved  useful  for  belching  up  of 
wind  attended  with  spasmodic  symptoms.  It  is  likewise  recom- 
mended by  homoeopathic  physicians  for  metrorrhagia,  especially 
after  confinement ;  also  for  excessive  sexual  desire. 


CISTUS  CANADENSIS. 

It  is  useful  in  affections  of  the  lymphatic  and  glandular 
system. — It  has  cured  °ulcers  and  other  affections  of  scrofulous 
persons. — ° Swelling  and  suppuration  of  the  cervical  glands. — 
°JDischarge  of  dampness  and  fetid  pus  from  the  ear. — °Caries". 
— °Dryness  of  the  tongue  and  palate. — °Tickling  in  the  throat 
and  pain  as  if  sore,  especially  early  in  the  morning. — Sensa- 
tion of  sand  in  the  throat ;  °the  pain  in 'the  throat  abates  after 
eating ;  °pain  when  inhaling  the  open  air. — ° Qualmish  feeling 
in  the  oesophagus  ;  °stinging  during  every  emotion,  exciting  a 
cough. — ° Fetid  breath,  in  the  evening,  in  bed,  with  itching 
over  the  whole  body. 

citri  succus. 

This  seems  to  deserve  attention  in  some  kinds  of  dropsy, 
painful  swelling  of  the  spleen,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
heart  is  pushed  back  ;  rising  of  air,  after  eating ;  lemon  juice, 
according  to  the  experience  of  Hahnemann  and  that  of  «ne  of 
my  friends,  is  likewise  useful  to  women  who  have  lost  all 
desire  to  see  to  their  domestic  affairs  ;  it  may  likewise  be  used 
externally  for  stings  of  insects,  and  is  also  a  remedy  for  scurvy. 

CLEMATIS  ERECTA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  140.) 

COCCULUS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  142.) 
General  SymptOMS.  — ° Acute  gout  shifting  from  one  joint 
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to  the  other,  with  redness,  swelling,  and  immobility. — °Semi- 
lateral  paralysis,  or  paralysis  emanating  from  the  small  of  the 
back,  °with  nervousness. 

Fever.— ° According  to  the  experience  of  one  of  my  friends 
and  my  own,  cocculus  may  be  used  as  la  prophylactic  in  typhus. 
— ° Intermittent  fever,  with  spasmodic  pains  in  the  stomach 
and  laming  weakness  in  the  small  of  the  back. 

Head. — Cocculus  is  suitable  for  drawing,  tearing,  oppressive 
headache,  abating  during  rest,  aggravated  by  the  least  motion, 
and  not  remaining  seated  at  one  spot ;  also  for  headache, 
attended  with  a  feeling  of  emptiness,  ringing  in  the  ears,  weak- 
ness of  sight ;  also  for  nervous-gastric  headache,  with  nausea  or 
vomiting ;  also  for  headache  during  the  menses  when  they  are 
premature ;  or  when  the  pain  is  tearing,  drawing,  or  contusive. 

Eyes. — °Spasmodic  rolling  of  the  eyeballs  under  the  closed 
lids  (in  a  case  of  apoplexy). 

Throat. — °Burning  in  the  oesophagus,  extending  up  to  the 
throat,  with  taste  of  sulphur  in  the  mouth. 

Male  Parts. —  ° After  an  embrace:  weakness  of  the  feet, 
general  heaviness,  and  languid  and  bruising  feeling,  dizziness, 
ill-humor. 

Female  Parts. — °The  menses  which  had  been  suppressed 
for  a  year  reappear  at  once  (in  two  cases). 

COCCUS  CACTI,  COCHINEAL. 

General  Symptoms. — This  agent  is  said  to  affect  principally 
persons  with  gloomy  dispositions,  and  in  whom  the  mucous 
surfaces  are  especially  active.— The  respiratory,  urinary,  and 
sexual  organs  are  the  principal  spheres  of  action  for  cochineal. 
— The  pains  caused  by  this  drug,  especially  in  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  eye,  tongue,  fauces,  windpipe,  urethra,  etc., 
are  stinging,  burning,  also  smarting  as  if  sore  ;  in  the  oeso- 
phagus, stomach,  rectum,  kidneys,  bladder,  etc.,  the  pains  are 
of  a  crampy  or  spasmodic  nature,  sometimes  the  spasms  are 
more  clonic— The  pains  are  increased  by  exercise,  they  abate 
during  rest  and  in  the  cold. — Languor  and  weariness,  with 
sweat,  during  an  evening  walk. 

Skin. — Itching  and  biting  stinging  on  the  extensor-surfaces 
of  the  extremities,  on  the  abdomen  and  back ;  a  few  isolated 
itching  tubercles. — Hot  and  dry  skin. 

Sleep.— Yawning. — Uneasy  sleep,  which  is  disturbed  by 
pains  in  the  bladder  and  by  urging  to  urinate,  accompanied  by 
vivid  d renins  about  a  crowd,  palaces,  fashionable  company, 
among  whom  one  does  not  feel  easy,  or  about  love. 

Fever. — Evanescent  paroxysms  of  shivering  over  the  whole 
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body. — Chilliness,  the  whole  day,  with  restlessness  ;  also  feel- 
ing of  coldness  without  chilliness. — Chilliness,  in  the  evening, 
followed  by  dry  heat. — Pulse  accelerated,  with  violent  throbbing 
in  the  whole  body, — Heat  in  the  face,  with  cutting  pains  in  the 
bladder. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Feeling  of  ease  and  very  cheerful  mood, 
soon  followed  by  a  gloomy  mood  and  ill-humor. 

Head. — Dulness  of  the  head,  with  a  dull,  oppressive,  digging 
(stitching)  heaviness  at  the  temples  and  vertex,  as  from  rush  of 
blood,  increased  by  moving  the  head,  diminished  by  cold,  cold 
washing. 

Eyes.— Sensation  as  if  a  foreign  body  had  lodged  in  the 
eye,  and  as  if  the  lids  were  swollen,  especially  in  the  evening. 

Ears. — Feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  ears,  with  drawing  and 
pressing,  tickling  and  itching  in  the  meatus  auditorius. 
Undulating  throbbing,  stitching  with  pressure  in  the  ear, 
extending  to  the  fuceal  cavity  and  throat. — Humming. 

Nose.  — Dryness  and  feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  nose,  with 
sneezing  and  catarrhal  discharge  (accompanied  by  pain  in  the 
temples). — The  nostrils  are  red  and  smarting,  as  if  excoriated 
(with  crusts). 

Teeth.  — Drawing  and  turns  of  painful  tearing  in  the  teeth. 
— Sensation  as  of  coldness,  not  altered  by  the  application  of 
either  warmth  or  cold. 

Mouth. — Dryness  of  the  mouth,  tongue,  and  fauces,  with 
burning,  scraping,  and  constriction,  and  increased  thrist. — 
Deglutition  impeded,  as  if  by  dryness. — The  fauces  feel  as  if 
lined  with  velvet,  abating  when  taking  a  cold  drink. — Irritation 
and  redness  of  the  tonsils,  and  pustules  on  the  velum  palati. 
— Increased  sensitiveness  of  the  above-named  parts  by  talking 
or  rinsing  the  mouth,  attended  with  cough  and  desire  to  vomit. 
— Tongue  clean,  rough,  and  dry. 

Throat. — Sensation  as  of  a  hair  in  the  throat,  or  as  if  full 
of  phlegm,  obliging  one  to  hawk. — Feeling  of  roughness  and 
dryness  in  the  throat,  increased  by  talking. 

Appetite  and  Throat. — Appetite  slight ;  alternating  with 
hunger. — Taste  repulsive,  pappy,  acrid,  somewhat  aromatic  ; 
sweetish  bitter  (sour)  ;  metallic,  with  flow  of  saliva. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— Heartburn  and  nausea,  desire  to 
vomit,  in  the  forenoon. 

Stomach.  — Pressure  at  the  stomach. — Sensitiveness  (feeling 
of  coldness)  in  the  region  of  the  stomach,  with  eructations 

Hypochondria. — Paroxysms  of  dull  (fleeting)  stitches  in  the 
region  of  the  spleen  and  liver,  extending  upwards  and  down- 
wards. 

AbdomCll. — Twisting  colicky  pain  round  the  umbilicus. — 
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Fulness  and  distention  of  the  abdomen,  also  with  flatu- 
lence. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — Stool  at  first  hard,  afterwards  soft  and 
papescent,  alternating  with  constipation,  urging,  stinging,  and 
burning  pain  in  the  rectum,  involving  the  neck  of  the  bladder 
and  the  urinary  passages. 

Urinary  Organs. — Dull-aching  and  stitching,  spasmodically- 
pressing  pain  in  the  kidneys  (colica  renalis),  increased  by 
pressure  and  motion,  along  the  ureters,  descending  as  far  as 
the  bladder  and  urethra,  with  sensitiveness  of  the  whole 
abdomen. — Feeling  of  tension,  fulness,  and  weight  in  the 
bladder,  with  twisting,  spasmodic  pain  at  the  neck  of  the 
bladder. — Cutting  pains  in  the  region  of  the  bladder. — Biting 
and  titillation  in  the  urethra,  dull  stitching  and  violent  itching, 
especially  about  the  glans,  during  and  after  micturition. — 
Frequent,  pressing,  ineffectual  urging  to  urinate,  especially  at 
night  and  early  in  the  morning. — During  the  latter  period 
of  the  morning,  frequent,  violent  urging  to  urinate,  almost 
every  half  hour,  with  scanty  emissions. — Sensation  as  if  the 
passage  of  the  urine  were  prevented  by  an  obstacle  in  the 
urethra ;  one  has  to  wait  a  while  before  the  urine  flows  out. — 
The  urine  is  emitted  in  considerable  quantity  and  in  a  large 
stream.— Decreased  secretion  of  urine. — The  urine  is  watery,  of 
a  pale-yellow ;  of  a  straw-color  or  darker,  heavy,  turbid  (cloudy) 
with  red  sediment ;  hotter  than  usual ;  of  an  alkaline  odor ; 
acrid,  so  as  to  cause  a  burning. 

Male  Parts. — Heat  in  the  parts,  disagreeable  feeling  of 
warmth  and  stinging  tickling  in  the  glans  and  in  the  testicles, 
extending  upwards  towards  the  groins. — Sexual  desire,  with 
deficient  erections. — Emissions,  early  in  the  morning ;  sexual 
desire  and  erection  during  micturition. 

Female  Parts. — Discharge  of  thin  mucus  from  the  vagina, 
with  pressing  in  the  inguinal  and  pubic  regions. — Menses 
sooner,  more  profuse,  and  lasting  longer  ;  darker,  attended  with 
qualms  of  nausea. 

Windpipe.— Titillation  and  scraping  in  the  throat,  early  on 
waking. — Hawking  and  hacking. — Strong,  short  paroxysms  of 
a  dry,  sonorous  cough,  as  if  caused  by  dryness  of  the  throat 
(followed  by  a  burning  in  the  throat,  as  if  sore),  accompanied 
by  thirst;  the  cough  becomes  looser  after  taking  something 
warm. —  Whooping-cough.  —  The  cough  is  increased  by  the 
warmth  of  the  room,  it  abates  in  the  cold  (open)  air. — The 
cough  is  kept  up  by  the  continual  irritation  in  the  windpipe. — 
Paroxysms  of  cough  with  titillation,  especially  at  night  and 
early  in  the  morning,  barking ;  after  a  few  turns  of  cough  : 
expectoration  of  a  large!  quantity  of  albuminous,    tenacious, 
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white,  and  whitish-yellow  phlegm,  of  a  salt  taste,  and  traversed 
by  tenacious  threads ;  the  cough  is  frequently  attended  with 
retching  and,  after  eating,  with  vomiting  of  food. — Morning- 
cough  :  with  expectoration  of  big,  roundish  lumps  of  a  yellowish, 
or  reddish-gray,  disgusting  mucus,  having  a  sour  or  sweetish- 
sour  taste. 

Chest. — Hot  breath. — In  the  chest:  penetrating,  irradiating 
stitches  and  aching  pain.— Feeling  of  increased  temperature, 
with  throbbing,  in  the  region  of  the  heart. — Unusually  vigorous 
expansion  of  the  lungs,  obliging  one  to  draw  a  long  breath 
involuntarily,  and  causing  the  chest  to  feel  too  narrow. — Sen- 
sation as  if  the  contents  of  the  thorax  were  pressed  towards  the 
heart. — Pressure,  and  digging  pain,  as  if  sore,  in  the  region  of 
the  heart. — The  beats  of  the  heart  are  occasionally  more 
vigorous. — Palpitation  of  the  heart  as  after  a  fright,  and  sensa- 
tion of  a  jerking  throbbing  in  the  chest,  also  about  the  head 
and  in  the  ear,  at  night. 

Back,  Extremities. —Tensive  pain  in  the  small  of  the 
back  and  loins. — Tensive,  aching-stitching,  drawing  (tearing) 
pain  in  the  cervical  and  posterior  cervical  muscles,  between  the 
shoulders,  extending  to  the  arms,  hands,  fingers,  and  towards 
the  small  of  the  back  and  the  renal  region,  wrorse  early  in  the 
morning  and  during  exercise  ;  similar  pains  in  the  hips,  thighs, 
bends  of  the  knee,  tibiae,  calves,  and  toes. — Prickling  as  from 
electric  sparks,  and  fine  stitching  as  from  glass-splinters,  about 
the  thighs,  knees,  in  the  tips,  and  under  the  nails  of  the  fingers 
and  toes  ;  these  pains  are  aggravated  to  such  an  extent  by 
walking  that  it  is  sometimes  rendered  impossible. 


COCHLEARIA  ARMORACIA. 

This  agent  has  been  successfully  employed  in  several  cases  of 
gonorrhoea,  attended  with  violent  smarting  and  burning,  diffi- 
cult micturition,  and  a  rather  scanty  discharge  of  mucus  from 
the  urethra ;  °also  in  some  cases  of  chronic  and  neglected 
gonorrhoea. 

COFFEA  CRUDA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  146.) 

General  Symptoms. — °It  is  an  excellent  palliative  in  cases 
of  apparent  death  by  congelation,  drowning,  suffocation,  &c, 
and  in  all  other  cases  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  rouse  the 
vital  forces  in  a  speedy  manner. 

Sleep. — ^Sleepless,  in  consequence  of  extreme  bodily  and 
mental  excitement. 

Head. — Coffea   io   suitable   for  megrim   when  the  pain  is 
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drawing,  with  pressure  as  from  a  rail  in  one  side  of  the  head, 
or  when  the  whole  brain  feels  as  if  crushed  or  dashed  to 
pieces.  Coffea  is  a  specific  for  megrim  caused  by  mental 
exertions,  provided  the  patient  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  using 
coffee. 

Eyes. — cIIaemorrhage  from  the  cornea,  in  the  case  of  an 
infant  of  six  weeks  that  had  been  fed  exclusively  on  coffee  and 
milk  ;  attended  with  constipation,  flatulent  colic,  &c,  the  colic 
being  alleviated  by  emissions  of  flatulence. — °Was  able  to  read 
distinctly  small  print,  without  feeling  the  troublesome  pressure 
in  the  eyes. 

HfOSC. — °Nosebleed  when  stooping  or  pressing  at  stool,  caused 
by  abuse  of  coffee. 


COLCHICPM  AUTUMMLE.     (See  Jahr,  p.  147.) 

Fever. — ° Rheumatic  fever,  with  stinging  and  numbness  in  the 
fingers  and  toes,  painful  bending  of  the  carpal  and  tarsal 
joints,  pains  in  the  shoulder-joints,  hips,  and  loins,  pain  and 
stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  occiput,  sensation  of  con- 
striction about  the  head,  pains  in  the  root  of  the  tongue  when 
swallowing  or  moving  the  tongue,  and  sour-smelling  sweats. — 
*JS"ightly  heat  of  the  body,  °also  with  a  good  deal  of  thirst. 

Stool. — °Rheumatic  diarrhoea,  with  drawing  tearing  in  the 
abdomen,  worse  at  intervals  in  the  day-time,  but  especially 
violent  at  night  and  in  the  evening ;  discharge  of  large  quan- 
tities of  brownish  (blood-streaked)  shaggy  mucus,  sometimes 
whole  lumps  of  it,  generally  occurring  at  night  or  in  the  morn- 
ing, attended  by  slight  tenesmus  and  evening-fever. 

COLOCYIVTHIS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  150.) 

General  Symptoms. — *Arthrocace. — ° Arthritic  ailments.— 
Enlargement  of  the  abdomen  in  consequence  of  adiposis,  or 
depression  of  feeling  in  consequence  of  one's  own  or  other 
people's  misfortunes,  are  characteristic  indications  for  Colo- 
cynth. 

Eyes  — °Ts  said  to  be  an  efficient  remedy  when  the  more 
deep-seated  tissues  of  the  eye  are  affected. 

Abdomen. — °Crampy  colic,  as  if  the  bowels  were  squeezed 
between  stones. — °Excessive  distress,  and  sudden  stool  after 
eating  ever  so  little. 

Stool. — ° Epidemic  dysentery,  first  and  second  stage.— 
°Cholcrina,  with  violent  cutting  pains  in  the  abdomen,  burning 
thirst,  chocolate-colored  evacuations  nr'xed  with  blood,  and 
intense  anguish  emanating  from  the  region  of  the  diaphragm. 
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COOTUM  MACULATUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  152.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Convulske  motion  of  the  upper,  and 
paralysis  of  the  lower  extremities*. 
KOSC — °Polypns. 

Th r  Oat . — °In voluntary  swallowing. 

Urinary  Organs.— The  emission  of  the  urine  k  attended 
with  violent  urging  and  tenesmus^  and  with  burning  pain  ins 
the  urethra  and  neck  of  the  "bladder. — ^Constant  titillation  and 
"burning  in  the  urethra  during  micturition. — Before  the  menses : 
°Pain  in  the  breasts,  weariness  in  the  limbs,  with  whining; 
mood,  restlessness,  and  anxiety  about  every  trifle. 


CONVOLVULUS  ARVENSIS. 

This  agent  has  been  recommended  for  dropsy.

CORALLIUM  RUBRUM. 

(See  Symplomen- Codex,  voL  i.  p.  605.) 

The  pathogenesis  of  this  agent  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
it  may  prove  useful  in  syphilitic  affections  of  the  male  sexual 
organs. 


CROCUS  SATIVA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  157.) 

General  Symptoms. — ° Wounds  with  loss  of  substance; 
°deep,  neglected  wounds  caused  by  a  burn  (employed  exter- 
nally). 

Eyes.' — °Throbbing  and  jerking  pains  in  the  eyes,  after 
operations  upon  the  eye. — °Oplithalmia  after  operations  upon 
the  eye. 

Nose. — °Chronic,  exhausting  bleeding  of  the  nose,  when 
every  other  remedy  had  failed. 

Female  Parts.— °Uterine  congestions  and  haemorrhage, 
with  rushes  of  blood,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  alternate  mirth- 
fulness  and  sopor,  disposition  to  faint,  tendency  to  start  and 
feeling  of  looseness  in  the  abdomen. — Metrorrhagia  after  con- 
finement. 

Windpipe.— °Bloody  cough. 

CROTALUS.— (See  Jahr,  p.  100.) 

General  Symptoms. — According  to  Dr.  J.  H.  Weber, 
Crotalus,    if  employed  in    season,  will  be  found  valuable  in 
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external  and  internal  injuries,  petechia,  ecchymoses,  contusions, 
wounds,  affections  of  the  bones,  gangrene,  haemorrhage,  con- 
cussions of  the  brain,  pneumonia,  carditis,  gastritis,  enteritis ; 
in  gastric,  typhoid,  putrid  fevers,  consumption,  dropsy,  icterus, 
inveterate  headache,  habitual  fainting  turns,  epilepsy,  apoplexy, 
apparent  death ;  hot  and  cold  swellings,  the  itch,  &c,  and  even 
in  a  case  of  actual  stone  of  the  bladder. 

Fever. — Coldness  of  the  skin,  also  with  desire  to  vomit  or 
nausea  ;  coldness  of  the  hands  and  feet,  sometimes  attended 
with  burning  of  the  latter. — Delirium,  also  particularly  at 
night;  °muttering  delirium  in  typhus;  °delirium  with  the 
eyes  open,  attended  with  raging  headache  and  red  face,  in  fever 
and  ague. — Pulse  scarcely  perceptible,  also  when  fainting; 
tremulous  and  scarcely  perceptible,  with  loss  of  motion  and 
speech;  quick  and  feverish.—  0  Yellow  fever  ;  °  typhus  ;  °  tertian 
few,  first  chilliness,  then  heat,  with  pain  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  pain  in  all  the  extremities,  which  scarcely  allows  one  to 
lie  down,  tossing  about,  oppression  of  the  chest,  raging  head- 
ache, red,  bloated  face,  delirium  with  the  eyes  open.— °Nervous 
throbbing. 

Extremities. — °Large  inflamed  boil  on  the  upper  arm,  near 
the  elbow-joint. 


CROTON  TIGLIUM. 

(See  Sympl omen-  Codex,  vol.  i.  p.  620.) 


CUPRUM.  (See  Jahr,  p.  162.) 
General  Symptoms. — ^General  clonic  spasms. — °Tonic 
spasms  in  cholera  after  the  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  have  sub- 
sided.— °Convulsions  and  spasmodic  motions  and  contortions 
of  the  extremities.— *Convulsive  paroxysms  during  sleep,  with 
twitching  of  the  fingers,  arms,  and  hands  in  the  direction  of  the 
body,  distortion  of  the  mouth,  alternate  opening,  closing  and 
rolling  of  the  eyes. — °Convulsions  with  weeping,  dyspnoea, 
fainting,  and  drawing  up  of  the  thighs  ;  the  convulsions  gene- 
rally commence  at  the  fingers  and  toes. 
Skin. — °  Common  lepra. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— ° Asiatic  cholera,  when  the  vomiting 
is  attended  with  hard  pressure,  preceded  by  a  contractive  sen- 
sation in  the  chest,  which  increases  unto  an  anxious  dyspnoea. 


CUPRUM  ACETICUM. 

General  Symptoms. — threatening  paralysis  of  the  brain 
after  the  retrocession  of  acute  eruptions,  or  in  consequence  of 
catarrhal  fevers  or  ©f  difficult  dentition. — °Symptoms  ©f  bodily 
21* 
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and  mental  exhaustion,  caused  by  mental  exertions,  watchings ; 
or  °symptoms  of  puerperal  mania ;  °consequences  of  suppressed 
erysipelas  of  the  face  ;  °nervous  apoplexy ;  °nervous  phenomena 
occurring  in  the  last  stage  of  whooping-cough. 

CYCLAMEN  EUROPiEUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  165.) 

CIMUfCHUM  VINCETONICUM. 

This   agent  has  been  used  with   success  in  many  cases  of 
atonic  gout,  or  even  in  ordinary  gout  to  complete  the  cure. 


DAPHNE  INDICA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  167.) 

"  DAPHNE  MEZEREUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  259.) 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.—* Feeling  of  fulness  on  the 
head,0  also  particularly  on  one  side,  with  drawing. 

Teeth. — ^Seated  pain  in  decayed  teeth,  with  sensation  of 
chilliness  all  over  during  the  pain. — ° Aggravation  of  the  tooth- 
ache by  contact  and  exercise,  and  during  the  evening— chilli- 
ness.— During  the  toothache  :  °rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  chil- 
liness and  constipation. — Caries  of  the  teeth. 

Stomach. — ° Cancer  of  the  stomach,  especially  with  daily 
vomiting  of  a  chocolate-colored  substance,  attended  with  burn- 
ing in  the  throat,  frequent  retching  with  anguish  of  deatfy,  and 
continual  nausea. 

Female  Parts. — °Malignant  chronic  hemorrhcea. 

Windpipe. — ° Advanced  stage  of  phthisis  in  syphilitic 
patients,  with  aphonia,  the  patients  being  unable  to  talk 
with  a  loud  voice  ;  accompanied  by  stitches  in  the  larynx 
and  root  of  the  tongue,  little  ulcers  on  the  tongue  which  spread 
and  cause  a  burning,  pain  and  dryness  of  the  mouth,  by  which 
the  mobility  of  the  tongue  is  impeded. — ° Whooping-cough, 
particularly  when  the  paroxysms  are  most  violent  in  the  even- 
ing and  at  night. — ° Violent  cough  while  lying  down  (after 
abuse  of  nitric  acid).

Skin. — *  Jaundice,  with  vomiting  of  mucus,  nausea,  languor, 
loss  of  appetite,  thirst,  dark-brown  urine,  chalk-colored  stool, 
and  full,  slow  pulse. — *  Anasarca  hydrothorax  and  ascites, 

gyes. — inflammatory  redness  of  the  conjunctiva  and  lids,

looks  blue. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— °Violent  vomiting,  with  vertigo,  so 
that  one  is  unable  to  walk  or  to  see. 

Urine. — °When  lying,  he  is  unable  to  retain  his  urine. 

Female  Parts.-— °lietention  of  the  menses,  with  blue  fingers 
and  spots  in  the  face.

Lower  Extremities.— °Dropsical  swelling  of  the  feet —

Fever. — intermittent  fever,  with  severe  chill,  cold  face,  icy 
coldness  of  the  face,  hands  and  feet,  and  vomiting  of  bile  ;  these 
symptoms  are  followed  by  heat,  with  violent,  throbbing  head- 
ache, and  spasmodic,  racking  cough. — °Heat  in  the  head  or 
face,  °with  headache  and  spasmodic  cough. 

llrine. — °  Frequent  dribbling  of  the  urine,  after  urinating. 

Windpipe. — ° Whooping-cough,  with  haemorrhage  from  the 
mouth  and  nose,  anguish,  blueness  of  the  face,  wheezing,  break- 
ing and  suffocative  paroxysms. — When  coughing :  °crampy 
pain  in  the  chest  and  hypochondria  obliging  one  to  hold  the 
parts  with  the  hand. — °Bloody  cough,  with  expectoration  of  a 
bright-red,  frothy,  or  black,  coagulated  blood. 

Chest. — °The  sternum  is  painful  when  pressed  upon,  as  if 
from  subcutaneous  ulceration. 


DULCAMARA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  175.) 

Skin. — Itching  pustules  which  change  to  ulcers  and  become 
covered  with  scurfs,  especially  on  the  lower  limbs  and  the 
back. — Sudden  oedema  of  the  whole  body,  and  bloating  of  the 
extremities,  sometimes  with  pain  and  at  others  with  a  feeling  as 
if  gone  to  sleep. 

Fever. — intermittent  fever,  with  evening-exacerbations. 

Eyes. — °Ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

Teeth. — °Lameness  of  the  lower  jaw  when  getting  cold. 

Female  Parts. — °Ovarian  dropsy.

Head. — ° Violent  headache,  with  vomiting.

EVONYMUS  EUROP^A. 

General  Symptoms. — The  pains  are  not  felt  when  lying, 
or  else  they  then  shift  to  some  other  part.  Gnawing  and 
itching  on  the  skin,  here  and  there,  or  creeping,  with  burning 
after  scratching.  Eruption  consisting  of  small,  dry  pustules. — 
Chill  all  over. 

Emotfye  and  Sentient  Sphere. — Anguish  about  the  heart 

like  an  internal  oppression  ;  sensation  of  fulness  and  tightness 
on  the  chest,  causing  one  to  moan  and  draw  a  long  breath. — 
Ill-humored  and  not  disposed  to  work. — Vanishing  of  thought, 
when  reading. — Vertigo. 

Head. — Headache  with  chilliness. — Stitches  in  the  head, 
here  and  there. — Pain  in  the  vertex,  as  if  a  nail  would  be 
pressed  in. — Tension  of  the  frontal  integuments,  they  are  moved 
to  and  fro  convulsively. 

Eyes. — Violent  pressure  above  the  right  brow,  with  pain  in 
the  eyeballs  which  feel  as  if  pressed  together.  Obscuration  of 
sight ;  dark  spots  before  the  eyes  ;  dimness  of  sight  as  through 
fog  which  sometimes  appears  to  tremble,  also  attended  with 
vertigo. 

EarSj  &c. — Buzzing. — Laming  pains,  drawing  and  stitches 
in  the  malar  bones. — Creeping  in  the  left  cheek. 

Stomach ,  &c. — Stitching  or  constrictive  pain  in  the  abdo- 
men, with  sensation  as  if  the  diaphragm  would  be  pressed 
towards  the  chest,  or  as  if  wind  were  moving  about  in  the 
bowels. — Violent  cutting  and  constriction  in  the  abdomen,  as  if 
it  would  be  cut  off  along  the  ribs. — Cutting  in  the  penis,  extend- 
ing up  into  the  bladder. 

Chest. — It  feels  sore  and  bruised. — Drawing,  stupefying, 
crampy  pressure  and  stitches  in  the  region  of  the  nipples. — 
Electric  shocks  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest. — Compressive  sen- 
sation in  the  left  thorax,  especially  in  the  region  of  the  left 
nipple  and  behind  the  scapula.—  Small,  reddish,  dry  pustules 
on  the  chest. 

Back  and  Extremities.— Formication  in  the  back.— Small, 
dry  pustules  on  the  back. — Stitches,  resembling  electric  shocks, 
from  the  small  of  the  back  to  the  scapula. — Laming  pains  in 
the  fingers. — Laming  pain,  or  creeping,  gnawing  and  itching 
in  the  region  of  the  hip.?— Laming  pain  in  the  knees,  after 
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sitting.— Pressure  and  stitching  at  the  malleolus,  with  pain  of 
the  foot  as  if  sore,  when  lying  in  bed.

Skin. — °Dropsical  swellings,  with  stinging  pains. — Varices. 

Extremities. — *Painful  lameness  of  one  arm. — *S welling 
of  the  feet,  °also  with  drawing  pains,  especially  when  com- 
mencing to  walk. — °cedema  of  the  feet,  after  loss  of  animal 
fluids. 

FILIX  MAS. 

°Becommended  for  taenia,  especially  of  the  smaller  kind.

FLIIORIS  ACIDUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  185.) 

Teeth. — °Gradual  disappearance  of  a  fistula  of  several  years 
standing,  at  the  right  upper  cuspidatus,  which  had  come  on 
after  frequent  acute  attacks  terminating  in  suppuration,  with 
constant  sensitiveness  when  pressing  on  the  upper  jaw. 

Male  Parts. — °Violent  sexual  desire,  with  erection. — °The 
thrill  during  an  embrace  is  more  intense. — °More  copious  emis- 
sion during  an  embrace. 

Chest. — ° Alleviates  the  distress  in  a  case  of  incurable 
hydro  thorax. 

FRAGARIA  VESCA. 

°Is  recommended  for  taenia  and  arthritic  nodosities. 

GEUM. 

This  agent  is  earnestly  recommended  by  Dr.  Wurzter  for 
eclampsia  of  parturient  women. 


GRAMTUM. 

cThis  drug  is  recommended  for  taenia,  and  has  also  been 
used  with  success  for  °receding  and  readily-bleeding  gums. 
For  the  symptoms  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  "  Symptomen- 
Codex,"  vol.  i.  p.  131. 


GRAPHITES.     (See  Jahr,  p.  187.) 

Eyes. — Scrofulous  ophthalmia,  with  ulcers  of  the  cornea  and 
excessive  photophobia. 
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Teeth.— ° Congestive  toothache  after  suppression' of  flowing 
piles. 

Male  Parts. — tympanitic  swelling  of  the  parts,  especially 
the  scrotum. 

Female  Parts. — °Is  a  specific  remedy,  provided  Pulsatilla 
is  of  no  avail,  for  suppression  of  the  menses,  with  congestions 
to  the  head  and  chest,  dark  redness  of  the  cheeks,  oppression 
and  anguish  when  lvino-. 

GRATIOLA  OFFICINALIS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  192.) 

GUAIACUM  OFFICINALE.     (See  Jahr,  p.  794.) 
Eyes. — °S welling  of  the  eyes. 

HELLEBORUS  NIGER.     (See  Jahr,  p.  195.) 

General  Symptoms.— Heaviness  of  the  extremities. — The 
pains  seem  to  be  felt  principally  in  the  afternoon  and  evening. 
— Disposition  to  sweat,  without  any  apparent  cause,  in  the  after- 
noon, while  sitting  near  the  open  window. — ° Epileptiform  spasms. 

Skin. — ^Anasarca,  Especially  after  suppression  of  eruptions. 

Sleep. — Frequent  yawning. — Drowsy  in  the  evening. — 
Quiet  night-sleep,  without  dreams. 

Fever. — Chilliness,  moving  to  and  fro  along  the  left  side  of 
the  vertebrae,  and  for  a  moment  reaching  across  the  left  shoul- 
der in  front. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Ill-humor. — Melancholy  depression  of 
spirits,  of  females  whose  menses  flow  for  the  first  time,  and  then 
stop  again. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Reeling  vertigo,  with  disposition  to  push 
forward.— Dulness  of  the  head,  with  increased  warmth,  aggra- 
vated by  stooping. 

Head.— Pain  in  the  forehead  as  if  the  head  would  fly  to 
pieces. — Intense  aching  pain  in  front,  above  the  eyes.  ^  Intense, 
fine,  tearing-aching  pain  in  the  left  frontal  eminence,  involving 
the  left  eye.— Cloudiness  and  pressure  in  the  forehead,  and 
especially  in  the  eyes,  as  if  something  would  fall  out. 

Face.— °Pale,  ©edematous  swelling  of  the  face. 

Eyes. — Violent  tearing  pain  with  pressure,  recurring  three 
times  and  lasting  in  all  about  five  minutes,  in  the  evening ;  it 
is  felt  at  a  small  spot  near  the  left  orbit,  externally,  as  if 
between  the  eyeball  and  the  wall  of  the  orbit,  being  disagree- 
able to  the  eyeball. — Violent  pressure  in  the  orbits. 

Nose. — Sneezing  with  nausea. — Diminution  of  the  sense  of 
smell. 

Face.— Excessive  heat  after  dinner. — Burning,  red  faee, 
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Throat. — Scraping  sensation  at  the  velum  and  in  the 
fauces,  continuing  almost  the  whole  day. — Sensation  in  the 
throat  as  if  something  were  closing  and  opening,  during  an 
inspiration,  not  felt  during  an  expiration  ;  apparently  caused 
by  mucus. 

Appetite  and  Taste.  —  Diminished  appetite. — Sourish  taste, 
wTith  increase  of  saliva. — Long-continued,  bitter  taste  on  the 
tongue,  after  taking  the  drug. — Bitter  taste  of  food,  the  whole 
day. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Rising  of  air. — Qualmishness  and  con- 
tinual desire  to  vomit. — Gulping-up  of  bitter  fluid. 

Stomach. — Irritation  in  the  stomach  as  if  vomiting  would 
set  in,  attended  with  feeling  of  fulness  and  canine  hunger. — In 
the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  immediately  below  it :  distress  like 
cardialgia,  obliging  one  to  draw  one's  self  up  in  order  to  be 
relieved  ;  attended  with  nausea  in  the  abdomen  ;  this  distress 
disappears  at  once  after  commencing  to  walk,  but  reappears  at 
once  on  sitting  down ;  it  is  not  effaced  by  an  eructation. 

Abdomen. — The  abdominal  integuments  in  front  and  in  the 
sides  feel  bruised. — Digging  pain  and  fermentation  in  the  abdo- 
men.— Malaise  in  the  abdomen,  with  feeling  of  coldness,  as  if 
diarrhoea  would  set  in. — ° Ascites. 

Stool  and  AnilS. — Sudden  pressing  in  the  rectum,  from 
within  outwards,  as  if  stool  wrould  come  on  ;  he  passed  a  large- 
sized  and  dry  stool  with  great  difficulty,  attended  with  pain  in 
the  anus  as  if  excoriated,  which  continued  even  after  the 
evacuation.— No  urging  to  stool  in  the  morning,  at  the  usual 
hour,  with  sensation  in  the  anus  as  if  closed  ;  followed  by  sudden 
pressure  and  feeling  of  distention,  with  sudden  urging  ;  at  first 
he  only  passes  a  little  flatulence,  after  which  a  large-sized,  dry 
stool  is  expelled  with  difficulty,  attended  and  followed  by 
smarting  in  the  anus  as  if  excoriated.  Pressing  and  urging  in 
the  anus,  with  painful  discharge  of  hard  and  somewhat  frothy 
fseces. — Suddenly  one  feels  a  dull  pressure  in  the  anus  as  from 
a  foreign  body,  with  disposition  to  stool,  though  only  a  little 
flatulence  is  passed ;  a  little  while  after,  the  pressure  is  felt 
again,  and  a  small  quantity  of  large-sized  fseces  is  expelled. — 
Sudden  urging  to  stool,  with  cutting  in  the  abdomen,  followed 
by  a  soft,  papescent  stool  and  cessation  of  the  abdominal  dis- 
tress.— Frequent,  papescent,  undigested  stools. — Ineffectual 
urging. — Sensation  of  obstinate  constipation  in  the  anus,  the 
whole  day. 

Windpipe. — A  good  deal  of  phlegm  in  the  windpipe,  with 
audible  breathing. 

Chest. — Dragging-crampy  sensation,  at  one  time  in  the 
right  ski©  of  the  €hest,  anteriorly,  at  other  times  in  the  region 
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of  the  heart. — Occasional  single,  passing  stitches  in  the  left 
side  of  the  chest. — ° Oppression  of  the  chest,  in  dropsical 
patients. 

Back. — Boring  stitches  in  the  region  of  the  spine,  close  below 
the  shoulders. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back. 

Upper  Extremities. — Languor  of  the  anus  and  lower 
limbs. — Fine  tearing  in  the  right  forearm. 

Lower  Extremities. — Pain  in  the  left  hip,  like  coxalgia. — 
Distinct  painfulness  of  the  anterior  and  external  portion  of  the 
right  thigh,  lasting  only  a  short  time  and  resembling  coxalgia  ; 
the  pain  does  not  shift  from  one  spot  to  another,  but  amounts 
to  a  permanent,  steady,  uniform  tearing. 

HEPAR  SULPHURIS  CALCAREUM.    (See  Jahr,  p.  197.) 

Skin. — °Rhagades,  after  abuse  of  mercury. — inflammatory 
abscesses ;  hepar  helps  to  bring  them  to  a  head  or  to  scatter 
them  if  it  should  not  be  too  late. — ° Wounds  with  foreign 
bodies  in  the  same  (sulphur  prevents  them  from  becoming 
fistulous). 

Fever.—0  Violent  chill  with  chattering  of  teeth,  icy-coldness 
and  paleness  of  the  hands  and  feet,  continuing  for  several 
hours,  attended  with  paleness  of  the  face,  alteration  of  the 
features,  inability  to  collect  one's  mind  and  sopor. — °Chilliness, 
with  a  little  heat  towards  evening,  dry  mouth,  periodical  head- 
ache, liquid  stools  which  become  more  copious  during  the  night, 
and  disposition  to  vomit. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Weakness  of  memory,  Especially  when 
vexed. — ^Delirium  on  waking. 

Head. — °Rheumatic  headache,  worse  in  the  open  air,  the 
pain  being  boring  and  drawing,  and  seated  in  the  pericranium 
and  skull. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — Falling  off  of  the  hair  °after 
abuse  of  mercury,  severe  sickness  or  hemicrania. 

Eyes. — °Hepar  is  excellent  in  scrofulous,  catarrhal,  and  exan- 
thematous  ophthalmia,  when  there  is  a  copious  secretion  and 
the  Meibomian  glands  are  involved. 

Mouth. — °Ptyalism,  caused  by  mercury. — *Painfulness  of 
the  mouth,  increased  by  contact  and  drinking. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — *  Gagging  and  vomiting,  when  taking 
the  least  drink.— °Dyspepsia  especially  when  caused  by  abuse 
of  china  and  mercury. 

Abdomen. — °  Violent,  colicky,  cutting  and  tearing  pains  in 
the  #iole  abdomen,  especially  the  umbilical  region,  extending 
deep  into  the  pelvis. 

Female  Parts. — °Delaying  menses. 
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Windpipe. — °Croup,  when  the  cough  has  become  loose  and 
the  distress  of  breathing  seems  to  be  caused  by  the  accumula- 
tion of  mucus  in  the  air-passages. 


HYDROCIANI  ACIDUM. 

For  the  symptoms  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  Symptomen- 
Codex,  vol.  i.  p.  795. — This  agent  is  recommended  for  cholera 
when  the  stage  of  asphyxia  has  really  set  in. — Also  for 
dyspepsia  arising  from  chronic  inflammation  of  the  stomach  and 
bowels. 

It  has  cured  the  following  symptoms  :  *Occasional  loud 
cries  which  it  is  impossible  to  repress,  followed  by  debility  or 
even  fainting;  also  violent  pain  which  is  like  a  spasm  of  the 
heart  and  wakes  one  from  sleep. —^Frightful  distortion  of  the 
facial  muscles. 


HrOSCYAMPS  NIGER.     (See  Jahr,  p.  201.) 

General  Symptoms. — °AVorm  affections.— °Numbness  of 
the  extremities,  °also  with  cold  and  trembling.— *Subsultus 
tendinum. — ^Convulsive  motions  of  the  extremities,  °with 
cries,  anguish,  oppression  of  the  chest  and  loss  of  con- 
sciousness.— Apoplexy,  also  with  stertorous  breathing. — Epi- 
leptic convulsions,  ° especially  when  characterized  by  blue- 
ness  and  bloatedness  of  the  face,  involuntary  emission  of 
urine,  froth  at  the  mouth,  feeling  of  hunger  and  gnawing  at 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  protrusion  of  the  eyes,  shrieks,  clenching 
of  the  thumbs,  &c. 

Skin. — °Eash,  caused  by  abuse  of  Belladonna. 

Fever. — °Typhoid  fever  after  an  attack  of  cholera. — °Ter- 
tian  and  quartan  fever,  °with  epileptic  attacks,  debility,  flames 
before  the  eyes,  and  rush  of  blood  to  the  head. 

Sentient  Sphere. — °Mania  a  potu. 

Face. — Face  °blood-red  or  *brown-red. 

Throat. — inability  to  swallow. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °  Hcematemesis,  with  convulsions, 
arrest  of  breathing,  pains  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  prostration 
and  coldness  of  the  extremities. 

Stool. — Tenesmus  of  the  rectum  and  neck  of  the  bladder. 

Windpipe.  — Spasmodic  affection  of  the  larynx. — °Catarrh 
of  the  bronchia. — °Bloody  cough  with  convulsions. 

Chest.— °Pleuritis,  with  gastric  derangement. 
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HYPERICUM  PERFOLIATUM. 

(See  "  Symptomen- Codex"  p.  807.) 

It  is  suitable,  if  employed  externally,  for  wounds  inflicted  by 
stabbing,  cutting,  or  by  contusing  or  tearing  the  muscular 
fibre,  when  the  pains  are  extremely  violent  or  continue  for  a 
long  time,  or  when  they  resemble  a  violent  toothache,  extend- 
ing onwards  from  the  wound  along  the  whole  limb ;  it  is  also 
useful  to  children,  when  they  become  convulsed  in  consequence 
of  every  little  injury. — It  has  removed  a  gastric  derangement 
(coated  tongue,  loss  of  appetite,  &c.)  brought  on  by  heavy 
lifting,  straining,  muscular  exertions. 

IGNATIA  AMARA.     (Seejahr,  p.  204.) 

Fever. — °Chill,  with  thirst  and  external  coldness,  followed 
by  heat  without  thirst,  cold  feet,  with  or  without  sweat. — 
During  the  fever  :  °headache,  °pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach, 
°excessive  languor,  °paleness  of  face  or  else  alternate  paleness 
and  redness,  °lips  dry  and  cracked,  °  white-coated  tongue,  °deep 
sleep  with  stertorous  breathing,  °nettlerash. — During  the  chill: 
*Thirst,  °nausea,  °vomiting  of  food  and  bile  or  mucus,  °livid 
complexion,  °pain  in  the  back,  °lameness  of  the  lower  extremi- 
ties.— During  the  heat :  *Redness  of  the  cheeks,  absence  of 
thirst,  °internal  shuddering,  °cold  feet,  °stitching  in  the  extre- 
mities, °pain  in  the  back,  °delirium,  °vertigo,  °beating  headache, 
°tearing  in  the  bones,  sleep. — During  the  sweat :  °stinging  and 
roaring  in  the  ears. 

Head. — °N"ervous  headache  of  females,  accompanied  with 
hysteria ;  it  comes  and  passes  off  rapidly. 

Eyes. — ° Ophthalmia  neonatorum. — °The  eye  is  simply 
irritated,  not  inflamed.—  *  Violent  stitching,  also  in  the  temples, 
after  operations  upon  the  eyes,  in  persons  with  a  very  mild  dis- 
position.— °Staring  look,  with  dilatation  of  the  pupils. 

Mouth. — °Froth  at  the  mouth. 

Throat. — °Stitches  from  the  throat  to  the  ear. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Nausea,  with  sweat  and  colic,  after 
smoking. 

Stool. — ^Frequent  diarrhoeic  stools,  especially  at  night,  after 
a  fright,  painless,  with  a  good  deal  of  flatulence  and  tendency 
to  start. 

Female  Parts. — °Uterine  spasms,  with  cutting  stitching. 

Windpipe. — °Hollow  cough,  early  in  the  morning,  on  wak- 
ing, caused  by  a  titillation  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 

€hest. — *  Palpitation  of  the  heart,  °at  night,  with  stitches  in 
the  region  of  the  heart. 
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Back. — °Lancinations  striking  from  the  small  of  the  back 
through  the  loins. 


INDIGO.     (See  "  Symptomen-Codex,"  p.  854.) 

It  has  been  used  with  success  in  some  cases  of  colic  and 
cholerine. 


IPECACUANHA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  211.) 

General  Symptoms.— -*Spasms  and  convulsions,  with  the 
head  bent  backward  and  distortion  of  the  features  ;  °with  loss 
of  consciousness,  redness  and  bloatedness  of  the  face,  partial 
closing  of  the  eyes,  jactitation  of  the  limbs,  twitching  of  the 
facial  muscles,  lips  and  eyelids  ;  °with  shrieks,  disposition  to 
vomit  and  rattling  in  the  chest. — °Languor,  coupled,  however, 
with  a  peculiar  feeling  of  ease  and  good  appetite. 

Gastric  Symptoms.—*  Vomiting  of  large  quantities  of 
mucus. — ° Vomiting  of  a  black,  pitch-like  substance. — °Nausea 
and  vomiting  of  pregnant  females. — °Cholerine,  especially 
when  every  turn  of  vomiting  is  succeeded  by  a  diarrhceic  stool, 
when  there  is  a  succession  of  green  or  brown  stools  mixed  with 
mucus,  when  the  substance  which  is  thrown  up  is  not  watery, 
and  when  there  is  still  a  liability  to  cramps  in  the  calves,  or 
where  there  is  only  a  disposition  to  vomit,  with  coated  tongue, 
deficient  appetite,  and  a  good  deal  of  thirst. 

Abdomen. — ° Colic  of  children,  with  restlessness,  cries  and 
tossing  about. — ^Flatulent  colic,  °also  with  frequent  diarrhoeic 
stools. — Severe  stitches  in  the  anus ;  herpetic  eruption,  with 
itching,  especially  in  the  evening  in  bed,  and  red  blotches  after 
scratching. 

Urine. — *Bloody  urine,  °also  after  suppression  of  the  itch, 
with  cutting  in  the  abdomen  and  urethra ;  also  with  pains  in  the 
bladder  and  umbilical  region. 

Windpipe. — °Cough  resembling  whooping-cough,  a  succes- 
sion of  concussive  shocks  which  cut  off  the  breath,  or  are 
attended  with  haemorrhage  from  the  mouth  and  nose,  and  with 
vomiting  of  the  ingesta. 

Chest. — Suffocative  oppression,  with  anguish  and  dread  of 
death,  and  a  few  single  shocks  through  the  whole  body. 

Extremities. — ° Sensation  in  the  hip-joint  on  sitting  down, 
as  if  it  would  be  dislocated. — °Nocturnal  cramp  in  the  calves, 
— °Violent  itching  of  the  calves. — °Ulcera  pedum,  with  a 
black  base. 
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JALAPPA. 

It  is  recommended  for  sleeplessness  of  infants,  with  restless- 
ness and  crying ;  also  for  colic,  with  bloody,  painful  diarrhsea. 

JATROPHA  CURCAS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  204.) 

This  substance  is  recommended  for  ° chronic  vomiting, 
°Asiatic  cholera,  when  characterized  by  horrid  vomiting  of 
large  quantities  of  a  watery  or  albuminous  liquid  which  gushes 
from  one,  accompanied  by  spasmodic,  constrictive  pain  in  the 
region  of  the  stomach,  or  also  burning  in  the  stomach,  constant 
discharge  of  water  from  the  rectum,  cramps  in  the  calves, 
general  coldness  of  the  body,  etc.  It  is  said  it  will  cure  when 
veratrum  is  indicated  but  fails  of  effecting  a  cure.  It  is  also 
recommended  for  pain  which  causes  one  to  cry  out.  Among 
the  known  pathogenetic  symptoms  of  this  substance  the  follow- 
ing are  the  most  characteristic  : — 

General  Symptoms. — General  sinking  of  strength. — Con- 
vulsions.— Pains  in  the  joints  and  extremities. — In  walking  the 
body  seems  to  incline  to  the  left  side. 

Skin  and  Feyer. — Eruptions. — Coldness  all  over  ;  deep  in 
the  spine. — Chilliness  in  the  back. — Severe  chilliness  through 
all  the  limbs,  extending  up  the  scalp,  with  continual  violent 
tearing  pain  in  the  umbilical  region,  aggravated  by  pressure. — 
Frequent  shuddering  through  the  lumbar  region. — Cold  hands, 
with  blue  nails. — Clammy  sweat. — Heat  in  the  head,  with 
heaviness. 

Emotive  Sphere,  Head,  &c— Anguish. — The  head  feels 
dull  and  heavy. — Pressure  in  forehead  and  occiput. 

Eyes,  &C.  — Trembling  of  the  left  upper  lid. — Bright  or  dark 
spots  before  the  eyes. — Flow  of  saliva. — Dryness  of  the  throat, 
also  with  scraping. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Rising  of  air.  —Constant  nausea  and 
flow  of  saliva. — Easy  vomiting  of  a  watery,  viscous,  albuminous 
substance,  also  with  diarrhoea. 

Stomach. — Jerking  pains  in  the  region  of  the  stomach. — 
Heat  or  burning  in  the  stomach,  also  with  anxiety. — Dull 
pressure  in  the  stomach,  extending  upwards  and  into  the 
oesophagus. — Inflammation  of  the  stomach  and  bowels. 

Abdomen. — Distended  abdomen. — Bubbling  deep  in  the 
abdomen. — Dull  pain  deep  in  the  umbilical  region. — Pressing 
pain  in  the  left  inguinal  region. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — *Watery  diarrhoea,  it  gushes  from  him. 
— Ascarides  and  lumbrici.— Stitches  in  the  rectum. 

Urinary  Organs. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  with  stitches 
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in  the  urethra. — Urine  bright-yellow,  foamy.— Stiches  in  the 
urethra  and  neck  of  the  bladder. 

Windpipe,  &C. — Painful  pressing  in  the  pectoral  muscles. — 
Severe  stitching  pain  from  above  downwards,  under  the  sternum, 
deep  in  the  chest. 

Back.— Painful  pressing  in  the  loins. — Creeping  in  the 
small  of  the  back,  under  the  skin. 

Upper  Extremities. — Bruising  sensation  in  the  muscles  of 
the  arms. — Aching  and  contractive  pain  at  the  wrist-joint. 
*  Lower  Extremities.— Painful  feeling  of  weariness  in  the 
lower  extremities. — Pressing  pain  in  the  calves. — Pain  in  the 
calves,  also  when  walking,  and  internal  drawing  in  the  lower 
limbs. — Spasmodic  pains  in  the  legs,  with  contortion  of  the 
calves  and  tibiae. — Creeping  in  both  legs  and  feet,  under  the 
skin. — Pressing  pain  in  the  left  tarsal  joint. — Stinging  and 
pressing  in  the  sole  of  the  left  foot. 

IODIUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  208.) 

Skin. — Anasarca  ;  dropsical  swellings. 

Head. — °Headache  in  the  case  of  persons,  especially  females, 
affected  with  florid  consumption,  when  the  tubercles  are  still  in 
a  state  of  crudescence,  frequently  alternating  with  the  pains  in 
the  chest. 

Ears-  —  °Sensation  as  if  every  little  noise,  his  own  words  and 
those  of  others,  re-echoed  in  his  ears,  and  his  whole  body, 
causing  pains  in  the  head  and  chest. 

Stool. — *Violent  itching  at  the  anus,  as  from  ascarides. 

Female  Parts. — ''Metrorrhagia,  taking  place  at  every  stool, 
attended  with  cutting  in  the  abdomen,  pains  in  the  small  of  the 
back  and  loins. — °The  pains  which  used  to  occur  previous  to 
the  menses  disappear,  and  the  menses  appear  without  pain. — 
°The  pains  which  she  had  usually  experienced  during  the 
menses  cease. 

Windpipe. — disposition  to  hawk  up  tenacious  mucus,  with 
titillation  in  the  larynx.— ° Croup  (in  alternation  with  Aconite). 

Lower  Extremities. — ° Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  knee, 
with  violent  pains  and  suppuration.— ^Dropsical  swelling  of  the 
knee. 


JUGLANS  REGIA,  MX  JUGLAHTS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  279.) 


IUNCUS  EFFUSUS. 

The  marrow  of  this  plant,  if  boiled  in  milk,  is  an  excellent 
remedy  for  taenia  and  other  worms  ;  the  roots  of  the  plant  are

boiled  in  some  parts  of  Germany,  with  an  admixture  of  a  little 
chalk,  and  this  preparation  is  supposed  to  be  a  remedy  for 
stone. 

KALI  BICHROMICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  218.) 

This  agent  has  been  used  with  success  in  the  treatment  of 
°chronic  rheumatism,  °warts,  Secondary  syphilitic  eruptions, 
extending  from  the  root  of  the  nose  across  the  cheek  to  the 
upper  lip,  °polypus  of  the  nose,  Ulceration  and  destruction  of 
the  septum  narium,  °swelling  of  the  nose  with  pain  in  the 
region  of  the  septum,  Catarrhal  ophthalmia,  °  ulceration  of  the 
larynx,  Secondary  syphilitic  ulceration  of  the  throat,  ®  cough 
with  black,  tenacious  expectoration,  °ecthyma,  impetiginous 
eczema  with  varicose  ulcers,  °cough  with  pain  at  a  fixed  spot 
in  the  chest  as  if  ulcerated.  For  the  pathogenesis  the  reader 
is  referred  to  the  Symptomen-Codex,  vol.  i.  p.  885. 

KALI  CARBOMCBM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  213.) 

General  Symptoms. — ° Rheumatic  and  arthritic  affections. 
— ° Scrofulous  affections. — °Debility,  especially  after  the  loss  of 
animal  fluids,  or  after  confinement,  in  hysteric  females. — 
°Lameness. 

Skin.— ° Anasarca  and  ascites. 

Sentient  Sphere. — °Loss  of  memory. — °Dizziness. — °Ver- 
tigo  as  if  from  the  stomach. 

Eyes. — *Lachrymation,  especially  of  the  right  eye,  with 
smarting  in  one  of  the  canthi,  or  irradiation  around  the  candle- 
light. 

Teeth. — ^Stitching  in  the  teeth,  also  in  the  gums,  followed 
by  stinging  swelling  of  the  cheek. 

Abdomen. — °Colic,  as  if  the  whole  abdomen  were  full  of 
water. 

StOOl. — °Constipation,  also  every  other  day. — °Stilching- 
pressing  pain  in  the  anus  (proctalgia). 

Urinary  Organs. — °Frequent  emission  of  urine,  day  and 
night. 

Female  Parts. — °Miscarriage  (recommended  as  a  specific 
remedy),  °also  with  habitual  disposition  to  miscarriage. 

Windpipe. — °Cough,  with  purulent  expectoration. 

Chest. — °Violent  stitching  pain,  increased  by  the  difficulty 
of  breathing,  especially  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  with  violent 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  dry  and  suppressed  cough  (after  using 
Aconite),  or  real  pleurisy. 

Back. — °Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  caused  by  a  fall. — 
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°  Violent  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  in  the  case  of  pregnant 
females,  especially  if  it  be  a  pressing  and  dragging  pain,  as 
though  a  weight  were  descending  into  the  pelvis. — °  Weakness 
of  the  posterior  cervical  muscles. 

KALI  HYDR0I0DICPM. 

For  the  pathogenesis  of  this  agent  the  reader  is  referred  to  the 
Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  i.  p.  926.  It  has  been  employed  with 
success  for  °syphilitic  swelling  of  the  bones,  and  for  bone- 
pains  ;  °ascites,  depending  upon  an  affection  of  the  liver ; 
°figwarts  of  e\ery  description  ;  ^troublesome  cough,  with  gray 
(white)  saltish  (or  sweetish)  expectoration,  wheezing  and 
rattling  in  the  chest,  remaining  after  a  catarrh,  having  the 
character  of  influenza  ;  °  white  swelling  of  the  knee  (in  alterna- 
tion with  Coniurri). 


KREASOTUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  223.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Scrofulous  swellings,  caries. — Noc- 
turnal pains. 

Stomach. — °Softening  of  the  stomach. 

Urine.  — °Nocturnal  enuresis,  especially  when  depending 
upon  a  deep,  almost  comatose  sleep. 

Windpipe. — °Cough  with  shortness  of  breath. 

Chest. — ° Stitches  in  the  mamma. 


LACHESIS. 

(See  Jahr,  p.  226,  and  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  25.) 
We  have  deemed  it  sufficient  to  refer  the  reader  to  the 
Symptomen-  Codex  for  a  description  of  the  pathogenetic  and 
curative  symptoms  of  Lachesis,  for  the  reason  that,  upon  a 
closer  examination,  Possart's  Lachesis  was  found  to  be  almost 
literally  copied  from  the  former  work. 

LACTPCA  VIROSA. 

Appetite  and  JTaSte—  °Bitter  as  gall,  in  the  throat,  after 
eating. 

Windpipe. — °Dry  cough,  setting  in  with  every  change  of 
temperature. 

€hest. — Suffocative  paroxysms  depending  upon  hydro- 
thorax.

LAMIUM  ALBUM. 

(See  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  06.) 


LAUROCERASUS      (See  Jahr,  p.  232.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Defiaient  reaction,  after  taking 
medicine. — ° Absence  of  pain  when  sick. 

Teeth. — Tearing  in  the  left  lower  teeth  and  gums,  passing 
off  by  applying  cold  water. 

Throat.— "^Scraping  in  the  fauces,  particularly  during 
deglutition  (with  roughness). 

Abdomen. — ^Hepatitis,  when  the  liver  is  indurated. — 
°  Chronic  induration  of  the  liver. 

Female  Parts. — °Acts  as  a  curative  agent  at  the  critical 
age,  when  the  menses  are  about  to  stop  ;  a  discharge  amount- 
ing to  a  haemorrhage  takes  place  several  times  a  day,  for  some 
eight,  ten,  or  fourteen  days ;  then  there  is  an  interval  of  some 
duration,  after  which  the  discharges  occur  again.  The  blood 
is  dark,  and  frequently  comes  off  in  large  coagulated  lumps. 

Chest. — °Dyspnoea,  when  walking  (diminished). 

LEDUM  PALUSTRE.     (See  Jahr,  p.  234.) 

General  Symptoms. — Drawing  in  various  parts  of  the 
body,  such  as  :  the  left  submaxillary  bone,  right  wrist-joint,  left 
hip-bone,  left  leg,  right  knee,  left  wall  of  the  thorax,  &c. — 
Tearing,  here  and  there ;  s'ilching  in  the  joints  ;  pressing  in  the 
left  elbow,  <fcc. ;  boring ;  pressure,  for  instance :  in  the  tarsal  bones 
and  lower  part  of  the  leg ;  sharp  pressure,  for  instance :  in  the 
first  joint  of  the  left  thumb,  in  the  tarsal  joints,  tarsal  bones. — 
Severe  pain  in  the  joints  of  the-big  toe,  in  the  morning,  dttring 
a  walk  ;  dull  aching  pains.  — Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the  limbs, 
for  instance  :  in  the  middle  of  the  left  forearm,  right  knee,  left 
leg  above  the  knee,  right  forearm,  metatarsal  bones,  &c. ; 
laming  and  bruising  pain  in  the  shoulder-joints ;  aching  and 
bruising  pain,  in  various  parts  of  the  body. — Excessive  debility 
the  whole  day,  debility  followed  by  chilliness. — Trembling  of 
the  muscles. 

Skin. — A  few  red,  painless  little  blotches,  somewhat  raised, 
on  the  left  temple  and  cheek.— Cutting%irning  pain  in  the 
skin,  above  the  root  of  the  nose,  at  a  small  spot,  passing  off 
again  speedily. — Sensitiveness  of  the  skin,  a  sort  of  burning, 
with  a  little  redness,  in  the  fold  between  the  wing  of  the  nose 
and  the  skin  of  the  cheek,  on  both  sides  of  the  nose. — °Hot, 
tense,  hard  swellings,  with  tearing  pains. 

Glands. — Swelling  of  the  tonsils. 
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Sleep. — Yawning.— Frequent  waking  in  the  night,  tossing 
about,  confused  dreams. 

Fever.— Chilliness  in  the  back,  recurring  afterwards; 
frequent  chilliness  in  the  back,  with  cold  hands  or  coldness  of 
the  extremities;  chilliness,  at  first  between  the  shoulders,  after- 
wards in  the  lumbar  region. — Feeling  of  coldness  in  the 
lumbar  region.— Sweat  all  over,  with  cold  hands  and  feet,  and 
cold  creepings  over  the  back,  at  noon,  continuing  for  some 
hours.  —  Pulse  quick  and  small 

Sentient  Sphere. — Confusion  of  the  head,  with  dizziness. — 
Vertigo,  so  that  he  has  to  hold  on  to  something,  vertigo  on 
stooping.— Reeling,  staggering,  on  raising  himself  after  stoop- 
ing.— Dulness  of  the  forehead,  and  wavering  gait,  especially 
after  raising  himself  from  a  stooping  position. 

Head. — In  the  frontal  bone  :  pressure  ;  boring  ;  tearing,  on 
the  left  side,  in  the  evening.— Pressure  above  the  right  eye- 
Tearing  in  the  frontal  and  parietal  bone.— Heat  and  heaviness 
in  the  forehead,  with  pressure  in  the  right  temple.— Boring  in 
the  left  temple.— Pressure  in  the  right  temple.— Heat  in  the 
head,  especially  the  forepart.— Violent  boring  in  the  coronal 
suture.— Miliary  pimples  on  the  forehead,  dry.— -*Pimples,  as 
in  drunkards. — *  Pimples  and  boils.— °The  outer  head  is  liable 
to  taking  cold. — cThe  head  does  not  bear  any  covering. 

Eyes. — Violent  boring  in  the  margin  of  the  lids. — Boring 
pressure  proceeding  from  the  forehead  towards  the  eyes,  as  if 
in  the  balls  of  the  eyes. — Tearing  in  the  bone  over  the  left 
eye. 

Nose. — Pain  at  the  junction  of  the  nasal  cartilages  with  the 
nasal  bone,  on  the  left  side,  worse  when  touching  the  parts. 

Face.— Violent  boring  in  the  articulation  of  the  right  jaw. 
— °The  face  is  bloated,  and  is  at  times  red,  at  others  pale. 

Throat.- Sensation  as  of  a  plug  in  the  throat,  obliging 
him  to  swallow- ;  this  is  accompanied  by  a  sensation  in  the 
throat  as  if  a  body  were  sticking  out  in  it. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Long-continued  feeling  of  nausea. 

Stomach. — Continual  dull  pain  in  the  region  of  the  stomach, 
aggravated  by  external  pressure. 

AMomen.  — Distention  of  the  epigastrium,  with  dull  pain, 
which  continues  for  over  an  hour. — Fine  stitching  in  the 
abdomen- 

StOOl— Retention  of  stool.— Fine  stinging  in  the  rectum,  or 
dull  stitches. 

Urinary  Organs.— Frequent  urging  to  urinate,  the  whole 
day. — Stinging  in  the  urethra. 

Male  Sexual    Parts. -Titillation   in    the   glans,   for   two 
nights  in  succession.

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Windpipe.— Titillation  in  the  larynx. 

€h6St. — Stitching  in  the  wall  of  the  thorax,  on  the  left  side, 
impeding  respiration  ;  stinging,  on  the  left  side ;  aching  pain 
in  the  wall  of  the  thorax,  under  the  right  nipple. — Pressure  or 
drawing  in  the  left  wall  of  the  thorax. — Pressure  in  various 
parts  of  the  wall  of  the  thorax,  right  side,  very  frequently.— 
Drawing  in  the  muscles,  along  the  sternum. — Pressure  at  the 
upper  part  of  the  chest,  oppressing  the  breathing. — Pressure 
in  the  right  pectoral  muscle,  extending  to  the  upper  arm. — 
Pushing  pressure,  at  the  left  border  of  the  sternum,  between 
the  third  and  fifth  rib,  extending  into  the  chest. — Stitching  in 
the  left  lung,  not  aggravated  by  inspiration. — Stitching  in  the 
chest,  on  drawing  breath,  in  the  morning.— Palpitation  of  the 
heart. 

Back;  &C. — Pressure  in  the  left  ischium  and  the  trochanter 
major. — Boring  in  the  ischium  and  trochanter  major  ;  pushing- 
boring  pain  in  the  left  trochanter  major  and  behind  it. — 
Stitching  in  the  left  ischium. — Painful  stiffness  in  the  left 
posterior  cervical  muscles,  diminished  by  moving  the  neck. — 
Drawing  from  the  neck  to  the  right  shoulder. — Pressure  in  the 
right  scapula,  afterwards  on  both  sides  of  the  right  elbow. — 
Drawing  at  the  posterior  border  of  the  right  scapula. — Stitching 
in  the  left  shoulder-joint,  anteriorly. — Severe  pressure  at  the 
right  shoulder-joint. — Pressure  and  drawing  in  the  shoulder- 
joints,  also  compressive  sensation. 

Upper  Extremities. — Stitching  and  pressure  in  the  muscles 
covering  the  joint  of  the  upper  arm,  worse  during  rest. — 
Severe  tearing  in  the  right  humerus. — Drawing  in  the  muscles 
surrounding  the  joint  of  the  left  upper  arm.— Stinging  in  the 
right  upper  arm,  superiorly  and  internally. — Compression  in  the 
left  forearm,  several  times  in  the  course  of  the  day. — Aching 
pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  left  upper  arm,  also  in  the  first 
joint  of  the  right  finger. — Drawing  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
bones  of  the  left  forearm. — Painful  feeling  of  languor  above 
the  right  elbow. — Drawing  above  the  left  elbow. — Pain  as  if 
bruised  in  the  right  elbow-joint,  extending  to  the  right  forearm. 
— Aching  and  bruising  pain  in  the  left  elbow  and  joint  of  the 
upper  arm,  afterwards  in  the  right  wrist-joint. — Stitching  above 
the  wrist,  on  the  extensor-surface. — Dull  pressure  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  radius  and  the  elbow  joint  (ulna),  extending  to  the 
wrist-joint  and  the  metacarpal  bones,  continuing  for  some  time. 
— Painful  feeling  of  stiffness  in  the  left  wrist-joint  and  the  left 
elbow. — Pressure  in  the  right  phalangeal  joints,  evening. — 
Stinging  and  pressing  in  the  joint  of  the  left  thumb  and  the 
right  fourth  finger. — Boring,  with  feeling  of  stiffness,  in  the 
left  joint  of  the  left  thumb. — Sensation  under  the  nail  of  the 
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third  left  finger,  as  if  lifted  up,  attended  with  prickling  at  the 
tip  ;  this  sensation  continues  for  a  few  hours,  more  or  less 
strongly,  in  any  position  of  the  hands. 

Lower  Extremities.— Drawing  in  the  left  hip-joint— 
Stitching  in  the  psoas-muscles,  in  paroxysms. — Dull  pressure  on 
the  sides  of  the  lumbar  vertebrae,  deep-seated. — Pressure  in  the 
femora,  in  the  forenoon. — Paroxysmal  boring  in  the  middle  of 
the  left  femur,  while  sitting.— Drawing  in  the  outer  soft  parts 
of  the  right  thigh. — Drawing  in  the  soft  parts  above  the  left 
knee. — Aching  pain  in  the  right  knee  ;  pressure  in  the  left 
knee,  worse  in  the  evening ;  or  else  stitching,  painful  feeling 
of  languor,  drawing  in  the  left  knee. — Pain  in  the  right  knee, 
when  moving  it,  immediately  after  rising. — Boring  in  the 
patella. — Drawing  in  the  legs. — Tearing  in  the  left  leg,  low 
down  and  in  front,  in  the  afternoon. — Tearing  deep  in  the  right 
leg.— Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the  left  leg,  above  the  knee. — Aching 
pain  in  the  bones  of  the  left  leg,  also  in  the  lower  part  thereof. 
— Drawing  in  the  left  fibula. — Stinging  in  the  calves. — Draw- 
ing, or  tearing  and  stitching  in  the  tibiae. — Boring  in  the  left 
tibia,  above  the  malleolus  internus.— Boring  in  the  tarsal-joint, 
also  when  sitting. — Compression  in  the  lower  part  of  both 
calves,  near  the  tendo  Achillis. — Violent  scraping  or  stinging 
on  the  left  tibia,  while  sitting.  — Tearing  along  the  whole  of  the 
right  tibia. — Tearing  in  the  right  metatarsal  bones,  extending 
to  the  toes  ;  stitching  drawing  in  the  right  metatarsal  bones, 
extending  to  the  toes. — Feeling  of  stiffness  in  the  left  knee  and 
tarsal-joint,  when  walking. — Tearing  in  the  left  tarsal-joint. — 
Tearing  in  the  bones,  above  the  left  tarsal-joint,  accompanied 
by  a  feeling  of  languor  in  the  tibia,  below  the  right  knee- 
joint. — Boring  in  the  right  malleolus  internus,  in  the  evening, 
in  bed. — Boring  in  the  right  tarsal  bones,  extending  to  the 
toes.— Tearing  in  the  left  heel.— Drawing  in  the  toes  ;  drawing 
in  the  joint  of  the  right  big  toe. — Stitching  in  the  right  big 
toe,  or  in  the  first  joint  of  the  left  big  toe. — Pressure  under 
the  nail  of  the  right  big  toe. — Tearing  in  the  left  sole,  towards 
the  outer  border. — inflammatory  swelling  of  the  feet,  or 
cedematous  swelling  of  the  feet  and  legs.

(See  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  9.) 

LYCOPODIUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  237.) 

General    Symptoms.— ° After    a    walk   in    the    open  air 
weariness  of  the  legs,  and  burning  in  the  soles  of  the  feet. — 
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° Liable  to  straining  a  part  by  lifting,  causing  painful  stiffness 
of  the  nape  of  the  neck. — ° Paralysis.— °Numbness  of  the 
extremities,  day  and  night  (arms,  hands,  lower  limbs). 

Skin. — °Is  very  useful  in  anasarca,  when  the  action  of  the 
skin  and  bowels  is  very  much  depressed. — *  Freckles  (for  which 
it  may  also  be  employed  externally). — °  Herpetic  eruption, 
resembling  in  appearance  the  shrivelled  skin  of  washerwomen., 
spreading  from  the  tonsils  along  the  sides  of  the  tongue  as  far 
as  under  its  tip,  or  even  as  far  as  the  fauces  and  larynx,  causing 
hoarseness  and  a  violent  desire  to  cough  ;  in  persons  who  had 
been  affected  with  syphilis. — ° Fistulous  ulcers,  with  hard- 
everted,  red  and  shining  borders,  or  also  attended  with  inflam- 
matory swelling  of  the  affected  part. — °Ulcers,  from  abuse  of 
mercury. — °  Carious  ulcers. — Pedunculated  warts.— ° Varices, 
°Chlorotic  appearance  of  the  skin. — °Dropsical  swell- 
ings. 

FeV©r.—°  Typhoid  fever,  with  constipation,  peevishness  on 
waking,  scolding,  screams,  improper  demeanor,  redness  of  the 
face,  circumscribed  redness  of  the  cheeks,  debility,  sweat  which 
does  not  afford  any  relief,  red  and  dry  tongue. 

Sentient  Sphere. — °  Vanishing  of  thought,  momentary 
forgetf ulness,  &c.—°  Sensation  of  vertigo  about  the  head,  and 
of  wavering  in  the  interior  of  the  brain. 

Head. — ° Rushes  of  blood,  with  buzzing,  ringing,  and  reports 
in  the  ears. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — °  Eruption  about  the  head, 
with  swelling  of  the  cervical  glands  ;  abscess  at  the  occiput, 
and  the  hairy  scalp  is  covered  with  a  scurf,  which  bleeds  when 
scratched. —  Tumor  at  the  occiput  of  the  size  of  a  walnut. 

Eyes. — *Lachrymation,  °in  the  open  air. — °Dimness  of 
sight,  as  if  caused  by  a  viscous  humor  in  the  eye,  which  cannot 
be  wiped  away. 

Face. ~°A  hard,  sharply-circumscribed,  little  tubercle  on 
the  right  cheek,  of  several  years'  duration  and  the  size  of  a 
pin's  head,  white  as  snow,  and  shining,  disappears  within  ten 
days  under  the  influence  of  a  single  small  dose. 

Mouth. — °Dry  mouth,  with  feeling  of  tension,  difficulty  of 
moving  the  tongue.— ° Sensation  as  if  a  hair  were  lying  on  the 
tongue. — °Tongue  dry,  pappy,  slimy.— °Pronounces  distinctly 
every  word  in  a  phrase  except  the  last,  which  he  pronounces 
stuttering.— °Exsudatory  inflammations  in  the  mouth  and 
fauces,  generally  of  a  herpetic  nature. 

Throat. — °Burning  in  the  fauces,  with  thirst  at  night. — 
0  Continual  accumulation  of  phlegm  in  the  throat  and  fauces. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— °The  appetite  disappears  after  the 
first  mouthful. — °Loss  of  taste. 
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Stomach. — °Pressure  at  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  with  anguish 
and  oppression. 

Abdomen. — ° Aching  pain  in  the  hypochondria,  followed  by 
stitches  under  the  false  ribs  as  far  as  the  loins  and  back,  fre- 
quently continuing  for  hours,  afterwards  discharge  of  wind  by 
the  mouth  and  rectum. — °In  the  region  of  the  liver  :  stinging ; 
pain  after  satisfying  one's  appetite. 

Stool  and  Anus.-—  °Pains  at  the  anus  after  eating,  or  after 
stool. 

Urine. — Inability  to  retain  the  urine,  of  many  years'  stand- 
ing, caused  by  a  fright  during  an  embrace. — °  Gravel  in  the 
kidneys. — ° Bloody  urine,  also  with  constipation  and  paralysis 
of  the  lower  extremities. 

Chest. — ° Anguish,  oppressive  heaviness  on  the  chest,  with 
anxious  breathing. 

MAGNESIA  CARB0N1CA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  242.) 

Stomach. — °Oppressive-aching  pain  in  the  stomach,  with 

sour  eructations. 

Male  Parts. — °Deficient  erections.  ^ 

Upper   Extremities. — °Nightly  attacks  of  tearing  in  the 

right  shoulder,  with  creeping  as  far  as  the  fingers,  and  inability 

to  move  the  arm  on  account  of  the  pain. 

MAGNESIA  MURIATICA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  245.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Laming-drawing  and  tearing  in  the 
extremities. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Constant  nausea,  with  livid  com- 
plexion, nervousness,  and  disposition  to  weep. 

MAGNESIA  SULPHURICA. 

(See  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  165.) 

MAJORANA. 

Skin. — Painful,  red,  little  tubercles  on  the  outer  side  of  both 
legs,  transversely  on  one  and  vertically  on  the  other  leg; 
accompanied  by  single  pale  red  spots  on  the  thighs  and  legs 
and  on  the  abdomen  ;  in  a  few  days  these  pimples  appear 
covered  with  small,  scaly  scurfs. 

Sleep. — Frequent  waking,  on  account  of  an  urging  to 
urinate  ;  or  as  if  in  affright. — Wandering  of  the  fancy,  exciting, 
lascivious  dreams. 
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EmotiVC  Sphere. — Taciturn  for  some  days,  °sad,  weary  of 
life  ;  afterwards  irritable,  lively,  full  of  ideas,  and  desirous  of 
exercise. — °  Strong  sensual  desires. 

Head. —  Vertigo,  in  the  evening  when  lying  down. — Pain  in 
the  temples  ;  heat  in  the  head,  with  restlessness  in  the  same. 

Nose. — Contractive  sensation  and  titillation  at  the  tip  of  the 
nose,  for  some  days  ;  followed  by  bleeding  at  the  nose. 

Appetite. — No  appetite,  with  violent  thirst  at  night. 

Gastric  Symptoms— Hiccough. 

Stomacb  and  Abdomen. — Pains  in  the  stomach  and 
abdomen,  alternating  from  one  to  the  other ;  the  pains  in  the 
abdomen  are  so  violent  at  night,  that  they  wake  him  from 
sleep. 

Sexnal  Parts. — °Increased  sexual  desire. 

Chest. — Swelling  and  itching  of  the  nipples. 

Extremities. — Rheumatic  pains  in  the  right  foot,  also  like 
a  cramp  in  the  sole  of  the  foot,  in  the  left  thigh,  also  in  the 
fingers  and  arm-joint ;  at  times  in  the  morning,  at  others  in 
the  evening,  frequently  coming  and  going. 

MANGAHUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  241.) 

Sentient  Sphere. — °Diminished  action  of  the  senses. 
Throat. — °  Chronic  sore  throat. 

Windpipe. — °Roughness  of  voice,  passing  off  by  smoking 
tobacco. 

MENYANTHES  TRIFOLIATA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  249.) 

MEPHITIS  PUTORIFS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  250.) 

Eyes. — *The  conjunctiva  is  red,  as  if  ecchymosed. — 
°Inability  to  read  fine  print. 

Appetite. — °Desire  for  something  very  salt. 

Windpipe. — °Recent  catarrh,  and  remains  of  old  chronic 
catarrhs.— *Cough  when  reading  loud  or  talking. — Morning- 
cough,  with  expectoration,  having  remained  after  a  catarrh. 

Upper  Extremities. — °Twitching  of  the  hand. 

MERCORIALIS  PEREMIS. 

(See  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  190.) 
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MERCURIES  SOLUBILIS  HAHNEMAML 

(See  Jahr,  p.  252.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Epileptic  attack  at  night,  with 
shrieking,  rigidity  of  the  body,  distention  of  the  abdomen, 
exhaustion. — °Large  doses  of  mercury  produce  an  habitual 
disposition  to  quinsy. 

Skill. — °  Common  scabies. — °  Ichorous  herpes,  spreading 
visibly,  breaking  out  after  venereal  ulcers. — °Syphilitic  buboes. 
— °Dropsical  patients  got  rid  of  the  dropsy  very  speedily,  but 
were  attacked  with  fetid,  putrid  ulcers  on  the  legs,  in  the 
place  of  the  dropsy. — Corroded  finger  and  toe-nails,  with 
itching. 

Fever. — °Typhoid-fever,  especially  when  the  delirium  is 
wanting  or  very  inconsiderable.  —  ° Putrid  typhoid  fever,  with 
sensitiveness  and  painfulness  of  the  region  of  the  liver,  epigas- 
trium, and  pit  of  the  stomach. — °  Copious  sweats  in  rheuma- 
tism, not  affording  any  relief. 

Head.—0  Tearing-drawing  pain,  coming  on  and  exacerbating 
in  the  evening  ;  it  is  seated  in  the  periosteum  and  facial  bones. 
—°Mercurius  is  likewise  indicated  for  rheumatic  headache, 
with  vertigo,  frontal  headache,  and  functional  derangement  of 
the  liver. — °Catarrhal  headache. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head.— °Pain  of  the  bones  of  the 
skull. 

Eyes. — °Iritis. 

Ears. — ° Polypus  in  the  ear. 

Teeth. — *  Tearing  pain  in  the  roots  of  the  teeth,  also  the 
whole  day,  *after  midnight,  and  especially  early  in  the  morn- 
ing.— Painful  dulness  of  the  teeth. 

Mouth. — ° Accumulation  of  a  good  deal  of  tenacious  phlegm 
in  the  mouth. 

Throat. — ° Spasmodic  difficulty  of  swallowing,  with  danger 
of  suffocation. — °Constant  desire  to  swallow.— °The  pain  in 
the  throat  frequently  extended  to  the  ears,  or  to  the  parotid, 
submaxillary,  and  cervical  glands. — °  Constant  painful  dryness, 
with  slimy  tongue,  or  with  pressure  during  deglutition,  as  if 
the  throat  were  too  narrow,  constant  desire  to  swallow  on 
account  of  an  excess  of  saliva  in  the  mouth. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — ° Violent  eructations.— °Empty  retch- 
ing. 

Stomach. — °Painfulness  of  the  region  of  the  stomach  and 
pit  of  the  stomach,  especially  when  touched. — *  Pressure  at  the 
stomach  as  from  a  stone,  after  eating,  especially  when  sitting, 
or  with  nausea. 

Abdomen. — °Burning  in  the  region  of  the  liver. — ° Pinching 
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in  the  bowels,  with  chilliness  and  shuddering. — °During  the 
pains  the  abdomen  is  very  painful  to  contact  or  pressure. 

StOOl. — °Sporadic  cholera,  especially  when  assuming  a 
dysenteric  form,  wTith  warm  and  elastic  skin,  no  pressure,  not 
much  pain  in  the  bowels,  but  frequent  urging  and  tenesmus  ; 
the  discharges  are  thin  but  few,  of  a  brown,  greenish,  or  yellow 
color,  mixed  with  mucus  and  blood  ;  Mercurius  may  likewise 
prove  useful  for  the  sequelae  of  the  real  cholera,  especially 
when  it  threatens  to  pass  into  typhus  abdominalis.— ° Stools  of 
the  color  of  sulphur,  or  whitish-gray,  *bilious,  dark-green, 
frothy. — Previous  to  stool :  *  Chilliness  or  shuddering ;  *pineh- 
ing  or  writhing  in  the  abdomen,  or  cutting  colic. 

Male  Parts. — °Hard  swelling  of  the  testes,  with  shining 
redness  of  the  scrotum. 

Female  Parts. — ° Previous  to  the  menses  :  °Dry  heat,  with 
rushes  of  blood  and  congestions  of  the  head. 

Catarrh  and  Windpipe. — °Is  almost  a  specific  for  the 

common  catarrh,  with  chilliness,  sore  throat,  cough,  dread  of 
the  open  air. — °Nasal  voice.  —  °  Influenza. —  °Dry  cough, 
sounding  as  if  the  chest  were  entirely  dry. — "When  coughing : 
disposition  to  vomit. — °Stitches  in  the  occiput.

MILLEFOLIUM. 

Chest. — ° Spitting  of  blood;  °every  evening  rising  in  the 
chest,  with  rising  of  blood  to  the  mouth,  cough,  and  discharge 
of  bright-red  blood. 

MORPHIUM. 

(See  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  439.) 

General  Symptoms. — Lively  twitching  in  the  arms,  about 
the  head,  and  especially  in  the  face,  during  a  pleasant  slumber, 
full  of  dreams,  which,  however,  leaves  him  a  pretty  distinct 
consciousness  of  his  condition. — Subsultus  tendinum.— Violent 
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concussions  of  the  whole  body.  — Convulsive  shocks,  with 
reeling  and  slight  stupefaction* — Slight  rigidity  and  heaviness 
in  the  limbs,  on  rising  from  a  chair  (in  ^  hour). — Languor  of 
the  limbs,  neck,  small  of  the  back,  joints. — Two  turns  of 
fainting,  with  dilatation  of  the  pupils,  pale  tongue,  viscid, 
bitter  mouth.— Motion  and  raising  the  head  aggravate  a 
number  of  the  pains,  and  cause  nausea  and  headache. —  The 
pains  abate  in  a  recumbent  posture. — The  nausea  and  head- 
ache seem  to  get  worse  after  taking  vinegar. 

Skin. — Eruption  over  the  whole  body. — Violent  itching  of 
the  whole  body. — Biting  in  the  skin,  without  sweat,  sometimes 
accompanied  by  small,  round  elevations. — Reddish  little 
blotches  here  and  there. — The  arm  and  thigh  are  covered  with 
reddish  little  blotches. 

Sleep. — Drowsiness  and  short  slumber,  during  which  he 
fancied  he  experienced  an  itching  of  the  extremities. — Quiet 
sleep  of  five  hours'  duration,  from  which  he  woke  with  a  head- 
ache on  the  right  side,  languor  of  the  extremities,  pain  along 
the  vertebral  column. — Restless  sleep,  interrupted  by  startings, 
from  which  he  woke  with  general  prostration,  headache, 
sunken  eyes. — Restless  sleep,  with  frequent  startings,  followed 
by  stiffness,  pains  in  the  arms,  and  small  reddish  blotches  here 
and  there. — Restless  sleep  for  three  hours  ;  on  waking  he 
experienced  a  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  bladder ;  he 
emitted  a  small  quantity  of  clear  urine  with  great  force.— 
Heavy  sleep,  with  red  cheeks. 

Fever. — Heat  all  over,  with  coldness  of  the  extremities, 
throbbing  of  the  carotids,  stupefaction. — Copious  sweat,  all 
over  ;  he  had  to  change  his  linen  1 9  times  in  one  night ;  also 
with  considerable  dilatation  of  the  pupils,  pulse  ninety-four 
(after  twenty  minutes). — Profuse  sweat,  with  full  pulse,  slight 
stupefaction,  and  convulsions  (after  twenty  hours). — Pulse 
regular,  80  (in  f  hour). — Pulse  slow,  full,  intermittent.  — Pulse 
rather  hard,  small  (in  J  hour). — In  half  an  hour  the  pulse 
rose  from  sixty-three  to  one  hundred  and  eight  beats. — The 
pulse  rose  from  sixty-eight  to  78  beats,  with  violent  headache 
and  heaviness  in  the  forehead. 

Emotive  and  Sentient  Sphere— He  is  seized  with  an 

incomprehensible  tranquillity.  — Considerable  excitement,  with- 
out drowsiness. — Dulness  of  the  mental  powers. — Inability  to 
perform  any  mental  labor. — Stupefaction,  from  which,  after  it 
had  lasted  four  hours,  he  woke  now  and  then  for  a  minute, 
with  full  consciousness.— The  head  felt  heavy  and  stupefied 
as  soon  as  he  raised  it  off  the  couch. — Dulness  and  dull 
pain  of  the  head. — Vertigo  with  disposition  to  sleep  (in  £ 
hour),

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H6ad. — Throbbing  of  the  carotid,  with  heat  in  the  head, 
which  spread  over  the  whole  body,  except  the  extremities, 
which  remained  cold.  Heaviness  of  the  head,  with  tightness 
in  the  head  as  if  both  parietal  bones  would  be  pressed  asunder ; 
this  sensation  impeded  thinking  and  writing. — Violent  head- 
ache, with  red  face,  red  conjunctiva  which  was  turgid  with 
blood,  full,  bounding  pulse,  uniformly- warm  skin,  with  disagree- 
able itching.— Throbbing  headache,  with  red,  turgid  face. — 
Violent  pain  in  the  frontal  region,  cold  sweat  on  the  back. — 
Dull  pain  in  the  forehead,  especially  on  the  right  side. — Violent 
frontal  headache,  burning  heat  of  the  skin,  languor ;  pulse  80. 
— Headache  more  violent  on  the  right  than  the  left  side,  the 
pupils  being  somewhat  dilated.  Intolerable  pain  in  the  right 
side  of  the  head,  restlessness,  the  usually  pale  face  became  red, 
drops  of  sweat  stood  on  the  face,  with  silly  and  desponding 
appearance,  itching  of  the  skin  (in  35  minutes).— The  head- 
ache is  aggravated  by  reading  and  thinking.— Pain  in  the 
occiput  and  pressure  above  the  eyes. — Tensive  sensation  on  the 
head ;  pulse  90. 

Ejes.— Redness  of  the  conjunctiva,  as  if  injected.— The 
eyes  looked  as  if  ecchymosed,  the  face  being  bloated. — Sting- 
ing in  the  eyes,  which  feel  as  if  covered  with  a  gauze.— 
Feeling  of  fulness  in  the  orbits  (in  ^  hour). — Aching  pain  above 
the  eyes.— Dilatation  of  the  pupils,  even  when  looking  at  the 
sun.— The  eyes  protrude  from  their  sockets.  —  Glistening  eyes 
and  silly  looks  (in  52  minutes).  —  Con  traction  of  the  pupils  (19 
times  out  of  20). — Weakness  of  sight. 

Ears  and  Face. — Ringing  in  the  ears  (in  f  hour).— The 
usually  pale  face  became  red,  afterwards  livid  and  covered 
with  sweat. — Face  red,  bloated ;  animated,  with  livid  lips, 
violent  thirst  and  desire  to  vomit. — The  face  feels  warmer,  with 
pressing  headache  from  within  outwards  (in  f  hour). — Circum- 
scribed redness  of  the  cheeks. — Stupid  appearance. — Lips  red, 
as  if  injected ;  pale ;  blue. 

iHOUth. — Tongue  red  along  the  borders,  violent  in  the 
middle. — Tongue  heavy,  pale  ;  dry  ;  uniformly  red,  with  loath- 
ing, dryness,  and  contraction  of  the  fauces.— The  tip  of  the 
tongue  and  its  borders  are  red. 

Throat.— Burning  of  the  posterior  surface  of  the  fauces  (in 
5  minutes). — Irritation  of  the  gullet,  with  burning  thirst  and 
colicky  pain  in  the  stomach  (in  J  hour).— Dryness  and  con- 
traction of  the  gullet. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Appetite  slight ;  with  heaviness  in 
the  head  and  constipation  (2d  day).— Burning  thirst,  also  with 
dry  tongue.— Loathing,  with  redness  of  the  tongue  and  dryness 
of  the  throat — Loathing,  with  painful  sensation  in  the  head. 
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—  Taste  bitter,  with  irritation  in  the  gullet  (immediately). — 
Taste  bitterish  or  bitter  and  acrid  (immediately.) 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Nausea,  eructations,  and  considerable 
disposition  to  vomit,  also  waking  him. — Continual  nausea  and 
pain  in  the  umbilical  region,  when  rising  from  a  recumbent 
posture. — Nausea,  with  increased  temperature  of  the  face, 
heaviness  and  heat  of  the  head,  disposition  to  vomit  set  in. — 
Nausea,  with  oppressive  headache,  and  disposition  to  vomit. — 
Inclination  to  vomit,  also  with  considerable  irritation  of  the 
gullet  and  violent  headache. — Nausea  in  the  evening,  after 
rising,  then  vomiting  of  the  food  that  one  had  eaten  at  dinner. 
— Vomiting,  with  slight  pains  in  the  umbilical  region,  inter- 
mittent, small,  contracted  pulse  (in  16  hours).— Vomiting  and 
copious  stools,  after  taking  milk  (in  12  hours). —Violent  vomit- 
ing, without  thirst,  without  loss  of  appetite  or  red  tongue. — 
Vomiting  of  a  green  substance. 

Stomach. — Violent  pain  in  the  region  of  the  stomach  ;  or 
oppressive  sensation,  with  drowsiness. — Colicky  pain  in  the 
stomach,  with  burning  thirst,  irritation  of  the  gullet,  headache 
and  dilatation  of  the  pupils  (in  \  hour). — Pit  of  the  stomach  : 
Violent  burning,  whence  a  sensation  like  formication  proceeds 
along  the  linea  alba  as  far  as  the  bend  of  the  knee  on  either 
side  (in  10  minutes). — Pain,  with  disposition  to  sleep  and  diffi- 
culty of  breathing  (in  5  minutes). — -Pain  which  was  worse 
after  eating. — Violent  pain,  nausea,  disposition  to  vomit. — 
Painful  sensation,  extending  as  far  as  the  bladder  (imme- 
diately). 

Abdomen.— Distention  of  the  abdomen,  with  heat  all 
over,  cold  extremities,  burning  thirst,  dry  tongue,  but  with- 
out any  nausea  or  vomiting,  or  derangement  of  the  con- 
sciousness. 

StOOl. — Constipation,  for  more  than  a  month. — Constipation 
sometimes  followed  by  diarrhoea,  or  attended  with  heaviness  in 
the  head  (2d  day).  —  Stool  on  the  second  day  only,  sluggish, 
with  painful  urging,  scanty.— Two  painful  stools.— Watery 
diarrhoea,  second  morning;  also  with  pains  in  the  navel, 
stomach  and  bladder,  in  the  evening  and  in  the  morning  fol- 
lowing ;  the  diarrhoea  continued  the  whole  of  the  following 
day. 

Urinary  Organs.— Pain  in  the  region  of  the  bladder.— 
Pain  in  the  bladder  (in  2£  hours). — Urine  suppressed;  clear; 
turbid  and  slimy.  —  Scanty  emission  of  turbid  urine  in  the  even- 
ing.— Ineffectual  urging  to  urinate  (in  8  hours). 

Male  Parts.— Pain  in  the  urinary  and  sexual  organs,  espe- 
cially in  the  right  spermatic  cord  (in  1|  hour). 

Chest.— Anxious  breathing  with  sharp  pain  in  the  chest, 
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with  strong,  full  pulse.— -Acute  pain  in  the  abdomen  and  along 
the  vertebral  column,  during  an  inspiration. 

Extremities.— -Itching  sensation,  resembling  formication,  in 
the  upper  limbs,  which  are  painful  as  if  crushed,  the  same  as 
the  lower  limbs.-—  Lively  twitching  of  the  anus.  — Slight 
trembling  and  unsteadiness  of  the  hand,  when  writing. — Slight 
rigidity  or  heaviness  of  the  extremities,  when  rising  from  a  chair 
(in  f  hour). 

MOSCHUS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  262.) 

Fever. — ° Typhus,  when  the  vital  forces  are  about  to  become 
extinct. 


MURIATIS  ACIDUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  263.) 

Fe?er. — °  Typhoid  fever,  with  the  character  of  torpor. — 
°  Typhus,  when  the  following  symptoms  prevail :  The  patient 
settles  down  in  bed  continually,  with  the  knees  bent  and  the 
feet  almost  drawn  up  to  the  anus,  with  hurried,  feeble,  rattling, 
irregular  breathing,  aphthous  blisters  in  the  mouth,  putrid- 
sourish  smell  from  the  mouth,  miliaria  alba  over  the  whole 
body,  especially  on  the  neck  and  nape  of  the  neck,  and  threat- 
ening paralysis  of  the  lungs. 

StOOl. — Painful  protrusion  of  a  hemorrhoidal  tumor,  of  the 
size  of  an  egg,  at  every  stool,  which  it  is  afterwards  very  diffi- 
cult to  push  back. 

Lower  Extremities—  °Cold  feet. 

MTRIJM  CARBONICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  266.) 

Eyes.—0 Far-sighted,  with  inability  to  read  fine  print. 

Appetite  and  Taste.— °After  drinking:  stitching  in  the 
left  hypochondrium,  with  other  ailments. 

Stool. — °  Tenesmus  of  the  rectum  and  bladder. — ° Diarrhoea, 
after  eating  boiled  milk. 

NATRUM  MPRIATICUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  269.) 

Skin.— ° Neglected  chlorosis,  when  the  reproductive  powers 
have  almost  become  extinct,  the  skin  looks  dead,  shrivelled, 
dingy. 

FeYer. — ° Quotidian  or  tertian  intermittent  fever,  especially 
with  bone-pains,  pain  in  the  back,  sallow  complexion,  head- 
ache, prostration,  bitter  mouth,  ulceration  of  the  corners  of  the 
mouth,  loss  of  appetite,  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,

painful  sensitiveness  to  contact  in  that  region  ;  the  paroxysms 
generally  set  in  in  the  morning,  first  chilliness,  then  heat  and 
thirst.

StOOl. — °  Constipation,  in  the  case  of  a  man  whose  spinal 
marrow  had  been  weakened  by  excesses,  and  who  frequently 
had  to  empty  the  rectum  with  his  fingers. — °  Thickening  of 
the  rectum,  in  the  case  of  an  old  man. — °A  number  of  small, 
not  diarrhceic  stools,  sometimes  14,  in  one  day,  in  the  cure  of 
a  man  who  was  disposed  to  frequent  discharges  from  the 
bowels. 

Male  Parts. — °Impotence. 

Female  Parts. — ° Aversion  to  an  embrace. — °  Delay  of  the 
first  menses. — °Profuse  leucorrhoea,  with  transparent,  thick, 
white  mucus. 

Chest. — ° Wheezing  breathing,  in  the  evening,  in  bed.— 
Dyspnoea,  especially  when  performing  some  manual  labor. 

Upper  Extremities.— °The  fingers  go  to  sleep,  with 
tingling. 

Lower  Limbs. — ° Herpes  at  the  malleolus.

Abdomen. — ° Enteritis,  with  icy-coldness  of  the  feet. 

Urinary  Organs. — °This  remedy  is  recommended  by  some 
physicians  for  gonorrhoea. 

Chest. — ° Angina  pectoris. 

MTRI  ACIDUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  275.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Haemorrhage  from  arteries  and 
capillary  vessels. 

Skin. — °Pain  in  former  cicatrices  and  wounds. 

Eye§# — ° Scrofulous  ophthalmia, — °Vesicles  on  the  cornea, 
which  change  to  flat  ulcers. — ° Inflammation  of  the  cellular 
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tissue  in  the  inner  canihus,  terminating  in  suppuration  and 
ulceration. 

Face. — °Pale  face. 

Appetite. — °Milk  is  indigestible. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Waterbrash,  after  drinking  rapidly. 

AMomen.— °Liable  to  taking  cold  on  the  bowels.— °  Ulcera- 
tion of  the  bowels,  in  typhus. — °Inguinal  hernia  in  children. 

Stool;  &C— Burning  and  Pitching  at  the  anus,  °also,  espe- 
cially after  urinating. 

Brine. — °Bloody  urine. — ° Common  and  syphilitic  bala- 
norrhcea,  with  flat  ulcers  of  a  fetid  smell. 

Chest.— °In  the  case  of  thin,  emaciated  old  people  of  a 
choleric  temperament,  it  acts  as  a  specific  in  pneumonia,  when 
the  Aconite  had  been  given  previously,  and  a  cough  remains 
which  is  at  times  dry,  at  others  attended  with  a  copious, 
green,  blood-streaked  expectoration,  with  violent  stitches, 
mostly  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  excessive  dyspnoea,  soft, 
intermittent  pulse,  profuse  sweat,  disposition  to  excessive  pros- 
tration.

General  Symptoms. — °Is  said  to  act  as  a  tonic,  especially 
after  depletions. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Languor  after  eating. — °Malaise, 
disappearing  after  exercise. 

Male  Parts. — °Was  formerly  recommended  for  deficiency 
of  semen,  and  weakness  of  the  sexual  organs. 

Female  Parts.— °Copious  flow  of  a  thick,  dark  blood,  with 
pressing  down  in  the  lower  abdomen,  drawing  in  the  lower 
limbs,  white-coated  tongue,  bad  smell  from  the  mouth,  speedy 
repletion,  soft  stool  with  straining,  burning  in  the  urethra 
during  micturition,  constant  drowsiness  as  if  half  stupefied, 
cool  and  dry  skin,  with  sensitiveness  to  the  open  air,  fitful 
mood. 


JVUX  VOMICA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  283.) 

General  Symptoms.— ""Periodical,  intermittent  affections. 
— ° Rheumatic  affections,  especially  of  the  large  muscles  of  the 
back,  loins,  chest,  and  small  of  the  back. — Precursory  symp- 
toms of  arthritic  metastasis.— ° Scrofulous  and  lymphatic  affec- 
tions.— °Scrofulous  atrophy  of  children.— ° Muscular  debility, 
with  difficulty  of  learning  to  walk,  in  the  case  of  children. — 
Stitching  and  tearing  in  the  joints,  worse  during  changeable

weather. — *  Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  extremities,  especially 
at  night,  with  numbness  of  the  affected  parts. — *Pain  in  every 
joint,  as  if  bruised,  especially  during  motion  and  after  mid-

•pain  in  the  limbs,  passing  off  by  turning  to  the  side  where  the 
pain  is  not  felt. — -°  Paralysis,  especially  of  the  lower  limbs. —

Sentient  Sphere. — °Mental  alienation  after  mortification, 
suppression  of  haemorrhoids,  &c. — °Muttering  delirium,  illusions 
of  the  fancy,  frightful  visions. — ° Stupefaction,  with  loss  of 
consciousness. — ° Apoplexy,  with  loss  of  consciousness,  sopor, 
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paralysis  of  the  extremities,  organs  of  deglutition,  and  lower* 
jaw. 

Head. — °Headache,  caused  by  haemorrhoids. — According  to 
Br.  Tietzer,  this  agent  is  principally  suitable  to  men,  when  the 
disturbance  proceeds  from  the  ganglionic  system,  and  the  pain 
appears  to  be  rather  sympathetic;- it  is  especially  suitable  to 
hsemorrhoidal  individuals  with  choleric  temperament,  who 
complain  of  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  pressing  on  the 
rectum,  difficult  stool,  and  derangement  of  the  stomach  ;  or  to 
persons  who  have  drunk  to  excess  ;  to  literary  persons  who 
lead  a  sedentary  life,  or  to  persons  who  drink  a  good  deal  of 
coffee. — The  pain  is  generally  drawing-aching  ;  frequently 
there  is  a  sensation  as  if  a  nail  had  been  driven  into  the  brain ; 
on  the  side  where  the  pain  is,  the  brain  feels  as  if  smashed, 
crushed. — In  females  the  menses  appear  a  few  days  too  soon, 
and  last  a  few  days  longer  than  they  ought  to. — The  pain 
appears  principally  early  in  the  morning,  or  immediately  after 
eating,  or  after  mental  exertions. — °B,ush  of  blood  to  the  head, 
with  heat  and  redness  of  the  face  ;  or  °with  violent  pains  in 
the  forehead,  or  °with  vertigo. 

Eyes. — °Lachrymation,  as  if  blear-eyed. 
Ears. — °Hard  hearing,  with  ringing  in  the  ears,  passing 
off  during  rest,  returning  when  performing  the  least  labor,  in 
the  case  of  a  healthy  girl  with  delicate  sensibilities. 
Nose. — °Dulness  of  smell. 

Face. — °Features  haggard  and  gloomy. — °  Swelling  of  one 
cheek,  especially  pale  swelling. 

Teeth. — °Toothache  on  one  side ;  °in  the  morning ;  °at 
night ;  ° while  eating. — Jerking  pain  in  the  open  air,  termi- 
nating in  a  stitch. 

Appetite. — °Loss  of  appetite,  with  constant  thirst. — Ezces* 
sive  hunger,  with  sensation  of  repletion,  after  taking  the  least 
nourishment. — °A  good  deal  of  appetite,  with  subsequent 
vomiting  of  the  ingesta, — After  eating :  **fulness  and  disten- 
tion of  the  stomach  and  abdomen ;  *nausea  and  qualmishness, 
also  with  rising  to  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  and  anguish,  *vomit- 
ing,  °with  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  burning  in 
the  throat ;  ^pressure  at  the  stomach. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Waterbrash,  especially  of  drunkards. 
— °Heartburn. — °Empty  retching,  especially  in  the  case  of 
drunkards. — ° Vomiting,  with  cramps  in  the  calves  and  feet, 
lock-jaw,  cold  feet,  anguish  and  trembling. — °Vomiting  of  coa- 
gulated blood  and  a  dark  substance,  attended  with  colic,  pressure 
in  the  forehead,  and  undulating  feeling  in  the  chest. 

Stomach. — °Pain  in  stomach  as  if  raw  and  sore. — °Throb~ 
bing  in  region  of  stomach,  especially  after  supper. 
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Abdomen. — °Colic  after  bathing,  or  from  suppression  of 
the  hemorrhoidal  flow. — ° Fulness  in  the  epigastrium,  after  a 
slight  meal.  — °Enteritis. — ° Abdominal  enlargement  of  children, 
with  glandular  swellings  and  consumption. — ° Flatulent  colic, 
as  though  the  bowels  were  pressed  between  stones,  °early  in 
the  morning. — °Colica  plumbse. — ° incarceration  of  hernia, 
caused  by  the  bowels  being  too  much  distended  by  excre- 
ments, &c. ;  inveterate,  large  scrotal  hernia,  which  can  be 
kept  in  place  only  imperfectly  by  means  of  a  truss ;  when  the 
incarceration  had  been  caused  by  an  excess  in  eating  or  drink-

donna, especially  when  the  symptoms  are  partly  spasmodic, 
and  partly  inflammatory. — °$udden  and  violent  incarceration 
of  hernia,  characterized  by  a  crampy  and  pressing  sensation  in 
the  hernial  region,  violent  drawing  pains,  with  periodical 
tearing  and  a  sort  of  spasmodic  constriction  in  the  whole 
abdomen ;  nausea,  disposition  to  vomit  or  vomiting  of  a  sour 
mucus,  constipation  with  frequent  urging ;  most  of  these  phe- 
nomena are  aggravated  by  motion,  or  by  touching  the  hernia 
in  the  least. 

StOOl  and  AnilS.  —  °Constipation,  with  rush  of  blood  to  the 
head ;  °with  abdominal  congestions,  °caused  by  sedentary 
habits  ;  or  °as  if  caused  by  stricture  of  the  bowels. — ° Consti-

°Frequent  urging,  with  tenesmus  and  pressure  at  the  anus,  and 
cutting  around  the  navel. — °Hard  stool,  of  large  size. — 
°Alternate  constipation  and  diarrhoea. — °Discharge  of  blood 
during  stool,  also  with  sensation  as  if  the  rectum  were  con- 
stricted.— *  Constriction  of  the  rectum,  impeding  stool. — 
°Tsenia. — °Prolapsus  of  the  rectum. — *  Piles. 

Urinary  Organs.— ^Burning  at  the  neck  of  the  bladder 
and  in  the  urethra,  during  micturition. — °Spasmodic  contrac- 
tion of  the  urethra,  with  retention  or  difficult  emission  of  urine. 
— °Colica  renalis,  caused  by  calculi,  with  violent  vomiting, 
chills,  &c,  in  the  case  of  a  man  of  thirty-eight  years.

stitching  in  throat-pit. — °Cough  with  vomiting ;  °with  danger 
of  suffocation ;  *with  pain  as  if  bruised  in  hypochondria  and 
epigastrium. 

Chest. — °Palpitation  of  the  heart,  with  nausea,  inclination 
to  vomit,  and  weight  on  the  chest. — *  Stitching  in  the  muscles. 
— °Rheumatism  of  the  pectoral  muscles. 

Back. — °SthTness  of  the  back,  caused  by  haemorrhoids. — 
°Rheumatic  or  hemorrhoidal  pains  in  the  loins,  back,  and 
small  of  the  back  to  the  groins  and  sexual  parts. 

Upper  Extremities. — *Redness  of  the  fingers,  as  after 
being  frozen,  with  burning  itching,  especially  in  bed  or  in  a 
warm  room. 

Lower  Limbs. — °Laminations  from  the  feet  to  the  hips. — 
° Erysipelas  of  the  feet  and  knees,  with  painful,  bright  red 
swelling. — * Itching  of  the  toes,  as  if  frozen,  also  with  burning, 
worse  in  bed  and  in  a  warm  room.

OPIUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  293.) 

General  Symptoms.— °Ailments  incident  to  old  age.— 
°Absence  of  pain. 

Skin.— °Itching  of  the  skin,  in  old  people. 

Sleep.  — °Deep  sleep,  from  which  the  patient  cannot  be 
roused  without  being  well  shaken. — inability  to  fall  asleep, 
although  one  is  very  sleepy.— *  Sopor,  with  redness  of  the 
face. 

Sentient  Sphere. — °Visions  about  mice,  scorpions,  &c. — 
0 Apoplexy,  with  vertigo,  buzzing  in  the  ears,  loss  of  conscious- 
ness ;  red,  bloated,  hot  face,  red  and  half-closed  eyes,  dilated 
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and  insensible  pupils,  foam  at  the  mouth,  convulsive  motions 
of  the  extremities,  slow,  stertorous  breathing* ;  previous  to  the 
attack :  sleeplessness,  or  else  sleep  with  anxious  dreams,  vas- 
cular excitement,  heat  in  the  whole  body ;  after  the  attack : 
nervous  excitement,  with  laughing  and  delirium.

General  Symptoms. — °Chronic  rheumatism  and  arthritis. 
— °Somnambulism,  every  night. 

Skin.  —  ° Lymphatic  abscesses,  full  of  fistulous  ulcers  with 
callous  edges,  fetid,  badly-colored  pus,  and  hectic  fever. — 
°AfFections  of  the  bones. — ° Exostoses,  with  nocturnal  pains. — 
°Bad  effects  arising  from  the  suppression  of  scarlet-fever  and 
measles.

Lower  Extremities. — °Twitching  of  the  calves,  °also  of 
the  feet,  in  the  day-time,  and  previous  to  falling  asleep. 
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PHOSPHORI  ACIDUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  305.) 

General  Symptoms. — °I11  effects  arising  from  the  sup- 
pression of  scarlatina  or  other  eruptions. — °  Burning  in  the 
whole  lower  half  of  the  body,  although  it  feels  cold  to  the 
hand. 

Skill. — °Burning  in  the  ulcers. 

Fever. — Q  Typhus,  also  with  loss  of  consciousness,  debility, 
diarrhoea,  aversion  to  talking  (or  else  with  oppressive  head- 
ache, sunken  eyes  without  lustre,  paleness,  white-coated 
tongue,  rumbling  in  the  distended  abdomen,  prostration, 
feeling  about  with  the  hands). 

Eyes. — °Stye  at  the  upper  lid. — inflammation  of  the  lids. 
— °  Photophobia,  in  the  day-time. 

Nose. — °Scurfs  on  the  nose.— °Bad  smell  from  £he  nose. 

Mouth. — ° Smarting  on  the  tongue,  as  if  excoriated,  when 
chewing  solid  food. 

Throat. — °Soreness  and  ulceration  of  the  velum  palati. — 
°  Violent  thirst,  after  the  colic,  also  thirst  for  beer,  owing  to  a 
feeling  of  dryness  in  the  whole  body. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °  Violent  nausea,  obliging  one  to  lie 
down. 

Abdomen. — °Burning  in  the  abdomen. 

Stool. — ° Watery  diarrhoea.— °Diarrhcea,  during  epidemic 
cholera. — °Hsemorrhoidal  tumors,  with  discharge  of  blood. — 
° Anxiety  and  restlessness,  before  urinating. — °  Cutting  in  the 
urethra,  during  micturition. — According  to  Dr.  Rosenberg,  this 
agent  is  useful  in  chronic  gonorrhoea,  when  affecting  persons 
of  a  lymphatic,  torpid  constitution,  disposed  to  discharges  of 
blood  and  mucus,  diarrhoea,  cutaneous  eruptions,  &c. ;  it  is 
also  useful  in  chronic  blennorrhoea,  resulting  from  bad  treat- 
ment, the  copious  use  of  slimy,  oily,  warm  drinks,  leeches,  &c, 
during  the  inflammatory  period  of  a  gonorrhoea ;  it  is  espe- 
cially useful  in  chronic  gonorrhoea,  when  attended  with  torpor 
of  the  skin,  testes,  or  epidydimis. — °Pulling  sensation  in  the 
testes  or  epidydimis,  remaining  after  some  previous  affections 
of  these  parts  (according  to  Dr.  Rosenberg). 


PIHIJS  SILVESTRIS. 

(The  following  pathogenetic  and  curative  symptoms  were 
observed  on  persons  who  were  using  baths  prepared  of  this 
agent). 

General  Symptoms. — °This  plant  is  used  by  the  people  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Neisse  in  Germany,  in  baths,  for  the 
following  affections  : — Spasmodic  affections,  epilepsy,  chorea, 
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arthritis,  claudicatio  spontanea,  chlorosis,  scrofula,  abdominal 
diseases,  pains  in  the  kidneys,  and  bladder. —General  languor 
and  prostration,  also  with  heaviness  in  all  the  limbs. — Drawing- 
laming  pains  in  the  limbs. —Aching-tensive  pains. — Stiffness  in 
the  limbs. — ° Articular  rheumatism  and  arthritic  affections  of 
the  joints. — (Edematous  and  lymphatic  swellings,  especially  of 
the  knee. — °Scrofulosis.— °Difficulty  of  learning  to  walk,  in  the 
case  of  scrofulous  children. 

Skin. — Itching  of  the  whole  body,  especially  on  the  abdomen 
and  around  the  joints. — Rash. — General  sweat. — °Dry,  herpetic 
eruptions. — ° Varicose,  herpetic  ulcers  on  the  feet. — °Different 
forms  of  chlorosis. 

Sleep. — Drowsiness,  especially  in  the  forenoon,  with  restless 
sleep  in  the  evening. — Sleeplessness. 

Fever. — Chills,  towards  evening,  alternating  with  flushes 
of  heat. 

Emotive  Sphere. — Low-spirited. — Anxious. 

Head. — Dulness  of  the  head. — Fulness  and  heaviness  of  the 
whole  head. — Inability  to  perform  any  mental  labor. — Period- 
ical headache,  or  headache  coming  on  after  mental  labor,  and 
attended  with  torpor  of  the  bowels. — Tearing  in  the  temples. 
— Sensitiveness  of  the  scalp. 

Eyes. — Congestion  of  the  vessels  in  the  eyes  (passing  off  in 
a  few  days). — Redness  of  the  margins  of  the  lids. — ° Dimness 
of  sight,  as  if  gauze  were  before  the  eyes. — °In  one  case  of 
dim  sigh  tedness,  with  congested  appearance  of  the  vessels,  the 
patient  was  almost  entirely  restored. 

Ears. — Humming  in  the  ears. — Stitches  in  the  ears. 

Nose. — Profuse  nosebleed  (several  days  in  succession). — 
Itching  in  the  nose.— Catarrhal  sensation. — Blennorrhcea. — 
°  Chronic  catarrh. 

Face. — °Eruption,  which  had  lasted  for  years,  and  spread 
over  the  whole  face. — Alternate  redness  and  paleness. — °Pains 
in  the  face,  attended  with  abdominal  congestion. 

Teeth. — Toothache,  with  heat  in  the  face,  and  headache. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth,  with  increased  thirst. 

Appetite,  Stomach,  &C— Diminished  appetite  (afterwards 
so  much  better). — After  eating :  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  and  distention  of  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  whole 
abdomen. — °An  excellent  remedy  for  weak  digestion. 

Hypochondria. — Distention  and  aching-burning  pains  in 
the  hypochondria. — Swelling  of  the  liver. — Pressure  and  feeling 
of  fulness  in  the  liver  and  spleen. — °Is  a  very  efficient  remedy 
for  swelling  of  the  liver  and  spleen,  and  affections  caused 
thereby. 

Stool  and  Anus. — Costiveness.— ° Obstinate  constipation. — 
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°Papescent  stools,  with  cutting  colic  and  nervousness. — 
°  Chronic  diarrhoea,  with  violent  colic. — Bilious  evacuations. — 
Lumbrici.— Hemorrhoidal  discharge  of  blood  and  mucus,  con- 
tinuing for  several  days. — Itching  and  burning  of  the  anus. 

Urinary  Organs. — °Various  affections  of  the  kidneys, 
attended  with  the  formation  of  stone  and  blennorrhoea. — 
Violent  boring  and  burning  pains  in  the  kidneys,  extending 
along  the  ureters. — Diminished  secretion  of  urine. — Red  urine, 
with  strong  smell. — Burning  pains  during  micturition. — Spasm 
of  the  bladder,  ° affections  of  the  bladder  like  those  of  the 
kidneys.— The  secretion  of  urine  becomes  much  more  copious 
in  a  few  days. 

Female  Parts. — Menses  delayed. — °Scanty  menses  become 
more  profuse. — °A  swelling  of  the  left  ovary  disappeared 
almost  entirely,  after  which  the  menses  become  more  profuse. 
— °Leucorrhoea  of  various  kinds. 

Windpipe  and  Chest. — Hoarseness. — Dry,  short  cough.— 
Increased  secretion  from  the  bronchial  glands. — The  expectora- 
tion increases,  in  the  case  of  persons  affected  with  cough. — 
°  Chronic  catarrh.  —  Severe  oppression  of  the  chest. — Dyspnoea, 
especially  when  walking. — °  Very  efficient  in  asthma. — Burning 
in  the  sides  of  the  chest. — Palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Back.— Tensive,  aching,  drawing  pains  between  the  scapulse 
and  in  the  small  of  the  back.— Drawing  and  stiffness  from  the 
nape  of  the  neck  to  the  occiput. 

Extremities. — Arthritic  pains  in  the  joints  of  the  hands 
and  feet,  especially  the  finger-joints. — °Stiffness  of  the  knee, 
with  stinging-burning  pains,  causing  one  to  sink  down  (got 
better  in  eight  days). 

PLATINA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  309.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Spasmodic  affections,  especially  of 
females. — ° Attack  of  spasmodic  rigidity  of  the  limbs,  without 
consciousness,  but  with  locking  of  the  jaws,  loss  of  speech,  dis- 
tortion of  the  eyes,  and  involuntary  twitching  of  the  lids  and 
corners  of  the  mouth. 

Emotive  Sphere.  — °Irresistible  desire  on  the  part  of  a 
mother  to  murder  her  infant. 

Head.— °Is  especially  suitable  to  nervous  headache  with 
leucorrhoea,  when  the  pains  are  tensive,  spasmodic,  involving 
the  forepart  of  the  head,  temples,  and  orbital  region. 

Stomach. — °Pressure  at  the  stomach,  after  eating. 

Abdomen. — °Colica  plumba3. 

Female  Parts. — °Induration  of  the  uterus. — ° Headache, 
restlessness,   and   weeping,  the  menses  being  too   soon   and 
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copious. — Nymphomania,  eclampsia,  constipation  of  lying-in 
women. 

Lower  Limbs.— °Cold  feet. 

PLUMBUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  3 1 1 .) 

Sexual  Parts. — °  Weakness  of  the  sexual  powers. 
Lower  Limbs. — °Fetid  sweat  of  the  feet,  smelling  like  old 
cheese. 


POLYGONUM  MARITIMUM. 

With  one  drop  of  the  tincture  Dr.  Rosenberg  effected  a  cure 
of  gonorrhoea,  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  was  habitually  affected 
with  urinary  difficulty  and  gravel,  and  who,  in  the  present 
case,  was  attacked  with  frightful  pains  in  urinating,  which 
caused  him  to  tremble  and  cry,  with  fever,  loss  of  appetite, 
rapid  emaciation. 


PRUJVUS  SPUVOSA. 

(See  Symptomen- Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  574  ;  and  Jahr,  p.  314.) 
General  Symptoms.  —  °Is  in  many  cases  the  only  suitable 

remedy  for  dropsy,  especially  for  anasarca  consequent  upon 

exhausting,  chronic  maladies. 

Lower    Extremities. — °CEdema    of    the   feet,    depending 

upon  hypertrophy  of  the  heart. 

PULSATILLA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  315.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Bad  effects  of  the  excessive  use  of 
wine,,  or  °of  fright  and  mortification. — °Articular  rheumatism. 
— °  Stinging  and  feeling  of  coldness  in  the  affected  parts  when 
the  weather  changes. — ° Tension  in  single  limbs,  as  if  the 
tendons  were  contracted.— ^Swelling  of  the  limbs,  with  sting- 
ing pains  and  numb  feeling. — °The  pains  are  worse  after 
shaving. — °  Fainting  jits,  with  cadaverous  paleness  of  the  face. 
— °Epileptic  convulsions  (after  suppression  of  the  menses), 
with  violent  striking  of  the  limbs,  followed  by  relaxation, 
nausea,  and  eructations. 

Skin. — °Erysipelas,  also  with  swelling,  hardness,  burning 
heat,  and  stinging  when  touched,  even  without  moving  the 
part. — °  Cracking  of  the  skin  when  moistening  it.-— ° Flat, 
foul,  carious  ulcers.— ° Suppuration  of  a  wound. — °Dropsical 
swellings. — °  Chilblains,  with  blue-red  swelling,  heat,  and 
burning  or  beating. — During  sleep,  in  the  case  of  a  child : 
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spasmodic  distortion  of  the  mouth,  with  opening,  rolling,  and 
closing  of  the  eyes,  and  twitching  of  the  fingers ;  °  cries. 

F$V€I\ — °  Evening-chilliness,  even  in  a  warm  room,  also  min- 
gled with  a  feeling  of  heat. — Fever:  *first  chilliness,without  thirst, 
followed  by  heat  with  thirst,  accompanied  or  succeeded  by  sweat. 
— °  Intermittent  fevers,  consisting  of  chilliness  without  thirst,  fol- 
lowed by  beat  with  thirst,  and  accompanied  by  or  succeeded  by 
sweat.  —  °The  fever  generally  sets  in  or  is  worse  in  the  evening  or 
afternoon,  aba&es  towards  morning;  the  chill  is  accompanied  by : 
pale  face,  vertigo,  staipef action,  painftak^ess  and  heaviness  of  the 
head,  anxiety,  oppression  of  the  chest,  or  °vomiting  of  mucus. 
During  the  heat^  paroxysms  of  anguish,  headache,  red  and 
bloated  face,  sweat  in  tt*e  face,  chilliness  when  lifting  the  bed- 
cover, °deep  or  restless  sleep,  °hurried  and  anxious  breathing, 
^inclination  to  vomit,  ®diarrh<oeic  stools. — °In  general,  during 
€he  fever  <®r  npyrexm:  headache,  painful  oppression  of  the 
chest,  racist  cougia,  sopor,  bitter  mouth,  diarrhoea,,  or  constipa- 
tion.—-° Intermittent  fever,  after  abuse  of  cinchona. — °  Absence 
<cf  thirst  daring  the  chill;  thirst  for  beer,  especially  early  in 
the  mormwg,  or  after  the  heat,  with  white-coated  tongue. — 
^Pulsatilla  (or  Nvx  v)  may  sometimes  be  sufficient  to  pre- 
vent puerperal  fever  when  the  precursory  symptoms  had 
alTeady  set  in. — *JIeat  all  over  at  night,  also  mingled  with 
chills,  when  turning  about  in  bed. —Feeling  of  warmth  as  if 
the  room  were  too  hot,  or  as  if  warm  air  were  blowing  upon 
one. — Partial  Jieat  in  the  face,  also  particularly  in  the  evening. 
— °  Typhoid  fever,  also  with  consciousness,  delirium,  weeping, 
wringing  of  hands,  sopor.  —  °Sweat  during  the  sopor,  with 
wandering  of  the  fancy,  thirst  for  beer,  crampy  feeling  in  the 
hands  and  arms. — *Sweat  only  in  the  face  and  on  the  hairy 
scalp. 

ElHOiiye  Sphere.—  ^Melancholy,  gloomy  mood. — Melan- 
choly, with  weeping,  sadness,  fear  of  death. — °Melancholy,  as 
if  arising  from  mental  derangement,  with  cold,  gloomy,  strange 
look. — The  patient  sits  quiet,  with  her  hands  folded. — °Dis. 
posed  either  to  laugh  or  cry. — ° Anxiety  about  one's  health, 
— °Despair  of  one's  salvation,  with  constant  praying. — ° Anxiety 
as  if  one  were  threatened  with  apoplexy.— *  Anguish,  with  pal- 
pitation of  the  heart.— °Dread  of  ghosts,  at  night,  with  dispo* 
sition  to  escape  or  to  hide  one's-self.— °He  feels  indignant 
against  females.— ° Aversion  to  the  company  of  females.— 
°Mild  and  yielding  mood.— ^Ill-humor,  also  early  in  bed,  with 
continual  weeping.— *Sullen  mood,  also  with  anxiety  and 
crying.— ° Hypochondriac,  taciturn,  irritable  mood,  with  cryr 
iDg. — °Disposed  to  take  everything  in  bad  part. — *Desire 
for  one  thing  or  another  °without  knowing  which,  *also  in  th§

case  of  a  child. — ° Mental  affections  of  females,  especially  after 
chagrin,  menstrual  suppressions,  or  after  confinement ;  such  as : 
mania,  hysteria,  melancholia,  &c. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Inability  to  collect  one's  mind,  he 
neither  knows  where  he  is  nor  what  he  is  doing. — °  Imbecility. 
— Nocturnal  delirium. — °Delirium  with  loss  of  consciousness. 
— °Frightful  visions,  with  fear  and  disposition  to  hide  himself. 
— Dulness  of  the  head,  with  vanishing  of  thought. — *  Confu- 
sion of  the  head,  with  pain,  as  after  intoxication  or  a  night's 
watching ;  *with  sensation  of  hollowness  and  emptiness  in  the 
head. — ° Vertigo,  early  in  the  morning,  on  raising  one's-self. — 
° Vertigo  on  rising  from  a  seat;  °during  a  walk  in  the  open 
air ;  °after  dinner  ;  °with  roaring  in  the  ears  ;  Aggravation  of 
the  vertigo  by  talking  or  thinking. — ° Apoplectic  Jit,  with  loss 
of  consciousness,  blue  redness  and  bloatedness  of  the  face,  loss 
of  motion,  violent  beating  of  the  heart,  collapse  of  pulse, 
rattling  breathing. 

Head. — °Distress  in  the  head,  ascending  from  the  nape  of 
the  neck,  where  a  contractive  sensation  is  experienced. — °Head- 
ache  as  if  from  watching  and  intoxication. — *Stitching  head- 
ache.— °Headache  in  the  evening  or  early  in  the  morning,  or 
at  night ;  °the  headache  is  generally  worse  in  the  evening,  and 
continues  through  the  night. — °The  headache  is  eased  by 
thinking  or  compressing  the  head. — According  to  Dr.  Tietzer, 
Pulsatilla  is  indicated  when  the  pain  is  tearing,  beating,  stitch- 
ing, jerking ;  the  pains,  especially  the  jerking,  tearing  pains, 
are  principally  seated  in  the  temples,  also  in  the  occiput ;  they 
are  accompanied  by  inclination  to  vomit,  weight  in  the  head, 
vertigo  ;  humming,  stitching,  jerking,  and  tearing  in  the  ears, 
loss  of  appetite,  absence  of  thirst,  chilliness ;  the  pains  are 
worse  in  the  evening,  in  hot  weather,  and  in  a  warm  room, 
during  rest,  and  while  sitting,  they  abate  by  compressing  the 
head  ;  in  females,  an  additional  indication  for  the  use  of  Pul- 
satilla is  when  the  menses  appear  a  few  days  after  the  monthly 
term. 

Eyes. — °  Ophthalmia  from  suppressed  gonorrhoea. 

Nose.— °Polypus. 

Face. — °Twitchings  in  the  face,  during  an  apoplectic  fit. 

Teeth. — °  Stitching  toothache. — °Looseness  of  the  painful 
teeth. — °Rheumatic  toothache. — °Toothache  of  pregnant 
females.  —  °Toothache  from  a  cold ;  °in  damp  spring  or  fall- 
weather,  with  tearing  in  the  ear^  semilateral  headache,  chilli- 
ness, pale  face. 

Appetite  and  Taste.-— *Loss  of  appetite. — Aversion  to 
tread,  *also  with  bitter  taste  of  the  bread,  sometimes  only 
when  chewing   it.-r-0f hirst,    with   putrid   eructations.— J/fcr 
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eating :  *  eructations,  with  taste  of  the  ingesta,  also  followed  by 
inclination  to  vomit ;  °pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  ; 
°heaviness  of  the  head ;  °stiffness  of  the  neck ;  °dyspnoea ; 
♦inclination  to  vomit ;  *vomiting ;  °vexed  and  melancholy 
mood ;  °laughing  and  weeping. — °Pressure  at  the  stomach, 
after  eating  bread. — Sour  gulpings,  after  taking  coffee. — 
* Slimy  taste  in  mouth  ;  *taste  as  of  putrid  meat. — *Bitter 
taste  as  of  bile. — *Food  has  no  taste ;  beer  has  a  sweetish 
sickish  taste. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Weak  digestion,  also  with  vomiting 
of  the  ingesta. — Hiccough  during  sleep,  at  night. — *  Eructations, 
especially  after  eating. — Previous  to  vomiting  :  °chilliness ; 
°humming  in  the  ears ;  °paleness  of  face. 

Abdomen. — °Pain  in  the  hypochondria  and  pit  of  the 
stomach,  during  pregnancy,  much  worse  when  sitting. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — ° Alternate  costiveness  and  diarrhoea. — 
0 Acrid  stools,  also  soft.  —  ° Diarrhoea  after  measles. — dysen- 
teric diarrhoea. — During  stool :  ° chill  with  gooseflesh  ;  *burn- 
ing  in  the  rectum,  or  °soreness.  —  After  stool :  *colic  ;  °stinging 
in  the  rectum. — ° Ailments  arising  from  suppression  of  haemor- 
rhoids. 

Urinary  Organs. — °The  urine  smells  like  manure- water.— 
°H9ematuria,  also  with  purulent  sediment  and  pains  in  the 
kidneys. — After  urinating  :  Spasmodic  pain  at  the  neck  of  the 
bladder,  extending  as  far  as  the  pelvis  and  thighs. — °Catarrh 
of  the  bladder. — °  Con  sequences  of  suppression  of  gonorrhoea, 
especially  ophthalmia  and  orchitis. 

Male  Parts. — inflammatory  swelling  of  the  testes,  with 
pressure  and  drawing  in  the  spermatic  chord,  which  extends 
towards  the  kidneys  and  loins. — ^Swelling  of  the  testes,  after  a 
shock  and  contusion. — °Burning  in  the  testes,  without  swell- 
ing. 

Female  Parts. — Before  the  menses:  °pressing  on  the 
rectum,  like  urging  to  stool ;  °colica  hepatica ;  °abdominal 
spasms ;  °colic  with  vomiting ;  °waterbrash  ;  °vertigo  and 
eructations  ;  °pressing  on  the  bladder  and  rectum  ;  °cardialgia. 
— During  the  menses :  ^chilliness  and  pale  face  ;  derange- 
ment of  the  emotive  sphere ;  *the  blood  is  thick  and  black. — 
°  Adhesion  of  the  placenta. — ° Ailments  arising  from  weaning. 

Windpipe.  — °Influenza,  the  cough  lasts  day  and  night,  and 
is  especially  violent  while  one  is  lying  on  one's  back  ;  attended 
with  derangement  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  digestive 
organs,  and  with  diarrhoea. — °Cough  caused  by  accumulation 
of  mucus  and  titillation  in  the  windpipe. — °Cough  caused  by 
yawning. — *  Evening-cough,  especially  after  lying  down  in  bed. 
— *Dry  night-cough,  passing  off  when  sitting  up,  and  coming 
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on  again  when  lying  down.— °Dry  cough  after  sleeping,  or  °as 
soon  as  one  gets  warm. — *Cough,  with  difficult  expectoration 
of  a  small  quantity  of  tenacious  mucus. — ° Racking  cough,  like 
whooping-cough,  with  nosebleed,  rattling  of  mucus,  and  vomit- 
ing.— °Haemoptoe,  with  expectoration  of  dark  coagula,  °at 
night,  or  °when  the  menses  are  suppressed. — °Cough  with 
headache,  °shocks  in  the  abdomen,  °pain  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  °palpitation  of  the  heart. 

Chest. — °Dyspncea,  caused  or  aggravated  by  cold  air. — 
° Asthmatic  dyspnoea,  increased  by  exercise  and  by  ascending 
an  eminence. — °Spasms  of  the  chest,  also  with  hacking  cough 
and  suffocative  paroxysms.  —  °  Asthma,  with  evening  paroxysms. 
— Suffocative  paroxysms,  with  hiccough  ;  or  °as  if  caused  by 
a  spasm  in  the  throat  and  chest,  with  anguish. — °Pain  in  the 
side,  with  cough,  not  allowing  one  to  lie  on  that  side. — *  Swell- 
ing of  the  mamma ;  ° or  with  painful  stitching  and  discharge 
of  thin,  acrid  milk,  in  the  case  of  girls  under  age. — °Pain  in 
the  muscles  as  if  bruised. 

Trunk. — °Swelling  and  curvature  of  the  vertebrae,  towards 
the  neck. 

Lower  Extremities. — ° Jerking  tearing  in  the  lower  limbs. 
— *Trembling  of  the  lower  limbs,  Especially  during  the  pains. 
— ° Shining,  white,  doughy  swelling  of  the  knees. — °D:  awing 
in  the  long  bones  of  the  leg. — °Twitching  at  the  malleolus 
when  sitting,  and  stitching  during  a  walk. — ° Erysipelatous, 
burning  swelling  of  the  tarsal  joints. — °Red,  hot  swelling  of 
the  feet,  extending  upwards  along  the  calves. 

RANUNCULUS  BULBOSUS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  322.)

swelling  or  redness,  becoming  intolerable  in  bed;  ^shifting 
tearing,  also  commencing  in  the  right  upper  arm,  afterwards 
extending  to  the  nape  of  the  neck,  back,  and  leg,  where  it 
changes  to  a  stitching  sensation,  worse  during  rest  and  in 
changeable  weather,  with  painfulness  of  the  heels  and  difficulty 
of  walking  ;  ° violent  tearing,  setting  in  after  the  excessive  use 
of  mercury  for  syphilis,  with  swelling  and  redness  of  single 
joints,  and  aggravation  of  the  pains  at  night  and  towards 
morning. — °Violent  drawing,  pinching,  and  stitching  in  the 
limbs,  with  lameness  of  the  same,  and  aggravation  of  the  pains 
at  night. 

Ears. — °  Buzzing  and  ringing  in  the  ears,  for  many  years. 

Teeth. — ° Arthritic  pains  in  the  teeth,  especially  at  night, 
equally  aggravated  by  cold  and  warm  drinks ;  they  can  only 
be  moderated  by  warm  applications. — °Pains  which  return 
every  spring  and  fall  during  a  sharp  east  wind,  continue  for 
several  weeks,  with  boring  in  one  tooth,  which  feels  as  if  in  a 
vice,  stitching  extending  into  the  ear ;  the  pain  is  aggravated 
by  touching  the  tooth,  and  is  worse  at  night. 

Upper  Extremities.— °Weakness  in  both  arms,  with  tin- 
gling as  if  gone  to  sleep,  especially  in  bed,  or  also  in  very  cold 
weather,  especially  during  a  storm.— ° Swelling  of  the  hands, 
with  drawing  tearing,  first  in  the  joint,  afterwards  in  the 
dorsum  of  the  hand. 

Lower  Extremities. — °  Tearing  in  the  lower  limbs,  espe- 
cially in  the  hip-joints,  worse  during  rest  and  in  stormy 
weather,  also  especially  at  night ;  °tearing  from  the  thigh  to 
the  foot,  worse  during  rest,  with  formication  in  the  lower 
limb  ;  the  foot  goes  to  sleep  while  sitting  ;  the  pain  is  worse  in 
the  forenoon,  and  the  limb  is  stiffer.— °  Cold  swelling  of  the 
right  knee,  with  ringing  pains  which  extend  into  the  leg, 
especially  during  rest  and  in  bed.— °  White  swelling  of  the 
knee,  with  intolerable  tearing  extending  to  the  leg,  especially  at 
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night  and  during  rest. — °  Constant  feeling  as  if  gone  to  sleep, 
in  the  feet,  with  stitching  in  the  knees  and  tarsal  joints,  tension 
in  the  lower  limbs  when  walking,  aggravation  of  the  pains 
when  sitting,  or  early  when  rising.

*  Burning  eruption,  consisting  of  small  vesicles,  with  redness  of 
the  skin  over  the  whole  body,  except  on  the  hairy  scalp,  the 
palms  of  the  hands,  and  the  soles  of  the  feet. — °Scrofulous 
ulcers. — *  Swelling  of  the  face,  hands,  and  left  lower  limb. — 
°Eed,  shining  swellings,  with  stinging  soreness  when  touched. 
— °Dropsical  swelling  of  the  whole  body,  after  scarlatina. — 
°Jaundice. 

Fever. — *Internal  coldness  in  the  limbs. — °Sensation  of 
coldness,  at  every  motion. — ° Nocturnal  fevers,  characterized  by 
a  drawing  sensation  along  the  spine,  between  the  shoulders, 
and  in  the  extremities,  as  though  one  would  like  to  stretch  the 
parts  continually,  loss  of  sleep,  constant  vertigo  and  sweat ; 
violent  fluttering  of  the  heart,  with  pressure,  crampy  feeling, 
and  throbbing  in  the  precordial  region. — ° Violent  thirst  for 
water  or  beer. — Pulse  quick  ;  slow  ;  sometimes  irregular. — 
°  Typhoid  fevers  and,  putrid  typhus,  with  violent  delirium, 
severe  pains  in  the  extremities,  excessive  prostration,  dry 
tongue ;  dry,  brown  or  black  lips,  hot  and  red  cheeks,  grasping 
at  flocks,  quick  and  small  pulse,  sopor,  muttering,  and  ster- 
torous breathing.

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Eyes.— °Ophthalmia  neonatorum. — °Scrofulous,  catarrhal, 
erysipelatous,  rheumatic,  exanthematic  ophthalmia. — °Weak 
sight,  as  from  a  gauze  before  the  eyes,  especially  when  owing 
to  sudden  suppression  of  habitual  sweat  on  the  feet.

Threat— °Sensation  in  the  throat  as  if  something  were 
torn  off.

° Waterbrash. — °  Cholera,  with  general  prostration  and  frequent 
vomiting. 

Stomach. — ° Pressure  -at  the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach, 
as  if  the  parts  were  swollen  internally, 

AMoniCB. — °  Violent  pains  in  the  abdomen,  especially  at 
night,  worse  after  eating  and  drinking,  or  also  with  bloody 
stools. — ° Spasmodic  pains  in  the  right  side,  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, after  a  slight  cold,  with  moaning  and  disconsolate  mood. — 
°Physconia  perztonaalis. — °Peritonitis. — ° Scarlet-redness  of 
the  abdomen, 

StOOl. — °Chronie  diarrhoea,  depending  upon  a  morbid  con- 
dition of  the  meseraic  glands.— °Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  with 
discharges  of  blood. 

Urine. — ° Ischuria,  the  urine  is  emitted  drop  by  drop,  blood- 
red,  attended  with  tenesmus. 

Male  Parts.— tympanitic  swelling  of  the  parts,  especially 
the  scrotum,  with  a  good  deal  of  itching.

General  Symptoms. — ° Affections  of  females,  especially  of 
females  with  a  weak  constitution  and  a  fine,  delicate,  sensitive 
skin.  — *  Affections  of  the  capillary  system. — °Nervous  ailments. 
— °Bad  effects  of  chagrin. — °Rheumatic  affections,  especially  in 
the  case  of  tall  and  slender  persons,  with  disposition  to  sweat 
and  alternate  chilliness  and  heat. — ° Pains  as  if  sprained, 
especially  when  using  the  affected  parts,  also  at  night,  and  in 
bed. — °Tension  in  some  parts,  as  if  too  short.  — *  Liability  of 
the  limbs  to  going  to  sleep,  especially  after  manual  labor.—

— Hypochondriac  mood.— She  wants  to  enjoy  a  change 
of  scenery,  &c. — She  fancies  she  is  miserable,  and  dwells  much 
on  the  future. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Crowd  of  ideas. — His  attention  is  easily 
disturbed  by  other  things. 

Head. — Heat  in  the  head,  evening. — Heaviness  of  the  head; 
in  the  vertex  ;  on  stooping  and  then  raising  the  head  again. — 
Catarrhal  dulness  of  the  head,  especially  the  forehead. — Head- 
ache at  noon  ;  increased  by  the  smell  of  spirits. — The  head 
feels  too  heavy;  she  has  to  make  an  effort  to  support  it. — 
Pressure  above  the  eyes,  on  waking. — In  the  forehead :  violent 
pain,  all  day  ;  stitching  pain  ;  with  dulness  of  the  head,  and 
disposition  to  fall  forwards.— Slight  beating  in  the  temples. — 
Sensation  as  if  the  hair  would  be  torn  out  on  the  vertex. 

Eyes.— Prickling  about  the  lids,  the  surface  of  which  is  red. 
-Spasmodic  contraction  and  twitching  of  the  left  upper  lid. — 
Burning  in  the  lids. — Prickling  and  burning  in  the  eyes. — 
Congestion  of  the  conjunctiva. — Lachrymation  on  waking. 
Ears. — Ringing  in  the  left  ear. 

Nose. — Repeated  sneezing,  followed  by  feeble  cough.— Nose- 
bleed. 

Face. — Face  hot  and  red. — Mounting  of  heat  to  the  face, 
now  and  then. —  Upper  lip  bleeding,  cracked. 

Teeth.  — Swelling  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  inner 
margin  of  the  two  incisores. — Teeth  covered  with  white 
mucus. 

Mouth. — Dry  mouth  --Salt  taste. — Taste  of  raw  potatoes. — 
The  mucous  membrane  of  the  velum  palati  seems  to  become 
detached  here  and  there. — Tongue  swollen,  cracked,  early  in 
the  morning ;  coated  white  or  yellowish- white ;  or  coated 
white,  with  red  tip,  or  yellowish  along  the  mesian  line. — 
Prickling  in  the  right  half  of  the  tongue. 

Throat.— Inflamed  fauces,  she  is  unable  to  swallow  the 
saliva. 

Appetite. — Canine  hunger.— Food  tastes  bitter  as  gall — 
Great  desire  for  liquor  and  oranges. 
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Gastric  Symptoms. — Eructations  followed  by  rumbling  in 
the  stomach. — Sour  eructations  causing  a  cough. — Acidity, 
bitterness,  and  gulping-up,  after  eating.  —  Cardialgia  after 
breakfast,  dinner,  and  supper. 

Stomach. — Pain  in  the  stomach,  with  red  face,  after  break- 
fast.— Spasmodic  pains,  griping-tearing  at  night. 

Abdomeil.— Pains  and  working  in  the  bowels,  early  in  the 
morning. — Painfulness  of  the  abdomen  to  contact  along  the 
mesian  line. — In  the  abdomen :  pain  after  eating  ;  spasmodic 
pains,  as  though  the  bowels  became  twisted  together ;  dull 
pains  in  the  hypogastric  region,  at  night ;  pain  with  chilliness  ; 
rumbling  ;  the  clothes  cause  a  feeling  of  tightness. — Emission 
of  flatulence,  also  with  colic.  — Pain  as  if  sprained,  in  the  right 
groin. 

StOOl  and  Anus. — Frequent  urging  to  stool. — Stool  scanty, 
with  straining,  passing  off  in  small,  black  lumps  ;  she  has  to 
strain  until  tears  come ;  hard,  large,  lumpy ;  with  violent 
burning  in  the  anus  and  rectum  ;  hard  and  large,  followed  by 
two  liquid  stools. — Copious,  greenish-yellow  diarrhceic  stool. — 
Constipation  for  five  days. — Violent  colic  previous  to  stool. — 
Alternate  protrusion  and  retraction  of  the  rectum  during 
stool,  with  feeling  of  chilliness  in  the  body. 

Urinary  Organs. — Urine  reddish,  mingled  with  mucus. — 
Thick  urine ;  it  becomes  covered  with  white  mucus  after  stand- 
ing ;  turbid,  of  a  dingy-yellow,  with  copious  white  sediment ; 
turbid,  dingy-yellow,  covered  with  an  oily  pellicle. — Pain  in 
the  urethra,  after  urinating. 

Sexual  Parts. — Weight  in  the  right  testicle,  the  whole 
day. — Suppression  of  the  menses. — Menses  smelling  of  foul 
fish,  mixed  with  black  coagula. — Small  pimples  and  intolerable 
itching  of  the  labia. — Spasmodic  pains  striking  through  the 
uterus. — Burning  and  itching  in  the  vagina. 

Windpipe. — In  the  windpipe :  tearing,  prickling,  with 
cough ;  tearing,  with  phlegm ;  sensation  as  of  an  obstacle,  fol- 
lowed by  cough  and  expectoration  of  a  lump  of  hard,  yellowish - 
gray  mucus. — Hoarseness,  on  waking.  — Cough,  with  expectora- 
tion of  yellow  mucus,  at  n'ght — Dry  cough,  day  and  night. — 
Cough,  as  from  stoppage  in  the  pharynx. — Expectoration  of 
lumps  of  black  blood,  early  in  the  morning. 

Chest. —  Constriction  and  difficulty  of  breathing,  caused  by 
dryness  of  the  mouth. —  Oppression  after  supper. —  Tearing  in 
the  chest,  also  with  dryness  of  the  mouth. — Sensation,  on 
making  the  least  motion,  as  though  a  hollow  body  were  moving 
about  in  the  chest  quickly  and  with  a  noise,  after  which  she 
fancies  she  will  faint,  early  in  the  morning. —Prickling  as  from 
a  thousand  pins,  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  sternum.— Violent 
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stitching  pain  above  the  right  breast. — The  mammae  are 
painful,  especially  when  raising  the  arm. —  Congestions  to  the 
chest. — Acute  pain  in  the  left  side,  like  a  stitch.— Painful 
stitches  in  the  right  side. — Palpitation  of  the  heart,  for 
moments ;  at  night ;  when  lying ;  when  raising  one's-self ;  as 
though  the  heart  would  turn  ;  with  fainting  feeling ;  with 
oppression  of  the  chest  (less  when  lying)  ;  irregular  (after 
eating). 

Back. — Violent  beating  in  the  spine,  early,  when  lying. — 
Prickling  sensation  in  the  spine,  during  sleep,  waking  her. — 
Stinging  pain  in  the  large  dorsal  muscle,  right  side,  when 
drawing  breath. — Burning  and  painful  sensation  on  the  fifth 
dorsal  vertebra,  caused  by  the  friction  of  the  clothes.— Sensa- 
tion of  weariness  in  the  whole  back. — Stiffness  in  the  muscles 
of  the  back.— Sense  of  weight  in  the  back  part  of  the  neck.— 
Sensation  as  if  something  on  the  os  sacrum  became  detached. 
— Pain  at  the  sacrum,  when  walking  or  touching  the  part.  — 
Tingling  at  the  os  sacrum. — Beating  in  right  shoulder. — 
Prickling  in  the  psoas-muscles. — Violent  beating  in  the  loins. 
— Pain  in  the  lumbar  vertebrae,  impeding  walking. — Intolerable 
pain  in  the  lumbar  region,  obliging  her  to  walk  bent. 

Upper  Extremities. — Feeling  of  weariness  in  the  muscles, 
posteriorly.— Pain  as  if  sprained,  in  the  right  upper  arm,  after 
leaning  on  the  elbow. — Beating  in  the  middle  portion  of  the 
triceps  brachealis. — Heat  in  the  hands.— Stinging  in  the  left 
little  finger. — Beating  in  the  right  ring-finger. 

Lower  Extremities. —Acute  pains  in  the  hip-joint,  caused 
by  the  least  motion. — Painful  pressure  on  the  hip-joint,  as 
with  an  iron  bar,  compelling  her  to  lie  down.  —  In  the  left 
gluteus  muscle :  beating ;  pain,  accompanied  by  loathing. — 
Lancinations  in  the  posterior  part  of  the  right  thigh. — Weary 
feeling  in  the  muscles  of  the  right  side,  after  walking. — Feeling 
of  dislocation  in  the  hip-joint,  with  pain  in  the  womb,  after  a 
slight  exertion. — Shooting  pain  in  the  posterior  and  inferior 
femoral  muscles,  when  bending  the  'knee.  — Beating  in  the 
internal  femoral  muscles.— Alternate  beating  and  throbbing 
above  the  patella,  in  both  limbs. — Pain  as  if  sprained,  in  the 
whole  of  the  vertebral  column,  striking  through  the  posterior 
parts  of  the  thighs,  and  extending  down  to  the  heels. — Drawing 
pain  in  the  posterior  part  of  the  right  lower  limb,  from  the 
gluteus  muscle  down  to  the  heel. 

SPIGELIA.      (See  Jahr,  p.  365.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Fainting  turns,  especially  when 
straining  at  stool,  or  in  a  warm  room. — °Love  of  drinking. 
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H6ad. — °  Typical  pains,  especially  in  the  left  brain,  tearing, 
boring,  stitching,  worse  in  the  evening,  aggravated  by  motion, 
making  a  wrong  step,  noise,  talk,  opening  the  mouth,  and 
when  lying  down.— -°  Nervous-rheumatic  headache,  with  aching- 
stinging  pains,  extending  to  the  face  and  nape,  aggravated  by 
contact,  motion,  and  noise. — ° Megrim  on  the  left  side,  a 
digging-tearing,  pressing  pain,  aggravated  by  stooping,  noise, 
and  the  least  exercise  in  the  open  air. 

Face. — Prosopalgia,  with  anguish  about  the  heart,  and 
great  restlessness.- — °Violent  prosopalgia,  with  shining  swelling 
of  the  affected  side  ;  the  part  does  not  bear  contact,  nor  can  it 
be  moved. 

Teeth. — °Pains  in  the  teeth,  with  faceache,  pale,  bloated 
face,  yellow  margins  around  the  eyes,  palpitation  of  the  heart, 
chilliness,  and  restlessness. 

SPONGIA  TOSTA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  368.) 

Windpipe. — ° Burning  in  the  larynx  and  trachea. — *Larynx 
dry  and  °rough. 

Chest.— °Breathing  quick,  anxious,  labored,  also  with 
danger  of  suffocation  and  rattling  in  the  chest. 

SQUILL  A  MARITIMA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  371.) 

Head.— °Beating  in  the  head,  when  rising. 
SfOSe. — ° Inflammation  of  the  Schneiderian  membrane. 
Appetite. — Very  thirsty,  but  can  only  drink  little  at  a  time, 
on  account  of  the  dyspnoea. 

Windpipe. — °Dry  cough,  in  short  paroxysms. 

STACHYS  RECTA. 

According  to  Dr.  Maly  (see  Hygea  xvii.  p.  322)  two  cases 
of  rheumatism  of  the  face  were  cured  speedily  and  thoroughly 
by  bathing  the  parts  with  a  warm  infusion  of  the  cut  herb. 

STAMUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  373.) 

Sleep.— *  Sleeplessness,  continually. 
Gastric  Symptoms.— ° Very  weak  digestion. 
AMomen.—0 Stitching  in  the  region  of  the  spleen. 
Chest.— °Cough  caused  by  lying  on  the  side. — °Influenza, 
when  it  threatens  to  change  to  mucous  phthisis. 
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8TAPHYSAGRIA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  376.) 

General  Symptoms.— °Scorbutic  affections.— °Semilateral 
paralysis,  after  chagrin. 

Skin.  — °Suppurating,  liumid  herpes,  forming  crusts.— 
°Polypus. 

Fever. — °  Tertian  fever,  with  scorbutic  symptoms.  —  Cold 
sweat,  on  the  forehead  and  feet. — inability  to  sweat,  even 
when  trying  ever  so  hard,  with  paleness  of  the  face  and  head- 
ache. 

Eyes.— °Swelling  of  both  lids,  with  a  number  of  incipient 
styes,  nocturnal  agglutination,  aching  pain,  sometimes  burning. 

Gastric  Symptoms.— °Bitter  eructations,  after  eating  sour 
things. 

Stomach.— °Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  tension,  aggra- 
vated or  excited  again  by  eating,  especially  by  eating  bread. 

Windpipe. — °Dry  and  hollow  cough. 

Chest.— ° Spasm  of  the  diaphragm,  after  an  attack  of  anger 
and  chagrin. 

Upper  Extremities.— °The  whole  of  the  lower  arm  is 
covered  with  cowpock-shaped  ulcers,  yellow  within,  and  sur- 
rounded with  broad  red  borders. 


STRAMONIUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  380.) 

FeYCr. — ° Acute  gastric  fever,  with  twitching  of  the  arms 
and  fingers. — °  Typhoid  fever,  with  loss  of  consciousness ;  °also 
with  anasarca,  after  scarlet  or  purple-rash. 

Sentient  Sphere. — *Does  not  even  recognise  his  own 
relatives. — °Illusion  of  the  fancy,  as  though  his  body  were  cut 
through  in  the  middle.  — ° Cerebral  affections  and  delirium 
during  and  after  an  attack  of  vesicular  erysipelas. — °Religious 
mania,  he  looks  very  pious  and  seems  full  of  devotion,  °kneels 
in  bed,  and  jumps  up  with  a  loud  shriek  and  wild  gestures, 
when  touched  ever  so  slightly. 

Face. — ^Distortion  of  the  features,  as  if  caused  by  pain. 

Male  Parts. — °Emission  of  semen,  mixed  with  blood. 

Lower  Extremities.— °Small  pustule  on  the  left  leg, 
towards  the  calf,  causing  much  redness,  heat  and  pain,  and 
discharging  shortly  a  hot  and  acrid  water. 


STRONTIANA.     (See  Jahr,  p.  383.) 

Eyes.— ^Removes  colored  appearances,  which  sometimes 
remain  after  a  successful  operation  on  the  eye,  especially  when 
every  thing  has  the  color  of  blood, 
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Gastric  Symptoms.— 6 Violent  chronic  pressure  at  the 
stomach,  during  the  period  of  digestion. 

Windpipe. — ° Phthisis. — ° Copious,  difficult  expectoration  of 
white  pus,  with  considerable  chilliness  and  coldness. 

Extremities.  — °Cramps  in  the  calves  and  soles  of  the  feet 
— °  (Edema  of  the  left  foot. 


SULPHUR.     (See  Jahr,  p.  3S5.) 

General  Symptoms. — °Chronic  effects  from  the  abuse  of 
wine  and  coffee. — e  Consequences  of  taking  cold  (by  standing 
in  the  water,  or  by  exposure  to  damp  and  cold  weather). — 
°Acute  articular  rheumatism. — ° Wandering  gout. — °  Cracking 
of  the  joints. — °  Spasms  during  dentition. — °  Trembling  of  the 
extremities,  in  the  case  of  drunkards. — °  Stooping  when  walk- 
ing.— °Difficulty  of  learning  to  walk,  in  the  case  of  children. — 
°  Weakness  of  the  extremities,  with  tingling. — °  Nervous  debility. 
— °  Scrofulous  atrophy. 

Skin. — °Rash  on  the  extremities,  with  violent  gnawing- 
itching. — °Small-pox,  during  the  suppurative  stage. — °Dry, 
furfuraceous  herpes. — °Herpes  consisting  of  thick  crusts,  of  a 
grayish-yellow  color,  with  burning  itching. — °Herpes  consist- 
ing of  red  spots,  with  watery  vesicles. — ° Horny  warts. — °  Ulcers, 
surrounded  with  pimples,  with  raised,  swollen  edges. — ° Proud- 
flesh  in  the  ulcers. — ° Jaundice  ;  °chlorosis  ;  ° dropsy,  especially 
ascites  or  anasarca.— °Red,  hot,  arthritic  or  rheumatic  swell- 
ings.—°Pale,  tense,  hard  swellings. 

Sleep. — At  night,  in  bed :  *violent  headache  ;  ^throbbing 
in  the  head,  waking  one ;  °thirst ;  °pressure  at  the  stomach, 
abating  after  eructations;  °flatulent  colic;  stitches  in  the 
abdomen,  followed  by  emission  of  flatulence  ;  palpitation  of  the 
heart. 

Head. — °Is  especially  suitable  for  headache  affecting  the 
vertex  and  forepart  of  the  head,  with  heat  in  the  head,  and 
cold  feet,  constriction  of  the  head,  ringing  in  the  ears,  and 
throbbing. — °  Congestive  headaches,  attended  with  constipation 
or  piles,  or  caused  by  suppression  of  inveterate  ulcers,  eruptions, 
piles. 

Eyes. — °The  lids  burn  and  feel  as  if  bruised. — ° Styes. — 
°Kheumatic,  arthritic,  catarrhal  ophthalmia  ;  °ophthalmia 
neonatorum. — ° Redness  of  the  iris,  ° of  the  whites,  of  the  con- 
junctiva.— °  Chronic  chemosis  with  ulcers  on  the  cornea,  after 
suppression  of  the  itch. 

pace. — °Face  bloated,  yellowish. — °Crusta  lactea,  groups 
of  small,  white  vesicles  on  the  forehead,  cheeks,  and  at  the 
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lids,  with  scurfs  and  itching  in  the  evening. — °  Cancerous,  pain- 
less ulcers  in  the  face. 

Teeth. — °Hard  swelling  of  the  gums,  discharging  blood 
and  pus. — °Spongy  excrescence,  growing  again  in  spite  of 
cutting,  cauterization,  pulling  out  a  tooth,  &c. ;  accompanied 
by  stinging  drawing  pain  in  the  jaws,  frequent  chilliness  and 
heat  in  the  evening,  and  coldness  of  the  extremities. 

Appetite,  &C. — After  eating  :  °nausea,  ° vomiting  ;  °rising 
of  the  food  to  the  throat ;  °cardialgia ;  °  weariness  in  the 
extremities. 

Stomach. — °Pressure  at  the  stomach,  with  burning ; 
° extending  to  the  chest,  back ;  °hypochondria  and  abdomen. 
— °Pressure  at  the  stomach  as  from  a  lump. — Compressive 
sensation  at  stomach,  with  vomiting. 

Stool. —  °  Constipation,  from  piles. — °Diarrhcea,  consisting  of 
white  mucus,  day  and  night. — °Prolapsus  of  the  rectum, 
during  stool,  in  the  case  of  feeble,  scrofulous  children. 

Urine. — °Painful  discharge  of  bloody  urine,  drop  by  drop, 
with  great  straining, — °Urine  at  times  clear,  at  times  saturated, 
with  a  thick  sediment.—0 Rose-colored  urine. — °Old  gonor- 
rhoea, smelling  like  old  cheese. 

Male  Parts. — °Hydrocele,  especially  of  scrofulous  persons. 

Female  Parts. — °Prolapsus  of  the  uterus. 

Windpipe. — °Sensation  as  if  something  had  lodged  in  the 
larynx. — ° Aphonia. — °Dry  cough,  with  hoarseness,  dryness  in 
the  throat,  and  discharge  of  clear  water  from  the  nose. — °Dry 
cough,  in  the  evening,  or  at  night,  also  towards  morning,  with 
a  little  expectoration,  and  sensation  as  if  small  vesicles  were 
breaking  in  the  chest. — Laryngeal  phthisis. — °Copious,  viscous, 
purulent  expectoration. —  When  coughing :  °headache  ;  stitch- 
ing in  the  head ;  vomiting  ;  stitches  in  the  chest. 

Chest.  —  ° Phthisis  and  tubercles  in  the  lungs. 

Upper  Extremities. — °Red  tips  on  the  dorsa  of  the  hands. 
— °Pain  as  if  sprained  in  the  shoulders,  with  tearing  and 
burning ;  the  parts  do  not  bear  either  contact  or  motion  or  the 
warmth  of  the  bed,  and  the  forearm  is  swollen. 

Lower  Extremities. — Pain  in  the  ischiatic  bones,  as  if 
ulcerated,  when  touched  ;  on  rising  from  a  seat,  the  thighs  feel 
as  if  gone  to  sleep,  with  pinching  at  the  ischium.— ° Chilblains. 


SULPHURIS  ACIDUM.    (See  Jahr,  p.  394.) 

Skin. — ° Itching  of  the  shin  and  breaking  out  of  pustules 
here  and  there,  after  imperfectly  cured  itch. 

Fever. — ° Profuse  sweat,  especially  when  breaking  out  while

sitting  and  passing  off  during  motion. — °Flashes  of  heat,  in 
females,  after  suppression  of  the  courses. 

EmotiT6  Sphere.— -°Anxious  and  oppressed;  exaltation  of 
spirits  alternating  with  depression. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — ° Acidity  in  the  throat. 

AMomen. —  °Continual  pressing  of  the  hernia  through  the 
ring,  with  smarting  pain  as  from  excoriation  (even  after  the 
reduction  of  hernia).— ° Incarceration  of  hernia,  especially  on 
the  left  side,  the  patient  having  a  melancholy-phlegmatic  tem- 
perament (with  sanguineo-choleric  patients  JVux  v.  is  pre- 
ferable). 

TABACUM. 

(See  Symftomen-  Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  935.) 

StOOl* — ° Asiatic  and  sporadic  cholera,  according  to  Dr. 
Knorre,  when  the  following  symptoms  occur  :— Discharges  by 
the  mouth  and  rectum,  consisting  of  a  whitish  liquid,  accom- 
panied by  fainting  turns ;  the  vomiting  sets  in  as  soon  as  the 
patient  raises  himself  or  stirs ;  the  alvine  evacuations  take 
place  at  short  intervals,  the  face  is  deathly-pale,  the  features 
are  altered,  the  body  is  cool,  pulse  small  and  feeble ;  or  else, 
when  the  following  symptoms  are  present :— Vomiting,  attended 
with  general  cramps,  loss  of  consciousness,  involuntary  stools 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  patient,  the  evacuations  take 
place  simultaneously  upwards  and  downwards  in  rapid  suc- 
cession, the  body  is  cold,  features  altered,  debility  and  thirst 
excessive. 


TARAXACUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  397.) 

Fever. — °Sweat  all  over,  the  whole  night,  with  frequent 
waking,  sensation  of  heat  all  over,  and  glowing  cheeks. 
Gastric  Symptoms.— °Gastric  derangement 

TARTARUS  EMETlCUS.    (See  Jahr,  p.  398.) 

General  Symptoms.— °Apoplexy. 

Head. — °Violent  aching  pain,  especially  above  the  eyes, 
from  twelve  to  two  o'clock,  every  day,  with  sick  feeling,  coated 
tongue,  slimy  taste,  loss  of  appetite,  distended  abdomen,  con- 
stipation.— °Humid  scald-head. 

Teeth.-—0 Intermittent  rheumatic  toothache,  with  tearing 
pain  in  the  face  and  head  on  the  same  side,  aggravated  by 
warmth  and  in  bed,  eased  by  cold,  coming  on  and  exacerbating 
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every  evening,  abating  towards  morning  ;  in  a  ease  of  relapse, 
after  Puis,  had  effected  a  cure  the  first  time. 

Appetite. — °Bitter  taste  in  mouth. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — °Bitter  and  sour  vomiting,  also  at 
night. — ° Asiatic  cholera. 

Stool. — ° Diarrhoea  in  summer,  after  taking  cold,  worse  at 
night,  with  irresistible  desire  for  cold  water. 

Sexual  Parts. — °Eruptions  on  the  scrotum. 

Windpipe. — °  Whooping-cough,  when  the  most  violent 
paroxysms  set  in  at  night,  with  vomiting  of  mucus  and  food. 

Chest. — ° Pneumonia,  especially  when  complicated  with 
gastric  and  bilious  symptoms,  or  in  the  stage  of  hepatization, 
or  when,  after  the  inflammatory  symptoms  have  abated,  the 
oppression  and  anguish  increase,  and  the  pulse  becomes  small, 
soft,  irregular ;  the  physical  symptoms  (dulness  of  sound  on 
percussion,  crepitating  rale,  or  bronchial  respiration)  point  to 
hepatization.

Skin. — ° Erysipelas  neonatorum. 

TEREBINTHINA. 

(See  Symptomen-Codex,  vol.  ii.  p.  960.) 

Urinary  Organs.— °Chronic  cystitis. 

Sexual  Organs. — Q  Excessively  painful  erections. 


TEUCRIBM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  402.) 

General  Symptoms. — *Treinulous,  nervous  excitement  in 
the  whole  body.— °Polypus. 

Female  Parts. — Pedunculated,  pear-shaped,  smooth 
polypus  of  the  vagina,  protruding  to  the  length  of  three  inches 
in  front  of  the  hymen  which  remained  intact,  in  the  case  of  a 
girl  of  twenty-five  years  ;  used  in  the  shape  of  embrocations, 
fomentations. 


THERIDION.     (See  Jahr,  p.  404.) 


THUJA  OCCIDENTALS.     (See  Jahr,  p.  405.) 
Head.— ° Megrim,  especially  when  caused  by  former  excesses, 
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characterized  by  a  tearing  pain  in  the  forepart  of  the  head,  and 
in  the  face  down  to  malar  bone,  and  a  sensation  as  if  a  convex 
button  were  pressed  on  the  brain  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
sutures,  or  as  if  a  nail  were  pushed  into  the  brain. 
Back. — Tension  of  the  skin  at  the  nape  of  the  neck. 

TILOE  FLORES. 

General  Symptoms.— General  sick  feeling,  languor  (on 
waking). — Excessive  weariness  and  prostration,  after  exercise. 
— The  left  half  of  the  body  seems  to  be  principally  affected ; 
warmth  aggravates  the  symptoms  ;  exercise  in  the  open  air 
sometimes  diminishes  the  pains  in  the  bowels,  and  improves 
the  spirits,  but  on  the  other  hand  excites  or  aggravates  the 
rheumatic  sensations  in  the  extremities. 

Skin. — Heat,  rush  of  blood,  and  redness  of  the  skin  all  over, 
with  prickling  itching  (especially  in  bed). — Sensation  as  if  the 
skin  were  swollen. — Clusters  of  small,  reddish-white,  deep- 
seated  little  blotches  on  the  arms,  hands  and  neck,  afterwards 
on  the  chin,  back,  nates,  sexual  parts,  thighs,  and  around  the 
knees,  with  horrible  itching  and  smarting-biting  (especially 
in  bed)  and  burning  like  fire  after  scratching  until  blood 
comes  ;  accompanied  by  glowing  heat  of  the  body. 

Sleep. — Frequent  spasmodic  yawning  (with  chilly  creeping). 
— Drowsiness  and  going  to  sleep  involuntarily. — Stupefying 
nap  after  dinner. — Restless,  unrefreshing  night-sleep,  with  con- 
fused and  anxious  dreams. — Difficulty  of  falling  asleep  (with 
itching  of  the  skin). — Stupefying  sleep  towards  morning,  with 
desire  to  uncover  one's-self. — Delirious  talk,  on  waking. 

Fever. — Feverish  chilliness  and  chilly  creepings  (with 
gooseflesh),  alternating  with  flushes  of  heat  (especially  in  the 
face),  particularly  towards  evening. — General  increase  of  tem- 
perature (with  catarrh). — Vascular  erethism,  towards  the  head 
and  chest. — Burning  of  the  face,  feet,  with  hot  breath,  hurried, 
full,  tense  pulse. 

Emotive  Sphere.— Ill-humor,  or  low-spirited,  melancholy 
mood. 

Sentient  Sphere. — Vertigo,  with  gauze  before  the  eyes, 
dulness  of  the  head,  fulness  of  the  forepart  of  the  head,  with 
great  languor,  and  occasional  sickness  at  the  stomach. 

Head. — Head  heavy,  dull,  as  if  intoxicated  (worse  after 
eating,  also  early,  on  waking),  with  redness  and  heat  of  the 
body  and  face. — Catarrh,  with  sensation  as  if  the  head  were 
swollen. — Stinging  pain  in  the  forehead,  with  heat  of  the  head 
and  face. — Crampy-aching  pain  in  the  forepart  of  the  head ; 
also  at  night,  in  the  eyes,  sometimes  in  the  occiput. —  Tearing 
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m  one  half  of  the  head,  as  if  through  the  ears  and  mastoid 
processes. 

Integuments  Of  the  Head. — Chilliness  and  shuddering  of 
the  hairy  scalp. — Itching  and  clusters  of  pimples  on  the  hairy 
scalp. 

Eyes. — Eyes  big  as  if  swollen,  or  swollen  by  tears. — Sensa- 
tion as  if  warmth  or  coldness  were  suddenly  passing  through 
the  eyes. — Swimming  of  the  eyes  and  dimness  of  sight  as  if 
through  a  gauze,  with  vertigo. 

Ears. — Sensation  of  distention  and  obstruction  in  the  ears. 
— Stitching  and  tearing  in  the  ears,  with  heat  and  buzzing. 
Nose.—  Tickling  in  the  nose. 

Face. — In  the  face  :  heat,  with  hot  forehead  and  dulness  of 
the  head  ;  sensation  as  if  something  alive  were  creeping  over 
the  face,  or  as  if  a  piece  of  ice  were  passed  over  it,  burning,  or 
cutting,  especially  in  the  region  of  the  malar  bones,  towards 
the  ears  and  lower  jaws  ;  itching,  especially  under  the  eyes, 
with  hard  blotches  (pimples)  which  sometimes  are  seated  near 
the  corners  of  the  mouth. 

Teeth. — They  are  sensitive  to  cold  water. — Drawing,  in  the 
gums. 

Mouth. — Sensation  as  if  the  buccal  cavity  were  lined  with 
thick  mucus  or  tallow,  and  sensation  of  contraction  as  if  caused 
by  acrid  substances,  or  numb  feeling. — Tongue  coated  white- 
yellowish. — Scraping  at  the  palate,  with  tickling  in  the  nose. 

Throat. — Roughness,  with  sensation  as  if  the  uvula  had 
become  elongated. 

Appetite  and  Taste. — Loss  of  appetite,  &c. — Aversion  to 
smoking. — Desire  for  something  refreshing. — Loathing  after 
eating. — Taste:  slimy;  flat;  sweetish-insipid,  also  too  acrid, 
as  if  the  tongue  were  sore. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — Belching  of  wind,  also  with  foul 
taste.  — Loathing  and  nausea,  especially  after  eating,  with 
drowsiness,  dulness  of  the  head,  and  heat  in  the  face. — Desire 
to  vomit. 

Stomach.— Sensation  of  the  stomach  being  overloaded.— 
Pressure  at  the  stomach  and  spasmodic  pain  at  the  stomach. — 
The  region  of  the  stomach  feels  as  if  swollen,  tight ;  it  is  pain- 
ful to  the  touch. — Oppression  and  rushes  of  blood  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach. 

Abdomen.  — Short  dull  stitches  in  the  hypochondria,  worse 
when  drawing  a  long  breath  ;  pain  in  the  hypochondria  when 
coughing. — Distention  of  the  abdomen,  with  frequent  emissions 
of  flatulence. — The  umbilical  region  is  painful,  with  burning 
and  drawing,  which  extends  to  the  lower  abdomen  and  small 
of  the  back. — Fulness  and  distention  of  the  epigastrium  (with 
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oppression  of  breathing),  pressing  towards  the  sides,  back,  and 
abdomen,  as  from  incarcerated  flatulence. — Rumbling  in 
abdomen  ;  movements  as  if  diarrhoea  would  set  in. 

Stool. — Frequent,  hurried  urging  to  stool,  with  scanty, 
papescent  evacuations. — Emissions  of  flatulence,  during  which 
a  little  mucus  having  a  putrid  smell  escapes  from  the  rectum. 
— Creeping  at  the  anus. 

Urinary  Organs. — Continual  painful  urging  to  urinate.— 
Erequent  and  copious  emission  of  pale,  watery  urine. — Feeling 
as  if  the  urethra  were  swollen  internally,  with  stitches. 

Female  Parts. — Pressing  towards  the  groin  (as  when  the 
menses  are  about  to  appear),  and  pain  as  if  sore  in  the  vagina 
and  pudendum. — Menses  delaying,  feeble,  and  pale. 

Windpipe  and  Chest. — Rough  and  hoarse  voice. — Weari- 
ness of  the  chest,  with  oppression. — Drawing  in  the  pectoral 
muscles,  extending  to  the  back,  arms,  and  nape  of  the  neck. 

Extremities. — In  the  arms ;  languor  and  weakness,  as  if 
all  the  strength  had  been  beaten  out. —  Tearing  in  the  hands 
and  fingers. — Weakness  of  the  lower  limbs. — Drawing,  tearing, 
and  tension  in  the  lower  limbs  and  their  joints.— Burning  and 
throbbing  in  the  hip-joint,  when  sitting. — Pain  in  the  ball  of 
the  foot,  as  if  ulcerated. 

TONGO.

TUSSILAGO  FARPARA. 

This    agent   is    recommended   for    scrofulous    ophthalmia, 
hoarseness,  cough. 


TUSSILAGO  PETASITES. 

This  agent  is  said  to  act  particularly  on  the  urinary  organs, 
and  to  be  an  excellent  remedy  for  gonorrhoea  and  gonorrhoea! 
diseases,  rheumatism,  gout.  It  cured  a  case  of  ophthalmia  of 
two  years'  standing,  which  had  developed  itself  in  consequence- 
of  a  suppression  of  gonorrhoea. 

Among  the  few  pathogenetic  symptoms  which  we  possess  of 
this  agent,  we  will  mention  the  following  concerning;  the  urinary 
and  sexual  organs. 

Previous  to  micturition,  a  drop  of  yellow;  imcus  is,  discharged 
from  the  urethra,  which,  however,  is  not  inflamed. 

Drawing  in  the  testicles. — Itching  in  the  inguinal  canal. — 
Little  jerks  in  the  spermatic  chpard,  here  and  there,  obliging 
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him  to  bend  backwards.— Increased  erections,  at  night;  also  in 
the  day-time. — The  sexual  desire  is  quiet. — Nocturnal  emis- 
sions ;  also  less  frequent. 

URTI€A  URENS. 

This  remedy  has  been  used  for  ° urticaria  ;  °burns ;  dysen- 
teric diarrhoea ;  °anasarca  and  ascites  ;  anasarca  after  scarlet- 
fever.— It  has  caused  an  oedematous,  painless,  monstrous 
swelling  of  the  whole  head,  neck,  and  chest,  down  to  the 
umbilicus. 


ETA  URSI. 

It  has  been  used  as  a  palliative  in  ascites,  depending  upon 
disease  of  the  heart  or  liver.— It  has  also  cured  °  dysenteric 
diarrhoea  ;  painful  micturition,  with  burning ;  °ha3maturia. — 
It  produces  green,  slimy,  purulent  urine. 


VALERIANA  OFFICINALIS.        (See  Jahr,  p.  140.) 


TERATRUM  ALBUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  141.) 

General  Symptoms* — °Bad  effects  of  fright,  chagrin,  or 
anger. — °Tonic  spasms,  with  curvature  of  the  palms  of  the 
hands  and  soles  of  the  feet. — °  Catalepsy,  with  lockjaw,  loss  of 
sensation  and  motion,  convulsive  twitching  of  the  eyes,  and, 
previous  to  the  paroxysms,  anguish,  despair,  and  being  beside 
one's-self. — *Has  to  lie  or  sit  down  ;  on  attempting  to  rise,  he 
experiences  the  most  frightful  anguish,  with  desire  to  vomit, 
and  cold  sweat  on  the  forehead. 

Head. — °Deserves  attention  in  hemicrania,  with  aching, 
throbbing  pain  in  one  side  of  the  head,  with  stiffness  of  the 
nape  of  the  neck;  the  head  feels  as  though  it  would  burst, 
with  vomiting. 

Eyes.-—  °Hemeralgia,  commencing  at  twilight. 

Teeth. — °  Toothache,  with  nausea  and  vomiting,  coldness 
and  bruised  feeling  in  all  the  limbs,  cold  sweat  on  the  fore- 
head, internal  heat,  and  unquenchable  thirst. 

Throat.  — °Paralysis  of  the  cesophagns. 

Appetite,  &C. — ° After  eating,  hiccough,  inclination  to 
vomit,  gulping-up  of  a  bitter  fluid. 

Gastric  Symptoms. — cThe  vomiting  is  brought  on  again 
by  the  least  motion,  or  by  swallowing  a  little  liquid.— Chole- 
rine.— Q  Asiatic  cholera,  with  rice-water  discharges  by  the 
24 
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inouth  and  rectum ;  the  body  becomes  cooler ;  or  when  the 
body  Is  not  yet  cold,  but  blue  spots  show  themselves  here  and 
there,  the  pulse  is  not  quite  filiform,  and  the  oppression  on  the 
chest  is  moderate.  Or  it  may  be  used  for  the  following  symp- 
toms :  rice-water  discharges,  unquenchable  thirst,  desire  for  ice 
water  or  acids,  pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  cold,  dead, 
blue  skin,  cold  and  clammy  sweat,  icy-coldness  of  the  hands 
and  feet,  cramps  in  the  calves,  &c. 

Windpipe. — °Spasms  of  the  larynx.— °Cough  with  vomiting. 

Lower  Limbs. — °Icy-coldness  of  the  feet.

ZINCUM.     (See  Jahr,  p.  145.) 

Skin. — °Dropsy,  especially  when  the  patients  complain  of 
pains  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys. 

Fever. — °  Scarlet-fever, v&  cases  where  the  brain  is  involved. 
Female  Parts. — °Menses  scanty,  with  toothache. 

Lower  Extremities. — °Varices  on  the  leg*.

USE    OF    THIS    BBPBBTOBY* 


1.  The  following  Repertory  is  not  a  mere  index  to  the 
Manual,  as  has  already  been  stated  in  the  preface  to  the 
latter,  but  an  independent  work,  containing  a  good  many  more 
indications  than  the  Manual,  and  mentioning  not  only  all  the 

*  The  following  Repertory  is  a  combination  of  the  repertories  of 
Jahr  and  Possart.  Possart's  additional  remedies,  and  the  symptoms 
appertaining  thereto,  have  been  incorporated  in  Jahr's  text,  the  form 
of  which  has  been  preserved.  We  subjoin  a  list  of  the  remedies  not

2.  In  speaking  of  general  symptoms,  such  as  tearing, 
stitching,  vomiting  (without  any  particular  indication),  nausea, 
sleeplessness,  drowsiness,  etc.,  and,  in  general,  in  mentioning 
symptoms  which  are  common  to  all  remedies;  only  such 
remedies  have  been  named  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  as  can 
claim  the  above-mentioned  pains  as  characteristic  symptoms. 
Hence  the  reader  does  not  lose  anything  by  this  designed 
omission  ;  all  he  has  to  do  is  to  add  after  every  symptom  the 
words — All  the  remedies,  but  more  particularly  the  following. 
It  would  have  been  an  useless  waste  of  ^paper  to  repeat  these 
words  after  every  general  symptom. 

3.  The  different  kinds  of  print  which  I  have  made  use  of  in 
this  Repertory  are  intended  to  distinguish  the  symptoms  as 
regards  their  quality  and  importance  : — 

(a).  Calc.  =  (equal  to)  Calc.  ;  this  kind  of  print  sig- 
nifies that  the  symptom  is  an  ordinary  pathogenetic 
symptom,  which  has  not  yet  been  confirmed  by 
clinical  experience. 

(b).  Calc.  =  (equal  to)  C  a  1  c,  or  °Calc. ;  this  kind  of 
print  signifies  that  the  symptom  has  been  observed  by 
a  number  of  pr overs,  or  that  it  is  merely  a  clinical 
symptom  which  had  disappeared  during  treatment, 
without  having  been  previously  discovered  by  pure 
experiment. 

(c).  CALC.  =  (equal  to)  °Calc.  or  *Calc. ;  this  kind 
of  print  signifies  that  the  symptom  had  yielded  to 
treatment  in  many  cases  without  being  a  pathogenetic 
symptom  ;  or  else  that  it  is  a,  pathogenetic  symptom, 
which  has  been  abundantly  confirmed  by  clinical 
experience,

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(d).  C  A  L  C.  =  {equal  to)  *C  a  1  e.  (or also  °0  a  1  c)  ;  this 
kind  of  print  signifies  that  the  symptom  is  an 
eminently  characteristic  symptom,  both  clinically  and 
pathogenetically, 

4.  These  four  classes,  although  constituting  a  sort  of  gra- 
duated series,  should  nevertheless  not  be  confounded  with 
Boenninghausen's  division,  for  we  have  frequently  been  guided 
in  our  classification  by  different  views,  and  the  reader  will 
therefore  have  to  decide  whether  I  have  classed  the  remedies 
in  accordance  with  his  own  judgment  regarding  their  intrinsic 
value.  My  great  object  has  been  to  adopt  such  a  standard  of 
classification  as  would  make  the  principle  I  have  endeavored 
to  carry  out  perfectly  intelligible  to  the  reader. 

5.  To  facilitate  the  finding  of  a  symptom,  I  havo  used  only 
one  alphabetical  series  in  every  chapter,  containing  both  the 
principal  indications  and  the  secondary  conditions  in  one 
alphabetical  order.  It  happens  in  most  cases  that  these 
secondary  conditions  are  adjoined,  as  subdivisions,  to  the 
principal  symptoms,  as  is  the  ease  under  spasms,  palpitation 
of  the  hearty  nausea,  chilliness,  heat,  sweat,  vomiting, 
diarrhoea,  etc. 

6.  The  first  chapter  of  the  Repertory  contains  the  general 
symptoms,  and  likewise  a  sort  of  index,  pointing  to  the 
chapter  where  particular  affections  are  treated.  If,  therefore,  a 
certain  general  symptom  or  disease,  such  as  cholera,  jaundice, 
chlorosis,  influenza,  &c,  should  not  be  found  in  this  first 
chapter,  the  reader  will  at  least  find  the  name  of  the  disease 
indicated,  together  with  the  chapter  where  the  remedies  will  be 
found  mentioned  in  detail. 

7.  This  first  chapter  likewise  contains  a  sort  of  synopsis  of 
all  the  symptoms  and  conditions,  together  with  the  principal 
remedies  related  thereto ;  but  these  indications  should  not  be 
looked  upon  as  a  mere  mechanical  juxtaposition  of  names ;  on 
the  contrary,  they  are  founded  on  the  general  character  of  the 
remedy  as  resulting  from  its  characteristic  mode  of  affecting 
the  organism.  This  observation  applies  especially  to  the  con- 
ditions and  periods  as  detailed  in  the  first  chapter.* 


*  A  mechanical  enumeration  of  the  symptoms  is  no  safe  guide  in. 
selecting  a  remedy.  A  remedy  may,  for  instance,  have  100  symptoms, 
50  of  which  may  have  appeared  in  the  evening ;  nevertheless  it  would 
be  inferior  to  a  remedy  with  1500  symptoms  and  only  6  evening 
symptoms,  provided  these  6  symptoms  show  a  disturbance  of  the  whole 
organism,  or  of  the  most  varied  organs  and  systems ;  whereas  the  100 
symptoms  belong  only  to  one  category  of  symptoms,  or  to  one  organ 
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8.  These  introductory  remarks  are  followed  by  a  list  of  the 
principal  remedies,  with  their  usually  employed  abbreviations, 
antidotes,  and  analogous  remedies.  It  will  be  seen  that  I 
likewise  differ  with  Bcenninghausen  as  to  what  are  principal 
remedies.  I  cannot  decide  whether  my  views  are  correcter 
than  his ;  but  it  is  evident  that  there  may  be  a  difference  of 
views,  and  the  results  obtained,  though  different,  may  be 
equally  true.  For  the  present  these  differences  are  of  not 
much  consequence,  but  they  will  be  when  the  character  of 
our  remedies,  and  the  limits  of  their  action  and  use,  shall 
be  fully  known. 

9.  This  Eepertory  contains  a  good  many  more  names  of 
diseases  than  the  Manual.  Though  I  disapprove  of  mere 
names,  yet  they  may  be  allowed  in  a  Repertory,  provided  they 
are  sufficiently  explained  by  the  subjoined  remarks.  I  have 
not  been  sparing  of  such  elucidating  observations  and  sub- 
divisions of  general  diseases ;  and  in  this  way  I  have  endea- 
vored to  benefit  beginning  practitioners  who  have  not  yet 
learned  to  look  for  more  than  mere  names.  The  subdivisions 
which  are  annexed  to  the  leading  names  will  guide  them 
further,  and  will  enable  them,  I  trust,  to  obtain  the  desired 
information.  If  it  should,  nevertheless,  prove  incomplete, 
then  the  reader  is  referred  to  my  Clinical  Guide  for  a 
more  complete  pathological  arrangement  of  the  different 
diseases.

The  reader  will  understand  my  views  better  when  I  shall 
have  had  leisure  to  publish  two  works,  a  rough  sketch  of  which  is  now 
lying  before  me  ;  they  are, 

1.  An  Analytic  Diagnostic  Arrangement  of  the  Symptoms  of  the 
Materia  Mediea  Pura  ;  and, 

2.  The  Conditions  and  Periods  when  the  Remedies  Develope  and 
Manifest  their  effects. 

The  first  of  these  works  would  probably  have  been  published 
already  if  I  had  not  been  prevented  by  the  duty  of  attending  to  this, 
new  edition  of  the  Manual.
